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Foreword 


The Digest of Public General Bills was prepared originally 
for the second session of the Seventy-fourth Congress and 
has been published for all subsequent Congresses. 


The purpose of the digests, to quote from the committee 


report on the appropriation for 1936, is “ . . . to furnish in 
the form of a brief synopsis the essential features of the 
introduced public bills and resolutions and a little fuller 
digest of reported measures in order that Members may 
have a weekly file from which they may follow the legisla- 
tion when introduced and from which they may readily 


answer correspondents concerning these measures.” 


Mimeographed digests of public general bills introduced are 
delivered to Members of Congress at frequent intervals. 
Printed cumulations are published from time to time, replac- 
ing the mimeographed issues and containing, in addition, a 
section showing the status of all bills acted upon and another 
listing the public laws and resolutions enacted, with the 


corresponding bill numbers.

stoppage or to resume work. He shall promptly appoint 
an emergency board which shall seek to induce a scttle- 
ment and report to the President within 30 days, such 
report to include the Board’s findings and recommenda- 
tions and to be made public. At any time after issuing a 
proclamation the President may submit the case, together 
with his recommendations, to Congress for action. In 
the event of a strike or lock-out occurring or continuing 
after the emergency board has made its report the Presi- 
dent must submit the case (along with his reeommenda- 
tions) to Congress, convening Congress in special session 
if necessary. 

After issuing a proclamation the President may direct 
the Attorney General to petition a Federal Court for aa 
injunction or for authority for the President to take im- 
mediate possession. Sixty days after the proclamation 
the injunction shall be discharged and the industry re- 
turned to the owners if the President has taken possession.

Fair Labor Standards Act of 1949—lIncreases the mini- 
mum hourly wage rate from 40 to 75 ce Transfers 
administration of the act to the Secretary of Labor and 
continues the Wage and Hour Division as the Bureau of 
Wages and Hours. Authorizes the Secretary to make 
regulations and to institute suit for the recovery of back 
wages. Increases from 2 to 4 years the statute of limita- 


tions on wage suits. Defines “regular rate’ of pay for the 
first time and excludes from this definition certain specified 
types of payments, e. g. Christmas gifts, bonuses, travelling 
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expenses, talent fees, etc. Deals with the so-called over- 
time-on-overtime problem. Revises the term ‘‘wage”’ to 
include tips for which records are kept in accordance with 
regulations of the Secretary and excludes board, lodging, 
or other facilities when these are an incident of and neces- 
sary to the employment and practicably available only 
from the employer. Revises provisions relating to guar- 
anteed annual employment plans in the interest of flexi- 
bility. Contains a section designed to prevent the use 
of the Belo plan. 

The wage and hour coverage of the Act is extended to 
aaere employed in or about or in connection with an 

terprise where the e1 mployer is engaged in commerce or 
in the production of goods for commerce (at present these 
provis ae extend to emplovees engaged in commerce or 
in the production of goods for commerce). Extends the 
wage and hour provisions to: (1) retail and service estab- 
lishments having a total annual volume of sales in excess 
of $500,000, (2) street railways and other local transit 
systems, (3) the processing and canning of agricultural 
horticultural, and fishery products by eliminating the 
“area of production” exe mptior 1 (however, such industries, 
if seasonal, are granted a partial exemption from the over- 
time provisions for 14 weeks during peak periods, and in 
the case of processing fresh fruits and vegetables, may be 
granted up to an additional 6 weeks). The minimum wage 
provisions are extende d to seamen. The overtime provi- 
sions are extended to: (1) motor-carrier employees who 
are not drivers or drivers’ helpers in over-the-road transport 
operations, (2) air carrier employees who are not flight 
personnel, (3) and pipe line carrier employees, Exempts 
from the wage and hour provisions: (1) newsboys, (2) 
employees in the taxicab business, (3) employees in exempt 
retail or service establishments, not otherwise subject to 
the wage and hour provisions, who handle telegraph mes- 
sages under a contract or agency agreement where the total 
revenue from such business does not exceed $500 a month, 
(4) employees of a retail or service establishment (deriving 
not more than 25 percent of their annual dollar volume 
from activities other than retail selling or servicing) whose 
employers had a total annual volume of sales or servicing 
of not more than $500,000 during the preceding calendar 
year.

Federal Employees’ Compensation Act Amendments of 
1949—Title I: Authorizes payment for the 3-day waiting 
period when disability lasts beyond 21 days and permits 
disabled employees to use up sick and annual leave before 
disability payments commence. Defines permanent total 
disability, partial disability, and sets up a more liberal 
pay schedule for same. Provides that entire payment 
shall be made to survivors if the disabled employee dies 
from independent causes before receiving all the payments 
entitled him under this act. 

Increases maximum family benefit to 75 percent (now 
66% percent) of pay in total disability and death cases for 
a person with one dependent. Increé ases the minimum 
monthly disability benefit to $112.50 (now $58.33) and 
the maximum monthly death benefit to $150 (now $87.50).

each additional child.

Per- 
mits a discretionary expenditure of up to $50 monthly for 
an employee to undergo vocational rehabilitation. In- 
creases burial benefits to $400 (now $200). 

Ixtends coverage to include civilian officers of the United 
States and to include persons rendering service for nominal 
compensation 

Title Il: Makes numerous technical amendments in- 
cluding the a exclusion of overtime pay and other 
extra allowances from the wage base. Determines wage- 
earning capacity in partial disability cases. Amends pro- 
visions for recove ry of overpaid benefits to make them less 
harsh. Makes the remedy under this act an exclusive 
remedy. Provides for a safety council to work toward 
reduction of injuries to Federal workers. 

Title III: Provides that time limits for injuries suffered 
outside the United States during and until 1 year after 
cessation of hostilities shall commence to run upon enact- 
ment of this act. Makes the new rates applicable pro- 
spectively to persons receiving disability payments on the 
date of enactment. Contains provision designed to 
encourage accident prevention.

ete.) is $1.25 (but if the sales price is more than $1.25 the 
entire sales price is subject to the tax) or less. Reimburse. 
ment of the tax to the retailer shall be made by the 
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purchaser at the following rates: from 14 to 63 cents, 1 
cent; from 64 cents to $1.13, 2 cents; on each 50 cents or 
fraction thereof in excess of $1.13, 1 cent. 

Title II—Compensating Use Tax—Imposes a compen- 
satory use tax on the sale or use within the District of 
property of the type subject to tax in title I, but upon which 
no tax was paid. 

Title [1I—Levies a tax of 2 percent on the fair market 
value of a motor vehicle or trailer for the issuance of a 
certificate of title therefor. 

Title IV—Amends income tax provisions of District of 
Columbia Revenue and Franchise Act of 1947 to: (1)

Uniform Code of Military Justice—Revises, unifies, and 
codifies the Articles of War, the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy, and the disciplinary laws of the Coast 
Guard. Enlarges the authority of commanding officers to 
impose nonjudicial punishment. Retains the three courts 
martial—general, special, and summary. Permits en 
listed personnel, not of the same unit, to serve on general 
and special courts martial trying enlisted men when the 
accused requests such in writing, and provides that the 
complainant may not sit as a member of the court.

Agriculture Act of 1949—Title I: The Secretary 
{of Agriculture] is directed to make price support available 
to cooperators (producer whose planted acreage does not 
exceed his farm acreage allotment) for any basic agri- 
cultural commodity (corn, cotton, peanuts, rice, tobacco, 
and wheat) at a level of parity as follows: (1) for 1950 not 
less than 90 percent, (2) for 1951 not less than 80 percent, 
(3) for 1952 et seg. between 75 and 90 percent depending 
upon supply. Support level for tobacco is 90 percent 
Support level for cooperators when marketing quotas have 
been disapproved is 50 percent except that tobacco is not 
supported. Support for corn cooperators outside the com- 
mercial producing area is limited to 75 percent of the 
support given cooperators in such area. Continues the 
authority of the Commodity Credit Corporation to make 
loans to cooperators on fire-cured, dark-air cured, and 
Virginia sun-cured tobacco. Support level for non- 
cooperators is set at discretion of the Secretary. 

Title II: Price support for wool (including mohair) is set 
to vary between 60 and 90 percent of parity as proves 
necessary to encourage annual production of 360,000,000 
pounds of shorn wool. Tung nuts, honey, and Irish 
potatoes are to be supported at between 60 and 90 percent 
of parity, and whole milk, butterfat, and related products 
at between 75 and 90 percent of parity in order to insure 
adequate supplies 

Title III: Price support for any other commodity may 
be set at a level not in excess of 90 percent of parity 
insofar as funds permit after mandatory supports are 
provided for. 

Title IV: Factors to be considered in fixing minimum 
levels include (1) supply, (2) prices of competing com- 
modities, (3) funds available, (4) storability, (5) ability to 
dispose of surplus stocks, and (6) importance to the 
economic structure. Parity price and support level for a 
particular commodity are to be determined at beginning 
of the marketing year. Adjustments may be made for 
differences in grade (middling %-inch is standard grade 
cotton). The facilities of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration may be used in carrying out support operations, 
but the corporation may not sell any storable (without 
excessive detcrioration or excessive storage cost) commod- 
ity at less than 5 percent above support price except for 
sales for new uses, feed, or export, sales of peanuts for oil, 
or sales of deteriorated commodities. 

This title provides two methods of computing parity 
and sets the effective parity as the one which results in 
the higher support price. One parity is that which has 
been in effect and takes into consideration 1909-14 price 
levels. The second parity considers 1909-14 price levels 
but also uses wartime subsidies under the Emergency; 
Price Control! Act and current labor cost in the definitions 
of “parity price’ and ‘‘parity index.” On January 1, 
1954, the second method of computing parity shall become 
the exclusive method [amending U. 8. C. 1301a]. 

Sums expended to encourage exportation of agricultural 
products are henceforth to be devoted chiefly to perish- 
able commodities [amending U. 8. C. 7: 612c]. Produc- 
tion loans except on diary producis are prohibited [repeal- 
ing U. 8. C. 7: 1302]. Changes are made in definitions 


of normal and total supply with reference to corn and 
cotton so as generally to permit higher price support. 
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Stored commodities in danger of deteriorating may be 
used as exchange for vital imports and may be distributed 
without charge to the school-lunch program, Indians, and 
welfare organizations. Authorizes banks for cooperatives 
to make loans to cooperatives covering 80 percent of the 
cost of new storage facilities. 

Sets acreage allotment for rice to each State on the basis 
of production during the 5 previous years. Sets the allot- 
ment for each farm on basis of past production (5-year 
record) of rice, taking into consideration allied factors, 
with 3 percent of the allotment reserved for new producers. 
Provides for marketing quotas, unless disapproved by 
one-third of the voters in a referendum, whenever the 
Secretary estimates total supply of rice will exceed normal 
supply by more than 10 percent. Penalty for marketing 
in excess of quota is 50 percent of parity price per pound of 
excess. 

Amends numerous statutory provisions and repeals 
titles II and III of the Agricultural Act of 1948.

Limits tax advantages in setting

deposits in construction reserve funds until September 
1951 Permits reconstruction and reconditioning of vessels 
for use on the Great Lakes if three Commissioners affirm- 
atively determine the objectives of this act will be promoted 
by such reconstruction. 

Permits amortization in any way agreeable to the owners 
thereof in the case of vessels cf more than 2,000 tons 
presently being operated without aid of operating subsi 
dies, but no more than 15 percent of the original adjusted 
basis may be amortized in any one taxable year.

National Security Act Amendments of 1949—Repeats 
the policy declaration of the 1947 act, with amendments 
(1) that the military departments shall be separately ad- 
ministered, (2) that the military departments shall be under 
the direction of the Secretary of Defense, and (3) that there 
shall not be established a single Chief of Staff over the 
Armed Forces nor an Armed Forces general staff. Con- 
verts the National Military Establishment into an execu- 
tive department known as the Department of Defense, 
including the Departments of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force which shall be military departments in lieu of their 
prior status as executive departments. The Secretaries 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force are no longer members 
of the National Security Council, and the Vice President 
of the United States is added to the regular members of 
the Council. Permits the appointment of such of the 
Secretaries and Under Secretaries of the other executive 
departments and of the military departments, and the 
Chairmen of the Munitions Board and the Research and 
Development Board with Senate consent, to serve at the 
pleasure of the President as additional members. The 
Secretary of Defense shall be the principal assistant to the 
President in all matters relating to the Department of 
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Defense. He shall be responsible for exercising direction, 
authority, and control over the Department of Defense. 
Provided that: (1) the combatant functions assigned by 
law to the respective military services shall not be trans- 
ferred, reassigned, abolished, or consolidated; (2) that mili- 
tary personnel shall not be so detailed or assigned as to 
impair such combatant functions; (3) department funds 
shall not be so used or expended as to effect the results 
prohibited in (1) and (2) above; (4) the military depart- 
ments shall be separately administered by their respective 
secretaries; (5) department functions authorized by law 
shall not be substantially transferred, reassigned, abolished, 
or consolidated until after the rendering of a report to the 
Committees on Armed Services; (6) the act shall not be 
construed to prevent a military department Secretary of 
a member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff from presenting to 
the Congress, on his own initiative, after first so informing 
the Secretary of Defense, any recommendation relating to 
the Department of Defense that he may deem proper. 
Requires the Secretary to render semiannual reports to 
the President and the Congress containing certain recom- 
mendations and itemized statements of savings and elimi- 
nation of unnecessary duplications accomplished pursuant 
to the act. 

Changes the title of the Under Secretary of Defense to 
Deputy Secretary of Defense and gives him precedence 
next after the Secretary of Defense. Creates three as- 
sistant Secretaries of Defense (one of whom shall be the 
Comptroller of the Department of Defense) in lieu of the 
special assistants, with precedence after the Secretaries of 
the military departments. Authorizes the Secretary to 
appoint and fix the compensation of civilian personnel 
other than those in the military departments. 

Changes the name of the War Council to Armed Forces 
Policy Council, and adds as members the Deputy Secre- 
tary of Defense and the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff shall be the principal military 
advisers to the President, the National Security Council, 
and the Secretary of Defense. 

Increases the Joint Staff from 100 to 210 officers and 
provides for the appointment of the Director of the Joint 
Staff by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Creates the position of the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to be appointed by the President from among the 
tegular Officers of the armed services. Removes the 
Chief of Staff to the Commander in Chief from member- 
ship on the Joint Chiefs of Staff and adds the Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The Chairman shall be pre- 
siding officer of the Joint Chiefs of Staff but shall hav eno 
vote. While holding such office he shall take precedence 
over all other officers of the armed services (but shall not, 
by virtue of his office, exercise military command over the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff or over any of the military services). 

The Chairman shall provide the agenda for and expedite 
meetings of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and inform the 
Secretary of Defense and the President, when necessary, 
of the issues upon which the Joint Chiefs of Staff fail to 
agree. 

Fixes the duties of the Munitions Board and the Re- 
search and WYevelopment Board and gives the Chairmen 
the power of decision in respect to such matters authorized 
by the Secretary of Defense. 

Adds a new title designed to promote economy and 
efficiency through the establishment of uniform budgetary 
and fiscal procedures and organizations. Provides for the 
appointment of a Comptroller in the Department of 
Defense, and for the appointment of a Comptroller in the 
military departments. Provides for the presentation of 
budgets in a form that clearly reflects the costs of perform- 
ing the activities of the Department of Defense. Contains 
provisions designed to prevent overdrafts and deficiences. 
Among its other provisions are authority for the organiza- 
tion of inventories of the military departments into stock 
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funds, for the operation of industrial- and commercial 
type activities as in

Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Civil Aeronautics Act of 1949—Creates an independent 
seven-member bipartisan Civil Aeronautics Authority 
and an independent five-member Air Safety Board similar 
to the independent authority and board, respectively 
which were created under the Aeronautics Act of 1938 an 
whose functions were transferred in 1940, by Executive 
order, to the Department of Commerce. The Civil Aero- 
nautics Board and the office of Administrator of Civil 
Aeronautics in the Department of Commerce are abolished. 

A Nation-wide program for the protection of aerial 
approaches to airports and for the development of airports 
is provided for, this to include cooperation between Federal, 
State, and local governments. 

Provisions for granting certificates of convenience and 
necessity include provisions for temporary experimental 
certificates and for certificates, other than experimental, 
limiting number of schedules, type of equipment, ete. 
Licensing and regulation of air contractors are provided 
for, the term “air contractor’? meaning ‘‘any person who 
undertakes, otherwise than as an air carrier or foreign 
air carrier, whether directly or indirectly or by a lease or 
any other arrangement, to engage in interstate or foreign 
commerce.” Authorizes participation in promotion, de- 
velopment, etc., of meteorological service on an inter- 
national scale, duties in connection therewith to be per- 
formed by the Weather Bureau, except that where inter- 
national relationships are involved, the work shall be 
carried out through the State Department and after con- 
sultation with that department. 

The Air Commerce Act of 1926 as amended is repealed 
but the office of Assistant Secretary of Commerce createc 
thereunder is not abolished. Pertinent sections of Re- 
organization Plans III and IV are repealed, as is the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938 as amended. A number of acts 
are amended in certain details in the interest of conformity, 
etc. Action of the President under the First War Powers 
Act in transferring functions relating to the entry and 
clearance of aircraft from the Secretary of Commerce to 
the Commissioner of Customs is not affected.

National Health Insurance and Public Health Act of 
1949—Title I: Declares the purpose of the Congress in 
establishing a national health program, including national 
health insurance, etc. 

Title II: Provides for prepaid personal health service 
benefits, which shall include: (1) medical services, (2) 
dental services, (3) home-nursing services, (4) hospital 
services (including nursing, physician, laboratory, ambu- 
lance, etc., for a maximum of 60 days in any benefit year 
or more than 60 days if moneys in the account established 
therefor are adequate and facilities are available, but not 
including hospitalization in a hospital or institution for 
mental or nervous disease or for tuberculosis); and (5) 
auxiliary services (laboratory services, X-ray, radium, and 
related therapy; physiotherapy; services of optometrists 
and chiropodists; expensive drugs, special appliances and 
eye-glasses). 

A patient shall have free choice to select the person he 
desires to render personal health services if the practitioner, 
medical group, hospital or other person has agreed to 
furnish the class of services required and consents to 
furnish them to the individual. The management of a 
participating hospital shall not be subject to supervision 
or control under authority of this title. 

Eligible for benefits throughout a benefit vear is any 
person who: (1) has received (or, in the case of income from 
self-employment has accrued) (A) at least $150 in wages 
during the first 4 of the last 6 calendar quarters precedin 
the beginning of the benefit year; or (B) not less than $50 
in wages in each of 6 calendar quarters during the first 
12 of the last 14 calendar quarters preceding the beginning 
of the benefit year (exclusive of any quarter during which 
the individual was under a total disability which continued 
for 6 months or more); (2) is entitled, for the first month to 
an old age and survivors’ insurance benefit or to a civil 
service retirement annuity; (3) is on the first day of the 
benefit year a dependent of a person eligible under (1) or 
(2), ante. 

Individuals not automatically insured, including per- 
sons who are eligible for public assistance may be covered 
through premiums paid on their behalf. Federal grants 
to the States under provisions of the Social Security Act 
relating to old age assistance, aid to dependent children, 
and aid to the blind being made available for that purpose 
oes U. S. C. 42: 303 (a), 306, 403 (a), 406, 1003 (a), 
1006]. 

Rendering of services by individual practitioners, hos- 
pitals, health-service plans, cooperatives, ete., shall be by 
voluntary agreement with the State administrative 
agency. 

The method of payment for services of physicians and 
dentists who are general practitioners shall be the method 
chosen by a majority of the physicians or dentists in the 
area who furnish the services. Individual physicians or 
organized groups or physicians may be paid by other 
methods. Hospitals will be paid the full cost of services. 

Administrative responsibility in local health-service 
areas shall be decentralized as fully as practicable to local 
administrative committees or officers, acting with the 
advice and assistance of local professional committees, 
and in the case of local administrative officers, with the 
advice and assistance of local area committees. 
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A State may assume responsibility for administration 
of benefits to eligible persons among its own population 
through its own agency, upon compliance with prescribed 
requirements, which include decentralization of adminis- 
tration. In States which do not submit a plan of operation 
or which do not comply with the provisions of an approved 

lan, benefits shall be administered by the National Health 
nsurance Board. 

Establishes in the Federal Security Agency a National 
Health Insurance Board of five members, three (including 
a licensed doctor of medicine) to be appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate at $12,000 a year 
each, for 6-year terms, and the other two to be the Surgeon 
General of the Public Health Service and the Commissioner 
for Social Security, which shall administer provisions at 
the Federal level. The Board shall be assisted by a 
National Advisory Medical Policy Council, consisting of 
the chairman of the board, who shall serve as chairman of 
the advisory council ex officio and 16 members appointed 
by the Federal Security Administrator, 8 of whom shall 
be persons who are familiar with the need for personal 
health services in urban or rural areas, to represent the 
people entitled to benefits, and 6 of whom shall be out- 
standing professional persons, to represent the persons 
who render the services. 

No discrimination shall be made on account of race, 
creed, or color, 

Provisions are made to alleviate shortages of professional 
and technical facilities in rural areas (guaranteed income 
to those who render services, ambulance service, etc.). 

A Personal Health Services Account is created in the 
Treasury, to which shall be appropriated for financing the 
system, for the fiscal year 1952, and for each fiscal year 
thereafter: (1) sums equal to 3 percent of all wages 
estimated to be received during the fiscal year (calculated 
on earnings up to $3,600 a year); (2) sums equal to the 
estimated cost of furnishing dental services and home- 
nursing services; and (3) any further sums required to 
meet expenditures. In the fiscal yeur 1951 there shall be 
appropriated a sum equal to 1 percent of all wages esti- 
mated to be received during the year, to constitute an 
initial reserve. The aggregate appropriations to the 
account pursuant to (2) and (3), ante, in appropriation 
acts from 1952-54, inclusive, shall not exceed one-half 
percent, and in appropriation acts for any fiscal year 
from 1955-57, inclusive, 1 percent, of the estimated annual 
average of all wages received during the 3 fiscal years 
preceding such fiscal year. After 1957 Congress will 
determine the amount of appropriations. 

For the fiscal year 1952-54, inclusive, 90 percent, and 
for each fiscal year thereafter, 95 percent, of the available 
sums shall be allotted on the basis of: (1) population in 
the States eligible for benefits, (2) professional and other 
Eometess, hospitals, supplies, etc., to be available in the 
States to provide benefits, and (3) the cost of fair and 
reasonable compensation to personnel and facilities and 
for commodities, ete. The remaining shall be allotted for 
deficiencies. Emergency allotments may be made in cases 
of disasters, etc. 

For grants-in-aid for medical research and education to 
nonprofit institutions or agencies (5-year preference, 
beginning July 1, 1951, to World War II veterans for 
postgraduate education, ete.), there shall be available for 
the fiscal year 1952, $10,000,000, for fiscal year 1953, 
$15,000,000, and for each fiscal year thereafter an amount 
equal to 2 percent of the amount expended in the preceding 
calendar year, 

Title III: Authorizes grants to the States for health 
services, including (1) basic State and local public health 
services in all communities in the State, (2) maternal- and 
child-health services and services for locating and caring 
for crippled or otherwise physically handicapped children; 
(3) services for the early detection, prevention, treatment 
and control of tuberculosis, venereal diseases, mental dis- 


orders, cancer, heart and degenerative diseases, dental dis- 
orders, nutritional deficiency diseases or other diseases 
which have a high morbidity incidence, etc.; (4) health 
services for the aged, the chronically ill, and workers whose 
health problems are of special public concern; and (5) 
training of personnel and development of measures to 
carry out these purposes. The amounts authorized, for 
the fiscal years indicated, are: 1950, $100,000,000; 1951, 
$150,000,000; 1952, $225,000,000; 1953 and 1954, 
$300,000,000; for succeeding years, necessary sums. Funds 
shall be allotted to the States on the basis of population 
and financial resources, the grants to range from 50 percent 
to 75 percent of the cost of the program. State plans must 
meet specified requirements, including nondiscrimination 
on the ground of race, color, or creed, advisory committees, 
safeguarding of confidential information; cooperation with 
medical and welfare organizations, etc. 

Administration shall be by the Federal Security Admin- 
istrator, through the Public Health Service, the Children’s 
Bureau, and other units of the Federal Security Agency. 

The Hospital Survey and Construction Act (Public Law 
725, 79th Cong.) is amended as follows: the amount 
authorized for construction of hospitals, etc., is increased 
from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 after the fiscal year 1950; 
authorizations are extended for an additional 5 years 
(through fiscal year 1958); references to maintenance and 
operation are deleted; the fixed percentage of 33% percent 
for Federal aid for construction is deleted, and Federal aid 
shall be based on the State’s percentage allotments. 


S. 6. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interior and In- 
sular Affairs). 

Synthetic Liquid Fuel Plants Act of 1948—Authorizes 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make loans to 
persons proposing to construct synthetic liquid fuel plants 
with a daily capacity of at least 5,000 barrels. Requires 
the Secretary of the Interior, 1 year after this enactment, 
and at least annually thereafter, to study and appraise the 
action taken by private industry in the construction of 
such plants; if such construction fails to furnish an ade- 
quate basis from which to develop a rapidly expandible 
and technologically advanced synthetic liquid fuel industry 
he shall certify to the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, with approval of the National Security Resources 
Board, that additional plants of designed capacity not 
exceeding 30,000 barrels daily should be constructed. 
Whereupon the Reconstruction Finance Corporation shall 
undertake by and under contracts with private industry 
the construction and operation of such plant as the Sec- 
retary may specify. Authorizes $1,000,000 annually. 


S. 7. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Provides for the separation of domestic air transporta- 
tion and overseas and foreign air transportation. Pro- 
hibits the grant of a certificate of a convenience and neces- 
sity to any air carrier to engage in one such field of trans- 
portation if it is engaged in the other, and outlaws: (a) the 
merger of a carrier engaged in domestic transportation and 
a carrier engaged in overseas and foreign transportation; 
(b) the purchase, lease, or contract to operate the proper- 
ties of one such type of carrier by the other; and (c) the 
acquisition of control of one such type of carrier by the 
other. 


S. 8. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Creates an independent Air Safety Board of five mem- 
bers appointed by the President,- with the consent of the 
Senate, for 6-year terms, at an annual salary of $10,000. 

The Board shall investigate, to the extent that it deems 
necessary in the interest of safety in air navigation any 
accident involving aircraft, report thereon to the Civil 
Aeronautics Board with recommendations for the preven- 
tion of similar accidents in the future and make public 
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any such report or recommendation to such extent as it 
shall determine; it shall make regulations, subject to the 
approval of the Civil Aeronautics Board, governing the 
notification and report of accidents involving aircraft, con- 
duct special studies relating to safety in air navigation, etc. 

The Board shall perform its duties independently of the 
Administrator of Civil Aeronautics and the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board. All functions of the Administrator of Civil 
Aeronautics and the Civil Aeronautics Board with respect 
primarily to air safety, under the Civil Aeronautics Act are 
transferred to the Air Safety Board. 


Ss. oo: McCarran; January 5, 1949 (District of Colum- 
a). 

Authorizes the appointment of three additional judges 
of the municipal court for the District of Columbia. Ap- 
pointees, in addition to the requirement of 5 years of law 
practice in the District of Columbia, immediately prior 
to their appointment must have maintained a law office 
in the District for that purpose and devoted the major part 
of their time to law and derived the major part of their 
occupational income from such private practice, during 
the 5-year period. 


S. 10. Mr. O’Mahoney; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Federal Charter Compliance Act—Corporations, trade 
associations, and labor organizations engaged in commerce 
shall obtain from the —— Commission a certificate 
of statutory compliance upon filing a certified copy of its 
charter complying with the requirements of the act. 
Corporations are required: (1) to prohibit directors having 
any financial interest in competing corporations, or in 
any corporation which does business with such corporation; 
(2) to reasonably compensate directors and to have meet- 
ings at least monthly; (3) to disclose to stockholders all 
transactions between the directors and the corporation; 
(4) to file with the Department of Justice a copy of every 
plan or program with any foreign national or corporation, 
including contracts, agreements, property rights, patents, 
and licenses; (5) to make directors trustees for the stock- 
holders, and individually and civilly liable for corporation 
losses through violation of Federal law; (6) to forfeit 
directorships on 6 months’ failure to attend meetings; 
(7) to give a vote to each share of stock; and (8) to disclose 
fully to stockholders all voluntary payments and altera- 
tions of stockholders’ rights. 
8S. 11. Mr. O’Mahoney; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Foreign Contracts Act—Requires registration with the 
Attorney General by each domestic company and each 
foreign company doing business in the United States of a 
copy of any foreign contract in which it or its affiliates 
participates concerning (1) trade or commerce between 
the United States and any foreign country, (2) restric- 
tions on right of any domestic person to engage in trade 
or commerce outside the United States, (3) trade or 
commerce within the United States. Certain terms, con- 
ditions, and provisions would have to be filed, e. g., (1) 
restrictions on commodities or processes, (2) prices, 
(3) allocation of markets or territories, (4) joint venture 
operations, (5) licenses or cross-licenses under United 
States or foreign patents or trade-marks, (6) assignment 
of patents or trade-marks. Registered contracts would 
be open to public inspection subject to regulation. Pen- 
alties up to $5,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year are 
provided for violations. The Attorney General may com- 
pel compliance by mandatory injunction. Registration 
confers no immunity from the antitrust act or acts regu- 
lating commerce. 

S. 12. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Except by treaty, no agreement shall be made with a 
foreign government restricting the right of the United 
States or its nationals to engage in air-transport operations, 
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or granting a foreign government or its nationals any 
right to operate in air transportation or air commerce 
other than as a foreign air carrier, or respecting the for- 
mation of, or participation of the United States in, any 
international organization for regulation of international 
aviation [amending U. 8. C. 49: 602]. 


S. 13. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Permits (1) sales, etc., of gold in open market within the 
United States, its Territories and possessions, including 
Alaska; and (2) unrestricted exportation of gold. 

S. 14. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Defines the jurisdiction of a Federal agency where its 
authority overlaps the authority of another Federal 
agency, a State agency, or a Federal or State court. In 
general, where more than one agency has jurisdiction with 
respect to the same general subject, exclusive jurisdiction 
shall be in the agency which otherwise has the more 
specialized interest in the subject or in the absence of 
such interest, first undertakes to act [amending U. S. C. 
5: 1008]. 

S. 15. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits soliciting or accepting fees for referring persons 
for employment in the United States Government. 
S. 16. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Permits the special employment by Federal district 


courts of stenographers on a contractual basis for reporting 
proceedings outside the duties of the official reporter. 


S. 18. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interior and In- 
sular Affairs. 

Authorizes the Bureau of Reclamation to make payment 
out of funds appropriated for Federal reclamation projects 
to school districts as compensation for education of children 
of Federal employees residing on federally owned property. 


S. 19. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Requires the opinion of the Attorney General in lieu of 
that of district judges in determining the need for additional 
assistant district attorneys [amending U. S. C. 28: 483]. 
S. 20. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Denies to Federal circuit or district judges jurisdiction 
to issue a writ of habeas corpus to inquire into the validity 
of the imprisonment of a prisoner held in custody pursuant 
to a conviction of a State court, or to release such prisoner 
in any habeas corpus proceeding if the petitioner has 
adequate remedy in the courts of the State. Where any 
prisoner so held, claiming the right to be released on the 
ground that the judgment has been obtained in violation 
of the Constitution or laws of the United States, files a 
petition for writ of habeas corpus before a Federal! circuit 
or district judge, the judge shall, if he finds reasonable 
grounds therefor, issue the writ and provide for a hearing 
thereon by a special three-member court, whose decision 
shall be reviewable by the Supreme Court on writ of 
certiorari; if he does not find reasonable ground for issuing 
the writ he shall dismiss the petition, from which action 
appeal shall be to the circuit court of appeals upon filing 
of a certificate of probable cause. 

A prisoner in custody pursuant to a conviction of a 
Federal court, claiming the right to be released on the 
ground that judgment has been obtained in violation of the 
Constitution or laws of the United States, or that the 
court was without jurisdiction, or that the sentence was 
in excess of the legal maximum or otherwise open to col- 
lateral attack, may apply by motion to the court in which 
judgment was rendered tq vacate or set aside the judg- 
ment, notwithstanding the expiration of the term at which 
judgment was rendered. That court shall cause notice of 
the motion to be served on the United States attorney 
and grant prompt hearing thereon, find the facts with 
respect to the issues thereon, and, in accordance with the 
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findings, either vacate and set aside the judgment and 
discharge or resentence the prisoner, or grant a new trial 
or correct the sentence, or deny relief. An appeal from 
an order granting or denying the motion shall lie to the 
circuit court of appeals. No Federal circuit or district 
judge shall entertain an application for writ of habeas 
corpus in behalf of any person who is authorized to apply 
for relief by motion pursuant to the foregoing provisions, 
unless it is not practicable to determine his rights to dis- 
charge from custody on such a motion because of his 
inability to be present at the hearing thereon, or for other 
reasons. When a prisoner has sought relief on such a 
motion, and the circuit or district judge concludes that it 
has not been practicable to determine his rights thereon, 
the findings, order, or judgment on the motion shall not 
be asserted as a defense to the prisoner’s application for 
relief on habeas corpus. 


S. 21. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary), 

Prohibits any circuit or district judge from entertaining 
any application for a writ of habeas corpus to inquire into 
the detention of any person pursuant to a judgment of 
any Federal or State Court if it appears that the legality 
of the detention has been determined on a prior applica- 
tion for such a writ and the petition presents no new 
ground. Permits the judge who determines an applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, or his successor, to grant 
a rehearing at any time. Regulates habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in Federal courts. 


S. 22, Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Finance), 


All distilled spirits found in any unstamped cask or 
package (now any unstamped cask or package containing 
5 gallons or more) and any bottled distilled spirits found 
in any unstamped case, shall be forfeited to the United 
States. A basic permit to engage in the business of im- 
porting alcoholic beverages or in selling or transporting 
them in interstate commerce shall: (1) Be conditioned 
upon conduct of the operations conforming with the laws 
of the State in which they are conducted; (2) be liable to 
revocation (now suspension only) for a first violation of 
its conditions; and (3) be issued for 1 year only (now 
effective until suspended, revoked, or annulled). Appeals 
from orders of the Secretary of the Treasury denying, 
revoking, or suspending permits shall lie to a United States 
district court (now to a United States court of appeals or 
United States Court of Appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia) and judgments shall no longer be subject to review 
by the United States Supreme Court. Basic permits 
issued prior to the approval of this act shall expire Decem- 
ber 31, 1947. If the act is approved after August 31, 1947, 
any such permits may without formal application be 
extended to December 31, 1948 [amending U.S. C. 26: 2806 
(d), 27: 204]. 


S. 23. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Prescribes a schedule of information required in the 
registration statement for a security issued by any person 
who is promoting or organizing a new business enterprise 
which does not call for certain information required of 
other business enterprises under the Securities Act [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 15: 77g, 77aal. 
8S. 24. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Confers jurisdiction on United States circuit courts of 
appeals to hear appeals from convictions by general courts 
martial, where the sentence imposed is more than 1 year’s 
imprisonment. Applicable to convictions rendered after 
September 16, 1940. Provides for suspension of this act 
during hostilities with respeot to convictions involving 
treason, sedition, or sabotage. 


S. 25. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the payment of a lump sum to the State of 
Nevada in lieu of taxes at Davis Dam. 


S. 28. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Reestablishes the offices of registers of district land 
offices (abolished by Reorganization Plan No. 3 of 1946) 
and reinstates registers serving at the time of abolishment. 
Authorizes the appointment of a director of the Bureau of 
Land Management at $12,000 and an associate director at 
$10,000. These officers shall be appointed by the President 
and shall perform their duties under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

S. 29. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the Attorney General to pay claims not in 
excess of $1,000 based on loss of or damage to property 
deposited by alien enemies pursuant to regulations promul- 


gated February 5, 1942 (7 Fed. Reg. 844), and to report 
claims in excess of $1,000 to the Congress for consideration. 


S. 30. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes payment of claims of persons employed in. 


Federal penal and correctional institutions for damage to or 
loss or destruction of personal property occurring incident 
to their service. 


S. 31. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 
Livestock grazing fees shall not be changed without the 


consent of the grazing district advisory board [amending 
U. 8. C. 43:315 (0) (1)]. 


S. 33. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


National Water Conservation Authority Act of 1948— 
Establishes a National Water Conservation Authority 
composed of three members appointed by the President 
with the consent of the Senate for terms of 6 years at 
annual salaries of $12,000 each. The Authority shall 
study the problems of the conservation, development, and 
utilization of: (1) Water resources of the United States 
with particular reference to the discovery and exploitation 
of subterranean waters for the further development of the 
arid and semiarid regions of the West through irrigation; 
and (2) land resources of the United States in connection 
with such water resources. The Authority shall report 
annually to the Congress and shall make recommendations 
concerning policies and legislative measures. 


S. 34. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Any grazing district or any designated portion of a 
grazing district shall be dissolved upon petition of 60 per- 
cent of the properly qualified users thereof amending 
U. 8. C. 48: 315-3150]. 


S. 35. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1943 (Public Lands). 


Natural Resources Act of 1949—Establishes a Natural 
Resources Council to be composed of the Secretaries of 
Interior and Agriculture (ex officio) and three members 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Directs the Council to (1) encourage development and 
utilization of natural resources; (2) keep a natural resources 
inventory; (3) acquire and hold a natural resources stock 
pile which shall include critical and strategic materials; 
(4) make studies and estimates with respect to all phases 
of natural resources and all foreign patents relating 
thereto which are held by the Alien Property Custodian; 
(5) stimulate research by private enterprise and State and 
local governments on new or improved technologies; and 
(6) utilize the facilities of any Government agency to carry 
out the purposes of this act. The Secretary of the Inte- 


rior shall conduct a continuing program of exploration and 
development of domestic mineral deposits and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture shall accelerate the surveys for making 
a comprehensive appraisal of the agricultural and forest 
resources. 
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S. 36. Mr. MeCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Each regulation fixing seasons, etc., under the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act shall, insofar as is practicable and con- 
sistent with treaty purposes, etc., be based upon local con- 
ditions within each section, area and flyway to which it 


applies. A Migratory Game Bird Advisory Committee, 
consisting .of one representative from each State to be 
selected the Governor of the State, is created to advise 
with the Secretary of the Interior with respect to regula- 
tions. 


S. 37. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insu- 
lar Affairs). 


Forbids conveyance of United States lands to Los Ange- 
les, Calif., as authorized by act of June 23, 1936 (49 Stat. 
1892). 


S. 38. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Repeals the act which withdrew certain public lands in 
California from settlement (46 Stat. 1530). 


S. 39. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Public Works). 


School Construction Act—Authorizes the Federal Works 
Administrator to make loans and grants to local school 
agencies for the construction, remodeling, etc., of school 
facilities which have been approved by State educational 
authorities. Grants shall be in amount equal to 50 percent 
of the cost, subject to increase up to a maximum of 75 
percent in the case of public-lands States. Loans shall bear 
interest at 2% percent. Supervision or control by the 
Federal Government is prohibited. Necessary annual 
appropriations are authorized. Of the funds appropri- 
ated, 75 ercent shall be apportioned among the States on 
the basis of population and Federal tax collections, and 
25 percent shall constitute a discretionary fund to be used 
for grants to States which receive less than one-fifth per- 
cent of the total made available for grants and on the basis 
of comparative need. 


S. 45. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Owners or operators of gold mines or gold placer opera- 
tions which were closed or had their operations curtailed 
pursuant to Order L-208 of the WPB, may, after 6 months 
from date of this act, file a claim for losses, including capital, 
maintenance, and rehabilitation losses, but not including 
any loss of profits. Such claims shall be certified by an 
examiner to the Secretary of Treasury for payment. “ony 
ments shall be treated as taxable income for years in which 
the losses reimbursed were sustained. Appeal shall lie 
from any decision of the examiner to a United States 
District Court. 


S. 48. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary.) 


Increases to $15 per day the limit on subsistence ex- 
penses allowed to Federal judges when assigned to duty 
outside the circuits of their residence and authorizes 
reimbursement for travel by privately owned automobiles 
at the rate of 7 cents per mile fs mending U. 8. C. 28: 456). 


S. 49. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


A juror is not disqualified from serving in the Federal 
courts merely because he is incor potent to serve as juror 
by the law of the State in which the district court is held. 

(Striking out U. 8. C. 28: 1861 (4)). Makes applicable to 
Alaska those provisions relating to qualifications, exemp- 
tions, exclusion of jurors. 


S. 50. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the compensation of jury commissioners, 
the manner of drawing prospective jurors, the use of a 
questionnaire or personal interview system in determining 
the qualifications of jurors, and special provisions as to 
duties of jury commissioners and drawing of jurors in the 
District of Columbia [amending U. 8. C. 28:1864).

S. 51. Mr. McCarran; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes a mileage allowance of 7 cents per mile for 
United States marshals and their deputies for travel on 
official business [amending U. 8.

S. 55. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Hunt; January 5, 1949

Authorizes completion of the irrigation features of the 
Eden project, Wyoming. 


S. 56. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Kefauver; January 5, 
1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends provisions restricting the acquisition by one 
commercial corporation of the stock of another corpora- 
tion to include the acquisition of the whole or any part of 
the assets of another corporation by a corporation subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Federal Trade Commission 
where, in any line of commerce in any section of the 
country, the effect of such acquisition may be to sub- 
stantially lessen competition or tend to create a monopoly.

Welfare). 


Increases minimum wage from 40 to 75 cents an hour 
amending U. 8. C. 29:206, 208]. 


S. 59. Messrs. Myers and McMahon; January 5, 1949

Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to 
include those who entered Germany, Austria, or Italy 
between December 22, 1945 and April 21, 1947.

The 
Corporation shall formulate and report to the President 
and the Congress recommendations for the unified control 
and utilization of the waters of the Savannah River system, 
which will reconcile and harmonize requirements for flood 
control, navigation, reclamation, and agricultural purposes. 
The President may transfer to the Corporation the use, 
possession, etc., of any Federal dam or water control 
project. The Corporation may acquire, construct, op- 
erate, etc., dams, locks, recreational facilities, and other 
projects; it may contract with States, local governmental 
units, public-utility corporations, and other persons, firms, 
or corporations for the relocation of railroad tracks, high- 
ways, mills, ferries, electric-light plants, and other prop- 
erties and may cooperate in the readjustment of displaced 
populations; it may construct or operate any project 
through or in conjunction with other Federal agencies, 
or State or local units. The board of directors may sell 
electric energy and water, giving preference in the purchase 
thereof to States, counties, municipalities, and nonprofit 
organizations. Upon approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury the board may issue 50-year, 3% percent bonds in 
the amount of $50,000,000 the funds derived therefrom to 
be paid over to the corporation to construct or acquire 
dams, steam plants, pipe lines, ete. The cost of value of 
each dam, steam plant, or other similar improvement 
(such as navigation, flood control, and irrigation) shall be 
allocated among the various purposes served by it. An 
invention or discovery made by virtue of or incidental to 
the service of the Corporation by an employee of the Gov- 
ernment or the Corporation, and any patents thereon, 
shall be the exclusive property of the Corporation, which 
may grant licenses and pay to the inventor such sum from 
the sale thereof as it may deem proper.

Air Force Act of 1948—Establishes the composition of 
the Air Force at not less than the number of organizational 
units necessary to maintain the minimum requirements for 
air supremacy.

S. 72. Mr. George; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the Jewish War Veterans of the United 
States of America. 


S. 75. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; January 5, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the construction, operation, and maintenance 
of a dam and incidental works in the main stream of the 
Colorado River at Bridge Canyon. 

S. 77. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Repeals U. 8. C. 34:509 which prohibits increasing the 
force at any navy yard within 60 days preceding any 
Federal election. 

S. 78. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes the Rural Electrification Administration to 
make loans for the purpose of financing telephone facilities 
in rural areas, under the same terms and conditions as 
loans for rural electrification. Authorizes $300,000,000. 
S. 79. Mr. Langer; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture and 

Forestry). 

Authorizes $1,000,000,000 for rural electrification loans, 
to be made in accordance with the Rural Electrification 
Act of 1936 except that they shall mature within 50 years, 
shall bear no interest for 5 years, then 2 percent beginning 
with the sixth year, and amounts unpaid at maturity may 
be canceled.

venting the apprehension or trial or punishment by law 
of such persons, or of imposing a punishment, shall con- 
stitute lynching. A State or local officer wilfully failing or 
refusing to prevent a lynching or to make all reasonable 
efforts to protect any person in his custody from lynching 
shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years’ im- 
prisonment. Federal officers shall receive a similar pen- 
alty for failure to prevent a lynching. The interstate 
transportation of persons with a view to lynching is made 
subject to the penalties provided in the Lindbergh kid- 
napping law (i. e., death or imprisonment).

Con- 
spiracy between members of a lynch mob and Federal or 
State officers shall be penalized by a $10,000 fine and/or

S. 96. Mr. Ferguson; January 5, 1949 (Public Works). 


Provides for survey of River Rouge, Mich., and its 
tributaries, for the purpose of determining action neces- 
sary to control floods and to provide adequate drainage in 
the River Rouge drainage area. 


S. 97. Mr. Ferguson; January 5, 1949 (Rules and Adminis- 
tration). 


Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, munici- 
pality or other governmental subdivision to require pay- 
ment of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal 
election. 


S. 98. Mr. Ferguson and others; January 5, 1949 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Amends § 3 of the Displaced Persons Act of 1948 (Pub- 
lic Law 774, 80th Cong.) to provide that immigration 
visas issued thereunder shall be nonquota visas, effective 
as of June 25, 1948. 


S. 99. Mr. Ferguson and others; January 5, 1949 (Judi- 
ciary).

General of the Army, the Chief of the Children’s Bureau 
(or their representatives) and 12 leaders in the field of 
medical science appointed by the Surgeon General of the 
Service with the approval of the Federal Security Admin- 
istrator. The Surgeon General of the Service shall conduct, 
coordinate, and foster research relating to multiple sclerosis 
and related neurological diseases, and make grants-in-aid 
to States, universities, hospitals, public and private agen- 
cies, etc. Authorizes acceptance of conditional gifts and 
permits acknowledgment of: donations of $50,000 or over 
by establishment within the institute of memorials to the 
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donors. Authorizes necessary appropriations. Authorizes 
the Federal Security Administrator to fix the compensation 
of certain specially qualified scientific and professional 
rsonnel concerned with research activities of the National 
nstitutes of Health and the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Institute, within the range of $10,000 to $15,000. 


S. 103. Messrs. Lucas, O’Conor, Flanders, and Baldwin; 
January 5, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Increases President’s salary from $75,000 a year to 
$100,000 a year and allows him a tax-free expense allow- 
ance of $50,000 a vear. Increases Vice President’s salary 
from $20,000 to $30,000 a year and allows him a tax-free 
expense allowance of $10,000 a year. Increases salary of 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives from $20,000 
to $30,000 a year and increases his expense allowance from 
$2,500 to $10,000 a year (tax-free). 

Increases the salaries of the heads of executive depart- 
ments and the Secretary of Defense from $15,000 to $25,000 
a year.

Food allotment coupons of various monetary values shall 
be issued to householders (on the basis of size and income 
classification) whose normal food expenditures are less than 
the reasonable cost of a prescribed food allotment. Prices 
for coupons (other than free coupons) shall be so fixed that 
the cost of coupons required to purchase the basic food 
allotment for a household shall not be more than 40 per- 
cent of their face value, whichever is the greater. Unem- 
ployed male members of a household applying for coupons 
who are between 16 and 25 years of age may be required 
to show registration at an employment office and that em- 

loyment has not been refused within the past 6 weeks. 
iscrimination in the issuance and utilization of such 
coupons because of race, religious creed, etc., is prohibited. 

In order to concentrate increased consumption upon 
surplus food or foods which are most needed in diets, 
coupon holders may be required to use one-third of the 
face value of their coupons for specifically designated foods 
or to buy any one of a group of foods, or there may be 
included with coupons that are sold, other coupons which 
may be exchanged for specifically designated foods. Not 
more than 10 percent of the aggregate value of coupons 
issued shall be free coupons. The facilities and services 
of the Department of Agriculture may be used, regional 
and local offices established, and agreements made to use 

rivate and public agencies. An Advisory Council on 

utrition shall be set up. Food coupons shall be redeemed 
through cooperation of the Treasury Department, the 
General Accounting Office and banking institutions. 

Review of law and fact by United States district courts 
is provided for persons aggrieved by determinations of the 
Administrator. 


S. 105. Messrs. Aiken, Tobey, and Ives; January 5, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 
Increases minimum wage from 40 to 75 cents an hour 
(amending U. 8. C. 29: 206, 208). 
S. 107. Mr. Lodge; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 


Any postal emplovee who has heen a classified substitute 
after June 30, 1945, shall, upon appointment to a regular

ong.). 


S. 108. Mr. Morse; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Amends the National Security Act of 1947 by establish- 
ing a single executive department (Department of De- 
fense) in lieu of the Departments of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force. Abolishes offices of Secretary and Assistant 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and Air Force, and pro- 
vides for offices of Secretary of Defense, Under Secretary 
of Defense, and Assistant Secretaries of Defense for the 
Army, the Navy, and the Air Force. Provides for a single 
Chief of Staff. Effects necessary clarifying amendments. 


S. 109. Mr. Morse; January 5, 1949 (Rules and Adminis- 
tration). 


Requires members of Congress, judges of Federal courts, 
and all officers and employees of the Government, who 
receive annual salaries of $9,000 or more to file annual 
statements on (1) amount and sources of their income, 
(2) their dealings in securities or commodities. 


S. 110. Mr. Morse and others; January 5, 1949 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Labor Extension Act of 1949—Establishes in the De- 
partment of Labor a Labor Extension Service to promote 
the welfare of wage earners through a program for the 
dissemination of useful knowledge and information, in 
cooperation with colleges, research agencies, etc., but pro- 
hibits the establishment of requirements regarding curric- 
ulum, materials, instruction or methods of instruction. 
Creates a Labor Extension Division headed by a Director 
at $10,000 a year to administer the program, and an ad- 
visory National Labor Extension Council of 12 members, 
the majority of whom shall be chosen from a panel sub-

S. 115. Mr. Cain; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 


Modifies provisions relating to veterans, preference in 
public employment. Additional points granted disabled 
veterans, etc., shall be added only to earned ratings equal 
to or greater than the minimum rating required for quali- 
fication [amending U.S. C. 5: 851, 852]. 


S. 116. Mr, Flanders; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Permits an adopted child of a deceased individual to 
receive benefits under the Social Security Act without 
regard to the period during which the child shall have 
occupied such status [amending U.S. C. 42: 409k]. 


8S. 117. Mr. Fulbright; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine and the occu- 
pational taxes on oleomargarine manufacturers, whole- 
salers, and retailers, effective 30 days after enactment. 
Requires persons who serve colored oleomargarine at a 
publie eating place, whether or not any charge is made 
therefor, to cause each separate serving to bear label iden- 
tifying it as oleomargarine and to display prominently 
and conspicuously a notice that oleomargarine is served. 
Subjects colored oleomargarine which is sold in same State 
or Territory in which it is produced to same controls as 
if it had been introduced in interstate commerce, 
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S. 119. Mr. Pepper; January 5, 1949 (Rules and Adminis- 
tration). 
Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, municipal- 
ity, or other governmental subdivision to require payment 
of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal election. 


S. 120. Messrs. Pepper and Holland; January 5, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the establishment of the Freedom National 
Historical Park in. Duval County, Fla. Authorizes 
$350,000 to acquire the necessary lands. 


S. 121. Mr. Hill; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture and For- 
estry). 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
loan $50,000,000 annually to the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration to be used in making 35-year self-liquidating, 
1% percent loans to persons, corporations, States, Terri- 
tories, municipalities, cooperatives, nonprofit or limited- 
dividend associations, and mutuals for the purpose of pro- 
viding and improving ‘rural telephone service. Specifi- 
cally authorizes $25,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 
1946. Fifty percent of the annual sums made available 
shall be allotted the States in the proportion which the

S. 122. Mr. Hill; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Grants a special disability pension of $30 per month of 
persons who suffered the loss of use of a creative organ as 
a result of an injury incurred in line of duty between 
December 6, 1941, and September 3, 1945. 


S. 124. Mr. Hill; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Cotton Products Identification Act of 1949— Makes any 
person who shall manufacture, ship, sell, ete., in interstate 
or intrastate commerce any cotton product which is mis- 
branded, guilty of an unfair method of competition and 
an unfair or deceptive act or practice, in commerce within 
the meaning of the Federal Trade Commission Act; also 
makes the false or deceptive advertising or invoicing of 
such produets unlawful. Defines “misbranded cotton 
products.” Bnforcement of these provisions shall be by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 


S, 125, Mr. Hill; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


The Secretary of War shall establish a national cemetery 
near the capital of each State in'which none now exists if he 
determines it is needed, and such additional cemeteries as 
may be needed in States, Territories, or possessions (in- 
cluding the District of Columbia) which have a population 
of 500,000 or more, for the burial of members of the armed 
forces and honorably discharged veterans. $122,938,331, 
of which $63,312,173 shall be immediately available, is 
authorized for these purposes. Amends provisions re- 
lating to the appointment of superintendents and assistant 
superintendents of national cemeteries [amending U. 8S. C. 
24:275; repealing U. S. C. 24:271a and 55 Stat. 772). 


S. 126. Mr. Hill; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 

Transportation Act of 1949—Requires that the acts of 
Congress relating to the regulation of carriers shall be 
administered and enforced with a view to carrying out a 
declaration of a supplemental national transportation 
policy of the Congress which would: (a) insure to the 
shipper freedom of choice in selecting through routes and 
rates by the use of such agencies oe facilities as may be 
needed for economical and efficient service; (b) provide for 


the. establishment by rail, water and motor carriers: of 
reasonable joint through rates and facilities for the trans- 
portation of property, with reasonable rates, charges, etc., 
applicable thereto; (c) insure freedom from diseriminatory 
rates, etc., and (d) prevent restrictions designed to: limit 
competition which would have the effect of increasing: the 
cost of service to the public. 

Established as an independent executive agency a 
bipartisan. Federal: Transportation Authority of three 
members appointed by the President, with: the consent of 
the Senate, for a 6-year term (initial appointments for 2, 4, 
and 6 years), at an annual selary of $10,000 each. The 
authority shall: (1) conduct continuing investigations with 
respect to the transportation system and needs of the 
Nation; (2) submit to the President and the Congress an 
annual report and other desired information; (3) consult’ 
with, and provide information and make recommendations 
to Government agencies coneerned with transportation, 
with a view to coordinating their activities; (4) cooperate 
with the Office of Public Transportation Counsel which the 
act creates, and (5) consult with and advise carriers and’ 
others having a substantial interest in transportation, with 
a view to encouraging voluntary measures for carrying out’ 
the above policies. The Authority may make studies and 
investigations, hold hearings, ctc. When two or more 
members of the Authority first appointed have taken'office, 
the Board of Investigation and Research established under 
the Transportation Act of 1940 shali cease to exist, and its 
records, property, personnel and such unexpended funds as 
the President.shall determine shall be transferred to the 
Authority. The President may also transfer. to the 
Authority, from any Government agency concerned with 
transportation, functions relating chiefly to research and 
investigations. 

The Office of Public Transportation Counsel shall be 
established within the, Department of Justice; it shall be 
headed by a Publie Transportation Counsel appointed by 
the Attorney General, without regard to political affilia- 
tions. The office shall see that the general public and the 
interest. of the United States are adequately represented in 
administrative proceedings and judicial proceedings: in- 
volving questions or policies relating to transportation, to 
institute such. proceedings when necessary, etc. 

A National Transportation Advisory Committee, com- 
posed of a representative of the Department of Com- 
merce, a representative of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and an unspecified number of additional.members, 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate, 
from among properly qualified persons in the field. of 
transportation, labor, finance, agrieulture and industry, 
for a 2-year term, shali review the activities of the Authority 
and the Public Transportation Counsel and report. thereon 
to the President and the Congress. 

S. 127. Messrs. Hill and Sparkman; January 5, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 

Schools constructed under the Lanham Act may be 
donated to local school agencies [amending U. “ 
42: 1514]. 

S. 128. Messrs. Hill and Sparkman; January 5, 1949 
(Finance). 

Repeals sections 1 and 2 of House Joint Resolution 
296, Fightieth Congress, which apply common-law rules 
(master and servant concept) to the definition of “em- 
ployee” for purposes of social security benefits (old age 
and survivors’ insurance and unemployment compen- 
sation). 

S. 129. Messrs. Hill and Sparkman; January 5, 1949 
(Finance). 

The percentage of Federal contribution to States for 
old-age assistance, aid to dependent children, and aid to 
the blind shall be based on the relation of the State’s 
average per capita income to the average per capita in- 
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come for the United States, but shall not be less than 50 

reent nor more than 66% percent; the amount of the 

ederal contribution shall not exceed $25 a month for an 
individual receiving old-age assistance or aid as a blind 
person, nor, in the case of one dependent child, $13.50 a 
month, or, if there is more than one dependent child in 
the same home, $9 for each additional dependent child 
amending U.S. C. 42: 303, 603, 1203). 


S. 130. Messrs. Hill, Aiken, and Douglas; January 5, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Public Library Service Demonstration Act—Provides 
Federal aid to the States for the demonstration of public- 
library service in rural areas without such service or with 
inadequate library facilities, upon submission by a State 
to the United States Commissioner of Education of a plan 
which meets the standards set forth in the act. Authorizes 
payment to each State having an approved plan of $40,000 
a year for 5 years. If an expended plan providing for the 
supply of additional annual sums ranging from $40,000 to 
$100,000 by State or local governmental units is submitted 
within 5 years of the act, the Federal Government may 
match such amounts with equal sums for 5 years. During 
the first year an additional $150,000 is authorized to train 
library demonstration workers. Funds paid to States 
hereunder shall not be used to purchase or erect buildings, 
or to purchase land.

(Finance). 


Limits exemption from the Federal admissions tax to 
certain charitable entertainments [amending U. 8. C. 26: 
1701 (a)). 


S. 132. Mr. Chapman; January 5, 1949 (Labor and 
Welfare). 


Local Public Health Services Act of 1949—Authorizes 
necessary appropriations to aid the States in the develop- 
ment and maintenance of full-time local public-health units. 
States having approved plans shall be entitled to receive 
annually an amount based on population and financial 
need (with certain exceptions this would be an amount 
which bears the same ratio to one-third of the expenditures 
for the year under the plan as the average per capita in- 
come of the United States bears to the average per capita 
income of the State). The Surgeon General of the Public 
Health Service shall administer the program under the 
direction of the Federal Security Administrator and he 
shall prescribe criteria for determining minimum popula- 
tion, financial resources, etc., of each area. Grants to 
States under the Public Service Act, as amended (60 Stat. 
424, sec. 9) are made available to carry out certain purposes 
of this act. 


S. 133. Mr. Chapman; January 5, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized 
$300,000,000 for the fiscal year 1949, and each year 
thereafter. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $45 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average 
of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of annual 
income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh years next preceding year for which the computa- 
tion is made). If a State spends iess than 2.5 percent of 
its annual income for schools, the amount of Federal aid 





shall be proportionately reduced, except that in no case 
shall it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal year be- 
ginning after June 30, 1953, a State, to be eligible for any 
amount of Federal aid, must spend from State and local 
sources, an amount equal to a greater than 2 percent of its 
annual income payments or $120 per pupil in average daily 
attendance, whichever is less, 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expend- 
itures; they may be used for aid to nonpublie schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. 

States shall have the right to appeal questions of ad- 
ministration to the Commissioner of Education and to 
United States district courts. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 

Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State ex- 
penditures for public elementary and secondary school 
education. 

No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any contro 
over any school or any State educational institution or 
agency with respect to which funds are made available 
under this act. 


S. 134. Messrs. McGrath and Green; January 5, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes $350,000 for preservation of the frigate 
Constellation. 


S. 135. Mr. McGrath; January 5, 1949 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 
Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia to establish daylight saving time in the District. 


S. 136. Mr. McGrath; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Removes racial restrictions on naturalization. 


S. 137. Mr. Robertson of Virginia; January 5, 1949 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


Educational Facilities Finance Act—Authorizes the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make grants total- 
ing $300,000,000 and loans totaling $300,000,000 to the 
States for elementary and secondary school buildings, and 
appurtenances and permanent equipment necessary to the 
proper functioning of such buildings. 

Funds shall be made available to the States in the same 
proportion as the number of children from 5 to 17 years of 
age in each State during the calendar year preceding this 
enactment bears to the total number of children of such 
age in the United States during such calendar year. 

Loans shall be for such period of time, not in excess of 
20 years, as each State may elect, at 2% percent interest, 
and secured by bonds of the school district or other taxing 
unit in jurisdictions where loans are made. Loans and 
grants are restricted to 50 percent of total cost of educa- 
tional facilities. 

No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control 
over any school or any State educational institution or 
agency with respect to which funds are made available 
under this act. 


S. 138. Mr. Ellender and others; January 5, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise 
to serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and 
(2) governmental assistance, where feasible: To enable 
private enterprise to serve still more of the total need; to 
eliminate substandard housing through clearance of slums; 
to provide adequate housing for low-income urban and 
rural nonfarm families and decent farm dwellings and 
related facilities for farm owners lacking means to do so 
for themselves. 

Title I: Provides for Federal loans and capital grants 
to local public agencies to assist communities in eliminat- 
ing slums and redeveloping project areas by private enter- 
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prise. To finance these loans, the Administrator may 
issue obligations of $25,000,000 for the first year, $225,- 
000,000 the second year, and $250,000,000 for each of 
next 3 years, total authorization not to exceed $1,000,- 
000,000. The Administrator may contract to make 
capital grants totaling $100,000,000 per year for 5 years, 
total authorization not to exceed $500,000,000, no funds 
to be disbursed by the local public agency prior to July 1, 
1950. Provides for protection of labor standards. 

Title II: Authorizes increase in Federal contributions 
for low-rent housing by the sum of $85,000,000 in the first 
year and by $90,000,000 in each of the next 4 years (total 
authorization not to exceed $473,000,000 per year) to 
localities which assume community responsibility and 
initiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrating 
that their needs cannot be met fully by private enterprise 
and without Federal aid, with preference to veterans and 
servicemen. Federal aid shall be given only where there 
is a gap of at least 20 percent between the upper rental 
limits for admission to the proposed low-rent housing and 
the lowest rents at which private enterprise is providing 
a substantial supply of decent housing. Provides higher 
room cost limitations under the United States Housing 
Act, of $1,750 a room (now $1,000 and $1,250, depending 
on size of city), and allows an additional limitation of 
$750 under certain emergency conditions. Authorizes 
Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing dwellings. 
Makes special provisions for large families of low income. 
Limits annual contributions to any one State to not more 
than 10 percent of the total annual contributions of $473,- 
000,000. Authorizes construction not to exceed 150,000 
dwelling units a year for 7 years, beginning July 2, 1%49, 
total not to exceed 1,050,000 units [amending U. S. C. 
42: 1401-1430]. 

Title III: Directs the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
Federal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
ete., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing needs [amending Public Law 901, § 301, 
80th Congress]. 

Title IV: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing on 
farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary 
of Agriculture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings 
for themselves, their tenants, share croppers, or laborers. 
Authorizes the Secretary to finance such loans by issuing 
obligations (upon security of obligations of borrowers) 
not to exceed $25,000,000 during the first year, and $50,- 
000,000, $75,000,000, $100,000,000 during the second, 
third, and fourth year, respectively. Authorizes annual 
contributions of $500,000 with additional contributions 
not to exceed an aggregate of $1,000,000, $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000 per annum for the second, third, and fourth 
year, respectively. 

Title V: Authorizes Administrator to appoint advisory 
committees and directs the inclusion of the Secretary of 
Labor in the membership of the National Housing Council 
in the Housing and Home Finance Agency. 


S. 142. Mr. Cordon; January 5, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the construction of the Albeni Falls project 
on the Pend Oreille River in Idaho for flood control and 
other purposes at an estimated cost of $35,000,000. 


S. 143. Mr. Cordon; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes Coast Guard officers to act as hearing or 
deciding officers in matters affecting safety regulations at 
sea [amending U. 8. C. 46: 239 (g)]. 


S. 144, Mr. Cordon; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Hawaiian Organic Act to prevent the loss 
of nationality by reason of continuous residence for 5 
years in a foreign state, with respect to persons declared 
to be citizens of the United States under such act [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 48: 494], 





S. 148. Mr. Cordon; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Extends the authority of the Secretary of the Interior 
with respect to the administration of revested Oregon and 
California railroad-grant lands, to all unpatented lands 
except those specifically placed under the jurisdiction of 
another department by law. The Secretary of Agriculture 
and the Secretary of the Interior may exchange administra- 
tive jurisdiction of revested lands within a national forest 
and national-forest lands of equal value. 


S. 149. Mr. Cordon; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Authorizes annual payments to the States, for the benefit 
of their local units of 2 percent of the fair value of national- 
forest lands situated therein as determined by the Secretary 
of Agriculture within 3 vears after the date of this act. 
Pending such determination and certification payments to 
States shall continue under authority of U. 8. C. 16: 500, 
after which that section shall be repealed. Redetermina- 
tions shall be made every 10 vears. Improvements made 
at the expense of the United States and coal, oil, gas, and 
other mineral and subsurface resource shall not be included 
in the value of such lands, but there shall be paid to the 
States, 37% percent of the gross amounts received under 
leases, etc., for the development of such resources. 


S. 150. Mr. Cordon; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Extends annuity benefits under the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act (Public Law 426, 80th Cong.) to cover situa- 
tions of employees dying prior to the effective date of the 
act who had sufficient leave at date of death to cover the 
administrative workdays between such date and the effec- 
tive date of the act. 


S. 151. Messrs. Cordon and Morse; January 5, 1949 
(Armed Services). 

Provides for an additional military academy and an 
additional naval academy, in Oregon, Washington, or in 
California. 

S. 152. Mr. Hickenlooper; January 5, 1949 (Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy). 

Authorizes retrocession by United States to State of 
New Mexico of exclusive jurisdiction over lands in Los 
Alamos project of Atomic Energy Commission. 


S. 153. Mr. Saltonstall; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Amends the act authorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to proceed with construction of certain public works (58 
Stat. 189) so as to provide for military and air force use 
of real estate acquired thereunder and to give recognition 
to the Secretaries of the Army and the Air Force. 


S. 155. Mr. Knowland; January 5, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 
Releases to the States (and grantees and successors in 
interest), all Federal interest in lands beneath tidewaters 
and navigable waters within the boundaries thereof. 


S. 156. Mr. Knowland; January 5, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Provides for statehood for Hawaii, for a constituticnal 
convention, and for adoption of the constitution. The State 
of Hawaii shall assume all debts of the Territory, retain 
all public property, except that used by the United States, 
and establish a system of public schools. Hawaii shall 
be entitled to two Representatives, two Senators, two 
United States judges, one United States attorney, one 
marshal, and shall constitute one judicial district. 


S. 157. Mr. Martin; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes $11,000,000 for construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, in the vicinity of Philadelphia. 
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S. 162. Mr. Holland; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Permits a retired officer of the armed forces (including 
Public Health Service and Coast and Geodetic Survey), 
while not on active duty, to act as an agent or attorney 
for prosecuting a claim against the United States except 
where such claim involves the department in whose service 
he holds a retired status [amending U. 8. C. 18: 109]. 

S. 163. Mr. Holland; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Authorizes mileage allowance of 7 cents per mile for 
post-office inspectors for travel on official business. 
S. 164. Messrs. Holland and Pepper; January 5, 1949 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for payment of claims for damages resulting 
from the Mediterranean fruitfly eradication campaign in 
Florida. 


S. 167. Mr. Watkins; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Authorizes construction, etc., of the Weber Basin 
reclamation project, Utah. 


S. 168. Mr. Watkins; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Authorizes construction of the Central Utah project for 
the purposes of irrigating arid lands, generating hydro- 
electric power, and controlling floods. 


S. 169. Mr. Watkins; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Authorizes construction, operation and maintenance of 
the Virgin River subbasin reclamation project in Arizona, 
Nevada, and Utah. 


S. 170. Messrs. Watkins and Thomas of Utah; January 
5, 1949 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Authorizes the transfer of the Bushnell General Hospital, 
near Brigham City, Utah, to the Secretary of the Interior 
for use by the Bureau of Indian Affairs as a vocational 
school for Indian children and for training adult Indians. 


8S. 171. Mr. Ives; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Society of the Fifth (Red. Diamond) 
Division. 
S. 173. Mr. Ives; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Repeals the ban on filling of vacancy in office of district 
judge in the southern district of New York. 


S. 174. Mr. Ives and others; January 5, 1949 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


National Act against Discrimination in Employment— 
Makes it an unlawful employment practice: (1) for an 
employer of more than 50 persons to refuse to hire, to dis- 
charge, or otherwise discriminate in employment, because 
of race, religion, color, national origin, or ancestry or to 
obtain assistance in hiring from sources discriminating for 
such reasons; (2) for a labor union of 50 or more members, 
on the same grounds, to discriminate or to limit, segregate, 
or classify membership so as to adversely affect employees 
or applicants for employment; and (3) for an employer or 
a labor union to discharge, expel or otherwise discriminate 
against any person because he has opposed an unlawful 
practice or has filed a charge, testified, participated, or 
assisted in any proceeding under this act. 

Establishes a National Commission Against Discrimi- 
nation in Employment, of seven members, appointed by 
the President with the consent of the Senate, at $10,000 
annual salary each, to investigate, conciliate and adjudicate 
complaints of such unfair employment practices, to order 
their cessation and appropriate affirmative action, includ- 
ing hiring or reinstatement of employees with or without 
back pay. The Commission may petition circuit courts 
of appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., and parties 
aggrieved by orders of the Commission may obtain review 
by those courts. 


In the case of orders directed against the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the Commission may request the President to 
act. The President may establish regulations to prevent 
any unlawful practice by any person who makes a con- 
tract. with the United States which requires the employ- 
ment of 50 persons. 

Veterans’ preferences are not affected. 


S. 175. Mr. Capehart; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Authorizes deduction, for income-tax purposes, at the 
election of the taxpayer, with respect to the amortization 
of the adjustment basis (for determining gain) of any 
amortization facility to the extent constructed, installed, 
ete., after December 31, 1948 (based on a 60-month 
period). 

S. 176. Mr. Kefauver; January 5, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Education Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize school opportunities 
throughout the States there is authorized $150,000,000 for 
the fiscal year 1948,$200,000,000 for 1949, and $250,000,000 
for 1950 and each year thereafter. Apportionment shall 
be based on the number of school children 5 to 17 years old 
multiplied by $40 the average annual income payments 
from each State, and State and local expenditures for ele- 
mentary and secondary education. To be eligible for 
Federal aid a State must make average national effort (2.5 
percent of average annual income for a 5-year period) to 
provide good schools.

The funds 
shall be available to pay all types of current expenses. 
Requires an equitable apportionment where separate pub- 
lic schools are maintained by law for minority races. Inno 
case shall the apportionment be used to reduce State 
expenditures for education. No Federal agency or officer 
shall exercise any control over any school or any State 
educational! institution or agency with respect to which 
funds are made available under this act. 


S. 177. Mr. Kefauver; January 5, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes an appropriation of $4,000,000 for the con- 
struction of a steam plant at New Johnsonville, Tenn., in 
connection with the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


S. 178. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Limits free entry into the United States of Virgin Islands 
products which do not contain foreign materials of a speci- 
fied value, etc., to products containing foreign materials 
which are not dutiable under the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended [amending U. 8S. C. 48: 1394]. 


S. 179. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Exempts aluminum from import duties for 1 year, 
effective 30th day after enactment. 


S. 180. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 


Federal taxes on articles produced in the Virgin Islands, 
less 1 percent for administrative expenses and less the 
estimated amount of credits and refunds to taxpayers, 
shall be credited to the Virgin Islands for expenditure as 
provided by its Legislative Assembly (total amount 
transferred in any one year is limited to $500,000). 

S. 181. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Finance). 

Exempts from tax on transportation of persons, motor 

vehicles carrying less than 10 passengers to and from an 


airport for a distance of less than 30 miles either way 

{amending U. S. C. 26: 3469 (a)]. 

S. 182. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Permits transportation of passengers by foreign ships 
between ports within Alaska, and permits coastwise trans- 
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portation of merchandise to and from Alaska in foreign 
ships over routes which are recognized by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and for which tariffs have been 
filed, and which are in part over Canadian rail lines and 
connecting water facilities [amending U. 8. C. 46: 289, 883]. 


S. 184. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Organic Act of American Samoa—Establishes a civilian 
government for American Samoa, under the jurisdiction 
of the head of such civilian department or agency of the 
United States as the President shall direct, except that 
matters relating to the judicial branch shall be under the 
supervision of the Attorney General of the United States 
and of the Administrative Office of the United States 
Courts. Confers United States citizenship on all persons 
who were inhabitants of American Samoa on February 29, 
1929, including those temporarily absent therefrom on that 
date, and their children born after that date, if on the 
effective date of this enactment, they are residing in the 
Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands or in American 
Samoa or other territory under United States sovereignty. 
All persons of Samoan or part Samoan blood descent who 
were inhabitants of American Samoa on February 20, 
1929, and all persons born in American Samoa after that 
date are declared to be citizens of American Samoa. 
Citizens or nationals of other countries may retain their 

resent status by making a prescribed declaration within 
5 years after this enactment. The legislative authority 
of American Samoa shall determine the qualifications 
hereafter necessary for American Samoan citizenship, but 
such citizenship shall not be denied to any person of whole 
or part Samoan blood or to any American citizen who shall 
have maintained a permanent residence in American Samoa 
for 5 consecutive years immediately prior to application 
therefor. Extends to American Samoa the benefits of the 
Vocational Education Act of 1946 and of the Public Health 
Service Act, including provisions for aid for hospital con- 
struction [amending U. S. C. 20: 15i; 42: 201, 291i]. 


8S. 185. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Organic Act of Guam—Provides for a civil government 
for Guam. Confers American citizenship on: (a) All 
Spanish subjects residing in the island on April 11, 1899, 
(b) all natives who were temporarily absent from the 
island on that date, and (c) all natives born after that date 
if on the date of this act they are residing in Guam or other 
territory of the United States and are not citizens under 
any other act. Regulates taxes, customs duties, ete. 
Authorizes the Government of Guam to regulate the 
importation, manufacture, and sale of intoxicating drinks 
or drugs, except as to importation by the armed services 
of the United States or by bona fide social clubs, etc., for 
sale to members of such services and their families. 


8. 186. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Any Indian who is a citizen of the United States who 
wishes to be freed of the disabilities applicable to Indians 
may, upon reaching the age of 21, apply to a naturalization 
court for the area in which he resides for a “decree or 
judgment of competency.” In determining competency 
the court shall consider factors bearing upon the applicant’s 
moral and intellectual qualifications, and his ability to 
manage his own affairs. No Indian adjudged competent 
shall be deprived of any tribal rights or treaty benefits, 
but shall be given full ownership and control of the money 
and property held in trust for him. Any Indian born 
after the date of enactment of this Act and any child of 
parents either of whom has received a decree of com- 
petency shall be free of disabilities applicable to Indians 
upon reaching the age of 21.

Provides for settlement of obligations of the United 


States to the Indians of the Six Nations of New York’ 

under the treaty of November 11, 1794. 

S. 188. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Confers on the States jurisdiction over offenses com- 
mitted by or against Indians on Indian reservations to the 
same extent as each State has jurisdiction over offenses 
committed elsewhere within the State. 


S. 190. Mr. Butler; January 5, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Exempts outside buyers from the wage-hour provisions 
of the _ Labor Standards Act (amending U. 8. C. 29: 
213 (a)). 

S. 192. Messrs. Butler and Ives; January 5, 1949 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Confers jurisdiction on courts of New York State with 
respect to civil actions between Indians or to which Indians 
are parties. 

S. 193. Mr. Downey; January 5, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Directs the payment by the United States of premiums 
on bonds of Government officers and employees. 

S. 205. Mr. Downey; January 5, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Compliance with any requirement of the Hospital 
Survey and Construction Act concerning application for 
Federal aid may be waived by the Surgeon General of 
the Public Health Service, with the concurrence of the 
appropriate State agency, in the case of a project on which 
construction was begun between August 13, 1946 (date 
of the act) and the date of approval of the State plan, if 
the Surgeon General finds that the perpoes of the require- 
ment has been fulfilled [amending U. 38. C. 42: 291h (a), 
291i (i)). 

S. 206. Messrs. Downey and Magnuson; January 5, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Gives right to permanent residence in United States 
to hitherto admitted wives and children of Chinese mer- 
chants who were admitted for permanent residence prior 
to July 1, 1924. 

S. 207. Mr. Brewster; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Commissioner of Public Roads: (1) To 
construct, etce., roads to military and naval reservations, 
defense industries and defense-industry sites, and to 
sources of raw materials; (2) to replace existing roads at 
military and naval reservations and defense-industry 
sites; (3) to improve, etc., roads within areas which have 
been or may be used for training of the armed forces. 
Authorizes $50,000,000. 

S. 209. Mr. Brewster; January 5, 1949 (Rules and Admin- 
istration). 

Creates the office of Senator at Large for ex-Presidents 
of the United States. 

S. 210. Mr. Anderson; January 5, 1949 (Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy). 


Authorizes retrocession by United States to State of 
New Mexico of exclusive jurisdiction over lands in Los 
Alamos project of Atomic Energy Commission. 

S. 211. Mr. Wherry and others; January 5, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Increases capital stock of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration to $33,000,000 (now $15,000,000), and authorizes 
an additional appropriation of $18,000,000 eee ar oo 
of paying subscription to the stock [amending U. S. C. 
49: 152). 

S. 213. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Members of the Reserve components of the armed 

forces who suffer disability or death from injuries incurred 
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while engaged in active-duty training for periods of less 
than 30 days or while engaged in inactive-duty training 
shall be entitled to the same pensions, compensation, 
retirement pay, and hospital benefits as are provided for 
members of the Regular Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
{amending U.S. C. 10: 456; 34: 855c-1]. 

S. 214. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 1949 (Armed 

Services). 

Provides that membership in or assignment to an 
organized unit of a Reserve component at the time of 
reaching the age of 60 shall not be necessary in order to 
be eligible for retirement benefits [amending Public Law 
810, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 215. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 1949 
Services). 

Extends disability and death benefits to personnel of 
the Reserve components of the armed services disabled or 
killed while on aciive duty or in training. Effective from 
September 8, 1939. 

S. 216. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 
Services). 

Creates an official ribbon to be known as the Army 

Reserve Special Commendation Ribbon. 


S. 217. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 
Services) 
Creates an official ribbon to be known as the Air Force 
Reserve Special Commendation Ribbon. 


S. 218. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5,

Stat. 193) remain in effect. 


S. 233. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Passamaquoddy Power Project Act of 1948.—Authorizes 
negotiations with Canada for development and use of the 
waters in Passamaquoddy Bay. Authorizes $100,000,000 
for construction of dams, generating facilities, transmission 
lines, ete. Electrical power generated shall be sold at the 
lowest possible cost, at such rates as will amortize the entire 
investment in 50 years at 24% percent. 

S. 234. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 

Provides for survey of Round Pond Harbor, Maine, with 
a view to dredging for navigable purposes. 

S. 235. Mrs. Smith of Maine; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the Commissioner of Public Roads: (1) To 
construct, ete., roads to military and naval reservations, 
defense industries and defense-industry sites, and to 
sources of raw materials; (2) to replace existing roads at 
military and naval reservations and defense industry 
sites; (3) to improve, etc., roads within areas which have 
been or may be used for training of the armed forces. 
Authorizes $100,000,000. 


S. 236. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 5, 1949 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Provides that no pricing practice employed by a seller, 
in the absence of an agreement or conspiracy with another 
seller shall be deemed an unfair method of competition be- 
cause uniform delivered prices for similar goods are charged 
without regard to the place of delivery, or if uniform delivered 
prices for similar goods are charged to all purchases for 
delivery within any geographical zone, or if the absorption 
by a seller of transportation charges results in delivered 
prices identical to those charged by other sellers for similar 
goods. Whenever the Federal Trade Commission finds two 
or more sellers guilty of a conspiracy to employ a pricing 
system it may require the sellers to take certain my to 
dissipate the effect of the agreement [amending U. 8. C. 
14: 45]. 

The defense of good faith competition shall be unavail- 
able to a seller charged with price discrimination when he 
is acting pursuant to an agreement or conspiracy with 
another seller. Sellers may charge less than the competi- 
tive price being met if such differential is customary in the 
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general price relationships of the products or justified by 
the competitive situation of the sellers [amending U. 8. C. 
15: 13). 


8. 237. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 5, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Air Merchant Marine Act of 1949—Creates the Aircraft 
Development Corporation within the Department of the 
Air Force, but acting independently of the Secretary of 
the Air Force. The Corporation shall have a capital 
stock of $100,000,000 and shall be managed by a board of 
5 directors appointed by the Secretary of the Air Force 
and confirmed by the Senate. Confers hearing and sub- 
pena powers on the board of directors and empowers 
them to prescribe bylaws, rules and regulations governing 
the manner in which the functions vested in it may be 
exercised. Subjects the Corporation to the Government 
Corporation Control Act (U. 8. C. 31:846). 

Directs the Corporation to make a study of the poten- 
tial commercial cargo aircraft requirements and military 
reserverequirements. Within the limits of its funds (but not 
in excess of the number that can be absorbed by private 
operators) the Corporation is directed to purchase cargo 
aircraft so long as the number is inadequate and to lease 
them to private air transport operators. Provision is 
made for the recapture of one-half of profits over 10 per- 
cent resulting from the use of the leased aircraft. 

Directs the Corporation to initiate and support research 
and development of improved cargo aircraft. Provides 
for recapture of leased aircraft when directed by the Presi- 
dent as required by national security. Amends the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938 [U. 8. C. 49:481, 642] and directs 
the Civil Aeronautics Board to effectuate the purposes of 
the act in issuing certificates. The Board is also given 
authority to fix rates for American carriers in foreign air 
transportation and order the alteration of foreign-flag air 
rates if found unjustly discriminatory. 


S, 238. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 5, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission (1) 
to order a railroad to install telegraph, telephone, radio 
inductive or other wayside and/or train-communication 
systems, and (2) to establish safety rules, etc., for the 
operation of trains band station permit, etc. The Federal 
Communications Commission shall grant any wave band, 
station, permit, or license needed for the installation of a 
communication required by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission [amending U. 8. C. 49:26]. 


S. 239. Mr. Murray; January 6, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Liberalizes benefits under the United States Employees’ 
Compensation Act. Increases monthly compensation as 
follows: (1) Total and partial disability, maximum $225, 
minimum $112.50 (now $116.66 and $58.33, respectively) ; 
(2) total disability (subject to fixed maximum), 75 percent 
(now 66% percent) of monthly pay; (3) payments to 
widow (no child), 50 percent (now 35 percent) of monthly 
pay; (4) benefits to children, 35 percent (now 25 percent) 
for child, maximum, 75 percent (now 66% percent) of 
monthly pay. Increases burial benefits from $200 to $400. 
Provides that in the case of permanent partial disability 
which results in the loss or loss of the use of a member or 
function, compensation shall be 75 percent of monthly 
pay (subject to prescribed maximum), in addition to 
compensation for temporary total disability but in lieu of 
compensation for permanent partial disability, and shall 
be paid for the period designated in the act [amending 
U. 8. C. 5: 753, 754, 756, 760 (A) (D) (K), 761). 


S. 240. Messrs. Murray, Hayden, and McFarland; Jan- 
uary 6, 1949 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


National Minerals Act of 1949—Creates within the 
Department of the Interior a Mine Incentive Payments 


Division headed by a Director at $15,000 a year, and makes 
available to the new Division the records of the Office of 
Premium Price Plan for Copper, Lead, and Zine. Pro- 
duction payments shall be made to producers whose opera- 
tions require such payments on all ores, metals and minerals 
determined to be strategic or critical pursuant to Public 
Law 520, 79th Congress and included in group 1l—a of the 
Munitions Board list of strategic and critical materials. 
Such payments shall be at rates that will encourage de- 
velopment, production and conservation and make ade- 
quate allowance for depreciation, amortization and deple- 
tion; they shall include a reasonable profit to the producer; 
they shall be in addition to the amount received per unit 
by the producer from other sources, and they shall be 
within maximum limits prescribed by the act, these limits 
to be adjusted in accordance with changes in the wholesale 
commodity price index of the Bureau of Labor Statisties. 
Exploration payments are provided for, these to be mads 
on condition that no royalties may be paid to landownere 
not actively engaged in sharing expenses of transportation, 
milling, and smelting. The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration shall purchase for the national security stock pile 
all additional ores, minerals, and metals which are pro- 
duced as a result of production payments, and the Cor- 
poration shall be reimbursed by the Bureau of Federal 
Supply at current market prices for the metals, etc., so 
purchased. The total amount to be expended by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation under this Act shall not 
exceed $100,000,000 a year. Effective expiration date: 
June 30, 1954. Necessary appropriations are authorized. 


S. 241. Mr. Murray and Mr. Hayden; January 6, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Authorizes payment of fair compensation to persons 
contracting to deliver minerals or metals declared strategic 
or critical by the Army and Navy Munitions Board during 
the emergency proclaimed September 8, 1939, in cases of 
failure to recover reasonable costs [amending U. 8. C., 
11:107, 117]. 


S. 243. Messrs. Saltonstall and Lodge; January 6, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes $10,000,000 for construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, in the vicinity of Boston. 


S. 244. Messrs. Stennis and Young; January 6, 1949 
(Public Roads). 


Creates within the Public Roads Administration a Rural 
toads Division headed by a Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Roads (member of a recognized national engineer- 
ing society with 5 years’ experience). The Division shall 
cooperate with State and local agencies in the construction 
of rural local roads. Authorizes $100,000,000 beginning 
with the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950. Funds shall be 
apportioned on the basis of area, population and mileage 
of rural delivery and star routes. The Federal share shall 
not exceed 50 percent of the construction cost except that 
an additional amount may be allowed where an area 
includes Federal or Indian lands. Projects exceeding 
$10,000 in amount shall be subject to competitive bidding. 


S. 245. Mr. Downey; January 6, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes $40,000,000 for acquisition of sites and prep- 
aration of plans for Federal public buildings. 


S. 246. Mr. Thomas of Utah and others; January 6, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Educational Finance Act of 1949.—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized 
$300,000,000 for the fiscal year 1950, and each year 
thereafter. 
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The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) 
the excess of $45 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year 
average of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat 
amount of $5 per child, whichever is greater. The num- 
ber of children on which the computation is based shall 
be the number of persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the 
third year next preceding the year for which computation 
is made. Income payments in each State means the 
average of annual income payments for 5 years (third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh years next preceding year 
for which the computation is made). If a State spends 
less than 2.5 percent of its annual income for schools, the 
amount of Federal aid shall be proportionately reduced, 
except that in no case shall it be less than $5 per child. 
For any fiscal year beginning after June 30, 1953, a State, 
to be eligible for any amount of Federal aid, must spend 
from State and local sources, an amount equal to or 
greater than 2 percent of its annual income payments 
or $120 per pupil in average daily attendance, whichever 
is less. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expendi- 
tures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. States 
shall have the right to appeal questions of administration 
to the Commissioner of Education and to United States 
district courts. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 
Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State expendi- 
tures for public elementary and seconday school edu- 
cation. No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any 
control over any school or any State educational insti- 
tution or agency with respect to which funds are made 
available under this act. 


S. 247. Mr. Thomas of Utah and others; January 6, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


National Science Foundation Act of 1949—Establishes 
as an independent Government agency the National 
Science Foundation to: (1) Develop and encourage the 
pursuit of a national policy for basic research and educa- 
tion in the sciences; (2) initiate and support basic scientific 
research in the mathematical, physical, medical, biological, 
engineering, and other sciences, by making contracts or 
other arrangements (including grants, loans, and other 
forms of assistance) for the conduct of such research; 
(3) by similar means (after consultation with the Secretary 
of Defense) initiate and support scientific research on 
matters relating to the national defense; (4) grant scholar- 
ships and graduate fellowships in the mathematical, 
physical, medical, biological, engineering, and other 
sciences; (5) foster the international exchange of scientific 
information; (6) correlate the foundation’s programs with 
those undertaken by individuals and by public and private 
research groups; and (7) establish special commissions as 
it may deem necessary. The foundation shall endeavor to 
strengthen the work throughout the United States and 
avoid undue concentration. 

The foundation shall have 24 members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, for a 6-year term, 
who.are eminent in the fields of the basic sciences, medical 
science, engineering, education, or public affairs; an 
Executive Committee and such other committees as are 
necessary may be appointed from among its membership. 
The President with the consent of the Senate shall appoint 
a director of the foundation for a term of 6 years, at 
$15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall be 
divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical, and 
engineering sciences, biological sciences, and scientific 
personnel and education, with a committee for each divi- 
sion composed of not less than five persons appointed by 
the foundation. 
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The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at. accredited non- 
profit American or foreign institutions of higher educa- 
tion, solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a 
register of scientific and technical personnel. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions produced 
thereunder which will protect the public interest and the 
equities of the individual party to the contract. No 
officer or employee of the foundation shall acquire, retain, 
or transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the United 
States, in any invention which he may make or produce in 
connection with his assigned activities. 

The foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the 
Secretary of State after consultation with the director, 
cooperate in any international scientific research activities 
consistent with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The foundation shall 
not, itself, operate laboratories or pilot plants, nor shall 
it support any research or development activity in the 
field of atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property 
resulting from research in that field without the concur- 
rency of the Atomic Energy Commission that the common 
defense will not be adversely affected thereby. 

The director may, with the approval of the foundation 
appoint a deputy director at not more than $12,000 
a year. 


S. 248. Mr. Thomas of Utah and others; January 6, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1949.—Raises the 
40-cent minimum hourly wage rate to 75 cents, and 
permits increase to $1 an hour if found feasible by industry 
committees. Extends coverage to workers engaged in 
any activity effecting interstate or foreign commerce, 
seamen on American vessels, and industries processing 
agricultural or horticultural commodities or fish. Narrows 
the exemption for employees of retail or service establish- 
ment to those employed by an employer having not more 
than three such establishments having a total annual 
volume of sales or servicing of not more than $300,000, 
and limits the agricultural exemption to persons employed 
on a farm employing eight or less employees (such number 
not to include a child employed by a parent or a person in 
loco parentis employing his own child or a child in his 
custody). Excludes from maximum hour provisions 
persons employed in agriculture. Deletes the seasonal 
industry, the area of production, and the telephone 
operator exemptions. Excludes from definition of ‘‘wage” 
the cost of food and lodging in the calculation of minimum 
wages for seamen and employees of common carriers 
engaged in the preparation and service of food and bever- 
ages. Overtime pay at time and a half will be based on 
the new wage rates, and on a 40-hour week. Prohibits 
employment of oppressive child labor by an employer 
engaged in interstate commerce or in the production. of 
goods for such commerce [amending U. 8.

Community Recreation Services Act—Authorizes 
$550,000 annually to enable the Federal Security Adminis- 
tration to aid the States, their political subdivisions, 
governmental and nongovernmental organizations in 
developing recreation programs, and in cooperation with 
the appropriate departments and agencies of the Federal 
Government concerned with international affairs to partici- 
pate in development of recreation policies and plans de- 
signed to 8 aw rye understanding and good will among 
nations. reates a National Advisory eed on Recrea- 
tion Services. 


S. 251. Mr. Thomas of Utah; January 6, 1949 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 
Authorizes construction, 
reclamation project, Utah. 


S. 252. Mr. Wiley (by request); January 6, 1949 ((Judi- 
ciary). 

Limits the jurisdiction of courts and the liability of 
employers with respect to payment of overtime compen- 
sation under laws regulating labor on public contracts and 
under the Fair Labor Standards Act, providing that no 
overtime premium shall be included in any “regular rate,”’ 
etc. 


S. 253. Mr. Lodge; January 6, 1949 (Public Works). 

Provides for a survey of the Merrimack and Connecti- 
cut Rivers, and other rivers in New England, looking to 
hydroelectric-power development, flood control, naviga- 
tion and other improvements. 


S. 254. Mr. Hill; January 6, 1949 (Finance). 

Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine, effective the 
day after enactment, and repeals the occupational tax on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers of oleomargarine 
effective July 1, 1949. Between the day after approval 
of this act and July 1, 1949, the occupational tax on whole- 
sale dealers who sell only oleomargarine which is not 
yellow in color shall be $200 and retailers thereof shall 
pay a tax of $6 [repealing U. 8.

S. 260. Mr. Knowland; January 6, 1949 (Finance). 


Customs employees who performed customs clearance 
work on Sundays or holidays from September 29, 1931, to 
June 2, 1944, and who have not received extra compensa- 
tion for such work shall be paid extra compensation in ac- 
cordance with U. 8.

Veterans who had national service life insurance in force 
on August 1, 1946, and at that time had total service- 
incurred disability shall receive monthly disability benefits 
at the rate of $5 for each $1,000 of such insurance [amend- 
ing Public Law 589, 79th Cong.]. 

S. 270. Mr. Butler; January 6, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Changes name of Culbertson Dam on Republican River 
to Trenton Dam. 


S. 271. Messrs. George and Russell; January 6, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Provides for the appointment of one additional district 
judge for the northern and middle districts of Georgia 
but when a vacancy shall occur in the office of the existing 
district judge for the middle district it shall not be filled 
[Amending U. 8. C. 28: 133]. 

S. 272. Mr. Anderson; January 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Upon certification by the Secretary of Agriculture that 
there is a shortage of agricultural workers, the Commis- 
sioner of Immigration and Naturalization, with the ap- 
proval of the Attorney General, shall prescribe regulations 
permitting the admission of native-born residents of North 
America, South America, and Central America and islands 
adjacent thereto, into the United States in such numbers 
and for such periods as the Secretary specifies. Workers 
so admitted shall be exempt from admission charges and 
from literary test, etc. 

S. 273. Mr. Lodge; January 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes (until June 30, 1951) 5-year period enlist- 
ments of aliens (not to exceed 25,000) in the Regular 
Army, for overseas service [amending U. 8. C. 10: 625]. 
S. 276. Mr. Anderson; January 10, 1949 (Interior and In- 

sular Affairs). 


Authorizes the irrigation of certain lands on the Pecos 
River in New Mexico, by the rehabilitation of the irrigation 
system of the Fort Sumner Irrigation District. 


S. 277. Mr. Tydings; January 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Imposes a penalty of $10,000 (maximum) fine and/or 10 
years’ (maximum) imprisonment for disclosure or use in a 
manner prejudicial to the safety or interest of the United 
States, or for the benefit of any foreign government to the 
detriment of the United States, any classified information 
concerning the cryptographic systems and the communi- 
cation intelligence activities of the United States. 

S. 278. Mr. Tydings; January 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Extends to officers on the honorary retired list of the 
Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve, effective as of 
February 21, 1946, provisions for retirement after 20 
years’ service upon application therefor [amending U. 8.

S. 280. Mr. Tydings; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the National Service Star Legion. 

S. 281. Messrs. Sparkman and Murray; January 10, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 

The Full Employment Act of 1950—Amends § 2 of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation Act (15 U. 8. C. 602), 
to increase the number of directors of the Reconstruction 
Finance Coporation from 5 to 7, their term of office from 
3 to 5 years, and their salaries from $12,500 to $25,000; 
to make the principal function of the Board, through 


management of the ‘Capital Development Fund,” the 
achievement of the long-range program of production, 
employment, and investment goals set forth in the “eco. 
nomie report’; and to create the Capital Development 
Advisory Board, composed of 12 members (3 each repre. 
senting business, labor, agriculture, and the general public) 
appointed by the President and confirmed by the Senate, 

Amends § 3 of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
Act (15 U. 8. C. 603); to authorize the establishment of 
the ‘‘Capital Development Fund” in the amount of 1) 
billion dollars, free of restrictions imposed upon other funds 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation; to direct the 
making of loans to private businesses and public agencies, 
including the States, the Tennessee Valley Authority and 
similar agencies, for the attainment of the objects specified 
in the “economic report’’; to permit the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to recommend outright grants from 
the fund; and to require the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to give due regard to the wise use of natura] 
resources and to the promotion of the purposes of the 
Sherman and Clayton Acts when making loans from the 
fund. 


S. 282. Mr. Ellender; January 10, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes $11,000,000, $13,000,000, $15,000,000, $17,- 
000,000, and $19,000,000 for the fiscal vears 1951, 1952, 
1953, 1954, and 1955, respectively, and $20,000,000 
annually thereafter to enable the Secretary of Agriculture 
in cooperation with State officials to carry out provisions 
of the act of June 7, 1924 (U. S. C. 7: 564, 565, 566) 
relating to forest fire prevention and suppression, forest 
protection, and perpetuation, etc. 

S. 283. Mr. Green; January 10, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Manufactured Fiber Products Labeling Act—Requires 
proper labeling of manufactured fiber products so as te 
protect producers, manufacturers, distributors, and con- 
sumers from the unrevealed presence of fiber content 
therein. Defines misbranding of such products and fixes 
penalty therefor.

Authorizes the acquisition of lands for the Everglades 
National Park, Florida. 


S. 286. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 10, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Permits (1) sales, etc., of gold in open market within the 
United States, its Territories and possessions, including 
Alaska; and (2) unrestricted exportation of gold. Makes- 
necessary amendments to existing law to remove restric 
tions and limits. President’s power under the Trading 
With the Enemy Act to regulate gold coin to times of war 
or national emergency. 


S. 287. Mr. Neely; January 10, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 
School Construction Act—Authorizes $98,000,000 for 


fiscal year beginning July 1, 1949 and $490,000,000 for 
each of the next five succeeding years for allotment to 
States to assist them in the construction of public ele 
mentary and secondary school facilities. Funds shall be 
apportioned to each of the several States in an amount 
which bears the same ratio to the total amount appro- 
priated for all the States as the school-age population in 
the State bears to the school-age population of the United 
States. Provides additional funds for the Territories. 
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Describes State plan which must be submitted by a State 
desiring to take advantage of this act, authorizes annual 
payment to such States to defray costs of administering 
the State plan by the State agency, and provides for with- 
holding of funds by Commissioner of Education when a 
State agency is in noncompliance. 


S. 288. Mr. Knowland; January 10, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 


Enlisted men of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard retired after 20 years of active service because of a 
service-incurred disability shall receive 75 percent of the 
average pay received for 6 months prior to retirement. 


S. 291. Mr. Kem; January 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Establishes the United States Air Academy at Sedalia 
Airfield, Mo. 
S. 292. Mr. Brewster; January 10, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the establishment of the Saint Croix Island 
National Monument, in the State of Maine. 


S. 293. Mr. McMahon; January 10, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


No war housing acquired or constructed by the United 
States, under specified acts, shall be disposed of during the 
period, and in the areas, in which the provisions of title II 
(maximum rents, etc.) of the Housing and Rent Act of 
1947 (61 Stat. 193) remain in effect. Extends until April 
1, 1951, the period during which undue hardship shall bar 
actions for eviction of tenants from public-housing accom- 
modations. 


S. 310. Mr. McGrath; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Exempts the Representative of the United States on 
the United Nations Commission for Conciliation in 
Palestine from provisions of law forbidding officers of the 
United States from acting as counsel for another before 
any ~~ or agency [amending U. 8. C. 18: 281-284; and 
5: 99). 


S. 311. Messrs. McGrath and Neely; January 10, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to 
include those who entered Germany, Austria, or Italy 
between September 1, 1939 (instead of December 22, 1945) 
and April 21, 1947. Eliminates the requirement that 40 
percent of visas issued shall be available to displaced 
persons whose country was annexed by a foreign power. 
Permits nonquota immigration of 400,000 over a 4-year 
period (now 202,000 for 2-year period). Of this number 
2,000 would be Czechoslovakian, 3,000 displaced orphans, 
and 15,000 displaced persons who fled from their countries 
since April 21, 1947, to the American, French, or British 
zones of Germany or Austria. The Displaced Persons 
Commission is directed to insure nondiscrimination. The 
terms of the Commissioners are extended from June 30, 
1951, to June 30, 1953.

Extends the 
date after which no preferences shall be given to displaced 
persons to March 31, 1949 (now June 30, 1948). 


S. 312. Mr. Butler; January 10, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 
Directs issuance of a special postage stamp in honor of 
George W. Norris of Nebraska. 


S. 313. Mr. Butler; January 10, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Directs issuance of a special series of 3-cent stamps in 
commemoration of the diamond jubilee of American 
nursing. 


S. 319. Mr. Kilgore; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Confersjurisdiction upon the Court of Claims to render 
judgments upon claims of employees of the Alaska Rail- 
road for overtime work performed. 


S. 320. Mr. Kilgore and others; January 10, 1949 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


National Literacy Education Act of 1949—Provides 
for aid to the States for special programs of basic elemen- 
tary education for adults. Authorizes $5,000,000 for each 
of the fiscal years 1950, 1959, and 1960; $10,000,000 for 
1951; and $15,000,000 annually for 1952 through 1958, 
Adult shall mean any person beyond compulsory school age 
who is not enrolled in a regular full-time day school. 
Funds shall be apportioned on the basis of the number of 
adults who have not completed the fifth grade ($10,000 
minimum for each State). This act shall be administered 
by the Commissioner of Education under supervision of 
the Federal Security Administrator. 


S. 323. Mr. O’Conor; January 10, 1949 (Finance). 


Extends to January 1, 1950, provisions excluding from 
gross income for tax purposes compensation of military 
and naval personnel and increases such exemption from 
$1,500 to $1,800 in the case of commissioned officers and 
Americans serving with any of the United Nations [amend- 


ing U.S. C. 26:22 (b) (13); 61 Stat. 918). 


S. 324. Mr. O’Conor; January 10, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Increases the annual leave of employees and substitute 
employees of the postal service from 15 days per year to 
26 and their sick leave from 10 days a year to 15, exclusive 
of Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays. 

The authorized absence of a rural carrier on a Saturday 
which occurs within or at the beginning or end of a period 
of sick or annual leave of 5 or more days (or 4 days if 
a holiday falls within or at the beginning or end of the 
period of sick or annual leave) skall be without charge to 
leave or loss of compensation.

Fixes 
an annual income limitation applicable to dependent 
parents in death compensation cases of $1,800 in the case 
of one parent and $3,000 in the case of two parents [amend- 
ing Veterans Regulation 1 (a) and 48 Stat.

S. 326. Mr. McCarran; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Extends period for filing claims with the War Claims 
Commission to March 1, 1951, and provides that the 
Commission’s report to the President shall be made by 
January 1950 [amending Public Law 896, 80th Cong]. 
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S. 327. Messrs. McCarran and Brewster; January 10, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Civil Aeronautics Board to initiate hearings 
on plans for the consolidation of international air carriers 
into one privately owned company to be operated as a 
public utility under regulation by the Board. Common 
stock of the consolidated carrier, issued in three special 
series, shall be offered (1) to domestic air carriers, approxi- 
mately in an amount equal to 25 percent of the proposed 
initial common-stock capitalization; (2) to citizens of the 
United States who are common carriers by water in foreign 
commerce or in commerce between the United States and 
its possessions, 20 percent, and (3) to class 1 railroad 
carriers subject to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
Act (other than terminal and switching companies and 
carriers not citizens of the United States), 10 percent 
thereof. Prohibits any person from acquiring control 
over more than 3 percent of the proposed initial common 
stock capitalization, or of the outstanding common stock 
of the consolidated carrier. 

Provisions are made for (1) the continued employment 
of present employees of companies merged into the com- 
munity company, and (2) reemployment of personnel who 
since August 27, 1940, have left positions in such companies 
to enter the armed forces. Collective-bargaining agree- 
ments made previous to the merger of any company shall 
be respected. 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code by providing that 
no gain or loss shall be recognized as to property transferred 
by a corporation to the company or upon the relinquish- 
ment or extinguishment of stock or securities in a corpora- 
tion pursuant to such consolidation. The value of 
property transferred by a merger shall remain the same as 
it would have been in the hands of the corporation from 
which it was acquired, increased in the amount of gain 
recognized to the corporation whose property was so 
acquired.

S. 329. Mr. Morse; January 10, 1949 (Rules and Admin- 
istration). 


Increases the number of copies of the Congressional 
Record to be furnished to the Vice President and each 
Senator from 100 to 200. 

S. 332. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 13, 1949 
(Finance). 
Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine, effective the 


day after enactment, and repeals the occupational tax 
on manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers of oleo- 


margarine effective July 1, 1949. Between the day after 
approval of this act and July 1, 1949, wholesale dealers who 
vend only oleomargarine which is not yellow in color shall 


pay an occupational tax of $200 and, similarly, retailers 
shall pay a tax of $6 [repealing U. 8. C. 26: 2301 (a), 3200]. 


S. 333. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 13, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the eppcineet of three additional judges 
of the Municipal Court for the District of Columbia and 
prescribes qualifications for judges of such court. 


S. 336. Mr. Thomas of Utah; January 13, 1949 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 to exclude 
premiums paid for Saturday, Sunday, holiday work and 
work at undesirable hours from the regular rate for pur- 
poses of overtime computation [amending U. 8.

S. 338. Mr. Kefauver; January 13, 1949 (Public Works). 

Makes the Tennessee Valley Authority Act applicable to 
the Cumberland River, Cumberland River Basin, and the 
tributaries of the Tennessee and Cumberland Rivers. 


S. 339. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; January 13, 1949 
(Finance). 

Copies of invoices for tobacco shipments into a State 
taxing tobacco products shall be sent each month to the 
State’s tobacco tax administrator. Penalty for non- 
compliance: $1,000 fine and/or 6 months’ imprisonment. 


S. 340. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; January 13, 1949 (In- 
terior and Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior, in cooperation 
with other Federal agencies, to administer the recreational 
uses of land and water areas within reclamation, flood- 
control, power, and other Federal reservoir projects. 


S. 342. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
furnish in central, branch, and regional offices of the 
Veterans’ Administration necessary space and office 
facilities for paid full-time representatives of veterans’ 
organizations incorporated by act of Congress [amending 
59 Stat. 623]. 


S. 343. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Increases monthly benefits to veterans with service- 
incurred disability 20 percent. Specifically increases: (1) 
non-service-connected pensions payable to veterans per- 
manently and totally disabled, from $50-$75; from $60 to 
$90 when 65 years of age or after receipt of pension for 10 
years, and to $120 if helpless or blind; (2) non-service- 
connected death pensions payable to widows and children 
as follows: widow but no child, from $35 to $52.50; widow 
with one child, from $45 (with $5 for each additional child) 
to $70 (with $10.50 for each additional child) ; no widow but 
one child, from $18 to $40.60; no widow but two children, 
from $27 to $57.40; no widow but three children, from $36 
(with $4 for each additional child) to $74.20 (with $14 for 
each additional child) [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 504, 739]. 


S. 344. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

A World War veteran with 90 days’ service shall be 
entitled to receive a monthly pension: (1) if suffering from 
a permanent non-service-connected disability (not the 
result of his own misconduct), ranging from $20 for one- 
fifth disability to $90 for total disability; (2) if 60 years of 
age, $60 and if 65 years of age, $20 (in addition to compen- 
sation or retirement pay for service-connected disability) ; 
or (3) if on account of age, blindness, etc., requiring per- 
sonal aid or attendance, $120. . 


S. 345. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Extends eligibility for non-service-connected total disa- 
bility pensions to veterans of World War II and forall 
total disability whether temporary or permanent. Enu- 
merates the loss of members or faculties which shall be 
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deemed total disability. Schedule for Rating Disabilities, 
1945, shall be disregarded when disabled person is unem- 
ployable, provided that: if only one disability, it shall be 
ratable at 60 percent or more; if two or more disabilities, 
combined rating should be 70 percent, with at least one 
disability ratable at 40 percent or more; lists injuries which 
shall be considered as one disability. These rating require- 
ments shall be reduced as follows: at age of 50 to 50 per- 
cent, at 55 to 40 percent, at 60 to 30 percent, at 65 to no 
specified percentage. Contribution to unemployability by 
congenital defects, etc., shall not preclude pension award. 
Increases amount of such pensions from $50 to $75, from 
$60 to $90 at age of 65 or after receipt of pension for 10 
years, and to $120 if blind. Raises income limitation which 
shall bar pension, from $1,000 to $1,800 for single person, 
and from $2,500 to $3,000 for married person or person 
with minor children or dependent parents, and provides 
that retirement annuities and social security benefits shall 
not be considered in determining annual income [amending 
U. S. C. 38: 739]. 

S. 346. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 

January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Provides pension for widow and children of World War 
II veteran whose death was non-service-connected. Bars 
payment of pension to widow and children for non-service- 
connected death of any World War veteran if he was con- 
victed of mutiny, treason, etc., or if his death was inflicted 
as punishment for a crime. Defines “widow” and 
“children.”’ Raises amount of pension as follows: widow 
but no child, from $35 to $52.50; widow and one child, 
from $45 (with $5 for each additional child) to $70 (with 
$10.50 for each additional child); no widow but one child, 
from $18 to $40.60; no widow but two children, from $27 
to $57.40; no widow but three children, from $36 (with 
$4 for each additional child) to $74.20 (with $14 for each 
additional child). Raises the income limitation which shall 
bar pension, from $1,000 to $1,800 for widow without 
child or for a child, and from $2,500 to $3,000 for a widow 
with a child, or for children. In determining annual 
income, burial expenses of $150 and expenses for last illness 
of the veteran shall be deducted, and United States disa- 
bility or death payments and life-insurance payments shall 
not be considered [amending U. 8. C. 38: 503, 504; 58 
Stat. 803]. 

S. 347. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Amends Public Law 877, Eightieth Congress, to remove 
requirement that disability be rated not less than 60 per- 
cent to entitle veterans with service-incurred disability to 
increase in wartime rates of additional compensation for 
dependents. 


S. 348. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Fixes an annual income limitation applicable to 
pendent parents in death compensation cases, of $1,800 
in the case of one parent and $3,000 in the case of two 
parents (last sickness and burial expenses, United States 
Government disability or death payments, and commercial! 
life-insurance payments shall be excluded in determining 
annual income), effective from October 8, 1940, for na- 
tional life insurance purposes. 


S. 349. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Provides following disability ratings for  service- 
connected arrested tuberculosis: One hundred percent for 
2 years after date of arrest (subject to reduction to 50 
percent for failure to follow prescribed treatment or to 
submit to examination when requested); 50 percent for an 
additional 5 years; and 40 percent for the remainder of 
life if the condition has been diagnosed as far advanced, 
or 30 percent if moderately advanced or less [amending 
Veterans Regulation 3 (a)}. 
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S. 350. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Provides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) 
compensation for veterans of the World War whose dis- 
abilities were reestablished as service connected under the 
act of March 28, 1934 [amending U. S. C. 38: 722}. 

S. 351. Messrs. McCarthy and O’Conor; January 13, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the Public Housing Commissioner to sell 
the suburban resettlement projects know as Greenbelt, 
Md., Greendale, Wis., and Greenhills, Ohio, without 
regard to provisions of law requiring competitive bidding 
or publie advertising. First preference shal! be given to 
veteran cooperative or mutual corporations or other 
nonprofit organizations. 


S. 352. Mr. McClellan; January 13, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). ; 
Subsistence Expense Act of 1949—Regulates sub- 
sistence expenses of Federal officers and employees while 
absent from their designated posts of duty on official 
The rates (not to exceed $10 per day in the 
United States), are to be established by the Budget Diree- 
tor after giving consideration to cost-of-living studies and 
geographic location. 
S. 353. Mr. Anderson; January 13, 1949 (Interior and In- 
sular Affairs). 

Protects scenic values along Aspen Basin Road within 

the Santa Fe National Forest, N. Mex. 
S. 357. Mr. Langer; January 13, 1947 (Judiciary). 

Makes it a crime for Federal employees to make unlawful 
threats to a taxpayer for the purpose of collecting taxes. 
Penalty: removal, and fine of up to $1,000 and/or imprison- 
ment for 1 year [amending U. 8. C. 18 ch. 41). 

S. 358. Mr. Langer; January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Provides for suit in district court, at taxpayer's election, 
to redetermine tax deficiency, and bars assessment or 
collection of deficiency pending final judgment. Grants 
court jurisdiction to determine even larger amount than 
alleged deficiency, decision to be subject to review as in 
other civil actions [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 272). 

S. 359. Messrs. Langer and Taylor; January 13, 1949 
(Finance). 

Extends from 2 vears to 8 years the period for which a 
net operating loss by a farmer may be carried back or 
carried over for income tax deduction [amending U. 8S. C. 
26: 122). 

S. 361. Mr. Butler; January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Exempts from tax on transportation of persons, motor 
vehicles carrying less than 10 passengers to and from an 
airport for a distance of less than 30 miles either way; 
retroactive to October 1, 1941 [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 
3469 (a)]. 

S. 362. Mr. Butler; January 13, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Creates a Commission on Federal Contributions to 
States and Local Governments to establish fair standards 
for, and uniformity and regularity in, Federal payments 
to State and local governmental units in lieu of taxes on 
federal property and to make such payments annually. 
The Commission shall be composed of 11 members, in- 
cluding a chairman appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate at $15,000 a year and heads of 10 
Government departments and agencies. Permits the 
States to make reports to the Commission in the nature of 
claims and to have disallowed claims determined in the 
tax court, subject to appellate review.

S. 365. Messrs. Butler, Thye, and Wherry; January 13, 
1949 (Finance). 
Permits free entry for 1 year of twine used for bailing 
hay, straw, and other fodder and bedding materials. 


S. 367. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Approval of the President is no longer required for 
Commodity Credit Corporation loans on agricultural 
commodities. 

The Corporation shall give price support through 
purchases and/or loans upon any crop of the commodities 
cotton, corn, wheat, rice, tobacco, and peanuts harvested 
after December 31, 1946, as follows: (1) To cooperators 90 
percent of parity as of the beginning of the marketing year; 
(2) to cooperators outside the commercial corn-producing 
area, in the case of corn, at the rate of 75 percent of the 
foregoing rate; and (3) to noncooperators (except those 
producing peanuts, or corn outside the commercial corn- 
producing area) 60 percent of the rate specified in (1) 
during a marketing year when farm marketing quotas are 
in effect and on the portion in excess of the quota.

S. 368. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Authorizes $20,000,000 for grants-in-aid, on the basis 
of relative need, to States and political subdivisions for 
the establishment of farmers’ markets. 


S. 369. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Includes the establishment of forests among the purposes 
of the act of June 17, 1924 (providing for protection of 
forest lands, etc.) and increases the annua! authorizatior 
therefor from $100,000 to $2,000,000 [amending U. 8. C. 
16 : 567]. 

S. 370. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1949 (Appropriations). 

Authorizes $4,000,000 for repair, ete., of bridges on 
county roads in the flood-damaged areas of Georgia. 

S. 371. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1949 ) Appropriations). 

Appropriates $75,000,000 to the Federal Works Agency 
for emergency aid for repair, etc., of public facilities, owned 
by Federal or local agencies, which were destroyed or 
damaged by catastrophes respecting which the President 
has made a determination under Public Law 233, 80th 
Congress (use of surplus property to alleviate damage). 


S. 372. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Designates the proposed veterans’ hospital at Americus, 
Ga., as the Marcus George Veterans’ Memorial Hospital. 
S. 374. Mr. Russell; January 13, 1948 (Judiciary). 


Permits the Federal Government to furnish quarters at 
Brunswick, Ga., for the United States District Court for 
the Southern District of Georgia. 


S, 378. Messrs. Russell and George; January 13, 1949 
(Judiciary). 


Creates a Swainsboro division in the southern judicial 
district of Georgia. 


S. 385. Mr. Robertson; January 13, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 
Permits free distribution of certain hydrographic charts 
to official depositories in the university libraries of the 
United States [amending 20 Stat. 48]. 


8.389. Mr. Sparkman; January 13, 1949 (Armed Services), 


Retired enlisted men with credit for 30 years’ service in 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who 
served outside of the United States between 1898 and 
1912, shall be entitled to receive the maximum retired pay 
now provided for the grade in which they retired. Effee- 
tive as of July 1, 1942, to June 30, 1946 [amending U. 8. C, 
37:109]. 


S. 391. Mr. Sparkman; January 13, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

As of July 1, 1948, the lowest grade for regular employees 
in the field service of the Post Office Department shall be 
grade 5. Grants to all postal employees meritorious credit 
for periods of service prior to July 1, 1945, in excess of that 
required for advancement to the next grade. 

S. 398. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Armed Services), 

Establishes the United States Air Force Academy at such 
air force installation within the continental limits of 
United States as the Secretary of the Air Force shall 
direct. 

S. 399. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Extends to veterans of the Mexican border service who 
served 90 days or more between May 9, 1916, and April 6, 
1917, and to their widows and minor children, all the 
rights and benefits of Spanish-American War veterans. 


S. 400. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce), 

Provides a method for ascertaining the economic justi- 
fication for proposed improvements to the inland water- 
ways of the United States. 

S. 401. Mr. Capehart (by request); January 13, 1949 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Broadens policy provisions of the Civil Aeronautics Act 
to include for consideration, as being in the public interest, 
the use of aircraft by common carriers by water in over- 
seas and foreign air transportation. Provides that no dif- 
ferent standards, requirements, ete., shall be applied to 
ship operators seeking to engage in foreign or overseas 
air transportation, or seeking to consolidate, merge with, 
or obtain control of an air carrier, engaged in foreign or 
overseas air transportation [amending U. 8. C. 49: 402, 
481, 488]. 

S. 402. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Department of Transportation Act—Creates a Depart- 
ment of Transportation to establish and carry out na- 
tional transportation policies and programs, and transfers 
thereto the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Civil 
Aeronautics agencies, the Weather Bureau, the Inland 
Waterways Corporation, and the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation. 


S. 403. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce), 

Flammable Fabrics Act—Makes unlawful: (1) the man- 
ufacture or sale or the introduction or movement in inter- 
state or foreign commerce of any article of wearing ap- 
parel, including any article of personal adornment which 
is so highly flammable as to be dangerous when worn and 
(2) the sale, introduction, or movement in such commerce 
of any fabric (material other than a filament or yarn, pro- 
duced from or in combination with any natural or synthetic 
fiber, film, or substitute therefor) which is so highly 
flammable as to be dangerous when worn, unless it is 
marked ‘‘Flammable—Dangerous When Worn.” 
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An article of wearing apparel or a fabric shall not be 
deemed to be dangerously flammable under this act if 
when tested according to commercial standards promul- 
gated by the Secretary of Commerce it is not set afire or, 
if set afire, burns without a flame or with a flame which 
does not flash or spread at a rate greater than that spe- 
cified by the applicable commercial standard, or at a rate 
of not more than 5 linear inches during each 6 seconds of 
burning, whichever is the more severe test. 

The act shall be administered and enforced by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which shall cause tests to be 
made, require keeping of records and samples, etec., and 
may sue to enjoin violations, institute proceedings by 
process of libel for the seizure and confiscation of an 
article or fabric which it believes has been unlawfully sold, 
etc. 

Penalties: For violation of any provision of the act, 
fine of not more than $500 and/or imprisonment for not 
more than 1 year; for failure to keep required records, 
etc., $100 for each day of such failure; for removal, etc., 
of required labels, $10,000 and/or imprisonment for not 
more than 3 years. In addition, the violation of any pro- 
vision of the act shall give rise to a cause of action by any 
person injured thereby, and shall constitute an unfair 
method of competition within the meaning of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act. If the Commission believes that 
the publie interest would not be served by the prosecution 
of the authorized civil remedies, it shall certify all perti- 
nent facts to the Attorney General, who shall bring ap- 
propriate enforcement proceedings. 

The act shall not apply to: (a) A common earrier or a 
contract carrier with respect to articles or fabries shipped 
in the ordinary course of its business or (b) a person 
manufacturing or selling, ete., for export to a foreign 
country an article or fabric made in accordance with 
<pecifications of the purchaser. 

S. 407. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Provides for the Federal incorporation of the National 
Woman’s Relief Corps, Auxiliary to the Grund Army of the 
Republic, at present incorporated under Illinois law. 


S. 413. Mr. Capehart; January 13, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Air Parcel Post Act of 1948—KEstablishes postage rates 
on air mail weighing between 8 ounces and 70 pounds and 
measuring not more than 100 inches in length and girth 
combined. Rates for the first pound and for each addi- 
tional pound or fraction thereof shall be respectively: 
First and second zones, 55 cents, 4 cents; third zone, 60 
cents, 8 cents; fourth zone, 65 cents, 14 cents; fifth zone, 
70 cents, 24 cents; sixth zone, 75 cents, 33 cents; seventh 
zone, 75 cents, 45 cents; and eighth zone, 80 cents, 65 
cents. Authorizes the Postmaster General to lease suit- 
able quarters at public airports for handling air mail. 
8S. 415. Mr. Byrd; January 13, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Amends the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act of 
1940 (U. S. C. 50: 574) to provide that for purposes of 
taxation by state and local subdivisions a change of 
residence due to military duty will not be deemed to change 
the taxable situs of intangibles except insofar as they may 
be used in connection with a business or trade over which 
jurisdiction is otherwise acquired by the State. Effective 
as of September 8, 1939, but no tax paid before October 
6, 1942 will be refunded. License or excise taxes on motor 
vehicles imposed by state law after January 1, 1949, 
remain in force for the taxable year. 


8S. 416. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Armed Services). 


National Aircraft Development and Procurement Act 


of 1948—Requires the Secretary of Defense to submit an 
annual report on estimated procurement requirements of 
the National Military Establishment, and its aeronautical 
research, development, and production agencies, for the 


succeeding 5-year period. Authorizes necessary sums for 
aeronautical research, development, ete. 
S. 417. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Permits the Attorney General to mitigate fines under 
provisions of the immigration laws relating to the unlawful 
bringing of aliens into the United States, and the failure 
to furnish lists of alien passengers. Exempts air carriers 
engaged in overseas or foreign air transportation from 
penalties for the unlawful bringing of aliens into the United 
States in certain instances, except that such carriers shall 
bear the cost of maintenance of the alien while on land and 
shall return the alien to the country whence he came. 
For purposes of certain overtime payments to customs 
employees by carriers, aircraft operating pursuant to regu- 
lar schedules shall be deemed to be operating on such sched- 
ules without regard to actual time of arrival [amending 
U.S. C. 8: 109 (b), 150, 216 (b)] 


S. 418. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Exempts Canadian citizens and aircraft crewmen from 
certain visa requirements [amending U. 8. C. 8: 451). 

S. 419. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Armed Services Contract Settlement Act of 1949— 
Contracting agencies authorized to enter into contracts 
pursuant to the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947 
(Public Law 413, 80th Cong.) shall have responsibility 
for speedy settlement of claims arising from termination 
of contracts and shall provide contractors fair compensa- 
tion therefor. Procedures for terminating contracts are 
established. 

S. 420. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Prescribes allocation formulas for the distribution to the 
States of the taxable base for air carriers engaged in 
interstate commerce, for taxes on (1) property, capital 
stock, ete., and (2) net income. Allocations shall be made 
at least once a year, beginning on or before April 1, 1946. 
Real property and tangible personal property permanently 
located within a State shall have a situs in that State and 
the allocation formula shall be applied to all other operat- 
ing property. State license or registration fees shall not 
be required of airmen operating aircraft engaged in inter- 
state or foreign air commerce. The Secretary of the 
Treasury shall consult with fiseal authorities of the States 
and within 12 months recommend to Congress a program 
for State and Federal taxation of aviation fuel. The 
Civil Aeronautics Board, assisted by an Advisory Com- 
mittee, shall administer the provisions of this act. 

S. 421. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Finance). 

Exempts air carriers engaged in overseas or foreign air 
transportation under published schedules from provisions 
requiring payment of compensation to customs employees 
for certain overtime services [amending U.S. C. 19:1451)]. 
S. 422. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Post Office and 

Civil Service). 

Directs the Postmaster Gegeral to tender first-class mail 
(domestic and foreign) to any carrier authorized by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to transport mail by air whenever 
use of such earrier will appreciably expedite delivery. 

S. 423. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Civil Aeronauties Act of 1949—Constitutes the Civil 
Aeronautics Board and the Administrator of Civil Aero- 
nauties the Civil Aeronautics Authority in the Department 
of Commerce (as under Reorganization Plan IV, effective 
June 30, 1940), and provides that the Administrator, as 
well as the Board, in exercising functions involving admin- 
istrative discretion (rule making, ete.) shall function 
independently of the Secretary of Commerce. Increases 
the salary of the Administrator and of each member of 
the Board from $12,000 to $15,000. Provides for one or 
more Deputy Administrators. 
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Declares complete and exclusive national sovereignty 
in the air space of the United States, including the air space 
above all inland waters and the air space above those 
portions of adjacent marginal high seas, etc., over which 
the United States exercises national jurisdiction. 

Authorizes the Board and the Administrator to aid the 
States, Territories and possessions, and political subdivi- 
sions in connection with matters relating to civil aero- 
nautics, to collect and disseminate information relating 
to civil aeronautics, etc. Requires the Administrator 
and the Board to submit separate annual reports to 
Congress. Requires the Administrator to appear in behalf 
of the United States in proceedings before the Board 
involving revocation or suspension of aircraft certificates. 

Authorizes the Administrator to accept gifts, acquire 
real property (including interests in air space), and dispose 
of any property so acquired for adequate compensation. 

Certificates issued for air-navigation facilities or airport 
buildings constructed and operated for private interests 
may specify conditions to insure safety, and certification 
may be withdrawn if such conditions are not complied with. 

New provisions in connection with the expenditure of 
Federal funds provide for protection of the public use of 
airports (efficiency of operation, removal of air hazards, 


The Administrator may make recommendations to the 
Director of the Coast and Geodetic Survey for providing 
aeronautical maps and charts. 

Provides for (1) an airport aerial approach protection 
program, which includes grants to the States and local 
units, (2) advanced technical training of officers and em- 
ployees of the Administrator, (3) air-safety training of 
employees of the Administrator and other persons, (4) 
loan of technical personnel by the Administrator to the 
government of a foreign country or the International Civil 
Aviation Organization, (5) training of foreign nationals or 
designees of the International Civil Aviation Organization 
in civil-aviation activities, (6) training of aeronautical 
technicians and mechanics, (7) aeronautical education 
(including research), (8) assignment of work, business, or 
functions, and conduct of hearings and investigations by 
the Administrator. 

Prohibits granting of an air-carrier certificate to engage 
in interstate air transportation to a nonecitizen, and pro- 
hibits a noncitizen from engaging in such transportation. 

For purposes of aircraft registration, proof of citizenship 
by a corporation or association shall not require an affirma- 
tive showing that at least 75 percent of the voting interest 
is owned or controlled by citizens. 

Reciprocity for operation of foreign civil aircraft in other 
than interstate commerce is provided for, but permits must 
be obtained. 

Revises provisions governing civil aeronautics safety 
regulation (vesting powers to prescribe regulations and 
standard in the Administrator who shall consult with the 
Board), as well as provisions relating to (1) airman cer- 
tificates, (2) aircraft certificates (including provisions for 
type certificates, production certificates, airworthiness cer- 
tificates, and experimental certificates), and (3) air-carrier- 
operation certificates, and (4) air-agency certificates (for 
civilian schools, repair shops, ete.). Permits the Admin- 
istrator to prescribe in any certificate terms, conditions, 
and limitations in the interest of air safety. Transfers 
from the Board to the Administrator the power to amend, 
suspend, or revoke certificates. Provides for review, by 
the Board, of actions of the Administrator regarding 
certificates. 

Requires air carriers to inspect and maintain their 
equipment in accordance with regulations made by the 
Administrator. 

Authorizes the President to provide by Executive order 
for the setting apart and protection of air-space reserva- 
tions in the United States for national defense or other 
governmental purposes, prohibits violation of any such 
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reservation, and revises other provisions relating to air. 
safety investigations. Prescribes duties of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey in connection with safety and efficiency 
in air navigation (charting, etc.), and requires the Board 
and the Administrator to make recommendations to the 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics concerning 
research projects, etc. 

Defines the application to civil aircraft of the laws re. 
lating to foreign commerce, specifically laws dealing with 
shipping, customs, public health, entrance and clearance, 
and immigration. Revises and adds to provisions as to 
penalties, and amends provisions defining procedure and 
other miscellaneous provisions [amending U. 8. C. 49; 
401-689]. 


S. 424. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Civil Aeronautics Act (U. 8S. C. 49: 401 et 
seq.) to (1) give State courts authority to enforce safety 
regulations, and (2) prohibit States from imposing any 
requirement relating to subject matter included in the 
safety regulation provisions of such act. 


S. 425. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics and 
the Chief of the Weather Bureau in their respective fields, 
subject to approval of the Air Coordinating Committee 
(the committee established by Executive Order No. 9781, 
or its successor) to establish and operate air-navigation 
facilities and services, air-traffic control, airway communi- 
cations, and meteorological facilities in foreign territory. 
With the approval of the Secretary of State, and upon 
request from a foreign government, the Administrator and 
the Chief of the Weather Bureau may train foreign na- 
tionals in subjects essential to the safe operation of civil 
aircraft, and may transfer airport or airway property in 
foreign territory to the foreign government or an inter- 
national organization and accept payment therefor.

S. 426. Mr. Brewster; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Air Force to survey na- 
tional requirements for aircraft types designed primarily 
for commercial transport and cargo service but adaptable 
also as auxiliary military transport, to prepare and approve 
the operating and utility characteristics and specifications, 
to provide for design, development, testing, ete., of proto- 
types of each such type of aircraft, and to study means of 
recovery of costs incurred in connection therewith. Pro- 
vides for a Civil Air Transport Evaluation and Develop- 
ment Board composed of representatives of Government 
agencies, to advise the Secretary concerning characteristics, 
design, ete., of aircraft to be developed, and authorizes an 
industry advisory committee.

Establishes a Temporary National Air Policy Board 
composed of the Secretaries of State, War, Navy, and 
Commerce, and two members each from the Senate and 
Hotise of Representatives. Directs the Board to make a 
study of the status of civil and military aviation and to 
report thereon within 3 months to the President and 
Congress with recommendations. Authorizes $50,000 
for this purpose.

193) as amended, including the 
following: (1) Deletes exemption from rent control of 
housing accommodations constructed or converted on or 
after February 1, 1947, or unrented in the period Feb- 
ruary 1, 1945, to January 1, 1947, (2) Establishes maxi- 
mum rent for controlled housing accommodations (subject 
to adjustment by Housing Expediter to carry out pur- 
poses of act) as follows: (A) Continues maximum rent 
for housing accommodations for which a maximum rent 
was in effect on March 31, 1949, (B) For housing not 
controlled the maximum rent shall be the higher of (a) pre- 
vailing rent in the defense-rental area for comparable 
accommodations on the maximum rent date, plus allow- 
ances for construction cost increases where new construc- 
tion is involved, or (b) the maximum rent last in effect 
for such housing under Federal rent control, (C) Continues 
rent established by lease under certain provisions of Hous- 
ing and Rent Act of 1947, as amended. 

“The Housing Expediter is authorized to reestablish rent 
control in a defense rental area when necessary. The 
housing expediter may provide reasonable restrictions 
on evictions to prevent evasion of the act. Penalty for 
willful violation of act is $5,000 and/or 1 year’s imprison- 
ment. Redefines “rent’’ to include any bonus, benefit, or 
gratuity received. 


S. 437. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 13, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Fur Products Labeling Act—Requires the labeling of 
all furs and fur products manufactured for or introduced 
into commerce. Declares misbranding or false or decep- 
tive advertising or invoicing of fur or fur products to be 
unlawful and an unfair method of competition, and an 
unfair practice under the Federal Trade Commission Act. 
Requires the Federal Trade Commission to issue a Fur 
Products Name Guide setting forth the true English names 
of hair, fleece, and fur-bearing animals, which names shall 
be used in labeling, advertising, ete. Imported furs or 
fur products must be properly labeled and invoiced, and a 
person who falsifies invoices or a consignee’s declaration 
may be prohibited from importing such articles except 
upon filing bond in a sum double the value of the articles 
and the duty thereon, conditioned upon compliance with 
requirements.

Amends the Interstate Commerce Act (U. 8. C. 49:15 (4)) 
by deleting the provision forbidding the establishment by 
the Commission of through routes and joint rates applicable 
thereto for the purpose of assisting any participating 
carrier to meet its financial needs. Eliminates exception 
(where inclusion of lines would make route unreasonably 
long) to provision requiring through routes to embrace 
entire length of railroad.

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to extend to 
civil air navigation, laws and regulations applicable to 
animal] and plant quarantine [amending U. S. C. 49: 177, 
180] 


S. 443. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); January 13, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes construction and equipment of a radio labor- 
atory building for the National Bureau of Standards at 
cost limit of $4,475,000. 


S. 444. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request) ; January 13, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes acceptance of funds from States, political 
subdivisions, private industry, etc., for support of the 
national weather service (specialized local applications, 
specialized studies, etc.), supplementing the funds appro- 
priated for the Weather Bureau. 


S. 445. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request) ; January 13, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the Civil Aeronautics Board to cooperate with 
the States in matters relating to the sound development 
of civi] aeronautics; and provides for uniform regulation 
of air navigation and air transportation. Affects changes 
in definitions under the Civil Aeronauties Act, excluding 
local air traffic from “air carrier,” ete.

C, 
49:401) to regulate the transportation, packing, marking, 
and description of explosives and other dehewrois articles. 
Penalty for each offense shall be a fine of from $100 to 
$5,000 and/or 18 months’ imprisonment. In case of 
death or bodily injury resulting from violation the fine 
shall be from $1,000 to $10,000 and/or up to 10 years’ 
imprisonment.

The Transportation of Explosives Act is rewritten and 
broadened to cover any carriers operating on land, water, 
and in the air.

Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes $5,000,000 for a survey of physically handi- 
capped citizens by the Census Bureau [amending U. S. C. 
13:204]. 

S. 461. Mr. George (by request); January 13, 1949 (Fi- 
nance). 

Clarifies provisions of the National Service Life Insur- 
ance Act of 1940 relating to lump sum payments [amending 
U. S. C. 38:802 (u)]. 

S. 462. Mr. Magnuson; January 13, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Provides for establishment and operation of a mining 
research station in the vicinity of Spokane, Washington. 
S. 467. Mr. Magnuson; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes admission into the United States of persons 
of races indigenous to Siam, on a quota basis, and makes 
them eligible for nautralization. 

S. 473. Mr. Magnuson; January 13, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Increases to $5,000 the maximum amount that retired 
personnel of the armed services may receive as combined 
retired pay and compensation from a civilian office or 


position under the Government or that anyone may receive 

holding more than one office [amending U. 8. C. 5: 58, 59, 

59 (a), 62}. 

S. 474. Mr. Magnuson; January 13, 1949 (Rules and 
Administration). 

In case of a violator of the Hatch Act, if the Civil Service 
Commission finds that the violation does not warrant 
removal from office a lesser penalty may be imposed by 
its direction.

Extends annuity payments under the Foreign Service 
Act of 1946 to widows of Foreign Service officers who died 
in service on or after July 1, 1924, or in retirement between 
July 1, 1924, and April 24, 1939 [amending 60 Stat. 999). 


S. 487. Mr. Pepper; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Criminal Code (U.S. C. 18: 2312, 2313) to 
include motor vehicles and aircraft which have been 
converted or taken by fraud. 


S. 489. Messrs. Pepper and Holland; January 13, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes cancellation of existing agreement between 
the Navy Department and the Tlorida Keys Aqueduct 
Commission for construction and ma ntenance of a water- 
supply system, and payment of $1,0¥6,392.91 by the Navy 
Department to the Commission. Provides for a new 
agreement whereby the Navy Department will supply 
water from the system to the Commission. 

S. 491. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 13, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Limits amplitude modulation stations operating on 
frequencies ranging from 540 to 1600 kilocycles to 50,000 
watts [amending U.S. C. 47: 303 (c)]. 


S. 492. Mr. Byrd; January 13, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Authorizes a special 6-cent air mail stamp commemora- 
tive of the two hundredth anniversary of the founding of 
the citv of Alexandria, Va. [amending Public Law 807, 
80th Cong.]. 


S. 493. Mr. O’Mahoney (by request); January 13, 1949

Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their elementary and secondary school systems, 
and to more nearly equalize school opportunities through- 
out the States, there is authorized $325,000,000 for the 
fiscal year 1950, and each year thereafter. At least 10 
percent of the funds authorized shall be available for ex- 
penditure by the State education agency for such auxiliary 
services as transportation of pupils, health examinations, 
and related health services furnished on school premises 
or appurtenant thereto. The allotment to a State shall 
be based on the number of school children 5 to 17 years 
old and shall be either (1) the excess of $45 per child over 
1 percent of a 5-vear average annual income for the State, 
or (2) $5 per child, whichever is greater. In order to be 
eligible for Federal aid a State must make average national 
effort (2.5 percent of average annual income for a 5-year 
period) to provide good schools and after the 4th year 
must spend an amount equal to 2 percent of its annual 
income payments or $120 per pupil, whichever is the 
lesser. Federal funds may be paid to nonpublic educa- 
tional institutions. 

States shall have the right to appeal questions of ad- 
ministration to the Commissioner of Education and to 
United States district courts.

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races.

period of 1 year after he ceases to be a member (amending 
sec. 202 (g). Public Law 601, 79th Cong.). 


S. 512. Mr. Butler; January 17, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Provides for payment to certain public-school districts 
(Winnebago Indian Agency) in Nebraska of amounts owed 
by the United States. 


S. 513. Mr. Butler; January 17, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Establishes the position of Resident Commissioner to 
the United States from Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands 
(he now represents only Puerto Rico). Provides for a 
4-year term; requires that he shall be: (1) a citizen of the 
United States, (2) 25 years old, (3) able to read and write 
English. Gives to the Delegates to tne House of Repre- 
sentatives from Alaska and Hawaii and the Resident

Increases the period of validity of passports to provide 
for renewal for 3 periods of 2 years each but the final date 
of expiration shall not be more than 8 (now 4) years from 
the original date of issue [amending 46 Stat.

8: 522, Mr. Hill and others; January 17, 1949 (Labor and

Local Public Health Units Act of 1949—Authorizes 
necessary appropriations to aid the States in the develop- 
ment and maintenance of full-time local public-health 
units.

Veterans Economic Development Corporation Act of 
1949—Creates the Veterans Economie Development 


Corporation with capital stock of $500,000,000 to facili- 
tate and promote maximum employment, business oppor- 
tunities, and careers for veterans. 


The Corporation shall be managed by a board of direc- 
tors of seven members appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to make 
loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business, or a 
trade or profession to enable them to acquire necessary 
facilities, etc., (2) veterans or others who will furnish 
substantial employment opportunities for veterans, 
through establishment of new businesses, expansion of 
existing businesses, ete.; (3) municipalities and other 
public bodies for construction of self-liquidating public 
works where such public bodies furnish assurance that 
substantial employment will be furnished veterans and 
their families; (4) educational institutions where shortage 
of facilities impedes the educational program provided 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act; and (5) vet- 
erans or others for construction or acquisition of housing 
for veterans and their families. The Corporation may 
also render technical advisory service to applicants for 
loans, conduct studies, research, etc., with respect to title 
III of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act (relating to 
loans), cooperate with the War Assets Administration or 
other agencies in the disposal of surplus property, purchase 
surplus property for resale to veterans, and guarantee 
loans made by lending institutions for any of the purposes 
for which the Corporation is authorized to make loans. 
Notes, mortgages, or other evidence of indebtedness 
arising out of loans and any rights of the Corporation in 
connection therewith may be sold, transferred, or assigned 
to banks or lending institutions. The Corporation may 
issue 20-vear bonds, notes, ete., aggregating not more than 
10 times its capital stock. The Secretary of the Treasury 
may purchase obligations of the Corporation and for such 
purpose may use proceeds from the sale of securities issued 
after this act under the Second Liberty Bond Act. An 
Interdepartmental Committee on Veterans’ Economic 
Development composed of representatives from the 
proper Government departments shall consult with and 
advise the board of directors. Quarterly reports shall 
be made to Congress. 


S. 530. Mr. Martin; January 17, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act [U. 5. C. 
21: 381] to prohibit proceedings based on allegation that 
article produced for export is adulterated or misbranded 
(if it is labeled on the outside to show it is intended for 
export) if such adulteration or misbranding exists solely 
because: (1) article is not labeled in English, if it is labeled 
in language of country to which intended for export,

Establishes 2 Women’s Reserve as a branch of the Coast

Credits service as a civilian employee in the former 
Bureau of Marine Inspection and Navigation, the Bureau 
of Customs and the Coast Guard, for purposes of pay 
under 61 Stat.

S. 536. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); January 
17, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Requires that congressional committees having juris- 
diction over the Coast Guard be notified before any Coast 
Guard installation is discontinued [amending U. 8. C. 
14: 93]. 

S. 537. Mr. Johnson of Colorado and Mr. McCarthy; 
January 17, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce) 

Fur Products Labeling Act—Requires the labeling of 
all furs and fur products manufactured for or introduced 
into commerce. Declares misbranding or false or decep- 
tive advertising or invoicing of fur or fur products to be 
unlawful and an unfair method of competition, and an 
unfair practice under the Federal Trade Commission Act. 
Requires the Federal Trade Commission to issue a Fur 
Products Name Guide setting forth the true English names 
of hair, fieece and fur-bearing animals, which names shall 
be used in labeling, advertising, ete. Imported furs or 
fur products must be properly labeled and invoiced, and a 
person who falsifies invoices or a consignee’s declaration 
may be prohibited from importing such articles except 
upon filing bond in a sum double the value of the articles 
and the duty thereon, conditioned upon compliance with 
requirements. 

S. 538. Mr. Wiley; January 17, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to announce the 
support price of all milk produced in the United States 
until December 31, 1949. The price shall be for a period 
of 6 months in advance until December 31, 1950, and shall 
be not less than 90 percent of parity. 

S. 539. Mr. O’Conor; January 17, 1949 (Finance). 

Increases from $100 to $250 the value of merchandise 
with respect to which the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to prescribe regulations relating to declaration 
and entry [amending the Tariff Act of 1930, 46 Stat. 728). 
S. 540. Mr. O’Conor; January 17, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Patents to grant a 
further extension (until December 31, 1949) of the period of 
priority on patents to citizens or subjects (including state- 
less residents) of countries providing substantially recip- 
rocal privileges to citizens of the United States [amending 
60 Stat. 940 as extended by Public Law 380, 80th Cong.]. 
S. 541. Mr. O’Conor; January 17, 1949 (Post Office and 

Civil Service). 

Provides for promotion of clerks in air-mail field railway 
post offices [amending U. 8. C. 39: 866 (d) (g)]. 

S. 542. Mr. O’Conor; January 17, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Recognizes longevity of service in the case of field service 
postal employees by providing $100 increases at the com- 
pletion of 10, 13, 17, and 22 years’ service. 

S. 543. Mr. O’Conor; January 17, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Provides for United States flag shipping participation 
(at least 50 percent of the gross tonnage where United 
States flag vessels are available in sufficient numbers at 
market rates) in certain Government-financed cargoes. 


S. 544. Mr. Morse; January 17, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Provides that if any price support operation is under- 
taken with respect to chickens or turkeys, the prices of 
both, together with prices for ducks, ducklings, and 
chicken broilers, shall be supported at the same percentage 
of parity, subject to appropriate adjustments [amending 52 
Stat. 43 and Public Law 897, 80th Cong.]. 

S. 546. Messrs. Lodge and McMahon; January 18, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 

Requires that contractors furnishing the government 

with materials, etc., exceeding $10,000, guarantee a cer- 


tain annual wage for their employees [amending U. S. C. 

41: 35). 

S. 547. Mr. Maybank; January 18, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Extends from March 1, 1949, to September 30, 1949. the 
termination date of voluntary agreements which the 
President is authorized to approve, providing for alloca- 
tion of transportation facilities and certain scarce com- 
modities, and for the regulation of speculative trading 
{amending 61 Stat. 945]. 

S. 548. Mr. Maybank; January 18, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Export Control Act of 1949—Extends to June 30, 1951, 
the authority of the President to contro! exports, Directs 
utilization of private competitive trade channels, with 
consideration to be given to small business. Provides for 
enforcement of this act and lists penalties for violations, 
Exempts certain functions exercised under this act from 
the operation of the Administrative Procedure Act (60 
Stat. 237). Supersedes act relating to export licensing of 
tin-plate scrap (49 Stat. 1140). Provides that delegations, 
regulations, ete., made under Export Control Act (54 
Stat. 714) remain in force after February 28, 1949, when 
that act expires. 

S. 549. Mr. Chavez; January 18, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

A person who has served 4 years as secretary, law clerk, 
or law secretary to any Federal judge, and whose separa- 
tion from the service is involuntary and without prejudice 
shall acquire, upon passing a noncompetitive examination, 
a classified civil-service status for transfer to a position 
in the classified civil service, if the transfer is obtained 
within 1 year from the date of separation. 


S. 550. Mr. Pepper; January 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Increases fees of jurors in United States Courts and 
before United States Commissioners from $4 to $5 a day 
and of witnesses from $2 to $4 a day, and mileage of both 
from 5 cents to 7 cents a mile. Increases subsistence 
allowance of witnesses from $3 a day to $5 a day. Wit- 
nesses who are required to travel between the Territories 
and possessions or to and from the continental United 
States are allowed actual expenses of such travel at the 
lowest first-class rate available. 


S. 554. Mr. Pepper; January 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Extends naturalization privileges to Koreans and persons 
of Korean descent. Provides for annual immigration 
quotas (75 percent to those born and resident in Korea). 
For purposes of admission, Koreans or descendants of 
Koreans shall mean persons who are as much as one-half 
Korean blood. Other provisions relate to Chinese persons 
and persons of races indigenous to India, who are of one- 
half Korean blood [amending U. 8. C. 8: 703]. 


S. 556. Messrs. Pepper and Holland; January 18, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 
Directs sale of war housing project numbered Fla—8252-1 
to the Department of Public Safety of Florida for use as 
the site of a patrol station and highway patrol school. 


S. 558. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina and others; 
January 18, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 
Increases compensation of employees in the postal field 
service by $650 a year (30 cents an hour for employees 
on an hourly basis, 25 percent of basic compensation for 
fourth-class postmasters). Not applicable to skilled- 
trades employees of mail-equipment shops, job cleaners 
in first- and second-class post offices, and employees on 
a fee or contract basis. 
S. 559. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina and _ others; 
January 18. 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides $650 increase for Federal and District of Colum- 
bia employees (30 cents per hour in case of hourly em- 
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pores). Specifically includes District of Columbia police, 
remen, and teachers. 


8S. 565. Mr. Wiley; January 18, 1949 (Finance). 

Increases from $15 to $30 the monthly wage bases for 
figuring deductions for old-age and survivors’ insurance 
social security payments [amending U. 8. C. 42: 403]. 

S. 566. Mr. Knowland; January 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 

The annual salaries of certain judges in Hawaii shall be 
as follows: (1) chief justice of the supreme court, $15,500 
(2) associate justices of the court, $15,000, and for (3) 
judges of the circuit courts, $12,500. 

S. 567. Mr: Knowland; January 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends 70-year retirement privilege to the judges of 
the Circuit Courts of the Territory of Hawaii [amending 
U. 8. C. 28: 373). 

S. 568. Mr. Knowland; January 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends the term of office of judges of the supreme court 
court and the circuit courts of Hawaii, and of judges of the 
United States district court for Hawaii to 10 years. Ex- 
tends retirement privileges to judges of the circuit court of 
Hawaii and judges of United States District Courts for 
Alaska, Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, and the Canal Zone 
{amending U. 8. C. 48: 633, 634b, 643]. 

S. 571. Mr. Gillette; January 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits interstate common-carrier pipe lines from 
transporting petroleum or petroleum products in which 
they have any interest. Makes it unlawful for common 
carriers engaged in commerce in the transportation of 
petroleum and its products by pipe line or partly by pipe 
line and partly by railroad or water to transport petroleum 
or its products which they produced, purchased, manu- 
factured or refined; or as to which there was, at the time 
of transportation, any contract, option, or understanding 
for the subsequent acquisition of any interest therein; or 
which was produced from lands which they owned or con- 
trolled, directly or indirectly, wholly, or in part at the 
time of production; or which they or anyone subject to 
their control (or anyone to whose control they are subject) 
shall thereafter acquire any interest, direct or indirect. 
Penalty for violation: up to $10,000 fine and/or up to 1 
year’s imprisonment. The Attorney General shall imme- 
diately examine the relationships of interstate common- 
carrier pipe lines and compel compliance with the act by 
mandatory injunction. 


S. 572. Mr. Gillette; January 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Petroleum Marketing Divoreement Act of 1949—De- 
clares it to be unlawful for any person directly or indirectly 
to be engaged in the marketing of refined petroleum prod- 
ucts while such person or affiliate of such person is also 
engaged in the production, refining, or transportation of 
petroleum. Penalty: a fine of up to $10,000 for each 
offense. Directs the Attorney General to examine the 
relationships of persons now engaged in one or more 
branches of the petroleum industry and to institute suits 
in the United States district courts for the issuance of 
mandatory injunctions commanding compliance with this 
act. 


S. 573. Mr. Gillette; January 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Oil Tanker and Barge Divorcement Act—Forbids any 
person to engage in transportation of petroleum products 
who is also engaged in production, refining, or marketing 
of petroleum. Fixes fine of $10,000 for each violation of 
this act and gives exclusive jurisdiction over such viola- 
tions to the United States district courts. Directs Attor- 
ney General to examine immediately relationships of per- 
sons engaged in petroleum industry and to enforce this act 
by mandatory injunctions. 


S. 576. Mr. Watkins; January 18, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 
Authorizes the sale of certain Indian lands in the Uintah 
and Ouray Reservation in Utah. 


8. 577. Mr. McFarland; January 18, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 

Extends the retired pay provision of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 to officers who retired prior to enactment 
of that act and allows credit toward retirement for service 
as a cadet (military, naval, or coast guard) [amending 
U. S. C. 37: 115). 

S. 578. Mr. McFarland; January 18, 1949 (Finance). 


Concedes service connection in the ease of a disability 
aggravated by active military or naval service even though 
unmistakable evidence shows that the disability had its 
inception before the period of active service [amending 
Veterans Regulation 1 (a), part I, par.

S. 590. Mr. Myers; January 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the definition of a widow who is entitled to an 
annuity under the law granting annuities to the civilian 
officials and employees, etc., who engaged in the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal. A person who was the wife on 
or before March 31, 1914, of deceased employee, shall be 
entitled to the annuity (now, the wife who was living with

Hospital Survey and Construction Act Amendments of 
1949—Extends duration of the Hospital Survey and Con- 
struction Act [60 Stat. 1040] from 1951 to 1955; increases 
the sum authorized to be appropriated for assisting the 
States in constructing public and nonprofit hospitals from 
$75,000,000 (for 1947 and each of the next 4 years) to 
$150,000,000 for 1950 and each of the next 5 years). 
Authorizes the Surgeon General to conduct, and make 
grants for the conduct of, research, experiments, and 
demonstrations relating to the effective development and 
utilization of hospital services and facilities. Grants ad- 
ditional Federal aid to States to assist hospital construction.

Includes in 
definition of ‘‘wage’’ the reasonable cost of food and lodging 
except in the calculation of minimum wages for seamen and 
employees of common carriers engaged in the preparation 
and service of food and beverages. Overtime pay at time 
and a half will be based on the new wage rates, and on a 
40-hour week subject to exceptions applicable to collective 
bargaining agreements and seasonal work. “ Regular 
rate,’”’ as defined, does not include gifts, bonuses, traveling 
expenses, welfare fund contribution, ete. Prohibits em- 
ployment of oppressive child labor by an employer 
engaged in interstate commerce or in the production of 
goods for such commerce. Employment of a child by his 
parent or guardian, except in manufacturing, mining, or 
occupations found by the Secretary of Labor to be particu- 
larly hazardous for children or detrimental to their well- 
being, is excepted [amending U. 8. C. 29: 201-219]. 

Extends the statute of limitations on suits for wages, 
liquidated damages, etc., from 2 to 4 years and abolishes 
the defense of reliance on an administrative order [amend- 
ing §6 and repealing § 10 of 61 Stat.

National Education Agency Act of 1949—Creates as an 
independent agency the United States Office of Education, 
to be headed by the Commissioner of Education appointed 
by the Nationai Board of Education at $15,000 a year. 
Transfers thereto the United States Office of Education 
and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation in the Federal 
Security Agency, the Division of Aviation Education in the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, the Education Section in 
the United States Savings Bonds Division in the Treasury 
Department, the Labor Education Service in the Depart- 
ment of Labor, and the Division of School Lunch Programs 
in the Department of Agriculture. The agency shall (1) 
aid, stimulate, and encourage the development of improved 
educational facilities and services, (2) advise and coop- 
erate with other Federal, State, and local educational 
agencies, (3) collect and analyze statistics and make inves- 
tigations and studies in the field of education, and (4) make 
reports and recommendations for improvement of educa- 
tional facilities. The National Board of Education, con- 
sisting of 11 members appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate, is established to exercise general 
control and supervision of the policies and program of the 
Office of Education.

Extends indefinitely the provisions for admitting into 
the United States alien fianceés or fianecés of members of 
the armed forces of the United States. 

S. 659. Mr. Langer; January 27, 1949 (Labor and Public

National Epilepsy Act—Establishes in the Public Health 


Service a National Epilepsy Institute to conduct research 
relating to the cause, prevention, and treatment of epilepsy, 
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coordinate researches conducted by the Institute and re- 
searches by other agencies, organizations, and individuals; 
make available facilities of the Service to public authorities, 
and to health officials and scientists, for studies, make 
grants-in-aid to universities, hospitals, ete., for research 
facilities; establish an information center, etc. Creates an 
advisory National Epilepsy Council, consisting of the 
Surgeon General of the Public Health Service, the chief 
medical officers in charge of neurology of the Veterans’ 
Administration, the Chief of the Children’s Bureau or 
their representatives, and 12 other members appointed by 
the Surgeon General of the Public Health Service. Auth- 
orizes grants-in-aid to States, local political units and to 
public and nonprofit institutions for programs of preven- 
tion, treatment, and control. Authorizes necessary appro- 
priations. Authorizes acceptance of conditional gifts, and 
permits acknowledgment of donations of $50,000 or over 
by establishment within the Institute of memorials to the 
donors. The Federal Security Administrator may fix the 
compensation of specially qualified scientific and profes- 
sional personnel concerned with research activities of the 
National Institute of Health and the National Epilepsy 
Institute, within the range of $10,000 to $15,000. 


S. 660. Mr. Langer; January 27, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

In any reduction in civilian personnel of any Federal 
agency, the statutory preference to employees with higher 
efficiency ratings shall apply only as against competing 
employees with less than 10 years of total service.

(Agriculture and Forestry). 

Farmer Commodity Reserve Act—The Secretary of 
Agriculture, through the Commodity Credit Corporation 
or by other means, shall make a complete survey of ware- 
houses, elevators, and other storage facilities for agricul- 
tural products, and shall provide for the additional facilities 
(shown to be needed by the survey): (1) through loans, 
subsidies, lease agreements, guaranties, or otherwise to 
producers, cooperatives, or others; or (2) by construction 
or operation by government when not obtainable by means 
of (1). 

The Commodity Credit Corporation, through its price- 
support operations, shall acquire reserves of 600 million 
bushels of corn, 400 million bushels of wheat, and 4% 
million running bales of cotton. These reserves shall be 
maintained intact except: (1) When the Secretary of 
Agriculture determines that the national security or welfare 
requires sale (in which case the price shall be on a pricing 
basis calculated to reimburse or at parity); (2) when com- 
modity has substantially deteriorated (in which case an 
equal quantity shall be acquired); or (8) when exchanged 
for strategic and critical materials produced abroad. 

These reserves shall not be included in “total supply” 
for purposes of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938. 
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Farm acreage allotments for corn, wheat, cotton, and 
rice for years after 1949, shall be computed and apportioned 
without regard to acreage planted or to yields in 1949. 

Provides that no price support shall be required for a 
basic agricultural commodity with respect to which market- 
ing quotas have been disapproved by producers. By 
Public Law 897 of 80th Congress, price support in such 
cases was fixed at 50 percent of parity at beginning of 
marketing year. 

The act of August 11, 1939 (53 Stat. 1407), to facilitate 
exchange of surplus agricultural commodities for strategic 
and critical material is rewritten to delete the requirement 
of a treaty on which to bottom an exchange, and to delete 
requirement in re storage of up to 300,000 bales of cotton 
in New England.

Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to 
include Russians who for political reasons emigrated to 
China between October 1917 and January 1, 1925, and who 
were residing in China on January 1, 1949; never applied 
for or accepted status (or withdrew application or re- 
nounced status) as a citizen of Soviet Russia; and is other- 
wise qualified for admission as a permanent resident. 
The children, grandchildren, spouses, parents, and un-

A child under 16 who is an orphan as a result of World 
War II and who applies for a visa by July 1, 1950, may 
be admitted as a nonquota immigrant, if a citizen of the 
United States shall furnish satisfactory evidence that he 
is willing and financially and legally able to adopt, rear, 
and educate the child [amending U. 8. C. 8: 204].

Incorporates the Gold Star Society of American War 
Widows and Orphans. 


S. 671. Messrs. Ives and Wagner; January 27, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes conveyance of a portion of Fort Schuyler 
Military Reservation to the State of New York, on the 
conditions that: (1) if the State shall fail to maintain the 
structures, ete., which formerly constituted the old fort 
as an historical monument, or shall cease to use the 
property for nautical education purposes, or, in the alter- 
native, shall fail to maintain it as a publie park, title shall 
revert to the United States; (2) in time of national emer- 
gency the United States shall have the right to reenter and 
use the property for military or naval purposes; and (3) 
New York State will relinquish to the United States any 
interest it has in the remaining portion of the reservation.

Any Naval Reserve officer serving as a rear admiral 
shall receive the pay and allowances of a rear admiral 
(upper half) when any Regular Navy officer of the active 
list of the line, junior to him, is a rear admiral (upper 
half). No back pay or allowances shall be held to have 
accrued for any period prior to the date of this act. 


S. 674. Mr. Tydings; January 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Twenty-ninth Division Association. 
S. 677. Mr. Wiley; January 27, 1949 (Finance). 


The Veterans’ Administration shall reimburse any em- 
ployer, insurer, or fund, for amounts of workmen’s com- 
pensation paid on account of disability or death arising 
out of the employment of a veteran entitled to compen- 
sation for service-connected disability. 


S. 678. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request) ; January 27, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Extends to commissioned officers of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey the Armed Forces Leave Act of 1946 
(60 Stat. 963). Retroactive to August 9, 1946. 


S. 679. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 27, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Establishes a Bureau of Coal Mine Inspection in the 
Department of the Interior under a director appointed 
by the President with consent of the Senate at an annual 
salary of $10,000, and transfers to said bureau all func- 
tions, powers, activities, etc., of the Bureau of Mines. 


S. 681. Mr. McCarran; January 27, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


The following officers of Hawaii shall receive the follow- 
ing annual salaries paid by the United States: The 
Governor, $20,000; the secretary of the Territory, $15,000; 
the chief justice of the supreme court of the Territory, 
$20,500; the associate justices of the supreme court, 
$20,000 each; the judges of the circuit courts of the Terri- 
tory, $15,000 each. The Governor shall also receive 
$3,000 annually for stationery and incidentals and is 
authorized to employ a private secretary, who is paid an 
annual salary of $8,000 by the United States.

S. 684. Mr. McCarran; January 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Creates a court of record known as the Administrative 
Court of the United States to be composed of a chief 
judge and four associate judges, none of whom shall have 
served as an officer or employee in the executive branch 
of the Government of the United States within 5 years of 
appointment. No more than 3 of the judges may be 
appointed from the same political party. The court 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all cases which, except 
for this act, would be within the jurisdiction of any court 
of the District of Columbia (1) for the judicial review of 
agency action or (2) for the civil enforcement of the rules, 
orders, or investigative demands of any agency except (1) 
with respect to cases otherwise cognizable in the Court of 
Claims, the Customs Court, the Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals, or the tax court, or (2) so far as a money 
judgment is sought, an issue of tax liability is presented, 
or the grant or denial of a patent is questioned.

The court has power to declare the legal rela- 
tions of any person with respect to agency action or 
powers and to compel or direct taking of agency action 
wrongfully withheld or erroneously applied. The judg- 
ment of a case determined by one judge may be reviewed 
by three or more judges sitting as an appellate division 
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and a final judgment of the court may be reviewed only 

by the Supreme Court on writ of certiorari or on appeal 

in certain cases. 

S. 685. Mr. Sparkman; January 27, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Farm Housing Act of 1949—Provides for Federal aid 
with preference to veterans, for rural housing on farms 
and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings for 
themselves, their tenants, sharecroppers or laborers. 
Authorizes the Secretary to finance such loans by issuing 
obligations (upon security of obligations of borrowers) not 
to exceed $25,000,000 the first year, and $50,000,000, 
$75,000,000, $100,000,000 during the second, third, and 
fourth years respectively. Authorizes annual contribu- 
tions of $500,000 with additional commitments not to 
exceed an aggregate of $1,000,000, $1,560,000 and $2,000,- 
000 per annum for the second, third, and fourth years, 
respectively. 

S. 686. Mr. Sparkman; January 27, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
Purchase real-estate loans guaranteed under section 501 
of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 (58 Stat. 
292) at a price equal to the unpaid principal, plus accrued 
interest, until June 30, 1952, subject to the following 
conditions: that the loan (1) shall be offered for purchase 
by the lender to whom the evidence of guaranty was 
originally issued, (2) shall not exceed $10,000 as to original 
amount, (3) shall not be in default at time of purchase, 
and (4) the seller shall agree to service the Joan in return 
for a service charge at a rate not in excess of 1 percent 
annually of the unpaid balance, as may be provided by 
agreement. Loans purchased hereunder may be sold at 
not less than par upon such terms as Administrator may 
determine. Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
make necessary sums available, not in excess of $800,- 
000,000, and to use for such purposes proceeds of the 
Second Liberty Bond Act. 

Authorizes direct loan to eligible veteran for construc- 
tion of his own home, not to exceed $10,000, at 4 percent 
per annum. Cash advances may be made to pay taxes, 
assessments, and other expenses, authority to make such 
loans to expire on June 30, 1951. Authorizes Secretary 
of the Treasury to make necessary sums available, not in 
excess of $500,000,000. Forbids Federal National Mort- 
gage Association to purchase mortgage loan guaranteed 
under Servicemen’s Adjustment Act [amending U. 8. C. 
12: 1716). 

S. 687. Messrs. Johnston of South Carolina and Maybank; 
January 27, 1949 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 





Authorizes $75,000 for the establishment of the Cowpens 
Battleground National Military Park in South Carolina. 
S. 688. Mr. O’Conor; January 27, 1949 (Post Office and 

Civil Service). 

Provides for a decennial census of housing, beginning 
in 1950. 

S. 689. Mr. O’Conor; January 27, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

World War II veterans who became postal employees 
or substitutes within 3 vears of date of enactment of this 
act shall be credited with time spent in the armed services 
and shall be promoted to the grade to which they would 
have progressed had their original appointments as sub- 
stitutes been to grade 1. Employees on active military 
or naval duty on June 30, 1945, shall upon promotion to 
a regular position be advanced on a ealendar basis as is 
provided in Public Law 35, 80th Congress. A substitute 


emplovee who failed of promotion to regular while in the 
armed services due to administrative error shall for salary 
purposes be held to have’been promoted thereto as of the 


date of a vacancy to which he as senior substitute could 

have been promoted. 

S. 690. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; January 27, 
1949 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Makes certain boundary changes in the Yuma auxiliary 
project in Arizona and authorizes the furnishing of water 
to users affected thereby through the works of the Gila 
project. 

S. 691. Mr. MeFarland and others; January 27, 1949 
(Finance). 

Social Security Act Indian Amendments of 1949— 
Extends old-age assistance, aid to dependent children, 
and aid to the blind provisions of the Social Security Act* 
to Indian wards of the United States. Federal aid shall 
equal 80 percent of the total spent under a State plan. 

S. 692. Mr. Neely (by request); January 27, 1949 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 

Authorizes the appropriation of $1,000,000 for payment 
to the Prisoners Relief Society, a nonprofit corporation 
organized in West Virginia, for use in establishing and 
operating a system of farms for the treatment and re- 
habilitation of persons suffering from chronic alcoholism 
upon condition that the Society shall (1) agree to spend 
$4,000,000 for this purpose in addition to the sum re- 
ceived under the act and (2) agree to transfer in 5 years 
all property of the Society to any State within which a 
farm is established upon agreement by the State to 
operate the farm. 

S. 693. Mr. Downey; January 27, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Reauthorizes entire Central Valley project, California. 
Specifically includes in authorized features Sacramento 
Valley irrigation canals. 

S. 694. Mr. Taylor; January 27, 1949 (Finance). 

Repeals the Philippine Trade Act of 1946. 

S. 695. Mr. Taylor; January 27, 1949 (Public Works). 

Authorizes necessary sums to construct channel clear- 
ance and flood-control works near Kooskia, Idaho, at an 
estimated cost of $120,000. 

S. 696. Mr. Pepper; January 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes $30 a month additional monthly allowances 
to retired enlisted men of the armed services not to exceed 
pay of warrant officer, junior grade, with like length of 
service, and not retroactive. 

S. 699. Mr. Pepper; January 27, 1949 (Interior and Insu- 
lar Affairs). 

Provides for the restoration of certain lands temporarily 
occupied by the United States under war powers (40 Stat. 
241) to the owners. 

S. 701. Mr. Pepper; January 27, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Increases travel allowance of civilian officers and em- 
ployees of the Government as follows: (a) Mileage for 
use of privately owned vehicles—motorcycles, from 2 cents 
to 3 cents; automobiles or airplanes, when on trips from 
designated posts of duty, from 5 cents to 7 cents; automo- 
biles, when used within limits of official station, 4 cents to 
6 cents [amending U. 8. C. 5: 78a}. 

S. 702. Mr. Pepper; January 27, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. S. C 
5: 707] so as to provide for crediting certain service per- 
formed in the employ of carriers under Federal control 
during World War I. 

S. 703. Mr. Pepper; January 27, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Permits mailing of correspondence-course lessons at 

the rates of third- and fourth-class matter. 
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S. 704. Mr. Pepper; January 27, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


National Leprosy Act—Requires the Public Health 
Service to: (1) disseminate pertinent facts concerning 
leprosy (necessary appropriations authorized; term “leper” 
not to be used in data prepared by the Service) ; (2) provide 
suitable methods and facilities for treatment of leprosy 
patients (necessary funds for additional administrative 
expenses are authorized, the Federal Security Adminis- 
trator is authorized to acquire a site in each of the four 
endemic States and one site in a nonendemic State for 
treatment centers to be known as United States marine 
hospitals, and $1,500,000 is authorized for the treatment 
center in a nonendemic State); and (3) establish a rehabili- 
tation and reemployment program for leprosy patients 
(necessary appropriations authorized). Authorizes $20,000 
for the fiscal year 1950 and such sums thereafter as Con- 
gress may provide for financial assistance for leprosy 
patients/tnd their dependents. Provides for compensation 
for disability incident to leprosy (necessary funds author- 
ized). Authorizes, for research in the field of leprosy: 
For the fiscal vear 1950 for leprosy research activities of 
the Public Health Service or for grants-in-aid for leprosy 
research at the discretion of the Surgeon General, $100,000; 
for the fiscal year 1951, for leprosy research activities of 
the Public Health Service, $100,000, and for grants-in-aid 
for leprosy research, $100,000; and thereafter, such sums 
as may be provided by Congress. Creates a National 
Advisory Council on Leprosy, to consist of the Surgeon 
General as Chairman and 11 additional members (6 medi- 
cal authorities on leprosy and 5 nonmedical members) ap- 
pointed by the Surgeon General with the approval of the 
Federal Security Administrator. 


S. 705. Messrs. Pepper and Murray; January 27, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


National Arthritis and Rheumatism Act— Establishes 
in the Public Health Service a National Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Institute to conduct research relating to the 
cause, prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of arthritis 
and rheumatism, coordinate researches conducted by the 
Institute, and researches by other agencies, organizations, 
and individuals; make available facilities of the Service 
to public authorities, and to health officials and scientists, 
for studies; make grants-in-aid to universities, hospitals, 
ete., for research facilities; establish an information 
center, ete., establish research fellowships. Creates a 
National Advisory Arthritis and Rheumatism Council, 
consisting of the Surgeons General of the Publie Health 
Service, the Army, and the Navy, and the Chief of the 
Department of Vocational Rehabilitation, or their repre- 
sentatives, and 12 other members appointed by the 
Surgeon General of the Public Health Service. Authorizes 
grants-in-aid to States, local political units and to public 
and nonprofit institutions for programs of prevention, 
treatment, and control. Authorizes necessary appropria- 
tions. The Surgeon General shall determine the allot- 
ments for the several States on the basis of (1) population 
and (2) financial need and may suspend payments to any 
State or organization for failure to comply substantially 
with the provisions of the act or regulations, The Council 
shall review applications for grants-in-aid, collect informa- 
tion as to studies carried on, review research projects, 
etc. [amending U. 8. C. 42: ch. 6A; 217; 217 (b); 208 (e); 
301 (d) (g); 314]. Authorizes acceptance of conditional 
gifts, and permits acknowledgment of donations of 
$50,000 or over by establishment within the Institute of 
memorials to the donors. 


S. 706. Messrs. Pepper and Morse; January 27, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 

Women’s Equal Pay Act of 1949—-Declares it an unfair 
wage practice for any employer engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce or in transactions affecting such com- 
merce to discriminate between the sexes as to payment of 
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wages, discharging of personnel, etc. Provisions shall be 
administered by the Secretary of Labor. 


S. 707. Messrs. Pepper and Green; January 27, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes $50,000,000 for advances to enable the 
States, their agencies, and political subdivisions to plan 
for the construction of public works, repayment to be 
made if the works are constructed. The Federal Works 
Administrator shall make the allotments among the States, 
75 percent of the funds on the basis of population, and 25 
percent according to need. 


S. 708. Mr. Russell; January 27, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Establishes a Voluntary Racial Relocation Commission 
to formulate a program to encourage and assist persons 
who are members of the two largest racial groups in the 
United States having separate and distinct racial charac- 
teristics who desire to move from States where members 
of their racial group are above normal! (as defined) and to 
relocate in States where members of their racial group are 
below normal. The number assisted to move to and from 
a State shall be equalized if possible. Authorizes appro- 
priation of $500,000,000 for 1949 and $1,000,000,000 for 
the next 4 years to enable the Commission to (1) make 
or insure loans for transportation, subsistence, housing, 
establishment in business or occupations of persons relo- 
cated, (2) make grants for transportation, subsistence, and 
temporary housing, (3) make contracts with and loans (up 
to $10,000 for each person employed) to industrial enter- 
prises affording employment to persons assisted. 


S. 709. Mr. Baldwin and others; January 27, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Housing Act of 1949—KEstablishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise to 
serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and 
(2) governmental assistance, where feasible: to enable pri- 
vate enterprise to serve still more of the total need; to 
eliminate substandard housing through clearance of slums; 
to provide adequate housing for low-income urban and 
rural nonfarm families and decent farm dwellings and re- 
lated facilities for farm owners lacking means to do so fur 
themselves. 

Title I: Provides for Federal loans and capital grants to 
local public agencies to assist communities in eliminating 
slums and redeveloping project areas by private enterprise. 
To finance these loans, the Administrator may issue obli- 
gations of $25,000,000 the first year, $225,000,000 the sec- 
ond year, and $250,000,000 for each of the next 3 years, 
total authorization not to exceed $1,000,000,000. The 
Administrator may contract to make capital grants total- 
ing $100,000,000 per year for 5 years, total authorization 
not to exeeed $500,000,000. Provides for protection of 
labor standards. 

Title Il: Authorizes increase in Federal contributions for 
low-rent housing by the sum of $60,000,000 per annum for 
4 years (total authorization not to exceed $240,000,000 per 
year) to loeaiities which assume community responsibility 
and initiative in estimating their own needs and in demon- 
strating that their needs cannot fully be met by private 
enterprise without Federal aid, with preference to veterans 
and servicemen. Federal aid shall be given only where 
there is a gap of at least 20 percent between the upper 
rental limits for admission to the proposed low-rent hous- 
ing and the lowest rents at which private enterprise is 
providing a substantial supply of decent housing. Author- 
izes the Administrator to regulate cost limitation and 
authorizes Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing 
dwellings. Makes special provisions for large families of 
low income. Limits annual contributions to any one State 
to not more than 10 percent of the total annual contribu- 
tions of $268,000,000. Authorizes construction not to 
exceed 100,000 dwelling units a year for six years begin-

ning July 2, 1949, total not to exceed 600,000 units [amend- 
ing U.S. C. 42: 1401-1430]. 

Title III: Directs the Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
Federal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
etc., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing needs [amending Public Law 901 § 301—80th 
Congress]. 

Title IV: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing on 
farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings 
for themselves, their tenants, sharecroppers or laborers.

Directs the 
Director of the Census to take a census of housing in each 
State in 1950 and decennially thereafter, as a part of the 
population inquiry of the decennial census. Makes 
necessary technical amendments to and repeals of other 
Statutes. 


S. 711. Mr. Chavez (by request); January 27, 1949 
(Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Army and Navy Union. 
S. 712. Mr. Maybank and others; January 27, 1949 


(Banking and Currency). 

Changes the name of the Federal Housing ‘‘Adminis- 
trator’ to “Commissioner” extends indefinitely his power 
to insure eligible banks, loan companies, etc., against possi- 
ble losses resulting from financing housing construction, 
and removes the $200,000,000 limitation on the amount 
of his outstanding obligations. Increases authorization 
for aggregate amount of mortgage insurance to $5,000,000, - 
000 (now $4,000,000,000) and with approval of the Presi- 
dent to $6,000,000,000 (now $5,000,000,000). 

Changes the limitation on amount which will make a 
mortgage on a single family residence eligible for insurance 
to 95 (now 90) percent of $7,000 of the appraised value 
and 70 (now 80) percent of such value in excess of $7,000 
and not in excess of $11,000. Increases from 80 to 90 
percent of the value, the amount of the mortgage in a low- 
rent project, and from 80 to 85 percent in a large-scale 
project. 

Authorizes Commissioner to defer payments on mort- 
gages (covering dwellings for not more than 4 families) if 
it appears to him to be necessary because of economic mis- 
fortunes of the mortgagor, but not to result in extension 
of mortgage for more than 3 years. Authorizes, at 4 
percent annual interest, insurance of mortgages on non- 
profit cooperative housing, principal obligation not to 
exceed $5,000,000, and not to exceed $8,100 per family 
unit, which may be increased to $9,000 if at least 50 per- 
cent of the members are World War II veterans. Mort- 
gage shall provide for complete amortization within 40 
years. Any amount loaned for construction of a single- 
family dwelling of not over $7,000, shall not be included 
in aggregate amount authorized to the Federal National 
Mortgage Association as total of its outstanding obliga- 
tions. Also removes the limitation of 40 times its capital 
plus surplus, and authorizes the Association to sell for 
credit any property acquired by foreclosure. Removes 


limitation of $2,000,000,000 from amount of loans, etc., 
which the Reconstruction Finance Corporation may have 


outstanding at any one time. Extends to March 31, 1950, 
the time limitation for insurance of mortgages by the 
Commissioner. Sets an interest rate of 5 percent on 
mortgage insurance of Government housing on units for 
less than 4 families and 4% percent on dwellings for more 
than 4 families [amending U. S. C. 12: 1702, 1703, 1709, 
1713, 1715-1717, 1720, 1745, 1746; 15: 604 (c)]. 

S. 713. Mr. Chavez; January 31, 1949 (Public Works). 


Increases cost limit on New General Accounting Office 
building by $2,550,000. 
S. 714. Mr. Chavez; January 31, 1949 (Public Works). 
Public Buildings Act of 1949—Authorizes $40,000,000 


for acquisition of sites and preparation of plans for Federal ! 


public buildings outside the District of Columbia, and 
$30,000,000 for improvement of existing Federally owned 
buildings. 

Authorizes the transfer of jurisdiction of certain lands, 
etc., between Federal departments and agencies, including 
the following: (1) A parcel of land in San Diego, Calif., 
from the Secretary of the Navy to the Federal Works 
Agency, for the San Diego, Point Loma, quarantine sta- 
tion; (2) all land comprising the quarantine station on 
Quarantine and Sand Islands, Honolulu, from the Federal 
Works Agency to the Department of the Army, for use for 
military purposes. 

Also authorizes the Federal Works Administrator to 
transfer to the Public Buildings Administration such 
buildings and sites acquired by him for defense housing as 
are suitable for use by that Administration. Whenever he 
deems it advantageous the Federal Works Administrator 
may employ, without regard to the Classification Act or 
the civil-service laws, etc., the services of architectural or 
other professional or technical firms for public building 
projects, but not on a permanent basis. The Federal 
Works Administrator, together with the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, where his office is concerned, may accept on behalf of 
the United States unconditional gifts of property (real or 
personal) in aid of projects or functions under their juris- 
diction. The Commissioner of Public Buildings may lease 
space in the District of Columbia for periods of not more 
than 5 years. Extends provisions of § 601 of the Economy 
Act of 1932 (U. 8. C. 31: 686) to authorize the Public 
Buildings Administration to furnish services in the conti- 
nental United States, at the request of the State Depart- 
ment, to any international body with which the United 
States is affiliated. Provisions of the Public Buildings Act 
re temporary rental of land or buildings by the Federal 
Works Administrator (U. 8. C. 40: 345) are revised. 


S. 715. Mr. Tydings; January 31, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 
Price support provisions are applicable to Maryland 
tobacco marketed before September 30, 1950 [amending 
Public Law 897, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 717. Mr. Kefauver; January 31, 1949 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

Provides increased annual compensation for employees 
of the District of Columbia as follows: (1) $330 for officers 
and members of the Metropolitan and other police forces, 
and the Fire Department, (2) $330 for employees of the 
Board of Education. Firemen and policemen shall be 
paid additional compensation at the rate of 8 percent of 
their annual basic salaries in lieu of overtime pay and 
night pay differential. No person shall be paid at a rate 
in excess of $10,330 a year. 

S. 718. Messrs. Kefauver and Baldwin and Mrs. Smith 
of Maine; January 31, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Restores to the active list of the Army and Air Force 
officers retired after April 16, 1934, and before July 1, 1935, 
under Public Law 176, 73d Congress, who (1) served in 
any capacity as a member of the military or naval forces 
of the United States prior to November 12, 1918, (2) has 
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at least 15 years’ active commissioned service, (3) is under 
60 years of age on the date of this enactment, and (4) 
is receiving 75 percent of his active-duty pay. 


S. 719. Mr. Kefauver and others; January 31, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Provides for consideration by board of review of cases of 
persons voluntarily removed from the active list of the 
Regular Army or Regular Air Force. Officers of the 
Regular Army or Regular Air Force (or reserve components) 
shall be retired in the highest temporary grade held at any 
time during the period from April 6, 1917, to November 11, 
1918, or from September 9, 1940, to June 30, 1946. Ad- 
vances one grade in rank all retired Army and Air Force 
officers below the grade of Colonel who (1) have been 
specifically commended for combat action by the head of 
the executive deparcment under whom the duty was 
performed, (2) have received a United States decoration for 
gallantry in action and have been wounded in action, (3) 
draw as much retired pay as the pay of any officer of the 
next higher grade. No increased pay is involved in these 
advancements [amending Public Law 810, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 721. Mr. Baldwin; January 31, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Amends Public Law 313, 80th Congress (61 Stat. 715), 
re additional positions in the professional and scientific 
service in the National Military Establishment at $10,000 
to $15,000 a year, for research relating to national defense, 
military and naval medicine, ete., specifying that there 
shall be 13 such positions each in the Departments of the 
Army, the Navy, and the Air Force. Authorizes 6 addi- 
tional positions of the same type in the National Military 
Escablishment, and 10 in the headquarters and research 
stations of the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics. Reports to Congress concerning qualifications, 
functions, etc., of appointees, may be made to the proper 
committees of Congress in executive sesssion, in the interest 
of national security. 


S. 722. Mr. Baldwin; January 31, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Government Services Corporation Act—Creates the 
Government Services Corporation to operate cafeterias, 
newsstands, snack bars, and other activities in Govern- 
ment buildings or on Government property. The Corpo- 
ration shall be managed by a board of seven directors and 
may borrow from the Treasury amounts not exceeding 
$500,000 outstanding at any one time. Provides for 
transfer of property, assets, rights, ete., of Government 
Services, Inc., to the new Corporation. 


S. 723. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; January 31, 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the transfer of certain agricultural dry-land 
and irrigation-field stations to the States in which located, 
when such transfer will further cooperative agricultural 
experimental work of the Department of Agriculture and 
the respective State. 


S. 724. Mr. Flanders and others; 
(Banking and Currency). 
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January 31, 1949 


Supplements existing systems of mortgage insurance 
under the National Housing Act with special systems of 
mortgage insurance for families of lower income who 
require more favorable terms than existing systems offer. 
Offers two supplemental programs, one for Federal regu- 
lation of private financing for mutual home ownership or 
rental projects and one for small-home ownership or rental 
projects with Federal insurance. The first plan which 


provides for Federal insurance of private financing for 
mutual home ownership or rental projects authorizes an 
insured mortgage as high as 95 percent and in the case of 
nonprofit cooperative projects consisting primarily of 


World War II veterans, as high as 100 percent. Provides 
or a 45-year amortization period, and authorizes the 
Federal National Mortgage Association to make loans 
and deal in and underwrite mortgage lending under this 
plan. Also provides direct Federal loans to this group, 
at lower interest rates, to be repaid within 60 years. Sets 
certain limits on cost construction. Authorizes loans, 
secured by obligations of borrowers up to $500,000,000 
a year for 6 years. The second plan covers small houses, 
is limited to houses where the principal loan does not 
generally exceed $7,600 and permits maturity of mortgages 
to extend to 25 years and in certain cases to 30 years 
{amending U. 8. C. 12: 1709, 1713, 1738, 1748, 1744, 1746; 
38: 694 (b)]. 


S. 726. Mr. Butler; 
Insular Affairs). 


Directs Secretary of Interior to partition or to sell and 
distribute proceeds of any land allotted to an Indian who 
has since died without leaving a will, disposing of such 
allotment. Clarifies method for settling such estates by 
Secretary of Interior [amending 25 U. 8. C. 372]. 


S. 727. Mr. Butler; January 31, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides for quadrennial elections (beginning in 1950) of 
the Governors of Hawaii and Alaska by the qualified voters 
of those Territories. Establishes tenure of office, qualifica- 
tions, and mode of election. Gives Governor power to ap- 
point Secretary of the Territory. Provides for Governor’s 
removal, impeachment, and succession [amending U. 8. C. 
48: 42, 61, 62, 65, 66, 531, 534, 535, 546]. 


S. 728. Mr. Butler; 1949 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides that 25 percent of the revenues from any 
National Park Service area shall be paid to the State where 
the area is located. Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior 
to acquire lands in certain areas. 


S. 729. Mr. Butler; January 31, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends from April 30, 1949, to April 30, 1950, the 
statute of limitations on claims filed pursuant to sections 9 
and 32 of the Trading With the Enemy Act (other than 
enemy claims against property held by the Alien Property 
Custodian) in cases involving property vested during 
World War II [amending U. 8. C. 50, app. 33]. 


S. 730. Mr. Butler; January 31, 1949 (Finance). 


Exempts from admissions tax admissions to cabarets, 
roof gardens, ete., where such establishment is operated 
primarily to furnish musie and dancing privileges and the 
selling of food, merchandise, etc., is incidental thereto 
{amending U. 8. C. 26: 1700 (e)]. 

S. 732. Mr. Aiken; January 31, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Provisions of the Agricultural Act of 1948 [Public Law 
897, 80th Congress] concerning quotas for corn, wheat, 
cotton, rice, and tobacco shall, for purposes of taking any 
action with respect to the 1950 and subsequent crops, be 
effective upon this enactment. 


S. 733. Messrs. Anderson and Lucas; January 31, 1949 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 
Acreage allotments for corn, wheat, cotton, and rice for 
any year after 1949 shall be computed without regard to 
acreage planted or to yields in 1949. 


S. 734. Mr. Magnuson; January 31, 1949 (Judiciary). 


The district courts shall, upon request of an impoverished 
defendant charged with committing a felony or misde- 
meanor, appoint counsel (not to exceed two) to assist in 
the defense, at a fee of $25 for each day in court and $25 
for preparing for trial or plea.

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S. 739. Mr. Magnuson; January 31, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Amends the Federal Employees Pay Act of 1945 to 
make personnel provisions thereof inapplicable to em- 
loyees of the Navy Department whose wages are fixed 
v wage boards or similar administrative authority [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 5: 947 (f)]. 
8S. 740. Messrs. Magnuson and Butler; January 31, 1949 
(Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes the President to enter into agreements with 
Canada for construction of a railroad to connect the exist- 
ing system now terminating at Prince George, British 
Columbia, with the system serving Alaska and terminating 
at Fairbanks. Authorizes necessary appropriations. 

S. 741. Mr. Langer; January 31, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Amends the Rural Electrification Act of 1936 [U. 8. C. 
7: 907] to restrict the sale of generating plants and electric 
transmission and distribution lines financed pursuant to 
the act unless the purchaser agrees to accept an offer by 
the borrower to repurchase (adjustments being made to 
reflect changes in value) within an unspecified number of 
years. 

S. 744. Mr. Langer; January 31, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act to provide 
that annuitants who retired prior to April 1, 1948, and 
did not elect the survivorship benefit under $8 shall be 
entitled (A) to an annuity payable upon death to the sur- 
viving husband or wife named in the application therefor 
equal to one-half of the present annuity, but not to exceed 
$600 per annum, or (B) if his retirement was other than 
under § 7 to waive other benefits and receive a recompu- 
tation of annuity.

Attorneys who have been admitted to practice before 
the highest court of any. State may practice before any 
governmental department, agency, or body exercising 
judicial or quasi-judicial functions. 

S. 747. Mr. Lucas; January 31, 1949 (Judiciary). 

The Attorney General or the United States Attorney 
may file a dismissal of an indictment, information, or 
complaint in any criminal] prosecution in a district court 
of the United States, and the prosecution shall thereupon 
terminate [amending Rule No. 48 of the proposed Rules of 
Criminal Procedure for the District Courts of the United 
States]. 

S. 755. Mr. Lucas; January 31, 1949 (Public Works). 

Extends the time for commencing and completing the 
construction of a bridge across the Ohio River at or near 
Shawncetown, III. 

S. 756. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Hunt; January 31, 1949 
(Appropriations). 

Makes available to provide assistance to farmers whose 
property was damaged or destroyed by storm or other 
natural calamity the unexpended balances of the $6,000,000 
appropriation item for loans to farmers for 1948 flood 
damage contained in the Second Deficiency Appropriation 
Act, 1948. 

S. 757. Mr. Cain and Mr. Bricker; January 31, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 

Mutual Low-Rent Homes Construction Act—Provides 

subsidy to make possible ‘the construction of low-rent 


homes, under local rather than Federal control. Author- 
izes grants to local low-rent mutuals up to 25 percent of 
estimated total development cost (aggregate amount not 
to exceed $1,750,000,000) if local authority supplies half 
as much as the Federal grant. Defines a low-rent home 
to mean one whose total development cost is between 
$3,700 and $7,000. Provides for the organization, mem- 
bership, etc., of a local low-rent mutual in order to qualify 
under this act and authorizes the Administrator of the 
ae Works Administration to carry out the purposes 
of this Act. 


S. 758. Mr. Johnson of South Carolina; February 3, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Venereal Disease Rapid Treatment Center Act—Funds 
appropriated for aid to the States by the Public Health 
Service in control, etc. of venereal diseases which the 
Surgeon General determines are not available for allot- 
ment to the States under existing provisions may be used 
by the service for venereal disease treatment facilities (in- 
cluding transportation and subsistence of persons afflicted 
with venereal diseases, and their attendants), and for 
other specified relevant purposes, as well as for grants of 
money, services, facilities, etc., to the States, and, with 
the consent of State health authorities to counties, health 
districts, and other local units for venereal disease treat- 
ment centers. Federal executive agencies may transfer 
to the Federal Security Agency any supplies, etc., which 
they have made available to the Public Health Service for 
venereal-disease-control work and which are still available 
for use in connection with such work. Any real or per- 
sonal property so transferred and any other property of

Extends naturalization privileges to Koreans and per- 
sons of Korean descent. rovides for annual immigration 
quotas (75 percent to those born and resident in Korea). 
For purposes of admission, Koreans or descendants of 
Koreans shall mean persons who are as much as one-half 
Korean blood. Other provisions relate to Chinese persons 
and persons of races indigenous to India, who are of one- 
half Korean blood [amending U. 8. C. 8: 703]. 


S. 762. Mr. Wiley; February 3, 1949 (Agriculure and 
Forestry). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to announce the 
parity price of milk and its products on the basis of the 
formula used in determining the oe of milk (wholesale) 
published by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
Directs the Secretary to announce the support price of 
milk (90 percent of the parity price) used to produce 
manufactured dairy products in the United States until 
December 31, 1949. 

S. 763. Mr. Wiley; February 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the Court of Customs and Patent Appeals, 
in customs cases, to certify to the Supreme Court ques- 
tions or propositions of law concerning which instructions 
are desired. 

S. 767. Messrs. Bricker and O’Conor; February 3, 1949 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Creates a National Commission on Intergovernmental 
Relations to make a complete study of (a) the past and 
present relations between the National, State, and local 
governments, (b) the past and present allocation of gov- 
ernmental functions and powers among the National, 


State, and local governments, and (c) the distribution of , 


jurisdiction over functions exercised by 2 or more govern- 
ments. The Commission shall submit its recommenda- 
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tions as to the most desirable future allocation of govern- 

mental functions and powers and .the most desirable 

jurisdiction over a function appropriately allocated to 2 

or more governments. Authorizes necessary sums. 

S. 771. Mr. O’Conor; February 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Extends to water-route contracts for delivery of mail, 
the same provisions for renewal and adjustment (as to 


compensation) as now apply to star-route contracts 
{amending U. S. C. 39: 434]. 
S. 774. Mr. Baldwin; February 3, 1949 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Provides $1,600 toward the purchase of an automobile 
for World War II veterans who are entitled to compensa- 
tion for loss of use of one foot or hand. 


S. 775. Mr. Baldwin; February 3, 1949 (Finance). 
Provides that compensation for disability caused by 

chronic or tropical disease, presumed to be service-con- 

nected shall be retroactive to the date when said disability 

became manifest [amending Public Law 748, 80th Con- 

gress]. 

S. 776. Mr. Baldwin; February 3, 1949 (Finance). 


Amends the Internal Revenue Code to provide that no 
interest shall be collected on an income-tax deficiency 
resulting from an honest error of the taxpayer [amending 
U. 8. C. 26: 292(a)]. 


S. 778. Mr. Tydings; February 3, 1949 (Public Works). 


Provides for the development, administration, and 
maintenance of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway and 
Suitland Parkway in Maryland as extensions of the 
District of Columbia park system. 


S. 779. Mr. Tydings; February 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Makes transition of officers of the Naval Establishment 
from temporary to permanent grade, which occurred after 
August 7, 1947, effective after August 7, 1947, for pay 
purposes, regardless of the date of rank assigned for pre- 
cedence purposes. 


S. 781. Mr. Taylor; February 3, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizing appropriation of $50,000 for a flood-control 
project on the Potlatch River near Kendrick, Idaho. 


S. 786. Messrs. Cain and Cordon; February 3, 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes completion of alterations to the Hood River 
Bridge over the Columbia River, made necessary by the 
construction of the Bonneville Dam. Authorizes re- 
imbursement of the Oregon-Washington Bridge Company 
for its expenses pertaining to safe maintenance of Oregon 
end of bridge between December 31, 1940, and December 
$1, 1951. 


S. 788. Messrs. Pepper and Murray; February 3, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


To aid the States in providing education in the eleventh 
grade and above there is authorized: (1) for scholarships: 
$80,000,000 in the fiscal year 1950, $100,000,000 for 1951, 
$125,000,000 for 1952, and $150,000,000 for 1953; and (2) 
for loans, a revolving fund of $150,000,000. Apportion- 
ment shall be on the basis of the number of persons from 
14 to 26 years of age in the State and its per capita income 
compared with the per capita income of the United States. 
States must provide an equitable apportionment where 
separate schools are maintained for separate population 
groups.

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Federal Airport Act (Public Law 377, 
79th Congress) to authorize the reimbursement of public 
agencies for the damage to their air-navigation aids and 
air markers caused by Federal agencies. 


S. 790. Mr. O’Mahoney and others; February 3, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Grants consent of Congress to the Upper Colorado 
River Basin Compact which determines the rights and 
obligations of the signatory states respecting the uses 
and deliveries of the water of the Upper Basin of the 
Colorado River. 


S. 792. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 3, 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce), 


Repeals section of the Interstate Commerce Aet (U.S. C, 
49: 15 (4)) requiring through routes to embrace the entire 
length of the railroad. 


S. 793. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); February 
3, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Repeals the Alaska Railroad Retirement Act and 
includes all officers and employees of the Alaska Railroad 
to whom it applies within the terms of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act. 


S. 795. Mr. O’Mahoney; February 2, 1949 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make a loan 
or loans for any purpose authorized by or in accordance 
with the terms of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act 
or the act of August 28, 1937, to any person eligible for 
assistance under those acts who makes a homestead entry 
on publie lands or who contracts to purchase other land 
of the United States in a reclamation project pursuant 
to the applicable provisions of the homestead and recla- 
mation laws. 


S. 796. Mr. Tydings; February 7, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Establishes the grade of General of the Air Force to 
apply only to a General transferred from the Regular 
Army to the United States Air Force pursuant to the 
National Security Act of 1947. 


S. 797. Mr. Tydings; February 7, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Grants independence to Puerto Rico. Provides for 
drafting a constitution which shall provide for a republican 
form a government, a bill of rights, ete. Provides for 
tariff reciprocity with the United States. Beginning 1 
year after the proclamation of independence the rate 
shall be 2% percent of the rate for other countries, with 
annual increases up to 100 percent in the 40th year. 
Citizens residing within Puerto Rico or elsewhere may 
retain American citizenship by filing a declaration of 
intention within six months after the date of the referendum 
on the Constitution. The United States shall pay non- 
refunded processing taxes collected within Puerto Rico 
to the new government and shall assume the existing public 
debt of Puerto Rico, and the new government in turn 
shall become indebted therefor to the United States. 
Provides for economic assistance to Puerto Rico and its 
peoples; the application of American immigration laws 
following idependence; and the continuation of certain 
statutes in force. Appropriates $10,000 to defray expenses 
of commissioners to negotiate a commericial treaty with 
the Commonwealth, and $25,000 for expenses of an 
economic survey commission,

(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Reestablishes the United States Employees’ Compensa- 
tion Commission with the same functions it had prior to 
its abolishment by Reorganization Plan No. 2 of 1946. 
Provides for the appointment and terms of three Commis- 
sioners to compose the Commission. 


S. 801. Mr. Langer; February 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Extends benefits of increased annuities under the 
Civil Service Retirement Act to widows of annuitants 
who died before effective date of that law. Provides 
formula for computation of amount [amending Public 
Law 426, Sec. 8, 80th Congress.]. 


S. 802. Mr. Langer; February 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Directs issuance of special 5-cent stamp with inscription 
“Friendship Letters.” 


S. 804. Messrs. Young and Thye; February 7, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes appropriation of $8,000,000 for completion 
of flood-control work on the Red River of the North drain- 
age basin. 


S. 805. Mr. Hunt; February 7, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Removes the 10-year limitation on the term of lease of 
Wyoming school lands for mineral purposes [amending 48 
Stat. 350). 


S. 806. Messrs. Hunt and O’Mahoney; February 7, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes erection of a monument to Sacajawea, the 
Indian woman who accompanied Lewis and Clark as a 
guide and interpreter in the expedition to the Northwest. 


S. 807. Mr. Baldwin; February 7, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 
Provides $1,600 towards the purchase of an automobile 
for blind veterans of World War II who are entitled to 
compensation for permanent blindness of both eyes. 


S. 809. Messrs. Baldwin and Hunt; February 7, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


National Defense Facilities Act of 1949—Provides for 
national defense buildings and other facilities for the Re- 
serve components of the National Military Establishment. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to make contributions 
of Federal funds of up to 75 percent of the cost of expan- 
sion, construction, etc., of facilities for the National Guard 
and Air National Guard. 


S. 810. Mr. Hendrickson and others; February 7, 1949 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

Creates a National Commission on Intergovernmental 
Relations to make a comprehensive study of (a) the past 
and present relations of the Federal, State, and local gov- 
ernments, (b) the allocation of governmental funetions 
among those governmental levels, (c) the problem of geo- 
graphical areas as related to governmental functions, field 
administration, and metropolitan communities, and (d) 
the gradual encroachment upon our Federal system of 
current and impending developments in the fiscal relations 
of the Federal Government with the States, and of the 
States with their political subdivisions. Before February 
1,.,1952, the commission shall submit its report to the 
President and Congress and make its recommendations on 
(1) ways of establishing a more orderly fiscal relationship 
among the several levels of government, (2) elimination of 
duplication, (3) allocation of governmental functions to 
attain economy and maximum service to the public, etc. 


S. 811. Mr. Lucas; February 7, 1949 (Finance). 


Authorizes retroactive payment of compen sation or

within 1 year after release. 


S. 812. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; February 7, 
1949 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Protects scenic values along Oak Creek Canyon in the 
Coconino National Forest, Arizona. 


S. 813. Mr. Mundt; February 7, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to announce the 
parity price of milk and its products on the basis of the 
formula used in determining the price of milk (wholesale) 
published by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. Di- 
rects the Secretary to announce the support price of milk 
(90 percent of the parity price) used to produce manufac- 
tured dairy products in the United States until December 
31, 1949. 

S. 820. Mrs. Smith of Maine; February 7, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Provides dispensary treatment and hospitalization in 
Army and Navy hospitals, for retired personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, including 
members of the Fleet Reserves. 

S. 821. Mr. Chavez (by request); February 7, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Prohibits parking of vehicles upon United States postal 
property without consent of postmaster. 

S. 822. Mr. Brewster; February 7, 1949 (Finance). 

Repeals the tax on transportation of persons and 
property. 

S. 823. Mr. Martin; February 7, 1949 (Finance). 

Reduces from 5 percent to 2 percent per year, the interest 
rates payable by a veteran on premiums for reinstated 
United States Government life insurance [amending U. S. 
C. 38: 515]. 

S. 824. Messrs. Martin and Meyers; February 7, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes $1,000,000 for creation and equipment, and 
$500,000 annually for maintenance and operation, of an 
experiment station in northwestern Pennsylvania for re- 
search on production, refining, ete., of petroleum and 
natural gas. 


S. 825. Mr. Pepper; February 7, 1949 (Finance). 


Authorizes State and Federal Welfare agencies to use Fed- 
eral funds appropriated under the Social Security Act for de- 
pendent children to aid in the return of runaway children 
from one State to another. Any child under the age of 16 
or of such age as may be fixed for dependent children under 
the Social Security Act who without consent of parents, 
ete., leaves home and goes into another State and there is 
found delinquent, shall be defined as dependent, and shall 
be entitled to be cared for and returned to his home. 
Participation by a State shall be on a voluntary basis. 

S. 829. Mr. McClellan; February 7, 1949 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Extends the War Assets Administration from February 
28, 1949, to June 30, 1949, and makes supplemental appro- 
priation therefor. 

S. 831. Messrs. Kilgore and others; February 7, 1949 
(Finance). 

Provides for voluntary coverage of employees of States, 
or political subdivisions, or instrumentalities thereof by 
old-age and survivors insurance [amending U, 8. C. 43: 
401-9]. 

S. 833. Mr. Connally (by request) ; February 7, 1949 (For- 
eign Relations). 

Makes miscellaneous amendments to the Economic 
Cooperation Act of 1948 (Public Law 472, 80th Congress), 
the most important of which are: (1) additional authoriza- 
tions of $1,150,000,000 for the period April 3,°1949-June 
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30,1949, $4,280,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1950, and $150,000,000 after June 30, 1950, to finance 
transfers of capital-goods items, or commodities and serv- 
ices not made prior to such date; (2) elimination of the 
$3,000,000,000 Foreign Economie Cooperation Trust 
Fund; (3) authorization of a $750,000,000 advance by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation for the period April 
3, 1949-June 30, 1949; (4) provision for a Deputy United 
States Special Representative in Europe who along with 
other mission chiefs shall receive the same compensation 
as chiefs of diplomatic missions pursuant to the Act of 
August 13, 1946 (60 Stat. 999); (5) provision for charging 
against appropriated funds investment guaranties and 
loans exceeding $1,000,000,000; (6) reduction from 
$15,000,000 to $10,000,000 the limit of guaranties in infor- 
mational enterprises; (7) elimination of the requirement 
relating to the proportion of wheat shipped abroad; and 
(8) provision prohibiting use of funds for the purchase in 
bulk of commodities (other than commodities procured 
by the Commodity Credit Corporation pursuant to price- 
support programs) at prices higher than the prevailing 
domestic levels. 

S. 834. Mr. Magnuson and others; February 7, 1949 

(Public Works). 


Authorizes $150,000,000 for grants by the Federal 
Works Administrator to local school districts overburdened 
with war-incurred, or postwar national defense-incurred 
enrollments. Prescribes terms and conditions of grants, 
for construction of school facilities by the school districts 
including the following: (1) specifications shall be ap- 
proved by State and local law, (2) the prevailing rate of 
wages in that locality shall be paid, (3) there shall be no 
discrimination in employment of persons for work on the 
project, (4) no convict labor shall be employed, (5) open 
competitive bidding shall be followed. 

Prescribes conditions under which the administrator 
may construct needed school facilities and make them 
available to school districts. 

The grant for any project shall be equal to 50 percent of 
the cost of the project. No Federal agency or office shall 
exercise any control over the educational policies of any 
State or school district. 


S. 838. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 7, 1949 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 

Authorizes experiments into grazing problems related to 
high-altitude meadows. 

S. 849. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 7, 1949 (Judi- 
ciary). 

Authorizes reimbursement of the difference due, to 
members of Army Nurse Corps who were commissioned as 
officers in the United States Army prior to December 22, 
1942, but were not given the pay and allowances commen- 
surate with the appointment. 

S. 851. Mr. Magnuson; February 7, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Enacts various provisions to facilitate constructionof 
housing in Alaska. 

S. 852. Mr. Magnuson; February 7, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits the segregation of passengers on common 
carriers in interstate commerce on account of race or color 
{amending U. 8. C. 49: 3 (1)]. 

S. 853. Mr. Magnuson; February 7, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends naturalization privileges to Koreans and per- 
sons of Korean descent. Provides for annual immigra- 
tion quotas (75 percent to those born and resident in 
Korea). For purposes of admission, Koreans or descend- 
ants of Koreans shall mean persons who are as much as 
one-half Korean blood. Other provisions relate to Chinese 


persons and persons of races indigenous to India who are 
of one-half Korean blood [amending U. 8, C, 8: 703). 
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S. 855. Mr. Magnuson; February 7, 1949 (Public Works). 


Alaska Public Works Act—Authorizes a program of 
yublic works for Alaska. Until June 30, 1955, the Federal 
Works Administrator may accept applications for public 
works from public bodies and enter into agreements with 
such bodies whereunder an applicant shall pay operation 
and maintenance costs and pay a purchase price to the 
United States. 


S. 856. Mr. Magnuson; February 7, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Establishes the Fisheries Stabilization Corporation in 
the Department of Interior to control the fish industry. 
Provides for its organization, officers, and employees. 
Limits its capital stock to $5,000,000, for which an appro- 
priation is authorized. Empowers Corporation to issue 
obligations not to exceed $75,000,000 outstanding at any 
one time. Provides tax-exemption of its personal prop- 
erty. Following are some of its powers: (1) to support 
fish prices through loans, purchases, payments, ete.; (2) 
to process, manufacture, store, transport, ete., fish or 
fish products; (3) to procure fish for sale in domestic or 
foreign commerce; (4) to increase domestic consumption 
of, or aid in development of, foreign markets for fish; (5) 
to conduct research into the economics of the fisheries 
[amending U. 8. C. 18: 433; 31: 846). 


S. 857. Mr. Tydings; February 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Uniform Code of Military Justice—Revises, unifies, 
and codifies the Articles of War, the Articles for the Gov- 
ernment of the Navy, and the disciplinary laws of the 
Coast Guard. Enlarges the authority of commanding 
officers to impose nonjudicial punishment. Retains the 
three courts martial—general, special, and summary. Per- 
mits enlisted personnel, not of the same unit, to serve on 
general and special courts martial trying enlisted men. 
Requires a thorough and impartial pretrial investigation 
but provides that failure to abide by this requirement 
shall not constitute jurisdictional error. Unlawfully 
influencing the action of a court martial is prohibited. 

Provides for the suspension, until 3 years after the ter- 
mination of hostilities, of any statute of limitations appli- 
cable to fraud or attempted fraud against the United States. 

Refus1l to obey a subpena or testify before a court 
martial, military commission, court of inquiry, or other 
military court or board is deemed an offense against the 
United States carrying maximum penalties of $500 fine 
and/or 6 months imprisonment upon conviction in a United 
States district court. 

Prohibits cruel and unusual punishments but the omis- 
sion of the words “hard labor’ in any sentence shall not 
preclude hard labor in executing the punishment. 

Provides for review of a sentence of a court martial 
primarily by (1) the staff judge advocate of the convening 
authority, (2) a board of review constituted by the Judge 
Advocate General, and (3) a Judicial Council of three 
civilians appointed by the President. These civilians shall 
receive the same pay and allowances of judges of the United 
States Court of Appeals. There may be further review by 
the Secretaries of the Departments and the President. 
Provides that judgments of courts-martial shall be binding 
upon all departments, courts, agencies, and officers of the 
United States. 

Carries 58 punitive articles. Authorizes courts of 
inquiry; the administration of oaths, and the notarization 
of papers by officers. Authorizes the President to delegate 
authority vested in him and to provide for redelegation. 

Officers of wrecked or destroyed vessels shall retain all 
authority and command pending discharge or reassignment 
of the crew. Marines, embarked on a vessel, shall retain 
their organization subject to the paramount authority of 
the commanding officer of the vessel over the vessel and 
personnel embarked thereon, 
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Commanding officers of the Navy are required to be 
exemplar, correct, and to provide for divine service on 
Sunday. 

Officers may be dismissed only by sentence of a general 
court martial or by the President. 

Repeals numerous provisions, 


S. 859. Mr. McClellan; February 8, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 
Authorizes all Federal agencies to donate excess and 
surplus property for educational purposes [amending Public 
Law 889, 80th Congress]. 


S. 860. Mr. Knowland; February 8, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 
Authorizes inclusion of Sacramento Valley irrigation 
canals in the Central Valley reclamation project of 
California. 


S. 864. Messrs. Hendrickson and Smith of New Jersey; 
February 8, 1949 (Judiciary). 

A Federal employee’s salary shall be subject to State 
tax only in the State which he expressly declares to be the 
State of his domicile. Where the claim of domicile is dis- 
puted by the State taxing authority, the Federal district 
court shall have jurisdiction [amending U. S. C. 28: 41]. 


S. 865. Mr. Baldwin; February 8, 1949 (Finance). 


Increases the amount of wartime service-connected 
death compensation payable to dependents as follows: 
Widow with one child, $100 (with $25 for each additional 
child) ; no widow but two children, $116, with $58 for each 
additional child, total amount equally divided [amending 
Public Law 868, 80th Congress]. 


S. 868. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request) ; February 8, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Establishes in the Department of Commerce a clearing- 
house for the collection, dissemination, and exchange of 
technological, scientific, and engineering information, useful 
to business and industry. Information of military value 
or significance shall be referred to the armed services. 


S. 870. Messrs. Pepper, Murray, and Aiken; February 8, 
1949 (Labor and Public Welfare). 

Authorizes necessary sums to enable the Surgeon General 
of the Public Health Service to provide grants to aid States, 
political subdivisions, etc., in developing and maintaining 
dental health programs. Creates an advisory National 
Dental Health Council consisting of the Surgeon General, 
the Assistant Surgeon General (Dental) and 6 other mem- 
bers who shall be dental authorities not otherwise employed 
by the United States, 

S. 871. Mr. Taft; February 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Provides military status for women who served overseas 


in uniform with the United States Army during World 
War I. 


S. 872. Mr. Tydings; February 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Air Force to establish 
land-based air warning and control installations, within or 
without the United States, for the national security. 
Authorizes necessary appropriations. 


S. 873. Mr. Capehart; February 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Departments having implied, constructive, or actual 
notice, prior to August 14, 1945, of claims arising from con- 
tracts or subcontracts of a war agency, are authorized to 
settle such claims [amending 60 Stat. 902]. 


S. 877. Mr. Baldwin; February 10, 1949 (Finance). 

Repeals taxes on uncolored oleomargarine as follows: 
(1) Manufacturers’ excise tax (U. S. C. 26: 2301), effective 
the day after enactment, and (2) occupational tax on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers (U. S. C. 26: 
3200-3202), effective July 1, 1949. 
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S. 878. Mr Johnston of South Carolina; February 10, 1949 | 


(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act to provide 
that annuitants who retired prior to April 1, 1948, may, 
upon application within 1 year, make another election, so 
that annuitants who did not elect the survivorship benefit 
under §8 may do so now but shall not be entitled to the 
increased pension granted by the Act; annuitants who 
elected survivor’s annuity may now elect the increase 
instead of the survivorship [amending Public Law 426 §8, 
80th Congress]. 

S. 879. Mr. Hendrickson; February 10, 1949 (Finance). 

Copies of invoices for cigarette shipments to a person 
other than distributor in a State which taxes cigarettes 
shall be sent each month to the State’s tobacco-tax 
administrator. Penalty for noncompliance: $1,000 fine 
and/or 6 months’ imprisonment, 

S. 880. Mr. Sparkman; February 10, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes each Federal home-loan bank to invest up to 
50 percent of its assets in veterans’ guaranteed or insured 
loans to be purchased from supervised member institu- 
tions under certain restrictions [amending U.S. C, 12: 1431]. 
S. 881. Mr. Humphrey; February 10, 1949 (Agriculture 

and Forestry). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to announce the 
parity price of milk and its products on the basis of the 
formula used in determining the price of milk (wholesale) 
published by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
Directs the Secretary to announce the support price of 
milk (90 percent of the parity price) used to produce manu- 
factured dairy products in the United States until Decem- 
ber 31, 1949. 

S. 882. Mr. McGrath (by request); February 10, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Permits Commissioners of the District of Columbia to 
modity requirements retent on contracts with the District 
of Columbia for construction work. 

S. 883. Mr. McGrath (by request); February 10, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Provides for the destruction of weapons (pistols, ma- 
chine guns, sandbags, etc.) which have been taken into 
custody by a District of Columbia police officer because 
of unlawful possession and makes provision for return of 
same to rightful owner under certain circumstances 
[amending D. C. C. 22: 3215]. 

S. 884. Mr. McGrath (by request); February 10, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Provides for the killing of starlings in the District of 
Columbia [amending 34 Stat. 808]. 

S. 885. Mr. McGrath (by request); February 10, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Requires removal of weeds 4 or more inches high in the 
District of Columbia by a person in charge of the property. 
In the ease of failure to comply, an agency designated by 
the District Commissioners may enter the land and de- 
stroy the weeds. Repeals D. C. C. 6: 804, which provided 
for removal upon notice from the health officer. 

S. 887. Mr. Magnuson; February 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Provides a temporary immigration quota of 100 per 
annum for Israel, and empowers the Secretary of State to 
determine the boundaries of the State for purposes of this 
act. 

S. 888. Mr. Myers; February 10, 1949 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Rent Control Act of 1949—Title I: Extends rent con- 
trol until June 30, 1951. Continues the maximum rent 
prevailing on March 31, 1949. Recontrols housing which 
was decontrolled by voluntary lease provisions but fixes 
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as maximum the rent established by such lease. Requires 
the Administrator to make such general adjustments in 
maximum rents in a defense area as he deems necessary 
and permits him to decontrol such defense area whenever 
rent control is no longer necessary, and to provide reason- 
able restrictions on evictions. 

Title II: Changes title of “Housing Expediter” to 
“Administrator” and the name “Office of Housing Expe- 
diter” to “Office of Rent Control.” Extends right of 
recovery of damages for violations of act to the Adminis- 
trator in behalf of the United States and establishes amount 
of liquidated damages. Gives the district courts concur- 
rent jurisdiction with State and Territorial courts over 
criminal and civil proceedings for violations of this act. 
Gives the Administrator broad powers to make studies 
and investigations, conduct hearings, etc., and to delegate 
his authority. Provides for protest by any person ag- 
grieved by an order or regulation of Administrator, pro- 
vides for denial of such protest, for appeal to Emergency 
Court of Appeals and for certiorari by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

Title III: Limits exemption of hotels, motor courts, 
etc., from rent control to those occupied exclusively by 
transient guests [amending Public Law 464, 80th Cong.; 
61 Stat. 193]. 


S. 892. Mr. Lucas; February 10, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Reclassifies the salaries of assistant postmasters and 
other supervisory employees of the postal field service, 
making them eligible for overtime payment. Increases 
salaries of such employees in offices of the first and second 
class and in custodial offices, and bases salaries of super- 
visors in the Motor Vehicle Service upon number of em- 
on tees in each office instead of upon amount of receipts. 
ixcludes salaries increased by this act from coverage of 
the cost-of-living increases granted in 1946 and 1948 
{amending 59 Stat. 435). 


S. 893. Messrs Cordon and Morse; February 10, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Amends U. 8. C. 23: 64 (relating to the construction of 
highway bridges on Federal dams) to provide for the 
design and construction of highway bridges near dams 
when the construction of a bridge upon and across a dam 
would not be feasible. 


S. 894. Mr. Miller; February 10, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make a loan 
or loans for any purpose authorized by or in accordance 
with the terms of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act 
or the act of August 28, 1937, to any persen eligible for 
assistance under those acts who makes a homestead entry 
on publie lands or who contracts to purchase other land of 
the United States in a reclamation project pursuant to the 
pprueahte provisions of the homestead and reclamation 
aws, 


S. 895. Mr. Miller; February 10, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the construction of the Albeni Falls project 
on the Pend Oreille River in Idaho for flood control and 
other purposes at an estimated cost of $35,000,000. 


S. 896. Messrs. Miller and Taylor; February 10, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that entrymen who relinquished their home- 
stead or desert-land entries in the Black Canyon irrigation 
districts of the Boise project in Idaho may obtain patent 
to that land as though the Idaho State Carey Act selec- 
tion list of which this land was a part, had not been can- 
celled. Provides manner for making entry and for issuing 
of patent to entryman upon proof of irrigation and recla- 
mation of 20 acres of each 160-acre unit, and of proof of 
actual residence thereon, 


S. 898. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; February 10, 1949 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Amends the Federal Crop Insurance Act to provide for 
multiple crop insurance on certain agricultural commodi- 
ties, limited to 50 counties. Deletes provision that pay- 
ment of claims may be made on a pro rata reduction basis 
in years when the total losses on any agricultural com- 
modity exceed the total premiums collected on such 
commodity. Repeals provisions for additional premium 
and indemnity to cover cottonseed losses in terms of lint 
cotton. Provides a $10 per diem subsistence allowance 
for Board members away from home on Corporation 
business. Extends authorization for research, etec., to 
cover the assembling of data on all agricultural com- 
modities for the purpose of establishing actuarial bases 
for insurance. Extends civil-service coverage to appoint- 
ment of employees of the Corporation [amending U. 8. C. 
7: 1504-1508, 1518}. 


S. 899. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; February 10, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for refund of taxes illegally paid by Indians 
on lands, rents, royalties or other gains, upon claims filed 
prior to January 29; 1944, with interest at 6 percent from 
date of payment, notwithstanding any previous decision 
of the Treasury or the courts [amending 56 Stat. 21 § 2]. 


S. 900. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma and others; February 

10, 1949 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Amends Commodity Credit Corporation Charter Act 
(Public Law 806, 80th Congress) as follows: Places control 
of the Corporation in the Secretary of Agriculture who 
shall appoint the Board members (whose number is 
raised from 5 to at least 6) and the officers and employees 
of the Corporation. Empowers the Corporation to 
acquire personalty and any interest in real property for 
the purpose of providing storage space to carry out its 
programs. Makes it a misdemeanor to use the words 
“Commodity Credit Corporation” in any firm name. 


S. 902. Mr. Douglas; February 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to transfer to the 
Museum of Science and Industry in Chicago, the captured 
German submarine, U-—505, 


S. 904. Mr. Douglas; February 10, 1949 (Labor and 

Public Welfare). 

Authorizes the Children’s Bureau of the Federal Security 
Agency to carry out a program of research in child life 
and development; to disseminate such information, to 
make grants-in-aid to institutions for research projects, 
and to establish research fellowships in the Bureau and 
elsewhere in furtherance of such program. Creates the 
National Advisory Council on Child Research to advise 
with respect to administration of this Act. Appropriates 
$7,500,000 for fiscal year ending June 30, 1949, and 
authorizes acceptance of gifts. 


S. 907. Mr. Langer; February 10, 1949 (Post Office and 

Civil Service). 

Provides for retirement at age of 58, under Civil Service 
Retirement Act, of World War veterans who have had 
25 years of service [amending U. 8. C. 5: 691). 

S. 908. Mr. Langer; February 10, 1949 (Post Office and 

Civil Service). 

Prohibits heads of departments, or other persons 
authorized to make appointments in the Federal service 
from appointing a person related by consanguinity or 
affinity within the fourth degree. 

S. 909. Mr. Langer; February 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Exempts persons who served in the Merchant Marine 
between September 16, 1940, and June 24, 1948, from 


induction or service under the Selective Service Act. of 
1948 [amending Public Law 759, 80th Cong.]. 
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S. 910. Mr. Pepper; February 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Amends the Army and Air Force Vitalization and 

Retirement Equalization Act of 1948 to extend increased 

retirement pay benefits to certain officers, nurses, and 

enlisted men in active service during World War I [amend- 

ing Public Law 810, 80th Congress]. 

S. 913. Messrs. O’Mahoney and Hunt; February 10, 

1949 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Dissolves the Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation 
of Washington, District of Columbia and transfers its 
functions, assets and liabilities to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Authorizes Secretary to make emergency or 
production disaster loans to farmers. 

S. 917. Mr. McMahon; February 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Permits children under 21 years of age adopted by 
United States citizens to enter the United States as non- 
quota immigrants and to become naturalized [amending 
U. 8. C. 8: 224 (1), 716]. 

S. 921. Mr. Knowland; February 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


For the purpose of computing aggregate service in the 
case of retired Federal judges in Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto 
Rico, Canal Zone, and the Virgin Islands, service prior to 
June 25, 1948, shall be included [amending U. 8. C. 28: 373]. 
S. 923. Mr. O’Mahoney (by request); February 10, 1949 

(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Submerged Coastal Lands Act—Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to lease submerged coastal lands for 
oil and gas development. Establishes in the Department 
of the Interior a Submerged Coastal Lands Commission 
consisting of three members appointed by the President 
with the consent of the Senate, each to be compensated 
at the rate of $50 per diem. Payment of royalties of 12% 
percent of the amount or value of the oil or gas produced 
is required. Authorizes the Secretary, upon recommenda- 
tion of the Commission, to issue a lease in exchange for a 
lease issued by a State or political subdivision prior to 
June 23, 1947, or in exchange for a lease issued with his 
approval between that date and the date of this enact- 
ment.

at division headquarters of post-office inspectors) as follows: 
$100 in addition to base pay after 10 years’ service, and 
$100 additional for each 5 years’ service thereafter up | 
to the thirtieth year of service—counting service already 
completed.

Authorizes the Commissioner of Immigration and Natu- 
ralization to waive the 30-day waiting period after filing | 
naturalization petitions before a final hearing may be held 
or a certificate of naturalization issued, and strikes out the | 
provision prohibiting the holding of final hearings on peti- | 
tions within 60 days of any general election within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the naturalization court [amend- 
ing U. 8.

Perjury is extended to cover willful giving of contra- 
dictory testimony in judicial proceedings as to any mate- 
rial matter [amending U. 8.

Provides for temporary commitment to Saint Elizabeths 
Hospital of persons of unsound mind in Federal reserva- | 
tions in Arlington County, Fairfax County, and Alexandria, 
Va., or in Montgomery County, or Prince Georges County, 
Md. The superintendent of the hospital shall report per- 
sons found to be mentally unsound to the Federal Security 
Administrator, who shall return them to the State of resi- 
dence, or to their relatives, if practicable. Members of the 
armed forces may, upon request of the head of the depart- 
ment having jurisdiction, be transferred to the custody of 
that department; veterans may be placed in the custody 
of the Veterans’ Administration.

S. 938. Mr. McCarran; February 14, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Continues present section 75 of the Bankruptcy Act in 
effect until the Referees’ Salary System (Public Law 464, 
79th Cong.) becomes operative. after which time such 
section shall be permanently incorporated as chapter X VI 
of the act (Farmer-Debtor Relief) and shall include the, 
following principal provisions: Where not inconsistent 
chapters I to VII of the Bankruptcy Act (court proceed- 
ings, ete.) shall apply to proceedings under the new chap- 
ter XVI. Jurisdiction over the property of the debtor | 
including unexpired rights of redemption and like interests / 
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is given to the courts substantially as under present law.

report, and abolishes the Council). The White House 
Office shall be in the Executive Office of the President, the 
National Security Council and the National Security 
Resources Board shall be constituent units of the same, 
and the Bureau of the Budget shall be known as the Office 
of the Budget and shall continue as an agency in the Execu- 
tive Office of the President. Provides for nomenclature 
of organization of executive agencies, method of appoint- 
ment of subordinate executive officers, and delegation of 
authority.

Bars claims against the United States unless presented 
within six years of the date such claim accrued. In case

Mr. McClellan; February 14, 1949 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Directs the Comptroller of Currency and the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation to dispose of contents of 
safety deposit boxes in insolvent national banks at the 
commenceinent of the receivership either by return to 
owner or by sale at auction, and to deposit all unclaimed 
funds in a trust fund [amending U. 8. C. 31: 725s]. 

S. 945. Mr. Kefauver; February 14, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes. the establishment of the Admiral David 
Glasgow Farragut Birthplace National Monument. 

S. 946. Mr, Kefauver; February 14, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Permits credit, for purposes of parole, for time served in 
a Federal penal institution under an illegal conviction or 
sentence in the case of a person who is subsequently legally 
convicted and sentenced for the same offense [amending 
U.S. C. 18: 3568]. 

S. 949. Mr. Myers; February 14, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Provides that claiins of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation on notes acquired from insured banks shall 
be subject to all defenses available to such banks; and that 
with respect to obligations or other property acquired by 
said corporation from insured banks, all defenses which 
may be raised against such banks may be raised against 
the corporation. Effective as of August 23, 1935 [amend- 
ing U. 8.

Residence in a foreign state shall not result in loss of 
citizenship of naturalized veterans of World War II, their 
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wives, minor children, of dependent parents [amending

Provides for the adjustment of royalties and like charges 

for the use of inventions for the benefit of or by the United 

States [amending U. 8. C. 35: 89-96]. 

S. 957. Mr. Baldwin; February 14, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Permits dependents of members of the armed forces, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service to 
occupy certain Government housing facilities on a rental 
basis [amending U. 8. C. 37: 111a]. 

S. 958. Mr. Baldwin; February 14, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Patriotic and Charter Commission Act—Establishes the 
United States of America Patriotic and Charter Commis- 
sion as an independent agency to grant Federal charters to 
organizations, advance Americanism, patriotism, etc., 
announce and publicize Federal holidays and celebrations, 
execute proclamations and Executive orders pertaining to 
patriotic activities, etc. 

S. 959. Mr. Tydings; February 14, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes acceptance of decorations tendered to certain 
= by the United Kingdom for services in World War 
5. 


S. 960. Mr. Tydings; February 14, 1949 (Armed Services). 


National Defense Facilities Act of 1949—Provides for 
national defense buildings and other facilities for the Re- 
serve components of the National Military Establishment. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to make contributions 
of Federal funds up to 75 percent of the cost of expansion, 
construction, etc. of facilities for the National Guard and 
Air National Guard.

Federal Property Act of 1949—Integrates and central- 
izes the responsibility for procurement, utilization, and 
disposal of Government property, 
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Transfers to the Federal Works Agency (or to the 
Administrator thereof, as the case may be), from the 
Treasury mopertmans (or the Secretary of the Treasury) 
the Bureau of Federal Supply, the functions of the Director 
of Contract Settlement and the Office of Contract Settle- 
ment, the Contract Settlement Advisory Board and the 
Appeal Board (created by the Contract Settlement Act 
of 1944), and the War Assets Administration, that 
Administration and the office of Administrator thereof 
being abolished. Authorizes the Administrator of the 
Federal Works Agency, in order to provide for the effective 
accomplishment of the functions transferred, etc., to 
reorganize the bureaus and administrations within that 
Agency, and to regroup, transfer and distribute any such 
functions, etc. In general, a uniform system of procure- 
ment is provided for but the Secretary of Defense is 
authorized (unless the President shall otherwise direct) 
to except the National Military Establishment therefrom 
in the interest of national security. Executive agencies 
shall maintain adequate inventory controls and account- 
ability systems. Interagency transfers of excess property 
are provided for. Surplus property disposals may be 
made without regard to the provisions of existing law 
for advertising, until December 31, 1949. The Maritime 
Commission shall dispose of surplus vessels of 1,500 gross 
tons or more, which it determines to be merchant vessels 
or capable of conversion to merchant use. The President 
may, if he deems it advisable, prescribe over-all policies to 
guide the Federal Works Administrator and executive 
agencies in the administration of this act. The Adminis- 
tration shall survey government property and manage- 
ment practices, establish a uniform Federal supply 
catalog system, and prescribe standardized purchase and 
contract forms, procedures, and specifications. Special 
provisions regulate disposal of foreign excess propesty. 

Requires any executive agency, when it begins negoti- 
ations for the disposal of any plant or property which 
cost the Government $1,000,000 or more, to notify the 
Attorney General, who shall advise the agency whether 
the proposed disposition of the property would tend to 
create or maintain a situation inconsistent with the anti- 
trust laws. 

Repeals the Surplus Property Act of 1944 (U. 8. C. 
50 App. 1611-1646) except: (1) sections 13 (a) and (b) 
relating to public benefit allowances to health and educa- 
tional institutions, which are continued in effect until 
December 31, 1949; (2) section 13 (g) relating to the air- 
port program, and section 32 (b) (2) relating to the foreign 
scholarship program, both of which are retained as perma- 
nent legislation, and (3) section 28 suspending a statute of 
limitations.

assistance furnished by this act. The President shall 

rovide assistance on credit terms, allocating funds to the 
ixport-Import Bank of Washington. Authorizes the 
President to issue notes not to exceed $1,500,000,000 for 
purchase by the Secretary of the Treasury for the purpose 
of allocating funds to the Export-Import Bank of Washing- 
ton. Credits made with these func's shall not be considered 
in determining the limitation imposed on outstanding loans 
and guaranties. An account of $500,000,000 shall be 
established for advancing to China such sums as may be 
approved by the National Advisory Council on Interna- 
tional Monetary and Financial Problems, for the purpose 
of stabilizing the Chinese national Currency. $300,000,000 
from the Credits shall be allocated to the Administrator of 
the Economic Cooperation Administration for economic 
assistance to China under the applicable provisions of the 
Economic Cooperation Act of 1948. $700,000,000 from 
the credits shall be allocated to the Secretary of National 
Defense to provide military assistance.

Federal Aid to the Physically Handicapped Act—Creates 
a Federal Commission on Services for the Physically 
Handicapped, headed by an Administrator appointed by 
the President, with the consent of the Senate, at $15,000 a 
year. Transfers to the Commission the functions of the 
Federal Security Administrator relating to vocational 
rehabilitation and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation, 
which Office is abolished. Establishes an advisory Council 
on Affairs of the Handicapped, a Federal Interagency 
Committee on Rehabilitation and Employment of the 
Handicapped, and a National Commission on Employment 
of the Handicapped, and authorizes $250,000 annually 
for the work of the Commission. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for fiscal year 1950 and $5,000,000 
for each of the 5 years thereafter, for establishing and main- 
taining special industries for physically handicapped per- 
sons and authorizes the Commission to make self-liquidat- 
ing loans, out of the foregoing sums, to persons, corpora- 
tions, States, or subdivisions or agencies thereof and to 
limited dividend associate organizations to finance work 
projects for the physically handicapped, primarily for those 
“unfeasible for rehabilitation.” 

Authorizes necessary sums for grants to States for aid 
($60 a month) to those persons who are totally disabled 
and unfeasible for rehabilitation. State plans must con- 
form to certain specifications. 

Authorizes $5,000,000 for fiscal year 1950 and $2,000,000 
annually thereafter for educational grants to local non- 

rofit educational groups (includirig local school boards) 
or unfeasible cases. 


McCarran; February 25, 1949 (Foreign 


Establishes in the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion a Division for the Physically Handicapped to deal 
with problems connected with recruitment, appointment, 
etc., of physically handicapped applicants for employment 
in the Federal civil service.

Authorizes the new Commission to cooperate with Fed- 
eral agencies, and to assist in assigning safety and sanitary 
engineers, in the interest of proper safety and health 
conditions in buildings used by the Federal Government, 
and to cooperate with the American Institute of Architects 
and other groups, etc., with a view to consrruction of 
ramps and railings. 

Requires the Public Health Service, Bureau of Mines, 
and other Federal agencies, to report to the Commission, 
once a month, the names, ete., of those physically disabled 
through accidents or disease in epidemics, disasters, etc. 
Authorizes $10,000,000 to establish the Federal Services 
to Handicapped Revolving Loan Fund to make loans to 
States (at 2-percent interest) for vocational rehabilitation.

The special fund established under the Longshoremen’s 
and Harbor Workers’ Compensation Act to compensate 
for increased disabilities and vocational rehabilitation 
shall also be available to pay benefits where there is default 
in the payment of compensation due to the insolvency of 
the employer or his insurance carrier.

The money arising from the manufacture and sale of 
medals and proof coins shall be reimbursed to the appro- 
priation then current and chargeable for the cost of their 
manufacture and sale, instead of being covered into the 
Treasury [amending U. 8. C. 31: 369). 


S. 1070. Mr. Ellender and others; February 25, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 


Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise 
to serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and 
(2) governmental assistance, where feasible; to enable 
private enterprise to serve still more of the total need; to 
eliminate substandard housing through clearance of slums; 
to provide decent housing for low-income urban and rural 
nonfarm families and decent farm dwellings for farm owners 
lacking means to do so for themselves. Contains specific 
congressional charge to the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency and others to encourage and assist (1) the produc- 
tion of housing of sound standards of design and construc- 
tion, at reduced costs, (2) the use of new and standardized 
methods, materials, and equipment, (3) the development 
of well-planned communities, and (4) the stabilization of 
the housing industry at a high annual volume of residential 
construction. 

Title I—Provides for temporary and long-term Federal 
loans and capital grants to local public ageneies to assist 
communities in eliminating slumps and redeveloping project 
areas by private enterprise. o finance these loans the 
Administrator may issue obligations of $25,000,000 for 
the first year, $225,000,000 for the second year, and 
$250,000,000 for each of the next 3 years, total authoriza- 
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tion not to exceed $1,000,000,000. The Administrator 
may contract to make capital grants totalling $100,000,000 
per year for 5 years, total authorization not to exceed 
$500,000,000. With respect to a project on open unplatted 
land, no grants shall be made, but long-term loans may be 
made for acquisition of land (to be repaid in 40 years) and 
temporary loans may be made for public buildings and 
facilities necessary to support the new uses of the land 
(to be repaid in 10 years). The aggregate of capital 
grants to a local public agency shall not exceed two-thirds 
of the aggregate costs of the projects, the remaining third 
to be covered by local grants-in-aid. 

Title [1—Authorizes Federal contributions for low-rent 
housing of $85,000,000 for the first year, additional 
$55,000,000 in each of the next 3 years and $58,000,000 
for the fifth year (total authorization not to exceed 
$308,000,000 per year) to localities which assume com- 
munity responsibility and initiative in estimating their 
own needs and demonstrating that their needs cannot be 
fully met by private enterprise without Federal aid, 10 
percent of which, for the first 3 years, shall be available 
only for rural nonfarm projects. Provides for preference 
to displaced families and to World War II veterans. 
Federal aid shall be given only where there is a gap of at 
least 20 percent between the upper rental limits for ad- 
mission to the proposed low-rent housing and the lowest 
rents at which private enterprise is providing a substantial 
supply of decent housing. Provides higher room cost 
limitations under the United States Housing Act of $1,750 
a room (now $1,000 and $1,250, depending on size of city) 
and allows an additional limitation of $750 under certain 
emergency conditions. Authorizes Federal aid for the 
rehabilitation of existing dwellings. Makes special pro- 
vision for large families of low income. Authorizes con- 
struction of 135,000 dwelling units per year for 6 years 
beginning July 2, 1949, not to exceed 810,000 units. 
quires local contributions equal to 20 percent of the Fed- 
eral contributions, to be made either in cash or tax- 
exemptions of real and personal property [amending 
U.S. C. 42: 1401-1430]. 

Title I1]—Directs the, Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
Federal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
etc., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing needs [amending Public Law 901 § 301, 80th 
Cong.]. 

Title IV—Provides for Federal aid for farm housing 
through loans by the Secretary of Agriculture, through the 
Farmers Home Administration, to farm owners to provide 
decent dwellings for themselves, their tenants, share 
croppers or laborers. Authorizes secretary to finance such 
loans by issuing obligations (upon security of obligations of 
borrowers) not to exceed $25,000,000 the first year, and 
additional $50,000,000, $75,000,000, oe $100,000,000 dur- 
ing the second, third, and fourth year, respectively. 
Authorizes annual contributions of $500, 0CO with addi- 
tional contributions not to exceed an aggregate of $1,000,- 
000, $1,500,000, and $2,000,000 per annum for the second, 
third, and fourth years, respectively. Authorizes 
$1,000,000 for grants for minor improvements of farm 
buildings, to remove hazards, which amount shall be 
increased by further amounts of $2,500,000, $4,000,000, 
and $5,000,000 in the second, third, and fourth years, 
respectively, in addition to the loan and contribution 
program. Contains preference for veterans of all wars 
and families of deceased servicemen. 

Title V—Authorizes Administrator to appoint advisory 
committees and a Deputy, and directs inclusion of Secre- 
tary of Labor in the membership of the National Housing 
Council in the Housing and Home Finance Agency. 
Directs the Director of the Census to take a census of 
housing in each State in 1950 and decennially thereafter, 
as a part of the population inquiry of the decennial census.

Makes necessary technical amendments to and repeals of 
other statutes.

Provides that membership in a Reserve component at 
the time of reaching the age of 60 shall not be necessary in 
order to be eligible for retirement benefits [amending 
Public Law 810, 80th Cong.].

Amends the United Nations participation Act of 1945 
principally as follows: (1) Establishes new position of 
deputy representative of the United States to the United 
Nations; (2) provides that the representative and deputy 
representative shall have the rank and status of ambassador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, and designates them as 
the principal representatives in the Security Council, with 
authority to serve ex officio as United States representative 
on any organ, commission, or body of the United Nations 
except the specialized agencies; (3) authorizes appoint- 
ment of an additional deputy representative of the United 
States in the Security Council and provides that he shall 
serve in the Security Council in event of the absence or 
disability of the representative and his chief deputy repre-

(5) permits designation by the President, without the 
advice and consent of the Senate, of any officer of the 
United States to act in either of these councils for a speci- 
fied session in event the position is vacant or in the absence 
or disability of the regular representative; (6) authorizes 
the President to designate any departmental officer of the 
Department of State, whose appointment is subject to 
confirmation by the Senate, to serve for temporary periods 
as the representative of the United States in the Security 
Council in the absence or disability of the representative 
and deputy representative or in lieu of such representa- 
tives in connection with a specified subject matter; (7) 
authorizes the President, when he finds it consistent with 
the national interest, to authorize (1) the detail of per- 
sonnel of the armed forces of the United States to the 
United Nations to serve in a noncombatant capacity (2) 
the furnishing to the United Nations in connection with 
any authorized activity of supplies, equipment, or other 
assistances. The President may waive reimbursement 
from the United Nations [amending 59 Stat. 619].

International Claims Settlement Act of 1949—Estab- 
lishes in the Department of State the International Claims 
Commission of the United States and confers upon it juris- 
diction to adjudicate and render final decisions with re- 
spect to claims of the Government and of nationals of the 
United States included within the terms of the Yugoslav 
claims agreement of 1948, or any claims agreement here- 
after concluded (exclusive of governments against which 
the United States declared war during World War IT) 
similarly providing for the settlement of claims of the 
Government and nationals of the United States against a 
foreign government, arising out of the nationalization or 
other taking of property, by the agreement of the Govern- 
ment of the United States to accept from that government 
a sum in en bloc settlement. In the decision of claims the 
Commission shall apply the following in the following 
order: (1) The provisions of the applicable claims agree- 


ment, and (2) the applicable principles of international 
law, justice, and equity.

The action of the Commission on any claim wnder this 
act shall be final and conclusive on all questions of law and 
fact and not subject to review by any official, agency, or 
court by mandamus or otherwise.

Compensation to air carriers for carrying mail shall (1) 
be expressed and paid in cents per pound-mile of mail 
actually carried, (2) represent a reasonable payment for 
services actually rendered, (3) take into consideration the 
standards required of air carriers, and (4) be approved by 
the Postmaster General. Authorizes subsidies for essen- 
tial aircraft operation when necessary, the amount to be

(Agriculture and Forestry). 

Amends the act providing for cooperative agriculture 
extension work [38 Stat. 372] to provide that no payment 
shall be made to a State after June 30, 1949, except on a 
matching basis and specifically prohibits the matching of 
Federal funds by funds obtained from other than public 
sources. No funds shall be paid to any State or agency 
in which employees perform certain nongovernmental 
functions. No funds shall be paid to any State or agency 
after June 30, 1949, until regulations have been promul- 
gated and are being strictly enforced applying the pro- 
visions of the Hatch Act to all State extension service 
workers. 


S. 1084. Messrs. Baldwin and McGrath; February 21, 
1949 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Gold Star Wives of America, 
S. 1085. Mr. Stennis; February 25, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes $150,000,000 for grants by the Federal Works 
Administrator to local school-districts overburdened with 
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war-incurred, or postwar national defense-incurred enroll- 
ments, “or by Federal activity in such district.” Pre- 
scribes terms and conditions of grants, for construction of 
school facilities by the school districts including the follow- 
ing: (1) specifications shall be approved by state and local 
law; (2) the prevailing rate of wages in that locality shall 
be paid; (3) there shall be no discrimination in employment 
of persons for work on the project; (4) no convict labor 
shall be employed; (5) open competitive bidding shall be 
followed. 

Prescribes conditions under which the administrator 
may construct needed school facilities and make them 
available to school] districts. 

The grant for any project shall be equal to 50 percent of 
the cost of the project. No Federal agency or offices shall 
exercise any control over the educational policies of any 
State or school district.

Forestry). 


Includes filberts in provisions of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act relating to marketing agreements and orders, 
{amending U. 8. C. 7: 608 (c) (2), (6)]. 


S. 1090. Messrs. McFarland and Johnson of Colorado; 
February 25, 1949 (Finance). 


Amends the National Service Life Insurance Act prin- 
cipally as follows: (1) Extends to January 1, 1952 (now 
January 1, 1950) the time during which the Administrator 
shall not deny the good health of an applicant for insurance 
because of service-incurred disability, less than total in 
degree, and for which compensation is payable if 10 
percent or more in degree, (2) increases to $10,000 (now 
$5,000) the amount of insurance granted under provisions 
respecting automatic coverage, (3) makes parents of 
deceased veterans under said provisions eligible as bene- 
ficiaries regardless of dependency, and limits coverage 
respecting time to disability or death occurring on or 
after October 8, 1940, and before April 20, 1942, or within 
120 days after entrance into the service and prior to 
September 3, 1945, (4) deletes requirement that applica- 
tion for benefits be filed within 5 years, (5) provides for 
payment to the estate of the insured of the commuted 
value of remaining unpaid insurance in the absence of 
survivors, and (6) provides that an assignment of an 
interest in an annuity shall be payable in one sum in an 
amount equal to the face value of the insurance assigned 
less amounts paid to prior beneficiaries, etc., or at the 
option of the assignee in equal monthly installments in 
such multiples of 12 as the assignee may elect. 


S. 1092. Mr. Pepper and others; February 25, 1949 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


Industrialization of Underdeveloped Areas Act of 
1949—Authorizes necessary sums to the Departments of 
Agriculture, Commerce, Interior, and Labor to aid the 
expansion of established, and the development of new, 
private enterprise and employment in regions or areas 
of the United States without adequate industrialization, 
by: (1) providing technical aid and assistance; (2) pre- 
paring and distributing technical and economic informa- 
tion; (3) giving advice as to financing; (4) cooperating with 
public utilities, transportation systems, etc., in providing 
for improving or enlarging their facilities, and (5) using 
all appropriate means to encourage maximum expansion 
in private employment and private enterprise. The 
appropriations shall be available for transfer to other 
Federal agencies and for grants-in-aid to States or political 
subdivisions, to municipal or other local governmental 
institutions, to land-grant colleges, and universities, col- 
leges, and schools of business, engineering commerce, and 
agriculture; they shall not be used for the establishment of 
any publicly owned commercial enterprise. 
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S. 1093. Messrs. Pepper and Murray; February 25, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 


Export Insurance Act of 1949—Authorizes $300,000 to 
establish within the Export-Import Bank a Foreign Trade 
Insurance Division to engage in export insurance and 
reinsurance. The Insurance Division shall have a capital 
stock of $100,000,000, subscribed by the United States. 
For the purpose of making payments the Secretary of the 
Treasury may use proceeds of securities issued under the 
Second Liberty Bond Act. Such insurance coverage may 
extend to 90 percent of the contract price except that 
where the risk is out of control of the buyer or seller 100 
percent coverage is authorized. Total insurance liability 
outstanding at any one time is limited to $500,000,000. 
Regional or district, representatives shall be maintained 
by the bank to advise exporters on its policies and practices. 
The Insurance Division manager shall consult with an 
advisory committee representing various types of ex- 
porters, etc., in establishing policies and programs. 


S. 1094. Mr. O’Conor; February 25, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the United States Fish and Wildlife Service to 
undertake a continuing study of shad of the Atlantic coast. 


S. 1095. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 25, 1949 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Federal Traffic Bureau Act—Establishes a Federal 
Traffic Bureau headed by a Director appointed by the 
President, with the consent of the Senate to serve during 
good behavior, at $12,000 a year, and transfers to the 
new Bureau all powers, duties, etc., of all Government 
agencies with respect to the transportation of Government 
shipments. 


S. 1098. Mr. Martin; February 28, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Directs issuance of a special series of 3-cent postage 
stamps in commemoration of the ninetieth anniversay of 
the beginning of the petroleum industry in the United 
States. 


S. 1099. Mr. Martin; February 28, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes flood-control works in the Allegheny River 
Basin, Pennsylvania. 


S. 1100. Mr. Thye; February 28, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes payment of $100 to each member of the 
Red Lake Band of Chippewa Indians from the proceeds 
of the sale of timber and lumber on the Red Lake Reser- 
vation. 


S. 1102. Mr. Murray; February 28, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the War Claims Act (Public Law 896, 80th 
Cong.) by extending provisions of § 6a (compensation for 
prisoners of war) to members of the armed forces who went 
into hiding to avoid capture. 


S. 1103. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina and Mr. Langer; 
February 28, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Prescribes a new formula of permanent postal rates for 
first-, second-, third-, and fourth-class mail matter, special 
delivery money orders, postal rates, registered mail, 
receipts for delivery of registered mail, fees for insured 
mail, and fees for collect-on-delivery mail effecting num- 
erous increases. The 3-cent letter rate is retained; the 
rate on post cards is to be 2 cents. 


S. 1104. Mr. Holland; February 28, 1949 (Public Works). 


Amends the River and Harbor Act of 1948 (Public Law 
858, 80th Congress) to provide for reports by the Chief 
of Engineers with respect to national defense values of 
river, harbor, and waterway improvements. 


S. 1105. Mr. Malone; February 28, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Repeals provision (60 Stat. 633), authorizing the estab- 
lishment of an international animal quaratinne station on 
Swan Island. 


S. 1106. Mr. Lodge; February 28, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Medical Aid Act of 1949—Authorizes Federal aid to the 
States on a 50-50 basis in providing certain medical services 
and medicines which, because of their high costs are not 
used in many cases in which their use is desirable. 


S. 1107. Mr. Kefauver; February 28, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides for awarding of certain decorations which were 
recommended for persons serving as members of a Reserve 
component of the Army in World War II, and now 
separated from the service. 


S. 1109. Mr. Kefauver; February 28, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the establishment of the Admiral David 
Glasgow Farragut Birthplace National Monument. 


S. 1113. Mr. McCarran; February 28, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Provides procedure for the appointment of committees 
to conserve the assets of persons in the District of Columbia 
of advanced age, mental weakness, or physical incapacity. 


S. 1114, Mr. Kilgore; February 28, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Creates a Federal Youth Correction Board, composed of 
three members, one the Director of the Bureau of Prisons, 
the other two to be appointed by the President. The Board 
shall lay down general treatment and correctional policies 
for youth offenders (i. e., offenders who are under 24 years 
of age at the time of conviction). The Attorney General 
shall appoint a chief parole officer who shall administer the 
parole system and the supervision of youth offenders on 
conditional release. 

A court may, upon conviction of a youth offender of an 
offense punishable by imprisonment, in lieu of such pen- 
alty, commit the offender to the Board for treatment and 
supervision until discharged by the Board, or may, if he 
does not need treatment, suspend his sentence and place 
him on probation. 

Offenders committed to the Board shall undergo treat- 
ment in institutions of maximum, medium, or minimum 
security types, including training schools, hospitals, farms, 
forestry and other camps, etc.; insofar as practical they 
shall be segregated from other offenders. Every offender 
committed to the Board shall first be sent to a classification 
center, where a study of his background, etc., shall be made, 
and a report and recommendation sent to the Board, 
whereupon the Board shall make an order (1) permitting 
the offender to remain at liberty conditionally under super- 
vision; or (2) direct his transfer to a designated type of 
agency or institution for treatment; or (3) order him con- 
fined under conditions best designed for the protection of 
the public. The Board may at any time release condition- 
ally under supervision a youth offender committed to it 
and may discharge him unconditionally after 1 year from 
his conditional release; it must release him conditionally 4 
years after his conviction and discharge him uncondition- 
ally 6 years after his conviction. 


S. 1115. Mr. Anderson and others; February 28, 1949 
(Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes necessary sums to the United States section, 
international Boundary and Water Commission, United 
States and Mexico, for the construction, operation and 
maintenance of the western land boundary fence project, 
the total construction cost not to exceed $3,500,000. Pro- 
vides for the purchase of necessary property and for the 
transfer to the United States section, by any Federal 
agency, of equipment, supplies, etc., and of any existing 
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fences along the United States-Mexican boundary which 
may be under the jurisdiction of such agency, and for 
expenditures for reconstruction, etc., of any fences that are 
so transferred. Rights-of-way, etc., acquired from States 
or other public agencies are subject to conditions required 
by State or municipal law. 


S. 1116. Mr. Williams and others; February 28, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Grants travel and subsistence allowances to next of kin 
attending group burials of remains of known individuals 
returned to the United States for interment. 


S. 1117. Mr. McCarran; February 28, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides for a rare and precious metals experiment sta- 
tion at Reno, Mev. 


S. 1118. Mr. Wiley; February 28, 1949 (Finance). 


In order to encourage the prevention of stream pollution, 
amounts paid for plants for the treatment of industrial 
waste may be deducted in computing netincome. Effective 
from December 31, 1948 to January 1, 1955. 


S. 1119. Mr. Jenner; February 28, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes settlement for losses in pay sustained by 
commissioned officers of the armed services for the period 
July 1, 1932 to June 30, 1934 under the emergency economy 
legislation [47 Stat. 403]. 


S. 1120. Mr. Morse; February 28, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Amends the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946 
{U. 8. C. 2:31 (a)] to require an accounting for the expense 
allowance payable to each Senator, Representative, Dele- 
gate, and the Resident Commissioner from Puerto Rico. 


S. 1121. Mr. McGrath; February 28, 1949 (Finance). 

Social Security Act Amendment of 1949—Provides serv- 
ice credit of $160 per month for veterans of World War II 
for the purposes of old-age and survivors insurance under 
the Social Security Act [amending 60 Stat. 978]. 


S. 1122. Mr. McGrath; February 28, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Confers jurisdiction on the juvenile court, and outlines 
procedure to establish paternity, and provides for support 
of a child born out of wedlock in the District of Columbia. 
Repeals conflicting provisions of law. The juvenile 
court is given concurrent jurisdiction with the Digtrict 
Court in non support cases.

301, 305) relating to the notice to be given upon a petition 
for probate of a will, and to the probate of such will. 


S. 1128. Mr. McGrath (by request); February 28, 1949

Increases from $2 to $5 the annual registration fee for 


ractitioners of podiatry in the District of Columbia 
eonaaiiiae D. C. C. 2: 710). 


S. 1129. Mr. McGrath (by request); February 28, 1949

Amends provision relating to annulment and divorce 
proceedings in the District of Columbia (D. C. C. 16: 416) 
to conform to the nomenclature and practice prescribed 
by the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure.

Introduces the following changes in the Panama Canal 
Zone Code: 

Employees of the Panama Canal or Panama Railroad 
Con pany may designate beneficiaries and the order of 

recedence, for leave payment upon death [adding title 2, 

84, to the Canal Zone Code]. 

The President is given continuing authority to make 
regulations relative to alcoholic beverages and a penalty 
for violating such regulations is provided [adding title 2,

S. 1147. Mr. Tobey; March 1, 1949 (Public Works). 


Designates the West Peterborough Reservoir 
(near Peterborough, New Hainpshire) as the 
MacDowell Dam. 


S. 1148. Mr. Magnuson; March 1, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Specified that flight training courses which the veteran 
certifies are in connection with his present or contemplated 
business or occupation shall not be considered avocational 
or recreational {amending Public Law 862, 80th Cong.].

S. 1150. Messrs. McCarthy, Magnuson and Taft; March 
1, 1949 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Establishes procedures by which the Veterans’ Admin- 
istrator may assure veterans full educational and training 
opportunities commensurate with the tuition charges by 
educational and training institutions [amending Veterans 
Regulation 1 (a), pt. VIII). 


S. 1151. Mr. Bricker; March 2, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides for issuance by Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation (within 2 years after enactment) 
of capital stock to institutions which it insures in shares 
of $1,000 par value. Provides for amounts to be held by 
institutions and for return of stock to Corporation in 
event of liquidation. Authorizes Corporation to borrow 
from the Treasury not more than $750,000,000 for insur- 
ance purposes.

Amends the act authorizing the Secretary of the Army 
to sell part of Santa Rosa Island, Fla., to Okaloosa County, 
Fla. [Public Law 885, 80th Cong.] to provide that the 
restrictions placed upon the use of the property in the 
deed of conveyance shall be taken into account in deter- 
mining the fair value of the property. 


S. 1160. Mr. Murray and others; March 2, 1949 (Public 
Works). 

Missouri Valley Authority Act—Creates a Missouri 
Valley Authority (Corporation), headed by a board of five 
directors appointed by the President with the consent of 
the Senate, at $20,000 a year, to acquire, construct, and 
operate projects in the Missouri Valley region in the interest 
of flood control, navigability, reclamation, irrigation, 
hydroelectric power and of recreational advantages. The 
Corporation shall report to the President and to each 
House of Congress while it is in sessfon, not later than 2 
years after this enactment, recommendations for the unified 
development of the Missouri Valley region, and if not 
affirmatively disapproved by concurrent resolution within 
90 days the recommendations shall be deemed effective. 
Control and operation of Fort Peck Dam is transferred to 
the Corporation, and control of any dam or water-control 
er in the Missouri Valley may be transferred by the 

resident to the Corporation. Federally-owned and pub- 
lic-domain lands benefited hereunder shall be divided into 
farm units, the purchasers of which shall contract for repay- 
ment of construction costs allocated to irrigation purposes. 
Veterans shall have preference in the sale of land by the 
Corporation. In disposing of electric energy and of the 
water that is stored, preference shall be given to States and 
political subdivisions, cooperatives, and nonprofit organiza- 
tions, although sales may be made to private agencies and 

ersons. Electric energy may be sold directly to farms and 
in rural communities which are inadequately serviced 
therewith at reasonable rates, after the Corporation has 
attempted to sell through Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration cooperatives. Payments shall be made to States 
to compensate them for tax revenues lost through Corpora- 
tion holdings. Any invention or discovery made by virtue 


of or incidental to service to the Corporation by an em- 
ployee of the Government of the United States or of the 
Corporation, together with any patents granted thereon, 
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shall be the exclusive property of the Corporation, which 
may grant licenses thereunder and may make payments to 
the inventor from the income from the sale of licenses. 


8S. 1162. Mr. Kilgore; March 2, 1949 (Finance). 


Removes the 2-year limitation within which application 
must be made for lump-sum death payments under 
Federal Old-age and Survivors’ Insurance [repealing 
U. 8. C. 42: 402 (g)]. 

S. 1163. Mr. Myers; March 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Immigration Act by redefining the term 
“nonquota immigrant” to (a) include an immigrant who is 
the mother or father of a citizen of the United States, and 
(b) base eligibility, respecting husbands of citizens, on 
marriage occurring prior to January 1, 1948 (now July 1, 
1932). Deletes provision giving preference within quotas

Excepts the Panama Railroad Company from the Fed- 
eral Tort Claims Act [amending U. 8. C. 28: 2680]. 


S. 1170. Mr. O’Mahoney (by request); March 3, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for a Resident Commission from the Virgin 
Islands who shall be elected for a 2-year term; requires 
that he shall be: (1) a citizen of United States, (2) 25 years 
old, (3) able to read and write English; allows him $500 
as mileage for each session of Congress and certain privi- 
leges (including retirement, but not including the right to 
vote in the House), and provides for his membership on the 
House committees on Agriculture, Armed Services, and 
Public Lands jamending Public Law 601, 79th Congress;

Authorizes the attendance of the Marine Band at the 
reunion of the Confederate Veterans at Little Rock, Ark., 
September 27-29, 1949. 

S. 1181. Mr. Tydings; March 4, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes appointment of officers on the active list of 
the Philippine Scouts in the Regular Army. 


S. 1183. Mr. Ecton; March 4, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Provides basic authority for exercise of certain functions 
of the Forest Service, and for use of certain appropriations,

S. 1194. Messrs. Mundt and Johnston of South Carolina;

Subversive Activities Control Act, 1949—Makes it 
unlawful to conspire to perform any act which would aid

Authorizes survey of Gleason Creek, Nev., for flood 
control and other purposes. 


S. 1204. Mrs. Smith of Maine; March 8, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Authorizes lump-sum payments to Air Force Reserve 
officers or former Air Corps Reserve officers who are or 
were selected for commission in the Regular Army, or 
regular Air Force, or who were transferred to the inactive 
Reserve and then called to active duty in the Air Corps 
($500 for each year’s service as Air Corps officer). Pro- 
vides for payment to beneficiaries in the event of the death 
of such officer.

price. The tax applies to retail sales of tangible personal 
property, restaurant meals, hotel rooms, advertising (in- 
cluding radio and television), gas, electricity, etc. (except 
when used in manufacturing). Exemptions include: sales 
to United States or District, sales to a State or one of its 
political subdivisions granting reciprocal exemptions, sales 
to asemi public institution, food for off-premises consump- 
tion, motor vehicle fuels, tickets for admission, transpor- 
tation and communication service, sales to a utility or 
public service company for use or consumption, sales of 
newspapers, agricultural items (livestock, poultry, etc.), 
sales of food on trains, ete., motor vehicles, professional 
and personal services. 

Title II: Imposes a compensatory use tax, the rate to 
be the same as that of the sales tax. 

Title III: Levies an excise tax for the issuance of a 
certificate of title for a motor vehicle (2 percent of value). 

Title IV: Amends inco ne tax provisions of District 
of Columbia Revenue and Franchise Act of 1947 to: (1) 
redefine ‘‘resident” as all those domiciled in the District 


and all who maintain a residence therein for 7 months of 
the year except elective officers of the United States and 
members of their staff who are bona fide residents of the 
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State of such elective officers, and officers of the executive 
branch appointed by the President, unless he is domiciled 
in the District on the last day of the taxable year; (2) 
reduce the exemption of unincorporated businesses from 
$10,000 to $5,000 and limit aggregate amount which may 
be deducted by unincorporated businesses for salaries to 
not more than 20 percent of the net income of such busi- 
nesses after allowed deductions have been taken; (3) in- 
clude the rental of real or personal property as trade or 
business subject to tax on unincorporated business; and 
(4) provide exe:nptions: for individuals, $5,000 for each 
taxpayer, $500 for each dependent, including spouse. The 
rate is 14% percent on the first $5,000, 2 percent on the next 
$5,000, 2% percent on the next $5,000 and 3 percent on 
income in excess of $15,000. 


S. 1207. Mr. McCarthy; March 8, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Amends provisions relating to timber operations on the 
Menominee Indian Reservation in Wisconsin to authorize 
cutting of additional dead, diseased, and/or blown-down 
timber during the next three years [amending 35 Stat.

Makes miscellaneous amendments to the Economic

(5) reduction from $15,000,000 to $10,000,000 the limit of 
guaranties in informational enterprises; (6) reduces the 
flour-wheat ratio to 15 percent (now 25); (7) provision 
prohibiting use of funds for the purchase in bulk of com- 
modities (other than commodities procured by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation pursuant to price-support pro- 
grains) at prices higher than the prevailing domestic levels; 
and (8) changes the phrase ‘‘at market rates’ as used in 
provisions relating to transportation of goods in American 
vessels so as to require the use of United States-flag vesscls 
if they are available, even though at higher rates. 


S. 1211. Mr. Gurney and others; March 9, 1949 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Grants consent of Congress to the Cheyenne River 
compact between South Dakota and Wyoming. 


8S. 1215. Mr. McCarran; March 9, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes survey of Martin Creek, Nev., for flood 
control and other purposes. 


S. 1216. Mr. Pepper; March 9, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Authorizes sums ranging from $6,000,000 for the fiscal 
year 1950 to $16,000,000 for the fiscal year 1955 for aid to 
the States for public kindergarten and nursery school 
education. The initial apportionment to any State shall 
be determined by: (1) multiplying the number of children 
aged 4 and 5 in a State times the need for assistance in the 
State as indicated by the relation of the per capita income 
in the United States to that of the State; (2) dividing this 
index by the sum of the indices for all States; and (3) mul- 
tiplying the figure thus obtained times the total funds to be 
apportioned. Sums allotted to a State which remain unen- 
cumbered at the end of the year shall remain available for 


the next fiscal year only. The Commissioner of Education 
shall compute the amount due each State and shall pre- 
scribe plans for keeping accounts of expenditures of the 
funds. One percent of the authorized sums shall be avail- 
able to the United States Office of Education for adminis- 
tration of this act and for making and publishing research 
studies basic to the improvement of programs in nursery 
and kindergarten education. Provision is made for equi- 
table apportionment to schools maintained for minority 
races. 
S. 1218. Mr. Tydings; March 10, 1949 (Public Works). 
Provides for a preliminary examination for the construc- 
tion of a channel from the yacht basin at Havre de Grace, 
Maryland, to connect with the Oakington Channel. 


S. 1219. Mr. Tydings; March 10, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Releases certain rights of the United States to certain 
lands in Charleston, South Carolina. 


S. 1223. Messrs. Mundt and Gurney; March 11, 1949 
(Armed Services). 
Provides for acquisition of domestically produced man- 
ganese ores essential to the manufacture of supplies and 
materials for the armed forces in time of emergency. 


S. 1225. Mr. Taylor; March 11, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Amends 26 Stat. 215 (relating to the admission of the 
State of Idaho into the union) by increasing the period for 
which leases may be made of public lands granted to the 
State by that act for educational purposes. 


S. 1226. Mr. Langer; March 11, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Amends the Displaced Persons Act of 1948 (Public Law 
774, 80th Congress) to include within the immigration 
quotas for Germany and Austria certain persons of Ger- 
man ethnic origin who were born in the Soviet Union. 


S. 1229. Mr. Kefauver; March 11, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Amends section 8 of the Civil Service Retirement Act 
(Public Law 426, 80th Congress) to permit persons who 
were separated from the service subsequent to January 23, 
1942, to forfeit their rights to retirement annuities and 
to obtain in lieu thereof returns of their contributions 
with interest. 

S. 1230. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 11, 
1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 

Provides for longevity pay for postmasters for con- 
tinuous service rendered after July 1, 1945; 5 pereent 
or $100 a year (whichever is less) in addition to base pay 
for each year of service not exceeding 10 years, and an 
additional 5 percent or $100, whichever is less, upon the 
completion of every 10-year period of service thereafter 
(no credit after 30 years’ service). 


S. 1231. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 11, 
1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 
Repeals provision which limits the amount that may

Increases equipment maintenance payments to carriers 
in the Rural Delivery Service to nine cents per mile

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act to provide

Authorizes $1,000,000 for creation and equipment, and 
$500,000 annually for maintenance and operation, of an 
experiment station in or near Marietta, Ohio, for research 
on production, refining, etc., of petroleum and natural 
gas. 


S. 1239. Mr. O’Mahoney, March 11, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the return by the organizations concerned 
of rehabilitation and betterment costs of Federal reclama- 
tion projects. 


S. 1241. Mr. Byrd; March 11, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 

Directs issuance of a special series of 3-cent postage 
stamps in commemoration of the two-hundred-and-fiftieth 
anniversary of the establishment of the Huguenot colony 
in Virginia. 

S. 1243. Messers. McGrath and Green; March 11, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes $6,000,000 for fiscal year 1950 for grants by 
the Federal Works Administrator to local school agencies 
overburdened with war-incurred or national-defense- 
incurred school enrollments, to be used for the operation 
and maintenance of schoo) facilities. 


S. 1244. Mr. Langer; March 11, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the reimbursement of certain employees of 
the Bureau of Prisons who were required to work during 
the period March 3, 1931, to May 1, 1943, in excess of 4 
hours on Saturdays without being allowed compensatory 
time off. 


S. 1245. Mr. Langer; March 11, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Provides for payment, under the United States Em- 
ployees’ Compensation Act, of a death benefit of $10,000 
to survivors of a prison employee or an employee in any 
other class whose duties may be determined by the Presi- 
dent to be extremely hazardous in nature, and for payment 
of burial expenses, if such employee is killed in line of duty. 


S. 1246. Mr. Langer; March 11, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Postmasters at the four higher salary grades of the fourth 
class shall receive annual allowances (ranging from $240 
to $510) to cover the cost of clerical services, subject to 
modification (not to exceed 25 percent reduction) by the 
Postmaster General.

vide sale and rental housing to association members and 
veteran nonmembers.

Such loans shall bear interest at 
4 percent plus an amount equivalent to the premium 
charge on WHA loans under section 213 or 207 of the 
National Housing Act. Extends mortgage insurance 
provisions of Title II of the National Housing Act to 
cooperative housing; mortgages accepted for insurance 
shall mature within 40 years and shal] bear interest 
(exclusive of premium charge) at not to exceed 4 percent, 

The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to charter 
nonprofit cooperative farm home ownership associations 
to provide sale and rental housing (including appropriate 
farm buildings) for farm owners, tenants, sharecroppers, 
and farm laborers. The Secretary may make loans of not 
to exceed $2,500,000 to any one association; such loans 
shall bear interest at a rate equivalent to the cost of money 
to the Federal Government, and shall have a maturity of 
not over 40 years. Development loans are authorized in 
an amount not to exceed 3 percent of the ultimate project 
cost, at 3 percent interest, and payable upon receipt of the 
principal loan. The Secretary is authorized to pay annual 
operating subsidies to associations of not to exceed the 
total amount of the annual income deficiency of occupants 
as defined in the act. The Secretary may charter coop- 
erative farm labor camp associations and make loans of 
not to exceed $300,000 to any one association. Repeals 
provisions requiring liquidation of farm labor camps now 
owned by the Federal Government. 


S. 1250. Mr. Connally (by request); March 16, 1949 
(Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes continuance of the Institute of Inter-Ameri- 
ean Affairs until June 30, 1955 (now would expire August 
7, 1950), and increases appropriations therefor by $35,-

S. 1251. Mr. Cain; March 16, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes construction of flood-control works on the 
Yakima River and tributaries. 


S. 1252. Mr. Myers; March 16, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims to consider 
claims arising out of the payment of a differential rate of 
import duties imposed upon bitters under the tariff act of 
1922. 


S. 1253. Mr. Cordon; March 16, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Associations shall operate on a nonprofit 


Provides 6 months’ retirement pay to widows of retired 
Lighthouse Service employees who died while they were 
receiving or were entitled to receive retirement pay. 


S. 1254. Mr. Hill and others; March 16, 1949 (Agriculture 
and Forestry).

Authorizes conveyance to California of easements for 
construction and maintenance of a toll highway crossing 
in the vicinity of San Francisco Bay.

Creates within the Post Office Department a Division 
of Highway, Railway, and Air Mail Services.

officer or suspected of, charged with, or convicted of the 
commission of any criminal offense, with the purpose or 
consequence of preventing the apprehension or trial, or 
punishment by law, of such person, or of imposing a 

unishment not authorized by law, shall constitute 
ynching. The maximum penalty for aiding or com- 
mitting a lynching is $10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ im- 

risonment. A State or local officer failing through neg- 
ect, etc., to prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or 
rosecute any member of a lynching mob, shall be pun- 
ished by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years’ imprisonment. Any 





governmental subdivision failing, through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, or a seizure and abduction followed 
elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 to 
$10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil action by the 
claimant or by the United States in his behalf. The 
interstate transportation of persons with a view to lynching 
is made subject to the penalties provided in the Lindbergh 
kidnaping law (i. e., death or punishment).

in case of failure to approve the State may appeal to the 
United States court of appeals. 

In any State where the law will not permit a disburse- 
ment of funds to nonpublic schools, the Federal Security 
Administrator shall withhold a proportionate amount of 
funds and make direct provision for children attending 
such schools, subject to the same conditions required with 
respect to funds for children attending public schools. 
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A just and equitable basis for provision of health serv- 
ices in a State which maintains separate public schools for 
minority races means a basis which provides the same 
health services provided for children in other public 
schools in the State.

Mr. McCarran; April 11, 1949 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 

Provides for appointment of an additional judge for the 
juvenile court of the District of Columbia. Abolishes the 


position of the present judge when a vacancy shall occur

National Health Act of 1949—Declares the purpose of 
the Congress is to centralize health functions in the Federal 
Government, to correct inadequacies in medical services 
in the United States by aid to the States, and to make a 
study of present training facilities for medical personnel. 

Title I: Appropriates necessary sums for administration. 
Creates the National Health Agency in the executive 
branch of the Government with an Administrator (licensed 
to practice medicine) appointed at $15,000 per year by 
the President with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
The agency shall be composed of (1) the office of the Ad- 
ministrator, (2) the Public Health Service, (3) the Office 
of Medical, Dental, and Hospital] Services (with a director 
licensed to practice medicine), (4) the Office of Maternal 
and Child Health, (5) the Food and Drug Administration, 
and (6) such other constituted units as the Administrator 
finds necessary. 

Title II: Authorizes $5,000,000 to survey the need for 
medical, hospital, and dental services in an amount to 
each State up to 50 per centum of the cost of the survey. 
Appropriates $150,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1949, $200,000,000 for 1951, and $300,000,000 for the 
3 years thereafter for States which have submitted ap- 
proved plans. After the first 5 years Congress shall review 
the program. To be approved a State plan must (1) set 
up a State health agency to administer the program; (2) 
maintain personnel administration on a merit basis; (3) 
designate a State advisory couacil; and (4) set up a program 
designed to provide within 5 years (a) medical, dental, and 
hospital services to persons unable to bear the full cost 
thereof, (b) voluntary insurance plans operated not for 
profit, (c) general diagnostic facilities, and (d) povawane 
and dentists for sparsely populated areas. The State may 
provide care at its option in institutions, in the home, or in 
physicians’ or dentists’ offices; partial payments may be 
made on behalf of partially needy persons. Each proposed 
plan shall describe the financial contribution to be made by 
the State for the first 5 years of operations, shall make use 
of existing services, and shall be subject to reviews and 
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modification by the Director of Medical, Dental, and 
Hospital Services and by the National Medical and Dental 
Care Council (consists of a chairman and 12 members 
appointed by the National Health Administrator). 

he allotment to each State is to be determined by a 
formula based on per capita income and population. The 
State contribution shall be enough to carry out the State 
plan when added to the Federal allotment. Any non- 
compliance by a State will result in its being suspended 
from eligibility for Federal aid by the director, subject 
to review of the United States Court of Appeals if the 
findings of fact are substantially contrary to the weight 
of the evidence. 

Title III: Authorizes $35,000,000 and necessary ad- 
ministration expenses for each fiscal year beginning with 
the year ending June 30, 1950, to aid the States in making 
more adequate provision for health of school children 
through the development of school health services for the 
prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of mental and physi- 
cal conditions. The allotment to each State shall be 
based on the number of school children between 5 and 
17 years of age and on relative per capita income within 
the State. The Director of Medical, Dental, and Hospital 
Services shall promulgate each State’s allotment percentage 
biennially. 

To become eligible for aid each State must submit a 
plan setting forth a school health program (1) providing 
for the expenditure of State funds in an amount not less 
than the State percentage as set forth in the act (between 
25 percent and 50 percent of the total sum to be expended 
in the State), (2) providing that the State shall utilize 
all existing services and shall cooperate with a to-be-cre- 
ated State advisory committee with respect to the opera- 
tion of the plan, and (3) providing from time to time de- 
tailed audits. The director shall approve all State plans; 
in case of failure to approve, the State may appeal to the 
United States Court of Appeals. 

In any State where the law will not permit a disburse- 
ment of funds to nonpublic schools, the director shall 
withhold a proportionate amount of funds and make 
direct provision for children attending such schools, 
subject to the same conditions required with respect to 
funds for children attending public schools. 

Title IV: Amends the Public Health Service Act as 
follows: The amount authorized for construction of hospi- 
tals, etc., is increased to $150,000,000 fur the fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1950 and 1951 (now $75,000,000) and is 
extended through June 30, 1955 (now 1951); the amount 
of Federal aid (now 33% percent) is based on per capita 
income and population; a research program under the 
Surgeon General is instituted to study utilization of 
hospital facilities [amending U. 8.

{amending U. 8. C. 42: 246). 

Title VI: Sets up and provides necessary appropriation 
for a 16-man commission on manpower in the health 
professions to study and report to Congress on needs and 
training methods of health personnel. Authorizes nec- 
essary moneys for 1950, 1951, and 1952, to enable the 
National Health Administrator to assist established 


medical training centers as follows: $500 per student per 
year up to the total of average past enrollment and $750 
for each student in excess of average past enrollment.

S. 1661. Messrs. Myers and Lucas; April 20, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Directs issuance of a special series of 3-cent postage 
stamps in honor of the coal miners and coal industry of 
America, 

S. 1662. Mr. Fulbright; April 21, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Provides for the taking over by the United States Gov- 
ernment of the Confederate cemetery at Fayetteville, Ark. 


S. 1664. Mr. Maybank; April 21, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Permits national banks to deal in and underwrite up to 
10 percent of the amount of their capital stock obligations 
issued by the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development. Exempts such obligations from certain 
regulations of the Securities and Exchange Commission 
and gives the Commission power to suspend this exemption 
after consultation with the National Advisory Council on 
International Monetary and Financial Problems [amend-

(District of Columbia). 


Permits the District of Columbia to borrow money for 
Capital projects. 


S. 1668. Messrs. Pepper and Holland; April 21, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the sale of certain permanent war housing 
in Lakeland, Fla., to the Baptist Bible Institute. 


S. 1669. Mr. Ferguson; April 22, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the institution and maintenance of an action 
against the Tennessee Valley Authority to enjoin the 
expenditure of any funds appropriated for the construction 
of any steam electric generating plant by such authority 
and to enjoin the construction of said plant or plants as 
being contrary to the Constitution of the United States.

Appropriates $500,000,000 per year for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1950, and each of the five succeeding years 
for the construction of elementary and secondary public 
schools under the administration of the United States 
Commissioner of Education.

S. 1678. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; April 22, 1949 (Inter.

Amends the Interstate Commerce Act to provide that a 
security will not be deemed to be outstanding if the carrier 
controls the security or the dispostion thereof [amending 
62 Stat. 165). A, 


S. 1679. Mr. Thomas of Utah and others; April 25, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


National Health Insurance and Public Health Act— 
Declares the purpose of Congress is to relieve the shortage 
of qualified personnel in the health professions, to expand 
medical research, to aid in construction of more hospital 
facilities, to expand child health and maternal care, and to 
establish a Prepaid Personal Health Insurance Plan to be 
paid for by the people in proportion to their income. 

Title I: Amends Public Health Service Act (U. 8. C, 
42: 6A (II)) to increase the number of trained personnel in 
medicine, nursing, dentistry, sanitary engineering, dental 
hygiene, hospital administration, and public health, by 
building new schools, and by attracting additional stu- 
dents through scholarships. (A) Specifies payments from 
$150 to $350 per student up to average past enrollment and 
from $800 to $2,400 for each student in excess of average 
past enrollment in professional and/or engineering schools, 
and from $50 to $200 per student for schools of nursing, 
to be paid for each of the fiscal years ending June 30, 1950, 
1951, and 1952. Payments in any event shall not exceed 
50 percent of the costs of instruction. Following June 30, 
1952, aid shall be as determined by Congress in considera- 
tion of a health survey conducted by the Surgeon General. 
(B) Authorizes such sums as necessary to build new facili- 
ties, to enlarge existing ones, and to purchase equipment, 
not more than 50 percent of the cost to come from Federal 
funds. To receive aid a school (1) must provide assurance 
to the Surgeon General that it will continue for at least 
10 years, (2) must not impose unreasonable restrictions 
against out-of-State students, (3) and must not distinguish 
on account of race or color except where equivalent facili- 
ties are provided. (C) Authorizes such sums as necessary 
to the States on the bases of population and need to permit 
State agencies to award at least two scholarships and 
maintenance to students entering the health professions. 
Each recipient of aid shall repay in service 1 year for every 
2 academic years either in the medical service of the 
United States or in an area designated by the State agency 
as medically deficient. The Surgeon General is directed 
to set standards and promulgate regulations with the coop- 
eration of a 24 member Council on Education for Health 
Professions. Authorizes $15,000,000 yearly plus adminis- 
tration expenses to support approved State plans for prac- 
tical nurse training, under the direction of the United States 
Commissioner of Education. Money distribution is to be 
on the bases of population and estimated efficient usage. 

Title II: Authorizes the Surgeon General to establish 
national research institutes to conduct research relating 
to the cause, prevention, and diagnosis of diseases (includ- 
ing poliomyelitis, diabetes, rheumatism, arthritis, multiple 
sclerosis, cerebral palsy, and epilepsy) and to organize 
them on a basis similar to that employed in the National 
Cancer, Heart, and Dental Institutes. Authorizes a 


National Advisory Council for each institute, members to 
be named in accordance with provisions set forth in the 
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Act. Grants-in-aid and traineeships outside the institutes 
are to be established in the discretion of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral. Employment of 30 professionals is authorized to 
effectuate research and development activities which 
require specially qualified personnel [amending U. 8. C. 
42: 6A (IID). 

Title III: Hospital Survey and Construction Amend- 
ments of 1949——-Extends hospital survey and construction 
provisions of the Public Health Service Act until June 30, 
1957 (now 1951). Authorizes $150,000,000 yearly (now 
$75,000,000) for construction of hospitals, including facili- 
ties for group practice, to be divided among the States by 
a formula based on population and per capita income. 
Federal contributions will range from one-third to two- 
thirds of the cost of construction (now a flat one-third). 
Authorizes $1,000,000 for the Surgeon General to assist the 
States in setting up State plans. Authorizes such sums as 
may be necessary to liquidate present contractual obliga- 
tions under the Act. Directs the Surgeon General to 
institute research in effective development and manage- 
ment of hospital facilities. Provides 20-year retention for 
hospital use of all buildings constructed under this title 
famending U. 8. C. 42: 6A (IV)]. 

Title IV: Authorizes $35,000,000 per year for 4 years to 
encourage health personnel to settle in disproportionately 
shorthanded areas. Guarantees minimum gross incomes, 
operating expenses, and moving costs and provides 2 per- 
cent and noninterest loans for construction of facilities and 

urchase of durable equipment. Administered by National 
ealth Insurance Board and State agencies. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 1950 
and $15,000,000 for the following 4 vears to survey and 
help establish farmers’ medical cooperatives and to build 
facilities where practical. Limits number of cooperatives 
to 50, each contemplated to serve 5,000 people or more. 
The Federal contribution is to be 50 percent of the total 
expense for the first 2 years and then 33% percent. 

Title V: Authorizes such sums as necessary for distribu- 
tion by the Surgeon General to the States in accordance 
with approved State plans for the improvement of local 
and State public health services. Covers prevention, treat- 
ment, and control of all disease and publication of informa- 
tion relating thereto [amending U. 8. C. 42: 314]. 

Title VI: Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending 
June 30, 1950, and afterwards such sums as necessary to 
the Federal Security Administrator to foster child-life 
research and instruction. Creates the National Advisory 
Council on Research in Child Life. 

Authorizes $25,000,000 for maternal and child health 
services and $25,000,000 for crippled children’s services for 
the year ending June 30, 1950, and afterwards such sums 
as necessary for distribution by the Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator to the States in accordance with approved 
State plans. Sets up standards to which State agencies 
must adhere. Substantially supplants title V of Social 
Security Act. 

Federal contributions are based on population affected 
and per capita income. 

Title VII: Provides for prepaid personal health service 
benefits, which shall include: medical, dental, home-nurs- 
ing, hospital, and auxiliary services (laboratory services, 
X-ray, radium, physiotherapy, optometrists and chiropo- 
dists, expensive drugs, and eye glasses). 

A patient shall have free choice to select the person he 
desires to render personal health services if the practitioner, 
medical group or hospital consents. The management of a 
participating hospital shall not be subject to control. 

Any person who: (1) has received at least $150 during 
the first 4 of the last 6 calendar quarters preceding the 
benefit year; or not less than $50 in wages in each of 6 
calendar quarters during the first 12 of the last 14 calendar 
uarters preceding the benefit year (exclusive of a total 
isability of 6 months); (2) is entitled to an old age and 
survivors’ insurance benefit or to a civil service retirement 


annuity; (3) is a dependent of a person eligible under (1) or 
(2), ante is eligible for benefits. 

Individuals not automatically insured, including persons 
who are eligible for public assistance, may be covered 
through premiums paid on their behalf by public agencies. 
Federal grants to the States under the Social Security Act 
are made available for this purpose [amending U. 8. C. 
42: 303 (a), 306, 403 (a), 406, 1003 (a), 1006]. 

Standards of eligibility for health personnel are set, and 
those eligible may enter or leave the program on a volun- 
tary basis. Arrangements for personal health services may 
be made in accordance with the rules of the State agencies 
either directly or through any organization operating a 
health plan. Payments for services may be based on a fee 
schedule, a per capita charge, a salary, or any scheme 
designed to produce an equivalent income. Each physician 
and dentist has complete freedom of choice as to the 
method of compensation. Hospitals will be paid full rates 
for accommodations necessitated by the patient’s condi- 
tion; maximum rates may be prescribed for each locality. 

Administrative responsibility in local health-service 
areas shall be decentralized to local administrative com- 
mittees or officers, acting with the advice and assistance 
of local professional committees, and local area committees. 

A State may assume responsibility for administration 
through its own agency upon compliance with prescribed 
requirements. In States which do not submit a plan of 
operation or which do not comply with the provisions of 
an approved plan, benefits shall be administered by the 
National Health Insurance Board until such time as the 
States do comply. 

Establishes a five-member National Health Insurance 
Board (three Presidential appointees with concurrence of 
the Senate at $12,000 yearly for 6-year terms, the Surgeon 
General, and the Comusnissioner for Social Security). 
Establishes a 17-member National Advisory Medical 
Policy Council to assist the Board. The Board shall 
direct Federal participation and shall report to Congress 
on the over-all functioning of the plan. 

Provides for hearings by the Federal Security Adminis- 
trator and for judicial review for any nonmember claiming 
eligibility. Any aggrieved member may appeal to the 
courts as provided by State law upon failure to get satis- 
faction from his local committee. 

Creates a Personal Health Services Account in the 
Treasury and appropriates to finance the system for 1952 
and each year thereafter: (1) 3 percent of all wages esti- 
mated during the year (calculated on earnings up to 
$4,800 a year); (2) sums equal to the estimated cost of 
furnishing dental and home nursing services; (3) any 
further sums required. In 1951 there shall be appro- 
priated 1 percent of all wages to constitute an initial 
reserve. Aggregate appropriations to the Account pur- 
suant to (2) and (3), ante, in appropriation acts from 1952- 
54 inclusive shall not exceed one-half percent (and in 
appropriation acts for any fiscal year from 1955-57 in- 
clusive 1 percent) of the annual average of all wages 
received. After 1957 Congress is to determine appro- 
priations. 

Ninety percent of the funds available in the Account in 
1952-54, (95 percent thereafter) shall be allotted to the 
States, with the remainder retained for emergencies. 
Funds allotted for any specific class of health service must 
be so used by those in charge of administration within the 
State. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 in 1952 and a maximum of 
$15,000,000 per year thereafter for the Board to promote 
education in the provision or administration of personal 
health services.

Requires non-Communist affidavits of management in 
labor disputes and of applicants in licensing proceedings

(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the establishment and operation of an 
experiment station in or near Morgantown, W. Va., for 
research in the mining, ete., of coal and other minerals. 


S. 1687. Mr. Tydings; April 25, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Army Female Medical Department Act of 1949—Pro- 
vides for the appointment of female doctors, dentists, 
veterinarians, pharmacists, optometrists, and specialists 
in sciences allied to medicine as commissioned officers in 
the Medical Department of the Regular Army. 


S. 1688. Mr. Tydings; April 25, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Provides for certain adjustments on the promotion list 
of the Medical Service Corps of the Regular Army. 


S. 1689. Mr. Tydings; April 25, 1949 (Finance). 


Accords privilege of free importation (on a reciprocal 
basis) to members of the armed forces of other United 
Nations. 


S. 1690. Messrs. Murray and Ecton;

Authorizes $3,510,000 to promote the rehabilitation of 
the Chippewa Cree Tribe of the Rocky Boy’s Reservation 
and the better utilization of their reservation. 


S. 1691. Messrs. Murray and Ecton; April 25,

Authorizes $5,500,000 to promote the rehabilitation of 
the Gros Ventre and Assiniboine Tribes of Indians and 
the better utilization of the Fort Belknap Reservation. 

S. 1692. Mr. Holland; April 25, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Appropriates $500,000 to establish the Federal Fidelity 
Trust Fund. Creates the Federal Bonding Board com- 

osed of the Secretary of the Treasury, the Budget 
Jirector, and the Comptroller General. The Board has 
power to determine what additional employees are to be 
covered by surety bonds aside from those now provided 
by law, to issue bonds, and to determine when there has 
been a default. All bonds issued by the Board shall be 
without cost to the bonded employee. All financing will 
be done by the United States through the Fidelity Trust 
Fund. Bonded employees shall be liable to the Fund for 
defaults for which there is legal liability. This act does 
not affect the Government’s rights against any employee 
or his sureties, nor does it affect the legality of any existing 
surety bond [amending U. 8. C. 6: 1-5, 14]. 

S. 1694. Mr. McCarran; April 25, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Immigration Act (U.S. C. 8: 137) to provide 
that no visa shall be issued to any alien for admission into 
the United States who, the issuing officer knows or has 
reason to believe, seeks to enter for the purpose of engaging 
in certain subversive activities. Directs the Attorney 
General to deport aliens engaging in subversive activities,

School Construction Act of 1949—Authorizes $3,000,000 
to be paid to the States for an inventory of existing school 
facilities and for a survey of the need to construct additional 
facilities. 

Authorizes $250,000,000 for the year 1950, and each of 
the next 4 years for allotment to the States to assist them 
in the construction of public pre-elementary, elementary, 
and secondary school facilities. Funds shall be appor- 
tioned to each of the States in an amount which bears the 
same ratio to the total amount appropriated for all the 
States as the school-age population in the State bears to 
the school-age population of the United States, with the 
Commissioner determining the amount of the Federal 
contribution on the basis of need, but in no case less than 
40 percent nor more than 90 percent of the cost. 

By general regulation the Commissioner shall prescribe 
general standards of construction, general methods of 
administration of a State plan (but not with respect to the 
selection or pay of any individual), general methods by 
which schools shall be distributed, ete. Provides for an 
equitable apportionment of Federal funds under this act 
between different racial groups in any State where separate 
school facilities are maintained. 

Describes the plans which must be submitted by a State 
desiring to take advantage of this act and authorizes the 
Commissioner to withhold funds when a State agency is in 
noncompliance. 

In administering the act, the Commissioner shall consult 
with a Federal School Council, consisting of persons out- 
standing in fields pertaining to education. No Federal 
officer or employee shall exercise any control over the 
administration or personnel of any schools expending funds 
under this act. 


S. 1700. Mr. Langer; April 26, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Waterlands Education Act of 1949—Creates a Federal 
Waterlands Reserve consisting of all lands lying more 
than 1 statute mile seaward of the line of mean low tide 
along the coasts of continental United States (excluding 
Alaska) and affirms the right of the United States to all 
proceeds from the sale or disposition of these lands, and 
to the proceeds from the sale of petroleum or other minerals 
extracted from the lands. Directs conveyance to the 


States of all right, title, and interest of the United States 
to (1) lands lying less than 1 statute mile seaward of the 
line of mean low tide along the coasts of continental United 
States (excluding Alaska), and (2) lands lying beneath 
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inland navigable waters of the United States. Submerged 
lands adjacent to lands not covered in which the United 
States has a real property interest shall not be conveyed 
if retention is necessary to the effective utilization of the 
lands not covered by water. 

To more nearly equalize public elementary and second- 
ary school opportunities among the States there is author- 
ized for 1950 and each year thereafter a sum equal to (1) 
the sale, etc., of lands, petroleum, or minerals in the Federal 
Waterlands Reserve, or (2) $500,000,000, whichever is 
lesser. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $50 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average 
of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of annual 
income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and seventh years next preceding year for which the com- 
putation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 percent 
(or 2.25 percent for the first 2 years) of its annual income 
for schools, the amount of Federal allotment shall be pro- 
portionately reduced, except that in no case shall it be less 
than $5 per child. For any fiscal year beginning after 
June 30, 1953, a State, to be eligible for any amount in 
excess of $5 per child, must spend from State and local 
sources, an amount equal to or greater than 2 percent of 
its annual income payments. 

An additional sum equal to 10 percent of the Federal 
allotment shall be allotted to each State for the use of State 
colleges and universities for current expenses. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expend- 
itures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. States shall 
have the right to appeal questions of administration to the 
Commissioner of Education and to United States district 
courts. These court judgments shall be subject to review 
by the Supreme Court of the United States upon certiorari 
or certification. 

tequires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 
Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State expend- 
itures for public elementary and secondary school educa- 
tion. No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any 
control over any school or any State educational institution 
or agency with respect to which funds are made available 
under this act.

Makes it an unlawful employment practice (1) for 
an employer of more than 50 persons to discriminate in 
employment, because of race, religion, color, national 
origin, or ancestry or to obtain assistance in hiring from 
sources discriminating for such reasons; (2) for a labor

Policy—The applicable principle governing compensation 
throughout the Government service shall be equal pay for 
equal work, with major emphasis on the contribution of 
each employee to the efficiency and economy of the service. 
The position-classification system is designed to be useful 
in all phases of personnel administration. 

Title Il: The act shall apply to all Government agencies 
and departments except the Post Office Field aeatte 
(covered by U. 8. C. 39:851) and certain other specifically 
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excepted agencies. The Civil Service Commission is 
charged with enforcing and administering the act, and it 
will decide questions of its applicability. 

Title III: The level of difficulty, responsibility, and 
qualifications necessary shall determine the grade and class 
of each position. 

Title IV: The Civil Service Commission sets standards 
for each grade and class and shall make revisions from time 
to time. 

Title V: Each new position shall receive a classification 
from the agency setting it up. The Commission may revoke 
an agency’s power to classify positions in event of repeated 
violations of published Commission directions. Placing of 
positions in grades of General Schedule (GS) 16, 17, and 18 
is subject to Commission approval. The President is em- 
powered in his discretion to place positions in grade of 
GS-19 and to fix the compensation of such positions at 
$16,000 per year. 

Title VI: Existing Civil Service groupings are eliminated 
(professional, subprofessional, and clerical, administrative, 
and fiscal) and are replaced by the general schedule. The 
salary range will be $2,100 to $16,000 (now $2,086 to 
$10,330). Salaries from $11,500 to $16,000 (GS 16, 17, 
18, and 19) under this act have no counterparts in the act 
of 1923, as amended, and will be reserved for supervisory 
and executive employees of the highest caliber. 

The crafts, protective, and custodial schedule’ s retained 
in its same form and will cover the same tyes of em- 
ployees as the present act. Its salary range will be $1,410 
to $4,900 (now $1,410 to $4,730.40). 

A table is set up to merge present classifications into 
the general schedule and such minor adjustments as will 
prove necessary are provided for. 

Title VII: Step pay raises of under $200 are allowed 
every 12 months and raises of over $200 every 18 months, 
until the maximum rate for any grade is reached. To be 
eligible for a step pay raise an employee must be certified 
as satisfactory by his agency. Additional step increases 
may be given as a reward for superior accomplishment. 
A longevity step increase may be awarded beyond the 
maximum rate after 10 years of service in any position 
for each 3 years of service at the maximum. Such in- 
creases are limited in number to three and are dependent 
on continued meritorious service. They are not applicable 
to positions in grade of GS 18 or 19. The Civil Service 
Commission is authorized in its discretion to delegate to 
each individual agency authority to make the increases 
described in this title. 

Title VIII: New appointments must be at the minimum 
rate of the grade to which the appointment is made, but 
if enough competent personnel cannot be found, the rate 
may be increased. 

Employees whose classification under the general sched- 
ule calls for less compensation than they are now receiving 
will continue at their present rates. All other employees’ 
salaries will be adjusted in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. The provisions in the act of 1923 referring to 
civil service efficiency ratings (U. 8. C. 5: 669) are retained.

Extensions under wage earners’ plans under the Bank- 
ruptey Act shall extend the obligation of any person who 
is secondarily liable or who may have insured or guaranteed 
the debts, etc., involved. 


8S. 1786. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; May 5, 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides annual automatic promotions to the next higher 
grade for part time charmen and charwomen and increases 
the hourly rates of compensation of the four grades from 
65 cents an hour to $1.10 an hour for grade 1; 70 cents to 
$1.15 for grade 2; 75 cents to $1.20 for grade 3; 80 cents to 
$1.25 for grade 4 [amending 59 Stat. 449). 


8. 1788. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; May 6, 1949 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Sets aside certain Oklahoma lands in trust for the 
Cheyenne-Arapaho Indian Tribes. Directs the Secretary 
of the Interior to lease the hospital at Fort Reno Military 
Reservation to the City of El Reno, Okla. 


S. 1790. Messrs. Ecton, Langer, and Hendrickson; May 
6, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Directs the Civil Service Commission to establish stand- 
ards for placing positions in their proper classes and grades, 
after consultation with the departments and agencies. 
Gives authority to the Commission to place any position 
in an appropriate class and grade, subject to the right of 
an employee to appeal the allocation of his position. 
Permits longevity step increases to a total of three beyond 
the maximum rate for any class in the event an employee 
has been at such rate for four consecutive years without 
an increase and has maintained an efficiency rating of 
“good.”’ No more than two longevity increases shall be 
granted to an employee in a salary grade above 10. Places 
upon each agency the duty to inform each employee of 
what is expected from him in the way of service. Au- 
thorizes the Commission to review all assigned efficiency 
ratings upon request. 

Eliminates existing civil service groupings (professional, 
subprofessional, and clerical, administrative, and fiscal) 
and institutes the general schedule (GS). The salary 
range will be $2,180 to $16,000 (now $2,086 to $10,330). 
Salaries from $11,500 to $16,000 (GS 16, 17, 18, and 19) 
under the act have no present counterparts and will be 
reserved for supervisory and executive employees of the 
highest caliber. Positions in GS 16, 17, and 18 must be 
approved by the Civil Service Commission, and only the 
President may place a position in GS 19 [amending U. 8. C. 
5: 661-684].

Geological and Geophysical Mining Claims Act of 1949— 
Permits location of a geological mining claim, square in 
shape and containing not more than 40 acres, on Federal 
pete prior to the discovery of a mineral deposit within its 
imits,

The Department of the Interior or a locator of a geolog- 
ical mining claim in the vicinity shall have free access to 
the surface of all unpatented or patented mining claims 
hereinafter located for the purpose of extending and corre- 
lating geological or geophysical prospecting, but such 
access shall not include the surface within 100 yards of 
camp sites or buildings on the claim. 

Locators shall fulfil! specified requirements as to erection 
of monuments on claitns, attaching location notices thereto, 
filing location notices, furnishing statements to the United 
States Bureau of Land Management as to the nature of the 
proposed prospecting, and commencing geological or 
geophysical prospecting 

The location of a claim and compliance with the pre- 
seribed requirements shall be deemed sufficient to hold the 
claim for 1 year. ‘Tenancy may be extended for 1 year by 
filing notice and beginning physical work necessary to 
proper exploration within 30 days after 1 year from the 
date of location. 

If within the periods of tenancy provided for above, the 
locator of a claim discovers a mineral deposit thereon by 
means of physical exploration, the claim shall become a 
valid unpatented mining claim upon filing of an affidavit 
with proof of such discovery before the expiration of the 
tenancy period. 

No State or local law or rule shall modify the require- 
ments of this act as to the location, annual assessment, 
exploration, ete., of a geological mining claim. 

The annual expenditure required to hold an unpatented 
geological mining claim shall be $100 for each 20 acres of 
its area, 

S. 1794. Mr. Tydings; May 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Repeals certain obsolete statutes relating to the naval 
service. 

S. 1795. Mr. Tydings; May 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes the detail of personnel of any component of 
the Army and Air Force, serving on active duty, to duty 
relating to the civilian components and the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, if such duty is presently author- 
ized by law for the Regular Army and Air Force. 

S. 1796. Mr. Tydings; May 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Permits the National Military Establishment and the 
Department of Commerce to indemnify contractors in the 
field of cloud modification research against claims by third 
parties or damage to the property of the contractor. 


S. 1799. Messrs. Hickenlooper and Gillette; May 6, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the transfer of Fort Des Moines, Iowa, from 
the United States to the State of Iowa. 


S. 1803. Mr. Vandenberg; May 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Authorizes President to permit the Marine Corps Band 
to attend and give concerts at the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion convention at Grand Rapids, Mich., from July 27 to 
July 30, 1949. 
S. 1804. Mr. Thye; May 6, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to withhold all 
payments for wildlife restoration projects from any State 
he determines is discriminating unreasonably against non- 
resident hunters. 


S. 1805. Mr. Humphrey; May 6, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Cooperative Health Act—Authorizes $25,000,000 per 
year for 5 years beginning with the year ending June 30, 
1950, to aid voluntary medical care cooperatives to acquire, 
construct, and equip physical facilities. To be eligible for 
aid an application and an agreement to submit periodic 
reports must be filed with the Surgeon General who is to 
formulate standards for making outright grants and 35- 
year 2-percent loans to individual cooperatives in accord- 
ance with applicable State laws. 
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S. 1808. Mr. Tydings; May 9, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Permits the Secretary of the Navy to convene a board to 
reassign line officer running mates to Navy Staff officers. 
Establishes a staff officer with the same rate and date as his 
line running mate as senior to all officers junior to such 
running mate [amending Public Law 381, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 1809. Mr. McClellan; May 9, 1949 (Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments). 


Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 
1949—Title I: Integrates and centralizes responsibility for 
procurement, utilization, disposal, and records manage- 
ment of Government property. 

Creates the General Services Agency headed by an 
Administrator appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Transfers the following agen- 
cies and bureaus to the General Services Agency (G. 8. A.): 
Bureau of Federal Supply (now in Treasury), Office of 
Contract Settlement (now in Treasury) and its allied 
functioning groups, Public Buildings Administration, 
Public Roads Administration, and all other constituents of 
the Federal Works Agency, National Archives Establish- 
ment and allied councils, and the War Assets Administra- 
tion. Gives the General Services Administrator wide 
discretion to regroup and transfer functions within General 
Services Agency. 

Title II: In general, a uniform system of procurement 
is provided for, but the Secretary of Defense is authorized 
(unless the President shall otherwise direct) to except the 
National Military Establishment therefrom in the interest 
of national security. Executive agencies shall maintain 
adequate inventory controls and accountability systems. 
Interagency transfers of excess property are provided for. 
Surplus property disposals may be made without regard 
to the provisions of existing law for advertising, until 
December 31, 1950. The Maritime Commission shall 
dispose of surplus vessels of 1,500 gross tons or more, 
which it determines to be merchant vessels or capable of 
conversion to merchant use. The General Services Ad- 
ministrator is authorized to donate for educational pur- 
poses property determined to be surplus. Heads of various 
agencies and departments which had jurisdiction over 

roperty transferred to the States under the Surplus 

roperty Act of 1944 are authorized to release any rights 
still held in such property by the United States, subject to 
the approval of the Administrator. The Administrator 
is authorized to dispose of unclaimed property found on 
Government premises and is directed to deposit the 
proceeds therefrom in the Treasury. 

The President may, if he deems it advisable, prescribe 
over-all policies to guide the administration of this act. 
The Comptroller General shall prescribe principles and 
standards for accounting. The Administration shall 
survey Government property and management practices, 
establish a uniform Federal supply catalog system, and 
prescribe standardized purchase and contract forms, 
procedures, and specifications. Special provisions regulate 
disposal of foreign excess property. 

Requires any executive agency, when it begins negotia- 
tions for the disposal of any plant or property which cost 
the Government $1,000,000 or more, to notify the Attorney 
General, who shall advise the agency whether the proposed 
disposition of the property would tend to create or main- 
tain a situation inconsistent with the antitrust laws. 

Title III: Places procurement of supplies and services 
in the hands of the Administrator, who may delegate pro- 
curement powers to the head of any other executive agency 
if such delegation be advantageous to the Government. 
Expresses policy of channeling a “fair proportion’ of 
contracts into small business. Specifies that with certain 
exceptions all procurement contracts over $1,000 shall be 
let only after public advertising for bids. 

Permits use of cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts only when 
such are likely to be less eostly than other types of con- 


tracts. Fixes maximum fees for general contracts (10 
percent of estimated cost), experimental development 
work (15 percent), and engineering or architect services 
(6 percent). 
Permits advance 
safeguards, 

Title IV: Places responsibility for disposal of foreign 
excess property in the hands of the agency in possession 
thereof. Specifies certain methods and terms of disposal 
and provides that disposition shall be subject to Presi- 
dential policy declarations. 

Title V: Repeals the Surplus Property Act of 1944 
(U. 8. C. 50 App. 1611-1646) except: Sections 13 (a), 13g, 
13h, 28, and 32 (b) (2d). Repeals U.S. C. 10: 1258 and 
34:546 (c) (authorizing the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of Navy to dispose of surplus property) and 
many other statutory provisions. Supersedes Executive 
Order 6166 so far as it relates to the Bureau of Federal 
Supply. 

Special exemptions from the act include programs for 
price support, stabilization, grants to farmers, and foreign 
aid; the stockpiling of critical materials; the national 
school-lunch program; the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency with respect to the disposal of residential property; | 
the Atomic Energy Commission; the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration; the Post Office Department; the Farm 
Credit Administration; the statutory programs of the 
armed services for the donation of obsolete personal 
property in the public interest; the National Military 
establishment with respect to property required for or 
located in occupied countries; the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority with respect to non-personal services and with 
respect to property acquired in connection with any 
program of processing, manufacture, production, or force 
account construction. 

Appropriation of necessary sums is authorized. 


S. 1812. Mr. Langer; May 10. 1949 (Judiciary). 


Where during a suit brought by or against an officer of 
the United States or by or against an officer of any other 
governmental agency in his official capacity, such officer 
dies or otherwise ceases to hold office, the court may permit 
his successor to be substituted. Application for substitu- 
tion must be made within three months after the successor 
takes office and must give proper notice to all affected 
persons [amending U. 8. C. 28:1657]. 


S. 1813. Mr. Langer; May 10, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 

Permits reemployed Civil Service annuitants to rede-

ment credit for the service covered by such redeposit 
[amending U. 8. C. 5:715 (b)]. 


S. 1815. Messrs. Thomas of Utah, Ives, and Morse; May 
10, 1949 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Authorizes cooperation with the J. Edgar Hoover 
Foundation in combating juvenile delinquency by research, 
by maintenance of a demonstration center, by establishing 
university grants and fellowships, and by gathering and 
disseminating information. Provides that the United 
States accept as a gift 530 acres of Maryland land pre- 
ferred by the Hoover Foundation, and that the United 
States grant $5,000,000 to the Foundation to develop said 
lands if an equivalent sum be raised by public subscrip- 
tion. Provides that the United States lease the above 
lands to the Foundation in perpetuity at $1 per year so long 
as they are used in the field of juvenile delinquency. Sets

S. 1817. Mr. Miller; May 10, 1949 (Expenditures in the 
Executive Departments).

S. 1820. Mr. Anderson; May 10, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


The Forest Practices Act—Provides for the establish- 
ment of forest practices for the conservation and use of 
privately owned forest lands. Vests administration in the 
Secretary of Agriculture and directs him to name a 12-man 
National Forestry Board to advise and recommend with 
respect to the administration of the act. Provides for 
State plans covering administration, personnel, reporting 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, and detailed inspection of 
private forest lands to carry out the purposes of the act 
and authorizes the Secretary to match funds expended by 
any State. In event a State legislature so requests or the 
Secretary decides a State plan to be inadequate, direct 
Federal administration of the program is provided for 
through a local administrator and advisory board. 

Stipulates specific conservation means such as fire con- 
trol, insect control, and regulation of cutting, grazing, and 
replanting. Provides for public hearings to be held in con- 
junction with the promulgation of administrative designa- 
tions under a procedure to be established by the Secretary 
of Agriculture. Encourages forest operators to formulate 
their own working plans, subject to the approval of the 
Secretary. Sets up machinery for review by the Secretary 
and by the United States district courts of all administra- 
tive determinations including rulings of particular ap- 
plicability and cease and desist orders. Provides civil 
and crimina! penalties for violations. Appropriates neces- 
sary sums therefor.

Interstate Livestock Protection Act—Provides detailed 
regulations concerning the feeding, watering, and general 
care of livestock in transit of over 300 miles. Directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to enforce the regulations 
and to require reports from all shippers. Provides penalties 
for violations. 


8.1822. Mr. Baldwin; May 10, 1949 (Finance). 


Permits an employer succeeding a predecessor employer 
in an enterprise to calculate remuneration paid by such 
predecessor to all employees carried over the shift in 
management.

S. 1830. Mr. Murray; May 11, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Directs a survey of the Crow Indian Tribe of Montana 
to determine how much aid would be needed to set up the 
Crow Indians in individual farm family units. 


S. 1831. Mr. Bricker; May 11, 1949 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce).

assigning military personnel. The Departments of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force shall be administered by their 
respective Secretaries under the direction, authority, and 
control of the Secretary of Defense. Reduces their salaries 
from $15,000 to $14,000 a year. Authorizes the President

Contains provisions designed to prevent 
overdrafts and deficiencies. Among its other provisions 
are authority for the organization of inventories of the 
military departments into stock funds, for the operation

Mr. Thomas of Utah; May 16, 1949 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Amends the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetie Act to 
provide for the certification of batches of drugs composed 
wholly or partly of any kind of aureomycin, chloramphen- 
icol and bacitracin, or any derivative thereof [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 21: 352 (1); 357). 

S. 1868. Mr. Thomas of Utah (by request); May 16, 1949 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Provides full annuities at half salary or wages under 
the Railroad Retirement Act, based on the five highest 
years of earnings for individuals who have completed 30 
years of service [amending U. 8. C. 45: 228b, 228c]. 


S. 1870. Mr. McCarran; May 16, 1949 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 


Prohibits the sale in the District of Columbia of rockfish 
weighing more than 15 pounds [amending D. C. C, 22: 
1605}. 


S. 1871. Mr. Fulbright; May 16, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Amends the Reconstruction Finance Corporation Act 
(62 Stat. 264) to prohibit the employment (within 5 years 
after a loan is made) of certain personnel of the Corporation 
by organizations receiving financial assistance from the 


Corporation. 
S. 1872. Mr. Tydings; May 17, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Clarifies the active-duty status of certain officers of the 
Army and Air Force who were recalled to active duty 
between April 1, 1944, and May 1, 1948, for medical treat- 
ment, etc. 


S. 1873. Mr. Reed; May 17, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


The Federal Power Commission’s regulatory powers 
shall not apply to (1) transportation of gas between pro- 
duction wells and the point of its delivery to the interstate 
trunk transmission facilities of a natural-gas company, 
(2) sales thereof at arm’s length at or prior to such delivery 
point, or (3) production, gathering, treating, or processing 
facilities utilized or operations conducted in handling or 
preparing the gas for delivery at such points.

Authorizes construction of facilities, etc., at military 
and naval installations, and authorizes appropriations 
therefor as follows: (1) Army, $69,889,700 and $81,177,700 
inside and outside continental United States, respectively, 
and $14,529,000 for special weapons project; (2) Navy, 
$98,493,300 and $89,219,501 inside and outside continental 
United States, respectively; (3) Air Force, $175,540,501 and 
$69,275,980 inside and outside continental United States, 
respectively, and (4) for emergency construction projects 
within and without continental United States $9,000,000,

Provides special pay for sea duty, diving 
duty, reenlistment, etc. Includes a schedule for allow- 
ances such as subsistence, quarters, travel, and transporta- 
tion.

Amends the Internal Revenue Code (U. 8. C. 26: 22 (b)) 
to allow an exclusion from the gross income of an employee 
for income-tax purposes of payments made by his em- 
ployer, of premiums of not to exceed $10,000 of term 
insurance on the employee’s life. 


S. 1880. Mr. Langer; May 18, 1949 (Foreign Relations). 


Provides aid to persons in the United States desirous of 
migrating to the Republic of Liberia. Creates a Liberian 
Migration Commission to formulate and issue necessary 
regulations. 


S. 1881. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; May 18, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 


Increases pensions for widows and children of deceased 
members of the Police and Fire Departments of the 
District of Columbia (increase for widows, from $60 to 
$125 a month; increase for children, from $10 to $25 a 
month, and payable for children under age 18 instead 
of 16). Increases salary deduction from 3% percent to 5 
percent [amending D. C. C. 4: 504, 507]. 


S. 1882. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; May 18, 1949 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


Defines “income support standard’’ as the average an- 
nual purchasing power from farm marketings including 
production payments during the first ten of the preceding 
twelve calendar years (a formula is set out for computation 
of the average using a redefined parity index). Defines 
“price support standard’’ as the average of prices received 
by farmers multiplied by the ratio of income support 
standard and average receipts from farm marketings.

a price support operations with respect to any com- 
modity if producers thereof have by referendum disap- 
proved marketing quotas for a particular year. 

Prohibits the Commodity Credit Corporation from 
selling at less than the price-support level for any com- 
modity except (1) sales for new uses, (2) sales of peanuts 
for oil, (3) sales for feed, (4) sales of products in danger of 
spoiling, (5) sales for export, (6) sales of wool, and (7) sales 
for secondary uses. 

Permits a single farm to receive price support for a 
maximum of 1,800 units of agricultural commodities (the 
money equivalent of 10 bushels of corn) except pursuant 
to marketing quota agreements [amending Public Law 897, 
80th Cong.]. 


S. 1885. Mr. Knowland; May 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims to hear, 
determine, and enter judgment upon the claims of the 
State of California for moneys advanced and expended in 
aid of the United States during the War Between the 
States. 


S. 1886. Messrs. Hayden and McFarland; May 18, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Permits shipment by mail of live scorpions to be used 
for medical research purposes [amending U. S. C. 18: 
1716}. 


S. 1887. Messrs. McFarland and Hayden; May 18, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to transfer cer- 
tain property for the use and benefit of the Colorado River 
Indian tribes. 


S. 1888. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); May 18, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Federal Airport Act (Public Law 377, 79th 
Cong.) as follows: Establishes a basis for determining 
whether a project is one for development of a class 4 or a 
larger airport, or of a class 3 or smaller airport; requires 
that Federal funds for airports be channeled through State 
agencies; permits the Administrator to approve a project 
as soon as he is satisfied that the necessary funds repre- 
senting the sponsor’s share of project costs will be available 
as needed; and authorizes the conveyance of Government- 
owned land to non-Federal public agencies for use in con- 
nection with the development of a public airport when 
such development is to be undertaken by such agency 
without a grant of Federal funds.

Confers American citizenship on the following 
persons, and their children born after April 11, 1899, if they 
are residing on the effective date of this act on Guam or 
other territory over which the United States exercises 
rights of sovereignty: (1) All Spanish subjects and all 
natives of Guam who resided in Guam on April 11, 1899,

Confers 
United States citizenship on all persons who were inhabi- 
tants of American Samoa on February 20, 1929, including 
those temporarily absent therefrom on that date, and 
their children born after that date, if on the effective date 
of this enactment, they are residing in American Samoa 
or other territory under United States sovereignty.

Ineorporates the Women’s Army Corps-Veterans’ As- 
sociation (WAC-VETS). 


S. 1899. Mr. Green; May 20, 1949 (Public Works). 


Establishes the New England River Basin Survey Com- 
mission to formulate a comprehensive and coordinated 
plan for the control, conservation, and utilization of the 
waters of the New England river basins, for conservation 
and development of the land resources of the area; for 
flood control, navigation, agricultural purposes, hydro- 
electric power, recreation, fish and wildlife, and other 
needs. Requires the Commission to submit a final report 
to the President and Congress within 214 years. 

S. 1901. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); May 20 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Makes applicable to Alaska the provisions of the act 
for the protection of the bald eagle (54 Stat. 250). 

S. 1902. Mr. McGrath; May 20, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Amends the Farm Credit Act of 1933 (50 Stat. 717) to 
provide for loans to fishery cooperative associations. 

S. 1907. Mr. Baldwin (by request); May 20, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Federal Employees Pay Act of 1945 by 
exempting the Post Office Department field service under 
the Second Assistant Postmaster Gencral from personnel 
ceiling provisions [amending 59 Stat. 296). 


S. 1908. Messrs. McGrath and Brewster; May 20, 1949 
(Finance). 

Imposes a tax on amounts paid outside the United 
States for transportation heginning in the United States 
[Amending U. S. C. 26: 3469]. 

S. 1909. Mr. O’Conor; May 20, 1949 (District of Colum- 
bia). 

Authorizes the Public Utilities Commission of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to limit the number of taxicahs licensed 
and operated in the District. Prohibits issuance of new 
taxicab licenses or the transfer, etc., of old ones, when 
greater number of licenses are outstanding than the 
number set by the Commission as adequate. 

S. 1910. Mr. Holland; May 20, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Sherman and Clayton Acts (U. S. C. 15:15) 
to provide a uniform period of limitations (6 years after 
the accrual of the cause of action or 6 years after the dis- 
covery by the plaintiff of the facts upon which he relies for 
proof of a conspiracy) within which treble-damage actions 
may be instituted under the antitrust laws. 

S. 1912. Mr. O’Mahoney (by request); May 20, 1949 
(interior and Insular Affairs). 

Provides for the classification of the public lands in 
Alaska. 

S. 1914. Mr. Hoey; May 23, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Authorizes $231,000 for cooperation with the public- 
schoo! authorities of Person County, N. C., in the construc- 
tion of a school building, to be available to all Indian 
children of that County and Halifax County, Va., without 
discrimination. 

S. 1917. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); May 23, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Provides for conversion of the Panama Canal to a sea 
level waterway. Authorizes $2,483,000,000. 

S. 1918. Mr. McGrath (by request); May 24, 1949 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 

Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia to appoint contracting officers to make contracts in 
amounts not exceeding $5,000 (now $1,000) [amending 58 
Stat. 821]. 

S. 1919. Mr. McGrath (by request); May 24, 1949 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 

Provides for the admission on pay patients to the Home 
for the Aged and Infirm (District of Columbia). 

S. 1920. Mr. Langer; May 24, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 

Authorizes a special 3-cent postage stamp in commemo- 
ration of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

S. 1923. Mr. McCarran; May 24, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Increases travel expense allowances for Government em- 
ployee witnesses [amending U. 8. C. 28: 1823]. 

S. 1926. Mr. Kefauver; May 24, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the Attorney General to award: (1) A Young 
American Medal for Bravery to any child in the United 
States 18 years old or under who risks his own life in 
attempting to save the life of another, and (2) a Young 
American Medal for Service to any child 18 vears old or 
under who, in the opinion of the Attorney General, shall 
have achieved outstanding recognition for character and 
service during any given year. 

S. 1927. Mr. Kefauver; May 24, 1949 (District of Colum- 
bia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Code to provide that 
the course in aeronautics in high schools may include flight 
training [amending D. C. C. 31: 1201).

Administrative Practitioners Act—Regulates practice 
before Government agencies, provides for a committee of 
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five (four officials of the Executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, and one lawyer in private practice), to be designated 
by the Attorney General to pass on credentials of appli- 
cants to practice and regulate accrediting of agents. Out- 
lines disciplinary measures, including a program for disbar- 
ment. Forbids employment as an attorney for others in 
matters in which the United States is interested, if the 
applicant was employed by the United States and rendered 
service with respect to such matters while so employed;

separated from Federal service for more than 2 years.

S. 1935. Mr. McKellar; May 25, 1949 (Public Works). 


Provides for disposal of surplus electric power generated 
at certain reservoir projects under the control of the 
Department of the Army by the Secretary of the Army 
instead of the Secretary of the Interior [amending 58 
Stat. 890]. 


S. 1936. Mr. Humphrey; May 25, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the lease of the Federal correctional institu- 
tion at Sandstone, Minn., to the State of Minnesota. 


S. 1937. Mr. Humphrey; May 25, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Amends the Veterans’ Preference Act of 1944 (U.S. C. 
5: 852) to provide absolute preference over all competing 
employees in retention, transfer, reemployment, and rein- 
statement in civilian positions to veterans with a 60-percent 
service-connected disability. A preference employee who 
has lost a limb or eye as a result of service in the armed 
forces shall have preference over all other employees 
regardless of their length of service. The above applies 
only to employees with an efficiency rating of ‘‘good’’ or 
better. Provides for reinstatement of these preference 
employees terminated after May 1, 1949.

Each year of service as a member of a reserve component 
prior to July 1, 1949 (now June 29, 1948) shall be deemed 
a_year of service for purposes of retirement under the Army 
and Air Force Vitalization and Retirement Equalization 
Act of 1948 [amending 62 Stat. 1088). 


S. 1940. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 26, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes issuance of a special postage stamp in com- 
memoration of the World’s Skiing Championship, to be 
held at Lake Placid, N, Y,, and Aspen, Colo., in 1950. 


S. 1941. Mr. Chavez; May 26, 1949 (Finance). 

Provides percentage depletion in the case of pumice and 
scoria for taxable years following December 31, 1946 
[amending U. 8. C. 26: 114 (b) (4) (A)]. 

S. 1943. Mr. Langer; May 26, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Public officers and employees may elect not to make use 
of quarters, subsistence, laundry service, or other allow- 
ances supplied and the money for such allowance shall not 
be deducted from their salary. The charge for quarters, 
subsistence, laundry, etc., shall be no greater than the cost 
to the Government. 

S. 1944. Mr. Gillette; May 26, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Bars persons who have not been admitted to practice 
before the court of last resort of the State of their residences 
or the District of Columbia from practicing law before 
any Government bureau, department, or agency, except 
in their own behalf. Bars nonmembers of the bar from 
using descriptive titles calculated to cause confusion re- 
garding their professional status. Prescribes a specified 
form to be filled out by any person representing another 
before a Government agency. Provides criminal penalties 
for violations. 


S. 1945. Mr. Connally; May 26, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes extension of officers’ retirement benefits to 
enlisted persons who during World War II. were given 
battlefield commissions and were injured in line of duty 
by enemy action while performing the duties of commis- 
sioned officers. 

S. 1946. Mr. Taylor and others; May 26, 1949 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments). 

Creates a permanent National Commission on Inter- 
governmental Relations to make a complete story of (a) 
the past and present relations between the National, State, 
and local governments, (6) the past and present allocation 
of governmental functions and powers among the National, 
State, and local governments, (c) the distribution of juris- 
diction over functions exercised by two or more govern- 
ments, and (d) the most desirable future allocation of 
governmental functions and powers among the National, 
State, and local governments (and the means of effecting 
such allocation), and the most desirable jurisdietion over a 
function appropriately allocated to two or more govern- 
ments. The Commission shall submit a report to Con- 
gress on January 1 of each year on the results of its studies. 
Authorizes necessary sums. 

S. 1947. Mr. Ives (by request) ; May 26, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Regulates the collection and disbursement of moneys 
realized from leases made by the Seneca Nation of Indians 
of New York. 

S. 1949. Mr. Thye; May 26, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the lease of the Federal correctional institu- 
tion at Sandstone, Minn., to the State of Minnesota. 

S. 1951. Mr. Hayden; May 26, 1949 (Rules and Adminis- 
tration). 

Authorizes certain Government printing, binding, and 
biankbook work elsewhere than at the Government Print- 
ing Office, if approved by the Joint Committee on Printing 
[amending 40 Stat. 1213). 

S. 1952. Mr. Cain; May 26, 1949 (Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy). 

Replaces the Atomic Energy Commission with an eight- 
member Atomic Defense Commission, seven from the 
Military Establishment and one scientist appointed by 
the President with the consent of the Senate. Establishes 
an Administrative Director appointed by the. President 
with the consent of the Senate and Directors of- Research, 
Production, and Military Application, each appointed by 
the Commission, Bars use of Government funds appro- 
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priated to atomic energy for people who have been during 
the past 5 years members of the Communist Party or of 
organizations controlled by the Communist Party. Stipu- 
lates $10,000 fine and/or 10 years’ imprisonment for viola- 
tors. Abolishes the Atomic Energy Commission. 


S. 1953. Mr. Butler; May 26, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to transfer 
Indian Bureau hospitals and health facilities to States, 
nonprofit agencies, ete., when the health needs of the 
Indians can be better met thereby. Hospital beds and 
facilities excess to the needs of the Indian may be made 
available to others at specified fees. 

S. 1954. Mr. Butler; May 26, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior, in cooperation 
with other Federal agencies, to administer the recreational 
uses of land and water areas within reclamation, flood- 
control, power, and other Federal reservoir projects, ex- 
cept reservoir projects under control of the Department 
of the Army. 

S. 1957. Mr. Langer; May 26, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Extends to substitute Federal employees the benefits 
of the provisions of law granting military leave and re- 
employment rights to Federal employees who are mem- 
bers of the reserve components of the armed forces or of 
the National Guard [amending 61 Stat. 239]. 

S. 1958. Mr. Langer; May 26, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 

Provides for overtime compensation of 150 percent of 
base rate for substitute employees of the postal service. 
Stipulates what constitutes overtime. 
8S. 1959. Mr. Chavez; May 26, 1949 (Interior and Insular 

Affairs). 


Commemorates Jim White and his contribution to the 
early history of Carlsbad Caverns, N. Mex. 

S. 1961. Mrs. Smith of Maine (by request) ; May 26, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Creates a Board of Elections (three members appointed 
by the President for a 4-year term) to supervise the election 
of national committeemen and delegates to represent the 
District of Columbia at the national political conventions. 
Nominations shall be made by certification of 50 members 
of a candidate’s party. The elections shall be held the 
first Monday in May; and all persons who are residents of 
the District of Columbia without a voting privilege else- 
where, and who have registered (stating their political 
affiliation) shall be eligible to vote. Includes provisions for 
absentee voting and penalties for corrupt practices in the 
election. 

S. 1962. Mr. Anderson and others; May 27, 1949 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 

Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture shall proclaim 
a marketing quota for cotton if the supply in any year will 
exceed normal supply by 8 percent or more. The quota 
may not be less than 10,000,000 bales (500 pounds each), 
and shall be inoperative if objected to in referendum by 
more than one-third of the cotton growers. Provides for 
national acreage allotments whenever a quota is proclaimed 
in order to make available to amount of cotton provided 
for in the quota and to divide production among the 
States. Acreage for 1950 and 1951 shall be 22,500,000 
acres. The States and county committees charged with 
dividing cotton production locally on the basis of pror 
history in cotton planting, but adjustments may be made 
up to 60 percent of the acreage generally put to cotton on 
any-farm. This act does not apply to extra long staple 
cotton if produced in acres designated by the Secretary of 
Agriculture as suitable for such production. But the 
Secretary is directed to place a marketing quota on extra 
long staple cotton subject to a referendum of growers if 


the supply for any year will exceed normal supply by more 
than 10 percent. Provides for adjustments in support 
price for differences in grade, staple, tvpe, ete. * * * 
but based on % Middling spot cotton [amending U. S. C. 
7: 1302 (e), 342-347]. 
S. 1965. Mr. Malone; May 27, 1949 (Finance). 
teorganizes and reconstitutes the Tariff Commission 
as the Foreign Trade Authority. Authorizes the Author- 
ity to provide for and administer a flexible import-fee 
system. Provides that traiff rates may be adjusted with- 
out percentage limitation and that articles may be added 
to or removed from the free list. All agreements executed 
under the Tariff Act of 1930 (§ 350) shall be cancelled at 
the earliest date provided in the agreements and the 
tariff rates provided therein shall be incorporated as the 
existing rates in the Tariff Act. These rates shall be 
changed only when necessary for the administration of the 
flexible import-fee system. The Authority is directed 
to establish rates which will provide for fair and reasonable 
competition between domestic articles and similar foreign 
articles (criteria for determining what represents fair and 
reasonable competition is set forth in bill). No import 
duties shall be increased if the Authority finds that the 
domestic industry operates, or the domestic article is 
produced in a wasteful, inefficient, or extravagant manner. 
Any change in import duties may be disapproved by con- 
current resolution of Congress within 60 days after sub- 
mission. Effective as of June 30, 1949. 
S. 1966. Mr. O’Mahoney (by request); May 27, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to construct 
hydroelectric power projects in certain communities in 
Alaska. 

S. 1968. Mr. Brewster; May 31, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Maritime Commission to maintain 
nautical schools in any State or Territory but provides 
that specific appropriations must be made therefor. In- 
creases annual limitation for any one such school from 
$50,000 to $125,000 [amending U. 8S. C. 3 1121, 1122, 
1123a, b, ce, dJ. 
S. 1969. Messrs. 

(Finance). 

Permits deduction after December 31, 1949 of sub- 
scription charges to certain prepayment health service 
plans for the purposes of the Federal income tax [amending 
U. S. C. 26: 23). 

S. 1970. Messrs. Flanders and Ives; May 31, 1949 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 

The National Health Act of 1949—Adds provisions to 
the Public Health Service Act providing an immediate 
health and medical program by setting up and assisting 
voluntary, nonprofit, prepayment, health-service plans. 
Subscription charges to these plans are to be based on a 
percentage of the subscriber’s net income up to $5,000 but 
not to be less than $6 per year. Applications to a plan 
must be accepted on a first come first serve basis within 
rules set up by public bodies appointed by the Governor 
of each State (State health council). , 

Sets up a yardstick of benefits which provides stipulated 
services for 3 percent of the subscriber's income. A plan 
may offer greater or lesser benefits and may offer more than 
one contract. Charges will be adjusted according to the 
coverage granted. Maximum range of coverage is to be 
set by the State health council. 

Intrastate health region authorities are to be set up by 
the State health council, and each authority is to provide 
the geographical basis for distribution of the prepayment 
plans. The authority will caleulate an “allowed cost 
for furnishing benefits under each approved contract, the 
allowed cost to be an estimate of how much it will cost 
actually to provide service under a specific individual 


Flanders and Ives; May 31, 1949 
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contract. In event income from subscriptions be too small 
to cover allowed cost, the State will make up the differ- 
ence. Adjustment is provided for plans with adverse 
selection factors, such as a disproportionate number of 
old folks. Provision is made for noninterest loans by the 
State to assist in setting up the plans and for special 
grants by the States to areas with less than 8 doctors per 
10,000 people. Federal contribution varies with per capita 
income of each State. It may not exceed $15 per bene- 
ficiary and must range between 33 percent and 75 percent 
of the sums expended by the State. 

Sets up a $10,000,000 fund out of which the Surgeon 
General may make 4 percent loans to cover 80 percent of 
the building costs of personal health centers. Provides 
financial aid to medical and nursing schools in the form of a 
grant for each student enrolled and grants for new con- 
struction and equipment (up to 50 percent of cost). 

Establishes a 12-member bipartisan Federal Health 
Study and Planning Commission to have studies made 
and to formulate a 20-year health plan. Authorizes 
$5,000,000 therefor. 

Amends the Hospital Survey and Construction Act by 
authorizing $175,000,000 (now $75,000,000) per year and 
by making the Federal share a percentage varying between 
33 percent and 75 percent (now 33 percent). Provides 
$2,500,000 per year for hospital demonstrations. Provides 
Federal aid to the States for extension of local pubic 
health units [amending U. 8. C. 42: 6A]. 


S. 1971. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; May 31, 1949 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


Rewrites the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, as 
amended, by the Agricultural Act of 1948 (Public Law 897, 
80th Cong). 

Title I: Defines “income support standard” as the aver- 
age annual purchasing power from farm marketings includ- 
ing production payments during the first 10 of the pre- 
ceding 12 calendar years (a formula is set out for computa- 
tion of the average using a redefined parity index). De- 
fines “‘price support standa,d’”’ as the average of prices 
received by farmers multiplied by the ratio of income 
support standard and average receipts from farm market- 
ings. [Thus when farm income goes up, price support 
standard goes down, and when prices farmers pay go up, 
price support is correspondingly increased]. 

Title II: Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture, through 
the Commodity Credit Corporation and other available 
means, to support agricultural prices to producers. Makes 
price support available to producers of corn, cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, whole milk, eggs, chickens, hogs, beef cattle, and 
lambs at levels equal to the support standard at the be- 
ginning of the season, with discretion in the Secretary to 
reduce the support standard for whole milk, ete. * * * 
by not more than 15 percent. Support for other com- 
modities shall be set by the Secretary, taking into account 
various specified factors. Support prices in excess of the 
support standard may be undertaken only where necessary 
to maintain production of the commodity affected. The 
Secretary is to determine the rate of payment of production 
support within certain limits. 

Bars price support operations with respect to any com- 
modity if producers thereof have by referendum disap- 
proved marketing quotas for a particular year. 

Prohibits the Commodity Credit Corporation from sell- 
ing at less than the price support level for any commodity 
except (1) sales for new uses, (2) sales of peanuts for oil, 
(3) sales for feed, (4) sales of products in danger of spoiling, 
(5) sales for export, (6) sales of wool, and (7) sales for 
secondary uses. 

Permits a single farm to receive price support for a 
maximum of 1,800 units of agricultural commodities (the 
money equivalent of 10 bushels of corn) except pursuant 


to marketing quota agreements [amending Public Law 897, 
80th Cong.]. 


Title III: Prescribes a national marketing quota for 
tobacco if the Secretary of Agriculture determines that 
the total supply for any marketing year will exceed the 
normal supply, subject to a veto of such quota by one third | 
of the tobacco growers pursuant toareferendum. Specifies 
apportionment of the national quota among the States on | 
the basis of previous production history and among farms 
within the State on the bases of previous production, 
equipment, and crop-rotation practices, ete., with 5 percent 
of the quota being reserved for new farms and smaller 

roducers. The Secretary may apportion quotas on the | 
yasis Of acreage allotments if he so desires. Marketing 
tobacco in excess of assigned quotas is subject to a penalty | 
of 50 percent of the price support standard for the excess. | 

Prescribes a national marketing quota for cotton if the | 
total supply for any marketing year will exceed normal 
supply by 8 percent or more, subject to veto as above, 
The Secretary is to proclaim the quota (in 500-pound 
bales) and is to set acreage allotments to be apportioned 
to States and to individual farms, generally as provided | 
with tobacco. Three percent of the national allotment is | 
reserved for new cotton farms—1949 is not to be con- 
sidered in determining cotton acreage allotments. Farm 
marketing excess is subject to a penalty of 50 percent of 
price support standard. These provisions are not appli- 
cable to long staple cotton (1% inches). 

Prescribes quotas for rice, corn, and wheat if the Secre- 
tary determines the total supply in commercial corn pro- 
ducing areas (as set by the Secretary) will exceed normal 
supply by 10 percent (15 percent for wheat) or more, 
subject to veto as above. Acreage allotments, apportion- 
ments, penalties, ete., are the same as those applicable 
to cotton. 

Prescribes a quota for peanuts, subject to veto as above. 
Acreage allotment, apportionments, penalties, etc., are 
generally the same as those applicable to cotton. 

Sets forth specifically the other crops covered by this 
act. Directs the Secretary to proclaim a marketing 
quota for any crop determined by him to be likely to 
exceed normal supply in any year. Without regard to 
supply the Secretary may, in any year he proclaims 4 
quota for corn, proclaim quotas for oats, barley, grain 
sorghum, rye, and noncommercial corn. All quotas are 
subject to a referendum veto. The Secretary shall appor- 
tion State, county, and farm allotments, but may delegate 
farm allotments to county units in his discretion. Not 
more than 5 percent of each quota shall be alloted to new 
producers. The Secretary may in his discretion establish 
a commercial area for any crop and restrict quota limita- 
tions to that area. Any county quota may be converted 
into a county acreage allotment and apportioned on an 
acreage basis. The Secretary may permit excess produc- 
tion if he deems it will not interfere with effective opera- 
tion of the quota program. Excess over allowed excess 
is subject to penalties as with cotton. With respect to 
vegetables, the Secretary is authorized to reduce estab- 
lished quotas in any market area by not in excess of 20 
percent upon a prospective determination by him of 
oversupply. 

Farmers shall be informed of their quotas and are 
entitled to review by an independent local board if com- 
plaint is registered within 15 days. Further judicial 
review may be had on questions of law. 

Permits the Secretary to increase or terminate a na- 
tional marketing quota if he finds conditions call for such 
action. Permits transfer of production quotas only as 
authorized by the Secretary. Provides for collection of 
penalties, sets forth conditions regarding storage of excess 
products to avoid penalties and regulations governing 
determination thereof. Reports may be required from 


anyone engaged in the growing or marketing of farm 
commodities, with penalties for refusal to report and for 
false report. 

Repeals numerous statutory provisions, 
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§. 1972. Mr. Wiley; May 31, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Extends the readjustment allowance 

Servicemen’s Readjustment Act from 
July 25, 1951. 


§. 1973. Mr. McFarland; May 31, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Communications Act Amendments, 1949—EFffects nu- 
merous amendments to the Communications Act. of 1934 
(U. 8. C. 47:151-609), including the following charges: 

Clarifies some existing definitions and adds new ones. 

Within 1 year after this enactment no commissioner who 
resigned before his term of office has expired may take 
employment or receive compensation from any person or 
corporation who comes within the jurisdiction of the Com- 
munications Act. Increases commissioners’ salaries from 
$10,000 to $15,000 annually, and increases salaries of cer- 
tain other employees. 

Requires the Commission to organize its members into 
two panels of three members each: A broadcast panel and 
a communications panel, this in lieu of existing authoriza- 
tion to divide the members into not. more than three divi- 
sions. The broadcast panel shall have jurisdiction over 
and administer provisions of the act relating to radio broad- 
casting; the communications panel shall have jurisdiction 
over and administer provisions relating to wire and radio 
communications by common carriers or which are intended 
to be received by a designated addressee, including safety 
services (radio communication to and from ships, aircraft, 
trains, etc.), and the regulation of all amateur stations. 
The whole Commission shall have jurisdiction over: (1) 
the adoption and promulgation of rules and regulations of 
general application, including procedural rules and regula- 
tions for the Commission and its panels: (2) assignment of 
bands of frequencies; (3) qualification and licensing of 
radio operators; (4) selection and appointment of officers 
and employees of the Commission; (5) industrial heating, 
electromedical, and other apparatus capable of causing 
harmful interference to other radio services; (6) other 
matters with respect to which authority is not otherwise 
specifically conferred by the Act; and (7) the establish- 
ment and maintenance of broadcast and communications 
panels. 

All instruments granted by the Commission entitling 
the holders to construct or operate radio apparatus (new 
licenses and renewals or modifications of licenses) must be 
applied for in writing. Formal applications need not be 
filed in emergencies or in time of war. Procedures for 
hearings on licenses, etc., are revised. The Commission 
may grant an application without a hearing if convinced 
from ex parte examination that the statutory standard will 
be served thereby, but a person who has the right to chal- 
lenge such a grant may complain first to the Commission. 
An authorization granted without a hearing shall remain 
subject to protest for a 30-day period by any party in 
interest. 

Existing provisions re construction permits are amplified. 

Cease-and-desist orders, instead of revocation orders, 
may be issued for minor violations of the law. 

New provisions (1) spell out in definite detail the limita- 
tions of the quasi-judicial powers of the Commission (modi- 
fication of licenses), ete.; (2) limit the rule-making power of 
the Commission and prohibit the Commission from making 
any rules, ete., which would effect a discrimination between 
persons based upon race, religious, or political affiliation, 
or kind of lawful occupation, or business association; 
(3) permit the Commission, upon petition and after notice 
and opportunity for hearing, to issue declaratory orders 
in cases of actual controversy or in order to remove un- 
certainty, such orders to be subject to judicial review. 

Provisions governing judicial review of the Commission's 
decisions are extensively revised to some extent in the 
interest of clarification. The period allowed for an appeal 
from the Commission to the United States Court of Appeals

for the District of Columbia is extended from 20 days to 

30 days, and the period shall run from the date of the entry 

of the order appealed from rather than from its effective 

date. In certain cases appeals may be taken directly

Provisions governing rehearings and hearings generally 
before the Commission are amended, to some extent to 
conform to the proposed changes in the administrative 
organization of the Commission. 

All hearings of a judicial or quasi-judicial nature con- 
ducted by the Commission must be held by the whole 
Commission, the appropriate panel, or by one or more 
“Ns examiners. 

-rovides criminal penalty for fraud by radio. 


S. 1974. Mr. O’Mahoney; May 31, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Specifies that it shall not be an unfair method of competi- 
tion for a seller, acting independentlv, to quote or sell at 
delivered prices or to absorb freight but it shall be unlawful 
to carry out any monopolistic practices by use of delivered 
price systems. Places burden of showing justification upon 
any person against whom price discrimination has been 
proved [amending U. 8. C. 15: 13, 45]. 

S. 1977. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; June 2, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Extends to January 30, 1950 (now July 1, 1948), the 
time within which legislative employees may give notice 
of a desire to come within the purview of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act |jamending Public Law 426, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 1978. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina (by request); 
June 2, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Postal Reclassification Act of 1945 as 
follows: (1) Includes supervisory employees as eligible for 
overtime compensation; (2) raises the scale of pay for 
postmasters of all classes to a new range of $450 to $17,000 
per year (now $168 to $12,000); (3) correspondingly 
increases wage scale of assistant postmasters, supervisory 
employees, and foremen of all classes in post offices of the 
first and second classes; (4) bases salaries of supervisors 
in the Motor Vehicle Service on the number of employees 
supervised and provides assistance on the same basis; 
and (5) raises compensation for custodial employees. 
Specifies that no other pay raises for the Postal Service 
shall be granted under presently existing act of Congress 
[amending U. S. C. 39: 854, 858, 859, 860, 863, 864]. 

S. 1979. Mr. Magnuson; June 2, 1949 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to reorganize 
land districts and district land offices in the continental 
United States. Repeals various conflicting provisions of 
law. 

S. 1980. Mr. Magnuson; June 2, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

The provision of law granting extra pay for overtime 
service performed by immigration inspectors (U. 8. C. 8: 
109b) shall not apply to the inspection at designated ports 
of entry of passengers arriving by highway vehicles. 

S. 1981. Mr. Magnuson; June 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims to hear, 
determine, and render judgment upon the claims of certain 
Federal employees for basic and overtime compensation 
without regard to any statute of limitations. 

S. 1982. Mr. Magnuson; June 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Makes the Administrative Procedure Act (U. 8. C. 
5: 1004, 1006, 1007) applicable to certain hearings in the 
Post Office Department dealing with lotteries. 

S. 1983. Mr. Langer; June 6, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 

Prohibits shipment through the mails of chicks suffering 

from pullorum disease. 
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S. 1984. Mr. McGrath (by request) ; June 6, 1949 (District 
of Columbia). 


Transfers the office of the Probation Officer of the 
United States District Court for the District of Columbia, 
the office of the Register of Wills for the District of Colum- 
bia, and the Commission on Mental Health, from the 
Government of the District of Columbia to the Adminis- 
trative Office of the United States Courts, for budgetary 
and administrative purposes [amending U. 8. C. 18: 3654; 
D. C. C. 11: 330; 19: 401, 404, 405; 52 Stat. 625). 


S. 1985. Mr. Lucas (by request) ; June 6, 1949 (Judiciary) 


Reclasses various countries to which deported aliens 
may be sent by the United States Attorney General. 
Provides that an alien under deportation warrant may be 
kept in custody or released under bond in the discretion of 
the Attorney General, with certain cases requiring manda- 
tory custody. Gives the Attorney General broad powers 
to control and to require information of aliens. Certain 
deportable aliens who desire to leave the country will be 
permitted to do so [amending U. 8. C. 8: 156, 157]. 

S. 1986. Mr. Wherry and others; June 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States. 


S. 1987. Mr. Wherry (for Mr. Cain); June 6, 1949 
(Judiciary). 


Reclasses various countries to which deported aliens 
may be sent by the United States Attorney General. 
Provides that an alien under deportation warrant may 
be kept in custody or released under bond in the discretion 
of the Attorney General, with certain cases requiring 
mandatory custody. Gives the Attorney General broad 
powers to control and to require information of aliens. 
Certain deportable aliens who desire to leave the country 
will be permitted to do so [amending U. 8. C. 8: 156, 157].

Veterans’ Insurance Corporation to perform the functions 
now vested in the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs with 
respect to Government life insurance and National Service 
Life Insurance.

Title II: In general, a uniform system of procurement 
is provided for, but the Secretary of Defense is authorized 
(unless the President shall otherwise direct) to except the 
National Military Establishment therefrom in the interest 
of national security. Executive agencies shall maintain 
adequate inventory controls and accountability systems. 
Interagency transfers of excess property are provided for. 
Surplus property disposals may be made without regard to 
the provisions of existing law for advertising, until Decem- 
ber 31, 1950. The Maritime Commission shall dispose of 
surplus vessels of 1,500 gross tons or more, which it deter- 
mines to be merchant vessels or capable of conversion to 
merchant use. The General Services Administrator is 
authorized to donate for educational purposes property 
determined to be surplus. Heads of various agencies and 
departments which had jurisdiction over property trans- 
ferred to the States under the Surplus Property Act of 1944 
are authorized to release any rights still held in such prop- 
erty by the United States, subject to the approval of the 
Administrator. The Administrator is authorized to dis- 
pose of unclaimed property found on Government premises 
and is directed to deposit the proceeds therefrom in the 
Treasury. 

The President may, if he deems it advisable, prescribe 
over-all policies to guide the administration of this act. 
The Comptroller General shall prescribe principles and 
standards for accounting. The Administration shall sur- 
vey Government property and management practices, 
establish a uniform Federal supply catalog system, and 
prescribe standardized purchase and contract forms, pro- 
cedures, and specifications. Special provisions regulate 
disposal of foreign excess property. 

Requires any executive agency, when it begins negotia- 
tions for the disposal of any plant or property which cost 
the Government $1,000,000 or more, to notify the Attor- 
ney General, who shall advise the agency whether the 
proposed disposition. of the property would tend to create 
or maintain a situation inconsistent with the antitrust laws. 

Title III: Places procurement of supplies and services in 
the hands of the Administrator, who may delegate procure- 
ment powers to the head of any other executive agency if 
such delegation be advantageous to the Government. 
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Expresses policy of channeling a “fair proportion” of con- 
tracts into small business. Specifies that with certain 
exceptions all procurement contracts over $1,000 shall be 
let only after public advertising for bids. 

Permits use of cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts only when such 
are likely to be less costly than other types of contracts. 
Fixes maximum fees for general contracts (10 percent of 
estimated cost), experimental development work (15 per- 
cent), and engineering or architect services (6 percent).

Authorizes the President to 
promulgate rules governing admission to the civil service 
within policies of detentralization, ete., set forth in the 
Act. Directs the President to promulgate schedules of 
compensation for employees within maximum and mini- 
mum limits set by Congress, which schedules shall super- 
sede existing laws and regulations. Provides for a Civil 
Service Commission Chairman designated by the Presi- 
dent and names the Chairman head of Personnel in the 
Executive Office of the President.

Gives equal status to every employee who has completed 
the prescribed probationary period. Provides full hearing 
before the Civil Service Commission to afly employee 
with full status who is threatened with impairment of his 
position, but no such hearing shall be required unless a 
material question is raised by the evidence.

Directs an explanation to be filed in 
writing of the reasons why an appointing officer passed over 
a preference applicant in making an appointment and gives 
the passed-over applicant the right to appeal to the Civil 
Service Commission. In event of personnel reduction, 
special preference employees have first job retention pri- 
ority.

Each installment of an 
annuity must be spent within 30 days of its receipt and the 
proceeds of a sale of any real property acquired through 
the use of money received as an annuity shall be expended 
within 6 months after receipt. An annuitant shall not 
engage in a gainful occupation or support any able-bodied 
person in idleness except a spouse. An annuity may be 
waived by filing notice with the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Titles I and II of the Social Security Act (Old Age Assist- 
ance and Federal Old-Age and Survivors Insurance) are 
repealed.

Metals, minerals, and ores on which incentive payments 
are made shall be purchased at prevailing market prices 
by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation for the national 
stock pile. Disbursements for incentive payments, explo- 
ration allowances, ete., shall be made by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation and shall not exceed $100,000,000 
for 1950 and each year thereafter.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, upon approval 
of the Federal Security Administrator, to pay roughly one- 
half the expenditures incurred by the States and to pay 
all administrative expenses under plans where (a) voca- 
tional rehabilitation services are provided for the blind, 
(b) workshops are established for severely disabled persons 
and home-bound severely disabled persons, and (c) busi- 
hess enterprises are established for severely disabled per- 
sons. Directs the Administrator to approve any of the 
above plans if believed by him to be feasible, economical, 
and effective. 

Authorizes aid to the States in the percentage set forth 
above for establishment of rehabilitation centers to teach 
the use of prosthetic devices, to engage in occupational 
and corrective therapy, and to promote a program of 
physical restoration and vocational guidance. To be eli- 
gible a State must designate an advisory committee, set 
reasonable standards of maintenance and operation, and 
gain approval of the Federal Security Administrator for 
every center that is set up. If any center within 20 years 
of its establishment ceases to be a State approved public 
or private nonprofit agency, the United States shall have 
the right to recover all Federal sums expended on such 
center (or one-half the value of the center if such be a 
smaller sum). Provides for the coordination of this pro- 
gram with the Hospital Survey and Construction Program. 

Authorizes the establishment and operation of research 
facilities for the benefit of blind and other severely disabled 
individuals. 

Whenever the Administrator finds that a State agency 
charged with the administration of any section of this act 


is failing substantially to comply with the approved plan, 
he shall stop payments to that agency by ceasing to certify 
such payments to the Secretary of the Treasury.

Extends from March 31, 1949, to June 1, 1950, the time 
within which the War Claims Commission may file its 
report with respect to war claims arising out of World 
War II [amending Public Law 896, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 2283. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; July 18, 1949 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


Agricultural Marketing Agreement and Order Act of 
1949—Declares policy of establishing prices to producers 
at a support standard fair to producers and consumers 
alike. Changes present concept of price support to one 
based on “income support standard,” which is defined as 
the average annual purchasing power of cash receipts 
from all farm marketings including Government produc- 
tion payments. “Price support standard” replaces parity 
price as the basis for Government support payments, and 
it is geared to rise with cost-of-living for farmers and to 
fall with rising prices of agricultural commodities. 

Marketing agreements and orders may not be issued or 
amended except after public hearing. Ord2rs are applica- 
ble only when the Secretary determines that regulation 
of the handling of the product in question is necessary to 
effectuate the policy of the act and is favored by two-thirds 
of the producers and by enough producers to represent 
two-thirds of the production. The Secretary is given 
added discretion in fixing the support price of milk and its 
products under special regulations set forth in the act. 
For other commodities there are provisions insuring equita- 
ble allotments among commodity handlers affected by 
marketing orders. Permits the Secretary to revoke 
ineffective or unpopular orders. Provides that each 
handler shall pay his pro rata share of expenses likely to 
be incurred by any agency or authority created by a 
marketing order. 

Permits hearing, upon written application for same, to 
any handler affected by a marketing order, with review in 
the United States district court. Specifies fines for 
violations of orders and double penalty for underpayment 
in milk purchases. 

Permits Secretary to make regulations such as are neces- 
sary to effectuate this act, to cooperate with State enforce- 
ment authorities, and to require information from persons 
subject to these provisions (such information is deemed 
confidential). Carries on present Government policy 
toward cooperatives. Permits the Secretary to arbitrate 
disputes involving cooperative producers of milk. Pro- 
vides that antitrust laws shall not apply to marketing 
orders or agreements. 

Prohibits commodity speculation by persons charged 
with administration of this act. Authorizes such sums as 
necessary for administration. Supersedes the marketing 
agreement and order provisions of the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937 as of January 1, 1950.

Empowers 
the Secretary to require information from wheat dealers 
needed to enable him to carry out his obligations under 
this act. Provides treble damages for knowingly importing 
or exporting wheat in excess of limits placed by the Secre- 


tary. Authorizes sums needed to meet expenses and con- 
tributions of the United States in connection with the 
Agreement.

Subversive Activities Control Act, 1949—Characterizes | 
the world Communist movement as totalitarian and as 
constituting a clear and present danger to the secruity of | 
free American institutions, therefore making it necessary | 
for Congress to pass protective legislation. Defines a} 
“Communist political organization’ as substantially | 
foreign dominated and operated to advance world Conm.- | 
munism. Defines a “Communist front organization” 
as under the control of and operated primarily to give 
support to a Communist political organization. A} 
“Totalitarian dictatorship” is characterized by the single 
party system coupled with forcible suppression of all | 
opposition. 

Makes it unlawful to conspire to perform, or to perform, 
any act which would substantially contribute to estab- 
lishment in the United States of a foreign-controlled 
totalitarian dictatorship. Makes it unlawful for any 
Government employee to communicate classified informa- 
tion to a person who such employee knows or has reason | 
to believe is a representative of a foreign power or is 4 
member of a Communist organization. Makes it unlaw- 
ful for prohibited persons to receive or attempt to receive 
such information. Provides $10,000 fine and/or 10 vears’ 
imprisonment for violations. 

Makes it unlawful for a member of a group under a 
final order to register as a Communist political organiza- 
tion to seek, accept, or hold nonelective United States 
office if such member knows the order to register has 
become final. Makes it unlawful to appoint or employ 
such members.

Provides for registration of each Communist political 
and front organization under a final order to register with 
the Attorney General, within 30 days after being finally 
designated as such. Specifies that the registration state- 
ment shall include sources of funds, names of officers, an 
accounting of expenditures, and in the case of Communist 
political organizations the names of all listed members for 
the preceding 12 months. The Attorney General is di- 
rected to notify each individual named in the registration 
statements and shall conduct an investigation in cases of | 
persons denying membership, with review by the Sub- | 
versive Activities Control Board. (hereinafter described) 
and the courts. Places responsibility on individual mem- 
bers of Communist political ogranizations to see that their 
names are registered. All registers are to be open for 
public inspection, but not while membership is being con- | 
tested.

Makes it unlawful to remain a member of a Communist 
political organization which has not complied with a final 
order to register. Makes it unlawful for any organization 
required to register to mail, broadcast, or televise any mat- 
ter without identifying its source.

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sent of the Senate. Upon application of the Attorney 
General or the person or organization involved, the Board 
is to determine whether such person or organization comes 
within the registration provisions. A new determination 
of liability to register may be had not oftener than once 
each year, first by the Attorney General and then by the 
Board. (The Board makes all determinations of liability 
to register. Under the present loyalty program subver- 
sive groups are named by the Attorney General.) The 
Board must hold a quasi-judicial public hearing before is- 
suing its findings. It is empowered to subpena witnesses, 
whose refusal to appear may be punished by citation for 
contempt in the United States District Court. The act 
specifies criteria for determining whether or not a group 
isa Communist political organization or a front. Judicial 
review from Board rulings may be had in the Cireuit Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia; findings of fact 
by the Board are conclusive if supported by the prepon- 
derance of the evidence. Board orders become final upon 
expiration of the time allowed to petition for review of 
certiorari, or 10 days after a Supreme Court decision.

School Construction Act of 1949—Authorizes $5,000,000 
to be paid to the States for an inventory of existing school 
facilities and for a survey of the need to construct addi- 
tional facilities. 

Authorizes such sums each fiscal year as may be deter- 
mined by Congress for allotment to the States to assist 
them in the construction of such public elementary and 
secondary school facilities as the Commissioner shall 
determine to be necessary. Federal funds to be expended 
in the year beginning July 1, 1949, are reserved for critical 
projects made so by reason of rapid increase in school-age 
children through Federal defense or other activities. For 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1949 only, 70 percent of 
the first $100,000,000, plus 10 percent of the excess, ap- 
propriated pursuant to this act shall be available for so- 
called emergency school facilities. Ninety-seven percent 
appropriated funds are to be divided among the States and 
3 percent among Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands according to their respective needs. Funds 
shall be apportioned to each of the States in an amount 
which bears the same ratio to the total amount appro- 
priated for all the States as the school-age population in 
the State bears to the school-age population of the United 
States with adjustment upwards in percentage of Federal 
contribution for low-income States and downward for high- 
income States. Provides for an equitable apportionment 
of Federal funds under this act between different racial

groups in any State where separate school facilities are 
maintained, 

Describes the plans which must be submitted by a State 
desiring to take advantage of this act and authorizes the 
Commissioner to withhold funds when a State agency is in 
noncompliance. Permits allotments to States for the pur- 
pose of setting up an integrated plan. 

In construction of emergency facilities, as defined by 
the Commissioner, payment of the State’s share of con- 
struction cost may be postponed and made at the rate of 
2 percent per year, in event it is determined that the State 
is unable to meet payment.

(Banking and Currency). 


Bank Holding Company Act of 1949—Provides for the 
regulation of bank holding companies. Defines a bank 
holding company as one which controls 15 percent or more 
of the voting shares of each of two or more banks (unless 
found by the Federal Reserve Board not to exercise con- 
trol which requires regulation under this act); any bank 
which directly or indirectly owns, controls, or holds with 
power to vote 15 percent of the voting shares of one or 
more other banks or of one bank operating one or more 
branches; or, a company which the Federal Reserve Board 
determines exercises such control over two or more banks 
as to require regulation in the public interest. Two 
years after the effective date of this act, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for a bank holding company to own voting shares of a 
nonbanking company or to engage in any business except 
that of controlling subsidiary banks (except under certain 
conditions, as upon request of supervisory Federal or State 
authority, etc.). The foregoing prohibitions shall not 
apply to ownership of less than 5 percent of the securities 
of an outside company unless by order of the Board, after 
hearing. Plans made by companies, bank holding com- 
panies, and by nonbanking or banking subsidiaries for the 
acquisition of bank shares, bank assets, or branch banks 
must be approved by the Federal Reserve Board. Before 
taking anv action under this act the Comptroller of Cur- 
rency shall obtain a report of recommendations from the 
superintendent of banks of the State where the bank in 
question is located. Prohibits a bank (a) from investing 
its funds in, or accepting as collateral the capital stock of 
a bank holding company of which it is a subsidiary, or 
of another subsidiary of such bank holding company; or 
(b) from making repurchase agreements, investing its funds 
in, or accepting as collateral for loans the bonds of such 
bank holding company or subsidiary thereof, when the 
amount involved is in excess of 20 percent of the bank’s 
capital stock and surplus. Service charges must be such 
as are found reasonable by the Federal Reserve Board. 
Requires every corporate bank holding company to use 
all net earnings over 6 percent of the book value of its 
own shares to accumulate a reserve fund in an amount 
equal to 12 percent of the aggregate book value of all bank 
shares owned by it. Nonecorporate companies shall ac- 
cumulate a fund as required by the Federal Reserve Board. 
Also requires bank holding companies to register with, and 
make reports to, the Federal Reserve Board, which shall 
have regulatory and investigatory powers. Provides for 
court review of the Board’s orders. Provides penalties 
for violations. Amends pertinent sections of the Federal 
Reserve Act and the Internal Revenue Code which refer 
to the basis for tax purposes of the assets forced to be 
transferred under this act (38 Stat. 251), and U. 8. C. 
12:61, 161, 221a; 15:80a-3, 80b—2; 26:14 (a), 26, 27, 102, 
112, 113. 

S. 2319. Mr. Connally; July 22, 1949 (Foreign Relations). 

Korea Aid Act of 1949—Authorizes $150,000,000 for the 
Economic Cooperation Administrator for the fiscal year 
1950 in order to furnish assistance to the Republic of 
Korea. Permits free lease of not more than 10 ships of 
Jess than 2,500 tons each for use by Korea in east Asian 
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trade. Directs the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 

to advance up to $50,000,000 to carry out the purposes 

of this act during the pendency of appropriations. 

S. 2320. Mr. McCarran and others; July 22, 1949 (In- 
terior and Insular Affairs). 

Declares it to be congressional policy to assist in main- 
taining sound domestic mining industries for the produc- 
tion of certain stategic metals. Semiannually the Director 
of the Bureau of Mines shall report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury the amounts of manganese, antimony, mercury, 
and tungsten produced after enactment of this act and 
sold by each domestic primary producer of ores containing 
these metals during the preceding semiannual period. 
For each pound of contained metal imported during a 
semiannual period the Secretary of the Treasury shall pay 
the following sums to these domestic primary producers: 
Manganese, one-quarter of 1 cent a pound, but not over 
244 cents a pound for each pound sold by the producer 
during this period; antimony, 1 cent a pound, but not over 
10 cents a pound for each pound sold by the producer during 
this period; mercury, 25 cents a pound, but not over $2.50a 
pound foreach pound sold by the producer during this period; 
tungsten, 38 cents a pound, but not over $3.80 a pound 
for each pound sold by the producer during this period. 
Forbids payment of any of these sums to royalty holders 
(unless they participate in operational risks) by producers. 
Authorizes necessary sums. 


S. 2325. Mr. Sparkman; July 25, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides that each institution which has accounts in- 
sured by the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corpora- 
tion shall hold stock in the Corporation in an amount of 
1 percent of its insured accounts. Insurance coverage 
shall be terminated in event of failure to comply. Permits 
the Corporation to borrow up to $750,000,000 from the 
Secretary of the Treasury as it is needed for insurance 
purpcses. Amends provision dealing with dividend pay- 
ments by the Corporation. Fixes premiums at one-eighth 
(now one-twelfth) of 1 percent cf insured accounts, and 
provides for refunds of excess premium payments for 
coverage after June 30, 1949. Provides that any institu- 
tion may terminate its status as an insured institution by 
written notice to the Ccrporaticn. 

Provides each member of a Federal home loan bank shall 
hold 2 percent of the aggregate of such member’s home 
mortgage loans (not less than $500). Makes provision for 
retirement of Federal home loan bank stock, but not 
below $200,000,000 in stock, reserves, and surplus. Per- 
mits additional financing of $1,000,000,000 by home loan 
banks. 

Provides for appointment of a conservator to assume 
control for 6 months of any association which has operated 
improperly under the Home Owner’s Loan Act of 1933. 
Review of a decision appointing a conservator may be had 
in the district court. Permits the Home Loan Bank 
Board to petition for an injunction against any violation 
of statutes or regulations. Increases the limitation on 
loans for repair or alteration of property under the Home 
Owner’s Loan Act to $2,500 (now $1,500). Sets up 
criminal penalties for Federal housing employees who 
perform similar services for private institutions. 

S. 2328. Mr. Wiley (by request) ; July 26, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Increases from 9 to 12 the number of examiners in chief 
in the Patent Office and provides that they shall serve as 
members of the Board of Appeals. Increases from $15 
to $25 the fee for an appeal for the first time from the 
wrimary examiners to the Board of Appeals [amending 
J. S. C. 35: 2, 78). 


S. 2329. Mr. Watkins and others; July 26, 1949 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Allows retention by the Ute Indians of certain tribal 
property rights [amending Public Law 884, 80th Cong.}. 





S. 2330. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); July 26, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Regulatory Agencies Act of 1949—Provides that for the 
following regulatory agencies functions with respect to 
internal management, relations with Congress, and execu- 
tion of policies shall be performed by the respective 
chairmen: Interstate Commerce Commission, Federal 
Trade Commission, Federal Power Commission, United 
States Maritime Commission, Federal Communications 
Commission, and the Civil Aeronauties Board. Provides 
the Federal Power Commissioners, Maritime Commis- 
sioners, Communications Commissioners, and Civil Aero- 
nautics Board members shall serve until successors are 
appointed and qualified, after expiration of a term of 
office. Provides that Commissioners may be removed 
from office by the President only for inefficiency, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance in office [amending U. 8. C. 49:11; 
15: 41; 16: 792; 46: 1111; 47: 154, 154 (c), 155; 49: 421, 
425]. 

S. 2332. Mr. Downey; July 26, 1949 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to grant to 
Los Angeles, Calif., rights-of-way across and under certain 
publie lands. 


S. 2333. Mr. O’Conor; July 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Rates of wages of employees in navy yards shall eon- 
form, as nearly as is consistent with the public interest, 
with those of private establishments in the immediate 
vicinity of the headquarters of the Naval Command 
having jurisdiction (instead of the respective yards) 
{amending U. 8. C. 34: 505). 

S. 2334. Mr. Tydings; July 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Army Organization Act of 1949—Title I: Secretary of 
the Army—Except as otherwise prescribed bv law, by the 
President, or by the Secretary of Defense, the Secretary 
of the Army shall be responsible for and have the necessary 
authority to conduct the affairs of the Army Establish- 
ment. Provides for an Under Secretary of the Army and 
2 Assistant Secretaries of the Army. Succession (until a 
successor is appointed) in the event of the death, etc., of 
the Secretary of the Army is as follows: (1) Under Secre- 
tary of the Army, (2) the Assistant Secretaries of the 
Army in the order fixed by their length of service, (3) 
Chief of Staff. 

Title II: Chief of Staff and the Army Staff—Provides 
for the Army Staff, consisting of (1) the Chief of Staff, 
(2) a Vice Chief of Staff, (3) Deputy and Assistant Chiefs 
of Staff, (4) Chief of Engineers, Chief Signal Officer, 
Adjutant General, Quartermaster General, Chief of 
Finance, Chief of Ordnance, Chief Chemical Officer, Chief 
of Transportation, Surgeon General, Judge Advocate 
Gene-al, Chief of Chaplains, Inspector General, Provost 
Marshal General, and their deputies and assistants, (5) 
other members of the Army and civilian officers and 
employees. Part of the Army Staff may be designated 
the Army General Staff. It shall be the duty of the Army 
Staff: (1) to prepare plans for the national security, both 
separately and in conjunction with the naval and air 
forces, (2) to investigate the efficiency of the Army and 
its state of preparation, (3) to prepare instructions for 
the execution of approved plans and to supervise the 
execution of these plans and instructions, (4) to act as 
the agents of the Secretary of the Army and the Chief of 
Staff in informing and coordinating the action of all 
organizations of the Army Estabiishment, (5) to perform 
other duties prescribed by the President, the Secretary of 
Defense or the Secretary of the Army. The Army Staff 
shall render professional aid and assistance to the Secre- 
tarv, Under Secretary, and Assistant Secretaries. 

The Chief of Staff shall be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate but shall not serve for a term 
of more than 4 years unless reappointed and reconfirmed. 
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He shall have supervision of all members and organizations 
of the Army, shall preside over the Army Staff and transmit 
to the Secretary the plans and recommendations prepared 
by it and advise him thereto, and shall act as the agent of 
the Secretary of the Army in carrying approved plans into 
effect. 

Title III: Organization of the Army—The United States 
Army includes the Regular Army, the National Guard of 
the United States, and the Organized Reserve Corps; all 
persons appointed, enlisted, or inducted; all persons serving 
under call or conscription, including members of the 
National Guard of the several States, ete., when called into 
Federal service. The Regular Army shall include the 
commissioned officers, warrant officers, and enlisted mem- 
bers; the professors and cadets of the United States Mili- 
tary Academy; the retired commissioned officers, warrant 
officers, and enlisted members of the Regular Army. 

The Army shall be divided into such commands, forces, 
and organizations as may be directed by the President, by 
the Secretary of Defense, or by the Secretary of the Army. 
For military purposes the United States, its Territories, 
etc., may be divided into areas by the President, the Sec- 
retary Of Defense, or the Secretary of the Army. The 
organized peace establishment of the United States Army, 
including the Regular Army, the National Guard of the 
United States, and the Organized Reserve Corps, shall 
include all of those military organizations, with their sup- 
porting and auxiliary elements, including combat, train- 
ing, administrative, and logistic organizations and ele- 
ments, and all personnel necessary to form the basis for a 
complete and immediate mobilization for the national 
security in the event of a national emergency. There shall 
be in the Army such basic branches as may from time to 
time be determined to be appropriate and the President, 
the Secretary of Defense, or the Secretary of the Army may 
from time to time establish new basic branches, or discon- 
tinue and consolidate them. Until otherwise directed the 
basic branches of the Army shall be: Infantry, Armor (a 
continuation of Cavalry), Artillery (a continuation of 
the Field Artillery and the Coast Artillery Corps), Engi- 
neer, Signal, Adjutant General’s, Quartermaster, Finance, 
Ordnance, Chemical, Transportation, and Military Police 
Corps. The special branches of the Army shall be the 
several corps of the Army Medical Service, the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps, and the Chaplains. Members 
of the Army appointed or assigned to one branch may be 
detailed for duty with any other branch. Continues the 
Women’s Army Corps. Nothing in the act shall prevent 
the Secretary of Defense acting pursuant to powers now or 
hereafter vested in him by law, from issuing such directions 
as he deems appropriate with respect to the Department 
of the Army. Repeals and amends numerous conflicting 
provisions of law. 

S. 2335. Mr. Tydings; July 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Amends Officer Personnel Act of 1947 with respect to 
provisions dealing with retirement of Rear Admirals of 
the Navy with 35 years’ service who have served in grade 
for 7 years and with major generals and supply corps briga- 
dier generals of the Marine Corps with 35 years’ service 
who have served in grade for 5 years. When there are 
officers of the above description on active duty the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shal] convene a 3-man retirement board 
to recommend retirement of that number of officers 
deemed by the Secretary to be unessential to the Service 
famending U. 8S. ©. 34: 4101, 6261]. 


S. 2336. Mr. Gillette; July 27, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Creates the Federal Alcohol Corporation for the purpose 
of determining (1) the practicability on a commercial 
scale of utilizing industrial aleohol as a motor fuel, as a 
blend with other motor fuels, or as a motor antiknock; 
(2) whether such use of industrial alcoho! will provide a 
suitable methed of utilizing spoiled, off-grade or surplus 





grains, etc.; (3) the place of agriculture in the synthetic 
fuels program. The Corporation shall have a capital 
stock of $12,000,000, federally subscribed. Transfers to 
the Corporation the Government-owned alcohol plants 
at Museatine, lowa; Kansas City, Mo.; and Omaha, Nebr., 
and authorizes the Corporation to operate, contract for 
the operation of these plants, or lease them to carry out 
the purposes of the act. 

S. 2337. Mr. Taylor; July 27, 1949 (Finance). 

Full Social Security Act of 1949—Provides unemploy- 
ment compensation of 85 percent of previous weekly 
earnings for every involuntarily unemployed worker under 
the age of 60 and a maximum of 70 percent of weekly 
earnings for workers over 60. All eligible persons must 
be registered with the United States Employment Service, 
Provides for registration of workers, eligible because of 
disability, with the Public Health Service. Provides 
payment equal to loss of earnings from partial disability. 
Adds functions to the Employment Service with respect 
to training unemployed workers for new jobs. Permits 
appeals to the circuit court of appeals from decisions of 
the Employment or Health Service. 

Directs the Secretary of Commerce to publish a monthly 
index of consumer prices. 

Repeals numerous laws dealing with unemployment and 
disability compensation. 


S. 2340. Mr. Maybank (by request); July 27, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Regulatory Agencies Act of 1949—Provides that the 
Chairmen of the Securities and Exchange Commission and 
the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System 
shall perform functions with respect to (1) internal manage- 
ment, (2) relations with Congress, and (3) execution of 
policies. Provides that Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sioners shall serve until successors are appointed and 
qualified, and may be removed from office by the President 
only for inefficiency, neglect of duty, or malfeasance in 
office. Stipulates that no more than four members of the 
Federal Reserve Board may belong to the same political 
party [amending U. S. C. 15: 78d; 12: 241, 242). 

S. 2341. Mr. Connally and others; July 27, 1949 (Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services jointly). 


Foreign Military Assistance Act of 1949—Declares that 
the increased confidence of free peoples in their ability to 
resist direct or indirect aggression and to maintain internal 
security will advance their economic recovery and support 
their political stability. Provides for military assistance 
in the form of equipment and materials (including arms, 
ammunition or implements of war but not merchant 
vessels), services, and financial aid to (1) nations which 
have joined with the United States in collective defense 
and regional arrangments, and (2) other nations whose 
ability to defend themselves is important to the national 
interest in the United States. 

In connection with the furnishing of assistance to any 
nation under this act the President shall conclude agree- 
ments with such nation, which shall make appropriate 
provision, where applicable, for (1) the use of assistance 
furnished in a manner consistent with the purposes of the 
act, (2) restriction against transfer of equipment and ma- 
terials or services furnished without the consent of the 
President, (3) furnishing such equipment and materials, 
services or other assistance, consistent with the charter of 
the United Nations, to the United States or to other 
nations as will further the policies of the act. 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
make advances up to $125,000,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act until an appropriation is made. Author- 
izes appropriation to the President of $1,400,000,000 for 
the period through June 30, 1950. 

The President may terminate all or part of any assist- 
ance if he determines that the furnishing of assistance to 
any nation is no longer consistent with the policies and 
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purposes of the act; (2) or with the national interest of 
the United States; (3) or that provision of such assistance 
would be inconsistent with the obligations of the United 
States under the Charter of the United Nations, to refrain 
from giving assistance to any nation against which the 
United Nations is taking preventive or enforcement action. 
Personnel of the armed forces may be assigned or detailed 
to duty, including duty with any agency or nation, for the 
purpose of enabling the President to furnish assistance 
under the act. Nothing in the act shall be construed to 
change existing law relating to the use of the armed forces 
except insofar as such use relates to the performance of 
noncombatant functions authorized under the act. Noth- 
ing in the act shall affect the provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946 (60 Stat. 755). Authorizes the Presi- 
dent, in furthering the purposes of the act to extend the 
period during which any nation may retain ships of the 
United States Navy transferred under the Lend-Lease Act 
(U. 8. C. 22: 411-413). Requires the President to report 
to Congress at least once every 6 months on the expendi- 
tures and activities authorized under the act, except as to 
information the disclosure of which he deems incompatible 
with the security of the United States. 


S. 2342. Mr. Fulbright; July 28, 1949 (Foreign Relations). 
Authorizes $110,000 to be spent by the Secretary of 
State for the education of Iranian students in the United 
States in accordance with the obligation of the United 
States arising out of an exchange of notes in 1924. 
S. 2344. Mr. Maybank; July 28, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Increases from $2,500,000,000 to $5,000,000,000 the 
total amount of loans made and securities and obligations 
purchased by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
(including commitments) which may be outstanding at any 
one time. Limits outstanding loans made on account of 
floods, etc., to $40,000,000 and to $15,000,000 for loans to 
financial institutions. Removes restrictions on length of 
loans (now generally 10 vears) [amending U. 8. C. 15: 
604 and Public Law 176, 81st Congress]. 

S. 2345. Mr. George (by request); July 29, 1949 (Finance). 


Exempts from gross income for income-tax purposes the 
salaries of employees of international organizations but 
includes this amount in gross income for determining the 
rate of tax applicable to income from other sources re- 
ceived by a person. Also exempts these salaries from 
gross income for purposes of the ar of eee 


income tax [amending U. 8. C. 26: 116 ( 4 EOE, OF 

1504]. 

S. 2348. Mr. Hayden; July 29, 1949 (Rules and Adminis- 
tration). 


Increases from $30,000 to $50,000 the annual authoriza- 
tion for the appropriation of funds for collecting, editing, 
and publishing of official papers relating to the Territories 
of the United States [amending U. 8. C. 5: 168d]. 

S. 2350. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina (by request); 
July 29, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 

Provides for payments to estates under provisions to 
compensate employees for accumulated leave who were 
terminated under the National Bituminous Coal Act of 
1937 [amending 60 Stat. 938]. 

S. 2351. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina (by request) ; 
July 29, 1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 

Consolidates laws relating to the receipt of compensa- 
tion from dual employments under the United States. 
No person shall be able to hold more than one office or 
position if the combined amounts received for any period 
of time exceed the rate of $5,000 a year. Compensation 
shall exclude overtime pay, night differential, retired pay 
of enlisted men or warrant officers, and retired pay of 
Regular, Reserve, or temporary commissioned officers 
retired for disability in combat. Repeals numerous 
conflicting provisions of law. 


S. 2352. Messrs. Pepper, Murray, and Aiken; July 29, 
1949 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Title I: Authorizes such sums as necessary for distribu- 
tion by the Surgeon General to the States in accordance 
with approved State plans for the improvement of local 
and State public health services. Covers prevention, 
treatment, and control of all disease and publication of 
information relating thereto [amending U. 8. C. 42: 314]. 

Title II: Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending 
June 30, 1950, and afterwards such sums as necessary to 
the Federal Security Administrator to foster child-life 
research and instruction. Creates the National Advisory 
Council on Research in Child Life. 

Authorizes $25,000,000 for maternal and child health 
services and $25,000, 000 for crippled children’s services 
for the year ending June 30, 1950, and afterwards such 
sums as necessary for distribution by the Federal Security 
Administrator to the States in accordance with approved 
State plans. Sets up standards to which State agencies 
must adhere. Substantially supplants title V of Social 
Security Act. 

Federal contributions are based on population affected 
and per capita income. 

S. 2353. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; August 1, 1949 (Inte- 
rior and Insular Affairs). 


Extends reservation to the Osage Indians of rights in 
certain oil, gas, ete., mineral resources until April 8, 2008 
(now 1983) poet nding 52 Stat. 1034]. 


S. 2354. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; August 1, 1949 (Inte- 
rior and Insular Affairs). 

Restricts the freedom of land transfers granted to the 
Five Civilized Tribes of Oklahoma by providing that no 
sale shall be approved by the county court unless it 
brings at least as much as the Indian Office appraisement 
{amending U. 8. C. 25: 355 note). 

S. 2355. Mr. Tydings; August 1, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Provides for the establishment of an additional service 
academy to provide training comparable to that afforded 
at the United States Military and Naval Academies. 

S. 2356. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; August 1, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act to provide 
that in no case shall a person be entitled to an annuity 
unless he has served at least 5 years in positions subject 
to the act [amending 62 Stat. 50). 

S. 2357. Mr. McClellan; August 1, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

When the General Accounting Office disallows a credit 
in favor of any employee compensation shall be withheld 
from such employee until full reimbursement to the 
Government has been made [amending U. 8. C. 5: 46b). 
S. 2358. Messrs. Butler and Wherry; August 1, 1949 

(Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Changes the name of Medicine Creek Reservoir in 
Frontier County, Nebr., to Harry Strunk Lake. 

S. 2360. Mr. Brewster; August 1, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Federal Airport Act to authorize appro- 
priations for projects in the Virgin Islands [amending 
U.S. C. 49: 1105). 

S. 2361. Mr. Downey; August 1, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Provides for the acquisition of McCormack General 








Hospital, Pasadena, Calif., by the Veterans’ Adminis- | 

tration. ' 

S. 2362. Mr. Kefauver; August 1, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Amends the District of Columbia code to provide that 
the course in aeronautics in high schools may include 
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flight training, provided that no expense in providing 
flight training may be incurred by any Federal or District 
of Columbia agency [amending D. C. C. 31: 1201). 

S. 2363. Mr. Lodge; August 2, 1949 (Public Works). 

Provides for a preliminary survey for the construction 
of a channel, etc., for the Saugus River, Mass. 

S. 2364. Messrs. Millikin and Johnson of Colorado; 
August 2, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Provides for the utilization as a national cemetery of 
surplus Army Department owned military real property 
at Fort Logan, Colo. 

S. 2365. Mr. Hunt; August 2, 1949 (District of Columbia). 

Declares certain appointive positions in the municipal 
government of the District of Columbia to be subject to 
the Classification Act of 1923. 

S. 2367. Mr. Flanders and others; August 3, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Extends mortgage insurance provisions of the National 
Housing Act until July 1, 1952. Sets the aggregate 
amount of insurance permitted under the act at $1,- 


250,000,000. Reduces maximum insurance coverage on 
new construction to $3,000 (now $4,500) and places a 
3%e2-year time limit on mortgages for residential housing. 


Provides mortgage insurance of $500,000,000 for moderate 
income residential construction, each mortgage not to 
exceed $4,750 and 95 percent of the value of the mortgaged 
property and to mature in 30 years and bear interest at 
not more than 5 percent. Premium charges for insurance 
is set to vary between '% and 1 percent of the face value 
of the mortgage. Establishes a title I Housing Insurance 
Fund of $5,000,000 to carry out the above insurance plan. 

Increases the mortgage insurance authorization under 
title II of the National Housing Act to $5,500,000,000 and 
to $7,000,000,000 with the approval of the President (now 
$5,300,000,000 and $5,500,000,000). Generally raises the 
maximum amounts permitted for all mortgages and in- 
creases the period of time before maturity. Provides for 
90 percent insurance on mortgages of rental housing in 
metropolitan areas, extends maturity on such housing to 45 
years (now 40 years), and sets maximum insurance per 
family unit at $8,100. Empowers the Federal Housing 
Commissioner to permit such moratoriums in payment as 
will not extend maturity date of any mortgage by more 
than 3 years. 

Provides cooperative housing insurance to aid financing 
of group housing reserved for occupancy to the members of 
such group. No individual mortgage may exceed $8,100 
per family unit or $500,000,000 in the aggregate. Slight 
increases are allowed for groups containing veterans of 
World War II. Provides for an assistant commissioner to 
handle cooperative housing insurance. Sets maximum 
annual premium at \% percent. Limits over-all commit- 
ments to $2,000,000,000. 

Increases Reconstruction Finance Corporation lending 
authority to $2,800,000,000 (now $2,500,000,000).  In- 
creases the War Housing Insurance Fund authorization to 
$6,150,000,000 (now $5,750,000,000) and extends expira- 
tion date until March 31, 1950 (now August 31, 1949). 

Permits $1,800 per room limitation with regard to con- 
struction of housing on military reservations. 

Provides for establishment of national mortgage asso- 
ciations in order to stimulate investment in mortgages, to 
be composed of not less than five natural persons and 
with a capital stock of at least $2,000,000. 

Makes provision for 2\4-percent loans up to $300,000,000 
to educational! institutions for housing. 

Sets administrative regulations for the Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator’s annual audits and reports. 
Makes miscellaneous amendments to the Housing Acts. 


S. 2369. Mr. Mundt; August 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Requires persons who obtain commissions for rendering - 


assistance in the obtaining of Government contracts .in 
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excess of $25,000 to register with Congress and furnish 
certain information concerning their activities. Establishes 
in the General Services Administration an Office of Con- 
tract Information to aid small businesses in obtaining 
information concerning the procurement of supplies and 
nonpersonal services by the executive agencies in order to 
secure a wide participation in the supplying of govern- 
mental needs. 

S. 2371. Mr. Ferguson; August 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Requires disclosure of certain activities by Government 
contractors, e. g., names and fees of persons acting on 
behalf of contractors in negotiating contracts. Only con- 
tracts over $1,000 are affected. Penalties for violations 
are provided. Directs establishment in the central regional 
offices of the General Services Agency of a contract infor- 
mation center to furnish small businesses with information 
concerning procurement of supplies and nonpersonal 
services by the executive agencies. 

S. 2372. Mr. McMahon; August 3, 1949 (Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy). 

Amends the Atomic Energy Act (U. 8. C. 42: 1802 (ce), 
(d), to provide for Air Force representation on the Military 
Liaison Committee. 

S. 2373. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; August 3, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


For the purpose of determining eligibility for promotion 
all service performed by employees of the postal service 
who are transferred from one position to another within 
the service shall be credited [amending Public Law 674, 
80th Cong.}. 

S. 2374. Mr. Chavez (by request); August 3, 1949 (Public 
Works). 

Extends from June 30, 1950, to June 30, 1951, the pro- 
visions of and availability of appropriations for title III 
(restoration and improvement of public property and 
essential public services) of the Philippine Rehabilitation 
Act of 1946 (U.S. C. 50 app.: 1781-1791). 

S. 2375. Mr. Connally; August 3, 1949 (Foreign Relations). 

Grants Congressional approval to the negotiation of an 
agreement (in accordance with the provisions of the treaty 
of February 3, 1944, between the United States and Mex- 
ico) for the joint development of hydroelectric power at 
Falcon Dam, on the Rio Grande. 


S. 2376. Mr. Gillette; August 4, 1949 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 

Provides for maintenance of the Government-owned 
alcohol plants in standby condition when operation be- 
comes undesirable [amending Public Law 890, 80th Cong.]. 
S. 2377. Mr. Tydings; August 4, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Amends the Army-Navy Nurses Act of 1947 as follows: 
(1) To credit Army Nurses with time spent on active duty 
and with time spent outside the service prior to reenlist- 
ment in certain cases in determination of the maximum 
age limit for enlistment; (2) to adjust periods of service 
necessary for promotion; (3)to adjust the minimum allow- 
able number of Army nuréges; (4) to fix retirement pro- 
visions-in both Army and Navy Nurse Corps; and (5) to 
make numerous other changes [amending 61 Stat. 41). 

S. 2378. Mr. Tydings; August 4, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes the Secretaries of the Army, Air Force, and 
Navy, to convey to States, ete., perpetual easements in 
connection with authorized construction projects involving 
relocation of roads, streets, railroads, and utilities. 


S. 2379. Mr. Long; August 4, 1949 (Post Office and Civil 
Service). 

Position-Classification and Pay Act of 1949—Title I— 
Policy—The applicable principle governing compensation 
throughout the Government service shall be equal pay 
for equal work, with major emphasis on the contribution 
of each employee to the efficieney and economy of the 
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service. The position-classification system is designed 
to be useful in all phases of personnel administration. 

Title II1.—The act shall apply to all Government agen- 
cies and departments except the Post Office field service 
(covered by U.S. C. 39: 851) and certain other specifically 
excepted agencies. The Civil Service Commission is 
charged with enforcing and administering the Act, and it 
will decide questions of its applicability. 

Title I11I—The level of difficulty, responsibility, and 
qualifications necessary shall determine the grade and 
class of each position. 

Title IV—The Civil Service Commission sets standards 
for each grade and class and shall make revisions from time 
to time. 

Title V—Each new position shall receive a classification 
from the agency setting it up. The Commission may 
revoke an agency’s power to classify positions in event of 
repeated violations of published Commission directions. 
Placing of positions in grades of General Schedule (GS) 
13, 14, and 15 is subject to Commission approval. 

Title VI—Existing civil service groupings are eliminated 
(professional, subprofessional, and clerical, administra- 
tive, and fiscal) and are replaced by the general schedule. 
The salary range will be $2,100 to $15,000 (now $2,086 to 
$10,330). Salaries from $11,500 to $15,000 (GS 13, 14, 
and 15) under this Act have no counterparts in the act 
of 1923, as amended, and will be reserved for supervisory 
and executive employees of the highest caliber. 

The crafts, protective, and custodial schedule is retained 
in its same form and will cover the same types of employees 
as the present act. Its salary range will be $1,410 to 
$4,900 (now $1,410 to $4,730.40). 

A table is set up to merge present classifications into the 
general schedule and such minor adjustments as will prove 
necessary are provided for. 

Title VII—Step pay raises of under $200 are allowed 
every 12 months and raises of over $200 every 18 months, 
until the maximum rate for any grade is reached. To be 
eligible for a step pay raise an employee must be certified 
as satisfactory by his agency. Additional step increases 
may be given as a reward for superior accomplishment. A 
longevity step increase may be awarded beyond the maxi- 
mum rate after 10 vears of service in any position for each 
3 years of service at the maximum. Such increases are 
limited in number to three and are dependent on con- 
tinued meritorious service. They are not applicable to 
positions in grade of GS 15. The Civil Service Commis- 
sion is authorized in its discretion to delegate to each 
individual agency authority to make the increases de- 
scribed in this title. 

Title VITI—New appointments must be at the minimum 
rate of the grade to which the appointment is made, but 
if enough competent personnel cannot be found, the rate 
may be increased. Permits up to 50-percent premium on 
basic compensation rate for employees engaged in extra- 
hazardous employment. 

Title IX—Directs establishment of departmental effici- 
ency rating plans to be administered as part of general 
management operations and to contain measures repre- 
senting satisfactory, unsatisfactory, and outstanding 
performance. Provides hearing and review upon request 
of any person given less than a satisfactory rating. Each 
plan must be approved by the Civil Service Commission 
and adhered to in that form [repeals U. 8. C. 5: 699]. 

Title X—Calls for systematic departmental review of 
operations to point up outstanding service for rewards 
through a departmental efficiency awards committee (not 
to exceed three times the step increase in the applicable 
grade). 

Employees whose classification under the general 
schedule calls for less compensation than they are now 
receiving will continue at their present rates. All other 
employees’ salaries will be. adjusted in accordance with 
the provisions of this act. 





S. 2380. Mr. Hunt; August 4, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Gives the Army and Air Force Dental Corps full respon- 
sibility for maintaining dental health among Army and 
Air Force personnel within the military framework. 
Defines the duties of dental personnel. Sets minimum 
dental officer complement at not less than 2 per 1,000 men, 
Sets up a chief dental officer both for the Army and the 
Air Force. 


S. 2381. Mr. Lodge; August 4, 1949 (Public Works). 


Provides for a preliminary survey of the Merrimac River 
at Salisbury, Mass. 


S. 2382. Mr. Meyers and others; August 4, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes $11,000,000 for the construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, at a location to be selected by the Secretary of 
Defense. 


S. 2383. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; August 4, 1949 (Agri- 
culture and Forestry). 


International Wheat Agreement Act of 1949—Author- 
izes the Secretary of Agriculture through the Commodity 
Credit Corporation to make available sufficient wheat as 
is necessary to fulfill the 1949 obligations of the United 
States under the International Wheat Agreement. Em- 
powers the Secretary to require information from wheat 
dealers needed to enable him to carry out his obligations 
under this act. Provides treble damages for knowingly 
importing or exporting wheat in excess of limits placed by 
the Secretary. Authorizes sums needed to meet expenses 
and contributions of the United States in connection with 
the agreement. 


S. 2384. Mr. Sparkman (by request); August 4, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation to pay off and retire annually at par capital 
stock equal to 50 percent of its net income for the fiscal 
year after payment of dividends. Permits the Corpo- 
ration to borrow up to $750,000,000 from the Secretary 
of the Treasury as it is needed for insurance purposes. 
Provides that any institution may terminate its status 
as an insured institution by written notice to the Corpo- 
ration. Permits the Corporation to pay off defaulted 
insured accounts in cash at the option of the Home Loan 
Bank Board. Permits additional financing in the amount 
of $1,000,000,000 by home-loan banks. Requires each 
member of a Federal home-loan bank to hold 2 percent 
of the aggregate of such member’s home-mortgage loans 
(not less than $500). Makes provision for retirement of 
Federal home-loan bank stock, but not to below $200,- 
000,000 in stock, reserves, and surplus [amending U. S. C. 
12: 1700 et seq.]. 


S. 2388. Mr. Connally (and others); August 5, 1949 
(Foreign Relations and Armed Services, jointly). 


Foreign Military Assistance Act of 1949—Declares that 
the efforts of the United States and other peace-loving 
countries to promote peace and security require the fur- 
nishing of military assistance to enable the nations dedi- 
cated to the principles of the United Nations Charter to 
participate effectively in arrangements for individual and 
collective self-defense. 

Title I—Authorizes the President to furnish military 
assistance to nations who are parties to the North Atlantic 
Treaty. Authorizes appropriation to the President for 
the period through June 30, 1950, $1,160,990,000 to carry 
out this purpose. 

Title II—Authorizes $211,370,000 for period through 
June 30, 1950, to carry out the provisions of the act 
providing assistance to Greece and Purkey (61 Stat. 103). 


Title II1I—Authorizes to be appropriated to the Presi- 
dent for the period through June 30, 1950, $27,640,000 
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for military assistance to Iran, Korea, and the Republic 
of the Philippines. 

Title IV—No equipment may be transferred out of 
military stocks if the Secretary of Defense, after consulta- 
tion with the Joint Chiefs of Staff, determines that such 
transfer would be detrimental to the national interest. 

In connection with the furnishing of assistance to any 
nation under this act the President shall conclude agree- 
ments with such nation, which shall make appropriate 
provision, where applicable, for (1) the use of assistance 
furnished in a manner consistent with the purposes of the 
act, (2) restriction against transfer of equipment and 
materials or services furnished without the consent of the 
President, (3) furnishing such equipment and materials, 
services or other assistance, consistent with the Charter of 
the United Nations, to the United States or to other nations 
as will further the policies of the act. 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
make advances up to $125,000,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act until an appropriation is made. 

The President may terminate all or part of any assistance 
if he determines that the furnishing of assistance to any 
nation is no longer consistent with the policies and pur- 
poses of the act; (2) or with the national interest of the 
United States; (3) or that provision of such assistance 
would be inconsistent with the obligations of the United 
States under the Charter of the United Nations, to refrain 
from giving assistance to any nation against which the 
United Nations is taking preventive or enforcement 
action. Personnel of the armed forces may be assigned or 
detailed to noncombatant duty, including duty with any 
agency or nation, for the purpose of enabling the President 
to furnish assistance under the act. Nothing in the act 
shall affect the provisions of the Atomie Energy Act of 1946 
(60 Stat. 755). Requires the President to report to Con- 
gress at least once every 6 months on the expenditures and 
activities authorized under the act, except as to informa- 
tion the disclosure of which he deems incompatible with the 
security of the United States.

Terminates lump-sum benefits provided by 49 Stat. 
1524 and 56 Stat. 738 to certain Reserve Officers of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Force for service performed 
after June 24, 1948. 


S. 2390. Mr. Morse; August 5, 1949 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 


Permits the holder of one hundred or more shares or 
other units of any security registered under the Securities 
Act of 1933 to secure one certificate representing all such 
shares or units. 


S. 2391. Messrs. Watkins and Thomas of Utah; August 5, 
1949 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes construction, etc., of the Weber Basin recla- 
mation project, Utah, at an estimated cost of $69,500,000 
in accord with the Bureau of Reclamation report of July 
15, 1949. 


S. 2392. Mr. Gillette; August 5, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 


Enlarges the definition of cosmetic contained in the 
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act (U.S.C. 21: 321 (i)) 
by removing the exception made in the case of soap. 


S. 2394. Mr. Tydings; August 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes commissioned officers of the Army, Navy, 
Air Force, and Marine Corps to administer oaths in con- 
nection with enlistments or appointments. Officers shall not 
be required to take a new oath, etc., upon promotion to 
a higher grade if their service has been continuous. For 
pay purposes, etc., personnel temporarily appointed 
pursuant to 55 Stat. 603 shall be regarded as having 
accepted the appointments on the date made without 


formal acceptance or oath of office unless they expressly 
decline. 


S. 2395. Mr. Tydings; August 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Provides for payment to designated persons without the 
necessity of judicial proceedings of amounts due incom- 
petent personnel of the Armed Services, the Coast and 
Geodetie Survey, and the Public Health Service. 
S. 2396. Mr. Lucas (by request); August 5, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 

Removes legislative employees from the Federal Em- 
ployees’ Salary Act of 1948 (5 U. S. C. 955) and permits 
them a yearly increase in salary of $330 plus 5 percent of 
annual wage. Suspends statutory maximum wages in 
cases of persons raised above such maximum by this 
increase, but no basic rate of compensation shall be 
increased above $12,000 per year. All wages are to be 
adjusted to multiples of $60.

Raises 
Senator’s employees’ maximum salary to $9,000 (now 
$5,040). Fixes compensation of the Secretary and Sergeant 
at Arms of the Senate at $15,000 and that of the Senate 
minority and majority secretaries at $12,000. Increases 
basic allowance of all Senators for clerical and mechanical 
assistance.

Provides basic authority for exercise of certain functions 
of the Forest Service, and for use of certain appropriations. 
S. 2402. Mr. Brewster; August 8, 1949 (Agriculture and

Limits imports of potatoes whenever total supply ex- 
ceeds normal supply by 5,000,000 bushels to 2,000,000 per 
year [amending U. 8. C. 7: 624). 

S. 2404. Messrs. Chavez and Anderson; August 8, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes $1,800,000 for the construction of a county 
hospital at Albuquerque, N. Mex., to provide facilities for 
the treatment of Indians and others. 

S. 2407. Mr. Eastland; August 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Exempts from induction and training under the Selective 
Service Act of 1948 those persons who served overseas for 
6 months or more between September 16, 1940, and June 
24, 1948 [amending U. 8S. C. 50: 456 (b) (1)). 

S. 2408. Mr. Frear; August 8, 1949 (Banking and Cur- 
rency). 

Requires every issuer of securities engaged in interstate 
commerce to file with the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission a registration statement containing such informa- 
tion as may be required by this act. The foregoing is not 
applicable to banks, issuers with less than $3,000,000 in 
assets, closely held corporations, or nonbusiness corpora- 
tions. The Commission may exempt other corporations 
by vote and regulation. 

Extends possibility of opposing unlisted trading privi- 
leges by permitting an interested issuer to appear at a 
hearing before the Commission to object to extending such 
privileges to his securities. The Commission may suspend 
unlisted trading privileges for 12 months if such suspension 
is appropriate in the public interest or for the protection 
of investors [amending U. 8.

Provides assistance by Federal Government to State and 
local governments in alleviation of damage and suffering 
resulting from major disasters such as flood, drought, storm, 
ete.

Federal Power Policy Act—Declares a policy for develop- 
ing hydroelectric power (where economically sound and 
feasible) as an incident to the construction and develop- 
ment of federally financed water-development projects 
Requires that agencies proposing a Federal water-develop- 
ment project submit to Congress advisory recommenda- 
tions as to the cost, feasibility, market availability, of 
excess power, etc. All plans, recommendations, etc., shall 
conform to the Flood Control Act of 1944 and Congress 
shall make the final determination with respect thereto. 
The Federal Power Commission shall have jurisdiction 
over rates and contracts. Excess hydropower shall be 
sold at wholesale rates in the following order of preference:

Rates approved or findings made by the Com- 
mission shall be subject to the provisions of the Adminis- 
trative Procedure Act. No Federal agency shall acquire 
electric plants or transmission lines for the primary pur- 
»0se of going into the electric business. Section 5 of the 
‘lood Control Act of 1944 relating to disposal of electric 
power at projects under control of the War Department 
but no longer needed by them, is repealed. This Act shall 
not affect the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


S. 2466. Messrs. Tydings and O’Conor; August 22, 1949

Authorizes the construction at Suitland, Md., of a 
group of buildings for the servicing and storage of film 
records by the National Archives Establishment.

Grants consent of Congress to a compact or agreement 
between the States of Tennessee and Missouri concerning 
a Tennessee-Missouri Bridge Commission. 


S. 2482. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; August 25, 1949 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Repeals mandatory price support for Irish potatoes and 
eggs, including the 60 to 90 percent parity provision of the 
Hope-Aiken law. Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
revise 1949 support levels for Irish potatoes and eggs so 
that support may be carried out without excessive cost 
[amending Public Law 897, 80th Cong.]. 


S. 2483. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; August 25, 1949 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make food 
commodities purchased through support operations avail- 
able to the Bureau of Indian Affairs, to approved school- 
lunch programs, and to other needy persons. 


S. 2484. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); August 
25, 1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Maritime Commission to insure against 
war risks excluded in commercial maritime policies such 
cargoes as are deemed by the Commission to be in the 
interest of national defense or the economy of the United 
States. Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to obtain 
insurance without charge in return for indemnification of 
the Commission by the Secretary. No risks subject to 
workmen’s compensation or employers’ liability may be 
covered. Permits use of marine insurance companies as 
underwriters for the Commission. Consents to suit in 
admiralty in event any claimant be dissatisfied with an 
offered settlement under the Suits in Admiralty Act of 1920.

Broadens the definition of a displaced person to include 
persons not covered by International Refugee Organization 
because of ethnic origin and persons of German origin who 


were forcibly transferred to Germany or Austria and were 
not firmly resettled as of January 1, 1948 [amending Public 
Law 774, 80th Cong.]. 
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S. 2489. Messrs. Pepper and Holland; August 25, 1949 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 

Authorizes $250,000 to the Secretary of the Interior to 
carry out research and to propagate natural sponges. 

S. 2490. Messrs. Pepper and Holland; August 25, 1949 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the National Bureau of Standards to study the 
relative merits of natural and synthetic sponges. 

S. 2491. Messrs. Green and Leahy; August 25, 
(Banking and Currency). 

Provides for conveyance of certain land at Fort Kearney 
Military Reservation to the Rhode Island State College. 
S. 2494. Mr. Maybank (by request); August 25, 1949 

(Banking and Currency). 

Provides that no applicant shall be admitted to the 
Federal Reserve System unless the Board of Governors 
judges its assets to be adequate.

Messrs. Sparkman and Saltonstall; August 26, 
1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to make contributions 
to Cooperative for American Remittances to Europe, Inc. 
(CARE), to provide technical, scientific, etc., publications 
and equipment for libraries and institutions of learning 
abroad. 

S. 2498. Mr. Johnson of Colorado (by request); August 26, 
1949 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes advanced training in aeronautics for technical 
personnel of the Civil Aeronautics Board. 

S. 2502. Mr. Chavez; August 27, 1949 (Labor and Public 
Welfare). 

Directs the Railroad Retirement Board to refund the 
taxes deducted from wages of Mexican workers on United 
States railroads, under the United States-Mexican agree- 
ment of April 29, 1943. Payment shall be made to the 
Mexican National Institute of Social Security. 

S. 2503. Mr. Morse; August 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Provides $1,000 fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment for 
election officers who refuse to give proper effect to a lawful 
vote or who falsify such vote. Provides the same penalties 
for election irregularities generally.

Revises the patent laws as follows: (1) the sole criteria of 
patentability shall be novelty beyond the routine skill

mand. Price supports above the maximum may be estab- 
lished after public hearing if essential to the economy. 
Appropriate adjustments for grade must be made. Stand- 
ard cotton shall be middling seven-eighth inch. Price 
support levels may be announced prior to the beginning 
of the marketing season. The Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration may sell at less than support prices for byproduct 
uses, oil, seed and feed, export, secondary uses, and if the 
goods sold have deteriorated in storage. Amends numer- 
ous provisions of law.

Budget and Tax Adjustment Act of 1950—Title I:

Suspends temporarily the removal of buildings on the 
new Senate Office Building site. 

S. J. Res. 91. Mr. Cain; May 12, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Designates the third Sunday of June as Father’s Day. 
S. J. Res. 92. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 16, 1949 

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the Civil Aeronautics Board to investigate and 
report upon the payments made and to be made by the 
United States to certain certificated air carriers by way 
of subsidy and upon the efficiency and economy of such 
carriers. 

S. J. Res. 93. Mr. Maybank and others; May 19, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 

Provides that the Export-Import Bank shall guarantee 
to small business enterprises in the United States the

Makes all services authorized by the Federal Property 
and Administrative Services Act of 1949 (Public Law 152 
available to the Architect of the Capitol. 

S. J. Res. 128. Messrs. Connally and Thomas of Okla- 
homa; August 17, 1949 (Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes the President to lend $7,000,000 to the Food 
and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations for 
the construction, ete., of a permanent headquarters. 


Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to

H. R. 1. Mr. O’Toole; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Provides annuities of $25,000 for ex-Presidents. 
H. R. 2. Mr. O’Toole; January 3, 1949 (Public Works). 


Creates a commission, composed of the Vice President, 
Speaker of the House, and the Architect of the Capitol, to 
provide a residence for the Vice President. 


H. R. 3. Mr. Poage; January 3, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine and the occu- 
pational taxes on oleomargarine manufacturers, whole- 
salers, and retailers, effective 30 days after enactment. 
Requires persons who serve colored oleomargarine at a 
public eating place, whether or not any charge is made 
therefor, to cause each separate serving to bear label 
identifying it as oleomargarine and to display prominently 
and conspicuously a notice that oleomargarine is served. 
Subjects colored oleomargarine which is sold in same 
State or Territory in which it is produced to same controls 
as if it had been introduced in interstate commerce. 


H. R. 4, Mr. Patman; January 3, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


In computing the net income of a chain store operating 
at a loss in any year, the amounts which under other cir- 
cumstances would be deductible shall not be allowed as 
deductions and the amounts includible in gross income 
shall be excluded.

A seller shall not sell any commodity at a price or dis- 
count, by reason of quantities sold, seasonal orders, or any 
other reason, unless he makes such price or discount known 
and available to all customers alike [amending U. 8. C. 
15:13 (a)]. 

H. R. 6. Mr. Patman; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Creates a Commission on Internship in the Federal 
Government, with representatives of the legislative, 
executive, and judicial branches, to prepare a place to 
enable selected students who are training or who wish to 
train for Government service to serve an internship within 
the Federal Government and to submit the plan to the 
8lst Congress. Authorizes $50,000 for the work. 


H. R. 7. Mr. Marcantonio; January 3, 1949 (House Ad- 
ministration). 

Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, municipal- 
ity, or other governmental subdivision to require payment 
of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal elec- 
tion. 

H. R. 8. Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Establishes a uniform system of pensions for disability 
and age for veterans of all wars. Monthly disability 
pensions (non-service-connected) shall be as follows: $32 
for 25 percent disability; $50 for 50 percent disability; 
$72 for 75 percent disability; $90 for total disability. A 
veteran reaching the age 62 shall receive $43.20 and at 
age 65, $90. If on account of age, blindness, etc., personal 
aid or attendance is required the pension shall be $120.

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H. R. 9. Mr. Patman; January 3, 1949 (Ways and Means) 
Extends time (any time within 10 years after maturity) 

for filing applications for the payment of World War I 

adjusted-service certificates. 

H. R. 10. Mr. Hobbs; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Immigration Act with respect to deportation 
of aliens to provide that any alien, against whom a warrant 
of deportation has been outstanding for more than 6 
months shall, pending eventual deportation, be subject 
to supervision under regulations prescribed by the Com- 
missioner of Immigration and Naturalization, with the 
approval of the Attorney General. Also provides that 
any alien who falls within one or more of enumerated 
classes of deportable aliens (criminals, etc.) and any other 
alien regardless of the charge in the warrant of deportation 
against him, who entered the United States within 10 
years preceding the issuance of a warrant of arrest against 
him, may, in the discretion of the Attorney General, be 
denied the privilege of release under supervision and be 
detained pending eventual deportation [amending U. 8.

Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based principally on (1) encouragement of private 
enterprise to serve as large a part of the total need as 
possible, and (2) governmental assistance where feasible 
to enable private enterprise to serve still more of the 
total need. 

Title I: Directs the Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
Federal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
ete., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing needs [amending Public Law 901, § 301, 
80th Cong.]. 

Title Il: Provides for Federal loans and capital grants 
to local public agencies to assist communities in eliminat- 
ing slums and redeveloping project areas by private enter- 
prise. To finance these loans, the Administrator may 
issue obligations of $10,000,000 the first year, and $200,- 
000,000 for each of the next five years. The Administrator 
may contract to make capital grants totaling $100,000,000 
per year for 5 years, no funds to be disbursed by the local 
public agency prior to July 1, 1950. Provides for protection 
of labor standards. 

Title I1I: Authorizes increase in Federal contributions 
for low-rent housing by the sum of $32,000,000 per annum 
for 5 years to localities which assume community respon- 
sibility and initiative in estimating their own needs and 
demonstrating that their needs cannot fully be met by 
private enterprise and without Federal aid, with preference 
to veterans and servicemen. Federal aid shall be given 
only where there is a gap of at least 20 percent between 
the upper rental limits for admission to the proposed low- 
rent housing and the lowest rents at which private enter- 
yrise is providing a substantial supply of decent housing. 
Rana higher room cost limitations under the United 
States housing Act, of $1,250 (now $1,000) in cities of 
500,000 or less and $1,500 (now $1,250) in cities over that 
population (under certain emergency conditions an addi- 
tional $250 is allowed under contracts made prior to 
December 31, 1952). Authorizes Federal aid for the re- 
habilitation of existing dwellings. Authorizes construc- 
tion not to exceed 500,000 dwelling units [amending U. S. 
C. 42: 1401-1430).

Title IV: Provides Federal aid for rural housing on farms 
and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings for 
themselves, their tenants, share croppers or laborers. 
Authorizes the Secretary to finance such loans by issuing 
obligations (upon security of obligations of borrowers) not 
to exceed $25,000,000 the first year, and $50,000,000,

H. R. 12. Mr. Priest; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


National Science Foundation Act of 1949—-Establishes as 
an independent Government agency the National Science 
Foundation to: (1) Develop and encourage the pursuit of 
a national policy for basie research and education in the 
sciences; (2) initiate and support basic scientific research 
in the mathematical, physical, medical, biological, engi- 
neering, and other sciences, by making contracts or other 
arrangements (including grants, loans, and other forms of 
assistance) for the conduct of such research; (3) by similar 
means (after consultation with the Secretary of Defense) 
initiate and support scientific research on matters relating 
to the national defense; (4) grant scholarships and graduate 
fellowships in the mathematical, physical, medical, biologi- 
cal, engineering, and other sciences; (5) foster the interna- 
tional exchange of scientific information; (6) correlate the 
foundation’s programs with those undertaken by individ- 
uals and by public and private research groups; and (7) 
establish special commissions on (a) cancer research, 
(b) heart and cardiovascular diseases, and (c) poliomyelitis 
and other degenerative diseases, and such other special 
commissions as it may deem necessary, each special com- 
mission to consist of six eminent scientists and five persons 
other than scientific, all appointed by the foundation. The 
foundation shall endeavor to strengthen the work through- 
out the United States and avoid undue concentration. 

The foundation shall have 24 members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, for a 6-year term, 
who are eminent in the fields of the basic sciences, medical 
science, engineering, education, or public affairs; biennially 
it shall elect from its own membership an executive com- 
mittee of 9 members which shall meet at least 6 times each 
year. The President with the consent of the Senate shall 
appoint a director of the foundation for a term of 6 years, 
at $15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall be 
divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical and 
engineering sciences, biological sciences, and scientific per- 
sonnel and education, with a committee for each division 
composed of not less than five persons appointed by the 
executive committee. 

The executive committee, after consultation with the 
Secretary of Defense, shall establish regulations and proce- 
dures for the security classification and the safeguarding 
of information or property in connection with research 
having military significance. 

The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited non- 
profit American or foreign institutions of higher education, 
solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a register 
of scientific and technical personnel. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientific research shall contain pro- 
visions governing the disposition of inventions produced 
thereunder which will protect the public interest and the 
equities of the individual party to the contract. No ofli- 
cer or employee of the foundation shall acquire, retain, or 
transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the United 
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States, in any invention which he may make or produce in 
connection with his assigned activities. 

The foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the Secre- 
tary of State after consultation with the director, cooperate 
in any international scientific research activities consistent 
with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The foundation shall 
not, itself, operate laboratories or pilot plants, nor shall 
it support any research or development activity in the field 
of atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property resulting 
from research in that field without the concurrence of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The director may, with the approval of the executive 
committee, appoint a deputy director at not more than 
$12,000 a year. 


H. R. 13. Mr. Poage; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides that publication of political statements con- 
cerning a candidate for federal office, including transmission 
by radio or television, shall contain name of sponsor and 
cost of publication; provides penalty. 


H. R. 14. Mr. Poage; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Provides free mailing privileges for first-class letter 
mail to veterans who are patients at or in veterans’ 
hospitals. 


H. R. 15. Mr. O’Hara of Minnesota; January 3, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 


District of Columbia Business Corporation Act—Enacts 
in modified form the Uniform Business Corporation Act. 


H. R. 16. Mr. Hobbs; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Failure to bring a person under arrest before a commit- 
ting officer within the proper time shall not render evidence 
inadmissible. 


H. R. 17. Mr. Hobbs; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for trials of and judgments upon the issue of 
good behavior in the case of judges of courts of the United 
States, the District of Columbia, and the Territories and 
possessions, except judges of the United States Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia, judges of the circuit 
courts of appeals, and justices of the Supreme Court. 
In each case the Supreme Court shall name any three 
members of its bar to represent the judicial branch of the 
United States in the preparation for a trial of the judiciable 
issue and any three United States circuit judges to con- 
stitute a special, temporary court for the trial.

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H. R. 69. Mr. Hale; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends labeling requirements under the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act (U. S. C. 27: 205 (e) to (1) make it 
permissive, but not mandatory, to state the name of a 
commodity in the production of which neutral spirits not 
of a synthetic nature have been used, and (2) require that 
regulations issued under the act shall stipulate that the 
labeling of distilled spirits imported for sale in the United 
States, whether or not bottled in the United States, shall 
disclose, in addition to geographical information, the iden- 
tical information that is required for the labeling of domes- 
tic spirits.

{amending U. 8. C. 38: 802 (d) (2)]. 


H. R. 93. Mr. Miller of California; January 3, 1949 
(Public Lands). 


Reauthorizes the American River Basin development as 
an integrated feature of the Central Valley project, Calif, 


H. R. 94. Mr. Multer; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based on encouragement of private enterprise to 
serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and on 
governmental assistance, where feasible: to enable private 
enterprise to serve still more of the total need; to eliminate 
substandard housing through clearance of slums; to provide 
adequate housing for low-income groups. 


Title I: Provides for Federal loans and capital grants 
to local public agencies to assist communities in eliminating 
slums and redeveloping project areas by private enterprise. 
To finance these loans, the Administrator may issue obli- 
gations not to exceed $10,000,000 the first year, increased 
bv $200,000,000 on July 1, 1950, and by $200,000,000 on 
the Ist day of July in each of the years 1951—54 inclusive. 
The Administrator may contract to make capital grants 
totaling $100,000,000 per year for 5 years, beginning July 
1, 1949, no funds to be disbursed by local agency before 
July 1, 1950. Provides for protection of labor standards, 

Title II: Authorizes increase in Federal contribution 
for low-rent housing by the sum of $32,000,000 per year 
for 5 years beginning on July !, 1949, to localities which 
assume community responsibility and initiative in esti- 
mating their own needs and in demonstrating that their 
needs cannot fully be met by private enterprise without 
Federal aid, with preference to World War II veterans 
and servicemen. Federal aid shall be given only where 
there is a gap of at least 20 percent between the upper 
rental limits for admission to the proposed low-rent hous- 
ing and the lowest rents at which private enterprise is 
providing a substantial supply of decent housing. Pro- 
vides higher room-cost limitations under the United States 
Housing Act, of $1,250 (now $1,000) in cities of 500,000 
or less and $1,500 (now $1,250) in cities with greater 
population (under certain emergency conditions as addi- 
tional $250 is allowed under contracts made prior to 
December 31, 1952). Authorizes Federal aid for the 
rehabilitation of existing dwellings and authorizes new 
construction not to exceed 500,000 dwelling units [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 42: 1401-1430]. 

Title III: Provides for Federal aid, with preference to 
World War II veterans, for rural housing on farms and in 
rural areas through loans by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to farm owners to provide decent dwellings for themselves, 
their tenants, sharecroppers, or laborers. Authorizes the 
Secretary to finance such loans by issuing obligations (upon 
security of obligations of borrowers) not to exceed $25,- 
000,000 the first year, and $50,000,000, $75,000,000, 
$100,000,000 during the second, third, and fourth years, 
respectively. Authorizes annual contributions of $500,000 
with additional commitments not to exceed an aggregate 
of $1,000,000, $1,500,000, and $2,000,000 per annum for 
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the second, third, and fourth years, respectively. Also 
provides for special loans and grants for minor improve- 
ments to farm housing, to remove hazards, to an eligible 
applicant who cannot qualify for a larger loan. Places 
limitations of $1,000 for any one unit, and $2,000 for any 
one individual. 


Title IV: Directs the Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with other Federal or local agencies) 
to improve building methods, ete., and to encourage 
localities to make studies of their own housing needs and 
markets [amending Public Law 901 § 301—S80th Cong].

products must be properly labeled and invoiced, and a per- 
son who falsifies invoices or a consignee’s declaration may 
be prohibited from importing such articles except upon 
filing bond in a sum double the value of the articles and the 
duty thereon, conditioned upon compliance with require- 
ments.

Changes the District of Columbia Code definition of 
grand and petit larceny and other specified offenses, so as 
to increase (1) the amount involved in such offenses from

H. R. 103. Mr. O’Hara of Minnesota; January 3, 1949 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Federal Traffic Bureau Act—Establishes a Federal 
Traffic Bureau headed by a Director appointed by the 
President, with the consent of the Senate to serve during 
good behavior, at $12,000 a year, and transfers to the new 
Bureau all powers, duties, ete., of all Government agencies 
with respect to the transportation of Government ship- 
ments.

Federal Anti-Lynching Act—The assemblage of two or 
more persons which shall, without authority of law, (1) 
commit violence upon the person of any citizen because 
of his race, creed, color, national origin, ancestry, language, 
or religion, or (2) exercise, by physical violence, any power 
of correction over any person in the custody of a peace officer 
or suspected of, charged with, or convicted of the commis- 
sion of any criminal offense, with the purpose or conse- 
quence of preventing the apprehension or trial, or punish- 
ment by law, of such person, or of imposing a punishment 
not authorized by law, shall constitute lynching. The 
maximum penalty for aiding or committing a lynching is 
$10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ imprisonment. A State or 
local officer failing through neglect, ete., to prevent a 
lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any member of a 
lynching mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 
5 years’ imprisonment. Any governmental subdivision 
failing, through neglect, etc., to prevent a lynching, or a 
seizure and abduction followed elsewhere by a lynching, 
shall be liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recoverable 
in a civil action by the claimant or by the United States 
in his behalf. The interstate transportation of persons 
with a view to lynching is made subject to the penalties 
provided in the Lindbergh kidnaping law (i. e., death or 
punishment).

Gives bankruptey courts jurisdiction over 
questions arising as to the amount or legality of taxes, 
whether or not previously assessed, which have not prior 
to bankruptcy been contested before and adjudicated by 
a judicial or administrative tribunal of competent jurisdic- 
tion, or, if so contested and adjudicated to authorize the 
receivers or trustees to prosecute appeals or reviews if the 
time therefor has not expired. Limits tax debts not 
affected by a discharge in bankruptcy to those which 
become due within 1 year before bankruptcy, or before 
such year if (1) the tax was not assessed because of failure 
to make the required return, or (2) a false and fraudulent

ruptcy. Restricts the amount of payment and interest 
thereon in connection with statutory liens recognized by 
State law on personal property not accompanied by pos- 
session, by levy upon, or by sequestration or distraint of 
such property, and provides that such liens shall not be 
valid against the trustee.

Clarifies that part of National Service Life Insurance 
Act (U. 8. C. 38: 802 (u)) which provides that when a 
beneficiary who is not entitled to elect a lump-sum settle- 
ment, dies before receiving all benefits due, the commuted 
value of remaining unpaid insurance shall be paid in lump 
sum to estate of insured whether or not entire balance has 
accrued. 

H.R.124. Mr. Rooney; January 3, 1949 (Ways and Means). 

Annuity payments under the Civil Service Retirement 
Act are exempt from all taxes [amending U.S. C. 5: 729]. 
H. R. 125. Mr. Sadlak; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the Polish Legion of American Veterans 
of the United States of America. 

H. R. 126. Mr. Scudder; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Authorizes inclusion of Sacramento Valley irrigation 
canals in the Central Valley reclamation project of Cali- 
fornia. 

H. R. 127. Mr. Walter; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends provisions relating to unlawful use of insignia, 
etc., of incorporated veterans’ organizations to their auxili- 
aries [amending U. 8. C. 18: 76 (e)]). 

H. R. 128. Mr. Abernethy; January 3, 1949 (Agriculture). 

Provides that cotton-planted acreage in 1949 shall be 
disregarded in computing future farm acreage allotments 
for cotton. 

H. R. 129. Mr. Abernethy; January 3, 1949 (Agriculture). 

Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine and the occu- 
pational taxes on oleomargarine manufacturers, whole- 
salers, and retailers, effective 30 days after enactment. 
Requires persons who serve colored oleomargarine at a 
public eating place, whether or not any charge is made 
therefor, to cause each separate serving to bear label 
identifying it as oleomargarine and to display prominently 
and conspicuously a notice that oleomargarine is served.

000,000 for 1950 and each year thereafter. Annual appor- 
tionment shall be based on the number of school children 
5 to 17 years old multiplied by $40, the average annual 
income payments from each State, and State and local 
expenditures for elementary and secondary education.

Funds shall be available to pay all types 
of current expenses. Requires an equitable apportionment 
where separate public schools are maintained by law for 
minority races. In no case shall the apportionment be 
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used to reduce State expenditures for education. No 
Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control over any 
school or any State educational institution or agency with 
respect to which funds are made available under this act.

Extends educational benefits provided for World War 
II veterans under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act to 
the children of persons who died in active service or as a 
result of wounds received in World War II prior to January 
1, 1948 [amending Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a), pt. VIII, 
par. 2]. 


H. R. 138. Mr. Battle; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

As of July 1, 1948, the lowest grade for regular employees 
in the field service of the Post Office Department shall be 
grade 5. Grants to all postal employees meritorious credit 
for periods of service prior to July 1, 1945, in excess of 
that required for advancement to the next grade. 


H. R. 139. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Extends, as of July 1, 1947, the benefits of Federal old 
age and survivors’ insurance to self-employed individuals. 
Requires such individuals to contribute 7 percent of the 
market value of their services up to $3,000 annually. No 
income tax deduction shall be allowed for such contribu- 
tions [adding U. 8.

H. R. 143. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Increases from $1 to $10 a day the compensation pay- 
able under the War Claims Act of 1948, to individuals 
who, while held as prisoners of war, were not furnished 
food in accordance with the terms of the Geneva Conven- 
tion [amending Public Law 896, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 144. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Inereases detention benefits payable to civilian Ameri- 
can citizens under the War Claims Act of 1948 to $37.50 
for each week the interned person was over 18 years of age 
(now $60 per month) and $18.75 for each week such per- 
son was under 18 (now $25 per month) [amending Public 
Law 896, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 145. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Extends the benefits of the Federal old-age and sur- 
viyors insurance to employees of a State or its political 
subdivisions if the State consents to the tax on employers 
yamending U. 8. C. 26: 1426 (b) (7); 42:409 (b) (7)]. 
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H. R. 146. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


The Federal contribution for old-age assistance under 
the Social Security Act [53 Stat. 1361] shall be four-fifths 
up to $35 and one-half from $35 to $45. 


H. R. 147. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


A veteran with 90 days’ service during World War ] 
shall be entitled to receive a monthly pension (1) if suffer. 
ing from a permanent non-service-connected disability 
ranging from $20 for one-tenth disability to $60 for total 
disability; (2) if 62 years of age, $30; (3) if 65 years of age, 
$60; or (4) if on account of age, blindness, ete., requiring 
personal aid or attendance, $100. A veteran with 7 
days’ service during World War I shall be entitled to

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H. R. 152. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1949 (Public Works). 
Provides for a preliminary survey of Jules Creek (Va.) 
in the interest of improvement. 
H. R. 153. Mr. Byrne of New York; January 3, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 


Exempts from income tax the retirement annuities or 
pensions of employees of State and local governments, 
up to $2,000 [amending U. 8. C. 26: 22 (b)]. 

H. R. 154. Mr. Canfield; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Creates the office of Senator at Large in the Senate for 
ex-Presidents of the United States. 

H. R. 155. Mr. Case of New Jersey; January 3, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Federal Antilynching Act—The assemblage of two or 
more persons which shall, without authority of law, (1) 
commit violence upon the person of any citizen because of 
his race, creed, color, national origin, ancestry, language, 
or religion, or (2) exercise by physical violence, any power 
of correction over any person in the custody of a peace 
officer or suspected of, charged with, or convicted of the 
commission of any criminal offense, with the purpose of 
consequence of preventing the apprehension or trial or 
punishment by law of such person, or of imposing a 
punishment not authorized by law, shall constitute lynch- 
ing. The maximum penalty for aiding or committing a 
lynching is $10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ imprisonment. 
A State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any 
member of a lynching mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 
fine and/or 5 years’ imprisonment. Any governmental 
subdivision failing through neglect, etc., to prevent a 
lynching, or a seizure and abduction followed elsewhere by 
a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, 
recoverable in a civil action by the claimant or by the 
United States in his behalf. ‘The interstate transporta- 
tion of persons with a view to lynching is made subject 
to the penalties provided in the Lindbergh kidnapping 
law (i. e., death or imprisonment).

Authorizes erection of “Community Center Building”’ in 

Munfordville, Hart County, Ky., as a memorial to Lt. Gen. 


Simon Bolivar Buckner, Jr., and others who gave their 
lives in World War II. 
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H. R. 159. Mr. Crosser; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


When his term of office expires, a member of the Federal 
Power Commission shall continue to serve until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and has qualified [amending U. 8. C. 
16: 792). 

H. R. 160. Mr. Crosser; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends provisions of the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act concerning imported articles to permit 
relabeling or other action under authorization by the 
Federal Security Administrator with respect to adulterated 
or misbranded articles when such action will effect compli- 
ance with the act. In such cases final determination as to 
admission of goods may be deferred. The period of time in 
which goods refused admission shall be exported or de- 
stroved may be increased under regulations prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury [amending U. 8.

research in the mathematical, physical, medical, biological, 
engineering, and other sciences, by making contracts or 
other arrangements (including grants, loans, and other 
forms of assistance) for the conduct of such research; (3) 
by similar means (after consultation with the Secretary of 
Defense) initiate and support scientifie research on matters 
relating to the national defense; (4) grant scholarships and 
graduate fellowships in the mathematical, physical, medi- 
cal, biological, engineering, and other sciences; (5) foster 
the international exchange of scientific information; (6) 
correlate the foundation’s programs with those undertaken 
by individuals and by publie and private research groups; 
and (7) establish special commissions on (a) cancer re- 
search, (b) heart and cardiovascular diseases, and (ce) polio- 
myelitis and other degenerative diseases, and such other 
special commissions as it may deem necessary, each special 
commission to consist of six eminent scientists and five 
persons other than scientific, all appointed by the founda- 
tion.

The foundation shall have 24 members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, for a 6-year term, 
who are eminent in the fields of the basic sciences, medical 
science, engineering, education, or public affairs; biennially 
it shall elect from its own membership an executive com- 
mittee of 9 members which shall meet at least 6 times 
each year. The President, with the consent of the Senate, 
shall appoint a director of the foundation for a term of 6 
years, at $15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall be 
divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical and 
engineering sciences, biological sciences, and scientific per- 
sonnel and education, with a committee for each division 
composed of not less than five persons appointed by the 
executive committee. 

The executive committee, after consultation with the 
Secretary of Defense shall establish regulations and pro- 
cedures for the security classification and the safeguarding 
of information or property in connection with research 
having military significance. 

The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited non- 
profit American or foreign institutions of higher education, 
solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a register 
of scientific and technical personnel.

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions produced 
thereunder which will protect the public interest and the 
equities of the individual party to the contract.

men (exception struck out); and persons employed on or 
in connection with civil aircraft. Increases monthly 
pensions by changing the formula for figuring basic pension 
ates from the present 40 percent of the first $50 and 10 
percent of the next $200 to 40 percent of the first $100 and 
10 percent of the next $150. Increases to $50 (now

of the United States Code (Pensions and Veterans’ Benefits). 


H. R. 275. Mr. Reed of Illinois; January 3, 1949 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Liberalizes benefits under the Longshoremen’s and 
Harbor Workers’ Compensation Act. Extends coverage 
to include any injury, death, disease, or infection arising 
out of the cost of employment, or to which the employment 
contributes, irrespective of whether the injury or death 
was accidental or the disease or infection occupational. 
Persons employed on docks, wharves, or on land imme- 
diately adjacent to navigable waters to load, unload, 
service, or repair vessels engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce are specifically brought within the term ‘‘em- 
ployee”; masters and crews of vessels on the Great Lakes 
or on the high seas are excluded. 

Compensation shall be allowed from date of disability, 
and the 7-day waiting period waived, if an injury results 
in temporary disability for more than 21 days, instead of 
in a disability for more than 49 days. 

The maximum and minimum weekly benefits are 
increased from $25 to $30, and from $8 to $15 respectively 
(the minimum for total disability), and a corresponding 
change is made as to cases where weekly wages are less 
than the minimum. 

The Compensation Commission shall establish for each 
compensation district schedules for minimum charges 
and fees for medical treatment and care of an employee, 
and it shall establish panels of qualified physicians, sur- 
geons, specialists, consultants, laboratory or X-ray 
technicians, and fix a schedule of fees which they may 
charge. An injured employee may select an attending 
physician from the foregoing panel. 

Benefit periods for permanent partial disability are ex- 
tended. The age limit of 18 for surviving children of a 
deceased employee, to whom benefits are payable is 
removed. 

The amount of disability or death compensation other- 
wise recoverable, shall be increased by one-half if injury 
is caused by serious and willful misconduct or gross negli- 
gence of an employer or a supervisory employee. 

Death benefits are increased, the total amount payable 
being raised from 66%4 percent of average weekly wages of 
the employee, and the maximum and minimum average 
weekly wages to be considered are increased from $37.50

and $12 to $45 and $22.50 respectively. Additional com- 
pensation, not exceeding $10 a week, shall be allowed to a 
widow or a dependent undergoing vocational education 
and training, for maintenance. 

The wage value of work performed in self-employment 
may be considered in computing compensation. The 
average annual earnings of an employee shall be not legs 
than 200 nor more than 300 times his average daily wage 
or salary. 

The time limit on filing claims is extended from 1 year 
to 2 years after injury or death. 

The limitation of the total compensation payable for 
injury or death to $7,500 is repealed. 

Other amendments relate to review of compensation 
orders, modification of awards, fees for services, compensa- 
tion for injuries where third persons are liable, administra- 
tion, and review.

Continues present section 75 of the Bankruptcy Act in 
effect until the referees’ salary system (Public Law 464, 
79th Cong.) becomes operative, after which time such 
section shall be permanently incorporated as chapter XVI 
of the act and shall include the following principal pro- 
visions: Where not inconsistent, chapters I to VII of the 
Bankruptey Act (courts proceedings, etc.) shall apply to 
proceedings under the new chapter XVI. Jurisdiction 
over the property of the debtor including unexpired rights 
of redemption and like interests is given to the courts 
substantially as under present law. Without regard to the 
probability of his rehabilitation at the time a petition is

dismissing it for want of jurisdiction. The filing of such a 
petition shall operate as a stay of a previous pending bank- 
ruptey, mortgage foreclosure, or other similar proceeding 
or any act or proceeding for the enforcement of a lien 
against the debtors’ property. Upon approval of a petition 
the judge may refer the proceeding to a referee and the 
court shall appoint three persons to appraise debtors’ 
property and file a report thereof whereupon the debtor 
shall file a statement of his claim of exemption of his 
unexempt property, and an offer of rental to be paid on 
such property and the terms thereof. The court shall call 
a meeting of the creditors at which time they shall elect a 
trustee who shall administer the unexempt property of the 
debtor, possession of which is not retained by him, receive 
all moneys paid by the debtor or coming into the estate 
and disburse the same and when authorized by the court, 
supervise the farming operations of the debtor (conciliation 
commissioners and supervising conciliation commissioners 
shall be eliminated). The court shall hear and determine 
any objections to the appraisers’ report and shall enter an 
order approving, modifying, or disapproving it. In case of 
disapproval the court upon notice and hearing shall enter 
an order in accordance with the proof determining the 
market value of the property which order may be reviewed 
by the district judge. The court shall also fix the amount 
and terms of rental to be paid by the debtor for the prop- 
erty retained in his possession. 

Alternate plans for rehabilitation of the debtor offer: (1) 
terms of composition or extension or both (plan must be 
filed within 2 years after the original order continuing the 
debtor in possession); (2) redemption of the property at 
the appraised value at any time before the expiration of 3 
years after the entry of the original order retaining the 
debtor in possession (this plan may be employed if no plan 
is pending nor has been confirmed). Upon failure of the 
debtor to rehabilitate himself provision is made for dis- 
missal of the proceedings or under certain circumstances 
for the adjudication of the debtor and an order may be 
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entered directing that bankruptcy be proceeded with 

famending U. S. C., title 11).

Exempts wages paid by certain religious, scientific, 
charitable, educational, and other nonprofit organizations 
from provisions relating to withholding tax at the source 
famending U.S. C. 26: 465 (b)).

Effective December 31, 1940, exempts from gross income 
for income tax purposes compensation received by com- 
missioned officers, etc., of World War II for taxable years 
in which 300 or more days of service were performed out- 
side the United States.

Between the day after approval of 
this act and July 1, 1949, the occupational tax on wholesale 
dealers who sell only oleomargarine which is not yellow in 
color shall be $200 and retailers thereof shall pay a tax of 
$6 [repealing U. 8. C. 26: 2301 (a), 3200]. 

H. R. 280. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts (by request); 
January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Provides a 15-percent increase in the monthly rates of 
compensation and pension payable to veterans of World 
Wars I and II (not applicable to increased rates provided 
in Public Law 868, 80th Cong.).

Authorizes the payment of a pension under the World 
War Widow’s and Dependent Children’s Act to a widow 
without child, or a child whose annual income does not 
exceed $1,800 (now $1,000) and to a widow with a child 
whose income does not exceed $3,000 (now, $2,500).

Permits a veteran to elect his prosthetic appliances 
[amending U. 8. C. 38: 693d].

Authorizes payments of not to exceed $1,600 by the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs on the purchase price 
of automobiles or other conveyances by veterans of World 
War II having certain disabilities. 

H. R. 284. Mr. Sadlak; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


For purposes of the manufacturers’ tax, oils commerci- 
ally known as “cutting oils’ (used in cutting and machinery 
operations on metals) shall not be considered as lubricating 
oils [amending U. 8.

H. R. 285. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Defines loss of use of an eye as 5/200 visual acuity or less 
for purposes of compensation under Veterans Regulation 
I (a), part I, paragraph II, and increases the monthly 
award under this paragraph to $42 (now $35). 
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H. R. 286. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts (by request); 
January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Provides for pension for honorably discharged 70-day 
veterans of the Spanish-American War, etc., and the 
World War, in cases of non-service-connected disability 
{amending Veterans Regulation I (a), Part III]. 


H. R. 287. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts (by request) ; 
January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides for 4 years of college education (including $75 
per month subsistence allowance in lieu of any other pen- 
sion, and customary tuition and fees) to children of persons 
whose death resulted from service in the armed forces 
between September 15, 1940, and January 2, 1947. 


H. R. 288. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts (by request) ; 
January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


The Veterans’ Administration shall reimburse any 
employer, insurer, or fund, ‘for amounts of workmen’s 
compensation paid on account of disability or death arising 
out of the employment of a veteran entitled to a pension 
or other compensation for service-connected disability. 


H. R. 289. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts (by request) ; 
January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Rates as at least 10 percent disabled those veterans who, 
in line of duty, were wounded, gassed, injured, or disabled 
by an instrumentality of war in zones of hostilities. 


H. R. 290. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Grants additional compensation to veterans entitled to 
compensation at wartime rates for service-connected dis- 
abilities and who have dependents as follows: (1) For 
total disability: Wife but no child, $21; wife and one child, 
$35; wife and two children, $45.50; wife and 3 or more 
children, $56; no wife but one child, $14, two children, 
$24.50; and 3 or more children, $35; and in addition $17.50 
for each dependent parent; (2) for partial disability: An 
amount having the same ratio to the amounts above as his 
disability bears to total disability.

Army Auxiliary Corps in active service after May 14, 1942. 
H. R. 292. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetis (by request); 

January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) com- 
pensation for veterans of the World War whose disabilities 
were reestablished as service connected under the Act of 
March 28, 1934 [amending U. 8. C. 38: 722]. 

H. R. 293. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts (by request) ; 
January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Provides pensions for the widows and children of de- 
ceased veterans of World War I or World War II who had 
disabilities caused or aggrawated by examination, hospitali- 
zation, or medical treatment. 

H. R. 294. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Provides for review of decisions of Board of Veterans’ 
Appeals re disability, pensions, etc., by the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs through an advisory group composed 
of a chairman and not to exceed nine associate members 
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appointed by the Administrator with the approval of the 

President [amending Veterans’ Regulation 2 (a), pt. II, 

par. IT]. 

H. R. 295. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

In determining annual income for payment of pension 
under the World War Widow’s and Dependent Children’s 
Act the Veterans’ Administration shall not consider any 

yments of insurance on the life of the deceased veteran 
amending U.S. C. 38: 503 (c)]. 


H, R. 296. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Authorizes $5,000,000 for a hospital for Negro veterans 
at the birthplace of Booker T. Washington in Franklin 
County, Va. 

H. R. 297. Mr. Sadowski; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Aliens admitted for permanent residence prior to July 1, 
1924, may, if over 50 years of age, be naturalized without 
regard to the 7-year limit on validity of declaration of in- 
tention and without being required to speak or write 
English or to meet educational requirements. 

H. R, 298. Mr. Sadowski; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Allows a person who served in the Polish Army during 
World War II to enter the United States with his wife 
and unmarried children under 18, as a nonquota immi- 
grant, during a period of 3 years after this act. 


H. R. 299. Mr. Sadowski; January 3, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

Provides free postage for gift packages mailed as relief 
to war-ravaged countries. 

H. R. 300. Mr. Sadowski; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Grants pensions of $60 monthly to veterans of World 
Wars I and II with 90 days’ service or service-incurred 
disability. 

H. R. 301. Mr. Hardie Scott; January 3, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Authorizes $11,000,000 for construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, in the vicinity of Philadelphia. 


H. R. 302. Mr. Hardie Scott; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Treasury to issue 10-, 15-, 
and 20-year annuity |onds in such denominations as he 
shall determine. No installment shall be redeemable 
prior to its maturity (first installment maturing 1 year 
from date of issue) and bonds shall not afford an invest- 
ment yield in excess of 3 percent per annum [amending 


U.S. ©. 31: 757). 


H. R. 303. Mr. Hardie Scott; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

With respect to taxable years after December 31, 1947, 
any increment in value received during the taxable vear on 
United States Savings bonds issued on a discount basis 
after March 1, 1941, shall be treated as capital-gain for 
income tax purposes [amending U. 8. C. 26: 22]. 


H. R. 304. Mr. Scrivner; January 3, 1949 (House Admin- 
istration). 
Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, municipality 
or other governmental subdivision to require payment of a 
poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal election. 


H. R. 305. Mr. Spence; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

The Veterans’ Feonomic Development Corporation Act 
of 1949— Creates the Veterans’ Employment and National 
Economic Development Corporation with capital stock of 
$500,000,000 to facilitate and promote maximum employ- 
ment, business opportunities, and careers for veterans. 


Digest of Public General Bills 


The Corporation shall be managed by a board of directors 
of seven members appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to make 
loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business, or 4 
trade or profession to enable them to acquire necessary 
facilities, etc., (2) veterans or others who will furnish sub. 
stantial employment opportunities for veterans, through 
establishment of new businesses, expansion of existin 
businesses, etc.; (3) municipalities and other public bodies 
for construction of self-liquidating public works where 
such public bodies furnish assurance that substantial 
employment will be furnished veterans and their families; 
(4) educational institutions where a shortage of facilities 
impedes the educational program provided under the Serv- 
icemen’s Readjustment Act; and (5) veterans or others 
for construction or acquisition of housing for veterans 
and their families. The Corporation may also render 
technical advisory service to applicants for loans, conduct 
studies, research, ete., with respect to title III of the Serv- 
icemen’s Readjustment Act (relating to loans), cooperate 
with the War Assets Administration or other agencies in 
the disposal of surplus property, purchase surplus property 
for resale to veterans, and guarantee loans made by lending 
institutions for any of the purposes for which the Corpora- 
tion is authorized to make loans. Notes, mortgages, or 
other evidence of indebtedness arising out of loans and any 
rights of the Corporation in connection therewith may be 
sold, transferred, or assigned to banks or lending institu- 
tions. 

The Corporation shall be tax exempt and may issue 
20-vear bonds, notes, ete., aggregating not more than 10 
times it capital stock. The Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized to purchase obligations of the Corporation 
and for such purpose may use proceeds from the sale of 
securities issued after this act under the Second Liberty 
Bond Act. 

An Interdepartmental Committee on Veterans’ Fco- 
nomic Development composed of representatives from the 
proper Government departments shall consult with and 
advise the board of directors. Quarterly reports shall be 
made to Congress by the Corporation. 


H. R. 306. Mr. Stefan; January 3, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Department of Transportation Act—Creates a Depart- 
ment of Transportation to establish and carry out national 
transportation policies and programs, and transfers thereto 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Civil Aero- 
nautics agencies, the Weather Bureau, the Inland Water- 
wavs Corporation, and the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion. 


H. R. 307. Mr. Sutton; January 3, 1949 (Public Works). 


Appropriates $4,000,000 for the construction of a steam 
plant at New Johnsonville, Tenn., in connection with the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

H. R. 308. Mr. Walter; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits denial or abridgment of naturalization because 
of race, sex, or marital status. Annual immigration 
quotas shall be determined by birth within a “quota 
area,” instead of by country of birth, treating as a sepa- 
rate ‘“‘quota area’’ each independent countrv, self-govern- 
ing dominion, mandated territory, and territory under 
the international trusteeship of the United Nations, and 
attributing to “quota areas” all other inhabited lands 
except the United States and its Territories and possessions 
and the countries whose natives are classed as nonquota 
immigrants under existing law (Canada, Centra) or South 
American countries, ete.), with exceptions as to wives 
and unmarried children comparable to exceptions under 
existing law as to determination of nationalitv and a 
provision that an alien who is attributable bv as much 
as one-half of his ancestry to the Asia-Pacific trianzie 
(defined in the act) shall, unless he comes within the term 
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‘nonquota immigrant,” be chargeable to a quota within 
that triangle. An Asia-Pacific quota of 100 annually is 
established. Within the preference and nonpreference 
classes provided within an annual quota, a priority up 
to 75 percent of the quota of any quota area shall be given 
to persons born and resident therein. The annual quota 
of any quota area, beginning with fiscal year 1948, shall 
be one-sixth of 1 percent of the number of inhabitants in 
continental United States in 1920 attributable by national 
origin to that quota area, but the existing quota for China 
and Chinese persons shall not be disturbed, and the mini- 
mum quota for any quota area (now of any nationality) 
shall be 100. The new quotas shall be proclaimed by the 
President on or before June 1, 1948, or as soon thereafter 
as feasible and shall take effect on the first of the month 
next following the expiration of 30 days after the date of 
the proclamation. In the revision of quotas necessitated 
by territorial changes the sum total of all minimum quotas 
shall not exceed 5,000 [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 136n, 206-299, 
303, 702, 703; 28: 49]. 


H, R. 309. Mr. Walter; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to 
include those who entered Germany, Laie, or Italy 
between December 22, 1945, and April 21, 1947. Elimi- 
nates requirement that 40 percent of visas issued shall be 
available to displaced persons whose country was annexed 
by a foreign power. Permits admission of 400,000 in 4 
years (now 202,000 in 2 years). Allows registration for 
permanent residence of 15,000 displaced persons who 
entered the United States prior to April 1, 1948, without 
requiring congressional approval. Eliminates the require- 
ment that 30 percent of those admitted must be agri- 
cultural workers. Extends until June 30, 1953 (“ow 
June 30, 1951) the terms of the Displaced Persons Com- 
missioners [amending Public Law 774, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 310. Mr. Welch of California; January 3, 1949 
(Public Lands). 


Reauthorizes the American River Basin development 
as an integrated feature of the Central Valley Project, 
California. 

H. R. 311. Mr. Wolverton; January 3, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


National Science Foundation Act of 1947—Establishes 
as an independent Government agency the National 
Science Foundation to: (1) Develop and encourage the 
pursuit of a national policy for basic research and educa- 
tion in the sciences; (2) initiate and support basic scientific 
research in the mathematical, physical, medical, biological, 
engineering, and other sciences, by making contracts or 
other arrangements (including grants, loans, and other 
forms of assistance) for the conduct of such research; (3) 
by similar means (after consultation with the Secretary of 
Defense) initiate and support scientific research on matters 
relating to the national defense; (4) grant scholarships and 
graduate fellowships in the mathematical, physical, medi- 
cal, biological, engineering, and other sciences; (5) foster 
the international exchange of scientific information; (6) 
correlate the foundation’s programs with those undertaken 
by individuals and by public and private research groups; 
and (7) establish special commissions on (a) cancer re- 
search, (b) heart aid cardiovascular diseases, and (¢) polio- 
myelitis and other degenerative diseases, and such other 
special commissions as it may deem necessary, each special 
commission to consist of six eminent scientists and five 
persons other than scientific, all appointed by the founda- 
tion. The foundation shall endeavor to strengthen the 
work throughout the United States and avoid undue con- 
centration. 

The foundation shall have 24 members appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, for a 6-year term, 
who are eminent in the fields of the basic sciences, medical 
science, engineering, education, or public affairs; biennially 
it shall elect from its own membership an executive com- 
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mittee of 9 members which shall meet at least 6 times 
each year. The President with the consent of the Senate 
shall appoint a director of the foundation for a term of 6 
years, at $15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall be 
divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical and 
engineering sciences, biological sciences, aad scientific per- 
sonnel and education, with a committee for each division 
composed of not less than five persons appointed by the 
executive committee. 

The executive committee, after consultation with the 
Secretary of Defense shall establish regulations and pro- 
cedures for the security classification and the safeguarding 
of information or property in connection with research 
having military significance. 

The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited non- 
profit American or foreign institutions of higher education, 
solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a register 
of scientific and technical personnel. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions produced 
thereunder which will protect the public interest and the 
equities of the individual party to the contract. No officer 
or employee of the foundation shall acquire, retain, or 
transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the United 
States, in any invention which he may make or produce in 
connection with his assigned activities. 

The foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the 
Secretary of State after consultation with the director, 
cooperate in any international scientific research activities 
consistent with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The foundation shall 
not, itself, operate laboratories or pilot plants, nor shall it 
support any research or development. activity in the field of 
atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property resulting 
from research in that field without the concurrence of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The director may, with the approval of the executive 
committee, appoint a deputy director at not more than 
$12,000 a year. 

H. R. 312. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services), 

Air Force Act of 1949—Provides that the United States 
Air Force shall consist of 70 Air Force Groups, 22 separate 
Air Force squadrons supplemented by 61 Air Force Re- 
serve groups. Authorizes an active-duty strength of 
70,500 officers, 4,800 warrant officers, and 426,700 airmen, 
Authorizes: (1) 24,000 (5,200 annually) serviceable air- 
craft or 225,000 (42,500 annuallv) airframe tons aggregate, 
whichever the Secretary of the Air Force determines is 
more appropriate for requirements and for replacements; 
(2) the acquisition of equipment and facilities for the 
operation and maintenance of aircraft and guided missiles; 
and (3) intensified research and development projects. 
Repeals conflicting provisions of law. 

H. R. 313. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Ways and Means). 

Makes excise tax provisions (war tax rates and retailer’s 
excise taxes) applicable to purchases from post exchanges 
and ship’s service stores by service personnel. 

H. R. 314. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Air Force to establish 
land-based air warning and contro! installations, within 
or without the United States, for the national security, 
Authorizes necessary appropriations. 

H. R. 315. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Army Act of 1949—Fixes the authorized strength of 
the Army at 837,000, to include 40,000 active-list commis- 
sioned officers exclusive of the Air Force and to consist of 
12 Regular Army divisions, 5 separate Regular Army 
regimental combat teams, and the necessary civilian per- 
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sonnel. Provides for procurement of equipment, including 
guided missiles, to equip annually a minimum of six divi- 
sions with modern items. Authorizes a research and de- 
velopment program related to Army activities and provides 
for necessary appropriations [amending Public Law 381, 
80th Cong.; repealing U. S. C. 10: 292b]. 

H. R. 316. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Navy construction of ships with displacement exceeding 
45,000 tons shall require specific statutory authorization. 
H. R. 317. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 

Means). 

Revives for 6 months, until July 1, 1949, provisions 
excluding from gross income for tax purposes compensation 
of armed forces personnel [amending U. 8. C. 26: 22 (b) 
(13), 1621 (a) (1)]. 

H, R. 318. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Members of the Reserve components of the armed forces 
who suffer disability or death from injuries incurred while 
engaged in active-duty training for periods of less than 30 
days or while engaged in inactive-duty training shall be 
entitled to the same pensions, compensation, retirement 
pay, and hospital benefits as are provided for members of 
the Regular Army, Navy, or Marine Corps [amending 
U.S. C. 10: 456; 34: 855e—1]. 

H. R. 319. Mr. Vinson; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Declares cotton, wool, mohair, flax, wheat, and corn to 
be strategic and critical materials for stock piling. 

H. R. 320. Mr. Anderson of California; January 3, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 

In State plans for old-age assistance, earnings up to $20 
per month shall be cisregarded in the determination of 
need. Provisions effective July 1, 1947, until which time 
failure to consider income from labor (not in excess of $20 
per month) shall not be a basis of excluding payments 
made to an individual in computing payments to States 
or of refusing to approve a State plan [amending U. 8. C. 
42: 302]. 

H, R. 321. Mr. Anderson of California; January 3, 1949 
(Armed Services). 

National Defense Catalog Act—Establishes a National 
Defense Catalog Agency within the National Military 
Establishment and provides for a catalog system under 
which items of supply shall be described and identified, 
for supply and procurement purposes, in the same manner 
by all departments and agencies within the National 
Military Establishment in order to eliminate unnecessary 
variations in item of supply. 

H. R. 323. Mr. Bartlett; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Increases from $100,000 to $250,000 the minimum 
allotment to each State for hospital construction under the 
Hospital Survey and Construction Act [amending Public 
Law 830, 80th Cong.]. 

H. R. 324. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1949 (Public Works). 

Provides for a survey of McKanes Bay, Rappahannock 
River. 

H. R. 325. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Provides for hearings of claims by Federal employees 
before the United States Employees’ Compensation 
Commission [amending U. S. C. 5: 786). 

H. R. 326. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1949 (Public Works). 
Provides for a preliminary survey of Pecks Creek, Va. 
H. R. 327. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1949 (Merchant Marine 

and Fisheries). 

Authorizes an additional $140,000 for memorial to Maj. 
Gen. George W. Goethals in the Canal Zone [amending 
49 Stat. 743) 
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H. R. 328. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; January 3, 1949 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Increases capital stock of the Inland Waterways Cor. 
poration to $33,000,000 (now $15,000,000), and authorizes 
an additional appropriation of $18,000,000 for purpose of 
paying subscription to the stock [amending U. S. C, 
49: 152]. 

H. R. 329. Mr. Anderson of California; January 3, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 

Amends the Legislative Reorganization Act (60 Stat, 
832) to provide for a reduction of the public debt by at 
least $2,500,000,000 during each fiscal year. 


H. R. 330. Mr. Anderson of California; January 3, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes the use of oleomargarine by the armed 
forces but specifies that when used as a butter substitute 
the menu shall so state [amending 61 Stat. 556; U. S. C. 
34: 902a] 

H. R. 331. Mr. Bartlett; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands), 

Admits Alaska to statehood. That part of the United 
States now embraced within the Territory, including a 
distance of one marine league from the coast, shall be 
included within the State. The constitution shall be 
republican in form, securing perfect toleration of religious 
sentiment; and the State of Alaska shall assume all debts 
of the Territory, retain all public property, except property 
used by the United States, school lands, ete., and shall 
establish a system of public schools. Alaska shall be 
entitled to one Representative, two Senators, one United 
States district judge, one United States attorney, one 
marshal, and one United States judicial district. 


H. R. 332. Mr. Beckworth; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). ; 

Grants a monthly pension equivalent to a 20-percent 
disability benefit, to veterans of World War I and II, if 
unable to obtain employment because of inability to meet 
physical requirements. 

H. R. 333. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; January 3, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 

General Housing Act—Title I. Amends the National 
Housing Act (U. 5. C., title 12, ch. 13, as follows: Extends 
title VI of the act (war housing insurance) for 1 year (until 
March 31, 1949); increases by $2,000,000,000 (to $6,950,- 
000,000) the aggregate amount of loans that may be guar- 
anteed thereunder; provides that of the total authorization 
$1,000,000,000 shall be available for insurance on rental 
housing ($200,000,000 of this for multiple-family dwellings) 
on which commitments for insurance are issued after the 
effective date of this act; makes the basis for appraisal 
for housing loans guaranteed under section 603 (‘‘for-sale” 
housing) the long-term value; substitutes an $8,000-unit 
limitation for a $1,500-room limitation; liberalizes provi- 
sions for loans to manufacturers of prefabricated houses 
and authorizes insurance of mortgages to encourage large- 
scale modernized site construction, etc., and Reconstrue- 
tion Finance Corporation loans. Amends title II to in- 
crease the amount of loans authorized on less expensive 
homes and to permit insurance on property held by 
governmental units up to $50,000,000, a privilege which is 
extended also to limited dividend or redevelopment or 
housing corporations restricted by law as to rents, ete. 
Liberalizes provisions re so-called “title 1, class 3’’ loans 
(insurance of financial institutions against losses on low- 
cost structures, etc.). 

Title Il. Creates in the Housing and Home Financing 
Agencv a National Home Mortgage Corporation, with 4 
capital stock of $5,000,000, subscribed by the United 
States, to purchase Federal Housing Administration 
residential loans and residential loans guaranteed under 
the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, in areas where there 
is a scarcity of secondary credit. The President of the 
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new Corporation shall he the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator. There shall be an advisory board con- 
sisting of the President of the Corporation as chairman 
and the following or their designees: Secretary of the 
Treasury, Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, Chairman 
of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System, 
Housing Commissioner, Chairman of the Home Loan 
Bank Board, and Chairman of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. The Corporation may issue 
notes, ete., in a maximum amount of $250,000,000 plus 
an amount equal to the loans which it is required to pur- 
chase (residential loans held by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and the Federal National Mortgage 
Association); this amount may, with the approval of the 
President of the United States, be increased by an addi- 
tional $250,000,000. The Federal National Mortgage 
Association shall be liquidated [amending U. 8. C. 31: 846]. 

Title II]. Requires the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to carry out housing research. Includes 
the Secretary of Commerce or his designee in the mem- 
bership of the National Housing Council. 

Title 1V. Provides for 90 percent guaranteed loans on 
low-rent cooperative housing projects and for 95 percent 
guarantee if the membership of the cooperative consists 
largely of veterans. Sets up a special system of insurance 
designed to encourage equity investments in rental hous- 
ing at rents within the capacity of families of moderate 
income, establishes a housing investment-insurance fund 
as a revolving fund to carry out the plan, and authorizes 
$10,000,000 therefor. 

Title V. Sets up a slum clearance program providing 
for: (1) loans to local communities, beginning July 1, 1948, 
amounting to $10,000,000, this amount to be increased by 
$200,000,000 July 1, 1949, and by further amounts of $200 
on July 1 of each of the years 1950-53, inclusive, and (2) 
capital grants to local public agencies (Federal contribution 
$2 for every $1 on the part of the municipality), such grants 
to be made in a maximum aggregate sum of $100,000,000 
beginning July 1, 1948, which limit shall be increased by 
further amounts of $100,000,000 on July 1, of each year 
1949-52, inclusive. In extending such financial aid, con- 
sideration shall be given to the extent to which local pub- 
lic bodies encourage housing cost reductions through 
modernization of building codes, etc. Labor standards 
are protected. 

Title VI. Enacts the following provisions re Federal aid 
for urban low-rent housing: (1) Makes such aid for a local 
project contingent upon a demonstration of need and fix- 
ing of maximum income limits; (2) requires that except as 
to veterans’ and servicemen’s families, tenants must have 
come from unsafe or insanitary dwellings or have been 
displaced by a slum clearance project, ete.; (3) calls for 
periodic reexaminations by local public agencies of the net 
income of occupant families and enforcement of income 
limitation; (4) gives preference to families of servicemen 
and veterans for 5 years after July 1, 1948 (priority to 
those with service-connected disabilities, and pensions, 
etc., not to be counted in determining net income for tenant 
eligibility); (5) allows, until December 31, 1951, an in- 
crease of $250 per room in allowable cost of projects (such 
cost at $1,250 per room; $1,500 in cities with a population 
over 500,000; $2,200 in Alaska); (6) liberalizes provisions 
for private financing of low-rent projects, ete., authorizing 
additional contracts for annual contracts to such projects 
of $32,000,000 a year for 5 years, and provision for 500,000 
additional units. 

Title VII. Authorizes loans and grants by the Secretary 
of Agriculture for farm housing (preference to veterans), in 
the following amounts: (a) Loans, $25,000,000 on or 
after July 1, 1948, an additional $50,000,000 on or after 
July 1, 1949, an additional $75,000,000 on or after July 1, 
1950, and an additional $100,000,000 on or after July 1, 
1951; (b) grants $2,500,000 on or after July 1, 1948; an 
additional $5,000,000 on or after July 1, 1949, an addi- 
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tional $7,500,000 on or after July 1, 1950, and additional 
amounts of $10,000,000 on July 1 of each of the next ten 
succeeding years. 

Title VIII. Fixes the salary of the Housing and Home 
Finance Administrator at $17,500 a year, and the salaries 
of members of the Home Loan Bank Board, the Federal 
Housing Commissioner, and the Public Housing Commis- 
sioner at $15,000. 


H. R. 334. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; January 3, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Releases to the States all Federal interest in lands 
beneath navigable waters within the boundaries of the 
respective States. 

H. R. 335. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; January 3, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 

Bases Federal contributions for old-age assistance, aid 
to dependent children, and aid to the blind on maximum 
payments by the States of $55 (now $45), $30 (now $24), 
and $55 (now $45), respectively [amending U. 8. C. 42: 
303, 603, 1203). 

H. R. 336. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; January 3, 1949 (Agri- 
culture). 

Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine, effective the 
day after enactment, and repeals the occupational tax on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers of oleomargarine 
effective July 1, 1949. Between the day after approval 
of this act and July 1, 1949, the occupational tax on whole- 
sale dealers who sell only oleomargarine which is not 
yellow in color shall be $200 and retailers thereof shall pay 
a tax of $6 [repealing U. 8. C. 26: 2301 (a), 3200). 


H. R. 337. Mr. Canfield; January 3, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to furnish headstones 
to mark honorary burial places of members of the armed 
services who were buried at sea, lost in action, etc. 


H. R. 338. Mr. Cannon; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Exempts from admissions tax admissions to nonprofit 
agricultural fairs, if the proceeds are used exclusively for 
the operation of the fair or for education and promotion 
in the interests of agriculture, horticulture, domestic 
science, the Future Farmers of America, and 4-H Club 
activities. 

H. R. 339. Mr. Cannon; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to furnish headstones 
to mark honorary burial places of members of the armed 
services who were buried at sea, lost in action, etc 


H. R. 340. Mr. Case of New Jersey; January 3, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to 
include those who entered Germany, Austria, or Ital 
between December 22, 1945, and April 21, 1947. Elimi- 
nates the requirement that 40 percent of visas issued for 
displaced persons should be available to those whose 
country was annexed by a foreign power. Removes re- 
quirement that 30 percent of visas be given to agricultural 
workers and provides for removal of discrimination, in 
selection of displaced persons [amending Public Law 774,

H. R. 341. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Releases to the States (and grantees, lessees, etc.) all 
Federal interest in lands beneath inland navigable waters 
within the boundaries of the respective States. Recog- 


nizes and confirms rights granted prior to June 23, 1947 
(exclusive of oil, gas, and mineral rights), to construct, use 
or occupy structures (docks, ete.) in submerged coastal 
lands. 
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H. R. 342. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Indonesia Immigration Act— Authorizes admission into 
the United States, under the quota system, of persons of 
races indigenous to Indonesia, and makes them racially 
eligible for naturalization [amending U. 8. C. 8: 212c, 703). 


H. R. 343. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 


Permits exportation of arms, ammunition, and imple- 
ments of war. 


H. R. 344. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for proportionate distribution of immigration 
quotas that have not been used in any calendar month. 


H. R. 345. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

National Health Insurance and Public Health Act of 
1949—Title I: Declares the purpose of the Congress in 
establishing a national! health program, including national 
health insurance, ete. 

Title II: Provides for prepaid personal health service 
benefits, which shall include: (1) Medical services, (2) 
dental services, (3) home-nursing services, (4) hospital 
services (including nursing, physician, laboratory, am- 
bulance, etc., for a maximum of 60 days in any benefit 
year, or more than 60 days if moneys in the account es- 
tablished therefor are adequate and facilities are available, 
but not including hospitalization in a hospital or institu- 
tion for mental or nervous disease or for tuberculosis), 
and (5) auxiliary services (laboratory services, X-ray, 
radium, and related therapy; physiotherapy; services of 
optometrists and chiropodists; expensive drugs, special 
appliances, and eyeglasses). 

A patient shall have free choice to select the person he 
desires to render personal-health services if the practi- 
tioner, medical group, hospital, or other person has agreed 
to furnish the class of services required and consents to 
furnish them to the individual. The management of a 
participating hospital shall not be subject to supervision 
or control under authority of this title. 

Eligible for benefits throughout a benefit year is any 
person who: (1) has received (or, in the case of income 
from self-employment has accrued)—(A) at least $150 in 
wages during the first 4 of the last 6 calendar quarters 
preceding the beginning of the benefit year; or (B) not 
less than $50 in wages in each of 6 calendar quarters during 
the first 12 of the last 14 calendar quarters during which 
the individual was under a total disability which con- 
tinued for 6 months or more; (2) is entitled, for the first 
month, to an old-age and survivors insurance benefit or 
to a civil service retirement annuity; (3) is, on the first 
day of the benefit year, a dependent of a person eligible 
under (1) or (2), ante. 

Individuals not automatically insured, including the 
needy who are eligible for public assistance may be 
covered through premiums paid on their behalf. Federal 
grants to the States under provisions of the Social Security 
Act relating to old-age assistance, aid to dependent 
children, and aid to the blind being made available for 
that purpose [amending U. S. C. 42: 303(a), 306, 403(a), 
406, 1003(a), 1006). 

Rendering of services by individual practitioners, 
hospitals, health-service plans, cooperatives, ete., shall be 
by voluntary agreement with the State administrative 

ency. 

The method of payment for services of physicians and 
dentists who are general practitioners shall be the method 
chosen by a majority of the physicians or dentists in the 
area who furnish the services. Individual physicians or 
organized ups of physicians may be paid by other 
methods. ospitals will be paid the full cost of services. 

Administrative responsibility in local health-service 
areas shall be decentralized as fully as practicable to local 
dministrative committees or officers, acting with the 
dvice and assistance of local professional committees, 
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and, in the case of local administrative officers, with the 
advice and assistance of local area committees. 

A State may assume responsibility for administration 
of benefits to eligible persons among its own population 
through its own agency, upon compliance with prescribed 
requirements which include decentralization of administra 
tion. In States which do not submit a plan of operation 
or which do not comply with the provisions of an approved 
plan, benefits shall be administered by the National 
Health Insurance Board. 

Establishes in the Federal Security Agency a National 
Health Insurance Board of five members, three (including 
a licensed doctor of mene to be appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate at $12,000 a vear 
each, for 6-year terms, and the other two to be the Surgeon 
General of the Public Health Service and the Commissioner 
for Social Security, which shall administer provisions at 
the Federal level. The Board shall be assisted by a Na- 
tional Advisory Medical Policy Council, consisting of the 
Chairman of the Board, who shall serve as Chairman of the 
Advisory Council, ex officio, and 16 members appointed 
by the Federal Security Administrator, 8 of whom shall 
be persons who are familiar with the need for personal 
health services in urban or rural areas, to represent the 
people entitled to benefits, and 6 of whom shall be out- 
standing professional persons, to represent the persons 
who render the services. 

No discrimination shall be made on account of race 
creed, or color. 

Provisions are made to alleviate shortages of profes- 
sional and technical facilities in rural areas (guaranteed 
income to those who render services, ambulance service, 
etc.). 

A Personal Health Services Account is created in the 
Treasury, to which shall be appropriated for financing the 
system, for the fiscal year 1950 and for each fiscal year 
thereafter: (1) Sums equal to 3 percent of all wages esti- 
mated to be received during the fiscal year (calculated on 
earnings up to $3,600 a year); (2) sums equal to the esti- 
mated cost of furnishing dental services and home-nursing 
services; and (3) any further sums required to meet ex- 
penditures. In the fiscal year 1949 there shall be appro- 
priated a sum equal to 1 percent of all wages estimated 
to be received during the year, to constitute an initial 
reserve. The aggregate appropriations to the account 
pursuant to (2) and (3) ante, in appropriation acts from 
1950 to 1952, inclusive, shall not exeeed one-half of 1 
percent, and in appropriation acts for any fiscal year from 
1953 to 1955, inclusive, 1 percent of the estimated annual 
average of all wages received during the 3 fiscal years 
preceding such fiscal year. After 1955, Congress will 
determine the amount of appropriations. 

For the fiscal years 1950-52, inclusive, 90 percent, and 
for each fiscal year thereafter 95 percent, of the available 
sums shall be allotted on the basis of: (1) Population in 
the States eligible for benefits, (2) professional and other 
personnel, hospitals, supplies, ete., to be available in the 
States to provide benefits, and (3) the cost of fair and 
reasonable compensation to personnel and facilities, and 
for commodities, etc. The remainder shall be allotted for 
deficiencies. Emergency allotments may be made in 
cases of disasters, etc. 

For grants-in-aid for medical research and education to 
nonprofit institutions or agencies (5-year preference, 
beginning July 1, 1949, to World War II veterans for 
post-graduate education, etc.), there shall be available for 
the fiscal year 1950, $10,000,000, for fiscal year 1951, 
$15,000,000, and for each fiscal year thereafter an amount 
equal to 2 percent of the amounts expended under this 
title in the preceding calendar year. 

Title III. Authorizes grants to the States for health 
services, including (1) basic State and local public health 
services in all communities in the State, (2) maternaland 
child health services and services for locating and caring 
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for crippled or otherwise physically handicapped children; 
(3) services for the early detection, prevention, treatment 
and control of tuberculosis, venereal diseases, mental 
disorders, cancer, heart and degenerative diseases, dental 
disorders nutritional deficiency diseases or other diseases 
which have a high morbidity incidence etce.; (4) health 
services for the aged, the chronically ill, and workers 
whose health problems are of special public concern; and 
(5) training of personnel and development of measures to 
carry out these purposes. The amounts authorized, for 
the fiscal years indicated, are: 1948, $100,000,000; 1949, 
$150,000,000; 1950, $225,000,000; 1951 and 1952, $300,- 
000,000; for succeeding years, necessary sums. Funds 
shall be allotted to the States on the basis of population 
and financial resources, the grants to range from 50 to 75 
percent of the cost of the program. State plans must 
meet specified requirements, including nondiscrimination 
on the grounds of race, color or creed, advisory com- 
mittees, safeguarding of confidential information, coopera- 
tion with medical and welfare organizations, etc. 

Administration shall be by the Federal Security Admin- 
istrator, through the Public Health Service, the Children’s 
Bureau, and other units of the Federal Security Agency. 

The Hospital Survey and Construction Act (Public Law 
725, 79th Congress) is amended as follows: (1) the amount 
authorized for construction of hospitals, etc., is increased 
from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 after the fiscal year 1948; 
authorizations are extended for an additional 5 years 
(through fiscal year 1956); references to maintenance and 
operation are deleted; the fixed percentage of 33% percent 
for Federal aid for construction is deleted, and Federal 
aid shall be based on the State’s percentage allotment. 


H. R. 346. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


General Housing Act of 1949—Title I. Establishes a 
permanent National Housing Agency, headed by a policy- 
making Administrator appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate, at an annual salary of $12,000. 
Within the Agency there shrll be a Federal Home Loan 
Bank Administration, a Federal Housing Administration, 
and a Federal Public Housing Authority, each headed by a 
commissioner appointed by the President, with the consent 
of the Senate. Subject to the over-all responsibilities of 
the Administrator, uae are transferred to, and vested (a) 
in the Federal Home Loan Bank Commissioner, the func- 
tions of the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, the Board of 
Trustees of the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Cor- 

ration, and the Board of Directors of the Home Owners’ 

oan Corporation, all of which boards are abolished; (b) 
in the Federal Housing Commissioner the functions of the 
Federal Housing Administrator (which office is abolished), 
and the functions of the Federal Loan Administrator with 
with respect to the Federal National Mortgage Associa- 
tion; (c) in the Federal Public Housing Commissioner, the 
functions of the Administrator of the United States 
Housing Authority (which office is abolished) functions 
relating to war and defense housing (except that located on 
military or naval reservations, posts or bases) other than 
the policy-making functions which are vested in the 
National Housing Administrator, the functions of various 
agencies relative to temporary shelter, together with the 
functions of the Federal Loan Administrator with respect 
to the Defense Homes’Corporation (which shall be admin- 
istered by the Commissioner) and of the Farm Security 
Administration with respect to housing projects for other 
than farm families. 

Title II. To enable private enterprise and localitics to 
meet more of the need for housing and related community 
development through their own efforts, the National 
Housing Administration shall (a) conduct a program of 
technical research, to develop the commercial application 
of new and improved techniques, materials, and methods 
which will increase production of housing and permit 
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reduced housing costs, including studies relating to resi- 
dential design, consumer requirements, site planning, 
zoning laws, and organization of the building industry wit 
full public dissemination of technical information relating 
to such research, for which purposes the Administrator may 
appoint a Director of Housing Research; (b) make studies 
and public reports relating to improvement of employment 
and investment opportunities in house building, better 
methods of home financing, etc., such studies to draw upon 
or be undertaken cooperatively with other Federal, State, 
or local agencies where feasible. The Administration 
shall give financial aid to localities, on a matching basis 
(50-50) to make studies of their own housing needs and 
markets and surveys for related community development. 
For this purpose $25,000,000 is authorized over an initial 
period of 5 years. Studies and plans in preparation of land 
assembly projects or low-rent housing projects for which 
Federal-aid is provided by title VI of this act (see below) or 
by the United States Housing Act may be financed by 
loans from the administering agency. 

Title III. Amends existing aids to privately financed 
housing in the interest of moderate income groups and 
returning veterans. Expands the lending powers of 
Federal home loan banks and of federally chartered sav- 
ings and loan associations. Improves the insurance 
srotection provided by the Federal Savings and Loan 
ance Jorporation and reduces its cost. Authorizes 
improvements in the Federal Housing Administration 
operations with respect to home modernization and im- 
provement loans, home mortgage loans, and rental housing 
mortgage loans [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1464 (c), 1430 (a), 
(b), 1431, 1440, and various sections of the National 
Housing Act (U.S. C. 12: 1701-1748)]. 

Title IV. Supplements existing systems of mortgage 
insurance under the National Housing Act with special 
systems of mortgage insurance for families of lower in- 
comes who require more favorable terms than existing 
systems offer. Offers two supplemental programs, one for 
small-home ownership with Federal Housing Administra- 
tion insurance, and one for Federal Housing Administra- 
tion or private financing for mutual home ownership or 
rental projects. ‘The first plan, which is limited to houses 
where the principal loan is not more than $5,000 raises the 
amount of a mortgage eligible for insurance from 80 to 90 
percent of the cost of the housing to 95 percent, thus 
reducing the down payment required on an individual 
family home to 5 percent, extends the period of amortiza- 
tion from 20 or 25 years to 32 years, reduces the maximum 
interest rate allowable from 5 to 4 percent, provides addi- 
tional insurance protection, and authorizes firm commit- 
ments to builders in amounts up to 85 percent of the cost 
of the house. The second plan, which provides for 
Federal Housing Administration insurance of private 
financing for mutual home ownership or rental projects, 
authorizes an insured mortgage as high as 95 percent in 
the case of mutuals or public instrumentalities and 90 
percent in other cases, provides for a 40-year amortization 
period (subject to extension), for a maximum interest rate 
of 3% percent, for lapsing, when necessary, of principal 
and interest payments, and for additional insurance 
benefits, and authorizes the Federal National Mortgage 
Association to make loans and deal in and underwrite 
mortgage lending under the plan [amending U. 8. 
12: 1709 (b), 1710 (a), 1713, and adding 1713q). 

Title V. Adds to the National Housing Act title VII, 
which sets up a “yield insurance system” for direct in- 
vestment by individuals, companies, corporations, ete., 
in rental housing for families of moderate means, the system 
to be administered by the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. The insurance provided for would guarantee to 
those who assume the obligation to invest in housing 
projects on a 50-year basis at an annual return ranging 
from 3% to 4 percent on outstanding investment a mini- 
mum annual return of (1) 2 percent, of the original invest- 
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ment and (2) 2% percent of that portion which remains 
unamortized as to the particular year involved until such 
time as only 15 percent of the original capital investment 
remains unamortized. An annual premium charge of 
not move than one-half of 1 percent of the investment 
outstanding for the year for which such charge is payable, 
and reasonable fees (not in excess of one-half of 1 percent 
of the estimated capital investment) for Federal Housing 
Administration examination and inspection of the project 
during construction are authorized. A housing invest- 
ment insurance fund is set up as a revolving fund to carry 
out the foregoing provisions and for administrative ex- 
penses. 

Title VI. Provides for federal aid to localities for the 
acquisition and preparation of land for redevelopment in 
part by private enterprise. Authorizes: (1) $500,000,000 in 
5-year loans to finance the undertaking of projects prior 
to definitive financing thereof; (2) $50,000,000 a year for 
5 years for loans which must be repaid within 45 years; 
and (3) $4,000,000 a year for 5 years for subsidies, which 
must be matched (at least 50-50) by the localities. 

H. R. 347. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides for issuance of certificates to marine transpor- 
tation and shipping companies to permit them to engage in 
overseas and/or foreign air transportation. Application 
for a certificate shall be made to the United States Mari- 
time Commission. 

H.. R. 348. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Authorizes an additional $1,000,000,000 ($500,000,000 
annually for the next 2 years) for loans to public agencies 
to provide low-rent housing. 


H. R. 349. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Removes cost limitation on family-dwelling units in 
federally aided housing projects. Increases the limitation 
from $1,000 per room, or $1,250 in cities with a population 
of more than 500,000, to $1,500 and $1,750, respectively, 
and allows $2,450 in Alaska. These limitations may be 
exceeded, in contracts made prior to December 31, 1949, 
by $250, under certain conditions, to facilitate housing for 
veterans [amending U. 8S. C. 42: 1415 (5)]. 

H. R. 350. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Corporations, all of the stock of which is owned by the 
United States, shall be exempt from the payment of costs 


and fees to Federal courts and district attorneys [amending 
U.S. C. 28: 543, 548, 555, 557, 578, 578a]. 


H. R. 351. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Each district court shall appoint one or more public 
defenders for each place where its terms are held, to 
represent any person charged with an offense punishable 
by death or imprisonment for a term of over 1 year who is 
unable to employ counsel. United States marshals shall 
serve all subpenas for such defendants, without charge, at 
the request of the public defender. Public defenders 
shall be compensated, upon order of the court, on the 
basis of a scale of fees to be fixed by the Attorney General. 


H. R. 352. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Liberalizes benefits under the Longshoremen’s and 
Harbor Workers’ Compensation Act. Extends coverage 
to include any injury, death, disease, or infection arising 
out of the cost of employment, or to which the employ- 
ment contributes, irrespective of whether the injury or 
death was accidental or the disease or infection occupa- 
tional. Persons employed on docks, wharves, or on land 
immediately adjacent to navigable waters to load, unload, 
service, or repair vessels engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce are specifically brought within the term ‘“em- 
ployee’; masters and crews of vessels, and persons en- 
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gaged by a master to load, or unload, or repair any vessel 
under 18 tons net are excluded. Compensation shall be 
allowed from date of disability, and the 7-day waiting 
period waived, if an injury results in temporary disability 
for more than 21 days (instead of more than 49 days). 
The maximum and minimum weekly benefits are increased 
from $25 to $40 and from $8 to $22.50, respectively (the 
minimum for total disability), and a corresponding change 
is made as to cases where weekly wages are less than the 
minimum. The Compensation Commission shall establish 
for each compensation district schedules for minimum 
charges and fees for medical treatment and care of an 
emplovee, and it shall establish panels of qualified physi- 
cians, surgeons, specialists, consultants, laboratory or 
X-ray technicians, and fix a schedule of fees which they 
may charge. An injured employee may select an attend- 
ing physician from the foregoing panel. Benefit periods 
for permanent partial disabilitv are extended. he age 
limit of 18 for surviving children of a deceased employee, 
to whom benefits are payable is removed. The amount 
of disability or death compensation otherwise recoverable, 
shall be increased by one-half if injury is caused by serious 
and willful misconduct or gross negligence of an emplover 
or a supervisory employee. The amount payable for 
funeral expenses is increased from $200 to $400. Death 
benefits are increased, the total amount payable being 
raised from 6634 percent of average weekly wages of the 
employee, and the maximum and minimum average 
weekly wages to be considered are increased from $37.50 
and $12 to $60 and $30, respectively. Additional com- 
pensation, not exceeding $10 a week, shall be allowed to a 
widow or a dependent undergoing vocational education 
and training, for maintenance. The wage value of work 
performed in self-employment may be considered in com- 
puting compensation. The average annual earnings of 
an employee shall be not less than 200 nor more than 300 
times his average daily wage or salary. The time limit 
on filing claims is extended from 1 year to 2 years after 
injury or death. The limitation of the total compensa- 
tion payable for injury or death to $7,500 is repealed, 
Other amendments relate to review of compensation 
orders, modification of awards, fees for services, com- 
pensation for injuries where third persons are liable, 
safety regulation, administration, and review. 

H. R. 353. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


For naturalization purposes no absence from the United 
States between December 7, 1941, and December 31, 1946, 
shall break the continuity of the residence of an alien if he 
proves to the court’s satisfaction that he was prevented 
from returning within 1 year from the date of departure 
by the outbreak of hostilities between the United States 
and Germany and Japan [amending U. 8. C. 8: 707 (b)]. 


H. R: 354. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Submerged Coastal Lands Act—Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to lease submerged coastal lands for 
oil and gas development. Establishes in the Department 
of the Interior a Submerged Coastal Lands Commission 
consisting of three members appointed by the President 
with the consent of the Senate, each to be compensated at 
the rate of $50 per diem. Payment of royalties of 12% 
percent of the amount or value of the oil or gas produced 
is required. Authorizes the Secretary, upon recommenda- 
tion of the Commission, to issue a lease in exchange for a 
lease issued by a State or political subdivision prior to 
June 23, 1947, or in exchange for a lease issued with his 
approval between that date and the date of this enactment. 
Requires that 52% percent of the moneys received from 
royalties, sales, etc., with respect to operations in sub- 
merged coastal lands lying within the exterior boundaries 
of any State to which the reclamation law of 1902 is ap- 
plicable, and within 3 nautical miles from the line of 
ordinary low tide or from the line marking the exterior 
boundaries of the waters of those States shall be paid into 
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the reclamation fund, 37% percent shall be paid to the 
State to be used for the construction and maintenance of 
public roads or public parks or for the support of public 
schools or other public educational institutions, as the 
State legislature may direct, and all other such moneys 
shall be paid into the United States Treasury and credited 
to miscellaneous receipts. Safeguards are provided in 
case of war or national emergency. Limitations are 
placed on aggregate holdings. Citizens of other countries 
which deny similar privileges to citizens of the United 
States may not by stock ownership, etc., own any interest 
in a lease. The ownership of and the right to extract 
helium from all gas produced from lands leased under 
this act are reserved to the United States. 


H. R. 355. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Increases the Federal guaranty of real-estate loans to 
veterans under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act to 
60 percent (now 50 percent) of the loan and fixes the 
aggregate amount which may be guaranteed at $6,000 
(now $4,000). Authorizes the Veterans’ Administrator 
to approve a single guaranty of any loan made to a vet- 
erans’ cooperative housing project [amending U. 8. C 
38: 694 (a)]. 

H. R. 356. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Rewrites certain provisions relating to nonmailability of 
obscene matter, etc., excluding reference to instrument, 
substance, drug, or medicine for the prevention of concep- 
tion. Any matter deposited for mailing shall, if the post- 
master at the place of mailing has reason to believe it is 
obscene, or nonmailable for certain other reasons, be seized 
by that official, who shall send notice of its detention to 
the sender and also, within 10 days, to the United States 
district attorney for the district where it was seized. The 
district attorney shall, within 30 days after receipt of a 
notice, institute proceedings for forfeiture and destruction 
of the objectionable matter. A jury trial may be had on 
demand of any party. Judgment of the district court shall 
be final, subject to review in the same manner as other 
judgment of district courts. If notice of seizure has not 
been sent, and proceedings instituted, within the pre- 
scribed time, or if the matter is adjudged not obscene, the 
matter shall be delivered, or returned to the sender, at his 
option. The postmaster shall keep a public file of seized 
matter, and in the case of written or printed matter, he 
shall, upon institution of proceedings, transmit a descrip- 
tion or copy thereof to the Library of Congress, where it 
shall be kept available for public inspection.

Executive agencies of the 
Federal Government shall, insofar as may be authorized 
by existing law, modify, repeal, ete., their regulations, rules, 
and practices, to conform with the foregoing declared 
policy, and shall inform the Commission, prior to Novem- 
ber 1, 1949, of the extent to which their regulations, rules, 
etc., continue to embody distinctions on the basis of sex, 
and the justification therefor. State and local legislative 
bodies are urged to declare the adoption of a legislative 
policy in conformity with the declared policy of the United 
States and to review legislation, ordinances, and govern- 
mental practices and take necessary further action in 
interest of such conformity. 


H. R. 359. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


National Science Foundation Act of 1949—Establishes 
as an independent Government agency a National Science 
Foundation to provide support for scientific research and 
scientific development, to enable young men and women 
of ability to receive scientific training, to promote the 
conservation and use of the natural resources of the Nation, 
to correlate the scientific research and development 
programs of the several Government agencies, to achieve 
a full dissemination of scientific information to the public, 
and to foster the interchange of scientific information in 
this country and abroad. 

Collaboration with the Library of Congress and other 
Government agencies in the dissemination of research 
findings is provided for. 

The Foundation shall be administered by an Adminis- 
trator appointed by the President at $15,000 a year, after 
consultation with the National Science Board, and in his 
absence by a Deputy Administrator. There shall be 
within the Foundation, Divisions of Mathematical and 
Physical Sciences, a Division of Biological Sciences, a 
Division of Social Sciences, a Division of Health and 
Medical Sciences, a Division of National Defense, a Divi- 
sion of Engineering and Technology, a Division of Scien- 
tific Personnel and Education, a Division of Publication 
and Information, and such additional divisions, not 
exceeding 3, as the Administrator may from time to time 
establish, after receiving the advice of the Board. Each 
division shall be headed by a director, and shall have a 
scientific committee of from 5 to 15 members appointed 
by the Administrator, with the advice and approval of the 
Board, except that the Division of National Defense shall 
have a scientific committee with not more than 40 mem- 
bers, one-half of whom shall be civilians, appointed by the 
Administrator, with the advice and approval of the Board, 
the other half military personnel. There shall be a 5-man 
executive committee in the Division of National Defense. 
An annual report to the President and the Congress shall 
be made by the Administrator. 

The Administrator shall advise with a National Science 
Board consisting of nine members appointed by the 
President, and of the chairmen of each of the divisional 
scientific committees. 

The Administrator may enter into contracts to finance 
or support research and developmental activities to be 
carried on by other Government agencies or by other 
organizations. Of the funds expended for research and 
development, 15 percent shall be available only for ex- 
penditure in the fields of national defense and health and 
the medical sciences, 25 percent must be apportioned 
among the States for research in tax-supported colleges, 
and 25 percent must be used for research in nonprofit 
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organizations. The Administrator may award scholar- 
ships and fellowships for scientific studv or work at various 
institutions. He shal] maintain a register of scientific and 
technical personnel; he shall provide for recording and 
disseminating data on all inventions and other findings 
produced in the course of federally financed research and 
development activities. 

Inventions, etc., held by the Government shall be avail- 
able to the public on a nonexclusive and rova'ty-free basis. 
Inventions, etc., made in the course of federally financed 
research and development shall be freely available to the 
public, unless the Government agreed in advance to the 
retention by the organization or inventor of certain patent 
rights. Such agreement shall be made (1) if every reason- 
able effort to arrange for research or development without 
such an agreement has been unsuccessful; (2) if the organi- 
zation shall contribute or has contributed substantiallv to 
the development of the particular inventions, etc.; (3) if the 
agreement provides for a rovaltv-free license for govern- 
mental purposes to the United States; and (4) in the case 
of any nonprofit organization if (a) the research and 
development is essential to national defense or in other 
fields and (b) the patent rights will not be used for the 
special benefit of an organization conducted for profit or 
of an individual, and will be available to applicants on a 
nonexclusive, uniform, and reasonable royalty basis. The 
administration of these provisions shall be regulated by 
Executive Order of the President. 

The head of any Government agency, with the approval 
of the Department of State, may conclude reciprocal 
agreements with foreign governments relating to the inter- 
change of scientific and technical information, the use of 
patents owned by the respective governments, and may 
cooperate in international research or development activi- 
ties; he may defray the expenses of representatives to 
accredited international scientific meetings. 

An interdepartmental Committee on Science, consisting 
of the Administrator as chairman, and representatives of 
Government agencies concerned with the support of 
scientific activity to a substantial degree, shall meet at 
least once a month to study the programs of the Foundation 
and other Government agencies, and shall make such 
recommendations as will effectuate this act. Provides for 
transfer of the Office of Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment and of the National Roster of Scientific and Special- 
ized Personne! to the Foundation. 

Necessary appropriations are authorized. The Admin- 
istrator shall not, through the Foundation or its employees, 
operate any laboratories, pilot plants, or other scientific 
or technical facilities which he may acquire.

Lowers the age for old-age and survivors benefits, under 
the Social Security Act, from 65 to 60 for men and 55 for 
women, and provides for payment of benefits to perma- 
nently disabled persons who have 40 quarters of coverage 
[amending U. S. C. 42: 402, 409]. 

H. R. 363. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Extends the benefits of old-age and survivors insurance 
under the Social Security Act, and Federal Insurance 
Contributions Act of employees of religious, scientific, 
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literary, and educational institutions. Effective July 1, 

1947 [amending U. S. C. 26:1426 (b); 42: 409 (b)). 

H. R. 364. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (House Adminis. 
tration). 


Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, municipal. 
ity, or other governmental subdivision to require payment 
of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal election, 


H. R. 365. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


A State shall be deemed to have denied the equal pro- 
tection of the laws and due process of law whenever it or 
any of its subdivisions shall have failed to — the 
lawful means at its disposal for the protection of persons 
against lynching. The violence of three or more persons, 
attempting to prevent the apprehension, trial, or punish- 
ment of any person and resulting in his death or serious 
bodily injury, is deemed to be a lynching. But the act 
does not apply to violence occurring between gangsters 
or during the course of labor disputes.

Fair Employment Practices Act—Declares as an unfair 
employment practice: (a) By an employer the refusal to 
hire, the discharge of, or the discrimination against, any 
person because of race, color, creed, religion, national 
origin, or ancestry, or limitation of recruitment on that 
basis; (b) by any labor union the refusal of or expulsion 
from membership or the discrimination against any em- 
ployee, employer, or member for the foregoing reasons; 
and (c) the discrimination, etc., by any employer or labor 
union against any person because he has opposed prat- 
tices forbidden by this act, 
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Establishes a Fair Employment Practice Commission 
(to supplant the Committee on Fair Employment Practice 
established by Executive Order 9346) which is empowered

Places women on an equal basis with men for purposes 
of immigration laws [amending U. 8. C. 8: ch. 6]. 


H. R. 374. Mr. Celler; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Extends naturalization privileges to Koreans and persons 
of Korean descent and to certain persons with mixed blood 
of the various classes eligible for naturalization. Declares 
an immigration quota of 100 per annum for Koreans or 
their descendants (75 percent to those born and resident 
in Korea) until Korea is reestablished as an independent 
country, at which time a permanent quota shall be de- 
clared. For purposes of admission, Koreans or descend- 
ants of Koreans shall mean persons who are of one-half of 
a blood indigenous to Korea prior to August 22, 1910, and 
Chinese persons shall mean persons of one-half Chinese 
blood, eligibility for naturalization being required for 
either class [amending U. 8.

Cover- 
age is extended to include seamen and individuals within 
the area of production in handling, storing, canning, etc., 
of agricultural products for market or in making dairy 
products [amending U.S. C. 29: 202, 203, 206-208, 212, 
213, 216]. An action by an employee to recover liability 
for unpaid minimum wages or unpaid overtime compensa- 
tion may be brought within 5 years after accrual of the 
liability. 
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H. R. 377. Mr. Christopher; January 3, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Establishes the United States Air Academy at Sedalia 
Airfield, Mo. 


H. R. 378. Mr. Crosser; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission (1) to 
order a railroad to install telegraph, telephone, radio, in- 
ductive, or other wayside and/or train-communication 
systems, and (2) to establish safety rules, ete., for the 
operation of trains. The Federal Communications Com- 
mission shall grant any radio wave band, station permit, 
or license needed for the installation of a communication 
required by the Interstate Commerce Commission [amend- 
ing U. 8.

(Public Lands). 


Mining Claims Rights Restoration Act of 1948—Per- 
mits the mining, development, and utilization of the 
mineral resources of all sable lands withdrawn or reserved 
for power development. Persons who held unpatented 
mining claims at the date of withdrawal or who had filed 
claims in good faith subsequent to withdrawal, not know- 
ing the lands had been withdrawn, shall be allowed 1 year 
to reestablish their claims. 


H. R. 389. Mr. Farrington; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes payment of $175,000 to Hawaii to cover cost 
of restoring surfaces of certain piers and terminal buildings 
eee were camouflaged by the Army during World War 


H. R. 390. Mr. Farrington; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes payment of $16,773 to county of Maui, 
Territory of Hawaii for damages sustained by schools due 
to application of camouflage materials by United States 
Army. 


H. R. 391. Mr. Farrington; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Confers citizenship upon certain persons who were 
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residing in Guam on April 11, 1899, or who were born 
there after that date. 


H. R. 392. Mr. Farrington; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary), 


Confers citizenship on (1) all natives of American Samoa 
who on February 20, 1929, resided thereon or being then 
temporarily absent therefrom are now residing within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, and (2) all natives of 
such islands born subsequent to such date, if they are 
residing on the date of this act in American Samoa or other 
territory of the United States.

H. R. 394. Mr. Farrington; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary), 


Extends 70-year retirement privilege to the judges of 
the Circuit Courts of the Territory of Hawaii [amending 
U. S. C. 28: 373]. 


H. R. 395. Mr. Gathings; January 3, 1949 (Agriculture), 


Requires the Administrator of the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration, in consideration of the payment of $1, to 
deliver to the present owners of real property quit-claim 
deeds to the interest in the minerals in or under such 
property which is reserved by the United States pursuant 
to the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act, in those cases 
in which such interest has only a nominal value [repealing 
U. 8. C. 7: 1018]. 


H. R. 396. Mr. Green; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes $11,000,000 for construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, in the vicinity of Philadelphia. 


H. R. 397. Mr. Hagen; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Authorizes the Postmaster General to prescribe uniforms 
for city and village delivery letter carriers, and provides 
for an allowance of $100 a year to each such carrier for the 
purchase thereof. 


Mr. Hagen; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Provides for a $100 cash allowance each year for uniforms 
for Federal employees required to wear them.

H. R. 400. Mr. Harris; January 3, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized 
$300,000,000 for the fiscal year 1949, and each year there- 
after. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $45 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average 
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of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of annual 
income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and seventh years next preceding year for which the com- 
putation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 percent 
of its annual income for schools, the amount of Federal aid 
shall be proportionately reduced, except that in no case 
shall it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal year 
beginning after June 30, 1952, a State, to be eligible for 
any amount of Federal aid, must spend from State and 
local sources, an amount equal to a greater than 2 percent 
of its annual income payments or $120 per pupil in average 
daily attendance, whichever is less. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expendi- 
tures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may legally 
and constitutionally be so expended. 

States shall have the right to appeal questions of ad- 
ministration to the Commissioner of Education and to 
United States district courts. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 

Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State ex- 
penditures for public elementary and secondary school 
education. 

No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control 
over any school or any State educational institution or 
agency with respect to which funds are made available 
under this act. 


H. R. 401. Mr. Hart; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes wen of one additional judge for the 
district of New Jersey, but provides that the first vacancy 
occurring in the district shall not be filled. 


H. R. 402. Mr. Hays of Arkansas; January 3, 1949 
(Agriculture). 


Authorizes a program for the construction of county 
agricultural buildings in counties where agriculture is a 
redominant industry in order to provide centralized 
edie and facilities for Federal, State, and local offices 
engaged in administering agricultural programs. The 
Federal Government shall bear not more than 30 percent 
of the cost of the project (exclusive of the cost of the land) 
except where counties certify to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture that their financial status is not sufficient to meet the 
requirement, in which case the Federal Government may 
bear 50 percent of the cost. No authority under this act 
shall be exercised until the President declares that the 
present scarcity of building materials no longer exists.

Limits the power of the Securities Exchange Commission 
to regulate transactions in exempted securities [amending 


U. 8. C. 15: 78j (b), 780 (c) (1)]). 


H. R. 421. Mr. Hinshaw; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Exempts air carriers engaged in overseas or foreign air 
transportation under published schedules from provisions 
requiring payment of compensation to customs employees 
for certain overtime services [amending U. 8. C. 19: 1451]. 


H. R, 422. Mr. Hinshaw; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Repeals the act (49 Stat. 1892) which authorized sale of 
United States lands in Mono County, Calif., to the city of 
s Angeles. 
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H. R. 423. Mr. Hinshaw; January 3, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Grants free postage to members of military or naval 
forces or to veterans while receiving hospital service in 
oO Administration facilities [amending 56 Stat. 181 

901). 


H. R. 424. Mr. Hinshaw; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Excludes real estate salesmen from Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax provisions [amending U. 8. C. 26: 1607 (c) {14}. 


H. R. 425. Mr. Hinshaw; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Amends Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a) to provide monthly 
compensation of $200 to veterans with service-incurred 
disabilities, where the person has suffered loss of one hand 
or one foot and is blind in one eye, having only light 
perception. 


H. R. 426. Mr. Huber; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Establishes a system of pensions for disability and age 
for veterans of World War I; monthly disability pensions 
(nonservice-connected) shall be as follows: $50 for 50 
percent disability; $72 for 75 percent disability; $90 for 
total disahilitv. A veteran reaching the age 62 shall 
receive $43.20 and at age 65, $90. If on account of age, 
blindness, ete., personal aid or attendance is required the 
pension shall be $120. Raises the income limitation in 
connection with widows’ and children’s pensions from 
$1,000 to $2,000 for a widow without a child or to a child 
and from $2,500 to $3,000 for a widow with a minor child 
{amending U. S. C. 38:701; Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a)]. 


H. R. 427. Mr. Jackson of Washington; January 3, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Columbia Valley Authority Act. Creates a Columbia 
Valley Authority to be headed by a board of directors 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Each director shall maintain his residence in the Columbia 
Valley region. 

Not later than 2 years after this enactment, the Au- 
thority shall recommend to the President and the Con- 
gress a complete plan for the integrated control and 
utilization of the waters of the Columbia Valley region. 
Plans shall be sent to the President and Congress and if 
not affirmatively disapproved by joint resolution within 
120 calendar days they shall be deemed effective as of that 
date. 

The exclusive use, possession, and control of the Bonne- 
ville project, the Columbia Basin project, the Hungry 
Horse project, the Umatilla project, and the Bonneville 
transmission system, together with all real estate, power 
houses, and other appurtenances thereto, shall be entrusted 
to the Authority, which may, however, operate each project 
through the agency from which it is transferred. The 
Corporation may have other Federal water-control projects 
in the region involved transferred to itself. 

The authority shall construct, operate, etc., various 
types of projects, including dams, reservoirs, and trans- 
mission lines, through or in cooperation with States and 
local political subdivisions or cooperative, educational, sci- 
entific, charitable, or nonprofit agencies; it may sell and 
dispose of surplus electric energy and surplus water, pref- 
erence and priority to be given, after needs of Federal 
agencies have been met, to State and political subdivisions, 
and to cooperatives, ete., and it may contract for the sale 
or disposition thereof (at wholesale in the case of electric 
energy) for resale or direct consumption. 

Veterans shall have a 90-day preference in the purchase 
of lands on Corporation projects, for 20 years after the 
act becomes effective. 

The Authority shall employ necessary personnel, fix their 
compensation, and require bonds. Collective bargaining is 
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provided for. Employees shall be protected to substan- 
tially the same extent as employees under the civil service 
laws. Employment and promotion shall be on the basis of 
merit and efficiency. Permanent employees shall come 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act. If a contract pro- 
vides for unemployment compensation benefits, the Cor- 
poration may make payments to State unemployment com- 

nsation funds. Prevailing rates of wages must be paid. 

he Social Security Act and the Internal Revenue Code 
are amended so as to include certain employees of the 
Authority for social security purposes. 

Net proceeds shall be paid into the United States Treas- 
ury annually. The Comptroller General shall make an 
annual audit and shall make report in quadruplicate, one 
for the President, one for public inspection, one for the 
Chairman of the Board, and one for Congress, and he shall 
make a special report to the President and to Congress 
of any transaction which conflicts with the statutory func- 
tions of the Corporation. 

The Authority may issue bonds, to mature in not more 
than 50 years, and use the proceeds to acquire electrical 
utilities facilities. 

Consent is given to interstate compacts to further the 
purposes of the act, but no such compact shall become 
binding until it has been submitted to the Corporation 
and ratified by Congress.

Directs payment of $1,338,160.92 to Ohio as old-age 
assistance for October 1938. 


H. R. 429. Mr. Jones of Alabama; January 3, 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce).

Increase capital stock of the Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion to $33,000,000 (now $15,000,000), and authorizes an 
additional appropriation of $18,000,000 for purpose of pay- 
ing subscription to the stock. Permits the Corporation 
to extend service on the Tennessee and Cumberland Rivers 
and on the Ohio River to the confluence of the Cumberland 
and Ohio Rivers [amending U. 8. C. 49: 152 and 153 (b)]. 


H. R. 430. Mr. Kearney; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


The Veterans Employment and National Economic 
Development Corporation Act of 1949—Creates the Vet- 
erans Employment and National Economic Development 
Corporation with capital stock of $500,000,000 to facilitate 
and promote maximum employment, business opportuni- 
ties, and careers for veterans. 

The corporation shall be managed by a board of directors 
of seven members appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to make 
loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business, or 
a trade or profession to enable them to acquire necessary 
facilities, etc., (2) veterans or others who will furnish sub- 
stantial employment opportunities for veterans, through 
establishment of new businesses, expansion of existing 
business, etc.; (3) municipalities and other public bodies 
for construction of self-liquidating public works where 
such public bodies furnish assurance that substantial em- 
ployment will be furnished veterans and their families; 
(4) educational institutions where a shortage of facilities 
impedes the educational program provided under the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act; and (5) veterans or others 
for construction or acquisition of housing for veterans and 
their families. The corporation may also render technical 
advisory service to applicants for loans, conduct studies, 
research, etc., with respect to title III of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act (relating to loans) cooperate with the 
War Assets Administration or other agencies in the disposal 
of surplus property, purchase surplus property for resale 
to veterans, and guarantee loans made by lending institu- 
tions for any of the purposes for which the corporation is 
authorized to make loans. 
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The corporation shall be tax exempt and may issue 
20-year bonds, notes, etc., aggregating not more than 
ten times its capital stock. The Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized to purchase obligations of the corporation 
and for such purpose may use proceeds for the sale of 
securities issued after this act under the Second Liberty 
Bond Act. 


An Interdepartmental Committee on Veterans’ Em- 
ployment and National Economic Development composed 
of representatives from the proper Government depart- 
ments shall consult with and advise the board of directors, 
Quarterly reports shall be made to Congress by the 
corporation. 


H. R. 431. Mr. Kearney; January 3, 1949 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Increases the amounts of the annual income limitations 
relating to pensions for veterans for non-service-connected 
disability to $2,000 (now $1,000) in the case of an unmar.- 
ried veteran, and $3,000 (now ($2,500) in the case of a 
married veteran or one with a dependent parent or minor 
child (retirement annuities and social security benefits 
shall be excluded in determining annual income). Raises 
the amount of the annual income limitation determining 
eligibility for a death pension to $2,000 (now $1,000) in the 
case of a widow without child, and $3,000 (now $2,500) 
in the case of a widow with children (last sickness and 
burial expenses and commercial life insurance payments 
shall be excluded in determining annual income). Fixes an 
annual income limitation applicable to dependent parents 
in death compensation cases of $2,000 in the case of one 
parent and $3,000 in the case of two parents [amending 
Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a) and 48 Stat. 1281]. 


H. R. 432. Mr. Kearney; January 3, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 


Broadens the law relating to the unlawful wearing, 
manufacture, or sale of congressionally authorized medals, 
etc., awarded by the Department of the Army so as to 
include such medals awarded by the Department of Navy, 
Air Force, or Treasury and to specifically include veterans’ 
discharge buttons awarded by the War or Navy Depart- 
ments [amending U. 8S. C. 10: 1425]. 


H. R. 433. Mr. Kearney; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


An immigrant who has served in the armed forces 
between April 20, 1898, and July 5, 1902, or between April 
5, 1917, and November 12, 1918, or between September 16, 
1940, and the end of the war, his wife and unmarried 
children under 21 years, shall be nonquota immigrants 
[amending U. S. C. 8: 204]. 


H. R. 434. Mr. Kearney; January 3, 1949 (House Admin- 
istration). 


Provides for erection, in the District of Columbia, of a 
memorial to the four chaplains who sacrificed their lives 
in the sinking of the troop transport steamship Dorchester 
in 1943. 


H. R. 435. Mr. Kearns; January 3, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Creates the National Housing Corporation to assist 
local communities in financing the construction of low-cost 
houses. The Corporation may issue to the Secretary of 
the Treasury its bonds in an amount outstanding at any 
one time not to exceed $5,000,000,000. The Corporation 
may purchase special revenue bonds to assist in financing 
the construction of houses in any State only from a single 
corporation created by such State solely for carrying out 
the purposes of this act, and upon condition that the 
State housing corporation shall use the proceeds of such 
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rchase solely to buy special revenue bonds from local 
Sesing corporations. Local housing corporations shall 
use the proceeds of such purposes solely for the acquisition 
of land in the community and the construction thereon, by 
private industry after competitive bidding, of not less 
than 100 houses, to be sold to residents of the various com- 
munities in which the houses are constructed who are in 
critical need of housing. Other provisions relate to 
management of the Corporation, powers, taxation, im- 
provement of existing structures, etc. 


H. R. 436. Mr. Kearns; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Employment Guarantee Act—Authorizes any corpora- 
tion which wishes to adopt an employment guarantee 
plan to file with the Secretary of Labor a declaration 
containing information on specified points, including 
number of its employees, reserves, expenditures for re- 
search work, and other amounts set aside or used for other 
purposes than payment for materials or services rendered, 
this declaration to contain an agreement to: (1) Provide 
employment for not less than a basic number of employees 
for a minimum of 50 weeks during the ensuing calendar or 
fiscal year unless prevented by fire, flood, or act of God, 
and (2) distribute all income over and above costs of opera- 
tion (including basic amounts for reserves, research, etc.) 
between employees and capital. Exempts from any cor- 
porate income tax (Federal, State, or local) a corporation 
which has filed such a declaration, upon certification of a 
copy thereof by the Secretary of Labor to the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, and suspends as to such a corporation, 
wage-and-hour and other laws inconsistent with this act. 


H. R. 437. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to in- 
clude those who entered Germany, Austria, or Italy be- 
tween December 22, 1945, and April 21, 1947 [amending 
Public Law 774, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 438. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Permits granting of nonquota immigrant status during 
the period January 1, 1949, to December 31, 1950, to an 
alien parent of a United States citizen whose relative 
petition for preference quota immigrant status was ap- 
proved prior to December 1, 1950, in cases where the first- 
preference portion of the quota to which such immigrant 
is chargeable has been exhausted. Extends nonquota 
immigrant provisions of the Immigration Act of 1924 to 
unmarried minor adopted children of American citizens. 


H. R. 439. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Requires employees affected by the provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act, etc., relating to questions 
of representation in collective-bargaining units and com- 
plaints of unfair labor practices to file affidavits by each 
officer of the corporation, etc., that is termed an employer 
under the act that he is not a member of the Communist 
Party, ete. 


H. R. 440. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


For income-tax purposes, permits deductions from gross 
income of: (1) Up to 6 percent of the purchase price or the 
interest designated, whichever is greater, of installment 
purchases; (2) medical expenses, entire, if adjusted gross 
income is under $2,000 and in the following percentages on 
the respective adjusted gross incomes indicated: 1 percent, 
between $2,100 and $4,000; 2 percent, between $4,001 and 
$6,000; 3 percent, between $6,001 and $8,000; 4 percent, 
between $8,001 and $10,001; 5 percent, over $10,001 
(instead of present exemption on sums exceeding 5 percent 
of adjusted gross income with deduction of $1,250 for one 
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and $2,500 for two exemptions); (3) necessary expenses 
of transportation to and from work, (4) payments by a 
working wife for nursery care or housekeeper’s wages, 
and (5) expenses incurred by professional persons in taking 
required instructions in connection with their work 
{amending U. S. C. 26: 23 (b) and (x)]. 


H. R. 441. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Armed Services), 


Provides a $200 allowance to the next of kin for inter- 
ment of repatriated World War II dead in national or 
military cemeteries and $275 for interment in other 
cemeteries [amending 61 Stat. 780). 


H. R. 442. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Permits deductions from gross income, for income-tax 
purposes, of the fair value of relief parcels sent to persons 
in foreign countries overseas. 


H. R. 443. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Federal Anti-Lynching Act— Declares that the right to 
be free from lynching is a right of citizens of the United 
States. Declares omission by State and local officials 
with respect to lynching to be contrary to article 55 of 
the United Nations Charter which pledges the United 
States to promote universal respect for human rights, 
ete. The term ‘‘lynch mob’”’ means any assemblage of 
two or more persons which shall without authority of law, 
commit violence upon the person or property of any 
citizen or exercise by physical violence, any power of 
correction over any person in the custody of a peace 
officer or suspected or charged with, or convicted, of the 
commission of any criminal offense, with the purpose or 
consequence of preventing the apprehension or trial or 
punishment by law of such person, or of imposing a 
punishment not authorized by law. The term “‘lynch- 
ing’, means any act of violence by a lynch mob. The 
maximum penalty for aiding or committing a lynching is 
$10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ imprisonment. A State or 
local officer failing through neglect, ete., to prevent a 
lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any member of a 
lynching mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 
5 years’ imprisonment. Any governmental subdivision 
failing through neglect, etc., to prevent a lynching, or a 
seizure and abduction followed elsewhere by a lynching, 
shall be liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recover- 
able in a civil action by the claimant or by the United 
States in his behalf. The interstate transportation of 
persons abducted with a view to lynching is made subject 
to the penalties provided in the Lindbergh kidnaping law 
(i. e., death or imprisonment). 


H. R. 444. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Extends old-age and survivors insurance benefits of the 
Social Security Act to individuals who are not fully in- 
sured but who, after December 31, 1939, have at least 
20 quarters coverage and meet one of the following quali- 
fications: (1) Become permanently disabled from gainful 
employment; (2) before 65 or death, pay the tax on em- 
ployees levied by § 1400 of the Internal Revenue Code, 
for a period extending through the fortieth quarter after 
employment began (in this case the benefit would be re- 
duced because of the nonpayment of the employer’s tax 
imposed by §§ 1410 and 1411 of the code); or (3) before 
65 or death pay both the employee’s and employer’s tax 
for a period extending through the fortieth quarter after 
employment began. Provides for payment of a child’s 
benefit to a child over 18 who is dependent because of 
physical or mental disability, and of a parent’s benefit to 
narents chiefly (now wholly) dependent on the insured. 
.ump-sum death payments shall be made only to the 
widow or widower living with the deceased at the time of 
death, or to a person who paid burial expenses for the 
deceased [amending U. 8. C. 42: 402). 
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H. R. 445. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Provides for payments in lieu of taxes by the United 
States and Federal agencies to States and local taxing 
units. Payments shall equal the amount of the taxes 
which would be levied on the property were it privately 
owned, reduced by the value of any particular local serv- 
ices not reccived by such property. Property acquired by 
the United States or a Federal agency for production, 
manufacturing, storage, warehouses, dockage, or wharfage 
purposes, shall be conclusively presumed to receive full 
local services. In addition, the United States shall make 
payments in lieu of school taxes to local taxing authorities 
in which Federal property not subject to taxation under 
the above provision is situated, if Federal officers, employ- 
ees, etc., reside thereon, the amount to equal the fair 
tuition charge of pupils residing on the property and 
attending public schools maintained by the local taxing 
authority. 


H. R. 446. Mr. Keating; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Increases from $15 to $50 the monthly wage base for 
figuring deductions for old-age and survivors social 
security payments [amending U. S. C. 42: 403 (d) (1)]. 


H. R. 447. Mr. Kean; January 3, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


Federal old-age and survivors amendments of 1949— 
Extends coverage of old-age and survivors insurance to 
include persons employed on or in connection with civil 
aircraft (on basis comparable to that of merchant seamen), 
domestic workers and agricultural labor (except casual 
labor), employees of States and political subdivisions if 
authorized by compact, fishermen (exceptions struck out), 
employees of religious and charitable organizations, volun- 
tary employee beneficiary associations, etc., and the self- 
emploved. Permits nonprofit organizations emploving 
individual to waive the exception of such services from 
“employment.” Excludes from the term “wages” (for 
tax purposes, etc.) amounts exceeding $4,200 (now $3,000). 
Defines ‘self-employment income’ to include rentals, 
capital gains, income gencrally, etc. Increases the mini- 
mum primary insurance benefit from $10 to $20.  Pro- 
vides for the reduction of benefits to persons rendering 
services for wages of not less than $40 (now $15) per 
month and to persons having self-employment in excess 
of $480. Reduces the eligibility age for women from 65 
to 62. Amends the Federa! Insurance Contributions Ac 
in line with the foregoing provisions [amending U. 8. C. 
26: 1400-1403, 1426; 42: 403, 409). 


H. R. 448. Mr. Kennedy; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Air Merchant Marine Act of 1949—Creates the aircraft 
Development Corporation within the Department of 
Commerce but acting independently of the Secretary of 
Commerce. The corporation shall have capital stock of 
$250,000,000, all of which is subscribed for by the United 
States, and shall be managed by a board of five directors 
appointed by the President and confirmed by the Senate. 
Confers hearing and subpena powers on the board of 
directors and empowers them to prescribe bylaws, rules, 
and regulations governing the manner in which the 
functions vested in it may be exercised. Subjects the 
corporation to the Government Corporation Control] Act 
U.S. C. 31: 846). 

Directs the Corporation to make a study of the domestic 
and international commercial requirements and _ the 
military reserve requirements of the United States for 
cargo aircraft and to purchase from manufacturers the 
number of cargo aircraft necessary to effectuate the policy 
of the act whenever the aggregate number of cargo aircraft 
(privately owned and owned by the United States) is 
inadequate. Aircraft purchased by the corporation shall 
be leased to citizens engaged in the transportation of 
property in air commerce and whenever the number of 
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cargo aircraft owned by it is in excess of the number which 
can be absorbed by private operators they shall be made 
available for the use of the National Military Establish. 
ment and other agencies. 

Directs the corporation to initiate and support research 
and development of improved cargo aircraft. Provides 
for recapture of leased aircraft by the corporation when 
directed by the President as required by national security, 

Creates an aircraft Development Advisory Board, 
Directs the Civil Aeronautics Board to effectuate the 
purposes of the Act in issuing certificates [amending 
U.S. C. 49: 481). 

H. R. 449. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the Attorney General and his assistants and 
United States districe attorneys and their assistants to act 
as notaries public, without fee. 


H. R. 450. Mr. Kearns; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Names the Veterans’ Administration Hospital to be 

constructed at Erie, Pa., the Carl Louis Mango Hospital, 


H. R. 451. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act to provide 
annuities for United States marshals and deputy marshals 
of United States courts who are 50 years old and have 
had 20 years’ service. 

H. R. 452. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

In State insolvency proceedings, claims not exceeding 
$600 for wages earned within 3 months prior to commence- 
ment of the proceedings are given preference over United 
States tax claims. 
hh. R. 453. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


General assignment for benefit of creditors shall no 
longer be considered an act of bankruptcy unless accom- 
panied by some other act of bankruptcy [amending U. S. C. 
Li: 21). 


H. R. 454. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits the registration of trade-marks containing the 
words ‘‘White House,” or any picture or design of the 
Executive Mansion [amending U. 8. C. 15: 35). 


H. R. 455. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for admission prior to January 1, 1952, of an 
additional number of aliens of Italian nationality equal in 
number to the total of unused quotas for such aliens from 
June 30, 1939, to July 1, 1946. 


H. R. 456. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Excludes from gross income, for income-tax purposes, 
the first $1,440 in the aggregate, of all retirement pensions 
and annuity payments, including old-age and survivors’ 
insurance payments under the Social Security Act which 
are received during the taxable year by a retired employee 
[amending U. 8. C. 26: 22]. 


H. R. 458. Mr. Keogh; January 3, 1949 (Public Works). 


The Federal Works Administrator and the Postmaster 
General, acting jointly, are authorized to borrow and to 
contract to repay on an amortized basis funds necessary 
to acquire a site and build a post office building eligible 
under the terms of U. 8. C. 40: 341-347, but which cannot 
be built because appropriations available for building 
post offices are insufficient. 


H. R. 459. Mr. Lane; January 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Authorizes payment of employees of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry for overtime duty performed at estab- 
lishments which prepare virus, serum, toxin, or analogous 
products for use in the treatment of domestic animals,

Increases from $15 to $40 the amount of other income 
which an individual may receive and still draw insurance 
benefits [amending U. 8.

Merrimack Valley Authority Act—Creates a Merrimac 
Valley Authority (Corporation), with board of three 
directors appointed by the President with the consent of 
the Senate, to carry out a program of unified water control 
and resource development for the Merrimack Valley 
region, which will reconcile and harmonize the require- 
ments for flood control, navigation, reclamation, agricul- 
tural purposes, power and other needs. Provides for an 
advisory committee consisting of the principal officers of 
eight designated Federal agencies and nine residents of 
the area of the Authority, to be selected by the President 
to represent agriculture, commerce, and labor (three each). 
Prevailing rates of wages must be paid to laborers and 
mechanics. Proceeds from the sale of power and water 
and from any other activities of the Corporation, shall be

he Corporation shall report its recommendations to the 
President and to the Congress not later than 2 years after 
this enactment. Federally owned lands which are to be 
benefited by the application of water shall be divided into 
family-type farm units, and when they are ready for 
occupancy, and when water is available thereto, public 
notice shall be given of intention to sell, copies of such 
notices to be sent for posting, ete., to such persons, organ- 
izations, or State or Federal agencies as the Administration 
of Veterans’ Affairs shall direct. Water users shall con- 
tract with the Corporation for repayment of construction 
costs allocated to irrigation purposes, together with annual 
costs of operation, maintenance, and distribution. In dis- 
posing of electric energy, preference and priority shall be 
given to States and their political subdivisions, and to 
cooperatives and other nonprofit organizations, although 
sales may also be made to private agencies and persons. 
Electric energy may be sold directly to farms and in rural 
communities which are inadequately serviced therewith at 
reasonable rates. The Corporation may advise and coop- 
erate with States, counties, municipalities, and nonprofit 
organizations and extend credit to, and assist them in 
acquiring, improving and operating canals, ditches, gener- 
ating plants, etc. Five percent of the gross proceeds from 
the sale of power shall be paid to the States in which 
operations are carried on, the payment for each fiscal year 
to be apportioned on the 'pasis of the value of the property 
held by the Corporation within each State. The Corpo- 
ration shall have access to the United States Patent Office 
for the purpose of studying and copying scientific methods, 
etc. Any invention or discovery made by virtue of and 
incidental to service to the Corporation by an employee of 
the Government of the United States or of the Corporation, 
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together with any patents granted thereon shall be the 
exclusive property of the Corporation, which may grant 
licenses thereunder and make payments to the inventer 
from the income from the sale of licenses. Provision is 
made for preference to veterans in the sale of land by 
the Corporation.

The degree of 
bachelor of arts shall be conferred upon completion of the 
course of instruction, which shall be prescribed by the 
Secretary of State. A Board of Visitors, consisting of 
five members of the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate and five members of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the House, shall be appointed each year. Admission 
shall be by competitive examinations. Students shall be 
entitled to quarters and subsistence. After the gradua- 
tion of the first class, preference in making original ap- 
pointments of permanent officers in the Foreign Service 
shall be given to graduates of the Academy.

Establishes a uniform system of pensions for disability 
and age for veterans of all wars. Monthly disability 
pensions (non-service-connected) shall be as follows: $32 
for 25 percent disability; $50 for 59 percent disability; $72 
for 75 percent disability; $90 for total disability. A 
veteran reaching the age 62 shall receive $43.20 and at age 
65, $90. If on account of age, blindness, etc., personal aid 
or attendance is required, the pension shall be $120.

A tax of 2 percent is levied on all 
business transactions for profit (including wages, etc.) to 
finance the plan.

National Housing Commission Act—Title I: Establishes 
a national housing policy based principally on (1) en- 
couragement of private enterprise to serve as large a part 
of the total need as possible, and (2) governmental as- 
sistance where feasible to enable private enterprise to 
serve still more of the total need. 

Title II: Establishes a National Housing Commission 
composed of an Administrator, appointed by the President 
with the consent of the Senate at $15,000 a year, a Co 
ordinating Council, and an administrative staff. The 
Coordinating Council shall be composed of the Adminis- 
trator, the heads of the Federal Home Loan Bank Adminis- 
tration, the Federal Housing Administration, the Federal 
Public Housing Authority, and representatives of the 
Department of Treasury, the Department of Agriculture, 
the Veterans’ Administration, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, and any other Federal agencies the President 
may designate. Each agency represented shall cooperate 
actively with the National Housing Commission. Certain 
functions of the National Housing Administration under 
Executive Order 9070 of February 24, 1942, are transferred 
to the Commission. 

Title III: Creates the Federal Home Loan Bank Ad 
ministration and the Federal Public Housing Authority, 
each to be headed by an administrator at $12,000 a year 
Vests in the Federal Home Loan Bank Administration the 
functions of the Federal Home Loan Land Bank Com: 
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missioner, the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, the board 
of directors of the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, and 
the board of trustees of the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation. Vests in the Federal Public 
Housing Administrator the functions relating to Federal 
public-housing activities including the low-rent housing 
and slum-clearance program authorized under the United 
States Housing Act of 1937. Nonfarm housing projects 
of the Farm Security Administration already transferred 
thereto under the temporary wartime consolidation of 
housing agencies, and all of the public war and emergency 
housing functions (excluding those related to War and 
Navy Department housing located on military or naval 
reservations). Abolishes the United States Housing 
Authority. Terminates Executive Order 9070 of Febru- 
ary 24, 1942 (creating the National Housing Agency) but 
provides that the constituent units of that Agency shall not 
revert to the Federal Loan and Federal Works Agencies 
but shall become independent agencies subject to the 
National Housing Administrator. 

Title IV: Directs the National Housing Administrator 
(1) to undertake a program of research to improve building 
methods, etc., and (2) to encourage localities to make 
studies of their own housing needs, where possible such 
studies shall be undertaken cooperatively with other 
Federal and local agencies. 

Title V: Strengthens existing housing aids of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Administration and the Federal Housing 
Administration so as to serve moderate-income groups and 
veterans more effectively. Expands the lending powers of 
federally chartered savings-and-loan associations and 
authorizes such associations to convert into State chartered 
associations upon an equitable basis if the conversion is 
approved by the Federal Home Loan Bank Administra- 
tion and Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation. 
Removes restriction on Federal Home Loan Bank relating 
to participation in insurance or guaranty programs of 
Federal agencies (including Federal Housing Administra- 
tion and Veterans’ Administration program). Specifies 
that Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporations’ 
annual dividends to the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
shall be in line with the current cost to the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation of its borrowings. Strengthens the 
insurance protection afforded the Federal Savings and 
Loan Corporation by authorizing the Treasury to purchase 
debentures of the Corporation. Improves Federal Hous- 
ing Authority’s operations with respect to all its insurance 
programs, including home modernization and improvement 
loans, home mortgage loans, and rental housing mortgage 
loans [amending U.S. C. 12: 1430, 1440, 1441, 1464, 1703, 
1709, 1710, 1718, 1715b, 1725). 

Title VI: Supplements existing systems of mortgage 
insurance under the National Housing Act with special 
systems of mortgage insurance for families of lower in- 
comes who require more favorable terms than existing 
systems offer. Offers two supplemental programs, one 
for small home ownership and one for private financing for 
mutual home ownership. The first plan, limited to 
mortgages not exceeding $5,000 provides a combination 
of a 95-percent loan, 30-year maturity, and maximum 4 
percent interest rate and authorizes firm mortgage insur- 
ance commitment to builders up to 85 percent of the 
appraised value. The other plan (mutual home owner- 
ship) offers a combination of a 90 percent loan, 40-year 
maturity, and maximum interest rate of 4 percent (avail- 
able also for projects undertaken by nonprofit mutual 
ownership housing corporations). Increased insurance 
benefits are provided to mortgagee lending institutions 
{amending U. S. C. 12: 1709 (b), 1710 (a), (f) 1713). 

Title VII: Adds to the National Housing Act title VII, 
which sets up a “‘yield insurance system’’ for direct invest- 
ment by individuals, companies, corporations, ete., in 
rental housing for families of moderate means, the system 
to be administered by the Federal Housing Administration. 
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The insurance provided for would guarantee to those who 
assume the obligation to invest in housing projects on a 
50-year basis at an annual return ranging from 3% to 4 
percent on outstanding investment a minimum annual 
return of (1) 2 percent of the original investment and 
(2) 2% percent of that portion which remains unamortized 
as of the particular year involved until such time as only 
15 percent of the original capital investment remains 
unamortized. An annual premium charge of not more 
than one-half of 1 percent of the investment outstanding 
for the year for which such charge is payable, and reason- 
able fees (not in excess of one-half of 1 percent of the 
estimated capital investment) for Federal Housing Admin- 
istration examination and inspection of the project during 
construction, are authorized. A housing investment 
insurance fund is set up as a revolving fund to carry out 
the foregoing provisions and for administrative expenses: 

Title VIII: Provides for Federal aid to localities for the 
acquisition and preparation of land for redevelopment in 
part by private enterprise. Authorizes: (1) $500,000,000 
in 5-year loans to finance the undertaking of projects prior 
to definitive financing thereof, (2) $50,000,000 a year, for 
5 years for loans which must be repaid within 45 years, 
and (3) $4,000,000 a year for 5 years for subsidies. 

Title IX: Authorizes Federal contributions for low-rent 
housing, in sum of $26,400,000 annually for 4 vears, to 
localities which assume community responsibility and 
initiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrating 
that their needs cannot fully be met by private enterprise 
and without Federal aid, with preference to servicemen 
and veterans. Federal aid shall be given only where 
there is a gap of at least 20 percent between the upper 
rental limits for admission to the proposed low-rent. housing 
and the lowest rents at which private enterprise is provid- 
ing a substantial supply of decent, safe, and sanitary 
housing. Provides higher room-cost limitations under 
the United States Housing Act of $1,250 (now $1,000) in 
cities 500,000 or less and $1,500 (now $1,250) in cities 
over that population (under certain emergency conditions 
an additional $250 is allowed under contracts made prior 
to December 31, 1949). Also, authorizes Federal aid for 
the rehabilitation of existing dwellings [amending U S. C. 
12: 1401-1430). 

Title X: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing ‘on 
farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary 
of Agriculture to owners of farms to provide decent 
dwellings for themselves, their tenants, sharecroppers, or 
laborers. Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
borrow from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
finance such loans (upon the security of obligations. of 
borrowers) the following sums at the interest rate of 2% 
percent: First vear, $25,000,000; second year, $50,000,000; 
third year, $75,000,000; and fourth year, $100,000,000. 
Authorizes annual contributions of $2,500,000 during the 
first year after enactment; $5,000,000 the second year; 
$7,500,000 during the third; and $10,000,000 during each 
of the next 10 years, 

Title XI: Authorizes annual contributions of $5,000,000, 
which limit is to be increased by further amounts of 
$5,000,000 at the beginning of each of the second, third, 
fourth, and fifth years, after the date of enactment for 
a program to be undertaken by the Federal Public Housing 
Authority, in cooperation with the Department of Agri- 
culture to aid local public agencies in providing housing in 
rural areas for families of low income, with preference to 
servicemen and veterans, and to facilitate home ownership 
by such families. 

Title XII: Provides for the sale of permanent war 
housing and other federally owned housing to a local public 
agency, for low-rent housing purposes, whenever the local 
governing body finds that it would be in the best interests 
of the community or of the families of servicemen or 
veterans (to whom a preference is given) to make such 
housing available to families of low income. 
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Title XIII: Vests administrative powers in the National 
Housing Administrator and the other administrators 
provided for under this act.

General Housing Act of 1949—Title I. Establishes a 
permanent National Housing Agency, headed by a policy- 
making Administrator appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate, at an annual salary of $12,000. 
Within the Agency there shall be a Federal Home Loan 
Bank Administration, a Federal Housing Administration, 
and a Federal Public Housing Authority, each headed by 
& commissioner appointed by the President, with the 
consent of the Senate. Subject to the over-all responsi- 
bilities of the Administrator, there are transferred to, and 
vested (a) in the Federal Home Loan Bank Commissioner, 
the functions of the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, the 
Board of Trustees of the Federal Savings and Loan Insur- 
ance Corporation, and the Board of Directors of the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation, all of which boards are abol- 
ished; (b) in the Federal Housing Commissioner the 
functions of the Federal Housing Administrator (which 
office is abolished), and the functions of the Federal Loan 
Administrator with respect to the Federal National 
Mortgage Association; (c) in the Federal Public Housing 

mmissioner, the functions of the Administrator of the 
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United States Housing Authority (which office is abolished) 
functions relating to war and defense housing (except that 
located on military or naval reservations, posts or bases) 
other than the policy-making functions which are vested 
in the National Housing Administrator, the functions of 
various agencies relative to temporary shelter, together 
with the functions of the Federal Loan Admjnistrator with 
respect to the Defense Homes Corporation (which shall be 
administered by the Commissioner) and of the Farm 
Security Administration with respect to housing projects 
for other than farm families. 

Title II. To enable private enterprise and localities to 
meet more of the need for housing and related community 
development through their own efforts, the National 
Housing Administration shall (a) conduct a program of 
technical research, to develop the commercial application 
of new and improved techniques, materials, and methods 
which will increase production of housing and permit 
reduced housing costs, including studies relating to resi- 
dential design, consumer requirements, site planning, 
zoning laws, and organization of the building industry 
with full public dissemination of technical information 
relating to such research; (b) make studies and publie 
reports relating to improvement of employment and in- 
vestment opportunities in house building, better methods 
of home financing, etc., such studies to draw upon or be 
undertaken cooperatively with other Federal, State, or 
local agencies where feasible. The Administration shall 
give financial aid to localities, on a matching basis (50-50), 
to make studies of their own housing n and markets 
and surveys for related community development. For this 
purpose $25,000,000 is authorized over an initial period of 
5 years. Studies and plans in preparation of land assembly 
projects or low-rent housing projects for which Federal aid 
is provided by title VI of this act (see below) or by the 
United States Housing Act may be financed by loans from 
the administering agency. 

Title III. Amends existing aids to privately financed 
housing in the interest of moderate income groups and 
returning veterans.. Expands the lending powers of 
Federal home loan banks and of federally chartered 
savings and loan associations. Improves the insurance 

rotection provided by the Federal Savings and Loan 
nsurance Corporation and reduces its cost. Authorizes 
improvements in the Federal Housing Administration 
operations with respect to home modernization and im- 
provement loans, home mortgage loans, and rental housing 
mortgage loans [amending U. S. C. 12: 1464 (e), 1430 (a), 
(b), 1431, 1440, and various sections of the National 
Housing Act (U. S. C. 12: 1701—1743)]. 


Title IV. Supplements existing systems of mortgage in- 
surance under the National Housing Act with special 
systems of mortgage insurance for families of lower incomes 
who require more favorable terms than existing systems 
offer. Offers two supplemental programs, one for small- 
home ownership with Federal Housing Administration 
insurance, and one for Federal Housing Administration or 
private financing for mutual home ownership or rental 
projects. The first plan, which is limited to houses where 
the principal loan is not more than $5,000 raises the amount 
of a mortgage eligible for insurance from 80 or 90 percent 
of the cost of the housing to 95 percent, thus reducing the 
down payment required on an individual family home to 
5 percent, extends the period of amortization from 20 or 
25 years to 32 years, reduces the maximum interest rate 
allowable from 5 to 4 percent, provides additional insurance 
protection, and authorizes firm commitments to builders 
in amounts up to 85 percent of the cost of the house. The 
second plan, which provides for Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration insurance of private financing for mutual home 
ownership or rental projects, authorizes an insured mort- 
gage as high as 95 percent in the case of mutuals or public 
instrumentalities and 90 percent in other cases, provides 
for a 40-year amortization period (subject to extension), 
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for a maximum interest rate of 3% percent, for lapsing, 
when necessary, of principal and interest payments, and for 
additional insurance benefits, and authorizes the Federal 
National Mortgage Association to make loans and deal 
in and underwrite mortgage lending under the plan 
{amending U. 8. C. 12: 1709 (b), 1710 (a), 1713, and 
adding 1713q). 

Title V. Adds to the National Housing Act title VII, 
which sets up a “yield insurance system’’ for direct invest- 
ment by individuals, companies, corporations, etc., in rent- 
al housing for families of moderate means, the system to be 
administered by the Federal Housing Administration. 
The insurance provided for would guarantee to those who 
assume the obligation to invest in housing projects on a 
50-year basis at an annual return ranging from 3% to 4 
percent on outstanding investment a minimum annual 
return of (1) 2 percent, of the original investment and (2) 
2% percent of that portion which remains unamortized as of 
the particular year involved until such time as only 10 
percent of the original capital investment remains un- 
amortized. An annual premium charge of not more than 
one-half of 1 percent of the investment outstanding for the 
year for which such charge is payable, and reasonable fees 
(not in excess of one-half of 1 percent of the estimated 
capital investment) for Federal Housing Administration 
examination and inspection of the project during construc- 
tion, are authorized. A housing investment insurance 
fund is set up as a revolving fund to carry out the foregoing 
provisions and for administrative expenses. 

Title VI. Provides for Federal aid to localities for the 
acquisition and preparation of land for redevelopment in 
part by private enterprise. Authorizes: (1) $500,000,000 
in 5-year loans to finance the undertaking of projects 
prior to definitive financing thereof; (2) $50,000,000 a year 
for 5 years for loans which must be repaid within 45 years; 
and (3) $4,000,000 a year for 5 years for subsidies, which 
must be matched (at least 50—50) by the localities. 

Title VII. Authorizes Federal contributions for low-rent 
housing, in sum of $22,000,000 annually for 4 years for 
the erection of a total not exceeding 500,000 dwelling units, 
to localities which assume community responsibility and 
initiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrat- 
ing that their needs cannot fully be met by private enter- 
prise and without Federal aid, with preference to service- 
men and veterans in administration of the program. Fed- 
eral aid shall be given only where there is a gap of at least 
20 percent between the upper rental limits for admission to 
the proposed low-rent housing and the lowest rents at 
which private enterprise is providing a substantial supply 
of decent, safe, and sanitary housing. Also authorizes 
Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing dwellings 
famending various sections of United States Housing Act 
of 1937 (U. 8. C. 12: 1401-1480)]. 

Title VIII. Provides for Federal aid for rural housing on 
farms and in rural areas with preferences to veterans. 
The Secretary of Agriculture may make (1) loans to own- 
ers of farms to provide decent dwellings for themselves, 
their tenants, sharecroppers, or laborers, in cases where 
such owners cannot elsewhere receive the necessary credit 
on terms comparable to those provided in the bill, i. e., 
repayment within 40 years, interest at 3 percent on unpaid 
balances, and repayments in installments in accordance 
with amortization schedules provided by the Secretary. 
He may borrow from the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion at 3 percent, such amounts as may annually be appro- 
priated for such purpose. Contributions under this title 
shall aggregate to $5,000,000 per annum for 5 years. 

Title IX. Provides for the sale of permanent war hous- 
ing and other federally owned housing to a local public 
agency, for low-rent housing purposes, whenever the local 
governing body finds that it would be in the best interests 
of the community or of the families of servicemen or 
veterans (to whom a preference is given) to make such 
housing available to families of low income, 
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Title X. Requires the National Housing Authority, at 
least once a year, to make a complete inventory of housing 
needs and programs and at least once a year to transmit 
a report thereon to the Congress.

Upon recommendation of an industry advisory committee, 
and after hearing interested parties, the Administrator of

An action by an employee to recover liability for 
unpaid minimum wages or unpaid overtime compensation 
may be brought within 5 years after accrual of the liability 
(amending U. S. C. 29: 202, 203, 206-208, 212, 213, 216}.

Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
require railroads to install and maintain communication 
systems. 

H. R. 531. Mr. Peterson (by request); January 3, 1949 
(Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Army and Navy Union. 


H. R. 532. Mr. Reed of New York; January 3, 1949 
(Appropriations). 

Extends to June 30, 1950, availability of unexpended 
balances of appropriations made to aid States in making 
advance provision for public works construction under 
War Mobilization and Reconversion Act of 1944. 


H. R. 533. Mr. Reed of New York; January 3, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 


Exempts from the Federal estate tax the proceeds of 
national service life insurance and United States Govern- 
ment life insurance. Applicable to estates of decedents 
dying after December 6, 1941 [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 811]. 
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House Bills 


H. R. 534. Mr. Reed of New York; January 3, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 

Exempts from admissions tax, admissions to nonprofit 
agricultural fairs if the proceeds are used exclusively for 
the operation of the fairs or for education and promotion

H. R. 556. Mr. Shafer; January 3, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

For the purpose of eligibility for benefits under the Rail- 
road Retirement Act of 1937, an individual shall be deemed 
to have been in the employment relation to an employer on 
the enactment date if he was on furlough on that date 
{amending U. 8. C. 45: 228a (d)]. 

BP. R. 557. Mr. Shafer; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Exempts children’s sleds from the manufacturers’ excise 
tax (10 percent) on sporting goods. 

H. R. 558. Mr. Shafer; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Repeals the excise tax on electric, gas, and oil ranges 
[amending U. 8. C. 26: 3406 (a) (8)]. 

H. R. 560. Mr. Taylor; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

With respect to taxable years after December 31, 1939, 
whenever there is a reorganization as defined in the 
Internal Revenue Code the unused excess profits carry-over 
of the transferor prior to the reorganization shall be allowed 
to and divided between the transferor and transferee cor- 
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porations in the first succeeding taxable year after reorgan- 
ization in proportion to their respective taxable incomes 
and any balance shall be similarly treated in the second 
succeeding taxable year [amending U.S. C. 26: 710 (ce) (3)}. 


H. R. 561. Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Provides for 2-year free importation of zinc for consump- 
tion. 


H. R. 562. Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act (U. 8. C, 
21: 381) to prohibit proceedings based on allegation that 
article produced for export is adulterated or misbranded 
(if it is labeled on the outside to show it is intended for 
export) if such adulteration or misbranding exists solely 
because: (1) Article is not labeled in English, if it is labeled 
in language of country to which intended for export, (2) by 
reason of compliance with requirement of law of such 
country, (3) by reason of noncompliance with a quarantine 
requirement under the act if the article complies with a 
requirement of law of such country. 


H. R. 563. Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Extends indefinitely the exclusion from gross income for 
tax purposes, of ee of military and naval per- 
sonnel [amending U. 8. C, 26: 22 (b) (13), 1621]. 


H. R. 564. Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Extends disability and death benefits to personnel of the 
Reserve components of the armed services disabled or 
killed while on active duty or in training. Effective 
from September 2, 1945. 


H. R. 565. Mr. Van Zandt; January 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Military Personnel Claims Act of 1948—Provides for the 
settlement of claims of military personnel and civilian 
employees of the War Department or of the Army for loss, 
etc., of personal property occurring incident to service. 


H. R. 566. Mr. Wolverton; January 3, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Synthetic Liquid Fuel Plants Act of 1948—Authorizes 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation to provide financial 
assistance to private industry to construct and opcrate 
commercial-sized synthetic liquid fuel plants. Provides 
for the construction and operation of such plants by the 
Government under contracts with private industry to the 
extent that private industry fails to indertake the con- 
struction and operation of a sufficient number of plants. 
Directs the Secretary of the Interior to serve as engineering 
and technical consultant to the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and authorizes him to conduct research and 
development work. Certain transactions are exempt from 
the provisions of the antitrust laws. 

Authorizes annual appropriation of $1,000,000 (aggre- 
gate amount of Reconstruction Finance Corporation funds 
which shall be outstanding at any one time shal! not 
exceed $350,000,000). Exempts act from provisions of 
Administrative Procedure Act 


H. R. 567. Mr. Whitten; January 3, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Provisions authorizing pensions for widows and children 
of certain deceased World War I veterans are amended to 
include the widows and children of deceased World War II 
wm on the same conditions [amending U. §8..C. 33: 
503]. 


H, R. 568. Mr. Whitten; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands). 
Provides for payments to States and local units which 
have issued bonds secured by real property or payable 


from real property taxes a sum based on Federal land 
holdings. 
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House Bills 


H. R. 569. Mr. Whitten; January 3, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Authorizes $100,000,000 annually for aid to the States 
and Territories (including possessions of the United States) 
for improvement of their public schools in the manner 
prescribed by their respective legislatures, this sum to be 
increased by $50,000,000 for each fiscal year, up to a 
maximum of $300,000,000. Apportionment shall be on 
the basis of the number of inhabitants aged 5 to 20, in- 
clusive, but the act shall not be construed to prevent State 
or Territorial legislatures from appropriating the funds to 
provide public education for persons under 5 or over 20 
nor to delimit those legislatures in their definition of their 
program of public education. Apportionments subsequent 
to the first one are contingent upon maintenance of a sys- 
tem of public schools throughout the State or Territory 
wherein each public school shall be in session for a term of 
160 days for the preceding year (closings due to epidemics, 
etc., excepted). No State or Territory shall receive funds 
unless during the school year next preceding the year for 
which apportionment was made, it has expended from its 
combined State or Territorial and local revenues for public 
elementary and secondary schools not less than was spent 
in the school year ended in 1946 for each person aged 5 to 
20, taking into consideration the total population and each 
population group for which schools are specifically main- 
tained. One-tenth of one percent of the total amount 
appropriated annually is made available to the United 
States Office of Education for the administration and for 
conducting educational research upon request of State or 
Territorial school officials in improving systems of public 
education. The declared purpose of the act is to leave all 
supervision, control, choice of educational processes, etc., 
to State, Territorial, and local governments. 


H. R. 570. Mr. Winstead; January 3, 
Services). 

Air Security Act of 1948—Declares it to be the policy of 
the Congress that the United States maintain an air force 
capable of preserving at all times the security of the 
United States, directs the Secretary of the Air Force to 
build that force up to minimum prescribed requirements, 
and authorizes necessary appropriations. 


H. R. 777. Mrs. Rogers of Massachussetts; January 5, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Veterans Housing Act of 1949—Authorizes establish- 
ment of nonprofit veterans’ housing associations to con- 
struct, purchase, or rent housing. The Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration shall supervise the program and may make either 
short-term or long-term loans to associations upon either 
asecured or unsecured basis. Loans to acquire or improve 
multiunit structures for rental shall be repaid within 40 
years, and within 32 years if to be sold or held on a mutual 
or cooperative basis. The authority of the Administrator 
to charter associations and to make loan commitments shall 
expire June 30, 1951. The net earnings of associations 
are tax exempt. The Federal Works Administrator is 
authorized to make grants to States, local agencies and 
associations for public facilities essential to such housing. 
Increases the authority of various agencies respecting 
loans, etc., for veterans’ housing under the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act, including secondary market and direct 
loan provisions. 


H. R. 778. Mr. Allen of California; January 5, 1949 
(Armed Services). 


Authorizes payment for transportation of household 
effects of naval personnel upon release from active duty 
from their homes of record to places selected by them for 
transportation effected before June 13, 1947. 


H. R. 779. Mr. Camp; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Extends from 1 year to 2 years after accrual the time 
Within which claims under the Federal Tort Claims Act 


1949 (Armed 
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may be presented to Federal agencies or prosecuted in 
United States district courts [amending U. 8. C. 28: 942). 


H. R. 780. Mr. Crosser; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the Civil Aeronautics Administrator to 
assign certain work, business, or functions to employees 
under his supervision and to delegate to properly qualified 
persons certain powers and duties relating to inspection 
and testing necessary to issuance of certificates and per- 
mits for foreign aircraft. 


H. R. 781. Mr. Crosser; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

When Civil Aeronautics Administration appropriations 
for any fiscal year have not been made prior to March 1 
the Administrator may authorize the purchase and trans- 
portation of supplies and materials necessary to execute 
its functions in Alaska in amounts not to exceed 75 per- 
cent of the amount available for such purposes for the 
fiscal year then current [amending U. 8. C. 49: 421-426). 
H. R. 782. Mr. Dawson; January 5, 1949 (Expenditures 

in the Executive Departments). 

Constitutes the Federal Security Agency a Department 
of Welfare. A Secretary of Welfare, an Under Secretary, 
and two Assistant Secretaries shall be appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate. The Secretary 
shall promote the general welfare in matters pertaining to 
health, education, social welfare, and social security; he 
shall study, make recommendations, and disseminate infor- 
mation concerning such matters; and shall exercise the 
present functions of the Federal Security Administrator. 


H. R. 783. Mr. Dingell; January 6, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Health Insurance and Public Health Act of 
1949—Title I. Declares the purpose of the Congress in 
establishing a national health program, including national 
health insurance, etc. 

Title Il. Provides for prepaid personal health service 
benefits, which shall include: (1) Medical services, (2) 
dental services, (3) home-nursing services, (4) hospital 
services (including nursing, physician, laboratory, ambu- 
lance, ete., for a maximum of 60 days in any benefit year, 
or more than 60 days if moneys in the account establish 
therefor are adequate and facilities are available, but not 
including hospitalization in a hospital or institution for 
mental or nervous disease or for tuberculosis); and (5) 
auxiliary services (laboratory services, X-ray, radium, and 
related therapy; physiotherapy; services of optometrists 
and chiropodists; expensive drugs, special appliances and 
eyeglasses). 

A patient shall have free choice to select the person he 
desires to render personal health services if the practitioner, 
medical group, hospital or other person has agreed to 
furnish the class of services required and consents to furnish 
them to individual. The management of a participating 
hospital shall not be subject to supervision or control under 
culbnsie of this title. 

Eligible for benefits throughout a benefit year is any 
person who: (1) has received (or, in the case of income from 
self-employment has accrued)—(A) at least $150 in w 
during the first 4 of the last 6 calendar quarters precedin 
the beginning of the benefit year; or (B) not less than 
in wages in each of 6 calendar quarters during the first 12 
of the last 14 calendar quarters preceding the beginnin 
of the benefit year (exclusive of any quarter during which 
the individual was under a total disability which continued 
for 6 months or more); (2) is entitled, for the first month 
to an old age and survivors’ insurance benefit or to a civil 
service retirement annuity; (3) is on the first day of the 
benefit year a dependent of a person eligible under (1) 
or (2), ante. 

Individuals not automatically insured, including per- 
sons who are eligible for public assistance may be covered 
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through premiums paid on their behalf. Federal grants 
to the States under provisions of the Social Security Act 
relating to old age assistance, paid to dependent children, 
and aid to the blind being made available for that purpose 
oat U. 8. C. 42: 303 (a), 306, 403 (a), 406, 1003 (a), 
1006}. 

Rendering of services by individual practitioners, hos- 
pitals, health-service plans, cooperatives, etc., shall be by 
voluntary agreement with the State administrative 
agency. 

The method of payment for services of physicians and 
dentists who are general practitioners shall be the method 
chosen by a majority of the physicians or dentists in the 
area who furnish the services. Individual physicians or 
organized groups or physicians may be paid by other 
methods. Hospitals will be paid the full cost of services. 

Administrative responsibility in local health-service 
areas shall be decentralized as fully as practicable to local 
administrative committees or officers, acting with the 
advice and assistance of local professional committees, 
and in the case of local administrative officers, with the 
advice and assistance of local area committees. 

A State may assume responsibility for administration of 
benefits to eligible persons among its own population 
through its own agency, upon compliance with prescribed 
requirements, which include decentralization of adminis- 
tration. In States which do not submit a plan of operation 
or which do not comply with the provisions of an approved 

lan, benefits shall be administered by the National Health 
nsurance Board. 

Establishes in the Federal Security Agency a National 
Health Insurance Board of five members, three (including 
a licensed doctor of medicine) to be appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate at $12,000 a year 
each, for 6-year terms, and the other two to be the Surgeon 
General of the Public Health Service and the Commissioner 
for Social Security, which shall administer provisions at 
the Federal level. The Board shall be assisted by a 
National Advisory Medical Policy Council, consisting of 
the chairman of the board, who shall serve as chairman of 
the advisory council ex officio and 16 members appointed 
by the Federal Security Administrator, 8 of whom shall 
be persons who are familiar with the need for personal 
health services in urban or rural areas, to represent the 
people entitled to benefits, and 6 of whom shall be out- 
standing professional persons, to represent the persons 
who render the services. 

No discrimination shall be made on account of race, 
creed, or color. 

Provisions are made to alleviate shortages of professional 
and technical facilities in rural areas (guaranteed income 
to those who render services, ambulance service, etc.). 

A Personal Health Services Account is created in the 
Treasury, to which shall be appropriated for financing the 
system, for the fiscal year 1952, and for each fiscal year 
thereafter: (1) sums equal to 3 percent of all wages esti- 
mated to be received during the fiscal year (calculated on 
earnings up to $3,600 a year); (2) sums equal to the esti- 
mated cost of furnishing dental services and home nursing 
services; and (3) any further sums required to meet 
expenditures. In the fiscal year 1951 there shall be 
appropriated a sum equal to | percent of all wages esti- 
mated to be received during the year, to constitute an 
initial reserve. The aggregate appropriations to the 
account pursuant to (2) and (3), ante, in appropriation 
acts from 1952-1954 inclusive, shall not exceed one-half 
percent, and in appropriation acts for any fiscal year from 
1955-57 inclusive, 1 percent, of the estimated annual 
—_—-. of all wages received during the 3 fiscal years 
preceding such fiscal year. After 1957 Congress will 
determine the amount of appropriations. 

For the fiscal year 1952-54, inclusive, 90 percent, and for 
each fiscal year thereafter 95 percent, of the available sums 
shall be allotted on the basis of: (1) population in the 
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States eligible for benefits, (2) professional and other 
»ersonnel, hospitals, supplies, etc., to be available in the 
states to provide benefits, and (3) the cost of fair and 
reasonable compensation to personnel and facilities and 
for commodities, etc, The remaining shall be allotted 
for deficiencies. Emergency allotments may be made in 
cases of disasters, etc. 

For grants-in-aid for medical research and education to 
nonprofit institutions or agencies (5-year preference, 
beginning July 1, 1951, to World War II veterans for post- 
graduate education, etc.), there shall be available for the 
fiscal year 1952, $10,000,000, for fiscal year 1953, 
$15,000,000, and for each fiscal year thereafter an amount 
equal to 2 percent of the amount expended in the preceding 
calendar year. 

Title III. Authorizes grants to the States for health 
services, including (1) basic State and local public health 
services in all communities in the State, (2) maternal- 
and child-health services and services for locating and 
caring for crippled or otherwise physically handicapped 
children; (3) services for the early detection, prevention, 
treatment and control of tuberculosis, venereal diseases, 
mental disorders, cancer, heart and degenerative diseases, 
dental disorders, nutritional deficiency diseases or other 
diseases which have a high morbidity incidence, ete.; 
(4) health services for the aged, the chronically ill, an 
workers whose health problems are of special public con- 
cern; and (5) training of personnel and development of 
measures to carry out these purposes. ‘The amounts 
authorized, for the fiscal years indicated, are: 1950, 
$100,000,000; 1951, $150,000,000; 1952, $225,000,000; 
1953 and 1954, $300,000,000; for succeeding years, neces- 
sary sums. Funds shall be allotted to the States on the 
basis of population and financial resources, the grants to 
range from 50 percent to 75 percent of the cost of the 
program. State plans must meet specified requirements, 
including nondiscrimination on the ground of race, color, 
or creed, advisory committees, safeguarding of confidential 
information; cooperation with medical and _ welfare 
organizations, etc. 

Administration shall be by the Federal Security Admin- 
istrator, through the Public Health Service, the Children’s 
Bureau, and other units of the Federal Security Agency. 

The Hospital Survey and Construction Act (Public Law 
725, 79th Cong.) is amended as follows: the amount 
authorized for construction of hospitals, etc., is increased 
from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 after the fiscal year 
1950; authorizations are extended for an additional 5 years 
(through fiscal year 1958); references to maintenance and 
operation are deleted; and fixed percentage of 33% percent 
for Federal aid for construction is deleted, and Federal aid 
shall be based on the State’s percentage allotments. 


H. R. 784. Mr. Dingell; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Presidential Pay Act of 1949—TIncreases salary of Presi- 
dent from $75,000 to $100,000 per year and increases his 
expense allowance from $40,000 to tax-free $100,000 per 
year. Raises salaries of Vice-President and Speaker of the 
House from $20,000 to $25,000 per year and establishes a 
$25,000 yearly, tax-free expense allowance for each 
Allows and ex-President a yearly salary of $25,000 for 
services rendered upon request of a succeeding President. 


H. R. 785. Mr. Dolliver; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Local Public Health Services Act of 1948—Authorizes 
necessary appropriations to aid the States in the develop- 
ment and maintenance of full-time local public-health 
units. States having approved plans shall be entitled to 
receive annually an amount based on population and 
financial need (with certain exceptions this would be an 
amount which bears the same ratio to one-third of the 
expenditures for the year under the plan as the average 
per capita income of the United States bears to the average 
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per capita income of the State). The Surgeon General of 
the Public Health Service shall administer the program 
ynder the direction of the Federal Security Administrator 
and he shall prescribe criteria for determining minimum 
population, financial resources, etc., of each area. Grants 
to States Inder the Public Service Act as amended (60 
Stat. 424, sec. 9) are made available to carry out certain 
purposes of this act. 

H. R. 786. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Veterans’ 

Affairs). 


Classes all benefits extended disabled veterans and their 
dependents as a debt owed them by the Government. 
Subjects all Veterans’ Administration decisions in regard 
to payment of such benefits to judicial review [repealing 
U.S. C. 38: 1la-2]. 

H. R. 787. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Mortgages and loans shall not be eligible for insurance 
or guaranty under the National Housing Act or the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 unless a warranty 
is provided against structural and other defects in con- 
struction of the dwelling involved. 


H. R. 788. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


A State shall be deemed to have denied the equal 
protection of the laws and due process of law whenever it 
or any of its subdivisions shall have failed to employ the 
lawful means at its disposal for the protection of persons 
against lynching. The violence of three or more persons, 
attempting to prevent the apprehension, trial, or punish- 
ment of any person and resulting in his death or serious 
bodily injury, is deemed to be a lynching. But the act 
does not apply to violence occurring between gangsters or 
during the course of labor disputes. 

A State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to 
prevent a lynching, to apprehend or prosecute any member 
of a lynching mob, is punishable by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 
years’ imprisonment. 

Any governmental subdivision failing through neglect 
ete. to prevent a lynching, or a seizure and abduction 
followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 
to $10,000 in damages, recoverable in a civil action by the 
claimant or by the United States in his behalf. 

The interstate transportation or persons abducted with 
aview to lynching is made subject to the penalties provided 
in the Lindbergh kidnaping law (i. e., death or imprison- 
ment). 


H. R. 789. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Establishes a Commission on the Legal Status of Women, 
to be composed of nine members appointed by the Presi- 
dent, not more than three of whom shall be employees or 
officers of the executive branch of the Government. 
Requires the Commission to make a complete study of 
the economic, civil, social, and political status of women, 
and the nature and extent of discriminations based on 
tex throughout the United States, its Territories and 
ssessions, and to submit to the President, prior to 
March 1, 1948, a report with recommendations for legisla- 
tion in the interest of conformity with the declared policy 
of making no distinctions on the basis of sex except such 
as are reasonably justified by differences in physical 
structure, biological, or social function. Within 30 days 
after its receipt, the President shall transmit the report 
and recommendations to the Congress, together with his 
own recommendations, whereupon the Commission shall 
terminate. Executive agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment shall, insofar as may be authorized by existing law, 
modify, repeal, ete., their regulations, rules, and practices 
to conform with the foregoing declared policy, and shall 
inform the Commission, prior to November 1, 1947, of 
the extent to which their regulations, rules, etc., continue 
to embody distinctions on the basis of sex, and the justifi- 
tation therefore, State and local legislative bodies are 
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urged to declare the adoption of a legislative policy in 
conformity with the declared policy of the United States 
and to review legislation, ordinances, and governmental 
practices and take necessary further action in the in- 
terest of such conformity. 


H. R. 790. Mrs. Douglas; January 5 
Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to mobilize scientists in the 
interest of cancer research, and authorizes $100,000,000 
for this purpose. 


H. R. 791. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Housing and Rent Extension Act of 1948—Amends the 
Housing and Rent Act of 1947 (61 Stat. 193) as amended. 
Extends rent control and veterans’ preference in housing 
to June 30, 1950. Provides rent control for permanent 
tenants living in residential and apartment hotels, and 
in trailer camps, for tenants living in accommodations 
created by new construction and conversion of old units, 
and for tenants in accommodations held off the market 
between February 1945 and February 1947. Changes the 
title of Housing Expediter and the name of the Office of 
Housing Expediter to Rent Administrator and Office of 
Rent Administrator, respectively. Authorizes the Rent 
Administrator to establish priorities for delivery of mate- 
rials or facilities needed for housing, in case of shortage. 
Eliminates the 15-percent rent increase authorized under 
voluntary lease provisions and restores the previous ceiling 
on such rents. Requires the Rent Administrator to make 
general adjustments in maximum rents for such relevant 
factors as he may deem of general applicability in a de- 
fense rental area, and to establish ceilings if local govern- 
ment Officials do not stabilize rents at levels consistent 
with the purposes of the act. Members of local boards 
must be persons who, as & group, are representative of the 
affected interests of the area. Strikes out provisions re 
recovery of damages by tenants. Gives the Rent Ad- 
ministrator broad powers to make studies and investiga- 
tions, conduct hearings, etc., and provides for criminal 
and civil enforcement sanctions. Revises provisions re 
evictions, requiring: (1) Notice to the local board as well 
as to the tenant, and (2) in eases where eviction is for the 
purpose of occupancy by the landlord or a member of his 
family, or for remodeling, ete., a 90-day waiting period 
after entry of a judgment of eviction. Makes provisions 
applicable to the District of Columbia. Provides for 
review by the Rent Administrator of the denial by an 
area rent director of a petition for adjustment of rent. 


H. R. 792. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


National Act against Discrimination in Employment— 
Makes it an unlawful employment practice: (1) for an 
employer of more than 50 persons to refuse to hire, to 
discharge or otherwise to discriminate in employment 
because of race, religion, color, national origin or ancestry 
or to obtain assistance in hiring from sources discriminating 
for such reasons; (2) for a labor union of 50 or more mem- 
bers, on the same grounds, to discriminate or to limit, 
segregate or classify membership so as to adversely affect 
employees or applicants for employment; and (3) for an 
employer or a labor union to discharge, expel or otherwise 
discriminate against any person because he has opposed 
an unlawful practice or has filed a charge, testified, par- 
ticipated or assisted in any proceedings under this act. 

Establishes a National Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion in Employment, of seven members, appointed by the 
President with the consent of the Senate, at $10,000 
annual salary each, to investigate, conciliate and adjudicate 
complaints of such unfair employment practices, to order 
their cessation and appropriate affirmative action, includ- 
ing hiring or reinstatement of employees with or without 
back pay. The Commission may petition circuit courts of 
appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., and parties ag- 
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grieved by orders of the Commission may obtain review 
by those courts. 

In the case of orders directed against the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the Commission may request the President to 
act. The President may establish regulations to prevent 
any unlawful practice by any person who makes a contact 
with the United States which requires the employment of 
50 persons. 

Veterans’ preferences are not affected. 


H. R. 793. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor).

Sums 
allotted to a State which remain unencumbered at the end 
of the year shall remain available for the next fiscal year. 
The Commissioner of Education shall compute the amount 
due each State and shall prescribe plans for keeping accounts 
of expenditures of the funds. The manner in which the 
funds apportioned to each State shall be used shall be 
determined by the State department of education. One 

recent of the authorized sums shall be available to the 

nited States Office of Education for administration of this 
act and for making and publishing research studies basic 
to the improvement of programs in nursery and kinder- 
garten education. 


H. R. 794. Mrs. Douglas; January 5. 1949 (Agriculture). 


Migratory Farm Labor Act of 1949—Authorizes the 
Secretary of Labor, in carrying out a program to provide 
an adequate supply of agricultural labor to undertake or 
assist in (1) the compilation and dissemination of informa- 
tion relevant to migratory labor, labor-deficit areas, and 
housing and working conditions; (2) the recruiting, training, 
and placement of workers; (3) the transportation of, and 
the furnishing of housing, and health and medical care 
and burial services to, workers and their families; and (4) 
the construction, lease, operation, ete., of labor-supply 
centers, labor camps and homes, child-care centers, and 
other necessary facilities and services. The Secretary 
shall authorize placement of workers only after the em- 

loyer agrees to (1) pay prevailing wage rates set by the 

cretary after public hearings; (2) pay wages in legal 
tender, etc.; (3) provide employment for not less than 75 
percent of the workdays in the period of the employment; 
(4) comply with all applicable laws relating to employ- 
ment, etc.; (5) cause housing, subsistence or other goods 
or services furnished by the employer to workers to con- 
form to standards established by the Secretary. Provides 
for the transfer to the Secretary of Labor of certain 
Civilian Conservation Corps camps which were used to 
carry out the Farm Labor Supply Appropriation Act of 
1944, Establishes an advisory committee composed of 
representatives of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Department of Agriculture, the United States Public 
Health Service, the United States Office of Education, the 
Children’s Bureau, and such other agencies as the Secre- 
tary may see fit to advise the Secretary on housing, sub- 
sistence and transportation standards and problems. 


H. R. 795. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Federal Anti-Lynching Act—Declares that the right to 
be free from lynching is a right of citizens of the United 
States. The assemblage of two or more persons which 
shall without authority of law, commit violence upon the 
person or property of any citizen because of his race, 
creed, color, national origin, ancestry, language, or 
religion, or (2) exercise by physical violence, any power of 
correction over any person in the custody of a peace officer 
or suspected of, charged with, or convicted, of the com- 
mission of any criminal offense, with the purpose or conse- 
quence of preventing the apprehension or trial or punish- 
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ment by law of such person, or of imposing a punishment 
not authorized by law, shall constitute lynching. The 
maximum penalty for aiding or committing a lynching 
is $10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ imprisonment. A State 
or local officer failing through neglect, etc., to prevent 4 
lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any member of 4 
lynching mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or§ 
years’ imprisonment. Any governmental subdivision 
failing through neglect, etc., to prevent a lynching, ora 
seizure and abduction following elsewhere by a lynching, 
shall be liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recoverable 
in a civil action by the claimant or by the United States 
in his behalf. The interstate transportation of persons 
abducted with a view to lynching is made subject to the 
penalties provided in the Lindburgh kidnaping law (i. e,, 
death or imprisonment). 


H. R. 796. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture), 


Authorizes $25,000,000 for each fiscal year 1947-51, 
inclusive, to establish the Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
Memorial Redwood Forest in California, 


H. R. 797. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Women’s Equal Pay Act of 1947—Declares it an unfair 
wage practice for any employer engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce or in transactions affecting such com- 
merce to discriminate between the sexes as to payment of 
wages, discharging of personnel, etc. Provides for the 
appointment of industry committees for industries in 
which unfair wage practices may exist. Provisions shall 
be administered by the Secretary of Labor. 


H. R. 798. Mrs. Douglas; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Amends section 75 of the Bankruptcy Act relating to 
agricultural compositions and extensions and designates 
such section, as amended, chapter XVI of the act. Where 
not inconsistent, chapters I to VII of the Bankruptcy Acts 
(courts, proceedings, etc.) shall apply to proceedings 
under the new chapter XVI. Reduces to 15 (now 20) the 
maximum number of conciliation commissioners to be 
appointed in each district, and extends the term of office 
to 4 years (now 2). Prohibits the bankruptcy court from 
appointing a special master to serve as a conciliation com- 
missioner or a supervising conciliation commissioner, 
Removes the time limit on filing of bankruptcy petitions 
by farmer-debtors. Filing of a petition shall constitute 
notice to all Federal and State officials and courts, and 
shall stay all official or judicial proceedings or legal proc- 
esses against the debtor or any of his property. All allow- 
ances and exemptions provided for under the Bankruptcy 
Act shall be set aside for the use of the debtor in the same 
manner as for bankrupts and debts shall have the same 
priority of payment as for bankruptcy estates. The con 
ciliation commissioner shall call a meeting of the creditors 
within 10 days after receipt of the petition. If an agreement 
between the creditors and the debtor cannot be reached as 
to the value of the debtor’s property the meeting shall be 
adjourned for 10 days during which time they may come 
to an agreement. Such an agreement, once made, shall 
be binding and shall not be subject to review or appeal. If 
an agreement cannot be reached, the court shall appoint 
appraisers of the property, and the conciliation commis 
sioner shall approve or modify such appraisal if requested, 
within 10 days of the appraisal, to do so. An appeal that 
the decision of the commissioner be submitted to a jury 
may be filed within 10 days. Provides for a stay of all pro 
ceedings against the debtor for 3 years, within which he 
may refinance himself on payment of one-fourth of the 
gross income or one-half of the net income from his farm- 
ing operations annually on that part of the unexempt prop- 
erty in his possession. At the end of 3 years he may pay 
into court the judicially determined value of the property 
plus 4 percent interest. If after 3 years one-half the value 
of the property has been paid the court may continue the 
stay from year to year for 2 additional years. Allows the 
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conciliation commissioner additional fees above the regular 
fee of $25, not to exceed $50 in any one case. Lien holders 
shall have no interest in increase on livestock or annual 
crops unless embryonically in existence at the date of the 
fling of the bankruptcy petition. This act shall apply to 
any individual, executor, administrator or personal repre- 
sentative, any partnership, ownership, or corporation who 
or which is a farmer-debtor as defined by the act (sec. 75) 
famending U. 8S. C, 11: 1 (17), 203). 


i. R. 799. Mr. Granger; January 5, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes construction, etc., of the Weber Basin 
reclamation project, Utah. 


H. R. 800. Mr. Gathings; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to support (by 
loans, purchases, etc.) the price of soybeans at not less 
than 90 percent of parity. 


H. R. 801. Mr. Havenner; January 5, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Exempts from income tax compensation and internment 
benefits of seamen captured by the enemy. Effective with 
respect to taxable years beginning after December 31, 1940. 


H. R. 802. Mr. Havenner; January 5, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Extends the benefits of the Federal old-age and survivors 
insurance and unemployment insurance, and provisions 
for employment taxes, to cover employees of any public 
utility which, previously operated under private owner- 
ship, is acquired by a municipality [amending U. 8. C. 
42: 409 (b), (6), 1011 (b) (7), 1107 (c) (6)]. 


H. R. 803. Mr. Havenner; January 5, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Changes basis of award of merit for uncompensated 
personnel of the Selective Service System from 2 years of 
service to 1 year of service [amending U. 8. C. 50 App.: 
310 (a)]. 


H. R. 804. Mr. Hinshaw; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Interstate Commerce Act (U. 8. C. 49: 1 
(17) and the Civil Aeronautics Act [U. 8S. C. 49: 483] to 
prohibit blackmarketing of transportation tickets. Makes 
it illegal to buy or sell such tickets for more than the legal 
price. Persons charging more than $1 for procuring 
tickets shall deliver to the person paying therefor a written 
receipt of charges. Reservations canceled within 24 
hours of departure shail not be refunded for a sum in 
excess of 90 percent of the original purchase price. 


H. R. 805. Mr. Kelley; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1949—Raises 
the 40-cent minimum hourly wage rate to 75 cents, and 
permits increase to $1 an hour if found feasible by industry 
committees. Extend coverage to workers engaged in any 
activity affecting interstate or foreign commerce, seamen 
on American vessels, and industries processing agricul- 
tural or horticultural commodities or fish. Narrows

Excludes from definition of “wage” the cost of food and 
wiging in the calculation of minimum wages for seamen 
and employees of common carriers engaged in the prepara- 
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tion and service of food and beverages. Overtime pay 
at time and a half will be based on the new wage rates, 
and on a 40-hour week. Prohibits employment of oppres- 
sive child labor by an employer engaged in interstate 
commerce or in the production of goods for such commerce 
{amending U. 8. C. 29: 202, 203, 205-208, 212, 213]. 


H. R. 806. Mr. Lanham; January 5, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides for refund to manufacturers of wearing apparel 
of amounts paid in settlement of alleged violations of the 
Emergency Price Control Act if (1) the transactions on 
which the alleged violation was based consisted of sellin 
an item at March 1942 _— list prices instead of Marc 
1942 delivered prices, and (2) the seller’s customary pricing 
patterns for related apparel items would be distorted by a 
requirement that his ceilings be the March 1942, delivered 
prices [amending U. 8. C. 50 App.: 925 (e)]. 


H. R. 808. Mr. Miller; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Increases President’s salary from $75,000 a year to 
$100,000 a year and allows him a tax-free expense allow- 
ance of $50,000 a year. Increases Vice President’s salary 
from $20,000 to $30,000 a year and allows him a tax-free 
expense allowance of $10,000 a year. Increases salary of 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives from $20,000 
to $30,000 a year and increases his expense allowance from 
$2,500 to $10,000 a year (tax-free). 

Increases the salaries of the heads of executive depart- 
ments and the Secretary of Defense from $15,000 to $25,000 
a year. Increases the rate of compensation of the heads 
and assistant heads of various independent agencies and 
the assistant heads of executive departments to $22,500 a 
year. The salaries of various other officers in the executive 
branch are increased, some to $17,500 a year, some to 
$20,000.

Mr. Philbin; January 5, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Authorizes discounts in sales and leases of surplus prop- 
erty to certain educational institutions. 


H. R. 810. Mr. Philbin; January 5, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Allows taxpayer, for income-tax purposes, to avail him- 
self of elective inventory method [U. 8S. C. 26: 22 (d)] for 
any year between January 1, 1939, and March 3, 1948, 
and provides for redetermination of his tax, giving effect 
to such recomputation. With regard to involuntary liqui- 
dation and replacement of inventory by such taxpayer for 
any year from 1941 through 1947, allows decrease resulting 
from this change of inventory classification.

H. R. 813. Mr. Van Zandt; January 5, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


American Prisoners of War Mixed Claims Act of 1949— 
Establishes an American Prisoners of War Mixed Claims 
Commission composed of three commissioners, and one 
agent of the United States before the commission, all four to 
be appointed by the President with the consent of the 
Senate. The authority of the Commission shall terminate 
at the end of 5 years unless terminated at an earlier date by 
Executive order. 

The Commission is authorized to examine, and render 
final awards and decisions in all claims against the Govern- 
ments of Germany, Italy, and Japan, on behalf of members 
of the armed forces of the United States held as prisoners 
of war at any time after December 6, 1941, in all cases of 
maltreatment in violation of rules laid down in the Geneva 
Prisoners of War Convention. In case of death resulting 
from mistreatment, claims may be presented by the per- 
son’s survivors in the order of preference set forth in this 
act. 

Awards shal! be paid out of a German, and Italian and a 
Japanese special deposit account, which shall be in the 
United States Treasury, and shall be made up of (1) sums 
invested or transferred to the fund by the Alien Property 
Custodian, German, Italian, and Japanese property which 
has come under the control of the United States, and (3) 
all money received by the United States in respect of the 
German, Italian, or Japanese Governments or of their 
nationals. 


H. R. 814. Mr. Whitaker; January 5, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized 
$300,000,000 for the fiscal year 1949, and each year 
thereafter. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $45 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average of 
annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 per 
child, whichever is greater. ‘The number of children on 
which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next

ncome payments in each State means the average of 
annual income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and seventh years next preceding year for which the 
computation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 

ercent of its annual income for schools, the amount of 

ederal aid shall be proportionately reduced, except that 
in no case shall it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal 
year beginning after June 30, 1952, a State, to be eligible 
for any amount of Federal aid, must spend from State and 
local sources, an amount equal to a greater than 2 percent 
of its annual income payments or $120 per pupil in average 
daily attendance, whichever is less. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expend- 
itures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may legally 
and constitutionally be so expended. 

States shall have the right to appeal questions of admin- 
istration to the Commissioner of Education and to United 
States district courts. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 

Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State 
expenditures for public elementary and secondary school 
education. 

No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control 
over any school or any State educational institution or 
agency with respect to which funds are made available 
under this act.

H. R. 816. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; January 5, 1949 (Vet. 
erans’ Affairs). 

Any veteran of World War I who has a service-connected 
disability from tuberculosis, and who has a permanent and 
total rating after the age 50 or who has had such rating 
after November 11, 1938, shall continue such rating for life, 
H. R. 817. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; January 5, 1949 (Pub. 

lic Lands). 

Provides for the establishment of the Albert Sidney 
Johnston National Monument in Mason County, Ky. 

H. R. 818. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; January 5, 1949 (Vet. 
erans’ Affairs). 

Veterans of World War I who become permanently dis. 
abled not as the result of misconduct shall receive pensions, 
in the following amounts: for 25 percent disability, $25 
per month; for 50 percent disability, $35; for 75 percent 
disability, $50; for total and permanent disability, $604 
month, if such soldier is so nearly helpless or blind as to 
require an attendant, $100 per month. 

H. R. 819. Mr. Beckworth; January 5, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

Postmasters at third- or fourth-class post offices may be 
reimbursed for expenses incident to cleaning and operation 
of the post office.

H. R. 828. Mr. Dawson; January 5, 1949 (Expenditure in 
the Executive Departments). 

Subsistence Expense Act of 1949—Regulates subsistence 
expenses of Federal officers and employees while absent 
from their designated posts of duty on official business. 
The rates (not to exceed $10 per day in the United States), 
are to be established by the Budget Director after giving 
consideration to cost-of-living studies and geographic 
location, 

H. R. 829. Mr. D’Ewart; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to accept build- 
ings and improvements constructed and affected by the 
Buffalo Rapids Farms Association (a Montana corporation) 
on lands in the Buffalo Rapids water conservation and 
utilization project and cancels certain indebtedness of the 
association, 

H. R. 830. Mr. D’Ewart; January 5, 1949 (Public Lands)

Extends jurisdiction of Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to commerce from any place in a foreign country 
through the United States to any other place in a foreign 
country [amending U.S. C. 49: 1}. 


H. R. 840. Mr. Hébert; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Imposes a fine of $10,000 and/or imprisonment for 10 
years for bribery in connection with interstate athletic 
competition. 


H,. R. 841. Mr. Hedrick; January 5, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Increases from $4,000 to $10,000, and from 50 percent 
to 100 percent of amount of loan, the amount guaranteed 
by the Government for real estate loans under the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act and changes interest rate from 
4 percent to same rate of interest as the Federal Housing 
Administration places on a similar loan. Directs Admin- 
istrator to promote granting of these loans by qualified 
lenders and encourage housing construction in accordance 
OL West Virginia Plan [amending U. 8. C. 38: 694 (a), 
(b)]. 

H. R. 842. Mr. Heffernan; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Requires publication of an abstract for an application 
for a patent in the Official Register for 12 consecutive 
weeks, and for having the applications and drawings (if 
any) printed so as to be available to the public. During 
the period of publication, any person, firm, etc., may file 
an opposi‘ion to the grant of the patent, based on (1) 
prior issued patent or printed publication (appeal to lie 
from the decision of the Commissioner of Patents to the 
Board of Appeals of the Patent Office and thence to the 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals), or (2) prior public 
use (suit permitted in Federal district court of opposer’s 
residence), appeal to lie to circuit court of appeals. If 
there is no appeal from the decision of the Commissioner, 
or if no suit is brought within 30 days after notice of opposi- 
tion is filed, the patent shall issue to the applicant. 
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H, R. 843. Mr. Heffernan; January 5, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes erection of a naval hospital at the naval 
shipyard in Brooklyn, N. Y. 


H. R. 844. Mr. Heffernan; January 5, 1949 
Administration). 


Directs the erection of a memorial to women members of 
the armed services who lost their lives in World War ITI. 


H. R. 845. Mr. Heffernan; January 5, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Increases monthly subsistence allowance to veterans 
undergoing courses of education or training under the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act from $75 to $85 for those 
without dependents, from $105 to $115 if one dependent, 
plus $20 a month for one child and $15 a month for each 
other child, and $15 a month for one dependent who is not 
a child [amending Veterans Regulation 1 (a), pts, VII 
and VIII). 


H. R. 846. Mr. Heffernan; January 5, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Directs the Veterans’ Administrator to refund interest 
eae made by World War I veterans on loans received 

y adjusted-service certificates (plus 4 percent interest, 
compounded annually) if the interest paid was such that 
would otherwise have been canceled under U. 8. C. 38: 
686 (a). 


H. R. 847. Mr. Hoffman; January 5, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 
Grants service pensions to World War I and II veterans 
(with 90 days’ service) of $75 a month at age 55 or $100 
a month at 62. 


H. R, 848. Mr. Hope; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Banks for Farmers’ Cooperatives Act of 1948—Divides 
regional bank for cooperatives stock into (1) class A, non- 
voting stock of a par value of $100 held by the Governor 
of the Farm Credit Administration; (2) class B, nonvoting 
stock of a par value of $100 which may be sold or trans- 
ferred *to anyone; and (3) class C, voting stock of a par 
value of $1. For liquidation or dissolution class B stock 
shall be junior to class A, but preferred over class C. 
Borrowing cooperative associations shall be required to 
own $100 in class C stock. Provides for retirement of 
$28,500,000 of class A stock within 5 years from the date 
of enactment. Cooperative associations borrowing from 
the Central Bank shall be required to own class C stock or 
make payments into its guaranty fund as though borrow- 
ing from a regional bank. Central and regional banks, 
after payment of operating expenses, shall apply their 
savings first, to making up losses incurred; second, to 
restoring to par value the amount of impairment of out- 
standing capital stock and of the guaranty fund; third, to 
establishing adequate reserves; fourth, to creating and 
maintaining surplus accounts; fifth, to paying patronage 
refunds. hanges the method of choosing directors of the 
Central Bank [amending U.S. C. 12: 638, 1134g, h, k, 1]. 


H. R. 849. Mr. Hope; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture). 


National Land Policy Act—Provides for a national 
agricultural land- and water-conservation program. Es- 
tablishes a National Agricultural Land and Water Re- 
sources Advisory Board to assist the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture in the administration of the act. Creates the Agri- 
cultural Resources Administration within the Department 
of Agriculture and consolidates therein (1) the Forest 
Service, (2) Soil Conservation Service, (3) functions of the 
Production and Marketing Administration relating to agri- 
cultural land and water resources, and (4) all related func- 
tions of the Farmers Home Administration, Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Soils, and Agricultural Engineering, Bureau of 
Land Management, Bureau of Reclamation, and the Fish 
and Wildlife Service. Authorizes the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to conduct survéys, classify lands according to

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potential use, acquire land, provide technical assistance to 
ederal and State agencies, landowners, etc. Divides 
financial payments into two classes; (A) practices and 
improvements of a permanent or semipermanent nature, 
and (B) recurring practices that will retard depletion of soi] 
productivity. Requires the Secretary to prepare and 
submit to Congress a land conservation and development 
timetable for purposes of the act. Authorizes necessary 
sums. Repeals the Soil Conservation and Domestic 
Allotment Act (except provisions relating to the establish. 
ment of State, county, and local committees and to 
Secretary’s authority to issue regulations thereto as of 
January 1, 195—. 
H. R. 850. Mr. Kearns; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Postal Reclassification Act of 1949—Reclassifies the 
salaries of postmasters, officers, and employees of the 
postal field service and establishes uniform procedures for 
computing compensation, etc.; some significant features 
are: (1) provides an additional pay raise of $350 a year, 
(2) establishes a 35-hour work week, (3) places the leave 
benefits on a 26-day annual, 15-day sick basis, (4) in- 
creases from 10 percent to 20 percent the night differential, 
(5) provides an annual uniform allowance for letter carriers 
and others, and (6) salaries of clerical and carrier employees 
are divided into seven grades. 

H. R. 851. Mr. Kilday; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services), 


Authorizes the conveyance to the University of Texas of 
the surplus portion of the San Antonio Arsenal. 


H. R. 852. Mr. Lane; January 5, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Any postal employee who has been a classified substitute 
after June 30, 1945, shall, upon appointment to a regular 
position, receive four additional salary grades. Retro- 
active to July 1, 1945 [amending Public Law 317, 79th 
Cong.]. 

H. R. 853. Mr. Lemke; January 5, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes the establishment of “Home Owner 
Leagues’”’ under regulations prescribed by the Federal 
Housing Commissioner. These leagues are to guarantee 
loans made by the Commissioner to its shareholders and 
are to hold the titles to the property in which loans are 
made. These loans shall not exceed 90 per centum of the 
appraised value, shall be secured by first mortgages, shall 
have a maturity not in excess of 30 years, shall be amor- 
tized by periodic payments within the reasonable ability 
of the debtor, shall bear interest at 2 per centum per annum 
and shall provide for payment of insurance, taxes, repairs. 
etc. by borrower. Each shareholder is jointly and severally 
liable to an amount equal to 5 per centum of his loan, and 
each shareholder shall be allowed as a deduction for income 
oe purposes his payments of interest and principal on such 
oans. 


H. R. 854. Mr. Lemke; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Provides for consideration by board of review of cases 
of persons voluntarily removed from the active list of the 
Regular Army or Regular Air Force. Officers of the 
Regular Army or Regular Air Force (or reserve components) 
shall be retired in the highest temporary grade held at 
any time during the period from April 6, 1917, to Novem- 
ber 11,1918, or from September 9, 1940, to June 30, 1946. 
Advances one grade in rank all retired Army and Air 
Force Officers below the grade of colonel who: (1) have 
been specifically commended for combat action by the 
head of the executive department under whom the duty 
was performed, (2) have received a United States decora- 
tion for gallantry in action and have been wounded in 
action, (3) draw as much retired pay as the pay of any 
officer of the next higher grade. No increased pay is 
involved in these advancements [amending Public Law 
810, 80th Cong.]. 
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House Bills 


A. R. 855. Mr. Lemke; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Requires registration, labeling, and inspection of ferti- 
lizer and fertilizer materials shipped in interstate commerce, 
regulates manufacture thereof, and requires licensing of 
persons and firms making shipments. Nothing in this act 
shall be taken to modify or interfere with any State law, 
and the powers granted are intended to supplement and 
toassist State officials in the enforcement of State laws. 


H. R. 856. Mr. Lemke; January 5, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Grants right of appeal from decisions of the Federal 
Communications Commission to the United States Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia to one aggrieved 
or adversely affected by a decision of the Commission 
where he can show prima facie that the decision was based 
on or influenced by an error of scientific or technical fact. 
Provision is made for taking additional evidence when an 
appeal is taken, and either party gives notice within 20 
days after the filing of the Commission’s statement. Em- 
powers the Court to review questions of fact as well as law 
and to set aside the Commission’s findings if based upon 
or influenced by any error of scientific or technical fact 
famending U. 8. C. 47: 402]. 


H. R. 857. Mr. Lemke; January 5, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Makes the experiment or operation (other than opera- 
tion normally performed) on a live dog in the District of 
Columbia a misdemeanor. 


H. R. 858. Mr. Lesinski; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 to exclude 
premiums paid for Saturday, Sunday, holiday work and 
work at undesirable hours from the regular rate for pur- 
poses of overtime computation [amending U. 8. C. 29: 207]. 


H. R. 859. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Water Research Act—Authorizes $30,000,000 to be used 
by the Secretary of the Navy over a period of not more 
than 5 years to construct and operate demonstration 
plants to produce potable water from sea water, or other 
liquids, elements, or substances, and to conserve and 
increase the national water resources. 


H. R. 860. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Releases to the States all Federal interest in lands 
beneath navigable waters within the boundaries of the 
respective States. 

H. R. 863. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the construction of a customhouse building 
at Los Angeles, Calif. and authorizes acquisition of a site, 
total cost, including administrative expenses to be $6,- 
600,000. 


H. R. 865. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 


Authorizes annual payments to the States, for the 
benefit of their local political subdivisions, of 2 percent 
of the fair value of national-forest lands situated therein 
as determined by the Secretary of Agriculture within 3 
years after the date of this act. Until determination and 
certification of fair value of such lands is completed, pay- 
ments to States shall continue under authority of U.S. C. 
16: 500 after which time that section shall be repealed. 
The initial evaluation shall be based on the value of the 
lands at the time of acquisition. Redeterminations shall 
be made every 10 years. Improvements made at the 
expense of the United States and coal, oil, gas, and other 
mineral and subsurface resources shall not be included in 
the value of the lands but revenues therefrom shall be 
disposed of as otherwise provided by law. 
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H. R. 866. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 


Provides for statehood for Hawaii, for a constitutional 
convention, and for adoption of a constitution. The 
State of Hawaii shall assume all debts of the Territory 
retain all public property, except that used by the United 
States, and establish a system of public schools. Hawaii 
shall be entitled to two Representatives, two Senators, 
two United States judges, one United States attorney, 
one marshal, and shall constitute one judicial district. 


H. R. 868. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Directs purchase of a site for a customhouse building 
at Los Angeles, Calif., at a cost not to exceed $1,000,000. 


H. R. 869. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes $40,000,000 for acquisition of sites and prep- 
aration of plans for Federal public buildings. 


H. R. 871. Mr. McDonough; January 5, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes appropriation of additional $100,000,000 for 
prosecution of the Los Angeles-San Gabriel Basin and 
Ballona Creek, Calif., plan and changes name to Los 
Angeles County Drainage Area project, California. 


H. R. 873. Mr. Mack of Washington; January 5, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 


Social Security Act amendment—Provides service 
credit of $160 per month for veterans of World War II 
for purposes of old-age and survivors’ insurance [amending 
60 Stat. 979}. 


H. R. 874. Mr. Madden; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Public Library Service Demonstration Act—Provides 
Federal aid to the States for the demonstration of public- 
library service in rural areas without such service or with 
inadequate library facilities, upon submission by a State 
to the United States Commissioner of Education of a 
plan which meets the standards set forth in the act. 
Authorizes payment to each State having an approved 
plan of $40,000 a year for 5 years. If an expanded plan 
providing for the supply of additional annual sums rang- 
ing from $40,000 to $100,000 by State or local govern- 
mental units is submitted, within 5 years of the act, the 
Federal Government may match such amounts with equal 
sums for 5 years. During the first year an additional 
$150,000 is authorized to train library demonstration 
workers. Funds paid to States hereunder shall not be 
used to purchase or erect buildings, or to purchase land. 


H. R. 875. Mr. Madden; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Labor Extension Act of 1948—Establishes in the Depart- 
ment of Labor a Labor Extension Service to promote the 
welfare of wage earners through a program for the dis- 
semination of useful knowledge and information, in 
cooperation with colleges, research agencies, etc., but 
prohibits the establishment of requirements regarding 
curriculum, materials, instruction or methods of instrue- 
tion. Creates a Labor Extension Division headed by a 
Director at $10,000 a year to administer the program 
and an advisory National Labor Extension Council of 
12 members, the majority of whom shall be chosen from 
a panel submitted by national labor organizations, the 
remainder to include representatives of cooperating insti- 
tutions, research agencies, etc. Provides for Federal aid 
to the States based on the number of wage earners in each 
State and prescribes a plan for fern meee in the pro- 
gram. Funds must be expended without discrimination 
on the basis of race, sex, etc. 
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H. R. 876. Mr. Marcantonio; January 5, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Repeals the Selective Service Act of 1948 (Public Law 
759, 80th Congress). 


H. R. 877. Mr. Miller of Nebraska; January 5, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 


Copies of invoices for cigarette shipments to a person 
other than distributor in a State which taxes cigarettes 
shall be sent each month to the State’s tobacco-tax admin- 
istrator. Penalty for noncompliance: $1,000 fine and/or 
6 months’ imprisonment. 


H. R. 878. Mr. Morrison; January 5, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

Prohibits discrimination against physically handicapped 
persons with respect to appointment, promotion, etc., to 
positions in the classified civil service the duties of which 
they may efficiently perform [amending U. 8. C. 5: 633]. 


H. R. 879. Mr. Morrison; January 5, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Repeals excise taxes on telegraph, telephone, radio, and 
cable services and any war tax imposed with respect 
thereto [amending U.S. C. 26: 1650, 3465]. 

H. R. 882. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

World War II Adjusted Compensation Act—A person 
who served on active duty in the armed forces of the United 
States for any time between December 6, 1941, and Sep- 
tember 3, 1945, and was discharged under conditions other 
than dishonorable shall receive $5 for each day of overseas 
service and $4 for each day of home service which he ren- 
dered between December 7, 1941, and the termination of 
World WarII. On the application of a veteran for benefits 
the Secretary of War or Navy shall furnish him within 60 
days a statement of the number of days he served at home 
and overseas during World War II. 


H. R. 883. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Ways and Means). 

For each quarter beginning with the quarter commencing 
January 1, 1949, the Federal contribution for old-age 
assistance shall be equal to $35 per month for each individ- 
ual 60 years of age and not an inmate of a public institution, 
less 5 percent to be used for administrative costs. This 
sum is to be paid only if the State contributes each quarter 
a sum at least equal to the sum contributed by the State 
during the quarter beginning January 1, 1948 [amending

reflected in defining ‘‘parity’’ and the general requirements 
or parity are made applicable to all agricultural commodi- 
ties [amending U. 8. C. 7: 602 (1) and 1301 (a) (1)). 


H. R. 886. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Prohibits the sale of alcoholic liquors on military or naval 
reservations or within a reasonable distance therefrom. 
Also prohibits prostitution or the keeping of bawdy houses 
within a reasonable distance from such reservations. 
Violations are punishable by fines of $100 to $1,000 and/or 
imprisonment from 30 days to 12 months. 


H. R. 887. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Educational Finance Act of 1949— Authorizes 
$300,000,000 for each fiscal year beginning with the one 
ending June 30, 1950, for the purpose of more nearly equal- 
izing public elementary and public secondary school 
opportunities among and within the States and Territories 
and possessions of the United States, 
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Provides a method of apportionment based on the num 
ber of children from 5 to 17 years of age in the State, mul- 
tiplied by $40 the average annual income, and on the State 
and local expenditures for public elementary and secondary 
education, but no State shall receive less than $3 per child 
between 5 and 17 years of age, inclusive. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races, 
In no case shall the apportionment be used to reduce 
State expenditures for education nor to reduce State and 
local expenditures for teachers’ salaries below the annual 
salaries paid as of January 1, 1949. Within 5 years the 
State shall make available to all local school jurisdictions 
not less than $40 per annum per pupil in average daily 
attendance. 


H. R. 888. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs), 

Designates the proposed Veterans’ Hospital at Americus, 
Ga., as the Marcus George Veterans Memorial Hospital. 
H. R. 889. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits immigration during any year when the total 
of unemployed is 100 or more. 


H. R. 890. Mr. Pace; January 5, 1949 (Agriculture). 
Increases from 30 to 90 percent the proportion of 
customs receipts appropriated for encouraging exportation 
and domestic consumption of agricultural products 
{amending U. 8S. C. 7: 612c]. 
H. R. 891. Mr. Perkins; January 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 
Repeals the 
(61 Stat. 136). 


H. R. 892. Mr. Peterson; January 5, 1949 (Public Lands), 


Authorizes the establishment of a Federal Interagency 
Committee on Recreation to coordinate recreational 
programs. 

H. R. 893. Mr. Plumley; January 5, 1949 (House Admin- 
istration). 


Labor-Management Relations Act, 1947 


Provides for erection, in the District of Columbia, of a 
memorial to the four chaplains who sacrificed their lives 
in the sinking of the troop transport Dorchester in 1943. 


H. R. 894. Mr. Rankin; January 5, 1949 (Public Works), 


Conservation Authorities Act of 1945—Creates eight 
conservation authorities, in addition to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority (Atlantic Seaboard, Great Lakes-Ohio 
Valley, Missouri Vallev, Arkansas Vallev, Southwestern, 
Columbia Valley, California, and Colorado Valley) to 
develop projects for: promotion of navigation, prevention 
of floods, reclamation of lands, generation, sale, etc. of 
electric energy, promotion of agriculture, improvement of 
living conditions, protection of commerce, strengthening 
of national defense, conservation of resources, stabilization 
of employment, and promotion of the general welfare. 
For the purpose of coordinating regional activities, ete., 
the authorities are subject to the supervision of the Presi- 
dent, to whom plans for projects must be submitted and 
who shall refer approved plans to Congress. Cooperation 
between the authorities and state and public agencies is 
provided for, and consent is given to necessary interstate 
compacts. Locks and lifts constructed in connection with 
dams shall be operated and maintained under the direction 
of the Secretary of War and the supervision of the Chief 
of Army Engineers. Contracts for distribution of electric 
energy and water shall not exceed a 20-year term and shall 
provide for rate adjustments and for cancellation upon 
two years’ written notice. Prevailing wage rates must be 
paid. 


H. R. 895. Mr. Rankin; January 5, 1949 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates $5,000,000 for the construction of the Ten 
nessee-Tombigbee inland waterway. 
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H. R. 896. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 5, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) com- 
pensation for veterans of the World War whose disabilities 
were reestablished as service connected under the act of 
March 28, 1934 [amending U. 8. C. 38: 722]. 


H. R. 897. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 5, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Establishes a uniform system of pensions for disability 
and age for veterans of all wars. Monthly disability 
pensions (non-service-connected) shall be as follows: $32 
for 25 percent disability; $50 for 50 percent disability; $72 
for 75 percent disability; $90 for total disabilitv. A vet- 
eran reaching the age of 62 shall receive $43.20 and at 
65, $90. If on account of age, blindness, etc., personal aid 
or attendance is required the pension shall be $120. 
Spanish-American War veterans over 62 years of age who 
were on the pension rolls March 20, 1933, shall be entitled 
toa pension of $15 (Gif pension was less than $15 on March 
20, 1933, it shail continue in the same amount). Raises 
the income limitation in connection with widows’ and 
children’s pensions from $1,000 to $2,000 for a widow 
without a child or to a child, and from $2,500 to $3,000 for 
a widow with a minor child [amending U. 8. C. 38: 701; 
Veterans Regulation 1 (a)). 


H, R. 898. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 5, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


A World War veteran with 90 days’ service shall be 
entitled to receive a monthly pension: (1) if suffering from 
& permanent non-service-connected disability (not the 
result of his own misconduct), ranging from $20 for one- 
fifth disability to $90 for total disability; (2) if 60 years of 
age, $60 and if 65 years of age, $20 (in addition to com- 
pensation or retirement pay for service-connected disabil- 
ity); or (3) if on account of age, blindness, etc., requiring 
personal aid or attendance, $120. 


H. R. 899. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 5, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Extends eligibility for non-service-connected total 
disability pensions to veterans of World War II and for 
all total disability whether temporary or permanent. 
Enumerates the loss of members or faculties which shall 
be deemed total disability. Schedule for Rating Disabilities, 
1945, shall be disregarded when disabled person is un- 
employable; Provided that if only one disability, it shall 
be ratable at 60 percent or more; if two or more disabilities, 
combined rating should be 70 percent, with at least one 
disability ratable at 40 percent or more; lists injuries which 
shall be considered as one disability. These rating require- 
ments shall be reduced as follows: at age of 50 to 50 per- 
cent, at 55 to 40 percent, at 60 to 30 percent, at 65 to no 
specified percentage. Contribution to unemployability by 
congenital defects, ete., shall not preclude pension award. 
Increases amount of such pensions from $50 to $75, from 
$60 to $90 at age of 65 or after receipt of pension for 10 
years, and to $120 if blind. Raises income limitation 
which shall bar pension, from $1,000 to $1,800 for single 
person, and from $2,500 to $3,000 for married person or 
person with minor children or dependent parents, and 
provides that retirement annuities and social security 
benefits shall not be considered in determining annual 
income [amending U. S. C. 38: 739].

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Title II: Authorizes increase in Federal contributions for 
low-rent housing by the sum of $85,000,000 in the first 
year and by $10,000,000 in each of the next four years (total 
authorization not to exceed $473,000,000 per year) to local- 
ities which assume community responsibility and initiative 
in estimating their own needs and demonstrating that their 
needs cannot fully be met by private enterprise and with- 
out Federal aid, with preference to veterans and service- 
men. Federal aid shall be given only where there is a gap 
of at least 20 percent between the upper rental limits for 
admission to the proposed low-rent housing and the lowest 
rents at which private enterprise is providing a substantial 
supply of decent housing. Provides higher room cost. limi- 
tations under the United States Housing Act, of $1,750 a 
room (now $1,000 and $1,250, depending on size of city), 
and allows an additional limitation of $750 under certain 
emergency conditions. Authorizes Federal aid for the re- 
habilitation of existing dwellings.

Limits annual contribu- 
tions to any one State to not more than 10 percent of the 
total annual contributions of $473,000,000.

1,050,000 units [amending U. 8. C. 42: 1401-1430]. 

Title III: Directs the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to undertake a program of reserach (where 

ossible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
“ederal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
etc., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing needs [amending Public Law 901, §301— 
80th Cong.]. 

Title IV: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing on 
farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary 
of Ayriculture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings 
for themselves, their tenants, share croppers, or laborers.

Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States,

for the fiscal year 1950, $250,000,000 for 1951, and $300,- 
000,000 for 1952 and each year thereafter. 

Apportionment shall be based on the number of school 
children 5 to 17 years old multiplied by $45, the average 
annual income payments from each State, and State and 
local expenditures for elementary and secondary education, 
To be eligible for Federal aid a State must make average 
national effort (2.5 percent of average annual income fora 
5-year period) to provide good schools. Federal funds 
may be paid to nonpublic educational institutions only 
where State educational funds are so used, and then only 
in any amount proportionate to the State’s expenditure, 
Withholding of funds on the ground that a State has failed 
to meet the mandates of the act is appealable to United 
States district courts. The funds shall be available to pay 
all types of current expenses. Requires an equitable appor- 
tionment where separate public schools are maintained by 
law for minority races. In no ease shall the apportion- 
ment be used to reduce State expenditures for education. 
No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control over 
any school or any State educational institution or agency 
with respect to which funds are made available.

000,000, $225,000,000, $250,000,000, and $275,000,000 for 
the fiscal years 1950, 1951, 1952, and 1953, respectively, 
and $300,000,000 for 1954 and each vear thereafter. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) 
the excess of $45 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year aver 
age of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of 
$5 per child, whichever is greater. The number of child 
ren on which the computation is based shall be the number 
of persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of annual 
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income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and seventh years next preceding year for which the com- 
putation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 percent 
of its annual income for schools, the amount of Federal aid 
shall be proportionately reduced, except that in no case 
shall it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal year be- 
ginning after June 30, 1952, a State, to be eligible for any 
amount of Federal aid, must spend from State and local 
sources, an amount equal to or greater than 2 percent of its 
annual income payments or $120 per pupil in average daily 
attendance, whichever is less. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expend- 
itures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. 

States shall have the right to appeal questions of ad- 
ministration to the Commissioner of Education and to 
United States district courts.

Mr. Sasscer; January 6, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Authorizes series of 3-cent stamps to commemorate 
tercentenary of Annapolis, Md. 


H. R. 970. Mr. Scrivner; January 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for an additional judge for the district of 
Kansas. 


H. R. 971. Mr. Scrivner; January 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Discontinues divisions of the court in the district of 
Kansas but the court will continue to be held in the same

H. R. 972. Mr. Steed; January 6, 1949 (Ways and Means.) 


Copies of invoices for cigarettes shipments into a 
State taxing tobacco products shall be sent each month to 
the State’s tobacco tax administrator. Penalty for non- 
compliance: $1,000 fine and/or 6 months’ imprisonment. 


H. R. 973. Mr. Wadsworth; January 6, 1949 (Judiciary.) 


In claims against the Government for use of inventions, 
the court (1) shall require the Government to plead all 
defenses, to admit the truth of material facts shown by 
department records and equipment, and to waive the 
defense of shop right unless, without duress, the inventor 
gave consent to use without pay; and (2) may require 
department to assist claimant in getting evidence han 
departmental records, including papers and information 
furnished the Attorney General. Threats of prosecution 
or intimidation to influence a witness of a claimant shall be 
punishable as contempt of court. Department heads may 
refuse to answer interrogatories, etc., upon supporting 
affidavits of two experts, when deemed detrimental to the 
publie interest and safety. Pleadings and judgments shall 
be governed by the new Rules of Civil Procedure for the 
District Courts, except that the general issue may not be 
pleaded [amending U.S. C. 35: 69]. Fraudulent claims or 
suits against the United States by inventors shall work a 
complete forfeiture of such claims. 

Reasonable royalties may be granted; judgment may be 
rendered against the Government for withholding material 
evidence; no case may be dismissed for lack of prosecution 
because material evidence has been withheld and all cases 
so dismissed since January 1, 1938, are restored to the 
calendar, and inventors may assign all rights. Where an 
infringement or use of a patent or reduction in royalties 
is required of a contractor operating under a contract with 
the Geveamenanis the sole liability therefor shall rest on 
the Government and the injured party may recover by 
suit in the Court of Claims. A list of inventors whose 
inventions have been placed under secrecy orders, together ~ 
with the titles of their inventions, shall be published from 
time to time by the Commissioner of Patents. Persons 
examining patent applications or receiving information 
from the Patent Office must certify that the information so 
received will not be divulged except as becomes necessary 
in the prosecution of the war. The Court of Claims may 
reopen patent cases on newly discovered evidence. Ex- 
tends the jurisdiction of the District Courts in suits for 
compensation for patent use, heretofore vested in the 
Court of Claims, with appeals allowed to the circuit courts 
of appeal [amending U. 5. C. 28: 41(20)].

Provides for the transfer of patent cases to the court of 
another district when required by the latter addition or 
withdrawal of parties [amending U.S. C. 35: 63). 
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H. R. 975. Mr. Wolcott; January 6, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Veterans Economic Development Corporation Act of 
1949—Creates the Veterans Economic Development Cor- 
poration with capital stock of $500,000,000 to facilitate 
and promote maximum employment, business opportu- 
nities, and careers for veterans. 

The Corporation shall be managed by a board of direc- 
tors of 7 members appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to make 
loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business, or 
a trade or profession to enable them to acquire necessary 
facilities, etc., (2) veterans or others who will furnish sub- 
stantial employment opportunities for veterans, through 
establishment of new businesses, expansion of existing 
businesses, etc.; (3) municipalities and other public bodies 
for construction of self-liquidating public works where 
such public bodies furnish assurance that substantial em- 
ployment will be furnished veterans and their families; 
(4) educational insitutions where shortage of facilities 
impedes the educational program provided under the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Take and (5) veterans or 
others for construction or acquisition of housing for vet- 
erans and their families. he Corporation may also 
render technical advisory service to applicants for loans, 
conduct studies, research, etc., with respect to title III of 
the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act (relating to loans), 
cooperate with the War Assets Administration or other 
agencies in the disposal of surplus property, purchase sur- 
plus property for resale to veterans, and guarantee loans 
made by lending institutions for any of the purposes for 
which the Corporation is authorized to make loans. Notes, 
mortgages, or other evidence of indebtedness arising out 
of loans and any rights of the Corporation in connection 
therewith may be sold, transferred, or assigned to banks 
or lending institutions. The Corporation may issue 20- 
year bonds, notes, etc., aggregating not more than 10 times 
its capital stock. The Secretary of the Treasury may 
purchase obligations of the Corporation and for such pur- 
pose may use proceeds from the sale of securities issued 
after this act under the Second Liberty Bond Act. An 
Interdepartmental Committee on Veterans Employment 
and National Economic Development composed of repre- 
sentatives from the proper Government departments shall 
consult with and advise the board of directors. Quarterly 
reports shall be made to Congress. 


H. R. 976. Mr. Engle of California; January 6, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 


National Minerals Act of 1949—Creates within the 
Department of the Interior a Mine Incentive Payments 
Division headed by a director at $15,000 a year, and 
transfers to the new division all of the Office of Premium 
Price Plan for Copper, Lead, and Zinc. Production pay- 
ments shall be made for all ores, metals, and minerals 
determined to be strategic or critical pursuant to Public 
Law 520, Seventy-ninth Congress and included in group 
l-a of the Munitions Board list of strategic and critical 
materials dated September 30, 1948. Exploration pay- 
ments are provided for. Production payments shall be 
made at rates that will encourage development, production, 
and conservation and make adequate allowance for de- 
preciation, amortization, and depletion; they shall include 
a reasonable profit to the producer, and they shall be in 
addition to the amount received per unit by the producer 
from other sources. Conditions under which paymentsare 
made, amounts, etc., are set forth. Metals, minerals and 
ores, production of which is wholly dependent on produc- 
tion payments shall be purchased by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for the national stock pile, and on 
such purchases the Corporation shall be reimbursed to 
the extent of the current market price by the Bureau of 
Federal Supply of the Treasury Department. Disburse- 
ments for exploration and production payments shal] be 
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made by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation and 

the amount of all payments shall not exceed $100,000,000 

in any 1 year (until June 30, 1954). 

H. R. 977. Mr. Allen of Louisiana; January 6, 1949 (Agri. 
culture). 

Authorizes $11,000,000, $13,000,000, $15,000,000, $17. 
000,000, and $19,000,000 for the fiscal years 1951, 1952 
1953, 1954, and 1955, respectively, and $20,000,000 
annually thereafter to enable the Secretary of Agriculture 
in cooperation with State officials to carry out provisions 
of the act of June 7, 1924[U S. C. 7: 564, 565, 566] relating 
to forest fire prevention and suppression, forest protection, 
and perpetuation, ete. 

H. R. 978. Mr. Bates of Massachusetts; January 6, 1949 
(Armed Services). 

Credits service as a cadet, midshipman, or aviation 
cadet for purposes of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, 
Service as a midshipman or cadet shall be credited for 
retirement purposes [amending 58 Stat. 729]. 

H. R. 979. Mr. Bates of Massachusetts; January 6, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 

Increases to $50 per month the pension payable to a 
widow or remarried widow of a Civil War veteran who 
married such veteran prior to November 30, 1905, and 
who is 65 years old [amending U. 8. C. 38: 291b]. 

H. R. 980. Mr. Bates of Massachusetts; January 6, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Incorporates the Franco-American War Veterans. 

H. R. 981. Mr. Curtis; January 6, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Changes name of Culbertson Dam on Republican River 
to Trenton Dam. 


H. R. 982. Mr. Dolliver; January 6, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Establishes a policy for the transportation and sale of 
natural gas in interstate commerce, under the Natural 
Gas Act [amending U. 8. C. 15: 717]. 

H. R. 983. Mr. Dolliver; January 6, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Provides for issuance of estate-tax bonds to individuals 
and life insurance companies, and for deduction for 
estate-tax purposes of the value of such bonds purchased 
for the purpose of paying Federal estate taxes [amending 
U.S. C. 26: 812]. 

H. R. 984. Mr. Dolliver; January 6, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Extends to veterans of the Mexican border service who 
served 90 days or more between May 9, 1916, and April 6, 
1917, and to their widows and minor children, all the 
rights and benefits of Spanish-American War veterans. 


H. R. 985. Mr. Garmatz; January 6, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Repeals the Labor-Management Relations Act, 1947 
(61 Stat. 136), and revives the National Labor Relations 
Act in effect prior to its enactment. Revives § 313 of the 
Federal Corrupt Practices Act (U. 8S. C. 2: 251; 50 App. 
1501, relating to contributions by national banks, cor- 
porations or labor organizations) in effect prior to the 
enactment of the War Labor Disputes Act. 


H. R. 986. Mr. Herter; January 6, 1949 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 

Directs United States Fish and Wildlife Service to 
undertake a study of fish of particular interest to sports 
anglers of the Atlantic coast. 

H. R. 987. Mr. Hoffman of Michigan; January 6, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Makes it a felony (punishable by $5,00U fine and/or 2 
years’ imprisonment) to knowingly pass from one State to 
another or to transport any person in interstate or foreign 
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commerce or to take any other action, with intent to 
obstruct production of goods designed for interstate 
commerce, during a labor dispute [amending 49 Stat 1899]. 


H. R. 988. Mr. Jackson of Washington; January 6, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Extends provisions restricting the acquisition by one 
commercial corporation of the stock of another corpora- 
tion to include the acquisition of the whole or any part 
of the assets of another corporation by a corporation 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion where, in any line of commerce in any section of the 
country, the effect of such acquisition may be to substan- 
tially lessen competition or tend to create a monopoly. 
Transactions consummated pursuant to authority given to 
certain designated agencies (Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
etc.) are not covered by the restrictions [amending U. 8. C. 
15: 18, 21). 


H.R. 989. Mr. Javits; January 6, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


Allows income tax exemption on amounts up to $2,000 
a year on annuities, pensions, or retirement benefits of 
Government employees (Federal, State, and local) and of 
employees of tax-exempt charitable corporations, etc., 
jamending U.S. C. 26: 22 (b) (2)]. 


H. R. 990. Mr. Jenkins; January 6, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Revenue Revision Act of 1948—Amends the Internal 
Revenue Code with respect to income, estate, and gift taxes 
and certain administrative problems. Major provisions 
include the following: 

Title I. Income Taxes—Revises the formula applied to 
annuities under the individual income tax. Substitutes 
for the exclusion determined under the so-called 3 per- 
cent rule (which excludes from taxable income the portion 
of the annual receipt in excess of 3 percent of the price the 
annuitant paid for the annuity) a constant yearly exclusion 
which will cumulate to the amount of the annuitant’s 
consideration if he lives out his life expectancy. Defines 
employee retirement benefit contract for income-tax pur- 
poses and regulates tax payments under such contracts. 
Amends provisions relating to allowances for members 
and former members of armed forces. Permits farmers to 
treat amounts spent for soil conservation as deductible 
expenses (in general, expenditures which represent im- 
provements in the land and are not subject to depreciation 
shall be treated as deductible expenses; improvements 
which involve the construction or purchase of assets which 
are subject to depreciation will continue to be treated as 
capital outlays). Amends provisions relating to income, 
estate, and gift, tax deductions for charitable and other 
similar contributions, mainly in the interest of allowing 
comparable deductions under all three taxes. Disallows 
the deduction of wages paid for personal services of persons 
who are “dependents” of the taxpayer. Raises from 
$500 to $600 the amount of income which would dis- 
qualify an individual as a dependent. Restricts the 
allowance of the dividends—received credit in the case of 
dividends in kind distributed in ordinary course. Allows 
credit for dividends received from certain foreign corpora- 
tions. Extends averaging treatment of cases involving 
services rendered for a period of 36 months or more to 
cases in which 80 percent of the total compensation for 
work done to date over such a period is received or accrued 
in a single taxable year. 

Adds to the law relating to corporate reorganizations a 
provision for the nonrecognition of gain or loss from the 
receipt of stock in corporate exchanges carrying out certain 
of the transactions known as “split ups’’ (single corporation 
replaced by two or more new corporations, the stock in the 
few corporations being distributed to the shareholders in 
the original corporation whose stock in turn is completely 
canceled or redeemed) and “‘spin offs’’ (part of the assets 
of a corporation transferred to a new corporation and the 
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stock in the latter distributed to shareholders of the origi- 
nal corporation). Provides that if a corporation sells its 
assets just prior to liquidation no gain or loss shall be 
recognized to the corporation if certain conditions are 
complied with (formal plan of liquidation adopted, etc.). 
Permits the postponement of the recognition of gain upon 
an involuntary conversion of property in the case of antic- 
ipatory replacement. 

Provides for a percentage depletion for marble. 

Amends the net operating loss carry-over. Substitutes 
a l-year carry-back and 5-year carry-forward. Redefines 
net operating loss for carry-over purposes. 

Enacts new provisions for the taxation of employee 
stock options. In general, no income shall result upon 
the granting of an option, but if when the option is exer- 
cised the stock is transferred to the employee for less than 
its fair market value, the difference between the purchase 
price and the fair market value shall be included in taxable 
income. Establishes a preferential treatment to holders 
of restricted stock options, i. e., options which conform to 
rules laid down in the act (exercisable only within 10 years 
of date when granted, etc.). 

Amends certain provisions re foreign tax credit. 

Amends provisions re tax on the income of trusts and 
estates and their beneficiaries. Provides that a beneficiary 
is taxable only upon income as defined in the terms of the 
trust instrument (or the applicable local law) which is also 
included in the gross income of the trust for tax purposes, 
and that income received by the beneficiary will be taxable 
to him in the same way as if he had received the current 
income of the estate or trust directly. Eliminates the “65- 
day and 12-month” rules for the taxation of the prior 
year’s earnings which are distributed in the current year 
and provides, instead, that distribution of prior years 
earnings, and other income not required to be distributed 
currently, shall be taxable to the beneficiary and deductible 
to the trust or estate to the extent of the current income 
of the trust or estate not distributed currently. Provides, 
in the case of life insurance trusts, that where any part of 
the income of a trust may be used for the payment of 
premiums on policies of insurance on the life of the grantor, 
such income, in instances where only the trustee can direct 
such use thereof, shall be taxable to the grantor only when 
the income or corpus of the trust is actually used to pay 
the premiums on the policy. 

Adds a new section on family partnerships, providing 
in general that related members of a partnership shall be 
partners for Federal income-tax purposes if they meet 
prescribed tests (age, distribution of capital, ete.). 

Title II. Estate and Gift Taxes.—Amends provisions re 
reverters under the estate tax to provide that the amount 
includible in the decedent’s estate shall not exceed the 
actuarial value of the decedent’s reversionary interest just 
prior to his death. Eliminates the premium-payment test 
as a determinative basis for including insurance on a dece- 
dent’s life payable to certain beneficiaries in the decedent’s 
gross estate. Extends from 2 years to 3 years the period 
within which transfers are presumed to be made in con- 
templation of death but provides that no transfers prior to 
the 3-year period shall be deemed to have been so made. 
Excludes from the estate tax amounts payable under 
certain employee retirement plans and from the gift tax 
the irrevocable designation of the employee’s surviving 
beneficiary. Repeals the provision of the estate tax law 
which allows deduction for support of dependents. Ex- 
tends the marital deduction, under the estate tax, to life 
insurance optional modes of settlement in certain cases and 
effects a comparable extension as to annuity and endow- 
ment contracts. Provides for credit against the estate tax 
for estate or inheritance taxes paid to foreign countries 
and Puerto Rico. Exempts from the additional estate tax 
citizens or residents of the United States who were killed 
in action, or died as the result of wounds incurred, as 
members of the armed forces of the United States or any 
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of the other United Nations during World War II. Pro- 
vides that in the case of certain reciprocal trusts created 
before January 1, 1940, the relinquishment, on or before 
December 31, 1948, of any power granted by the instru- 
ment will not be subject to the gift tax (inapplicable to 
the relinquishment of any life estate which has been created 
in reciprocal trust). Allows an aggregate exclusion from 
the gift tax of $3,000 a year for gifts of future interests. 

Title III. Miscellaneous Amendments and Provisions— 
Gives appellate courts the same power of review over cases 
coming up from the Tax Court as over tax-refund cases 
decided by Federal District Courts in trials without jury. 
Effects amendments dealing with withholding taxes, veri- 
fication of returns, and collection of delinquent taxes of 
Federal employees. Repeals requirement for reports of 
corporate officers and employees exceeding $75,000 and for 
annual report to Congress on all income, estate and gift 
tax refunds paid in excess of $500. Requires reports to 
the Joint Committee on Internal Revenue on refunds of 
income, estate or gift taxes only when they exceed $200,000 
(now $75,000). 


H. R. 991. Mr. Keefe; January 6, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides assistance for the construction of hospitals 
furnishing domiciliary care [amending U. 8. C. 42: 291 
i (e)}. 

H. R. 992. Mr. Kilday; January 6, 1949 (Public Works). 

Directs a survey of the San Antonio River, Tex. 

H. R. 993. Mr. Kilday; January 6, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


The effective date of payments to World War II officers 
whose claims for retirement are allowed by boards of review 
shall be the date they were originally retired from the serv- 
ice. Retroactive to June 22, 1944 [amending 58 Stat. 284]. 
H. R. 994. Mr. Miles; January 3, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Tribal funds of the Navajo Indians shall be available 
for such purposes as may be designated by the tribal 
council and approved by the Secretary of the Interior. 


H. R. 995. Mr. Miller of California; January 6, 1949 
(Education and Labor). 


Switchboard operators employed in a public telephone 
exchange which has less than 500 stations shall no longer 
be exempt from the overtime and minimum-wage provi- 
sions of the Fair Labor Standards Act. 


H. R. 996. Mr. Miller of California; January 6, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Authorizes retroactive payment of compensation or 
ension barred because of capture, internment, or isolation 
y the enemy during World War II if claim is filed therefor 

within 1 year after release. 


H. R. 997. Mr. Miller of California; January 6, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


The effective date of retirement provisions with respect 
to Government employees involuntarily separated after 
25 years of service, is changed from July 1, 1947 to July 
1, 1945 [amending Public Law 426, sec. 1 (c), 80th Con- 
gress]. 

H. R. 998. Mr. Miller of California; January 6, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides a reduced annuity, at 55 after 5 years of serv- 
ce, for civilian personnel involuntarily separated without 
cause from the Federal service [amending U. 8. C. 5: 733). 


H. R. 999. Mr. Multer; January 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Extends to December 28, 1949 (now December 28, 
1948) the period within which application may be made 
by alien spouses and children of veterans of World War II 
for admission to the United States. Retroactive to 
December 28, 1948 [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 232]. 
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H. R. 1000. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; January 6, 1949 
(Education and Labor). 


United States Physical Fitness Act—FEstablishes a 
United States Commission on Physical Fitness, consisting 
of two members of each House of Congress, appointed by 
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, respectively, and seven persons ap- 
pointed by the President. The Commission shall appoint 
a United States Commissioner on Physical Fitness, who 
shall serve at its pleasure, at an annual salary of $10,000, 
The Commission shall promote the physical fitness of the 
inhabitants of the United States through physical train- 
ing, competition in athletic sports, camping, and kindred 
activities. A United States physical fitness fund is created 
for work of the Commission, and $250,000 (or as much 
thereof as is necessary) is appropriated thereto. For aid 
to the States and Territories in providing programs of 
physical-fitness activities, $25,000,000 is authorized for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1945 and annually there- 
after such sum as the Commission may recommend and the 
Congress determine, funds to be allocated on the basis of 
population. For the fiscal year 1946 Federal funds need 
not be matched by State or local funds, but thereafter 
50 percent of the appropriations authorized must be so 
matched. 


H. R. 1001. Mr. Philbin; January 6, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that no pricing practice employed by a seller, 
in the absence of an agreement or conspiracy with another 
seller shall be deemed an unfair method of competition 
because uniform delivered prices for similar goods are 
charged without regard to the place of delivery, or if uni- 
form delivery prices for similar goods are charged to all 
purchasers for delivery within any geographical zone, or 
if the absorption by a seller of transportation charges 
results in delivered prices identical to those charged by 
other sellers for similar goods. Whenever the Federal 
Trade Commission finds 2 or more sellers guilty of a con- 
spiracy to employ a pricing system it may require the 
sellers to take certain steps to dissipate the effect of the 
agreement [amending U. 8. C. 15: 45]. 

The defense of good faith competition shall be unavail- 
able to a seller charged with price discrimination when he 
is acting pursuant to an agreement or conspiracy with 
another seller. Sellers may charge less than the competi- 
tive price being met if such differential is customary in 
the general price relationships of the products or justified 
by the competitive situation of the sellers [amending

House Bills 


H. R. 1005. Mr. Smathers; January 6, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Authorizes State and Federal welfare agencies to use 
Federal funds appropriated under the Social Security 
Act for dependent children to aid in the return of runaway 
children from one State to another. Any child under the 
age of 16 or of such age as may be fixed for dependent 
children under the Social Security Act who without con- 
sent of parents, etc., leaves home and goes into another 
State and there is found delinquent, shall be defined as 
dependent, and shall be entitled to be cared for and re- 
turned to his home. Participation by a State shall be ona 
voluntary basis.

Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized 
$300,000,000 for the fiscal year 1950, and each year there- 
after. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $45 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average 
of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of an- 
nual income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and seventh years next preceding year for which 
the computation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 
percent of its annual income for schools, the amount of 
Federal aid shall be proportionately reduced, except that 
in no ease shall it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal 
year beginning after June 30, 1953, a State, to be eligible 
for any amount of Federal aid, must spend from State 
and local sources, an amount equal to or greater than 2 
percent of its annual income payments or $120 per pupil 
in average daily attendance, whichever is less.

Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise 
to serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and 
(2) governmental assistance, where feasible: to enable 
private enterprise to serve still more of the total need; 
to eliminate substandard housing through clearance of 
slums; to provide adequate housing for low-income urban 
and rural nonfarm families and decent farm dwellings and 
related facilities for farm owners lacking means to do so 
for themselves. 

Title I: Provides for Federal loans and capital grants to 
local public agencies to assist communities in eliminating 
slums and redeveloping project areas by private enterprise.

The 
Administrator may contract to make capital grants total- 
ling $100,000,000 per year for 5 years, tota] authorization 
not to exceed $500,000,000, no funds to be disbursed by the 
local public agency prior to July 1, 1950. Provides for 
protection of labor standards. 

Title II: Authorizes increase in Federal contributions 
for low-rent housing by the sum of $85,000,000 in the first 
year and by $10,000,000 in each of the next four years 
(total authorization not to exceed $473,000,000 per year) 
to localities which assume community responsibility and 
initiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrating 
that their needs cannot fully be met by private enterprise 
and without Federal aid, with preference to veterans and 
servicemen, Federal aid shall be given only where there 
is a gap of at least 20 percent between the upper rental 
limits for admission to the proposed low-rent housing and 
the lowest rents at which private enterprise is providing a 
substantial supply of decent housing. Provides higher 
room cost limitations under the United States Housing 
Act, of $1,750 a room (now $1,000 and $1,250, depending 
on size of city), and allows an additional limitation of 
$750 under certain emergency conditions. Authorizes 
Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing dwellings. 
Make special provisions for large families of low income. 
Limits annual contributions to any one State to not more 
than 10 percent of the total annual contributions of 
$473,000,000. Authorizes construction not to exceed 
150,000 dwelling units a year for 7 years, beginning July 
2, 1949, total not to exceed 1,050,000 units [amending 
U. 8. C. 42: 1401-1430]. 

Title III: Directs the Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
Federal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
etc., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing needs [amending Public Law 901 § 301, 80th 
Cong. ]. 

Title IV: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing on 
farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary 
of Agriculture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings 
for themselves, their tenants, share croppers or laborers. 
Authorizes the Secretary to finance such loans by issuing 
obligations (upon security of obligations of borrowers) 
not to exceed $25,000,000 during the first year, and

Provides for the cancellation of certain unenforceable 
judgments on the records of the United States district 
courts. 


H. R. 1184. Mr. Cavalcante; January 10, 1949 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Repeals the Labor Management Relations Act, 1947 
(Public Law 101, 80th Cong.). 


H. R. 1185. Mr. Davis of Tennessee; January 10, 1949 
(Judiciary). 


Incorporates the National Safety Council. 


H. R. 1186. Mr. Davis of Tennessee; January 10, 1949 
(Agriculture). 

Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine and the occupa- 
tional taxes on oleomargarine manufacturers, wholesalers, 
and retailers, effective 30 days after enactment.

Amends section 75 of the Bankruptcy Act and incor- 
porates such section as chapter XVI of the act with the 
following principal provisions: Where not inconsistent, 
chapters I to VII of the Bankruptey Act (courts proceed- 
ings, ete.) shall apply to proceedings under the new 
chapter XVI. Jurisdiction over the property of the debtor 
including unexpired rights of redemption and like interests 
is given to the courts substantially as under present law.

authorized by the court, supervise the farming operations 
of the debtor (Conciliation Commissioners and Supervising 
Conciliation Commissioners shall be eliminated). The 
court shall hear and determine any objections to the ap- 
praisers’ report and shall enter an order approving, modifv- 
ing, or disapproving it. In case of disapproval the court 
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upon notice and hearing shall enter an order in accordance 
with the proof determining the market value of the 
property which order may be reviewed by the district 
judge. The court shall also fix the amount and terms of 
payments to be paid by the debtor for the property re- 
tained in his possession. 

Alternate plans for rehabilitation of the debtor offer:

Affairs). 

Provides $1,600 toward the purchase price of automo- 
biles for blind veterans of World War II who are entitled 
to compensation for the loss, or loss of use, of one or both 
legs at or above the ankle.

H. R. 1206. Mr. Chelf; January 10, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Multiple Sclerosis Act—Establishes in the 
Public Health Service a National Multiple Sclerosis Insti- 
tute, and creates a National Multiple Sclerosis Council 
consisting of the Surgeon General of the Service, the chief 
medical officer of the Veterans’ Administration, the Sur- 
zeon General of the Army, the Chief of the Children’s 
3ureau (or their representatives) and 12 leaders in the field 
of medical science appointed by the Surgeon General of the 
Service with the approval of the Federal Security Adminis- 
trator. The Surgeon General of the Service shall conduct, 
coordinate, and foster research relating to multiple sclerosis, 
and make grants-in-aid to States, universities, hospitals, 
publie and private agencies, etc. Authorizes acceptance of 
conditional gifts and permits acknowledgment of donations 
of $50,000 or over by establishment within the Institute of 
memorials to the donors. Authorizes necessary appropria- 
tions. Authorizes the Federal Security Administrator to 
fix the compensation of certain specially qualified scientific 
and professional personnel concerned with research activi-

Repeals the excise tax on oleomargarine, effective the 
day after enactment, and repeals the occupational tax on 
manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers of oleomargarine 
effective July 1, 1949. Between the day after approval of 
this act and July 1, 1949, the occupational tax on whole- 
sale dealers who sell only oleomargarine which is not 
yellow in color shall be $200 and retailers thereof shall pay 
a tax of $6 [repealing U. 8S. C. 26: 2301 (a), 3200]. 


H. R. 1210. Mr. Dondero; January 10, 1949 (Public 
Works). 

Authorizes construction and operation of facilities for 
generating hydroelectric power at the Folsom project on 
American River in California and the use of power revenues 
therefrom to assist in repaying construction costs of 
irrigation projects. 

H. R. 1211. Mr. Doughton; January 10, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1949—Repeals 
Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1948 (Public Law 792, 
80th Cong.) and extends from June 12, 1948, for a 
further period of 3 vears, the President’s authority to enter 
into reciprocal trade agreements [amending U. 8. C. 19: 
1351]. Provides that a rate of duty not higher than the 
rate applicable to like products of other foreign countries 
(except the Philippines) may be applied to any product of 
Cuba (including products preferentially free of duty), 
whether or not the application of such rate involves any 
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preferential customs treatment and deletes the require- 
ment that duty rates on Cuban products shall not be 
increased by more than 50 percent of the rate of duty 
existing on January 1, 1945 [amending U. 8S. C. 19: 1351 
(b)). 

H. R. 1212. Mr. Doyle; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Releases to the States all Federal interest in lands 
beneath navigable waters within the boundaries of the 
respective States. 


H. R. 1213. Mr. Engle of California; January 10, 1949 
(Judiciary). 


Owners or operators of gold mines or gold placer opera- 
tions which were closed or had their operations curtailed 
pursuant to order L-208 of the WPB, may, after 6 months 
from date of this act, file a claim for losses, including 
capital, maintenance, and rehabilitation losses, but not 
including any loss of profits. Such claims shall be certi- 
fied by an examiner to the Secretary of the Treasury for pay- 
ment. Payments shall be treated as taxable income for 
years in which the losses reimbursed were sustained.

feasible and shall take effect on the first of the month 
next following the expiration of 30 days after the date of 
the proclamation. In the revision of quotas necessitated 
by territorial changes the sum total of all minimum 
quotas shall not exceed 5,000 [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 136n, 
206-299, 303, 702, 703; 28: 49]. 


H. R. 1215. Mr. Fogarty; January 10, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Provides for a decennial census of housing, beginning in 
1950. 


H. bM Mr. Hagen; January 10, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ces). 

Retired enlisted men with credit for 30 years’ service in 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who 
served outside of the United States between 1898 and 
1912, shall be entitled to receive the maximum retired 
pay now provided for the grade in which they retired 
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Effective as of July 1, 1942, to June 30, 1946 [amending 
U.S. C. 37: 109]. 


H. R. 1217. Mr. Hagen; January 10, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Provides for longevity pay for postmasters for con- 
tinuous service rendered after July 1, 1945; 5 percent of 
$100 a year (whichever is less) in addition to base pay 
for each year of service not exceeding 10 years, and an 
additional 5 percent or $100, whichever is less, upon the 
completion of every 10-year period of service thereafter 
(no credit after 30 years’ service).

H. R. 1219. Mr. Hedrick; January 10, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Repeals the Labor-Management Relations Act of 1947. 


H. R. 1220. Mr. Hinshaw; January 10, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Amends Veterans Regulation 1 (a) to provide monthly 
compensation of $240 to veterans with service-incurred 
disabilities, where the person has suffered loss of one hand 
or one foot and is blind in one eye, having only light 
perception. 


H. R. 1221. Mr. Jackson of Washington; January 10, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Authorizes admission into the United States of persons 
of races indigenous to Siam, on a quota basis, and makes 
them eligible for naturalization. Preferences within quo- 
tas as provided in U.S. C. 8: 206 are inapplicable, but 
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certain priorities are provided for [amending U. §S. C. 8: 
212 (b), (ce), 703). 


H. R. 1222. Mr. Jackson of Washington; January 10, 1949 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the exchange of certain fishery facilities in 
Washington State. 


H. R. 1223. Mr. Johnson; January 10, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 

Authorizes the American River development as an in- 

tegrated feature of the Central Valley project, California. 


H. R. 1224. Mr. Jennings; January 10, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 

Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized $300,-

Federal Aid to Education Act of 1949—To aid the 
States, Territories, and the possessions of the United 
States in financing their public elementary and secondary 
school systems, and to more nearly equalize school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States there is authorized $200,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year 1950, $250,000,000 for 1951, and 
$300,000,000 for 1952 and each year thereafter. 

Apportionment shall be based on $40 as the minimum 
school cost for each child and the number of children from 
5 to 17 years old in the State, the average annual income 
payments for each State, and State and local expenditures 
for elementary and secondary education but each State 
shall receive at least $3 per child. In order to be eligible 
for Federal aid of more than $3 per child a State must make 
average national effort (2.5 percent of average annual 
income for a 5-year period) to provide good schools.

H. R. 1226. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits soliciting or accepting fees for referring persons 
for employment in the United States Government. 


H. R. 1227. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Extends coverage of the Federal old-age and survivors 
insurance system to certain employees of the Panama 
Railroad Company. Provides that employees covered 
shall be subject to state unemployment compensation laws 
{amending U. 8. C. 42: 409; U. S. C. 26: 1426, 1606). 

H. R. 1228. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Repeals the tax on transportation of persons and prop- 
erty [repealing U. 8. C. 26: 3469, 3475; amending U. 8. C. 
26: 1650). 

H. R. 1229. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Vests the authority to appoint conservators, receivers, 
etc., of Federal savings and loan associations exclusively 
in Federal district courts, and prescribes grounds and 
procedure for such appointments [amending U. 8. C. 
12: 1464 (d)]. 

H. R. 1230. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Natural Resources Act of 1945—Establishes a Natural 
Resources Council to be composed of the Secretaries of 
Interior and Agriculture (ex officio) and three members 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate. 
Directs the Council to (1) encourage development and 
utilization of natural resources; (2) keep a natural resources 
inventory; (3) acquire and hold a natural resources stock 
pile which shall include critical and strategic materials; 
(4) make studies and estimates with respect to all phases 
of natural resources and all foreign patents relating thereto 
which are held by the Alien Property Custodian; (5) stimu- 
late research by private enterprise and State and local 
governments on new or improved technologies; and (6) 
utilize the facilities of any Government agency to carry 
out the purposes of this act. The Secretary of the Interior 
shall conduct a continuing program of exploration and 
development of domestic mineral deposits and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture shall accelerate the surveys for making 
a comprehensive appraisal of the agricultural and forest 
resources. 

H. R. 1231. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Requires the opinion of the Attorney General in lieu of 
that of district judges in determining the need for additional 
assistant district attorneys [amending U. S. C. 28: 483). 
H. R. 1232. Mr. King; January 10, 1949 (Banking and 

Currency). 

Reestablishes the original eleventh and twelfth Federal 
home loan bank districts and the original Federal Home 
Loan Banks of Los Angeles and Portland [amending 
U. S. C. 12: 1423]. 

H. R. 1233. Mr. Klein; January 10, 1949 (Ways and 
Means), 

Provides a Federal bonus for District of Columbia 

veterans of World War II (next of kin in the case of those 
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who lost their lives) in the following amounts: $50, 60 days 
or less; $150, more than 60 days; $250 service outside the 
United States or death. Creates a District of Columbia 
World War II Bonus Commission to administer the act. 


H, R. 1234. Mr. Klein; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes admission into the United States, under the 
quota system, of persons of races indigerous to Indonesia, 
and makes them racially eligible for naturalization 
famending U. 8S. C. 8: 703). 

H, R. 1235. Mr. Klein; January 10, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 

Provides for registration and regulation of locksmiths in 

the District of Columbia. 


H, R. 1236. Mr. Lesinski; January 10, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Liberalizes benefits under the United States Employees’ 
Compensation Act. Increases monthly compensation as 
follows: (1) Total and partial disability, maximum $225, 
minimum $112.50 (now $116.66 and $58.33, respectively) ; 
(2) total disability (subject to fixed maximum), 75 percent 
(now 66% percent) of monthly pay; (3) payments to 
widow (no child), 50 percent (now 35 percent) of monthly 
pay; (4) benefits to children, 35 percent (now 25 percent) 
for child, maximum, 75 percent (now 66% percent) of 
monthly pay. Increases burial benefits from $200 to $400, 
Provides that in the case of permanent partial disability 
which results in the loss, or loss of the use, of a member or 
function, compensation shall be 75 percent of monthly pay 
(subject to prescribed maximum), in addition to compen- 
sation for temporary total disability but in lieu of com- 
pensation for permanent partial disability, and shall be 
paid for the period designated in the act {amending U. 8. 
C. 5: 753, 754, 756, 760 (A) (D) (K), 761). 

H. R. 1237. Mr. Linehan; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the Army and Navy Union, 


H, R. 1238. Mr. Me Donough; January 10, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

The pension, compensation, or retirement pay of a 
veteran with no dependents who is being furnished hospi- 
tal treatment, care, etc., by the Veterans’ Administration 
in any Federal or State institution shall continue without 
any taxation or reduction for any purpose [amending 60 
Stat. 908]. 


H. R. 1239. Mr. Mansfield; January 10, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 

National Minerals Act of 1949—Creates within the 
Department of the Interior a Mine Incentive Payments 
Division headed by a director at $15,000 a year, and 
transfers to the new division all of the Office of Premium 
Price Plan for Copper, Lead, and Zine. Production pay- 
ments shall be made for all ores, metals, and minerals 
determined to be strategic or critical pursuant to Public 
Law 520, Seventy-ninth Congress and included in group 
l~a of the Munitions Board list of strategic and critical 
materials. Exploration payments are _ provided for. 
Production payments shall be made at rates that will 
encourage development, production, and conservation 
and make adequate allowance for depreciation, amor- 
tization, and depletion; they shall include a reasonable 
profit to the producer, and they shall be in addition to the 
amount received per unit by the producer from other 
sources. Conditions under which payments are made, 
amounts, ete., are set forth. Metals, minerals, and ores, 
production of which is wholly dependent on production 
payments shall be purchased by the Reconstruction Fin- 
ance Corporation for the national stock pile, and on such 
purchases the Corporation shall be reimbursed to the 
extent of the current market price by the Bureau of Fed- 
eral Supply of the Treasury Department. Disburse- 
ments for exploration and production payments shall be 
made by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation and the 
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amount of all payments shall not exceed $100,000,000 in 
any 1 year (until June 30, 1954). 


H. R. 1240. Mr. Mansfield; January 10, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Extends provisions restricting the acquisition by one 
commercial corporation of the stock of another corporation 
to include the acquisition of the whole or any part of the 
assets of another corporation by a corporation subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Federal Trade Commission, where, 
in any line of commerce in any section of the country, the 
effect of such acquisition may be to substantially lessen 
competition or tend to create a monopoly. Requires a 
corporation, before the consummation a any plan for such 
acquisition to obtain the written finding of the Federal 
Trade Commission to the effect that the proposed acquisi- 
tion is consistent with the public interest and will not tend 
to create a monopoly, etc. Transactions consummated 
pusuant to authority given to certain designated agencies 
(Civil Aeronautics Authority, ete.) are not covered by the 
restriction jamending U. 8. C. 15: 18, 21]. 


H. R. 1241. Mr. Miller of California; January 10, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Increases the salaries of persons in supervisory positions 
in the larger post offices. Salaries of supervisors in the 
motor-vehicle service shall be based on the number of 
motor-vehicle service employees at such offices. Super- 
visors in first and second-class post offices, motor-vehicle 
and custodial services shall receive longevity pay in the 
amount of $100 upon completion of 10, 13, 17, and 22 
years of service, respectively [amending 59 Stat. 435). 


H. R. 1242. Mr. Miller of Nebraska; January 10, 1949 
(Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to transfer a 
certain tract of land in the Robinson Remount Station to 
the city of Crawford, Nebr., to be used as a recreational 
site. The Secretary is also authorized to grant a perma- 
nent easement to the city for a pipe line across the Robin- 
son Remount Station. 

H. R. 1243. Mr. Mitchell; January 10, 1949 (House 
Administration). 

If the Civil Service Commission finds that a violation of 
the Hatch Act does not warrant removal from office a 
lesser penalty may be imposed. Any case heretofore 
determined in which a penalty of removal has been im- 
posed may be reopened [amending U. S. C. 18: 61h (b)]. 


H. R. 1244. Mr. Mitchell; January 10, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Rates of wages at each naval shipyard and gun factor 
shall conform to those paid for comparable skill, experi- 
ence, and responsibility in private establishments in the 
general industrial area, and shall be determined through a 
naval shipyard or gun factory wage board to be appointed 
at each naval shipyard and gun factory, and a Depart- 
mental Navy Wage Review Board to be a by the 
Secretary of the Navy. Wages so fixed shall remain in 
effect for 1 year except in event of a national emergency 
requiring revision [amending U. 8. C. 34: 505). 

H. R. 1245. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; January 10, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Increases President’s salary from $75,000 a year to 
$100,000 a year and allows him a tax-free expense allow- 
ance of $50,000 a year. Increases Vice President’s salary 
from $20,000 to $30,000 a vear and allows him a tax-free 
expense allowance of $10,000 a year. Increases salary of 
the Speaker of the House of meena from $20,000 
to $30,000 a year and increases his expense allowance from 
$2,500 to $10,000 a year (tax free). 

H. R. 1246. Mr. Murray of Wisconsin; January 10, 1949 
(Agriculture). 

Repeals provisions (U. 8. C. 7: 516, 517) whieh prohibit 
the exportation of tobacco seed and plants except for 
experimental purposes.

H. R. 1247. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; January 10, 1949 
(Education and Labor). 


Authorizes $5,000,000 annually to the Secretary of 
Labor for use by cooperating State agencies administering 
labor laws. Allotments shall be based on (1) population, 
(2) number of wage earners, (3) special safety and health 
problems, (4) number of workers afforded protection by, 
and the cost of proper and efficient administration of the 
State law, (5) financial needs. 

Establishes an Industrial Safety Commission of three 
members representing the public, employers, and em- 
ployees which shall recommend to the States reasonable 
standards, methods and procedures for establishing safe 
working conditions in industry. Authorizes $250,000 for 
administrative expenses during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1948. 

H. R. 1248. Mr. Patterson; January 10, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Establishes for World War II veterans, for pension pur- 
poses, a presumption of service-connection for functional 
disorders of the nervous system and psychoses manifest to 
a degree of 10 percent or more. Presumptive period; 1 year 
after separation from active service in the case of a person 
with 1 year’s continuous active service, this to be extended 
at the rate of 6 months for each year of continuous active 
service; in the case of extra hazardous service, not less than 
the period of active war service.

The Com- 
mission after consultation with such governmental de- 
partments and agencies as it deems necessary may formu- 
late a program of nonmilitary training of value to military 
security for persons who are not physically or mentally ac- 
ceptable for military training and for conscientious objec- 
tors. 

It shall be unlawful, within such reasonable distance of 
places of training or mobilization of the National Security 
Training Corps as the Commission may determine, to keep 
houses of ill fame, places of entertainment which are public 
nuisances, ete. Supplying of intoxicating liquors to any 
trainee is prohibited. 

Basie training shall be for 16 weeks to be followed by 
service in one of nine alternative programs. Scholarships 
are provided for specially selected trainees conditioned 
upon continued service in armed services as prescribed by 
the President. 

Cash allowances of $30 a month, dependency allowances 
of $50 a month for one dependent and $65 a month for 
two or more dependents (contributed in whole by the Gov- 
ernment), payment of burial costs in the case of death of a 
trainee, and injury and death compensation are provided 
for. 

A selective training system is established in the Office 
of Selective Service Records, headed by the Director of 
that Office, and provisions are made for State selective 
training offices, civilian local boards, ete. Every male 
citizen, and every other male resident between the ages 
of 17 and 20 must register. Every male citizen, and every 
male declarant alien resident between the ages of 18 and 
20 not otherwise exempted shall be liable for training. 
Diplomatie and consular representatives of foreign coun- 
tries, ministers, divinity students, etc., are exempt. 
Deferment of students, of hardship cases, and of the tem- 
porarily disabled is provided for. 

Conscientious objectors may be assigned to noncombat- 
ant training; those who object to both combatant and 
noncombatant training may be assigned to training with 
some department or agency other than the War or Navy 
Departments. Persons who are physically or mentally 
disqualified for military training shall be assigned to other 
training or deferred from training, as the case may be. 

Exempts trainees from the payment of a poll tax in 
voting for candidates for Federal offices. Provides for 
compulsory reemployment with seniority, benefits, etc.

(Ways and Means). 

In order to encourage the prevention of stream pollu- 
tion, amounts paid for plants for the treatment of indus- 
trial waste may be deducted in computing net income. 
Effective from December 31, 1948 to January 1, 1955. 

H. R. 1344. Mr. Celler; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Changes the definition of displaced persons so as to 
include those who entered Germany, Austria, or Italy 
between September 1, 1939 (instead of December 22, 1945) 
and April 21, 1947. Eliminates the requirement that 40 
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percent of visas issued shall be available to displaced per- 
sons whose country was annexed by a foreign power. 
Permits nonquota immigration of 400,000 over a 4-year 
riod (now 202,000 for 2-year period). Of this number 
,000 would be Czechoslovakian, 3,000 displaced orphans, 
and 15,000 displaced persons who fled from their countries 
since April 21, 1947 to the American, French, or British 
zones of Germany or Austria. The Displaced Persons 
Commission is directed to insure nondiscrimination. The 
terms of the Commissioners are extended from June 30, 
1951 to June 30, 1953. The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration is authorized to advance $5 million to the Com- 
mission for loans to public and private agencies to finance 
reception and transportation of displaced persons from 
orts of entry to final destination in the United States. 
gistration for permanent residence of 15,000 displaced 
persons who entered the United States before January 1, 
1949 by the Attorney General is allowed without congres- 
sional approval [amending Public Law 774, 80th Cong.]. 
Deletes requirement that 30 percent of those admitted 
must be agricultural workers. Extends the date after 
which no preferences shall be given to displaced persons to 
March 31, 1949 (now June 30, 1948). 


H. R. 1345. Mr. Chesney; January 13, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Permits deductions from gross incomes for depreciation 
and repairs on residence occupied by owner [amending 
U. 8. C. 26: 23 (1), 24 (a) (1). 


H. R. 1346. Mr. Cole of Kansas; January 13, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 


Continues until March 1, 1951 (now March 1, 1949) the 
authority of the President to approve voluntary agreements 
entered into by persons engaged in industry, business, and 
agriculture [amending Public Law 395, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 1347. Mr. Crawford (by request); January 13, 1949 
(Armed Services). 

Broadens coverage of the provision granting $500 lump- 
sum payment for each year of active service to Air Corps 
Reserve officers upon release from active duty so as to 
include Reserve flight surgeons and Reserve aviation 
medical examiners who were designated such within 4 
months after entrance on active duty but not later than 
June 30, 1942. Eliminates the provision of Public Law 
236, Eightieth Congress, which authorizes direct payment 
of such benefits to a new group of beneficiaries (parents, 
brothers, sisters, etc.) where an Air Corps Reserve officer 
dies without designating a beneficiary [amending U. S. C. 
10: 300a]. 


H. R. 1348. Mr. Dollinger; January 13, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 

National Act against Discrimination in Employment— 
Makes it an unlawful employment practice: (1) for an 
employer of more than 50 persons to refuse to hire, to 
discharge or otherwise to discriminate in employment 
because of race, religion, color, national origin or ancestry 
or to obtain assistance in hiring from sources discriminating 
for such reasons; (2) for a labor union of 50 or more mem- 
bers, on the same grounds, to discriminate or to limit, 
segregate or classify membership so as to adversely affect 
2mployees or applicants for employment; and (3) for an 
employer or a labor union to discharge, expel or otherwise 
discriminate against any person because, he has opposed 
an unlawful practice or has filed a charge, testified, partici- 
sated or assisted in any proceeding under this act. 

_ Establishes a National Commission Against Discrim- 
ination in Employment, of seven members appointed by 
he President with the consent of the Senate, at $10,000 
wnual salary each, to investigate, conciliate and adjudi- 
sate complaints of such unfair employment practices, to 
order their cessation and appropriate affirmative action, 
including hiring or reinstatement of employees with or 
without back pay. The Commission may petition circuit 
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courts of appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., and 
parties aggrieved by orders of the Commission may 
obtain review by those courts. 

In the case of orders directed against the Federal 
Government, the Commission may request the President 
to act. The President may establish regulations to 
prevent any unlawful practice by any person who makes 4 
contract with the United States which requires the employ- 
ment of 50 persons. 

Veterans’ preferences are not affected.

Makes it unlawful for any individual, State, municipality 
or other governmental subdivision to require payment of a 
poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a Federal election, 
H. R. 1351. Mr. Dollinger; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary), 

Federal Anti-Lynching Act—The assemblage of two or 
more persons which shall, without authority of law, (1) 
commit violence upon the person of any citizen because of 
his race, creed, color, national origin, ancestry, language. 
or religion, or (2) exercise by physical violence, any power 
of correction over any person in the custody of a peace 
officer or suspected of, charged with, or convicted of the 
commission of any criminal offense, with the purpose of 
consequence of preventing the apprehension or trial or 
punishment by law of such person, or of imposing a punish- 
ment not authorized by law, shall constitute lynching, 
The maximum penalty for aiding or committing a lynching 
is $10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ imprisonment. A State or 
local officer failing through neglect, etc., to prevent a 
lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute any member of 4 
lynching mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 
years’ imprisonment. Any governmental subdivision fail- 
ing through neglect, etc., to prevent a lynching, or a 
seizure and abduction followed elsewhere by a lynching, 
shall be liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recoverable 
in a civil action by the claimant or by the United States in 
his behalf. The interstate transportation of persons with 
a view to lynching is made subject to the penalties provided 
in the Lindbergh kidnapping law (i. e., death or imprison- 
ment). 

H. R. 1352. Mr. Dollinger; January 13, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 

Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1948—Raises the 
40-cent minimum hourly wage rate to $1. Extend cover- 
age to workers engaged in any activity affecting interstate 
or foreign commerce, seamen on American vessels, and 
industries processing agricultural or horticultural com- 
modities or fish. Narrows the exemption for employees of 
retail or service establishments to those employed by an 
employer having not more than three such establishments 
having a total annual volume of sales or servicing of not 
more than $300,000, and limits the agriculture exemption 
to persons employed on a farm employing eight or less 
(such number not to include a child employed by a parent 
or a person in loco parentis employing his own child or & 
child in his custody). Excludes from maximum hour 
provisions persons employed in agriculture. Deletes the 
seasonal industry, the area-of-production, and the tele- 
phone operator exemptions. Excludes from definition of 
“wage” the cost of food and lodging in the calculation of 
minimum wages for seamen and employees of common 
carriers engaged in the preparation and service of food and 
beverages. Overtime pay at time and a half will be based 
on the new wage rates, and on a 40-hour week. Prohibits 
employment of oppressive child labor by an employer 
engaged in interstate commerce or in the production of 
goods for such commerce [amending U. 8. C. 29: 202, 
203, 205-208, 212, 213], 
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H. R. 1353. Mr. Dollinger; January 13, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 
Prohibits race segregation in the armed forces of the 
United States. 


H. R. 1354. Mr. Engle of California; January 13, 1949 
(Public Lands). 


Provides for a $150 per capita payment to the Indians 
of California, living on June 30, 1948, from funds in the 
United States Treasury credited to them on account of 
United States Court of Claims judgment in their favor. 


H. R. 1355. Mr. Engle of California; January 13, 1949 
(Public Lands). 


Authorizes annual payments to the States, for the bene- 
fit of their local poiitical subdivisions, of 1 percent of the 
fair value of national-forest lands situated therein as 
determined by the Secretary of Agriculture within 3 years 
after the date of this act. Until determination and certi- 
fication of the fair value of such lands is completed pay- 
ments to States shall continue under authority of U. 8. C. 
16: 500, after which time said section shall be repealed. 
The initial evaluation shall be based on the value of the 
lands at the time of acquisition. Redeterminations shall 
be made every 10 years. Improvements made at the 
expense of the United States and coal, oil, gas, and other 
mineral and subsurface resource shall not be included in 
the value of such lands but 37% percent of the revenues 
therefrom shall be paid to the States each year.

Postal employees in the field service who left the service 
for military duty in World War I or II shall be credited 
with sick leave for such period in the same manner as sick 
leave would have accrued had they not entered the military 
service. 

H. R. 1359. Mr. Fernandez; January 13, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 

Protects scenic values along Aspen Basin Road within the 
Santa Fe National Forest, N. Mex. 

H. R. 1361. Mr. Hagen; January 13, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Terminates war tax rates on admissions, cabarets, etc. 
H. R. 1362. Mr. Hagen; January 13, 1949 (Post Office 

and Civil Service). 

Provides for the display of the American flag on every 
post office in the United States. 

H, R. 1363. Mr. Hand; January 13, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 

Allows partially disabled veterans of World War II to 
reenlist in the armed forces of the United States, including 
the Coast Guard, for limited duty. 


Fellows; January 13, 1949 (Public 
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H. R. 1364. Mr. Hand; January 13, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Beach Erosion Loan Act of 1949—Authorizes the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to make 50-year loans 
to States and local units for the construction of protective 
devices against erosion of publicly owned shores, if: (1) 
the total of the amounts loaned to the borrower is not 
greater than the lower of (A) 10 percent of its average 
gross assessed value for the preceding 3 years or (B) one- 
third of the total construction cost, both reduced by the 
amount of any Federal contribution under Public Law 
727, 79th Congress (which is amended to conform to this 
limitation), (2) the State contributes or lends one-third of 
the construction cost; (3) the project is certified by the 
State Governor as necessary, and (4) the borrower has 
proper authorization by State law to borrow the money 
and undertake the project. 


H. R. 1365. Mr. Hand; January 13, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Exempts from income tax the retirement annuities of 
the Federal, State, and local governments, up to $2,000 
[amending U. 8. C. 26: 22 (b)]. 


H. R. 1366. Mr. Hand; January 13, 1949 (Public Works). 


Creates, for a 5-year period, a bipartisan National 
Superhighway Commission to be composed of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President with the consent of the 
Senate, at $10,000 a vear, each to make plans and surveys 
for a national superhighway system (including airports 
and emergency landing areas) including, as far as prac- 
ticable, 14 designated routes. 


H. R. 1367. Mr. Hand; January 13, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Active service in the armed forces between September 
16, 1940, and the one hundred and eightieth day after the 
termination of the war shall be credited in determining 
old-age and survivors’ insurance benefits under the Social 
Security Act.

Designates as a depository of Government publications 
the public library of each city having a population of 
100,000 or more in which there is no such depository. 


H. R. 1374. Mr. Huber (by request); January 13, 1949

Extends the period during which readjustment allow- 
ances may be paid by providing that payment may be 
made not later than 2 years after discharge or July 25, 
1954 (now must be made not later than 2 years after dis- 
ee or the termination of the war) [amending U. 8. C. 
38: 696). 


H, R. 1375. Mr. Javits; January 13, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


National Multiple Sclerosis Act—Establishes in the 
Public Health Service a National Multiple Sclerosis Insti- 
tute, and creates a National Multiple Sclerosis Council 
consisting of the Surgeon General of the Service, the chief 
medical officer of the Veterans’ Administration, the Sur- 

eon General of the Army, the Chief of the Children’s 

ureau (or their representatives) and 12 leaders in the 
field of medical science appointed by the Surgeon General 
of the Service with the approval of the Federal Security 
Administrator. The Surgeon General of the Service shall 
conduct, coordinate, and foster research relating to mul- 
tiple sclerosis, and make grants-in-aid to States, univer- 
sities, hospitals, public and private agencies, etc. Author- 
izes acceptance of conditional gifts and permits acknowl- 
edgment of donations of $50,000 or over by establishment 
within the Institute of memorials to the donors. Author- 
izes necessary appropriations. Authorizes the Federal 
Security Administrator to fix the compensation of certain 
specially qualified scientific and professional personnel 
concerned with research activities of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health and the National Multiple Sclerosis In- 
stitute, within the range of $10,000 to $15,000. 


H. R. 1376. Mr. Jones of Alabama; January 13, 1949 
(Banking and Currency). 


Farm Housing Act of 1949—Provides for Federal aid 
with preference to veterans, for rural housing on farms and 
in rural areas through loans by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to farm owners to provide decent dwellings for themselves, 
their tenants, sharecroppers or laborers. Authorizes the 
Secretary to finance such loans by issuing obligations (upon 
security of obligations of borrowers) not to exceed 
$25,000,000 the first year, and $50,000,000, $75,000,000, 
$100,000,000 during the second, third, and fourth years, 
respectively. Authorizes annual contributions of $500,000 
with additional commitments not to exceed an aggregate 
of $1,000,000, $1,500,000, and $2,000,000 per annum for the 
second, third, and fourth years, respectively. 

H. R. 1377. Mr. Kennedy; January 13, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Provides for payments to holders of adjusted-service 
certificates who did not accept payment in bonds under the 
Adjusted Compensation Payment Act, 1936. 

H. R. 1378. Mr. Kennedy; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the America Division, Inc., World War II 
Veterans Association. 


H. R. 1379. Mr. Kennedy; January 13, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

Any postal employee who has been a classified substitute 
after June 30, 1945, shall, upon appointment to a regular 
position, receive four additional salary grades. Retroactive 
to July 1, 1945 [amending Public Law 317, 79th Congress]. 
H. R. 1380. Mr. Kennedy; January 13, 1949 (Education 

and Labor). 

Labor Extension Act of 1949—Establishes in the 
Department of Labor, a Labor Extension Service to 
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promote the welfare of wage earners and their industries 
by making available to wage earners information enabling 
them to present their contributions to production as a 
basis for compensation to become informed on collective. 
bargaining agreement practices, etc. Creates a labor ex. 
tension division headed by a director at $10,000 a year to 
administer the program, and a National Labor Extension 
Council of 12 members, 6 of whom shall be chosen from 4 
panel submitted by national labor organizations, and 6 
from cooperating institutions (colleges, universities, and 
research agencies) designated as such by the States, 
Also provides for State labor extension boards of from § 
to 12 members chosen in equal numbers from a panel 
submitted by State labor-wide labor organizations and 
from a panel submitted by cooperating institutions offer. 
ing labor extension services. Provides for Federal aid 
to the States based on the number of nonagricultural 
wage earners. Funds must be expended without dis. 
crimination on the basis of race, sex, etc. 


H. R. 1381. Mr. Kennedy; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary), 
Ineorporates the National PT Veterans Association. 
H. R. 1382. Mr. Kennedy; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary), 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to adjust 
claims arising out of the sale of World War II surplus 
edible commodities. 


H. R. 1383. Mr. Klein; January 13, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Continues permanently the system of nurseries and 
nursery schools for the day care of under-school-age chil- 
dren in the District of Columbia, and authorizes necessary 
appropriations [amending 60 Stat. 540]. 


H. R. 1384. Mr. Klein; January 13, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Licenses to engage in certain businesses in the District 
of Columbia may be issued without examination as to 
persons engaged in such businesses for 5 years (10 years for 
those who left such business to go into the armed services) 
preceding July 1, 1946, of licensing provisions. At least 
one-half of such time must have been devoted to work in 
the District of Columbia [amending D. C. C, 1: 244). 


H. R. 1385. Mr. Klein; January 13, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Amends the income tax provisions of the District of 
Columbia Revenue Act of 1947 (Public Law 195, 80th 
Cong.). Strikes out the exemptions (Federal Government 
salaries, etc.) granted to residents who are Federal officers 
or employees and who are domiciled outside the District 
during the whole of the taxable year. Includes within the 
term ‘‘resident,’’ for tax purposes, any elective officer of 
the Federal Government, or any Presidential appointee 
whose appointment is subject to confirmation by the 
Senate, if he is domiciled within the District on the last 
day of the taxable year. Increases the tax rates, setting 4 
schedule of 2 percent on the first $2,000 of taxable income, 
3 percent on the next $3,000, 4 percent on the next $5,000, 
and 5 percent on excess over $10,000. Repeals the special 
tax on unincorporated businesses. 


H. R. 1386. Mr. Klein; January 13, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Act to require contracts of sale and resale between 
licensed manufacturers, wholesalers, and retailers; and to 
provide for enforcement of such contracts through sus- 
pension or revocation of licenses for violations thereof 
[amending 48 Stat. 337]. 


H. R. 1387. Mr. Klein; January 13, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia to establish daylight saving time in the District. 
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H. R. 1389. Mr. LeFevre; January 13, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Provides that 25 percent of the revenues from any 
National Park Service area shall be paid to the State 
where the area is located. Authorizes the Secretary of 
the Interior to acquire lands in certain areas. Authorizes 
$1,250,000 a year (limited to a total of $20,000,000) for 
purchase of lands. 

H. R. 1390. Mr. Lemke; January 13, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices), 

ixtends eligibility for mustering-out pay to members 
of the armed forces who were relieved from active service 
on their own initiative to accept employment [repealing 
U.S. C. 38: 691a (b) (3)]. 

H. R. 1391. Mr. Lemke; January 13, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Retirement Benefits Equalization Act of 1949—Re- 
tirement benefit payments under the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act, payments to retired employees of the Alaska 
Railroad, and to retired school teachers and police in the 
District of Columbia shall be based on the compensation 
paid 90 days previously for services comparable to those 
which they performed [amending U. S. C. 5: 698, 745;

Directs issuance of a special postage stamp in connec- 
tion with the dedication of the Theodore Roosevelt 
National Memorial Park. 


H. R. 1393. Mr. Lemke; January 13, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

Permits voluntary retirement of Federal employees 
whose duties are the investigation and apprehension, 
or detention of persons suspected or convicted of Federal 
offenses, after 20 years’ service, at age 50 [amending 
Public Law 426, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 1394. Mr. Lemke; January 13, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to cancel emergency 
crop, seed and feed loans made to veterans of World War 
Il who were disabled or killed in action. 


H. R. 1395. Mr. Lesinski; January 13, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


National Labor Relations Act—Repeals the sections of 
the Labor-Management Relations Act, 1947 (Public Law 
101, 80th Cong.) relating to the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, the procedure to be followed in 
national emergency strikes or lock-outs, suits by and 
against labor organizations, boycotts and other unlawful 
combinations, restrictions on political contributions, the 
creation of a joint committee to study labor relations and 
productivity, certain definitions, and the declaration of 

licy. [Repealing section 1 and titles II, III, IV, and 

of Public Law 101, 80th Cong.]. 

Amends the National Labor Relations Act as amended 
by the Labor-Management Relations Act, 1947 to con- 
tinue the 5 man National Labor Relations Board created 
by the Labor-Management Relations Act, 1947, but 
omits the Taft-Hartley Act provisions relative to the 
status of the general counsel. Reenacts the Wagner Act 
in all other respects than noted above. 

H. R. 1396. Mr. McGrath; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Increases the immigration quota for Greece to 50,000 
for the fiscal year after enactment and to 5,000 for certain 
other years. 

H. R. 1397, Mr. Mansfield; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Honorably discharged 90-day veterans of World War I, 
or those discharged prior to the 90 days because of a 
service-incurred disability, and are now unable to earn a 
support shall be entitled each month to: $20 for one-tenth 
disability; $25 for one-fourth disability; $35 for one-half 
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disability; $50 for three-fourths disability; $75 for tota’ 
disability or upon reaching 65 years of age; and $100 if 
such persons become so helpless or blind as to require the 
attendance of another person. 


H. R. 1398. Mr. Martin of Iowa; January 13, 1949 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Amends the definition of a widow entitled to an annuity 
under the law providing annuities for civilian officials, 
employees, etc., who engaged in the construction of the 
Panama Canal. Allows payment of such annuities to a 
widow only if she was not divorced from the employee, but 
provides for payment of an annuity to the widow of such 
employee who remarried and who subsequently becomes 
a widow [amending U. S. C. 48: 1373c]. 


H. R. 1399. Mr. Martin of Iowa; January 13, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 


Provides for the deduction from gross income for income- 
tax purposes of expenses incurred by farmers for the pur- 
pose of soil and water conservation [amending U. 8. C. 
26: 23 (a) (1)]. 


H. R. 1400. Mr. Martin of Massachusetts; January 13, 
1949 (Post Office and Civil Service). 

Directs issuance of a 3 cent postage stamp bearing a 
reproduction of old Slater Mill at Pawtucket, R. L., in 
commemoration of 160 years of cotton textile manufac- 
turing in the United States. 


H. R. 1402. Mr. Miller of Nebraska; January 13, 1949 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Establishes a Department of National Health and Wel- 
fare headed by a Secretary with cabinet rank and two 
Assistant Secretaries at $15,000 per year. The Depart- 
ment shall centralize all Federal activities relating to 
health and welfare. 


H. R. 1403. Mr. Multer; January 13, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 
Withholds Federal aid from National Guard organiza- 
tions which practice discrimination or segregation on 
account of race, color, or creed [amending U. 8. C. 32: 24]. 


H. R. 1406. Mr. O’Konski; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

A World War veteran with 90 days’ service shall be 
entitled to receive @ monthly pension: (1) if suffering from 
& permanent non-service-connected disability, ranging 
from $20 for one-fifth disability to $90 for total disability; 
(2) if 60 years of age, $60 and if 65 years of age, $90 (in 
addition to compensation or retirement pay for service- 
connected disability); or (3) if on account of age, blind- 
ness, etc., requiring personal aid or attendance, $120. 


H. R. 1407. Mr. O’Konski; January 13, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 
Declares that the United States holds certain lands in 
trust for the use of the Bad River Band of Lake Superior 
Chippewa Indians of Wisconsin. 


H. R. 1408. Mr. O’Konski; January 13, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 
Declares that the United States holds certain lands in 
trust for the use of the Lac Courte Oreilles Band of the 
Lake Superior Tribe of Chippewa Indians of Wisconsin. 


H. R. 1409. Mr. Passman; January 13, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Reduces interest allowed on the overpayment of any 
internal revenue tax from 6 to 2 percent a year [amending 
U.S. C. 26: 3771 (a)]. 


H. R. 1410. Mr. Passman; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Releases to the States all Federal interest in lands be- 
neath navigable waters within the boundaries of the re- 
spective States. 
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H. R. 1411. Mr. Patman; January 13, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Public Library Service Demonstration Act—Provides 
Federal aid to the States for the demonstration of public- 
library service in rural areas without such service or with 
inadequate library facilities, upon submission by a State 
to the United States Commissioner of Education of a plan 
which meets the standards set forth in the act. Authorizes 
payment to each State having an approved plan of $40,000 
a year for 5 years. If an expended plan providing for 
the supply of additional annual sums ranging from $40,000 
to $100,000 by State or local governmental units is sub- 
mitted, within 5 years of the act, the Federal Government 
may match such amounts with equal sums for 5 years. 
During the first year an additional $150,000 is authorized 
to train library demonstration workers. Funds paid to 
States hereunder shall not be used to purchase or erect 
buildings, or to purchase land. 


H. R. 1412. Mr. Patman; January 13, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


New, rebuilt, retreaded, and recapped motor vehicle 
tires, casing and tubes, camel-back, etc., shall be sold or 
delivered in the course of trade or business only by or 
through independent tire dealers, as defined. Penalty for 
violation; a fine of up to $5,000 and, if a natural person, 
imprisonment for up to 1 year. 


H. R. 1413. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Concedes service connection in the case of a disability 
aggravated by active military or naval service even though 
unmistakable evidence shows that the disability had its 
inception before the period of active service [amending 
Veterans Regulation 1 (a), part I, par. I (d)]. 


H. R: 1414. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Provides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) com- 
pensation for veterans of the World War whose disabilities 
were reestablished as service connected under the act of 
March 28, 1934 [amending U. 8. C. 38: 722]. 


H. R. 1415. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Provides following disability ratings for service-con- 
nected arrested tuberculosis: 100 percent for 2 years after 
date of arrest (subject to reduction to 50 percent for failure 
to follow prescribed treatment or to submit to examination 
when requested; 50 percent for an additional 5 vears; and 
40 percent for the remainder of life if the condition has 
been diagnosed as far advanced, or 30 percent if moderately 
advanced or less [amending Veterans Regulation 3 (a)]. 


H. R. 1416. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Amends Public Law 877, 80th Congress, to remove re- 
quirement that disability be rated not less than 60 percent 
to entitle veterans with service-incurred disability to in- 
crease in wartime rates of additional compensation for 
dependeats. 


H. R. 1417 Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Widows and children of veterans of World Wars I and II 
whose death is due other than to service shall be entitled 
to pensions as provided in Public Law 484, 73d Congress. 
Prescribes rates of compensation for widows and children 
as follows: Widow $52.50; widow and one child $70 (with 
$10.50 for each additional child); no widow but one child, 
$40.60, 2 children $57.40, 3 children $74.20, and $14 for 
each additional child. Increases permissible income of a 
widow with children from $2,500 to $3,000 or a child from 
$1,000 to $1,800. 
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H. R. 1418. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Extends eligibility for non-service-connected total dis- 
ability pensions to veterans of World War II and for all 
total disability whether temporary or permanent. Enum- 
erates the loss of members or faculties which shall be 
deemed total disability. Schedule for Rating Disabilities, 
1945, shall be disregarded when disabled person is unem- 
ployable, provided that: if only one disability, it shall be 
ratable at 60 percent or more; if two or more disabilities, 
combined rating should be 70 percent, with at least one 
disability ratable at 40 percent or more; lists injuries 
which shall be considered as one disability. These rating 
requirements shall be reduced as follows: at age of 50 to 
50 percent, at 55 to 40 percent, at 60 to 30 percent, at 65 
to no specified percentage. Contribution to unemploya- 
bility by congenital defects, etc., shall not preclude pension 
award. Increases amount of such pensions from $50 to 
$75, from $60 to $90 at age of 65 or after receipt of pension 
for 10 years, and to $120 if blind. Raises income limita- 
tion which shall bar pension, from $1,000 to $1,800 for 
single person, and from $2,500 to $3,000 for married person 
or person with minor children or dependent parents, and 
provides that retirement annuities and social security 
benefits shall not be considered in determining annual 
income [amending U. 8. C. 38: 739]. 


H. R. 1419. Mr. Patten; January 13, 
Affairs). 

Increases monthly benefits to veterans with service-in- 
curred disability 20 percent. Specifically increases: (1) 
non-service-connected pension payable to veterans per- 
manently and totally disabled, from $50 to $75; from $60 
to $90 when 65 years of age or after receipt of pension for 
10 years, and to $120 if helpless or blind; (2) non-service- 
connected death pension payable to widows and children 
as follows: widow but no child, from $35 to $52.50; widow 
with one child, from $45 (with $5 for each additional child) 
to $70 (with $10.50 for each additional child); no widow 
but one child, from $18 to $40.60; no widow but two 
children, from $27 to $57.40; no widow but three children, 
from $36 (with $4 for each additional child) to $74.20 
(with $14 for each additional child) [amending U. S. C. 
38: 504, 739]. 

H. R. 1420. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

A World War veteran with 90 days’ service shall be 
entitled to receive a monthly pension: (1) if suffering from 
a permanent non-service-connected disability (not the 
result of his own misconduct), ranging from $20 for one- 
fifth disability to $90 for total disability; (2) if 60 years 
of age $60, and if 65 years of age $90 (in addition to com- 
pensation or retirement pay for service-connected dis- 
ability); or (3) if on account of age, blindness, etc., re- 
quiring personal aid or attendance, $120. 


H. R. 1421. Mr. Patten; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
furnish stenographic assistance for paid full-time repre- 
sentatives of veterans’ organizations which are authorized 
to present claims, etc. [amending U. 8. C. 38: 693f]. 


H. R. 1422. Mr. Ramsay; January 13, 1949 (House 
Administration). 
Prohibits political contributions, the use of printed ma- 
terial, threats and other practices of intimidation by corpo- 
rations and employers in connection with elections. 


H. R. 1423. Mr. Ramsay; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides that the form, manner, and time of granting 
instructions to the jury in civil and criminal cases in the 
district courts of continental United States shall be gov- 
erned by the law and practice in the State courts of the 
State where the trial is held, Prohibits comments upon 
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House Bills 


the evidence or witnesses except as authorized by the law 
and practice in the State courts of the State where the 
trial is held. 


H. R. 1424. Mr. Rankin; January 13, 1949 (Appropri- 
ations). 

Appropriates $5,000,000 for 
ments on the Tombigbee River. 
H. R. 1425. Mr. Reed of New York; January 13, 1949 

(Ways and Means). 


Makes the general rule with respect to tax on income 
from sources within possessions of the United States 
applicable to income derived from the Philippines after 
July 4, 1946 [amending U.S. C. 26: 251]. 

H. R. 1426. Mr. Reed of New York; January 13, 1949 
(Armed Services). 

Provides terminal leave pay for Reserve or temporary 
Naval or Marine Corps officers who accepted permanent 
appointments in Regular Navy or Marine Corps before 
April 19, 1946, and in event of death prior to compensa- 
tion, extends provisions of Armed Forces Leave Act of 
1946 (60 Stat. 963) to cover manner of settlement [amend- 
ing 60 Stat. 94]. 

H. R. 1427. Mr. Ribicoff; January 13, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

Provides that no pricing practice employed by a seller, 
in the absence of an agreement or conspiracy with another 
seller shall be deemed an unfair method of competition 
because uniform delivered prices for similar goods are 
charged without regard to the place of delivery, or if 
uniform delivered prices for similar goods are charged to 
all purchasers for delivery within any geographical zone, 
or if the absorption by a seller of transportation charges 
results in delivered prices identical to those charged by 
other sellers for similar goods. Whenever the Federal 
Trade Commission finds two or more sellers guilty of a 
conspiracy to employ a pricing system it may require the 
sellers to take certain steps to dissipate the effect of the 
agreement [amending U.S. C. 15: 45). 

The defense of good faith competition shall be unavail- 
able to a seller charged with price discrimination when he 
is acting pursuant to an agreement or conspiracy with 
another seller. Sellers may charge less than the com- 
petitive price being met if such differential is customary 
in the general price relationships of the products or justi- 
fied by the competitive situation of the sellers [amending 
U.S. C. 15: 13). 

H. R. 1428. Mr. Sadlak; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes additional admission of Italians for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1950, and June 30, 1951, in numbers 
equal to the total unused quota for all years ending 
between June 30, 1939, and July 1, 1946. 


H. R. 1429. Mr. Secrest; January 13, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes $1,000,000 for creation and equipment, and 
$500,000 annually for maintenance and operation, of an 
experiment station in or near Marietta, Ohio, for research 
on production, refining, etc., of petroleum and natural gas. 


H. R. 1430. Mr. Sheppard; January 13, 1949 (Un-American 
Activities). 

Makes unlawful membership in the Communist Party 
or any organization known by the individual concerned 
to be: (1) an organization which aims to establish, control, 
conduct, seize, or overthrow government in the United 
States by force, or (2) a political organization that is 
affiliated with, or controlled or supported by a foreign 
government or political party in a foreign country. Pen- 
alty: 5 years’ imprisonment and/or $10,000 fine, and for- 
feiture of right to citizenship and right to hold public 
office. 


H. R. 1431. Mr. Sheppard; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Designates as Citizenship Day each general election day

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and regular primary election day on which the people of 
any State vote for national officers. Such day shall, in 
such State, be a legal public holiday. 


H. R. 1432. Mr. Smith of Virginia; January 13, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes a special 6-cent air mail stamp commemora- 
tive of the two hundredth anniversary of the founding of 
the city of Alexandria, Va. 


H. R. 1433. Mr. Teague; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Provides 4-year college education for children of persons 
whose death resulted from service in the armed services 
during World War II. Benefits shall include tution, ete., 
and $75 per month subsistence allowance. 


H. R. 1434. Mr. 
Services). 
Authorizes the Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force to recall an officer (Reserve, National Guard, Army 
of the United States) to active duty, with the consent of 
the officer himself, for purposes of rehospitalization and 
evaluation. Retroactive to August 8, 1946. 


H. R. 1435. Mr. Teague; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 
Enables the Veterans’ Administration to pay $1,600 
toward the purchase of an automobile or other conveyance 
for certain disabled veterans, when the cost exceeds $1,600. 


H. R. 1436. Mr. Tollefson; January 13, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 

National Multiple Sclerosis Act—Establishes in the Pub- 
lic Health Service a National Multiple Sclerosis Institute, 
and creates a National Multiple Sclerosis Council consisting 
of the Surgeon General of the Service, the chief medical 
officer of the Veterans’ Administration, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, the Chief of the Children’s Bureau (or 
their representatives and 12 leaders in the field of medical 
science appointed by the Surgeon General of the Service 
with the approval of the Federal Security Administrator. 
The Surgeon General of the Service shall conduct, coordi- 
nate, and foster research relating to multiple sclerosis, and 
make grants-in-aid to States, universities, hospitals, publie 
and private agencies, ete. Authorizes acceptance of con- 
ditional gifts and permits acknowledgment of donations 
of $50,000 or over by establishments within the Institute 
of memorials to the donors. Authorizes necessary appro- 
priations. Authorizes the Federal Security Administrator 
to fix the compensation of certain specially qualified scien- 
tific and professional personnel concerned with research 
activities of the National Institutes of Health and the 
National Multiple Sclerosis Institute, within the range of 
$10,000 to $15,000. 


H. R. 1437. Mr. 
Services). 


Army and Air Force Act of 1949—vYrovides that the 
United States Air Force shall consist of 70 Air Force 
groups, 22 separate Air Force squadrons supplemented by 
61 Air Force reserve groups. Authorizes an active duty 
strength of 75,300 officers and warrant officers (35,000 may 
be Regular Air Force officers and 4,800 may be Regular 
Air Force Warrant officers), and 426,700 enlisted men. 
Authorizes: (1) 24,000 (5,200 annually) serviceable air- 
craft for requirements and for replacements, guided missiles, 
spare parts; (2) the acquisition of equipment and facilities 
for the operation and maintenance of aircraft and guided 
missiles; and (3) intensified research and development 
projects. 

Fixes the authorized strength of the Army at 837,000, to 
include 82,300 officers (40,000 active list commissioned 
officers exclusive of the Air Force), 9,000 warrant officers, 
7,500 female medical officers, and 738,000 enlisted persons. 
The organizational units of the United States Army shall 
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Vinson; January 13, 1949 (Armed 
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consist of 12 Regular Army divisions, 5 separate Regular 
Army combat teams supplemented by necessary Reserve 
components including 27 divisions and 21 regimental 
combat teams of the National Guard and 25 divisions of 
the Organized Reserve Corps. Authorizes annual procure- 
ment of necessary equipment and facilities to supply 6 
divisions and their supporting elements with modern 
standard items. Authorizes research and development 
projects. Repeals conflicting provisions of law. 
H. R. 1438. Mr. Vinson; January 13, 1949 
Services). 

Clarifies and amends the act providing for the adminis- 
tration of military justice within the Air Force (Public 
Law 775, 80th Cong.) by specifying that the provisions 
of the Selective Service Act of 1948 (Public Law 759, 
80th Cong.) relating to the Articles of War (except those 
sections dealing solely with the Judge Advocate General’s 
Corps) shall apply to the Department of the Air Force. 
H. R. 1439. Mr. Van Zandt; January 13, 1949 (Armed 

Services). 


Creates three additional Assistant Secretaries of the 
Armed Services (Army, Navy and Air Force) to aid in 
fostering Reserve components, appointments to be made 
by the President with the consent of the Senate; salary, 
$10,000 a year. 

H. R. 1440. Mr. Walter; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates The Mothers of World War No. 2. 


H. R. 1441. Mr. Welch of California; January 13, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 

Extends pension benefits to persons who were members 
of the crews of vessels operated by the Army for transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies during the War with Spain, the 
Philippine Insurrection, and the China Relief Expedition. 
H. R. 1442. Mr. Williams; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes payment of $215,480 to Amite County, 
Miss., in settlement of claims for cost of repairing certain 
roads, bridges, and drainage structures in the area of 
Camp Van Dorn. 

H. R. 1443. Mr. Williams; January 13, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Permits suits in Federal district courts to determine 
compensation claims for service-incurred death or disa- 
bility under veterans’ laws. Vests appellate jurisdiction 
in the circuit courts of appeals whose decisions shall be final 
except as provided in U. 8. C. 28: 346, 347, relating to 
certification of questions to, and appeals to, the Supreme 
Court, in certain cases. A finding of death made by the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs shall not be final in an 
action brought under this act [repeals U. 8. C. 38: 705 and 
1la-2 relating to the Administrator’s decisions]. Allows 
2 years in which to sue under this act and thereafter 2 years 
from date of mailing of notice of disallowance, and, to 
persons under disability, 2 years from its removal. Allows 
attorneys’ fees not to exceed $50 out of amounts ordered by 
the court to be paid [amending U. 8. C. 38: 426]. 

H. R. 1444. Mr. Yates; January 13, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits denial or abridgment of naturalization because 
of race, sex, or marital status. Annual immigration 
quotas shall be determined by birth within a ‘‘quota area,” 
instead of by country of birth, treating as a separate 
“quota area’ each independent country, self-governing 
dominion, mandated territory, and territory under the 
international trusteeship of the United Nations, and 
attributing to “quota areas’ all other inhabited lands 
except the United States and its Territories and possessions 
and the countries whose natives are classed as nonquota 
immigrants under existing law (Canada, Central or South 
American countries, etc.), with exceptions as to wives and 
unmarried children comparable to exceptions under 
existing law as to determination of nationality and a pro- 
vision that an alien who is attributable by as much as one- 
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half of his ancestry to the Asia-Pacific triangle (defined in 
the act) shall, unless he comes within the term “‘nonquota 
immigrant,” be chargeable to a quota within that triangle, 
An Asia-Pacific quota of 100 annually is established, 
Within the preference and nonpreference classes provided 
within an annual quota, a priority up to 75 percent of the 
quota of any quota area shall be given to persons born and 
resident therein. The annual quota of any quota area, 
beginning with fiscal year 1948, shall be one-sixth of 1 per- 
cent of the number of inhabitants in continental United 
States in 1920 attributable by national origin to that quota 
area, but the existing quota for China and Chinese persons 
shall not be disturbed, and the minimum quota for any 
quota area (now of any nationality) shall be 100. The 
new quotas shall be proclaimed by the President on or 
before June 1, 1948, or as soon thereafter as feasible and 
shall take effect on the first of the month next following the 
expiration of 30 days after the date of the proclamation, 
In the revision of quotas necessitated by territorial changes 
the sum total of all minimum quotas shall not exceed 
5,000 eames U.S. C. 8: 136n, 206-299, 303, 702, 703; 
28: 49]. 


H. R. 1511. Mr. Tollefson; January 17, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Labor Extension Act of 1949—Establishes in the De- 
partment of Labor a Labor Extension Service to promote 
the welfare of wage earners through a program for the 
dissemination of useful knowledge and information, in 
cooperation with colleges, research agencies, ete., but 
prohibits the establishment of requirements regarding 
curriculum, materials, instruction, or methods of instrue- 
tion, or methods of instruction. Creates a Labor Exten- 
sion Division headed by a Director at $10,000 a year to 
administer the program and an advisory National Labor 
Extension Council of 12 members, the majority of whom 
shall be chosen from a panel submitted by national labor 
organizations, the remainder to include representatives 
of cooperating institutions, research agencies, etc. Pro- 
vides for Federal aid to the States based on a number of 
wage earners in each State and prescribes a plan for partici- 
pation in the program. Funds must be expended without 
discrimination on the basis of race, sex, etc. 


H. R. 1512. Mr. Huber (by request); January 17, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Makes chiropractors eligible for appointment in the 
Department of Medicine and surgery of the Veterans’ 
Administration [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 15d]. 


H. R. 1513. Mr. Bailey; January 17, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Repeals the Labor-Management Relations Act of 1947. 


H. R. 1514. Mr. Barrett of Pennsylvania; January 17, 
1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes $11,000,000 for construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, in the vicinity of Philadelphia. 


H. R. 1515. Mr. Bartlett; January 17, 1949 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 


Provides for gradual elimination of the use of salmon 
traps in Alaskan waters during the years 1950-58. Bans 
use of such traps after January 1, 1960. 


H. R. 1516. Mr. Battle; January 17, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Provides annual automatic promotions to the next 
higher grade for part time charmen and charwomen and 
increases the hourly rates of compensation of the four 
grades from 65 cents an hour to $1.10 an hour for grade 1; 
70 cents to $1.15 for grade 2; 75 cents to $1.20 for grade 3: 
80 cents to $1.25 for grade 4 [amending 59 Stat. 449]. 
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H. R. 1517. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; January 17, 1949 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Grants consent of Congress to the Gulf State Marine 
Fisheries Compact, creating the Gulf States Marine 
Fisheries. 

H. R. 1518. Mr. Brehm; January 17, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Notwithstanding the failure to apply within the pre- 
scribed time limits, the Federal Security Administrator is 
authorized to pay the following old-age and survivors 
insurance benefits: (1) Wife’s insurance benefits; (2) child’s 
insurance benefits; (3) widow’s insurance benefits; 
(4) widow’s current insurance benefits; or (5) parent’s 
insurance benefits [amending U.S. C. 42: 402 (h)]. 


H. R. 1519. Mr. Buchanan; January 17, 1949 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise 
to serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and (2) 
governmental assistance, where feasible: To enable private 
enterprise to serve still more of the total need; to eliminate 
substandard housing through clearance of slums; to pro- 
vide adequate housing for low-income urban and rural 
nonfarm families and decent farm dwellings and related 
facilities for farm owners lacking means to do so for them- 
selves. 

Title I: Provides for Federal loans and capital grants to 
local public agencies to assist communities in eliminating 
slums and redeveloping project areas by private enterprise. 
To finance these loans, the Administrator may issue obli- 
gations of $25,000,000 for the first year, $225,000,000 the 
second year, and $250,000,000 for each of next three 
years, total authorization not to exceed $1,000,000,000. 

he Administrator may contract to make capital grants 
totalling $100,000,000 per year for 5 vears, total authori- 
zation not to exceed $500,000,000, no funds to be disbursed 
by the local public agency prior to July 1, 1950. Provides 
for protection of labor standards. 

Title II: Authorizes increase in Federal contributions 
for low-rent housing by the sum of $85,000,000 in the 
first year and by $90,000,000 in each of the next 4 years 
(total authorization not to exceed $473,000,000 per year) 
to localities which assume community responsibility and 
initiative in estimating their own needs and demonstrating 
that their needs cannot be met fully by private enterprise 
and without Federal aid, with preference to veterans and 
servicemen. Federal aid shall be given only where there 
is a gap of at least 20 percent between the upper rental 
limits for admission to the proposed low-rent housing and 
the lowest rents at which private enterprise is providing a 
substantial supply of decent housing. Provides higher 
room cost limitations under the United States Housing Act, 
of $1,750 a room (now $1,000 and $1,250, depending on 
size of city), and allows an additional limitation of $750 
under certain emergency conditions.

Title III: Directs the Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where

ete., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
ee housing needs [amending Public Law 901 § 301, 80th 

‘ong. }. 

Title IV: Provides for Federal aid for rural housing on 
farms and in rural areas through loans by the Secretary 
of Agriculture to farm owners to provide decent dwellings 
for themselves, their tenants, share croppers, or laborers. 


Authorizes the Secretary to finance such loans by issuing 
obligations (upon security of obligations of borrowers) not 
to exceed $25,000,000 during the first year, and $50,000,000, 
$75,000,000,000, $100,000,000,000 during the second, third, 
and fourth year respectively. Authorizes annual contri- 
butions of $500,000 with additional contributions not to 
exceed an aggregate of $1,000,000, $1,500,000, and $2,- 
000,000 per annum for the second, thrid, and fourth year 
respectively. 

Title V: Authorizes Administrator to appoint advisory 
committees and directs the inclusion of the Secretary of 
Labor in the membership of the National Housing Council 
in the Housing and Home Finance Agency.

Authorizes dental care and treatment at naval hospitals 
and dispensaries for dependents of naval and Marine 
Corps personnel. 


H. R. 1524. Mr. Cunningham; January 17, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 


Increases the personal income-tax exemption: (1) 
$1,000 for a single person or a married person not living 
with husband or wife and not maintaining a separate 
household, (2) $1,500 for a single person or a married per- 
son not living with husband or wife and maintaining a 
separate household, and (3) $2,000 for a head of a family 
or a husband and wife living together.

An individual who, in connection with the desertion or 
abandonment of his minor child under 17 years of age, 
shall travel or move in interstate or foreign commerce 
shall be guilty of afelony.

H. R. 1544. Mr. Herter; January 17, 1949 (Ways and

years or more. Effective as to taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1940 [amending U. 8.

Means). 


Exempts veterans posts or organization from the oceu- 
pational tax imposed on bowling alleys, and billiard and 
pool tables. Effective after June 30, 1948 [amending 
U.S. C. 26: 3268 (a). 

H. R. 1548. Mr. LeCompte; January 17, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Any person who served after April 14, 1935, on active 
duty in the United States Naval Reserve as a seaman sec- 
ond class undergoing flight training, and died as the result 
of an aviation accident while on duty in active service 
shall automatically be granted national service live insur- 
ance in an amount which, together with any other Govern- 
ment insurance on his life, aggregates $10,000.

The annual immigration quotas for Italy for the fiscal 
years 1950 and 1951 shall be increased by an amount 
equal to the unused Italian quotas for the past 10 years 
(34,275) [amending U. 8. C. 8: 211]. 

H. R. 1551. Mr. Lucas; January 17, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 

Educational Facilities Finance Act—Authorizes the 
teconstruction Finance Corporation to make grants 
totaling $300,000,000 and loans totaling $300,000,000 to 
the States for elementary and secondary school buildings, 
and appurtenances and permanent equipment necessary 
to the proper functioning of such buildings.

Requires employees affected by the provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act, etc., relating to questions of 
representation in collective-bargaining units and com- 
plaints of unfair labor practices to file affidavits by each 
officer of the corporation, etc., that is termed an employer 
under the act that he is not a member of the Communist 
Party, etc. [amending Public Law 101—80th Cong.]. 


H, R. 1558. Mr. Perkins; January 17, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


To aid the States, Territories, and the possessions of the 
United States in financing their public elementary and 
secondary school systems, and to more nearly equalize such 
school opportunities throughout the States, there is author- 
ized $300,000,000 for the fiscal year 1950 and each year 
thereafter. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be the excess of 
$50 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average of annual 
income for the State.

H. R. a” Mr. Hagen; January 17, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 


Provides compensation (at $5 a day) and travel allow- 
ances to members of local selective-service boards [amend- 
ing U.S. C. 50 App.: 310 (a) (3)]. 


H. R. 1572. Mr. Herter; January 17, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Provides for compensation for excess hours of work 
performed by employees of the United States Employment 
Service who were engaged in performing duties within the 
States between July 1, 1942, and November 15, 1946. 


H. R. 1573. Mr. Hoeven; January 17, 1949 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


National Multiple Sclerosis Act—Establishes in the 
Public Health Service a National Multiple Sclerosis In- 
stitute, and creates a National Multiple Sclerosis Council 
consisting of the Surgeon General of the Service, the chief 
medical officer of the Veterans’ Administration, the 
Surgeon General of the Army, the Chief of the Children’s 
Bureau (or their representatives) and 12 leaders in the 
field of medical science appointed by the Surgeon General 
of the Service with the approval of the Federal Security 
Administrator. The Surgeon General of the Service shall 
conduct, coordinate and foster research relating to mul- 
tiple sclerosis and related neurological diseases, and make 
grants-in-aid to States, universities, hospitals, public and 
private agencies, etc. Authorizes acceptance of conditional 
gifts and permits acknowledgment of donations of $50,000 
or over by establishment within the Institute of memorials 
to the donors.

H. R. 1578. Mrs. Norton; January 17, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


National Act against Discrimination in Employment— 
Makes it an unlawful employment practice: (1) for an 
employer of more than 50 persons to refuse to hire, to 
discharge or otherwise to discriminate in employment 
because of race, religion, color, national origin or ancestry 
or to obtain assistance in hiring from sources discriminating 
for such reasons; (2) for a labor union of 50 or more mem- 
bers, on the same grounds, to discriminate or to limit, 
segregate or classify membership so as to adversely effect 
employees or applicants for employment; and (3) for an 
employer or a labor union to discharge, expel or otherwise 
discriminate against any person because he has opposed 
an unlawful practice or has filed a charge, testified, partici- 
pated or assisted in any proceeding under this act. 

Establishes a National Commission Against Discrim- 
ination in Employment, of seven members appointed by 
the President with the consent of the Senate, at $10,000 
annual salary each, to investigate, conciliate and adjudi- 
cate complaints of such unfair employment practices, to 
order their cessation and appropriate affirmative action, 
including hiring or reinstatement of employees with or 
without back pay. The Commission may petition circuit 
courts of appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., and 
parties aggrieved by orders of the Commission may 
obtain review by those courts. 

In the case of orders directed against the Federal 
Government, the Commission may request the President 
to act. The President may establish regulations to 
prevent any unlawful practice by any person who makes & 
contract with the United States which requires the employ- 
ment of 50 persons. 

Veterans’ preferences are not affected.

Women’s Equal Pay Act of 1949—Declares it an unfair 
wage practice for any employer engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce or in transactions affecting such com- 
merce to discriminate between the sexes as to payment of 
wages, discharging of personnel, ete. Provisions shall be 
administered by the Secretary of Labor. 

H. R. 1639. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 18, 1949 
(Appropriations). 


Makes an additional appropriation of $500,000 to the 
Department of the Interior for the welfare of Indians, 
H. R. 1641. Mr. Dollinger; January 18, 1949 (Banking 
and Currency). 


Fair Housing Practices Act of 1949—Bars the use of 
Federal funds as assistance to provide housing with respect 
to the occupancy of which there is discrimination because 
of race, religion, color, etc. 

H. R. 1642. Mr. Dollinger; January 18, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 

Withholds Federal aid from schools (or States for the 
benefit of a school) which, during the previous year, have 
discriminated between students by reason of race or 
religion or have permitted students to be members of 
student organizations which have so discriminated. 


H. R. 1643. Mr. Dollinger; January 18, 1949 (Foreign 
Affairs). 

Amends the Economie Cooperation Act of 1948 (Public 
Law 472, 80th Cong.) to bar assistance to any country 
which violates United Nations Charter or engages in acts 
of agression.

Motor Vehicle Identification Plate Act—-Requires illu- 
minated license plates on motor vehicles operated upon 
highways in interstate or foreign commerce. 


H. R. 1731. Mr. Spence; January 24, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Housing and Rent Act of 1949—Extends rent control 
until March 31, 1951, and-also continues until that date 
provisions for veterans’ preference in new housing. Limits 
exemption of hotels from rent control to those which were, 
on June 30, 1947, occupied by transient guests. Provides 
for continued rent control on additional accommodations 
created by conversion unless the Expediter decontrols 
them.

H. R. 1736. Mr. Yates; January 24, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Labor Extension Act of 1949—Establishes in the De- 
partment of Labor a Labor Extension Service to promote 
the welfare of wage earners and their industries by making 
available to wage earners information enabling them to 
present their contributions to production as a basis for 
compensation to become informed on collective-bargaining 
agreement practices, etc. Creates a labor extension divi- 
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sion headed by a director at $10,000 a year to administer 
the program, and a National Labor Extension Council of 
12 members, 6 of whom shall be chosen from a panel sub- 
mitted by national labor organizations, and 6 from co- 
operating institutions (colleges, universities, and research 
agencies) designated as such by the States.

of agency or institution for treatment; or (3) order him 
confined under conditions best designed for the protection 
of the public. The Board may at any time release con- 
ditionally under supervision a youth offender committed 
to it and may discharge him unconditionally after 1 year 
from his conditional release; it must release him condi- 
tionally 4 years after his conviction and discharge him 
unconditionally 6 years after his conviction.

The President with the consent of the Senate shall ap- 
point a director of the foundation for a term of 6 vears, at 
$15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall be 
divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical and 
engineering sciences, biological sciences, and _ scientifie 
personnel and education, with a committee for each division 
composed of not less than five persons appointed by the 
foundation. 

The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited non- 
profit American of foreign institutions of higher education, 
solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a register 
of scientific and technical personnel. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientifie research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions produced 
thereunder which will protect the public interest and the 
equities of the individual party to the contract.

defense will not be adversely affected thereby.

Appropriates additional sum of $10,000,000 for emer- 
gency flood relief. 


H. R. 1940. Mr. Stefan; January 27, 1949 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates $3,000,000 for disaster relief in case of 
snowstorms, blizzards, floods, or other catastrophes. 


H. R. 1941. Mr. Teague; January 27, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 
A parent who shall have abandoned his or her family for 
7 years and who shall remain in abandonment as of the 
date the national service life insurance matures may not 
participate in the insurance benefits [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 
801 (f)]. 


H. R. 1942. Mr. Teague; January 27, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Social Security Act Amendment of 1948—Provides 
service credit of $160 per month for veterans of World 
War II for the purposes of old-age and survivors insurance 
under the Social Security Act [amending 60 Stat. 978]. 


H. R. 1943. Mr. Teague; January 27, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Increases the amounts of the annual income limitations

Corporation on notes acquired from insured banks shall 
be subject to all defenses available to such banks; and 
that with respect to obligations or other property acquired 
by said corporation from insured banks, all defenses which 
may be raised against such banks may be raised against 
the corporation. Effective as of August 23, 1935 [amend- 
ing U. 8S. C. 12: 264]. / 

H. R. 1950. Mr. Celler; January 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Relieves certain consultants (e. g., dollar-a-year men) 
formerly employed by the Technical Industrial Intelligence 
Committee division of the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion from provisions of law directing or authorizing deduc- 
tions from per diem allowances in lieu of subsistence for 
items of meals or lodgings furnished free or purchased from 
any Government agency or from the Military Establish- 
ment. 


H. R. 1951. Mr. Celler; January 27, 1949 (Judiciary).

H. R. 1953. Mr. Celler; January 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Increases fees of witnesses in United States Courts and 
before United States Commissioners from $2 to $4 a day, 
and mileage from 5 cents to 7 cents a mile. Increases 
subsistence allowance of witnesses from $3 a day to $5 a 
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day. Witnesses who are required to travel between the 
Territories and possessions, or to and from the continental 
United States are allowed actual expenses of such travel 
at the lowest first-class rate available.

Metals, minerals, and ores on which development and 
conservation payments are made shall be purchased by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation for the national 
stock pile and on such purchases the Corporation shall be 
reimbursed to the extent of the current market price and 
all expenses incurred by the Bureau of Federal Supply 
of the Treasury Department. Disbursements shall not 
exceed $100,000,000 for 1950, and shall be made by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation.

National Labor Relations Act of 1949—Repeals the 
Labor-Management Relations Act, 1947, (Public Law 
101, 80th Cong.) and reenacts the National Labor Relations

Amends U. 8. C. 18:610 to exempt labor organizations 
from the restrictions placed on political contributions.

Extends the statute of limitations on suits for wages, 
liquidated damages, etc., from 2 to 4 years and abolishes 
the defense of reliance on an administrative order [amend- 
ing sec. 6 and repealing sec. 10 of 61 Stat. 84].

Provides for the coinage of a 7-cent piece 


H. R. 2035. Mr. McCormack; January 31, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides for the promotion (1) of certain officers relieved

Provides for assistance to the States in carrying out 8 
program of construction and expansion of medical colleges.

H. R. 2046. Mr. Davis of Tennessee; January 31, 1949 
(Public Works). 


Increases cost limit on New General Accounting Office 
Building by $2,550,000. 


H. R. 2047. Mr. Baring; January 31, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 


National Minerals Act of 1949—Creates within the 
Department of the Interior a Mine Incentive Payments 
Division headed by a Director at $15,000 a year, and 
makes available to the new Division the records of the 
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Office of Premium Price Plan for Copper, Lead, and Zine. 
Production payments shall be made to producers whose 
operations require such payments on all ores, metals, and 
minerals determined to be strategic or critical pursuant to 
Public Law 520, 79th Congress and included in group 1-A 
of the Munitions Board list of strategic and critical 
materials. Such payments shall be at rates that will 
encourage development, production and conservation and 
make adequate allowance for depreciation, amortization 
and depletion; they shall include a reasonable profit to 
the producer; they shall be in addition to the amount 
received per unit by the producer from other sources, and 
they shall be within maximum limits prescribed by the 
act, these limits to be adjusted in accordance with changes 
in the wholesale commodity price index of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Exploration payments are provided for, 
these to be made on condition that no royalties may be 
paid to landowners not actively engaged in sharing ex- 
penses of transportation, milling, and smelting 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation shall purchase 
for the national security stock pile all additional ores, 
minerals, and metals which are produced as a result of 
production payments, and the Corporation shall be reim- 
bursed by the Bureau of Federal Supply at current market 
prices for the metals, etc., so purchased. The total amount 
to be expended by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
under this act shall not exceed $100,000,000 a year. 
Effective expiration date: June 30, 1954. Necessary 
appropriations are authorized. 
H. R. 2048. Mr. Barrett of Pennsylvania; January 31, 

1949 (Armed Services). 


Army and Air Force officers on active duty between 
December 7, 1941, and June 30, 1946, shall not be retired 
in a grade junior to officers on the promotion list as of 
September 9, 1940 [amending § 203 (a) of Public Law 810, 
80th Cong.].

Relieves employees of first- and second-class post offices

Each installment of an annuity must be 
spent within 30 days of its receipt and the proceeds of a 
sale of any real property acquired through the use of money 
received as an annuity shall be expended within 6 months 
after receipt. An annuitant shall not engage in a gainful 
occupation or support any able-bodied person in idleness 
except a spouse. An annuity may be waived by filing 
notice with the Secretary of the Treasury.

(6) correlate the foundation’s programs with those under, 
taken by individuals and by public and private research 
groups; and (7) establish special commissions as it may 
deem necessary. The foundation shall endeavor to 
strengthen the work throughout the United States and 
avoid undue concentration. 

The foundation shall have 24 members appointed by 
the President with the consent of the Senate, for a 6-year 
term, who are eminent in the fields of the basic sciences, 
medical] science, engineering, education, or public affairs; 
an Executive Committee and such other committees as 
are necessary may be appointed from among its member- 
ship. The President with the consent of the Senate shall 
appoint a director of the foundation for a term of 6 years, 
at $15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall be 
divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical, and 
engineering sciences, biological sciences, and scientific 
personnel and education, with a committee for each divi- 
sion composed of not less than five persons appointed by 
the foundation. 

The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited non- 
profit American or foreign institutions of higher education, 
solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a register 
of scientific and technical personnel. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions pro- 
duced thereunder which will protect the public interest 
and the equities of the individual party to the contract. 
No officer or employee of the foundation shall acquire, 
retain, or transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the 
United States, in any invention which he may make or 
produce in connection with his assigned activities. 

The foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the Secre- 
tary of State after consulation with the director, cooperate 
in any international scientific research activities consistent 
with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The foundation shall 
not, itself, operate laboratories or pilot plants, nor shall it 
support any research or development activity in the field 
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of atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property result- 
ing from research in that field without the concurrency of 
the Atomic Energy Commission that the common defense 
will not be adversely affected thereby. 

The director may, with the approval of the foundation 
appoint a deputy director at not more than $12,000 a year,

Each installment 
of an annuity must be spent within 30 days of its receipt 
and the proceeds of a sale of any real property acquired 
through the use of money received as an annuity shall be 
expended within 6 months after receipt. An annuitant 
shall not engage in a gainful occupation or support any 
ablebodied person in idleness except a spouse. An 
annuity may be waived by filing notice with the Secretary 
of the Treasury.

A permanent panel of arbitrators of labor disputes (to be 
composed of at least 15 members designated by the 
National Labor-Management Panel with the approval of 
the President and Senate) shall be maintained in the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

When a labor dispute threatens to endanger the public 
health or safety, the President shall issue an order to the 
parties prohibiting the calling of or assisting in a strike, 
ete., rescinding all issued authorizations of a strike, etc., 
directing the parties to maintain the status quo, and direct- 
ing that no disciplinary action be taken against anyone 
complying with an order issued under this section of the 
act. Federal district courts shall have jurisdiction to issue 
injunctions, restraining orders, etc., to enforce these pro- 
visions. Temporary restraining orders shall not be 
effective beyond 5 days, but they may be continued by the 
court for further 5-day periods when the testimony offered 
is insufficient to determine whether a temporary injunction 
should issue. 

The parties to such dispute may reach a settlement 
through negotiation, or through arbitrators chosen accord- 
ing to agreement between the parties; but if within 30 days 
after issuance of the President’s order the dispute has not 
been settled or is not under voluntary arbitration the 
President may, and within 15 days after the 30-day period 
he shall, direct that the dispute be arbitrated by members 
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selected from the panel of arbitrators, each party selecting 
one arbitrator, and the two arbitrators choosing a third. 
If either party fails to select an arbitrator or the two 
arbitrators fail to select a third, the Federal Conciliation 
and Mediation Director shall make the selection from the 
panel of arbitrators. Awards of arbitrators may contain 
suitable retroactive provisions, and they shall be binding 
on the parties for a period of 6 months, unless modified by 
mutual agreement. In making awards, the arbitrators 
shall consider the fact that the right to strike of employees 
in employment necessary to public health or safety has 
been limited, and that such employees ought to have terms 
and conditions of employment as favorable as those of 
employees not subject to restrictions on their right to strike. 
Repeals §§ 206-210 of the Labor Management Relations 
Act of 1947 (Public Law 101, 80th Cong.), dealing with 
procedure in national emergencies. Amends § 205 (a) of 
the act to provide that the National Labor-Management 
Panel shall, with the concurrence of not less than nine of 
the members, designate persons to serve on the panel of 
arbitrators.

The director, 
under the direction of the Secretary, shall develop an 
over-all program integrating the activities and functions

seller shall agree to service the loan in return for a service 
charge at a rate not in excess of 1 percent annually of the 
unpaid balance, as may be provided by agreement. Loans 
purchased hereunder may be sold at not less than par 
upon such terms as Administrator may determine. Auth- 
orizes the Secretary of the Treasury to make necessary 
sums available, not in excess of $800,000,000, and to use 
for such purposes proceeds of the Second Liberty Bond 
Act. 

Authorizes direct loan to eligible veteran for construction 
of his own home, not to exceed $10,000, at 4 percent per 
annum. Cash advances may be made to pay taxes, assess- 
ments, and other expenses, authority to make such loans 
to expire on June 30, 1951. Authorizes Secretary of the 
Treasury to make necessary sums available, not in excess 
of $500,000,000. Forbids Federal National Mortgage 
Association to purchase mortgage loan guaranteed under 
Servicemen’s Adjustment Act [amending U. 8.

Mrs. Douglas; February 7, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Women’s Equal Pay Act of 1949—Declares it an unfair 
wage practice for any employer engaged in interstate or 
foreign commerce on in transactions affecting such com- 
merce to discriminate between the sexes as to payment of 
wages, discharging of personnel, etc. Provisions shall be 
administered by the Secretary of Labor. 

H. R. 2439. Mr. Miller of Maryland; February 7, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Extends to water-route contracts for delivery of mail, 
the same provisions for renewal and adjustment (as to 
compensation) as now apply to star-route contracts 
famending U. 8. C. 39: 434]. 

H. R. 2440. Mr. Monroney; February 7, 1949 (Banking 
and Currency). 

Authorizes the Public Housing Commissioner to sell the 
suburban resettlement projects known as Greenbelt, Md., 
Greendale, Wis., and Greenhills, Ohio, without regard to 
provisions of law requiring competitive bidding or public 
advertising. First preference shall be given to veteran 
cooperative or mutual corporations or other nonprofit 
organizations. 


H. R. 2441. Mr. Rees; February 7, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1950 
and 1951 for grants by the Federal Works Administrator 
to local school agencies to assist in providing educational 
opportunities for children residing (a) on Federal reserva- 
tions or other federally owned property, or (b) within 
boundaries of local school agencies financially overburdened 
by defense-incurred school enrollments or reductions in 
school revenues resulting from the acquisition or ownership

H. R. 2443. Mrs. Douglas; February 7, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes $100,000 for employment of special assistants 
to the Attorney General in the case of the United States 
against Doheny executors. 


H. R. 2444, Mr. Gavin; February 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes $1,000,000 for creation and equipment, and 
$500,000 annually for maintenance and operation, of an 
experiment station in northwestern Pennsylvania for 
research on production, refining, etc., of petroleum and 
natural gas. 

H. R. 2445. Mr. Hand; February 7, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Exempts from the admissions tax admissions to activities 
for the benefit of elementary and secondary schools begin- 
ning July 1, 1949. 

H. R. 2446. Mr. Klein; February 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

In any reduction in or transfer of civilian personnel of 
any Federal agency, the statutory preference to employees 
with higher efficiency ratings shall apply only as against 
competing employees with less than 7 years of total service, 
and preference above all shall be given to veterans with 
certain disabilities, regardless of their length of service 
[amending U.S. C. 5: 861]. 

H. R. 2447. Mr. Reed of Illinois; February 7, 1949

Amends title 28 of the Unitei States Code (Judiciary 
and Judicial Procedure—Pubhic Law 773, 80th Cong.) so 
as to include provisions relating to the United States Tax 
Court. 

H. R. 2477. Mr. Bryson; February 8, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Provides for the adjustment of royalties and like charges 
for the use of inventions for the benefit of or by the United 
States [amending U. 8. C. 35: 89-96]. 

H. R. 2478. Mr. Celler; February 8, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Permits the special employment by Federal district 
courts of stenographers on a contractual basis for reporting 
proceedings outside the duties of the official reporter 
{amending U. 8. C. 28: 753]. 

H. R. 2479. Mr. Colmer; February 8, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Authorizes payments of not to exceed $1,600 by the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs on the purchase price of 
automobiles or other conveyances by veterans of World 
War I having certain disabilities. 
H. R. 2480. Mr. de Graffenried; 

(Veterans’ Affairs). 

Federal Reserve member banks shall pay without charge 
the face value of veterans’ pension, check, etc., and the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs shall reimburse the 
banks for the service charges. 

H. R. 2481. Mr. Forand; February 8, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

War Excise Tax Reduction Act of 1949—Repeals war- 
time excise taxes and wartime excise tax rates and the 
retailers’ excise tax (20 percent) on luggage, etc. (U.S. C, 


February 8, 1949 
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26: 1650-1653). Continues through June 30, 1948, the 
increased tax with respect to billiard and pool tables and 
bowling alleys. Repeals the war excise tax rate of draw- 
back on distilled spirits (58 Stat. 21 § 309 (b)). 


H. R. 2482. Mr. Ford; February 8, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Amends title Ii of the Housing and Rent Act as follows: 
Extends rent control until! March 31, 1950, but makes it 
inapplicable to the District of Columbia. Provides that on 
petition of a tenant or a landlord, a local advisory board 
may adjust the maximum rent, with appeal to lie from 
such order to the Housing Expediter, who may increase or 
decrease previous maximum by an unspecified percentage. 
Deletes provisions concerning housing previously covered 
by voluntary increases and concerning collection of a 
security deposit by landlord.

Authorizes grants to the State of Washington in lieu of 
taxes on certain lands restored to the tribal ownership of 
the Colville Indian Reservation. 


H. R. 2485. Mr. Jacobs; February §8, 
Services). 


Authorizes attendance of the Marine Band at the 
eighty-third and final national encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 


H. R. 2486. Mr. Javits; February 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Creates the Air Force Reserve Medal to be awarded for 

10 years’ honorable service in the Air Force Reserve. 

H. R, 2487. Mr. Javits; February 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Creates the Army Reserve Medal to be awarded for 10 
years’ honorable service in the Army and/or Army Reserve. 


H. R. 2488. Mr. Jensen; February 8, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to announce the 
parity price of milk and its products on the basis of the 
formula used in determining the price of milk (wholesale) 
oublished by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 

irects the Secretary to announce the support price of 
milk (90 percent of the parity price) used to produce manu- 
factured dairy products in the United States until Decem- 
ber 31, 1949. 


H. R. 2489. Mr. Lane; February 8, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Copies of invoices for cigarette shipments to a person 
other than distributor in a State which taxes cigarettes 
shall be sent each month to the State’s tobacco-tax 
administrator. Penalty for noncompliance: $1,000 fine 
and/or 6 months’ imprisonment. 


H. R. 2490. Mr. Lind; February 8, 
Affairs). 

Amends Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a) to increase compen- 
sation to veterans with service-incurred disabilities, where 
the person has suffered the loss of use of one hand or one 
foot or is blind in one eye, having only light perception, or 
has certain strictures requiring colostomy, from $35 to $42 
a month in addition to regular rates of compensation, but 
not to exceed $360 (now $300) a month. Increases from 
$200 to $240 a month, the pension of a veteran who, as a 
result of service-incurred disability, suffers certain com- 
binations of loss of faculties, and includes as a loss, certain 
strictures requiring colostomy.

Uniform Code of Military Justice. Revises, unifies, 
and codifies the Articles of War, the Articles for the gov- 
ernment of the Navy, and the disciplinary laws of the 
Coast Guard. Enlarges the authority of commanding 
officers to impose nonjudicial punishment. Retains the 
three courts martial—general, special, and summary. 
Permits enlisted personnel, not of the same unit, to serve 
on general and special courts martial trying enlisted men. 
Requires a thorough and impartial pretrial investigation 
but provides that failure to abide by this requirement shall 
not constitute jurisdictional error. Unlawfully influencing 
the action of a court martial is prohibited. 

Provides for the suspension, until 3 years after the 
termination of hostilities, of any statute of limitations 
applicable to fraud or attempted fraud against the United 
States.

Refusal to obey a subpena or testify before a court

Amends the Farmers’ Home Administration Act of 1946 
to provide that any conveyance of real estate by the 
Government under this act shall also include the rights 
to minerals previously reserved to the United States by 
the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act [amending 60 
Stat. 1062]. 


H. R. 2501. Mr. Bland; February 8, 1949 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 

Directs the United States Fish and Wildlife Service to 
undertake a continuing study of shad of the Atlantic coast 
With a view to propagation of the species, 

H. R. 2502. Mr. Bland; February 8, 1949 (Appropriations). 


Authorizes the United States Fish and Wildlife Service 
to undertake a continuing study of shad of the Atlantic 
coast, 


H. R. 2503. Mr. Lane; February 8, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Provides for a 35-hour work week, distributed over five 
suecessive days, for Federal employees (except postal 
service employees covered by act of August 14, 1935, and 
certain others) with time and half payment for overtime or, 
at his own election, equivalent compensatory leave. 

H. R. 2504. Mr. Lane; February 8, 1949 (Agriculture). 

(1) Authorizes $11,000,000, $13,000,000, $15,000,000, 
$17,000,000, and $19,000,000 for the fiscal years 1950, 1951, 
1952, 1953, and 1954, respectively, and $20,000,000 
annually thereafter to enable the Secretary of Agriculture 
in cooperation with State officials to carry out provisions 
of the act of June 7, 1924 (U. 8.

An eight-member Board of 
Education is created. A Federal employee, transferred to 
a District agency, shall not lose his civil-service status. A 
board of elections is provided for. The Fair Employment 
Practices Commission, an independent agency, is created to 
prevent and eliminate discrimination in employment. 

H. R. 2510. Mr. Pickett (by request); February 8, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Provides the following retirement annuities at 65 for 
former rural letter carriers who served not less than 5 years 
prior to the Retirement Act of May 22, 1920: $360 for 5 to 
10 years’ service; $540 for 10 to 20 years’ service; $720 for 
20 to 30 years’ service; and $1,080 for 30 or more years’ 
service. 

H. R. 2511. Mr. Rankin; February 8, 1949 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 

Amends the Panama Canal Act (U. 8. C. 48: 1315) to 
restore the right of vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
of the United States to pass through the Panama Canal 
without payment of toll. 


H. R. 2512. Mr. Rankin (by request); February 8, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 

Ninety-day veterans of World Wars I and II, and those 
discharged for service-incurred disability and entitled to 
pensions based on non service-connected disability and 
age as follows: $50 for 50 percent disability; $75 for 75 
percent disability; and $90 for total disability. A vet- 
eran reaching the age of 65 shall receive $90 a month. If 
on account of age, blindness, etc., personal aid or attend- 
ance is required the pension shall be $120. Payment shall 
not be made to a veteran without a dependent whose 
annual income exceeds $2,000 or to one with dependents 
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whose annual income exceeds $3,000 (life-insurance pay- 
ments from any source are excluded from computation of 
annual income).

A certified copy of every order of adjudica- 
tion shall be mailed to the Comptroller General of the 
United States in addition to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue [amending U. 8. C. 11: 94 (d) (e)]. 


H. R. 2514. Mr. Sanborn; February 8, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make a loan or 
loans for any purpose authorized by or in accordance with 
the terms of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act or the 
act of August 28, 1937, to any person eligible for assistance 
under those acts who makes a homestead entry on public 
lands or who contracts to purchase other land of the United 
States in a reclamation project pursuant to the applicable 
provisions of the homestead and reclamation laws. 


H. R. 2516. Mrs. Douglas; February 8, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Provides Government assistance in development of 
privately owned housing for families of lower income. 
Authorizes loans up to 95 percent of development costs, 
secured by obligations of borrowers, totaling $1,000,000,000 
a year for the next 4 years, to mutual ownership or coop- 
erative housing corporations, nonprofit or limited dividend 
corporations, at low interest rates, to be repaid within 60 
years. Sets certain limits on construction costs and on 
annual income of tenants, and provides for preference of 
World War II veterans. Authorizes preliminary advances 
to nonprofit cooperatives for necessary expenses, not ex- 
ceeding 1 percent of estimated housing costs [amending 
Public Law 901, 80th Congress]. 

H. R. 2518. Mr. Lemke; February 8, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Amends the World War Adjustment Compensation Act 
to make provisional, probational, or temporary World 
War I officers below the grade of major or lieutenant com- 
mander, eligible for allowances for adjusted service credit 
[amending U. S. C. 38: 602 (b)]. 

H. R. 2519. Mr. Lemke; February 8, 1949 (Public Works). 


Permits former owners to occupy land acquired by the 
United States in connection with flood-control projects in 
the Missouri River Basin until 6 months before the actual 
use of the land is required by the United States. 

H. R. 2520. Mr. Norrell; February 8, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

With respect to National Service Life Insurance which 
matured between October 8, 1940, and August 1, 1946, 
the computed value of installments certain remaining 
unpaid at the death of the last specified beneficiary shall 
be paid to the estate of such beneficiary and if no specified 
beneficiary survives the insured the payment shall be 
SONI to the estate of the insured [amending U. 8S. C. 38: 
602)]. 

H. R. 2521. Mr. Rhodes; February 8, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Labor Extension Act of 1949—Establishes in the Depart- 
ment of Labor a Labor Extension Service to promote the 
welfare of wage earners through a program for the dissemi- 
nation of useful knowledge and information, in cooperation 
with colleges, research agencies, etc., but prohibits the 
establishment of requirements regarding curriculum mate- 
rials, instruction, or methods of instruction. Creates a 
Labor Extension Division headed by a Director at $10,000 
a year to administer the program and an advisory National 
Labor Extension Council of 12 members, the majority of 
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whom shall be chosen from a panel submitted by national 
labor organizations, the remainder to include representa 
tives of cooperating institutions, research agencies, ete, 
Provides for Federal aid to the States based on a number 
of wage earners in each State and prescribes a plan for 
participation in the program. Funds must be expended 
without discrimination of the basis of race, sex, etc. 


H. R. 2522. Mr. Rhodes; February 8, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Increases the compensation of postal employees and 
classified Federal employees by $650 a year. 
H. R. 2523. Mr. Rhodes; February 8, 1949 (Judiciary), 


Provides for relief of World War I veterans who were 
required to reimburse the United States for adjusted. 
service compensation paid to them for active duty during 
which they were at camp, post, or station and assigned by 
order to work in factories or mills. 


H. R. 2524. Mr. Smathers; February 8, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Provides for a program of aid to the States for expansion 
of public and nonprofit dental colleges and for construe. 
tion of new public dental colleges. Authorizes $5,000,000 
a year for the next 3 years to be apportioned in the propor- 
tion that the population of a State bears to the populadion 
of all the States.

Office of the President. Provides for nomenclature of 
organization of executive agencies, method of appoint- 
ment of subordinate executive officers, and delegation 
of authority.

Veterans’ Economic Development Corporation Act of 
1949—Creates the Veterans’ Economic Development 
Corporation with capital stock of $500,000,000 to facilitate 
and promote maximum employment, business opportuni- 
ties, and careers for veterans. 

The Corporation shall be managed by a board of direc 
tors of seven members appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to 
make loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business,

The Corporation may also render technical 
advisory service to applicants for loans, conduct studies, 
research, etc., with respect to title III of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act (relating to loans), cooperate with the 
War Assets Administration or other agencies in the disposal 
of surplus property, purchase surplus property for resale 
to veterans, and guarantee Joans made by lending institu- 
tions for any of the purposes for which the Corporation is 
authorized to make loans. Notes, mortgages, or other 
evidence of indebtedness arising out of loans and any rights 
of the Corporation in connection therewith may be sold, 
transferred, or assigned to banks or lending institutions. 
The Corporation may issue 20-year bonds, notes, ete., 
aggregating not more than 10 times its capital stock. The 
Secretary of the Treasury may purchase obligations of 
the Corporation and for such purpose may use proceeds 
from the sale of securities issued after this act under the 
Second Liberty Bond Act. An Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Vetcrans’ Employment and National Economic 
Development composed of representatives from the proper 
Government departments shall consult with and advise 
the board of directors. Quarterly reports shall be made 
to Congress.

Each installment of an annuity must be 
spent within 30 days of its receipt and the proceeds of a 
sale of any real property acquired through the use of 
money received as an annuity shall be expended within 6 
months after receipt. An annuitant shall not engage in a 
gainful occupation or support any able-bodied persor in 
idleness except a spouse. An annuity may be waived by 
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filing notice with the Secretary of the Treasury. Titles

The Foundation shall have 24 members appointed by 
the President with the consent of the Senate, for a 6-year 
term, who are eminent in the fields of the basic sciences, 
medical science, engineering, education, or public affairs; 
biennially it shall elect from its own membership an exec- 
utive committee of 9 members which shall meet at least 
6 times each year. The President with the consent of 
the Senate shall appoint a director of the Foundation for a 
term of 6 years, at $15,000 per year. 

Unless the Foundation provides otherwise, there shall 
be divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical 
and engineering sciences, biological sciences, and scien- 
tiie personnel and education, with a committee for each 
division composed of not less than five persons appointed 
by the executive committee. 

The executive committee, after consultation with the 
Secretary of Defense, shall establish regulations and pro- 
cedures for the security classification and the safeguard- 
ing of information or property in connection with research 
having military significance. 

The Foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited non- 
profit American or foreign institutions of higher education, 
solely on the basis of ability. It shall maintain a register 
of scientific and technical personnel. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
Foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions pro- 
duced thereunder which will protect the public interest 
and the equities of the individual party to the contract. 
No officer or employee of the Foundation shall acquire, 
retain, or transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the 
United States, in any invention which he may make or 
produce in connection with his assigned activities. 

The foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the

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cooperate in any international scientific research activities 
consistent with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The Foundation shall 
not, itself, operate laboratories or pilot plants, nor shall 
it support any research or development activity in the 
field of atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property 
resulting from research in that field without the concur- 
rence of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

The director may, with the approval of the executive 
committee, appoint a deputy director at not more than 
$12,000 a year.

(3) Clarifies the cooperation to be extended by the

1951, and 1952, respectively, and $6,000,000 for each 
subsequent fiscal year [amending 43 Stat. 653).

Economic Stability Act of 1949—Creates Presidential 
authority to exert influence on, or at some points to 
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regulate, production and supply, prices, and wages when- 
ever, in his judgment, such influence or regulation is 
necessary to safeguard and promote the national interest. 
Title I: Declares the purpose of the Congress to utilize 
the powers and resources of the Federal Government to 
assist in overcoming certain adverse conditions resulting 
in part from World War II; these are (1) critical shortages 
and maldistribution of some essential materials and 
facilities and inadequacies of some production capacities, 
and (2) pronounced and continued increase in some price 
levels or in the prices of some vital commodities which 
create unbalances throughout our economy. 

Title II. Provides for study and treatment of critical 
shortages. Four types of action may be taken by the 
President; these are: (1) To contract with industry and 
private organizations for research or development related 
to the improved utilization of designated materials or 
facilities or any substitutes therefor or to methods and 
processes for the production thereof, including the con- 
struction and operation of pilot and demonstration plants. 
(2) To buy and sell (in domestic and foreign markets), 
transport, store, process, and refine essential metals, 
minerals, and other raw materials, including liquid fuels. 
(3) To make loans to private industry (particularly small 
or independent enterprises) or to State and local govern- 
ments for the expansion of capacity and production. (4) 
To construct, under contract with private enterprise, new 
plant facilities, or expand or rehabilitate existing plant 
facilities, including Government-built war plants, for the 
expansion of capacity and production. This action shall 
not be taken unless the desired results cannot otherwise be 
achieved. 

Title III: Provides for priorities and allocations. Au- 
thorizes the President after consulting with representatives 
of industry, labor, agriculture, and consumers to formulate 
plans for the establishment of voluntary priorities for and 
the voluntary allocation of such materials and facilities as 
will help to relieve or prevent the shortage or maldistribu- 
tion. No such plan shall contain any provisions for the 
fixing of ) See Each such plan must have the approval 
of the Attorney General. The power of mandatory 
priorities and allocations is conferred on the President, to 
be exercised when necessary to relieve or prevent shortages 
or maldistribution of materials or facilities which is affect- 
ing adversely the essential requirements of the domestic 
economy, the cost of living, the national security, or the 
carrying out of the foreign policy of the United States (but 
not including rationing at the retail level of consumer goods 
for household or personal use). The President must 
determine that the proposed action will help to carry out 
the objectives of this act, and that it is administratively 
feasible. Authority granted under this title shall termi- 
nate June 30, 1951. 

Title IV. Prices and Wages. Authorizes the President 
to require up to 60 days notice of intended price increase 
for any commodity which significantly affects the cost of 
living, the costs of industrial or agricultural production or 
of construction, or the costs of national defense or foreign 
aid. The President may set maximum prices under pre- 
scribed conditions. Provision is made for consulation with 
representatives of industries under price ceilings, and for 
setting up Industry Advisory Committees where that seems 
advisable. Wage increases may be brought under the 
consideration of a Temporary Wage Board by an employer 
who desires that such wage increase be immediately re- 
cognized as basis for upward adjustment of price ceiling. 
Without Board action, 6 months must elapse before the 
wage increase can be so recognized. Authority granted 
under this title shall terminate June 30, 1951.

and the War Assets Administration, that Administration 
and the office of Administrator thereof being abolished.

Each installment of an 
annuity must be spent within 30 days of its receipt and the 
proceeds of a sale of any real property acquired through the 
use of money received as an annuity shall be expended 
within 6 months after receipt. An annuitant shall not 
engage in a gainful occupation or support any able-bodied 
person in idleness, except a spouse.

The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to charter 
nonprofit cooperative farm home ownership associations to 
provide sale and rental housing (including appropriate 
farm buiidings) for farm owners, tenants, sharecroppers, 
and farm laborers. The Secretary may make loans of not 
to exceed $2,500,000 to any one association; such loans 
shall bear interest at a rate equivalent to the cost of money 
to the Federal Government, and shall have a maturity of 
not over 40 years. Development loans are authorized in an 
amount not to exceed 3 percent of the ultimate project 
cost, at 3 percent interest, and payable upon receipt of 
the principal loan. The Secretary is authorized to pay 
annual operating subsidies to associations of not to exceed 
the total amount of the annual income deficiency of occu- 
pants as defined in the act.

Authorizes necessary sums (beginning with year ending 
June 30, 1950) for carrying out State plans and for enabling 
the Federal Security Administrator, to train personnel, 
conduct demonstration projects, etc. Authorizes $24,000,-

services. The percentage of Federal aid shall range from 
40 percent to 75 percent (55 percent for Alaska and 
Hawaii and 75 percent for Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands).

Provisions are included for 
medical assistance up to $6 a month for adults and $3 for 
children. After effective date of this title (July 1, 1951) 
no payments shall be made to States under Title I, IV, or 
X of the Social Security Act for periods which assistance 
is made under this Act. Eligibility for assistance is depend- 
ent upon approval of the State plans by the Federal 
Security Administrator.

Social Security Act Amendments of 1949——-Extends old- 
age and survivors’ insurance coverage to additional groups, 
including: farmers and other self-employed persons; 
professional persons; agricultural laborers; domestic 
servants;: employees of nonprofit institutions; Federal 
employees not otherwise covered; State and local govern- 
mental employees on a voluntary basis; civilian employees 
of Post Exchanges; small-business men; newsboys; and 
persons in active service of the armed forces.

Reduces age of eligibility for women’s benefits from 65 
to 60. Permits beneficiaries to earn $50 (now $14.99). 
Increases maximum monthly benefits from $85 to $150. 
Raises the minimum benefit for persons with low earnings 
or who have contributed for only a short period to $50 
for a widow with 2 children, $37.50 for a retired man and 
wife, $25 for a retired individual, and $17.50 for an aged 
widow. Provides a lump sum burial benefit equal to 3 
months insurance benefit. 

Entitles the first child in a family to 75 percent of the 
primary insurance benefit (now 50 percent) and permits 
children to receive the full benefit of $150 or 80 percent of 
the parents’ wage average. 

Provides a system of disability benefits ranging from $8 
to $45 weekly. 

Increases employer-employee contributions to 1% 
ercent beginning July 1, 1949, and to 2 percent after 
anuary 1, 1950 (rate would be 2% for self-employed 
individuals). 

Provides for a National Social Security Legislative 
Advisory Committee to study operation, recommend 
changes, etc.

slay Claims Agreement of 1948, or any claims agree- 
ment hereafter concluded (exclusive of governments against 
which the United States declared war during World War 
II) similarly providing for the settlement of claims of the 
Government and nationals of the United States against a 
foreign government, arising out of the nationalization or 
other taking of property, by the agreement of the Govern- 
ment of the United States to accept from that government 
asum in en bloc settlement. In the decision of claims 
the Commission shall apply the following in the following 
order: (1) the provisions of the applicable claims agreement, 
and (2) the applicable principles of international law, 
justice, and equity.

Labor Extension Act of 1949—Fstablishes in the Depart- 
ment of Labor a Labor Extension Service to promote the 
welfare of wage earners and their industries by making 
available to wage earners information enabling them to 
present their contributions to production as a basis for 
compensation to become informed on collective-bargaining 
agreement practices, ete.

H. R. 2998. Mr. Stigler; February 24, 1949 (Public Works). 
Authorizes multipurpose plan for the improvement of 
the Arkansas River and tributaries, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa [amending 60 Stat. 635]. 
H. R. 2999. Mr. Teague; February 24, 1949 (Ways and

Exempts from admissions tax, admissions to nonprofit 
agricultural fairs if the proceeds are used exclusively for 
the operation of the fairs. 

H. R. 3000. Mr. Van Zandt; February 24, 1949 (Armed

H. R. 3001. Mr. Walter; February 24, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Foreign Skilled Personnel Admission Act—Creates the 
Foreign Skilled Personnel Board to recommend the tem- 
porary admission of eligible foreign specialists (whose 
services will be substantially beneficial to the defense, 
economy, or health of the United States) for whom there 
is an urgent and special need. Provides for issuance of 
3,200 nonquota special temporary visas annually to eligible 
foreign specialists, their spouses, and unmarried children 
under 21.

etc., or at the option of the assignee in equal monthly 
installments in such multiplies of 12 as the assignee may 
elect. 

H. R. 3085. Mr. Bloom; March 1, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 

Amends the United Nations Participation Act of 1945 
principally as follows: (1) Establishes new position of 
deputy representative of the United States to the United 
Nations; (2) provides that the representative and deputy 
representative shall have the rank and status of ambassador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, and designates them 
as the principal representatives in the Security Council,

the Security Council in the absence or disability of the 
representative and deputy representative or in lieu of such 
representatives in connection with a specified subject 
matter; (7) authorizes the President, when he finds it 
consistent with the national interest, to authorize (1) the 
detail of personnel of the armed forces of the United States 
to the United Nations to serve in a noncombatant capacity, 
(2) the furnishing to the United Nations in connection 
with any authorized activity of supplies, equipment, or 
other assistances. The President may waive reimburse- 
ment from the United Nations [amending 59 Stat. 619). 
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H. R. 3086. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; March 1, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes $50,000,000 for advances to enable the States, 
their agencies, and political subdivisions to plan for the 
construction of public works, repayment to be made jf 
the works are constructed. The Federal Works Adminis. 
trator shall make the allotments among the States, 75 
percent of the funds on the basis of population, and 25 
percent according to need. 


H. R. 3087. Mr. Curtis; March 1, 1949 (Ways and Means), 


Permits deduction from gross income, for income tay 
purposes, of farmers’ expenses in soil conservation [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 26: 23 (a) (1) (A), 24 (a) (2) 113 (b) (1) (A)} 
H. R. 3088. Mr. Davis of Georgia; March 1, 1949 (Disitrie; 

of Columbia). 


Provides increased annual compensation for employees 
of the District of Columbia as follows: (1) $330 for officers 
and members of the Metropolitan and other police forees, 
and the Fire Department, (2) $330 for employees of the 
Board of Education. Firemen and policemen shall be paid 
additional compensation at the rate of 8 percent of their 
annual basic salaries in lieu of overtime pay and night 
pay differential. No person shall be paid at a rate in 
excess of $10,330 a year. The additional compensation 
granted by this Act is contingent upon enactment of 
legislation to provide additional revenues to cover such 
additional compensation,

Federal Aid to the Physically Handicapped Act—Create: 
a Federal Commission on Services for the Physically 
Handicapped, and transfers to it the functions of the 
Federal Security Administrator relating to vocational re 
habilitation and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation 
which Office is abolished. Establishes an advisory Council 
on Affairs of the Handicapped, a Federal Interagency

H. R. 3112. Mr. Reed of Illinois; March 1, 1949 (Judi 
ciary). 


Amends section 75 of the Bankruptcy Act and perma- 
nently incorporates such section as chapter XVI of the act 
including the following principal provisions: Where not 
inconsistent chapters I to VLI of the Bankruptcy Act 
(court proceedings, etc.) shall apply to proceedings under 
the new chapter XVI. Jurisdiction over the property of 
the debtor including unexpired rights of redemption and 
like interest is given to the courts substantially as under 
present law. Without regard to the probability of his 
rehabilitation at the time a petition is filed a debtor may 
file a petition either in a pending bankruptcy petition or 
as an original petition whereupon the judge shall enter an 
order approving the petition if satisfied that it complies 
with the requirements, or if not so satisfied, dismissing it 
for want of jurisdiction.

supervise the farming operations of the debtor (conciliation 
commissioners and supervising conciliation commissioners 
shall be eliminated). The court shall hear and determine 
any objections to the appraisers’ report and shall enter an 
order approving, modifying, or disapproving it. In case of 
disapproval the court upon notice and hearing shall enter 
an order in accordance with the proof determining the 
market value of the property which order may be reviewed 
by the district judge. The court shall also fix the amount 
and terms of rental to be paid by the debtor for the 
property retained in his possession.

Revises and repeals certain acts relating to rules of survey 
to permit departures from the system of rectangular survey 
on public lands when the beneficial use of the land would 
be promoted [repealing U. 8. C. 43: 768, 769; amending 
U.S. C. 43: 751, 770; 48: 379. 

H. R. 3151. Mr. Priest; March 2, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act to 
provide for the certification of batches of drugs composed 
wholly or partly of any kind of aureomycin, chloram- 
phenicol and bacitracin, or any derivative thereof [amend-

H. R. 3152. Mr. Rankin; March 2, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs).

H. R. 3153. Mr. Redden: March 2, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to construct, 
maintain, etc., tourist facilities in Alaska. 

H. R. 3154. Mr. Sanborn; March 2, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Authorizes extension of time for payments of income 
taxes for the taxable year 1948 to farmers in certain States 
(Idaho, Washington, Oregon, Montana, Utah, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Nevada, Nebraska, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Kansas, and Missouri) who expect carry-backs 
from the taxable year 1949 as a result of losses in cattle- 
raising operations occasioned by blizzards and subnormal 
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temperatures, during calendar year 1949 [adding U. 8. ¢.

H. R. 3155. Mr. Sikes; March 2, 1949 (Armed Services), 
Amends the act authorizing the Secretary of the Army to 
sell part of Santa Rosa Island, Fla., to Okaloosa County, 
Fla.

Veterans desiring to acquire a home, to engage in any 
professional business or agricultural undertaking, or to pay 
indebtedness, taxes, etc., may make a loan through the 
Veterans’ Administration on his insurance policy, equal to 
75 percent of the face value thereof, payable in 30 annual 
equal installments with interest at 2 percent per annum. 
The income from such productive enterprises shall be 
exempt, in an amount equal to the loan, from State and 
Federal taxes for a period of 5 years. In making applica- 
tion, the veteran shall submit a plan of the enterprise 
together with the estimated cost. 

Funds for the loans shall be provided through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation with interest at 2 
percent. Federal Reserve and national banks may invest 
their funds in such veterans’ rehabilitation loans. 

Penalizes charging or collecting any fee in excess of $15 
for assisting veterans to obtain the above benefits.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to allot up to

ment projects not specifically authorized by Congress but 
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which will result in a substantial benefit to navigation and 
is advisable in the opinion of the Chief of Engineers. 
H. R. 3164. Mr. Peterson; March 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Uncompensated volunteers who worked for the United 
States between September 16, 1940, and January 1, 1947, 
in the administration of the Selective Training and Service 
Program or the emergency price control and rationing 
pecaneme shall be entitled to disability benefits under the 
‘mployees’ Compensation Act.

Prohibits employment of oppressive child labor by ap 
employer engaged in commerce or in the production of 
goods for commerce. Employment of a child by his 
parent or guardian, except in manufacture, mining, or 
occupations found by the Secretary of Labor to be partic 
ularly hazardous for children or detrimental to their well- 
being, is excepted [amending U. 8. C. 29: 201-219] 

Extends the statute of limitations on suits for wages, 
liquidated damages, etc., from 2 to 4 years and abolishes 
the defense of reliance on an administrative order [amend- 
ing § 6 and repealing §10 of 61 Stat.

Federal Employees Compensation Act Amendments of 
1949—Effects miscellaneous amendments to the Federal 
Employees Compensation Act to liberalize benefits gen- 
erally.

Federal Anti-Poll Tax Act—Makes it unlawful for any 
individual, State, municipal or other governmental sub- 
division to require payment of a poll tax as a prerequisite 
for voting at a Federal election. : 

H. R. 3200. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; March 3, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 

Exempts from the Federal income tax, retirement pay 
and annuities of Federal, State, and local governments up 
to $1,500 a year [amending U. 8.

H. R. 3206. Mr. Phillips of California; March 3, 1949 
(Judiciary).

and navigable waters within the boundaries thereof. 

H. R. 3207. Mr. Ramsay; March 3, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes judges of district courts to appoint two jury 
commissioners who shall meet on or before July 1 of each 
year to make a list of persons competent to act as jurors 
in Federal courts; defines qualifications of jurors; pre- 
scribes the method to be used by the commissioners in 
the drawing of such jurors from prepared ballots, required 
to be kept in a locked jury box; prescribes oath to be taken, 
tecord to be kept, compensation, etc., of commissioners 
lamending U. 8. C. 28: 411, 412]. 

H. R. 3208. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 3, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 

Provides a more accurate nomenclature for certain 
classes of persons specified in the act establishing a Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery in the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration [amending 59 Stat. 675). 
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H. R. 3209. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 3, 1949

Amends the act establishing a Department of Medicine 
and Surgery in the Veterans’ Administration (59 Stat.

Veterans’ Economic Development Corporation Act of 
1949—Creates the Veterans’ Economic Development 
Corporation with capital stock of $500,000,000 to facilitate 
and promote maximum employment, business opportuni- 
ties, and careers for veterans. 

The Corporation shall be managed by a board of 
directors of 7 members appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to 
make loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business, 
or a trade or profession to enable them to acquire pogmeaey 
facilities, etc.; (2) veterans or others who will furnis 
substantial employment opportunities for veterans, 
through establishment of new businesses, expansion of 
existing businesses, etc.; (3) municipalities and other 
public bodies for construction of self-liquidating public 
works where such public bodies furnish assurance that 
substantial employment will be furnished veterans and 
their families; (4) educational institutions where shortage 
of facilities impedes the educational program provided 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act; and (5) 
veterans or others for construction or acquisition of housing 
for veterans and their families. The Corporation may 
also render technical advisory service to applicants for 
loans, conduct studies, research, etc., with respect to 
Title III of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act (relating 
to loans), cooperate with the War Assets Administration 
or other agencies in the disposal of surplus property, 
purchase surplus property for resale to veterans, and 
guarantee loans made by lending institutions for any of the 
purposes for which the Corporation is authorized to make 
loans. Notes, mortgages, or other evidence of indebted- 
ness arising out of loans and any rights of the Corporation 
in connection therewith may be sold, transferred, or as- 
signed to banks or lending institutions. The Corporation 
may issue 20-year bonds, notes, etc., aggregating not more 
than 10 times its capital stock. The Secretary of the 
Treasury may purchase obligations of the Corporation and 
for such purpose may use proceeds from the sale of securi- 
ties issued after this act under the Second Liberty Bond 
Act. An Interdepartmental Committee on Veterans’ 
Employment and National Economic Development com- 
posed of representatives from the proper Government 
departments shall consult with and advise the board of 
directors. Quarterly report shall be made to Congress. 


H. R. 3212. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 3, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Raises the limit placed on the monthly disability com- 
pensation payable to veterans suffering from service- 
connected quadraplegia payable under Veterans Regula-

Federal Aid to the Physically Handicapped Act— 
Creates a Federal Commission on Services for the Physi- 
cally Handicapped, and transfers to it the functions of the 
Federal Security Administrator relating to vocational 
rehabilitation and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation, 
which office is abolished. Establishes an advisory Coun- 
cil on Affairs of the Handicapped, a Federal Interagency 
Committee on Rehabilitation and Employment of the 
Handicapped, and a National Commission on Employment 
of the Handicapped, and authorizes $250,000 annually for 
the work of the Commission.

Establishes in the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion a Division for the Physically Handicapped to deal 
with problems connected with recruitment, appointment, 
etc., of physically handicapped applicants for employment 
in the Federal Civil Service, 

Existing benefits to the blind shall be continued. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 to establish the Federal Services 
to Handicapped Revolving Loan Fund to make loans to 
States (at 2 percent interest) for vocational rehabilitation. 


H. R. 3218. Mr. Van Zandt; March 3, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for construction of a research 
laboratory for the Quartermaster Corps, United States 
Army, in the vicinity of State College, Centre County, Pa. 
H. R. 3219. Mr. Whitaker; March 3, 1949 (Post Office 

and Civil Service). 

Postmasters at the four higher salary grades of the fourth 
class shall receive annual allowances (ranging from $240 to 
$510) to cover the cost of clerical services, subject to 
modification (not to exceed 25 percent reduction) by the 
Postmaster General. This is in addition to allowances for 
clerk hire granted during absence of postmasters on sick 
or annual leave, or leave without pay.

Provides second-class postage rate for business publica- 
tions containing 24 or more pages issued 4 or more times 
a@ year, 25 percent of whose pages are deyoted to reading

one or several individuals or concerns for the advancement 
of their business. 


H. R. 3221. Mr. Beall; March 3, 1949 (Armed Services),

H. R. 3222. Mr. Granger; March 3, 1949 (Agriculture), 


Amends the act providing for cooperative agriculture 
extension work (38 Stat. 372) to provide that no payment 
shall be made to a State after June 30, 1949, except ona 
matching basis and specifically prohibits the matching of 
Federal funds by funds obtained from other than public 
sources. No funds shall be paid to any State or agency in 
which employees perform certain nongovernmental fune- 
tions. No funds shall be paid to any State or agency

Amends U. 8. C. 26: 3406 (a) (4), relating to the excise 
tax on photographic apparatus. Exempts X-ray cameras, 
abolishes the 25 percent tax on lenses and other photo- 
graphic apparatus and equipment, and substitutes for the 
15 percent tax on unexposed photographic films and plates 
and sensitized paper a 10 percent tax applicable only to 
unexposed amateur photographic roll films for still cameras 
and motion-picture cameras. 

H. R. 3224. Mr. Davis of Tennessee; March 3, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 

Earned Income Tax Adjustment Act of 1949—Excludes 
from gross income during taxable year amount spent for 
purchase of certain nonnegotiable United States bonds. 
These bonds shall bear interest at 2 percent per annum if 
held for 5 years from date of purchase, shall have no fixed 
maturity and shall cease to bear interest 10 years after 
death of taxpayer.

Amends the Economie Cooperation Act of 1948 to pro- 
vide that no assistance shall be granted to any participating 
country as long as it denies its citizens individual liberty 
and free institutions. Provides for withholding of assist- 
ance from any participating country impairing its economic 
recovery by reason of expenditure of its funds in the main- 
tenance or subsidization of a dependent country which 
should be an integral part of some other participating 
country [amending Public Law 472, 80th Congress]. 

H. R. 3227. Mr. Latham; March 3, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Directs issuance of a special 3-cent postage stamp in 
1952 in commemoration of the one-hundredth anniversary 
of the arrival of Carl Schurz in this country. 

H. R. 3228. Mr. Wood; March 3, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Labor-Management Relations Act, 1949— Makes several 
amendments to the Labr-Management Relations Act, 
1947 (Public Law 101, 80th Congress), including the fol- 
lowing: (1) eliminates the provision allowing union-security 
elections except to allow the employees to rescind the 
union’s authority to make such an agreement; (2) makes 
it an unfair labor practice to strike to force an employer 
to violate a Federal law; (3) any speech not amounting to

Works Administrator to local school districts overburdened 
with war-incurred, or postwar national defense-incurred 
enrollments, ‘‘or by Federal activity in such district.” 
Prescribes terms and conditions of grants, for construc- 
tion of school facilities by the school districts including 
the following: (1) specifications shall be approved by 
State and local law, (2) the prevailing rate of wages in 
that locality shall be paid, (3) there shall be no discrimi- 
nation in employment of persons for work on the project, 
(4) no convict labor shall be employed, (5) open competi- 
tive bidding shall be followed. 

Prescribes conditions under which the Administrator 
may construct needed school facilities and make them 
available to school districts. 

The grant for any project shall be equal to 50 percent 
of the cost of the project. No Federal agency or offices 
shall exercise any control over the educational policies of 
any State or school district. 

H. R. 3238. Mr. Holifield; March 4, 1949 (Armed Serv- 
ices). 

Authorizes all Federal agencies to donate excess and 
surplus property for educational purposes [amending 
Public Law 889, 80th Cong.] 

H. R. 3239. Mr. Celler; March 4, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Provides for the appointment of three additional district 
judges for the United States Court for the District of 
Columbia [amending U. 8. C. 28: 133]. 

H. R. 3240. Mr. Celler: March 4, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Contract Settlement Act of 1944, to pro- 
vide that claims under § 17 (defective, informal, and quasi 


contracts) must be filed within 6 months to be allowable 
{amending U. S. C. 41: 117].

Authorizes the 
Federal Security Administrator to fix the compensation 
of specially qualified scientific and professional personnel 
connected with research activities of the National Institute 
of Health and the National Cerebral Palsy Institute within 
the range of $10,000 to $15,000 a year. 


H. R. 3259. Mr. Chelf; March 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Adds land to the Abraham Lincoln National Historical 
Park, Ky. 


H. R. 3260. Mr. Chesney; March 7, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Terminates the war tax rates on telephone, telegraph 


and other communications [amending U. 8. C. 26: 1650]. 


H. R. 3261. Mr. Coffey; March 7, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Immigration Act by redefining the term 
*“nonquota immigrant,’ to (a) include an immigrant who 
is the mother or father of a citizen of the United States, 
and (b) base eligibility, respecting husbands of citizens, on 
marriage occurring prior to January 1, 1948 (now July 1, 
1932).

U. 8. C. 38: 391-394). Persons 50 years old who served in

C. 26: 36) to 
give taxpayer a 20 percent credit on dividends from domes- 
tic corporations, not to exceed $400 on joint returns or $200 
on separate returns, nor to exceed the dividends paid. 
This credit is not available to nonresident alien individuals 
nor may it be used by a beneficiary of a trust or estate which 
itself takes the credit. The credit is not applicable to any 
dividend from a corporation organized under the China 
Trade Act, to any dividend designated as a capital] gain, or 
to any dividend from a corporation which receives a large 
percentage of its income from a possession of the United 
States and is therefore taxable only on its income from 
sources within the United States under § 251. 


H. R. 3273. Mr. Byrnes of Wisconsin; March 7, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 


Amends Internal Revenue Code to provide (1) 8 percent 
surtax on corporation net incomes not over $25,000 (now 
6 percent), (2) 24 percent between $25,000 and $50,000 
(now 22 percent), and (3) 16 percent over $50,000 (now 14 
percent). Provides 16 percent surtax on certain mutual 
insurance companies (now 12 percent), 32 percent surtax 
on reciprocal underwriters (now 28 percent), and 16 
percent surtax on regulated investment companies (now 14 
percent). All are effective for taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1948. 

Equalizes the above rate changes for corporations whose 
taxable years begin in 1948 and end in 1949, 


H. R. 3274. Mr. Davis of Georgia; March 7, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 
Provides for conveyance of certain historic properties to 
Georgia for park purposes. 


H. R. 3275. Mr. D’Ewart; March 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Provides for the sale or other disposal of certain sub- 
marginal lands located within the boundaries of Indian 
reservations in Montana and the Dakotas. 


H. R. 3276. Mr. Doyle; March 7, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Exempts persons who served for 12 months in the Mer- 
chant Marine between May 1, 1940, and September 2, 
1946, from liability for induction under the Selective 
Service Act of 1948. 


H. R. 3277. Mr. Forand; March 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Directs issuance of a 3-cent postage stamp bearing 4 
reproduction of old Slater Mill at Pawtucket, R. I., in 
commemoration of 160 years of cotton-textile manufactur- 
ing in the United States, 
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H. R. 3278. Mr. Forand; March 7, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Amends provisions of the Internal Revenue Code relat- 
ing to involuntary liquidation and replacement, of inven- 
tory, to provide that any increase in taxes resulting from 
adjustments shall be assessed and collected as a deficiency 
with interest from January 1, 1948, or from the date 
prescribed by law for the payment of the tax for the year of 
replacement, whichever date is later, and any overpayment 
shall be credited or refunded with interest from January 1, 
1948, or for the expiration of 1 year after claim for credit or 
refund, whichever date is the later. Effective from taxable 
years beginning after December 31, 1940 [amending U. 8S. 
C. 26: 22 (d) (6) (A)]. 


H. R. 3279. Mr. Forand; March 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Provides free postage for hospitalized members and 
veterans of the armed forces with respect to first-class 
letter mail within the United States, its Territories and 
possessions, and makes available for such purposes to 
Government hospitals machinery for the impressing and 
cancellation of stamps. 


H. R. 3280. Mr. Forand; March 7, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Extends the loan benefits of the Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act to the widow of any veteran who met the pre- 
scribed requirements as to active service and whose death 
occurred prior to the termination of the war, either in 
service or as a result of an actual service-iacurred injury or 
disability. The total amount guaranteed shall not exceed 
$2,000 as to non-real-estate loans, nor $4,000 as to realt 
estate loans. Such loans are guaranteed in an amount no- 
exceeding 50 percent thereof [amending U. 8. C. 38: 694]. 


H. R. 3281. Mr. Forand: March 7, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Raises the income limitation in connection with widows’ 
and children’s pensions from $1,000 to $1,500 for a widow 
without a child, and from $2,500 to $3,500 for a widow with 
a minor child [amending U. 8. C. 38: 503]. 

H. R. 3282. Mr. Marshall; March 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Indian liquor laws [U. 8. C. 25: 241] shall apply in 
Minnesota only to persons and transactions on Indian 
reservations, 


H. R. 3283. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; March 7, 1949 
(Education and Labor). 


Authorizes $5,000,000 annually to the Secretary of 
Labor for use by cooperating State agencies administering 
labor laws. Allotments shall be based on (1) population, 
(2) number of wage earners, (3) special safety and health 
problems, (4) number of workers afforded protection by, 
and the cost of proper and efficient administration of, the 
State law, and (5) financial needs. 

Establishes an Industrial Safety Commission of three 
members representing the public, employers, and em- 
ployees which shall recommend to the States reasonable 
standards, methods, and procedures for establishing safe 
working conditions in industry. Authorizes $250,000 for 
administrative expenses during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1944. 

H. R. 3284. Mr. Peterson; March 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes grantees of recreational demonstration 
project lands under 56 Stat. 326 to make land exchanges 
telating to such properties. 


H. R. 3289. Mr. Bland; March 7, 1949 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Amends the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 (U. S. C. 
46: Ch. 27) as follows: (1) Extends the benefits of a con- 
ttruction-differential subsidy to any new (or reconditioned) 
vessel to be used in the foreign commerce of the United 
States (now available only to essential vessels or essential 
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routes as determined by the Maritime Commission) which 
will aid in the promotion and development of such com- 
merce and be suitable for military purposes in time of war 
or national emergency; (2) increases the construction- 
differential generally allowed from 3314 percent to 50 per- 
cent of the construction cost of the vessel and clarifies the 
authority of the Commission to determine the construction 
differential between building a ship in United States and 
in a foreign shipyard; (3) reduces from 3% to 2% percent 
the interest rate on payments to the Government for 
vessels built or bought; (4) limits the liability of purchasers 
of certain types of passenger vessels under Government 
mortgage to the amounts already paid provided the vessel 
is surrendered to the United States in good condition; (5) 
revises the method of determining the fair and reasonable 
value of obsolete vessels and lowers their eligibility age for 
trade-in purposes from 17 to 12 years; (6) libralizes and 
clarifies provisions relating to construction reserve funds 
and extends time for the use of such funds; (7) permits 
(for Federal income and excess profits tax purposes) 
amortization deduction (in lieu of depreciation deduction) 
up to one-fifth of cost of vessel in any taxable year if 
applied against an existing Government mortgage; and (8) 
allows contractors to increase deposits in the capital 
reserve fund as depreciation charges on a subsidized vessel 
up to 20 percent of the vessel in any 1 year.

Makes unlawful membership in the Communist Party. 
Penalty: 10 years’ imprisonment and/or $10,000 fine. 
Alien Communists shall be deported without delay. 


H. R. 3291. Mr. Hart; March 7, 1949 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 


Prohibits sale of vessels under American registry, or 
owned by citizens of the United States, to citizens of a 
foreign country, or transfer to a foreign flag. Makes 
unlawful the use of any funds appropriated by Congress 
for charter hire, freight charges or passenger fares on 
vessels under flags of countries differing from the citizen- 
ship of the person in whom a controlling interest is vested. 
Recipients of such funds are required to file annual reports 
showing vessels used, their registry and persons owning 
the controlling interest [amending U. 8. C. 46: 808, 835). 


H. R. 3292. Mr. Heffernan; March 7, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 

Federal Aid to Physically Handicapped Act—Creates 
a Federal Commission on Services for the Physically 
Handicapped, and transfers to it the functions of the 
Federal Security Administrator relating to vocational 
rehabilitation and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation, 
which Office is abolished. Establishes an advisory Council 
on Affairs of the Handicapped, a Federal Interagency 
Committee on Rehabilitation and Employment of the 
Handicapped, and a National Commission on Employ- 
ment of the Handicapped, and authorizes $250,000 
annually for the work of the Commission.

Existing benefits to the blind shall be continued. 
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Authorizes $10,000,000 to establish the Federal Services 
to Handicapped Revolving Loan Fund to make loans to 
States (at 2 percent interest) for vocational rehabilitation. 


H. R. 3293, Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; March 7, 
1949 (District of Columbia). 


Rewrites the law regulating the practice of optometry 
in the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 3294. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; March 7, 1949 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Provides that the Coast Guard (under regulations by the 
Secretary of the Treasury) may prescribe the hours of duty 
and the pay of civilian keepers of lighthouses and civilians 
employed on lightships and other vessels of the Coast 
Guard. 


H. R. 3295. Mr. 
Affairs). 

Authorizes the Veterans’ Administration to repay educa- 
tional loans of any veteran who (1) served between Septem- 
ber 16, 1940, and January 25, 1947, (2) was obligated to 
repay such loan at the time he entered service, and (8) shall 
have died not later than 18 months after enactment, as a 
result of a service-connected disability. Repayments are 
limited to $1,567 for each year of decedent’s eligibility and 
shall be made only upon application within 2 years after 
enactment. 


H. R. 3296. Mr. Rankin; March 7, 1949 (Veterans’ Af- 
fairs). 

Authorizes $5,000,000 for a hospital for Negro veterans 
at the birthplace of Booker T. Washington in Franklin 
County, Va. 

H. R. 3297. Mr. Smith of Virginia; March 7, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 

Authorizes the addition of certain lands to Manassas 
National Battlefield Park, Va. 

H. R. 3333. Mr. Fogarty; March 8, 1949 (Appropriations). 

Labor-Federal Security Appropriation Act, 1950—Makes 
appropriation for the Department of Labor, the Federal 
Security Agency, and related independent agencies, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1950. 


H. R. 3334. Mr. Regan; March 8, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Grants congressional consent to the Pecos River com- 
pact between New Mexico and Texas. 


H. R. 3335. Mr. Miles; March 8, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Grants congressional consent to the Pecos River com- 
pact between New Mexico and Texas. 


H. R. 3336. Mr. Barrett of Wyoming; March 8, 1949 
(Public Lands). 


Grants consent of Congress to the Cheyenne River 
compact between South Dakota and Wyoming. 


H. R. 3337. Mr. Bland; March 8, 1949 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Amends the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 (U. S. C. 46: 
Ch. 27) as follows: (1) Extends the benefits of a 
construction-differential subsidy to vessels constructed for 
domestic commerce and removes the requirement that 
vessels receiving such subsidies shall be an essential ship 
on an essential route; (2) reduces from 17 to 12 years the 
eligibility age of obsolete vessels for trade-in purposes; 
(3) liberalizes the provisions relating to the construction 
reserve funds and extends the time within which these 
funds can be used without affecting their status for Federal 
income or excess profits tax purposes; (4) allows, in any 
taxable period, accelerated depreciation up to one-fifth

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act of May 29, 
1930, as amended (U. 8. C. 5: 736 (b)) so as to grant credit 
for service for which, through inadvertence, no deductions 
from salary are made. 


H. R. 3339. Mrs. Douglas; March 8, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Federal Aid to the Physically Handicapped Act—Cre- 
ates a Federal Commission on Services for the Physically 
Handicapped, and transfers to it the functions of the Fed- 
eral Security Administrator relating to vocational rehabili- 
tation and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation, which 
Office is abolished.

Authorizes the attendance of the Marine Band as the 
reunion of the Confederate Veterans at Little Rock, Ark, 
September 27-29, 1949. 

H. R. 3342. Mr. Nixon; March 8, 1949 (Un-American 
Activities). 

Subversive Activities Control Act, 1949—Makes it 
unlawful to conspire to perform any act which would aid 
in the establishment in the United States of a totalitarian 
dictatorship under foreign control. Also makes it unlawful 
for any Government employee to communicate any classi 
fied information to agents of any foreign countries or t 
members of Communist organizations. Prescribes pet 
alties for violation of these provisions of up to $10,000 fine 
and/or 10 years’ imprisonment. Requires Communist 
front and Communist political organizations to register 
with the Attorney General and file statements on February 
1 of each year, giving information on specified points ané 
an accounting of receipts and expenditures. Publications 
of such organizations may not be transmitted through the 
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House Bills 


mails or by any other means in interstate or foreign com- 
merce unless: (1) the transmitting organization is registered, 
and (2) the publication and any container in which it is 
transmitted bears the name of the transmitting organiza- 
tion (indicating that it is a Communist organization), 
printed according to regulations prescribed by the Attorney 
General; nor may such organizations broadcast over any 
radio station unless the matter to be broadcasted is pre- 
ceded by a statement giving the name of the organization, 
with indication that it is a Communist organization. 
Members of Communist political organizations may not 
hold Federal office or employment, nor may passports be 
issued to them. Establishes a Subversive Activities Com- 
mission to determine (upon application by the Attorney 
General or the organization or individual affected) whether 
an organization is a Communist political or Communist- 
front organization or whether an individual is a member of 
a Communist political organization (or an officer of a 
Communist-front organization) and so required to be re- 
gistered. Provides penalties of fines from $2,000 to $5,000 
and/or 2 to 5 years’ imprisonment for failure to register, 
keep records, file reports, or for making false statements. 
Such an order is subject to review by the United States 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia. Deductions 
from the Federal income taxes may not be made for contri- 
butions to organizations which are registered or for which 
a final order requiring registration is in effect, nor may 
exemptions from that tax be granted to such organizations.

District of Columbia Business Corporation Act—Enacts 

in modified form the Uniform Business Corporation Act. 


H. R. 3344. Mr. Rivers; March 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes appointment of officers on the active list of 
the Philippine Scouts in the Regular Army. 


H. R. 3345. Mr. Secrest; March 8, 1949 
Means). 
Exempts retired pay of enlisted men from income tax. 
H. R. 3346. Mr. Secrest; March 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Grants equal allowances for quarters for all married en- 
listed personnel of the armed forces regardless of grade. 


H. R. 3347. Mr. Smith of Virginia; March 8, 1949 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 

District of Columbia Sales Tax—Title I: Imposes a re- 
tail sales tax of 1 cent on items selling from 14 cents to 
50 cents; of 2 cents on items selling from 51 cents to $1; 
and an additional cent for each additional 50 cents in 
price. The tax applies to retail sales of tangible personal 
property, restaurant meals, hotel rooms, advertising (in- 
cluding radio and television), gas, electricity, etc. (except 
when used in manufacturing). Exemptions include: sales 
to United States or District, sales to a State, or one of its 
political subdivisions granting reciprocal exemptions, sales 
to a semipublic institution, food for off-premises consump- 
tion, motor vehicle fuels, tickets for admission, transpor- 
tation and communication service, sales to a utility or 
public-service company for use or consumption, sales of 
newspapers, agricultural items (livestock, poultry, ete.), 
sales of food on trains, etc., motor vehicles, professional 
and personal services, and sales of drugs on prescription. 

Title II: Imposes a compensatory use tax, the rate to 
be the same as that of the sales tax. 

Title III: Levies an excise tax for the issuance of a cer- 
tificate of title for a motor vehicle (2 percent of value). 

Title IV: Amends income tax provisions of District of 
Columbia Revenue and Franchise Act of 1947 to: (1) re- 
define “‘resident’”’ as all those domiciled in the District and 
all who maintain a residence therein for 7 months of the 
year except elective officers of the United States and mem- 
bers of their staff who are bona fide residents of the State 
of such elective officers. and officers of the executive

branch appointed by the President, unless he is domiciled 
in the District on the last day of the taxable year; (2) re- 
duce the exemption of unincorporated businesses from 
$10,000 to $5,000 and limit aggregate amount which may 
be deducted by unincorporated businesses for salaries to 
not more than 20 percent of the net income of such busi- 
nesses after allowed deductions have been taken; (3) in- 
clude the rental of real or personal property as trade or 
business subject to tax on unincorporated business; and 
(4) provide exemptions for individuals, $5,000 for each 
taxpayer, $500 for each dependent, including spouse. The 
rate is 1% percent on the first $5,000; 2 percent on the next 
$5,000; 2% percent on the next $5,000 and 3 percent on 
income in excess of $15,000. 


H. R. 3348. Mr. White of Idaho; March 8, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 
Monthly pensions based on service in the Indian Wars 
shall be no less than $50. 


H. R. 3356. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; 
(Public Works). 

Excludes from the plan for flood control in the Ohio 
River Basin (52 Stat. 1216) that portion relating to the 
construction of a reservoir on the Licking River near Fal- 
mouth, Ky. 

H. R. 3357. Mr. Blatnik; March 9, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes annual payments to the States, for the bene- 
fit of their local units of 2 percent of the fair value of 
national-forest lands situated therein as determined by 
the Secretary of Agriculture within 3 years after the date 
of this Act. Pending such determination and certification 
payments to States shall continue under authority of 
U.S. C. 16: 500, after which that section shall be repealed. 
Redeterminations shall be made every 10 years. Improve- 
ments made at the expense of the United States and coal, 
oil, gas, and other mineral and subsurface resource shall 
not be included in the value of such lands, but there shall 
be paid to the States, 37% percent of the gross amounts 
received under leases, ete., for the development of such 
resources. 

H. R. 3358. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; March 9, 1949 (Un- 
American Activities). 

Subversive Activities Control Act, 1949—Makes it 
unlawful for any person to attempt to establish or to aid in 
bringing about the establishment in the United States of a 
totalitarian dictatorship under foreign control. Violation 
of this provision is punishable by fine up to $10,000/or 
up to 10 years’ imprisonment, and loss of United States 
citizenship. Requires Communist-front and Communist 
political organizations to register with the Attorney Gen- 
eral and file statements on February 1 of each year, giving 
information on specified points and an accounting of 
receipts and expenditures. Publications of such organiza- 
tions may not be transmitted through the mails or by any 
other means in interstate or foreign commerce unless: 
(1) the transmitting organization is registered, and (2) 
the publication and any container in which it is trans- 
mitted bears the name of the transmitting organization 
(indicating that it is a Communist organization), printed 
according to regulations prescribed by the Attorney 
General; nor may such organizations broadcast over any 
radio station unless the matter to be broadcasted is 
preceded by a statement giving the name of the organiza- 
tion, with indication that it is a Communist organization. 
Members of Communist political organizations may not 
hold Federal office or employment, nor may passports be 
issued to them. The Attorney General, if he bas reason 
to believe that an organization is a Communist-front or 
Communist political organization, may hold hearings, 
etc., and upon affirmative finding, may order the organiza- 
tion to register. Such an order is subject to review by the 
United States Court of Appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia. Deductions from the Federal income taxes may not 
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be made for contributions to organizations which are 
registered or for which a final order requiring registration 
is in effect, nor may exemptions from that tax be granted 
to such organizations. 


H. R. 3359. Mr. Bolton of Maryland; March 9, 1949 
(Public Lands). 

All real estate and improvements thereon owned by the 
United States or any corporation or agency thereof shall 
be subject to taxation by the respective States, counties, 
municipalities, etc., to the same extent as if privately 
owned. Exempts United States courthouses, post offices, 
mints, penitentiaries, jails, cemeteries, ete. Continues 
contributions by the United States to local units of the 
proceeds from the sale of timber in national forests. 


H. R. 3360. Mr. Case of South Dakota; March 9, 1949 
(Public Lands). 
Grants consent of Congress to the Cheyenne River 
Compact between South Dakota and Wyoming. 


H. R. 3361. Mr. Harris (by request); March 9, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Confers jurisdiction on the juvenile court, and outlines 
procedure to establish paternity, and provides for support 
of a child born out of wedlock in the District of Columbia. 
Repeals conflicting provisions of law. The juvenile court 
is given concurrent jurisdiction with the District Court 
in nonsupport cases. 


H. R. 3362. Mr. Harris (by request); March 9, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Permits estate to be settled 6 months (instead of 1 year) 
after the personal representative qualifies as such, at his 
election (amending D. C. C. 20: 601). Makes various 
amendments relating to the administration of estates. 
H. R. 3363. Mr. Harris (by request); March 9, 

(District of Columbia). 

Provides for appointment of an attorney by the court 
to defend all uncontested annulment cases in the District 
of Columbia [amending D. C. C. 16: 418]. 


H. R. 3364. Mr. Harris (by request); March 9, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Extends from 3 months to 1 year the time within which a 
caveat may be filed to a will after the will has been pro- 
bated [amending D. C. C. 19: 309]. 

H. R. 3365. Mr. Harris (by request); March 9, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Provides for constructive service by publication in 
annulment actions in the District of Columbia [amending 
D. C. C. 13: 108}. 

H. R. 3366. Mr. Harris (by request); March 9, 1949

shall apply to proceedings under the new chapter XVI. 
Jurisdiction over the property of the debtor including 
unexpired rights of redemption and like interests is given 
to the courts substantially as under present law.

There is authorized $400,000,000 for the fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1950 and 1951, $600,000,000 for the 
years 1952, 1953, and 1954, and $1,000,000,000 for each 
year thereafter. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $66 per child over 1 percent of the annual income 
for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $9.65 per school 
child, whichever is greater. If a State spends less than 
ee of its annual income for schools, the amount 
of Federal aid shall be proportionately reduced, except 
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that in no case shall it be less than $9.65 per child. Federal] 
funds are also provided for the Territories and for adminis. 
tration costs. 

The act requires an equitable apportionment where 
separate public schools are maintained by law for minority 
races. Not less than $70 per pupil per year shall be avail- 
able for all school children, including those of minority 
races. : 

Teachers will receive salaries not lower than those paid 
on the date of enactment of this act for similar types of 
teaching, increased by the amounts made available for 
teachers’ salaries by this act (not less than 65 percent of 
the above allotment). 

There is authorized to assist the States in providing 
services essential to the health and welfare of children 
between 5 and 17 years of age $100,000,000 for the fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1950 and 1951; $150,000,000 for the 
years 1952, 1953, and 1954; and $200,000,000 for the years 
1955 and thereafter. Funds will be distributed in the 
same proportion as the number of children in each State 
bears to the total number of children in all the States, to 
a maximum of 60 percent of the costs incurred by any 
State in this field of activity. In any State where non- 
Federal funds cannot legally be expended for nonpublic 
schools, the Commissioner of Education will disburse a 
proportionate portion of said State’s share to such schools 
directly. 

There is authorized, in the form of outright grants or 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation guaranteed low- 
interest loans, to assist qualified needy persons from 16 
to 25 years of age to continue their education $100,000,000 
for the fiscal years ending June 30, 1950 and 1961; 
$150,000,000 for the years 1952, 1953, and 1954, and 
$200,000,000 for the years 1955 and thereafter, to be 
apportioned in the same proportion as the number of 
persons within the class in each State bears to the total 
number in all the States. Recipients of assistance shall 
be named by a State approval board to be set up under the 
act. The Commissioner of Education shall from time to 
time publish a list of approved institutions (including in- 
dustrial and on-the-farm training establishments). Ex- 
penses covered include tuition, fees, travel, and subsistence 
allowance. 

To aid the States in planning and constructing public 
educational plant facilities there is authorized $500,000,000 
for the fiscal years ending June 30, 1950 and 1951; 
$700,000,000 for 1952, 1953, and 1954, and $1,000,000,000 
for 1955 and thereafter. The maximum allotment for 
each State is based on a formula set forth in the act. 

To assist in eradicating adult illiteracy there is author- 
ized for the fiscal years ending June 30, 1950 and 1951, 
$25,000,000; for the years 1952 and 1953, $15,000,000; 
and for the years 1954 and 1955, $10,000,000 to be dis- 
tributed in the ratio that the number of adults who have 
not completed 5 years of elementary school bears to the 
total number of such adults in all the States. Funds shall 
be disbursed by the State educational authority to such 
agencies it or the Commissioner shall deem fit to partici- 
pate, after submission of a plan of action to the Commis- 
sioner. Equitable apportionment shall be made for 
minority races in States maintaining separate schools.

Requires submission of regular 
reports, audits, and details of proposed projects to the 
President. Employees shall be selected on a merit basis 
with regard to the Classification Act, except for laborers 
and construction and maintenance men and certain profes- 
sional assistants. Persons who strike aganst the Govern- 
ment or engage in subversive activities, etc., may not be 
employed.

Veterans’ Economic Development Corporation Act of 
1949—Creates the Veterans’ Economic Development 
Corporation with capital stock of $500,000,000 to facilitate 
and promote maximum employment, business opportuni- 
ties, and careers for veterans. 

The Corporation shall be managed by a board of direc- 
tcrs of seven members appointed by the President with 
the consent of the Senate. It shall have authority to 
make loans to (1) veterans engaged in agriculture, business, 
or a trade or profession to enable them to acquire necessary 
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facilities, etc., (2) veterans or others who will furnish 
substantial employment opportunities for veterans, 
through establishment of new businesses, expansion of 
existing businesses, etc.; (3) municipalities and other 
public bodies for construction of self-liquidating public 
works where such public bodies furnish assurance that 
substantial employment will be furnished veterans and 
their families; (4) educational institutions where shortage 
of facilities impedes the educational program provided 
under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act; and (5) vet- 
erans or others for construction or acquisition of housing 
for veterans and their families. The Corporation may 
also render technical advisory service to applicants for 
loans, conduct studies, research, etc., with respect to 
title III of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act (relating 
to loans), cooperate with the War Assets Administration 
or other agencies in the disposal of surplus property, 
purchase surplus property for resale to veterans, and 
guarantee loans made by lending institutions for any of the 
purposes for which the Corporation is authorized to make 
loans. Notes, mortgages, or other evidence of indebtedness 
arising out of loans and any rights of the Corporation in 
connection therewith may be sold, transferred, or assigned 
to banks or lending institutions. The Corporation may 
issue 20-year bonds, notes, etc., aggregating not more than 
10 times its capital stock. The Secretary of the Treasur 

may purchase obligations of the Corporation and for suc 

purpose may use proceeds from the sale of securities issued 
after this act under the Second Liberty Bond Act. An 
Interdepartmental Committee on Veterans Employment 
and National Economic Development composed of 
representatives from the proper Government departments 
shall consult with and advise the board of directors. 
Quarterly reports shall be made to Congress.

H. R. 3645. Mr. Battle; March 21, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Cerebral Palsy Act—Establishes in the United 
States Public Health Service a National Cerebral Palsy 
Institute. Authorizes the Surgeon General to conduct and 
assist research in cerebral palsy, promote the coordination 
of research programs of the institute and similar programs 
conducted by other agencies, make grants-in-aid to 
universities, hospitals, and other private and _public 
agencies, etc. Creates a National Cerebral Palsy Council 
to consist of the Surgeons General of the Public Health 
Service, the Army and the Navy, the chief medical officer 
of the Veterans’ Administration, and the Chief of the 
Children’s Bureau or their representatives, and 12 other 
persons appointed by the Surgeon General with the 
approval of the Federal Security Administrator. Grants, 
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in-aid may be made to States, counties, health districts, etc. 
Provides for acceptance of conditional gifts and for 
acknowledgment of donations of $50,000 or over by 
establishment within the institute of memorials to the 
donors. Authorizes the Federal Security Administrator to 
fix the compensation of specially qualified scientific and 
professional personnel connected with research activities 
of the National Institute of Health and the National 
Cerebral Palsy Institute within the range of $10,000 to 
$15,000 a year.

whether fees are accepted or not. It is immaterial whether 
the service is pe ‘rformed for the employer or the employee, 

Four months after the effective date of this act it shall 
be unlawful for any unregistered employment agency to 
engage in interstate commerce. Registration shall be ac- 
complished by filing with the Secretary of Labor (1) an 
annual $100 fee, (2) a schedule of fees to be charged, (8) 
the size, nature, and ownership of the agency, (4) a bond 
in an amount set by the Secretary between $1,000 and 
$10,000 to cover damage to any person, and (5) such other 
information as reque sted. Fees may be changed 60 days 
after filing a revised schedule with the Secretary, unless 
the Secretary objects. 

It is made unlawful for any registered agency to circulate 
misleading information, to depart from the filed schedule 
of fees, to charge for mere registration of employers or 
employees, or otherwise to act contrary to existing laws 
on publie policy.

Reimbursement of the tax to the retailer shall 
be made by the purchaser at the following rates: from 14 
to 63 cents, 1 cent; from 64 to $1.13, 2 cents; on each 50 
cents or fraction thereof in excess of $1.13, 1 cent. 

Title I1: Compensating Use Tax—Imposes a compen- 
satory use tax on the sale or use within the District of 
property of the type subject to tax in Title I, but upon 
which no tax was paid.

Confers American citizenship on the following 
persons, and their children born after April 11, 1899, if 
they are residing on the effective date of this Act on Guam 
or other territory over which the United States exercises 
rights of sovereignty: (1) all Spanish subjects and all 
natives of Guam who resided in Guam on April 11, 1899, 
including those temporarily absent from the island on 
that date, who after that date continued to reside in Guam 
or other territory over which the United States exercises 
sovereignty, and who have taken no affirmative steps to 
preserve or acquire foreign nationality; (2) all persons 
born in Guam on or after April 11, 1899. Citizens or 
nationals of other countries may retain their present 
political status by making a prescribed declaration within 
2 years after this enactment. 

H. R. 3800. Mr. Allen of California; March 24, 1949 
(Armed Services). 

Authorizes conveyance to California of easements for 
construction and maintenance of a toll highway crossing 
in the vicinity of San Francisco Bay. 

H. R. 3801. Mr. Somers; March 24, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code with respect to the 
exemption of personal finance companies from the surtax 
on personal holding companies, to provide that loans to a 
shareholder in the company (owning 10 percent or more 
of stock) outstanding at any one time shall not exceed 
$5,000 in principal amount [amending U. 8. C. 26: 501 
(b) (6)]. 

H. R. 3802. Mr. Miller of California; March 24, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Fixes penalty of $5,000 and/or 2 years imprisonment for 
travel in interstate commerce with intent to avoid family 
responsibilities. 

H. R. 3817. Mr. Celler; March 25, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Amends the National Motor Vehicle Theft Act (U. 8. C. 
18: 2311-2313) to include motor vehicles and aircraft 
embezzled, converted, or taken by fraud, and includes the 
word ‘‘tractor’ in the definition of motor vehicles 
H. R. 3818. Mr. Marcantonio; March 25, 1949 (Veterans’ 

Affairs). 

Makes several amendments to Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act relating to unemployment allowance: (1) in- 
cludes Merchant Marine service, (2) deletes the provision 
disqualifying those involved in a labor dispute; (3) raises 
maximum allowance to $35 per week for unemployed and 
to $175 per month for self-employed; and (4) deletes the 
52-week limit on benefits [amending U. 8. C. 38: 696, 
(a), 696 (b), 696 (d)]. 

H. R. 3819. Mr. Morrison; March 25, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

In computing the gross receipts of all post offices (except 
the post office at Washington, D. C.) for the purpose of 
fixing the salaries of the postmasters and supervisory em- 
ployees 1 cent for each piece of franked mail and penalty 
mail canceled is added to the gross receipts [amending 
U. 8. C. 39: 858 (a)]. 

H. R. 3820. Mr. Patten; March 25, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Authorizes disposal of temporary housing to public 

agencies upon these conditions: (1) if constructed on land 
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of such agencies the transfer shall be without monetary 
consideration, (2) if constructed on land owned or leased 
by the United States, upon payment of an amount equal 
to the cost of the land to the United States, (3) if con- 
structed on land leased to the United States, the transferee 
shall assume the lease. If the public agency transfers the 
roperty within 5 years after acquisition it shall pay to the 
Bnited States one-half of the proceeds from sale. 

Directs the Housing and Home Finance Administrator 
to remove before June 30, 1951, all temporary housing 
under his jurisdiction except where needed due to shortage 
in certain communities [amending 54 Stat. 1125). 


H. R. 3821. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 25, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides pensions for veterans of World War I based 
on non-service connected disability and attained age as 
follows: $72 per month at age 65; and $120 per month 
if on account of age, blindness, ete., personal aid or attend- 
ance is required. Only those unmarried veterans with 
income less than $2,000 annually or married veterans (or 
those with minor children) with income less than $3,000 
annually (excluding expenditures for medicinal purposes 
in determining income) are eligible (amending Veterans’ 
Regulation No. 1 (a)). Raises the income limitation in 
connection with widows’ and children’s pensions from 
$1,000 to $2,000 for a widow without a child, and from 
$2,500 to $3,000 for a widow with a minor child. The 
non-service-connected death pensions payable to widows 
and children of veterans of World War II are payable 
without regard to service-connected disabilities of ten per 
cent or more in degree [amending 58 Stat. 804 §6; U.S. C. 
38: 503). 

H. R. 3822. Mr. Sasscer; March 25, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Permits redepositing of all amounts paid out of the civil- 
service disability and retirement fund with interest at 3 
percent, by the survivors of any employee who died 
between July 1, 1947 and February 28, 1948 after having 
attained the age of 60 and having rendered 35 years of 
service [amending Public Law 426, § 12, 80th Cong.}. 

H. R. 3824. Mr. Young; March 25, 1949 (Public Works). 
National System of Interstate Highways Act of 1949 
Authorizes $550,000,000 for the fiseal year ending June 30, 
1950 for the construction of a National system of inter- 
state highways. Present restrictions on construction of 
trunk highways with Federal-aid money are removed and 
Federal contribution for any project in the National 
system is increased to a minimum of 75 percent. States 
must comply with specified conditions to become eligible 

for Federal funds, with certain exceptions. 


H. R. 3825. Mr. Abbitt; March 25, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Amends the Federal Crop Insurance Act to provide for 
multiple crop insurance on certain agricultural commodi- 
ties, limited to 50 counties. Deletes provision that pay- 
ment of claims may be made on a pro rata reduction basis 
in years when the total losses on any agricultural commod- 
ity exceed the total premiums collected on such commodity. 
Repeals provisions for additional premium and indemnity 
to cover cotton-seed losses in terms of lint cotton. Provides 
a $10 per diem subsistence allowance for Board members 
away from home on Corporation business. Extends 
authorization for research, etc., to cover the assembling 
of data on all agricultural commodities for the purpose 
of establishing actuarial bases for insurance [amending 
U. S. C. 7: 1504-1508, 1518). 


H. R. 3826. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; March 25, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Authorizes the Civil Service Commission to make 
appointments without regard to State quotas when re- 
quisite personnel within the State quotas are not available 
lamending U. 8. C. 5: 633; repealing U. 8. C. 5: 643). 
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H. R. 3827. Mr. Trimble; March 25, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Allows an income-tax exemption for any member of the 
taxpayer’s household supported by him [amending 
U.S. C. 26: 25 (b) (3)]. 

H. R. 3828. Mr. Wheeler; March 25, 1949 (Education 
and Labor). 


Federal Aid to Medical Education Act of 1949—Estab- 
lishes in the Federal Security Agency a Medical Education 
Board which is authorized to grant loans to approved 
schools and colleges to enable them to expand and improve 
their medical and dental educational facilities. These 
loans shall be repaid in 15 years at 1 percent interest. 
Authorizes $5,000,000 for such loans for 1950 and $1,000,- 
000 annually thereafter. 

Authorizes $5,000,000 annually for loans to medical or 
dental students (not to exceed $1,250 a year for 4 years) 
who in return shall practice where assigned by the Board 
for 2 years. 

H. R. 3829. Mr. Wier; March 25, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Amends Public Law 839, 80th Congress to provide 
assistance to local school agencies overburdened with war 
or defense-incurred enrollments where such agencies 
received similar assistance during any prior fiscal year 
(now during 1948). 

H. R. 3830. Mr. Kee; March 25, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 

The unobligated balance of funds appropriated for the 
China Aid Act of 1948 is authorized for economic assistance 
to China on such terms as the President shall determine, 
to be available from April 3, 1949 through February 15, 
1950. Until an appropriation is made the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation is directed to make a noninterest 
bearing advance not exceeding $50,000,000 to carry out 
the purposes of this Act. 

H. R. 3831. Mr. Sadlak; March 25, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code to provide that no 
interest shall be collected on an income-tax deficiency 
resulting from an honest error of the taxpayer [amending 
U.S. C. 26: 292 (a)). 

H. R. 3832. Mr. Irving; March 25, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Directs issuance of a special postage stamp in com- 
memoration of the 100th anniversary of the chartering of 
the city of Independence, Mo. 

H. R. 3833. Mr. Underwood; March 25, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 

Until December 31, 1952, the Secretaries of War and 
Navy may sell utilities and related services (electric power, 
steam, gas, etc.) to municipalities in the vicinity of naval 
and military activities if such services are not available 
from private or public sources, and are needed to alleviate 
existing shortages. 

H. R. 3838. Mr. Kirwan; March 28, 1949 (Appropriations). 

The Interior Department Appropriation Act, 1950— 
Carries sums for the Department of the Interior for the 
fiscal year 19506. 

H. R. 3839. Mr. Davis of Wisconsin; March 28, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act (U. S. C. 
5: 707) to permit inclusion at the election of the employee 
for computing the amount of annuity, of service rendered 
as a State employee in carrying out educational agricul- 
tural, ete. functions which are financed, at least partly, by 
Federal funds. Certain conditions must be met. 

H. R. 3840. Mr. Javits; March 28, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code (U. 8. C. 26: 22 

(a)) to exclude from definition of gross income pensions, 
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retirement allowances, and annuities received by former 

State or local employees because of disability arising out 

of employment. 

H. R. 3841. Mr. Kennedy; March 28, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 

Permits the District of Columbia to borrow money for 
Capital projects. 

H. R. 3842. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; March 28, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Air Mail Act (U. 8. C. 39: 470) to authorize 
the Postmaster General to contract for star route air-mail 
services where surface transportation is inadequate and 
where the cost is reasonably compatible with the service. 
Contracts shall be canceled upon the issuance by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board of an authorization to any air 
sarrier to engage in the transportation of mail between the 
points involved. 

H. R. 3843. Mr. Murray of Wisconsin; March 28, 1949 
(Public Lands). 

Declares that the United States holds certain lands in 
trust for the Stockbridge-Munsee Community, Incorpor- 
ated, of Wisconsin. 


H. R. 3844. Mr. Reed of New York; March 28, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 
Repeals and/or reduces numerous 
excise tax rates. 
H. R. 3845. Mr. Vinson; March 28, 1949 (Armed Services). 
National Security Act Amendments of 1949—Converts 
the National Military Establishment into an Executive 
Department known as the Department of Defense, in- 
cluding the Departments of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force which shall be military departments in lieu of their 
prior status as Executive Departments. The Secretaries 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force are no longer members 
of the National Security Council. The Secretary of 
Defense shall be the principal assistant to the President 
in all matters relating to the National security. He shall 
be responsible for exercising direction, authority, and con- 
trol over the Department of Defense and is authorized to 
eliminate duplication in procurement, si 
etc. but is not authorized to reassi 
functions assigned to the military depa ; 
to the direction, authority, and control of the Secre 
of Defense, the Departments of Army, Navy, and Air 
Force shall be administered by their respective Secretaries. 
Authorizes the President to appoint an Under Secretary 
and 3 Assistant Secretaries of Defense. Creates the 
position of Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to be 
appointed by the President from among the Regular 
officers of the armed services. While holding such office 
he shall take precedence over all other officers of the 
armed services, and shall act as the principal military 
adviser to the President and the Secretary of Defense. 
The Secretary of Defense shall appoint the Chairman of 
the Munitions Board, and the Research and Development 
Board (now appointed by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate). Makes numerous technical amendments 
{amending 61 Stat. 495]. 
H. R. 3846. Mr. Vursell; March 28, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Repeals and/or reduces numerous wartime and other 
excise tax rates. 
H. R. 3847. Mr. Granger; March 28, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 

- For District of Columbia income tax purposes resident 
is defined to include all persons (except certain elective, 
appointive, ete., officers) domiciled within the District 
on the last day of the taxable year and all persons living 
in the District more than 7 months of the taxable year. 
Rate of tax shall be 2 percent of the first $2,000, 3 percent

percent on income exceeding $10,000. Property tax 
shall not be less than 24% percent of its assessed value.

School Construction Act of 1949—Authorizes $5,000,000 
to be paid to the States for an inventory of existing school 
facilities and for a survey of the need to construct addi- 
tional facilities. 

Authorizes $145,000,000 for the year beginning July 1, 
1949, and such sums as may be thereafter determined by 
Congress for allotment to the States to assist them in the 
construction of such public elementary and secondary 
school facilities as the Commissioner shall determine to be 
necessary. Federal funds to be expended in the vear 
beginning July 1, 1949, are reserved for critical projects 
made so by reason of rapid increase in school-age children 
through Federal defense or other activities. Funds shall 
be apportioned to each of the States in an amount which 
bears the same ratio to the total amount appropriated for 
all the States as the school-age population in the State 
bears to the school-age population of the United States, 
with adjustment upwards in percentage of Federal contri- 
bution for low income States and downwards for high 
income States. Provides additional funds for the Terri- 
tories. Provides for an equitable apportionment of 
Federal funds under this Act between different racial 
groups in any State where separate school facilities are 
maintained. 

Describes the plans which must be submitted by a State 
desiring to take advantage of this Act and authorizes the 
Commissioner to withhold funds when a State agency is in 
noncompliance. 

H. R. 3850. Mr. Rooney; March 28, 1949 (Public Works). 

Provides for preliminary survey of Gowanus Canal, 
Brooklyn, N. ¥. 

H. R. 3851. Mr. Bonner; March 28, 1949 (Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments). 

Removes restrictions on surplus airport property’s being 
used for other than airport purposes by the transferee 
thereof and repeals the power of the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministrator to require compensation for removal of the 
restrictions. The Administrator is further authorized to 
release property presently restricted if he determines that 
such release will not prejudice the interests of the United 
States in civil aviation [amending Public Law 289, 80th 
Cong.]. 

H. R. 3852. Mr. Blatnik; March 28, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the American Veterans Committee. 

H. R. 3853. Mr. Jacobs; March 28, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Industrial Safety Act—Authorizes necessary sums an- 
nually for allotment to the States by the Secretary of 
Labor to assist State agencies administering labor laws in 
establishing and maintaining safe working conditions in 
industry. Allotments shall be made on the basis of: (1) 
population, (2) number of wage earners, (3) special haz- 
ards in industry, (4) number of workers afforded protec- 
tion in their places of employment by State law and the 
cost of effective administration of the law, and (5) the 
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financial needs of the respective States. The allotment to 
any State for any year shall not exceed three-fourths of 
the expenditures under the State plan for such year (mini- 
mum of $15,000 for any State). Provides for an Indus- 
trial Safety Advisory Committee to review existing indus- 
trial safety laws, regulations and practices and make recom- 
mendation to the Secretary of Labor looking to more effect- 
ive control of hazardous conditions and lowering of the 
industrial injury rate. 


H. R. 3854. Mr. Rhodes; March 28, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Increases equipment maintenance payments to carriers 
in the Rural Delivery Service, to 10 cents per mile, or $4 a 
day, whichever is greater [amending U. 8. é 39: 867 (e)]. 
H. R. 3855. Mr. Rhodes; March 28, 1949 (Post Office and 

Civil Service). 

Classifies rural carriers operating from first-class post 
offices as carriers in the city delivery service [amending 
U. S. C. 39: 862, 867]. 

Increases pay of rural carriers from $20 to $30 a mile a 
year for each mile of a route in excess of 30 miles and lowers 
the work week from 6 to 5 days for routes over 30 miles for 
promotion and pay purposes. Provides for classified civil- 
service appointment of substitute rural carriers upon pass- 
ing &@ noncompetitive examination. 

All first- and third-class mail shall have the necessary 
amount of postage stamps affixed before it shall be ac- 
cepted for mailing by a rural carrier.

Establishes a Commission on Renovation of the Execu- 
tive Mansion and authorizes necessary sums for its ex- 
penses. 

H. R. 3857. Mr. Fogarty; March 28, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the War Claims Act of 1948 (Public Law 896, 
80th Cong.) to authorize the Commission to provide for 
the repayment to civilian internees of sums paid by them 
to the State Department in settlement of funds advanced 
during internment. 


H. R. 3858. Mr. King; March 28, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


Allows the consumer of gasoline to deduct, for income- 
tax purposes, State taxes on gasoline imposed on the whole- 
saler and passed on to the consumer [amending U. S. C. 
26: 23 (c) (3)]. 

H. R. 3859. Mr. Rankin; March 28, 1949 (Appropriations). 

Appropriates $6,000,000 for construction of a Veterans’ 
Administration general medical and surgical hospital at 
Tupelo, Miss. 

H.R. 3860. Mr. Rankin; March 28, 1949 (Appropriations). 

Appropriates $5,300,000 for construction of a Veterans’ 
Administration general medical and surgical hospital in or 
near Mound Bayou, Miss. 


H. R. 3861. Mr. Talle; March 28, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 
Designates the United States Veterans’ Administration 
domiciliary center at Clinton, Iowa, as the Schick Veter- 
ans’ Hospital. 
H. R. 3862. Mr. Wheeler; March 28, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 


Amends part III of Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a) (providing 
pensions for non-service-connected disability) as follows: 
increases monthly pension to $75 (now $50); provides that 
veterans of World Wars I and II shall be presumed per- 
manently and totally disabled upon reaching age 65; pro- 
vides monthly pension of $100 in cases requiring the at- 
tendance of another person; raises income limitation in the 
case of an unmarried veteran to $2,000 (now $1,000), and 
in the case of a married veteran or one with a dependent 
parent or minor child to $3,000 (now $2,500); provides 
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that an honorable discharge shall be a prerequisite to en- 
titlement to benefits. 

Raises annual income limitation determining eligibility 
for a death pension to $2,000 (now $1,000) in the case of a 
widow without child, and $3,000 (now $2,500) in the case 
of a widow with children.

Makes any person who actively induces infringement of 
a patent liable as an infringer. Defines ‘“‘contributory in- 
fringement,”’ and protects patents against it. 


H. R. 3867. Mr. Clemente; March 29, 1949 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 

Exempts the fares of maritime passengers from liens 
where (1) the vessel doesnot depart on the voyage, or (2) 
fails to complete the voyage. 

H. R. 3868. Mr. Denton; March 29, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Limits the removal of civil actions from State to Federal 
courts to cases where the amount in controversy exceeds 
$10,000 [amending U. 8. C. 28: 1441]. 

H. R. 3869. Mr. Gossett; March 29, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Provides for conveyance of a certain housing project in 
Decatur, Tex., to Decatur Baptist College. 

H. R. 3870. Mr. Hays of Ohio; March 29, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Makes it unlawful to use the mails for transmission of 
matter prepared by or for any party or organization 
which advocates the overthrow of the Government by 
force [amending U. 8. C. 18: 1717 (a)]. 

H, R. 3871. Mr. Lynch; March 29, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Amends the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 
(58 Stat. 284) by extending the benefits of titles II (Educa- 
tion) and III (Loans) to certain persons who have con- 
tinued on active service. 

H. R. 3872. Mr. Martin of Massachusetts; March 29, 
1949 (Ways and Means). 

Exempts toilet preparations from the retailers’ excise 
taxes when sold to persons operating barber shops, beauty 
parlors, and similar establishments for use in the operation 
thereof [amending U. S. C. 26: 2402]. 

H. R. 3873. Mr. Mitchell; March 29, 1949 (Public Works), 


Authorizes $16,300,000 for construction of a dam and 
reservoir on the Green River in Washington for flood 
control. 


H. R. 3874. Mr. Tollefson; March 29, 1949 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes $16,300,000 for construction of a dam and 
reservoir on the Green River in Washington for flood 
control. 

H. R. 3875. Mr. Walter; March 29, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Liberalizes provisions relating to voluntary departure 
or suspension of deportation of deportable aliens who have 
proved good moral character for 5 years by (1) permitting 
suspension of - of those with 7 years’ continuous 
residence in the United States and who are residing therein 
upon the effective date of this act, and (2) making them 
applicable to aliens whose ineligibility for naturalization 
rests solely on racial grounds. 

Permits either House of Congress to pass a resolution dis- 
approving of a suspension of deportation, in which case the 
Attorney General shall deport the alien (concurrent reso- 
lution passed by both Houses now required) [amending

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H. R. 3876. Mr. Havenner; March 29, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


In State insolvency proceedings, claims not exceeding 
$600 for wages earned within 3 months prior to the debtor’s 
death, insolvency, etc. are given preference over United 
States tax claims [amending U. 8. C. 31: 191, 192]. 


H. R. 3877. Mr. Mitchell; March 29, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Housing Act of 1949—Establishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise 
to serve as large a part of the total need as possible, and (2) 
governmental assistance, where feasible: to enable private 
enterprise to serve still more of the total need; to eliminate 
substandard housing through clearance of slums; to provide 
decent housing for low-income urban and rural nonfarm 
families and decent farm dwellings for farm owners lacking 
means to do so for themselves. Contains specific congres- 
sional charge to the Housing and Home linance Agency 
and others to encourage and assist (1) the production of 
housing of sound standards of design and construction, at 
reduced costs, (2) the use of new and standardized methods, 
materials, and equipment, (3) the development of well- 
planned communities, and (4) the stabilization of the 
housing industry at a high annual volume of residential 
construction. 

Title I: Provides for temporary and long-term Federal 
loans and capital grants to local public agencies to assist 
communities in eliminating slums and redeveloping project 
areas by private enterprise. To finance these loans the 
Administrator may issue obligations of $25,000,000 for the 
first year, $225,000,000 for the second year, and 
$250,000,000 for each of the next 3 years, total authoriza- 
tion not to exceed $1,000,000,000. The Administrator 
may contract to make capital grants totaling $100,000,000 
per year for 5 years, total authorization not to exceed 
$500,000,000. With respect to a project on open un- 
platted land, no grants shall be made, but long-term loans 
may be made for acquisition of land (to be repaid in 40 
years) and temporary loans my be made for public build- 
ings and facilities necessary to support the new uses of the 
land (to be repaid in 10 years). The aggregate of capital 
grants to a local public agency shall not exceed two-thirds 
of the aggregate costs of the projects, the remaining third 
to be covered by local grants-in-aid. 

Title Il: Authorizes Federal contributions for low-rent 
housing of $85,000,000 for the first year, and an additional 
$90,000,000 in each of the next 4 years (total authorization

Makes it unlawful for anyone, with intent to facilitate 
the overthrow of the Government of the United States by 
force or violence, to incite contempt for the Government, 
its officers or employees, by means of publications, motion 
i or radio broadcasts [amending U. 8. C. 18: ch. 
115}.

H. R. 4034. Mr. Keating; April 5, 1949 (House Adminis- 
tration). 

Authorizes $1,125,000 annually to the Librarian of 
Congress to provide sound-reproduction records and 
raised-character books for blind adults, to be distributed 
through the cooperation of local libraries throughout the 
United States. In lending of such books and records 
preference shall be given to honorably discharged veterans. 
H. R. 4035. Mr. Keogh; April 5, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes members and certain former members of the 
armed forces to accept and wear certain decorations 
tendered them by certain foreign governments for World 
War II services. 

H. R. 4036. Mr. McCarthy; 
and Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act so as to 
provide for payment of annuities to widows of retired 
employees without reduction in the annuities of such 
employees [amending 62 Stat. 48]. 

H. R. 4037. Mr. Peterson; April 5, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends for 1 year the time for filing claims for overtime 
compensation, etc., by Federal employees under 60 Stat. 
747. 

H. R. 4038. Mr. Teague; April 5, 1949 (Ways and Means). 

Exempts from the admissions tax admissions to activities 
for the benefit of elementary and secondary schools begin- 
ning July 1, 1949. 

H. R. 4046. Mr. Kerr; April 6, 1949 (Appropriations). 

Second Deficiency Appropriation Act, 1949—Carries 
deficiency appropriations for the legislative branch, inde- 
pendent offices, District of Columbia, and various executive 
departments. 

H. R. 4047. Mr. Camp; April 6, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


Permits, retroactive until taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1942, accrual basis corporations to deduct 


April 5, 1949 (Post Office 
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charitable contributions made within 75 days after the 
close of the taxable year in which the deduction is taken. 


H. R. 4048. Mr. Clemente; April 6, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Communications Act of 1934 (U. S. C. 
47: 605) to permit the interception of communications 
in the investigation by a law-enforcement officer (if 
authorized by a warrant) of cases involving (1) kidnaping, 
(2) offenses punishable by death, or (3) treason, sabotage, 
espionage, etc. Makes unlawful the possession of inter- 
cepting devices except when authorized by the above 
purposes. 


H. R. 4049. Mr. Clemente; April 6, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Amends Social Security Act to provide that a fully in- 
sured individual under the Federal Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance System shall have not less than one quarter 
of coverage for each two quarters (now four) of time. 
Permits lump-sum payments to the estates of persons not 
covered under the System in a sum equal to the taxes paid

H. R. 4050. Mr. Kilday; April 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes not more than 3 months’ pay in advance to 
armed service commissioned officers, warrant officers, and 
enlisted men of the first three grades upon transfer of 


station. 
H. R. 4051. Mr. Lane; April 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends the time limit within which certain suits in 
admiralty may be brought against the United States 
{amending U. 8. C. 46: 745]. 

H. R. 4052. Mr. Morrison; April 6, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act to provide for 
retirement on full annuity at age 55 after 30 years’ service, 
and for payment of annuities to widows of retired em- 
ployees without reduction in the annuities of such em- 
ployees [amending Public Law 426, 80th Cong.]. 

H. R. 4053. Mr. Morrison; April 6, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Postal Reclassification Act of 1949-—Reclassifies the 
salaries of postmasters, officers, and employees of the postal 
field service and establishes uniform procedures for com- 
puting compensation, etc.; some significant features are: 
(1) Provides a general pay increase, (2) establishes a 40- 
hour workweek, (3) places the leave benefits on a 26-day 
annual, 15-day sick basis, (4) revises night differential 
percentages, (5) provides an annual uniform allowance for 
letter carriers and others, and (6) salaries of clerical and 
carrier employees are divided into seven grades. 

H. R. 4054. Mr. Norblad; April 6, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Exempts admissions to religious, educational, and 
charitable entertainments and to nonprofit community 
concerts from the tax on admissions. 


H. R. 4055. Mr. O’Hara; April 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Credits each active officer commissioned in the Regular 
Army or Air Force prior to December 31, 1947 with time 
spent as @ commissioned, warrant, flight officer or a cadet 
for purposes of promotion. 
H. R. 4056. Mr. Rivers; April 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Amends the National Security Act of 1947 (U. S. C. 
5: 171a, b) to provide for an Under Secretary of Defense 
for Reserve Affairs. 
H. R. 4057. Mr. Steed; April 6, 1949 (Ways and Means). 
An individual who, in connection with the desertion or 
abandonment of his dependent child shall travel or move 
in interstate or foreign commerce shall be guilty of a 
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felony. Penalty: Fine of not more than $2,500 and/or 
imprisonment for 3 years. 


H. R. 4058. Mr. Sutton; April 6, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Changes the composition of State committees under the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act by pro- 
viding for election of four of the five members, with the 
chairman and fifth member being named by the Secretary 
of Agriculture (now all members are named by the Secre- 
tary) [amending U. S. C. 16: 590 (h) (b)]. 


H. R. 4059. Mr. Wadsworth; April 6, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 
Exempts from taxation all real and personal property 


held by the Sons of the American Revolution in the 
District of Columbia [amending D. C. C. 47: 827]. 


H. R. 4060. Mr. Gavin; April 6, 1949 (Public Works). 

Directs a survey of the Allegheny and Genesee Rivers 
to provide through barge navigation from the New York 
State Barge Canal to the Allegheny River. 


H. R. 4066. Mr. Aspinall; April 7, 1949 (Public Lands).. 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to extend exist- 
ing water carriage contracts re the Uncompahgre project, 
Colorado, and to schedule payments in 10 annual install- 
ments beginning January 1, 1950, with simple interest at 
3 percent per annum. 


H. R. 4067. Mr. Brooks; April 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 
Authorizes special 3-cent stamp commemorative of the 
one hundred and twenty-fifth anniversary of Centenary 
College, Shreveport, La. 


H. R. 4068. Mr. Jonas; April 7, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


Permits withdrawal of alcohol for manufacture of food 
products and flavoring extract at tax rate of $2.25 per 
proof gallon, and sets special tax for such alcohol at $25 
for the first 25 proof gallons per year, $50 for the first 
50 gallons, and $100 for withdrawals exceeding 50 proof 
gallons per year {amending U. 8. C. 26: 3108, 3250]. 


H. R. 4069. Mr. Morris; April 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Reserves certain land in Nevada for addition to the 
Summit Lake Indian Reservation. 


H. R. 4070. Mr. Murdock; April 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Directs cancellation of charges against certain lands 
within the Uintah Indian irrigation project, Utah. 


H. R. 4071. Mr. O’Hara of Minnesota; April 7, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Authorizes extension of the term of patents for twice 
the length of time spent in Service, in the case of persons 
who served in the armed forces during World War II 
upon filing of application and payment of $39 fee. 


H. R. 4072. Mr. Patten; April 7, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Amends the National Housing Act to provide rental 
housing for military and civilian personnel at military 
installations upon certification by the Secretary of the 
Army, Navy, or Air Force that such housing is necessary 
and that the installations are deemed to be a permanent 
part of the military establishment. A Military Housing 
Insurance Fund is created for use as a revolving fund by 
the Commissioner to insure mortgages on such property. 
The aggregate amount of principal obligations insured 
shall not exceed $500,000,000, except that with tne 
approval of the President the amount may be increased 
to $1,000,000,000. Limits the average cost per family 
unit to $9,000. Amends the Internal Revenue Code to 
provide an amortization deduction for income-tax purposes 
of housing facilities constructed under the foregoing 
provisions, 
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H. R. 4073. Mr. William L. Pfeiffer; April 7, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to convey the 
Father Millet Cross National Monument to the State of 
New York for use as part of the Fort Niagara State Park. 


H. R. 4074. Mr. Rankin (by request); April 7, 1949 (Vet- 
erans’ Affairs). 


In the granting of hospitalization and treatment by 
the Veterans’ Administration, diseases or disabilities of 
veterans of the Spanish-American War, including the 
Boxer Rebellion and the Philippine Insurrection, shall be 
deemed to be service-incurred. 


H. R. 4075. Mr. Bailey; April 7, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Industrial Safety Act—Authorizes annuallv to the 
Secretary of Labor for allotment to States, to assist them 
in establishing and maintaining safe working conditions 
in industry, sums sufficient to carry out approved State 
plans. Allotments shall be made, on the basis of popula- 
tion, number of wage-earners, number of workers protected 
by State laws, and special needs of the States (minimum 
of $15,000 for any State). Sets up an Industrial Safety 
Advisory Committee to review existing industrial practices 
and to recommend steps to minimize hazardous conditions. 


H. R. 4077. Mr. Coudert; April 7, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Extends time for disposal of defense housing until 
January 1, 1951 (now January 1, 1950). Extends time 
wherein educational institutions may file request for 
transfer of defense housing until January 1 1950 (now 
expired) [amending Public Law 796, 80th Cong.]. 

H. R. 4079. Mr. Johnson; April 7, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Authorizes conveyance of perpetual easement for con- 
struction and maintenance of a toll highway bridge across 
San Francisco Bay. 

H. R. 4080. Mr. Brooks; April 7, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Uniform Code of Military Justice—Revises, unifies, and 
codifies the Articles of War, the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy, and the disciplinary laws of the Coast 
Guard. Enlarges the authority of commanding officers 
to impose nonjudicial punishment. Retains the three 
courts martial—general, special, and summary. Permits 
enlisted personnel, not of the same unit, to serve on general 
and special courts martial trying enlisted men when the 
accused requests such in writing, and provides that the 
complainant may not sit as a member of the court. Re- 
quires a thorough and impartial pretrial investigation but 
provides that failure to abide by this requirement shall not 
constitute jurisdictional error. Unlawfully influencing the 
action of a court martial is prohibited. Records of pro- 
ceedings in all courts martial must be kept and authenti- 
cated. 

Provides for the suspension, until 3 years after the termi- 
nation of hostilities, of any statute of limitations applicable 
to fraud or attempted fraud against the United States. 

Refusal to obey a subpena or testify before a court 
martial, military commission, court of inquiry, or other 
military court or board is deemed an offense against the 
United States carrying maximum penalties of $500 fine 
and/or 6 months’ imprisonment upon conviction in a 
United States district court. 

Prohibits cruel and unusual punishments but the omis- 
sion of the words “hard labor’ in any sentence shall not 
preclude hard labor in executing the punishment. Sen- 
tences run from the date of pronouncement. 

Provides for review of a sentence of a court martial 
primarily by (1) the staff judge advocate of the convening 
authority, (2) a board of review consisting of officers and/or 
civilians and named by the Judge Advocate General which 
Board may weigh anew the credibility of witnesses and 
determine controverted questions of fact, and (3) a Court 
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of Military Appeals of three civilians appointed by the 
President with the advice and consent of the Senate to 
review questions of law only. These civilians shall receive 
the same pay and allowances of judges of the United States 
court of appeals. There may be further review. by the 
Secretaries of the Departments and the President. Pro- 
vides that judgments of courts martial shall be binding 
upon all departments, courts, agencies, and officers of the 
United States. 

Carries 58 punitive articles. Authorizes courts of 
inquiry; the administration of oaths, and the notarization 
of papers by officers. Authorizes the President to delegate 
authority vested in him and to provde for redelegation. 

Officers of wrecked or destroyed vessels shall retain all 
authority and command pending discharge or reassignment 
of the crew. Marines embarked on a vessel shall retain 
their organization subject to the paramount authority of 
the commanding officer of the vessel over the vessel and 
personnel embarked thereon. 

Commanding officers of the Navy are required to be 
exemplary, correct, and to provide for divine service on 
Sunday. 

Any suit brought in a State court against a member of 
the armed services is subject to removal to the Federal 
district court if the defense is color of status as a member 
of the armed service. 

Officers may be dismissed only by sentence of a general 
court martial or by the President. 

The Judge Advocate General in his discretion my modify 
sentences of convictions during World War II upon appli- 
cation within one year of the enactment of this Act. 

Repeals numerous provision. 


H. R. 4081. Mr. Pace; April 7, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Allows marketing penalty for excess peanuts to be 
avoided by marketing the excess through designated 
agencies which will use said excess for oil, shelling, and 
seed at prices set by the Secretary of Agriculture. A 
producer who markets through the designated agencies 
shall be known as a ‘‘cooperator’’ [amending U. 8. C. 7: 


1359]. 


H. R. 4082. Mr. Beckworth; April 7, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Civil Aeronauties Act of 1938 (U.S. C. 49: 
641) to allow the Civil Aeronautics Board to assign certain 
work, business, or functions (except those dealing with 
air carrier economic regulation and procedure) to individ- 
ual Board members or certain eligible employees. 


H. R. 4083. Mr. Multer; April 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Prohibits suspension without pay for over 30 days or 
reduction in grade of classified civil service employees 
without their being given (1) 30 days’ written notice, 
(2) a copy of the charges, (3) a reasonable time to answer, 
and (4) a written decision on such answer. Employees 
affected may make timely appeal to the Civil Service 
Commission to make mandatory recommendations to the 
suspending body. Suspended employees who are later 
reinstated on the ground of unsubstantiated charges shall 
be compensated for their loss of earnings. 

H. R. 4084 Mr. Multer; April 7, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 

Directs the payment by the United States of premiums 
on bonds of Government officers and employees. 

H. R. 4085. Mr. Hagen; April 7, 1949 (Public Works). 

Authorizes a preliminary examination and survey of 
tributaries of the Red River of the North for flood control. 
H. R. 4086. Mr. Jennings; April 7, 1949 (Banking and 

Currency). 

Prohibits the Home Loan Bank Board from revising its 
regulations so as to change the essential character of 
Federal savings and loan associations. 
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H. R. 4087. Mrs. Woodhouse; 
Affairs). 


Extends educational benefits under part VIII of Veterans 
Regulation 1 (a) to widows and children of deceased 
World War II veterans. The period of eligibility shall not 
exceed 24 months for the widow and 24 months for the 
children cumulatively. The eldest child shall at his 
election be entitled to the entire 24 months. Benefits are 
extended to spouses and children of veterans of World 
War II totally disabled as a result of their service. The 
maximum eligibility period of 24 months shall go to the 
spouse at his election, then to the eldest child at his 
election, and then to the remaining children. Persons in 
active military or naval service are ineligible. Anyone 
enrolled under this act shall be entitled to subsistence 
allowance. To be within the provisions of this act training 
must be initiated prior to January 1, 1970. 


H. R. 4088. Mr. Young; April 7, 1949 (Public Works). 


Raises the Federal share payable on any project on the 
National System of Interstate Highways to 75 percent 
of the cost of the improvement, including rights-of-way 
{amending 58 Stat. 840]. 


H. R. 4089. Mr. Biemiller; April 7, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


National School Health Services Act of 1949—Authorizes 
$35,000,000 and necessary administration expenses for 
each fiscal year beginning with the year ending June 
30, 1950, for the Federal Security Administrator to aid 
the States in making more adequate provision for health 
of school children through the development of school health 
services for the prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of 
mental and physical conditions. The allotment to each 
State shall be based on the number of school children 
between 5 and 17 years of age and on relative per capita 
income within the State. The Federal Security Adminis- 
trator shall promulgate each State’s allotment percentage 
biennially. 

To become eligible for aid each State must submit a plan 
setting forth a school health program (1) providing for the 
expenditure of State funds in an amount not less than the 
State percentage as set forth in the act (between 25 and 
50 percent of the total sum to be expended in the State), 
(2) providing that the State shall utilize all existing 
services and shall cooperate with a to be created State 
advisory committee with respect to the operation of the 
plan, and (3) providing from time to time detailed audits 
for the Federal Security Administrator. The Federal 
Security Administrator shall approve all State plans; in 
case of failure to approve the State may appeal to the 
United States court of appeals. 

In any State where the law will not permit a disburse- 
ment of funds to nonpublic schools, the Federal Security 
Administrator shall withhold a proportionate amount of 
funds and make direct provision for children attending 
such schools, subject to the same conditions required 
with respect to funds for children attending public schools. 

A just and equitable basis for provision of health services 
in a State which maintains separate public schools for 
minority races means a basis which provides the same 
health services provided for children in other public 
schools in the State. 


H. R. 4090. Mr. Fernés-Isern; April 7, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Extends the Bankhead-Jones Act of 1935 for agricultural 
research to Puerto Rico and appropriates funds therefor. 


H. R. 4091. Mr. Fisher; April 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Increases compensation of employees in the postal field 
service by $650 a year (30 cents an hour for employees on 
an hourly basis, 25 percent of basic compensation for 
fourth-class postmasters). Not applicable to skilled- 
trades employees of mail-equipment shops, job cleaners in 


April 7, 1949 (Veterans’ 
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first- and second-class post offices, and employees on a fee 
or contract basis. 


H. R. 4092. Mr. Gwinn (by request); April 7, 1949 (Inter. 
state and Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the Civil Aeronautics Administrator to pay $50 
per month from and after December 1942 to persons who 
(1) were subject to service in the United States Navy, and 
(2) who underwent training under the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration War Training Service. 

H. R. 4093. Mr. Lemke; April 7, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes adjustment, through the Fish and Wildlife 
Service of claims for damages to crops by migratory birds 
and issuance of permits to shoot such birds to the owner or 
tenant of lands upon which there are growing unthreshed, 
or ungathered food or.cereal crops. In case of failure to 
agree, the claimant may bring an action in the United 
States District Court. The price of migratory-bird hunt- 
ing stamps is increased from $1 to $2, the additional dollar 
to be used to pay such claims. Necessary additional funds 
are authorized. 


H. R. 4111. Mr. Gorski of New York; April 8, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 

Authorizes 26 days’ annual and 15 days’ sick leave an- 
nually for postmasters and other postal employees, includ- 
ing classified substitute employees [amending U. 8. C. 39: 
856]. 

H. R. 4112. Mr. Hand; April 8, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Allows partially disabled veterans of World War II to 
reenlist in the armed forces of the United States, including 
the Coast Guard, for limited duty. 

H. R. 4113. Mr. Horan; April 8, 1949 (Public Works). 

Includes the Chief Joseph Dam, Columbia River, as a 
locale where the Chief of Army Engineers is directed to 
provide school facilities for the neighboring population 
{amending 60 Stat. 638]. 

H. R, 4114. Mr. Klein; April 8, 1949 (Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce). 

National School Health Services Act of 1949—Author- 
izes $35,000,000 and necessary administration expenses for 
each fiscal year beginning with the year ending June 30, 
1950, for the Federal Security Administrator to aid the 
States in making more adequate provision for health of 
school children through the development of school health 
services for the prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of 
mental and physical conditions.

No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any supervision 
over any school agency or system. 

H. R. 4116. Mr. Phillips of California; April 8, 1949 
(Public Lands). 


Revises and reduces the boundaries of the Joshua Tree 
National Monument and authorizes acquisition of non- 
Federal lands within its exterior boundaries. Authorizes 
appropriations of $215,000. 

H. R. 4117. Mr. White of California; April 8, 1949 
(Public Lands). 

Removes restriction relating to the granting of privileges 
within Kings Canyon National Park. 

H. R. 4118. Mr. Golden; April 8, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Removes limitation on amount of annual leave that 
may be accumulated by Government employees [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 5: 30b]. 

H. R. 4119. Mr. Marshall; April 8, 1949 (Public Works). 

Authorizes $1,680,000 for the Mississippi River flood 
control project near Aitkin, Minn. 

H. R. 4120. Mr. Farrington; April 8, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Extends for 1 year the period within which application 
may be filed for pay and allowances granted to soldiers 
of the War with Spain [amending U.S. C. 10: 866i]. 

H. R. 4121. Mr. Powell; April 8, 1949 (Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries). 

Effective July 1, 1949, the retirement and other benefits 
of the act of March 2, 1931, are extended to Panama 
Canal employees who are not United States citizens, and 
to those employees who since July 8, 1934, have been 
separated from the service for disability. Tontine de- 
ductions are abolished [amending U. 8. C. 48: 1371, 1371e, 
1371g, 1371h, 1371)). 

H. R. 4122. Mr. Keating; April 8, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Reduces by one-half the postal rate on relief packages to 
European countries not included in the terms of Post 
Office Department order published in 13 Federal Register 
4240 of July 23, 1948. 

H. R. 4123. Mr. Kennedy; April 8, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides full annuities at half salary or wages under the 
Railroad Retirement Act, based on the five highest years 
of earnings for individuals who have completed 30 years 
of service [amending U. 8. C. 45: 228b, 228c]. 

H. R. 4124. Mr. Kennedy; April 8, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce).

Establishes the United States Air Force Academy at 
the Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio. 


H. R. 4168. Mr. Brown of Ohio; April 11, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Establishes the United States Air Force Academy at 
the Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio. 

H. R. 4169. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; April 11, 1949 

(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Classification Revision Act of 1949—Repeals the Classi- 
fication Act of 1923 (U.S. C. 5: 661-674). 

Title I: Poliey—The applicable principle governing 
compensation throughout the Government service shall 
be equal pay for equal work, with major emphasis on the 
contribution of each employee to the efficiency and 
economy of the service. The position-classification system 
is designed to be useful in all phases of personnel adminis- 
tration. 

Title II: This act shall apply to all Government agencies 
and departments except the Post Office Field Service 
covered by U. 8. C. 39: 851) and certain other specially 
excepted agencies. The Civil Service Commission is 
charged with enforcing and administering the act, and it 
will decide questions of its applicability.

hospitals from $75,000,000 (for 1947 and each of the next 
4 years) to $150,000,000 (for 1950 and each of the next

Provides for the with- 
holding by the Surgeon General of certification of any 
State plan which does not provide adequate funds for the 
administration of the plan (not less than $15,000 or 2 
percent of the total funds proposed to be expended during 
the year, whichever is higher). Authorizes $1,200,000 
for the Surgeon General to conduct, and make grants for 
the conduct of research, experiments, and demonstrations 
relating to the effective development, utilization, and 
coordination of hospital services and facilities. Changes 
the amount of recovery by the United States (in the event 
of sale or transfer of a hospital to an agency or organization 
not qualified under the Act, or if ceases to be a nonprofit 
hospital) from 33% percent of the then value of the hospital 
to an amount bearing the same ratio to the then value of 
the hospital as the amount of Federal participation bore 
to the cost of construction. 

Authorizes $50,000,000 for 1950 and each of the next 
5 years for the operation and maintenance of public and 
other nonprofit hospitals and for administration purposes, 
The Surgeon General shall prescribe general standards of 
maintenance and operation, general methods of adminis- 
tration, etc. Funds are allotted to States according to a 
formula based on population and the State’s allotment 
percentage. State plans are approved by the Surgeon 
General and must conform to certain specifications. The 
plan must set forth a hospital maintenance and operation 
program based on a State-wide survey of need, set forth 
the relative need for Federal aid, etc. Certification may 
be withheld or withdrawn by the Surgeon General for 
failure to carry out plans and regulations, diverting funds 
for unauthorized purposes, ete. The State may appeal 
the Surgeon General’s refusal to approve an application 
to the United States court of appeals.

Provides a reduced annuity, at 50 after 5 years of serv- 
ice, for civilian personnel involuntarily separated with- 
out cause from the Federal service [amending U. 8. C. 5: 
691). 
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H. R. 4227. Mr. Davis of Georgia; April 13, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 


To provide for the acquisition and maintenance of na- 
tional cemeteries in the State of Georgia. 


H. R. 4228. Mr. Furcolo (by request); April 13, 
(Public Works). 


Connecticut Valley Authority Act—Creates a Connecti- 
cut Valley Authority (Corporation), with a board of three 
directors appointed by the President with the consent of 
the Senate, to carry out a program of unified water control 
and resource development for the Connecticut Valley 
region; to prevent floods, encourage agriculture, stimulate 
industrial expansion, develop low-cost hydroelectric power, 
promote navigation, increase recreational possibilities, and 
protect wildlife, etc. Provides for an advisory committee 
consisting of the principal officers of eight designated Fed- 
eral agencies and 12 residents of the area of the Authority, 
to be selected by the President to represent agriculture, 
commerce, labor, and wildlife and aquatic life conserva- 
tion and recreation (three each).

The Corporation shall report 
its recommendations to the President and to the Congress 
not later than 2 years after this enactment. The President 
may transfer to the Corporation the use, possession, etc., 
of any Federal dam or water control project. The Corpo- 
ration may acquire, construct, operate, etc., dams, locks, 
recreational facilities, and other projects; it may contract 
with States, local governmental units, public-utility corpo- 
rations, and other persons, firms, or corporations for the 
relocation of railroad tracks, highways, mills, ferries, 
electric-light plants, and other properties, and may cooper- 
ate in the readjustment of displaced populations; it may 
construct or operate any project through, or in conjunction 
with, other Federal agencies, or State or local units. The 
board of directors may sell electric energy and water, giving 
preference in the purchase thereof to States, counties, 
municipalities, and nonprofit organizations. The cost of 
value of each dam, steam plant, or other similar improve- 
ment (such as navigation, flood control, and irrigation) 
shall be allocated among the various purposes served by it. 
In disposing of electric energy, preference and _ priority 
shall be given to States and their political subdivisions, 
and to cooperatives and other nonprofit organizations, 
although sales may also be made to private agencies and 
persons. Flectric energy may be sold directly to farms 
and in rural communities which are inadequately serviced 
therewith at reasonable rates. The Corporation may ad- 
vise and cooperate with States, counties, municipalities, 
and nonprofit organizations and extend credit to, and 
assist them in acquiring, improving and operating canals, 
ditches, generating plants, ete. The Corporation shall 
have access to the United States Patent Office for the pur- 
pose of studying and copying scientific methods, ete. Any 
invention or discovery made by virtue of and incidental to 
service to the Corporation by an employee of the Govern- 
ment of the United States or of the Corporation, together 
with any patents granted thereof shall be the exclusive 
property of the Corporation, which may grant licenses 
thereunder and make payments to the inventor from the 
incorre from the sale of licenses. 

Provides for payment to States by the Corporation of a 
sum equal to the revenue lost to the State and locality 
affected by the Corporation’s removal of property from 
the tax rolls formerly subject to State and local taxation.

Exempts from minimum wage and maximum hour pr 
visions employees of taxicab operators and employees 
telegraph agencies doing a business of less than $500 
month. Broadens the retail and service establishmen! 
exemption by making the wage and hour provisions i 
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resale and is recognized as retail in the particular industry. 
Extends minimum wage provisions to employees of carriers 
by air subject to the provisions of title II of the Railway 
labor Act. Retains the agricultural processing exemption 
from the wage and hour provisions but the “area of pro- 
duction’’ is to be defined by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
instead of the Administrator.

Each recipient 
of aid shall repay in service one year for every two academic 
years either in the medical service of the United States 
or in an area designated by the State agency as medically 
deficient. The Surgeon General is directed to set standards 
and promulgate regulations with the cooperation of a 24- 
member Council on Education for Health Professions. 
Authorizes $15,000,000 yearly plus administration ex- 
penses to support approved State plans for practical nurse 
training, under the direction of the United States Commis- 
sioner of Education. Money distribution is to be on the 
bases of population and estimated efficient usage. 

Title II: Authorizes the Surgeon General to establish 
national research institutes to conduct research relating 
to the cause, prevention, and diagnosis of diseases (includ- 
ing poliomyelitis, diabetes, rheumatism, arthritis, multiple 
sclerosis, cerebral palsy, and epilepsy) and to organize 
them on a basis similar to that employed in the National 
Cancer, Heart, and Dental Institutes.

Title III lit0s ital Survey and Construction Amend- 
ments of 1949—Extends hospital survey and construction 
provisions of the Public Health Service Act until June 30, 
1957 (now 1951). Authorizes $150,000,000 yearly (now 
$75,000,000). for construction for hospitals, including facil- 
ities for group practice, to be divided among the States 
by a formula based on population and per capita income. 
Federal contributions will range from \% to % of the cost 
of construction (now a flat %). Authorizes $1,000,000 for 
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the Surgeon General to assist the States in setting up 
State plans. Authorizes such sums as may be necessary 
to liquidate present contractual obligations under the 
act. Directs the Surgeon General to institute research in 
effective development and management of hospital facil- 
ities. Provides 20-year retention for hospital use of all 
buildings constructed under this title [amending U. 8S. C. 
42: 6A (IV)]. 

Title IV: Authorizes $35,000,000 per year for 4 years to 
encourage health personnel to settle in disproportionately 
shorthanded areas. Guarantees minimum gross incomes, 
operating expenses, and moving costs and provides 2 per- 
cent and noninterest loans for construction of facilities and 
purchase of durable equipment. Administered by Na- 
tional Health Insurance Board and State agencies. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 1950, 
and $15,000,000 for the following four years to survey and 
help establish farmers’ medical cooperatives and to build 
facilities where practical. Limits number of cooperatives 
to 50, each contemplated to serve 5,000 people or more. 
The Federal contribution is to be 50 percent of the total 
expense for the first 2 vears and then 33% percent. 

Title V: Authorizes such sums as necessary for distri- 
bution by the Surgeon General to the States in accordance 
with approved State plans for the improvement of local 
and State public health services. Covers prevention, 
treatment, and control of all disease and publication of 
information relating thereto [amending U. 8. C. 42: 314). 

Title VI: Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending 
June 30, 1950, and afterwards such sums as necessary to the 
Federal Security Administrator to foster child-life re- 
search and instruction. Creates the National Advisory 
Council on Research in Child Life. 

Authorizes $25,000,000 for maternal and child health 
services and $25,000,000 for crippled children’s services for 
the year ending June 30, 1950, and afterwards such sums 
as necessary for distribution by the Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator to the States in accordance with approved 
State plans. Sets up standards to which State agencies 
must adhere. Substantially supplants title V of Social 
Security Act. 

Federal contributions are based on population affected 
and per capita income. 

Title VII: Provides for prepaid personal health service 
benefits, which shall include: medical, dental, home- 
nursing, hospital, and auxiliary services (laboratory serv- 
ices, X-ray, radium, physiotherapy, optometrists and 
chiropodists, expensive drugs, and eyeglasses). 

A patient shall have free choice to select the person he 
desires to render personal] health services if the practitioner, 
medical group, or hospital consents. The management of a 
participating hospital shall not be subject to control. 

Apy person who: (1) has received at least $150 during 
the first 4 of the last 6 calendar quarters preceding the 
benefit year; or not less than $50 in wages in each of 6 
calendar quarters during the first 12 of the last 14 calendar 

uarters preceding the benefit year (exclusive of a total 

isability of 6 months); (2) is e: titled to an old age and 
survivors’ insurance benefit, or to a civil service retirement 
annuity; (3) is a dependent of a person eligible under (1) 
or (2), ante is eligible for benefits. 

Individuals not automatically insured, including persons 
who are eligible for public assistance, may be covered 
through premiums paid on their behalf by publie agencies. 
Federal grants to the States under the Social Security Act 
are made available for this purpose [amending U. 8. C. 42: 
303 (a), 306, 403 (a), 406, 1003 (a), 1006). 

Standards of eligibility for health personnel are set, and 
those eligible may enter or leave the program on a volun- 
tary basis. Arrangements for personal health services 
may be made in accordance with the rules of the State 
agencies either directly or through any organization oper- 
ating a health plan. Payments for services may be based 
on a fee schedule, a per capita charge, a salary, or any 
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scheme designed to produce an equivalent income. Each 
physician and dentist has complete freedom of choice as 
to the method of compensation. Hospitals will be paid 
full rates for accommodations necessitated by the patient’s 
condition; maximum rates may be prescribed for each 
locality. 

Administrative responsibility in local health-service 
areas shall be decentralized to local administrative com- 
mittees or officers, acting with the advice and assistance of 
local professional committees, and local area committees. 

A State may assume responsibility for administration 
through its own agency upon compliance with prescribed 
requirements. In States which do not submit a plan of 
operation or which do not comply with the provisions of 
an approved plan, benefits shall be administered by the 
National Health Insurance Board until such time as the 
States do comply. 

Establishes a five-member National Health Insurance 
Board (three Presidential appointees with concurrence of 
the Senate at $12,000 yearly for 6-year terms, the Surgeon 
General, and the Commissioner for Social Security). 
Establishes a 17-member National Advisory Medical 
Policy Council to assist the Board. The Board shall direct 
Federal participation and shall report to Congress on the 
over-all functionirg of the plan. 

Provides for hearings by the Federal Security Adminis- 
trator and for judicial review for any nonmember claiming 
eligibility. Any aggrieved member may appeal to the 
courts as provided by State law upon failure to get satis- 
faction from his local committee. 

Creates a Personal Health Services Account in the 
Treasury and appropriates to finance the system for 1952 
and each year thereafter: (1) 3 percent of all wages esti- 
mated during the year (calculated on earnings up to $4,800 
a year); (2) sums equal to the estimated cost of furr.ishing 
dental and home nursing services; (3) any further sums 
required. In 1951 there shall be appropriated 1 percent 
of all wages to consticute an initial reserve. Aggregate 
appropriations to the Account pursuant to (2) and (3), 
ante, in appropriation acts from 1952-1954 inclusive shall 
not exceed one-half percent (and in appropriation acts for 
any fiscal year from 1955-1957 inclusive 1 percent) of the 
annual average of all wages received.

Ninety percent of the funds available in the Account in 
1952-1954, (95 percent thereafter), shall be allotted to the 
States, with the remainder retained for emergencies.

Authorizes $10,000,000 in 1952 and a maximum of 
$15,000,000 per year thereafter for the Board to promote 
education in the provision of administration of personal 
health services.

National Health Insurance and Public Health Act— 
Declares the purpose of Congress is to relieve the shortage 
of qualified personnel in the health professions, to expand 
medical research, to aid in construction of more hospital 
facilities, to expand child health and maternal care, and 
to establish a Prepaid Personal Health Insurance Plan 
to be paid for by the people in proportion to their income. 

Title I: Amends Public Health Service Act (U. 8S. C. 

2: 6A (IT)) to increase the number of trained personnel 
in medicine, nursing, dentistry, sanitary engineering, 
dental hygiene, hospital administration, and public health, 
by building new schools, and by attracting additional 
students through scholarships.

Guarantees minimum gross 
incomes, operating expenses, and moving costs and pro- 
vides 2 percent and noninterest loans for construction of 
facilities and purchase of durable equipment. Adminis- 
tered by National Health Insurance Board and State 
agencies. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 
1950 and $15,000,000 for the following 4 years to survey 
and help establish farmers’ medical cooperatives and 
to build facilities where practical. Limits number of 
cooperatives to 50, each contemplated to serve 5,000 
people or more. The Federal contribution is to be 50 
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percent of the total expense for the first 2 years and then 
33% percent. 

Title V: Authorizes such sums as necessary for distri- 
bution by the Surgeon General to the States in accordance 
with approved State plans for the improvement of local 
and State public health services. Covers prevention, 
treatment, and control of all disease and publication of 
information relating thereto [amending U. 8. C. 42: 314), 

Title VI: Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending 
June 30, 1950, and afterward such sums as necessary to 
the Federal Security Administrator to foster child-life 
research and instruction. Creates the National Advisory 
Council on Research in Child Life. 

Authorizes $25,000,000 for maternal and child health 
services and $25,000,000 for crippled children’s services 
for the year ending June 30, 1950, and afterward such 
sums as necessary for distribution by the Federal Security 
Administrator to the States in accordance with approved 
State plans. Sets up standards to which State agencies 
must adhere. Substantially supplants title V of Social 
Security Act. 

Federal contributions are based on population affected 
and per capita income. 

Title VII: Provides for prepaid personal health service 
benefits, which shall include: medical, dental, home-nurs- 
ing, hospital, and auxiliary services (laboratory services, 
X-ray, radium, physiotherapy optometrists, and chiropo- 
dists, expensive drugs, and eyeglasses).

Authorizes construction of a multipurpose reservoir on 
the Pend Oreille River in Idaho for flood control. 


H. R. 4315. Mr. Bartlett; April 25, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to proceed with 
construction at stations of the Alaska Communication 
System at a total cost of not more than $7,668,212. 


H. R. 4316. Mr. Bland; April 25, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Repeals the authority of the Secretary of War to make 
assessments upon vessels using the wharf at Fort Monroe, 
Va., and upon certain owners of nonmilitary buildings 
situated within the limits of the Fort Monroe Military 
Reservation [amending 28 Stat. 213]. 


H. R. 4317. Mr. Case of South Dakota; April 25, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

Waterlands Education Act of 1949—Creates a Federal 
Waterlands Reserve consisting of all lands lying more 
than 1 statute mile seaward of the line of mean low tide 
along the coasts of continental United States (excluding 
Alaska) and affirms the right of the United States to all 
proceeds from the sale or disposition of these lands, and 
to the proceeds from the sale of petroleum or other minerals 
extracted from the lands. Directs conveyance to the 
States of all right, title, and interest of the United States 
to (1) lands lying less than 1 statute mile seaward of the 
line of mean low tide along the coasts of continental 
United States (excluding Alaska), and (2) lands lying 
beneath inland navigable waters of the United States. 
Submerged lands adjacent to lands not covered in which 
the United States has a real-property interest shall not be 
conveyed if retention is necessary to the effective utiliza- 
tion of the lands not covered by water. 

To more nearly equalize public elementary- and 
secondary-school opportunities among the States there is 
authorized for 1950 and each year thereafter a sum equal 
to (1) the sale, etc., of lands, petroleum, or minerals in 
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the Federal Waterlands Reserve, or (2) $500,000,000, 
whichever is lesser. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $50 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average of 
annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of annual 
income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and séventh years next preceding year for which the 
computation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 
vercent (or 2.25 percent for the first 2 years) of its annual 
ncome for schools, the amount of Federal allotment shall 
be proportionately reduced, except that in no case shall 
it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal year beginning 
after June 30, 1953, a State, to be eligible for any amount 
in excess of $5 per child, must spend from State and local 
sources an amount equal to or greater than 2 percent of 
its annual income payments. 

An additional sum equal to 10 percent of the Federal 
allotment shall be allotted to each State for the use of 
State colleges and universities for current expenses. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expendi- 
tures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. States shall 
have the right to appeal questions of administration to the 
Commissioner of Education and to United States district 
courts. These court judgments shall be subject to review 
by the Supreme Court of the United States upon certiorari 
or certification. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
publie schools are maintained by law for minority races. 
Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State expendi- 
tures for public elementary and secondary school educa- 
tion. No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any 
eontrol over any school or any State educational institu- 
tion or agency with respect to which funds are made avail- 
able under this act. 


H. R. 4318. Mr. D’Ewart; April 25, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes $3,510,000 to promote the rehabilitation of 
the Chippewa Cree Tribe of the Rocky Boy Reservation 
and the better utilization of their reservation. 

H. R. 4319. Mr. D’Ewart; April 25, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes $5,500,000 to promote the rehabilitation of 
the Gros Ventre and Assiniboine Tribes of Indians and 
the better utilization of the Fort Belknap Reservation. 


H. R. 4320. Mr. Eberharter; April 25, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 

Directs issuance of a special postage stamp embodying 
on its face the Capitol, the United States flag, and the 
official pledge of allegiance to the flag. 

H. R. 4321. Mr. Beckworth; April 25, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Comerce). 


Establishes in the Department of the Interior the 
United States Travel Bureau to administer travel promo- 
tion functions of the department [amending U. 8. C. 16: 
18, 18 (d)]. 

H. R. 4322. Mr. Burnside; April 25, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code (U. S. C. 26: 2402) 
to provide that the tax on toilet preparations shall not 
apply to articles sold for the care of babies. 

H. R. 4323. Mr. Deane; April 25, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Amends the National Housing Act to provide rental 
housing for military and civilian personnel at military 
installations upon certification by the Secretary of the 
Army, Navy or Air Force that such housing is necessary 
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nd that the installations are deemed to be a permanent 
part of the military establishment. A Military Housing 
Insurance Fund is created for use as a revolving fund by 
the Commissioner to insure mortgages on such property. 
The aggregate amount of principal obligations insured 
shall not exceed $500,000,000 except that with the approval 
of the President the amount may be increased to 
$1,000,000,000. Limits the average cost per family unit 
to $9,000, with a one-third increase permitted for Alaska. 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code to provide an 
amortization deduction for income tax purposes of housing 
facilities constructed under the foregoing provisions. 

Authorizes lease of any real property pursuant to this 
act in the event it is determined to be advantageous so to 
do. Authorizes sale of utilities and related services not 
otherwise available to areas surrounding projects con- 
structed under this act. 


H. R. 4324. Mr. Gary; April 25, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Directs issuance of a special postage stamp in com- 
memoration of the one-hundredth anniversary of the 
death of Edgar Allan Poe. 


H. R. 4325. Mr. Harris; 
Columbia). 


Provides for a memorial stadium for the District 
of Columbia. 


H. R. 4326. Mr. Miller of California; 
(Education and Labor). 


Transfers the employment service administration of the 
various States to the United States Department of Labor. 


H. R. 4327. Mr. Murray of Tennessee; April 25, 1949 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act (U. S. C. 
5: 693; Public Law 426, 80th Cong.) to exclude from 
coverage any officer or employee serving outside the 
continental limits of the United States who is not a citizen 
of the United States. Extends survivor’s benefits to 
survivors of employees who have rendered 1 year of service 
(instead of 5, as now). 

H. R. 4328. Mr. Reed of New York; 
(Ways and Means). 


Amends U. 8. C. 26: 3406 (a) (4), relating to the excise 
tax on photographic apparatus. Exempts X-ray cameras; 
abolishes the 25-percent tax on certain photographic 
apparatus and equipment, and substitutes for the 15, 
percent tax on unexposed photographic films and plates 
and sensitized paper a 10-pereent tax applicable to un- 
exposed photographic roll films.

running mate [amending Public Law 381, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 4640. Mr. Nelson; May 11, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to con- 
vey certain land to the State of Maine for highway purposes. 


H. R. 4641. Mr. Engle of California; May 11, 1949 
(Agriculture). 


Authorizes conveyances and exchange of certain lands 
in Plumas County, Calif.

In any State where the law will not permit a disburse- 
ment of funds to nonpublic schools, the Federal Security 
Administrator shall withhold a proportionate amount of 
funds and make direct provision for children attending 
such schools, subject to the same conditions required with 
respect to funds for children attending public schools, 

A just and equitable basis for provision of health services 
in a State which maintains separate public schools for 
minority races means a basis which provides the same 
health services provided for children in other public 
schools in the State. 


H. R. 4661. Mr. Celler; May 12, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Creates a court of record known as the Administrative 
Court of the United States to be composed of a chief 
judge and four associate judges, none of whom shall have 
served as an officer or employee in the executive branch 
of the Government of the United States within 5 years 
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of appointment. No more than three of the judges may 
be appointed from the same political party.

The judg- 
ment of a case determined by one judge may be reviewed 
by three or more judges sitting as an appellate division and 
a final judgment of the court may be reviewed only by 
the Supreme Court on writ of certiorari or on appeal in 
certain cases.

Revises rate of excise tax on cigars [amending U. S. C. 
26: 2000 (c) (1)]. 
H. R. 4666. Mr. Scrivner; May 12, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Amends the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act of 
1940 (U. S. C. 50: 574) to provide that for purposes of 
taxation by State and local subdivisions a change of resi- 
dence due to military duty will not be deemed to change 
the taxable situs of intangibles except insofar as they 
may be used in connection with a business or trade over 
which jurisdiction is otherwise acquired by the State. 
Effective as of September 8, 1939, but no tax paid before 
October 6, 1942, will be refunded. License or excise 
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taxes on motor vehicles imposed by State law after January 
1, 1949, remain in force for the taxable year.

Makes illegal the transportation in interstate or foreign 

commerce of bulls with intent to use them for bull fighting, 


H. R. 4669. Mr. Corbett; May 12, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Clarifies the legal status of the ‘‘Basing point system.” 

Provides that no pricing practice employed by a seller 
in the absence of an agreement or conspiracy with another 
seller shall be deemed an unfair method of competition 
because uniform delivered prices for similar goods are 
charged without regard to the place of delivery, or if uni- 
form delivery prices for similar goods are charged to all 
purchasers for delivery within any geographical zone, or 
if the absorption by a seller of transportation charges 
results in delivered prices identical to those charged by 
other sellers for similar goods. The use of such pricing 
practices may be received as evidence but is insufficient 
alone to prove an illegal combination.

Amends the Postal Reclassification Act of 1945 as 
follows: (1) includes supervisory emplovees as eligible for 
overtime compensation; (2) raises the seale of pay for 
postmasters of all classes to a new range of $450 to $17,000 
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per year (now $168 to $12,000); (3) correspondingly 
increases wage scales of assistant post masters, supervisory 
employees and foremen of all classes in post offices of the 
first and second classes; (4) bases salaries of supervisors in 
the Motor Vehicle Service on the number of employees 
supervised and provides assistance on the same basis; (5) 
raises compensation for custodial employees.

Slough, a side channel connecting the Columbia and 
Willamette Rivers, Oreg. 
H. R. 4680. Mr. Beall; May 16, 1949 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 


Amends the District of Columbia Aleoholic Beverage 
Control Act (D. C. C, 25: 133) to restrict the sale on credit 
of beverages, except beer and light wines, not consumed 
on the premises where sold. 

H. R. 4681. Mr. Bland; May 16, 1949 (Public Works). 

Provides for a preliminary survey of Guilford Creek, 
Aecomack County, Va., and the channel connecting with 
the Chesapeake Bay. 

H. R. 4682. Mr. Celler; May 16, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Civil Rights Act of 1949—Enacts national policy to 
protect the right of the individual to be free from dis- 
crimination on account of race, color, religion, or national 
origin. Establishes a five-man Commission on Civil 
Rights, appointed by the President with the consent of 
the Senate, to gather information and report to the 
President on what activities affect civilrights. Authorizes 
a full-time staff director. Creates the Civil Rights 
Division in the Department of Justice under an Assistant 
Attorney General. Creates a 14-man Joint Congressional 
Committee on Civil Rights. 

Amends and supplements existing civil-rights statutes. 
Provides additional criminal penalties and gives the 
United States district courts concurrent jurisdiction with 
State courts to enforce civil actions against offenders 
{amending U. S. C. 18: ch. 13]. 


H. R. 4683. Mr. Celler; May 16, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Federal Antilynching Act—Makes it a Federal right 
to be free from lynching. The assemblage of two or 
more persons which shall, without authority of law, (1) 
commit violence upon the person of any citizen because 
of his race or creed, or (2) exercise by physical violence, 
any power of correction over any person in the custody of 
a piece officer or suspected of, charged with, or convicted 
of the commission of any criminal offense, with the pur- 
pose of preventing the trial by law of such person, or of 
imposing a punishment not authorized by law, shall con- 
stitute lynching. The maximum penalty for aiding or 
committing a lynching is $10,000 fine and/or 20 years’ 
imprisonment. A State, Federal, or local officer failing 
through neglect, etc., to prevent a lynching, or to appre- 
hend or prosecute any member of a lynching mob, shall 
be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years’ imprison- 
ment. 


H. R. 4684. Mr. Celler; May 16, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Within 5 years after the termination of the congressional 
session during which cancellation of deportation proceed- 
ings was authorized under U. 8. C. 8: 155 (c), the Attorney 
General may, on the basis of newly discovered evidence 
that the alien was not eligible for such cancellation, 
proceed against the alien as if suspension of deportation 
had not been ordered [amending U. 8. C. 8:155 (c)]. 


H. R. 4685. Mr. Cooley; May 16, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Makes numerous amendments to the Commodity 
Exchange Act (U.S. C. 7: ch. 1), the most important of 
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which follow: (1) adds several products to the definition 
of “commodity”; (2) permits the Commodity Exchange 
Commission to control the size of certain sales of com- 
modity futures; (3) exempts bona fide hedging and allied 
transactions from condemnation as speculative; (4) re- 
defines grounds for suspension from trading of persons

ment in an application for registration with the Secretary 
of Agriculture or to participate in trading in contravention 
of an order of the Secretary.

Provides that each railway postal clerk who was offered 
a permanent appointment in the railway mail service before 
July 1, 1945, shall receive compensation he would be 
receiving had he accepted the appointment, retroactive 
to July 1, 1945, 

H. R. 4691. Mr. Moulder; May 16, 1949 (Post Office 
and Civil Serv‘ce). 

Permits certain temporary and substitute employees in 
the postal field service to qualify for appointment to 
regular positions by passing noncompetitive examinations. 
H. R. 4692. Mr. O’Hara of Minnesota (by request); 

May 16, 1949 (J7udiciary). 

Authorizes extension of the term of patents, in the case 
of persons who served in the armed forces during World 
War II, upon filing of application and payment of $30 
fee. No extension granted under this Act shall impair 
the validity of any license granted under the original 
patent. 

H. R. 4693. Mr. Pickett; May 16,

Fixes minimum pension for. Mexican War widows at $40.

ture, stimulate industrial expansion, develop low-cost 
hydroelectric power, promote navigation, increase recrea- 
tional possibilities, and protect wildlife, ete. Provides for 
an advisory committee consisting of the principal officers 
of designated Federal agencies and the Governors from 
each of the States within the region. Directs the Corpor- 


ation to formulate and report to the President and Congress 
as soon as possible a plan for the unified development of 
the region. 


Authorizes and directs the Corporation to construct, 
acquire, operate, and carry out such projects and activities 
in the region as will carry out the purposes of the act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to contract for the delivery 
of water for any purpose with individual water users, 
organizations of water users, counties, etc., or public or 
private agencies. 

The Corporation is authorized to issue bonds (at 3% 
percent interest) in an unspecified amount to obtain 
funds to carry out the purposes of the act. 

Proceeds from the sale of power and from any other 
activities of the Corporation shall be paid into the Treasury 
at the end of each calendar year, except that needed as 
operating capital and for construction and for meeting 
obligations incurred. The cost of value of each dam, 
steam plant, or other similar improvement (such as navi- 
gation, flood control, and power development) shall be 
allocated among the various purposes served by it. In 
disposing of electric energy, preference and priority shall 
be given to States and their political subdivisions, and to 
cooperatives and other nonprofit organizations, although 
sales may also be made to private agencies and persons, 
Electric energy may be supplied directly to farms and small 
villages. The Corporation shall have exclusive control of 
inventions, discoveries, ete., and shall have access to the 
United States Patent Office for the purpose of studying 
and copying scientific methods, ete. 

Provides for payment to States by the Corporation of a 
sum equal to the revenue lost to the State and locality 
affected by the Corporation’s removal of property from the 
tax rolis formerly subject to State and local taxation. 


H, R. 4702. Mr. Durham; May 16, 1949 (Atomic Energy). 


Directs the Atomic Energy Commission to require 
loyalty oaths of all scholarchip applicants. Cuts off aid 
funds from any beneficiary «f it appears he would not be 
cleared for employment to handle restricted atomic data. 


H. R. 4703. Mr. Bryson; May 16, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Criminal Code to impose a $10,000 fine 
and/or 10 years imprisonment on any unauthorized person 
who controls, obtains, etc., any document, etc., relating 
to national defense and who transmits or communicates 
it to unauthorized persons or fails to deliver it to Federal 
employees entitled to receive it. Similarly punishes per- 
sons having lawful possession of such documents, etc., for 
failing to report promptly loss, theft, destruction, ete. 
The Statute of Limitations in such cases shall be 10 vears. 

Requires registration under the Act of June 8, 1938 
U. S. C. 22: 611-621) of persons with knowledge of or 
having received instruction in espionage, sabotage, etc., 
tactics of a foreign government with certain exceptions. 

Subject to a $5,000 fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment 
persons violating orders of the Secretary of the Navy for 
protection of security of vessels, harbors, ete., or orders 
of the Secretary of Defense regarding protection of se 
curity of aircraft, airports, ete. 


H. R. 4704. Mr. Forand; May 16, 1949 (District of Co- 
lumbia). 


Prohibits the purchase of fermented malt beverages on 
credit in the District of Columbia [amending D. C. C. 
25: Ch. 1). 


H. R. 4705. Mr. Harris (by request); May 16, 1949 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 


Transfers the office of the probation officer of the United 
States District Court for the District of Columbia, the 
office of the Register of Wills for the District of Columbia, 
and the Commission on Mental Health from the govern- 
ment of the District of Columbia to the Administrative 
Office of the United States Courts, for budgetary and ad- 
ministrative purposes [amending U. 8S. C. 18: 3654; D. C 
C. 19: 401,11: 330, 19: 404, 405; 52 Stat. 625). 
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i. R. 4706. Mr. Harris (by request); May 16, 1949 (Dis- 
trict of Columbia). 


Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia to appoint contracting officers to make contracts in 
amounts not exceeding $5,000 (now $1,000) [amending 58 
Stat. 821]. 


H. R. 4707. Mr. Herter; May 16, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 (U. 8S. C. 
29: 203) to provide that in computing the number of hours 
worked there shall be excluded any time which was ex- 
cluded from measured working time during the week 
involved by the express terms of or by custom or practice 
under a bona fide collective-bargaining agreement appli- 
cable to the particular employee (portal-to-portal). 


H. R. 4708. Mr. Kee; May 16, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 


Amends the United Nations Participation Act of 1945 
principally as follows: (1) Establishes new position of 
deputy representative of the United States to the United 
Nations; (2) provides that the representative and deputy 
representative shall have the rank and status of ambassador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, and designates them as 
the principal representatives in the Security Council, with 
authority to serve ex officio as United States representative 
on any Organ, commission, or body of the United Nations 
except the specialized agencies; (3) authorizes appointment 
of an additional deputy representative of the United States 
in the Security Council and provides that he shall serve in 
the Security Council in event of the absence or disability 
of the representative and his chief deputy representative 
| (this representative is not authorized to serve on any other 
organ of the United Nations) ; (4) changes the authorization 
of the President to designate an officer of the United States 
to serve, without the advice and consent of the Senate, in 
the Economic and Social Council and the Trusteeship 
Council to cover any specified session of either Council 
rather than any specified meeting as now provided; (5) 
permits designation by the President, without the advice 
and consent of the Senate, of any officer of the United 
States to act in either of these Councils for a specified 
session in event the position is vacant or in the absence or 
disability of the regular representative; (6) authorizes the 
President to designate any departmental officer of the 
Department of State, whose appointment is subject to 
confirmation by the Senate, to serve for temporary periods 
as the representative of the United States in the Security 
Council in the absence or disability of the representative 
and deputy representative or in lieu of such representatives 
in connection with a specified subject matter; (7) authorizes 
the President, when he finds it consistent with the national 
interest, to authorize (1) the detail of personnel of the 
armed forces of the United States to the United Nations to 
serve in a noncombatant capacity, (2) the furnishing to the 
United Nations in connection with any authorized activity 
of supplies, equipment, or other assistances. The President 
may waive reimbursement from the United Nations 
famending 59 Stat. 619]. 


H. R. 4709. Mr. Lane; May 16, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Confers jurisdiction upon the United States District 
Court for the District of Massachusetts to hear, determine, 
and render judgment upon claims arising out of certain 
blasting operations on the Merrimack River. 


H. R. 4710. Mr. Spence; May 16, 1949 (Banking and Cur- 
ency). 


Permits the Home Owners’ Loan Bank Board to regu- 
late the establishment of branch banks in Federal savings 
and loan associations. Approves presently existing branch 
operations and allows expansion to meet competition from 
State associations [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1464 (d)]. 
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H. R. 4711. Mr. Byrnes of Wisconsin; May 16, 1949 (Edu- 
cation and Labor). 

Educational Finance Act of 1949—Authorizes $60,000,- 
000 per year for each year beginning with the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1950 to assist public schools. Specifies 
the allotment for each State to be the difference between 
60 percent of the public school budget and 2 percent of 
the average annual income within such State. States 
which spend less than 2 percent (later 2.5 percent) of 
their incomes for schools shall be ineligible for Federal 
aid under this Act. Funds actually paid to each State 
shall bear the same ratio to the Federal allotment as 97 
percent of the actual] appropriation bears to the sum of 
the Federal allotments to all the States, the other 3 per- 
cent to go to the Territories. 

Provides for an expenditure of funds in behalf of mi- 
nority races, where separate schools are maintained, in 
amounts at least equal to their proportion of the total 
population. 

Provides for regular reports to be submitted to the 
United States Commissioner of Education and for the 
State legislature to formulate a plan to expend allotted 
funds. 

H. R. 4712. Mr. Fisher; May 16, 1949 (Ways and Means). 

Permits the allowance of income tax credit if applied 
for within one year following the enactment of this Act 
in case of overpayments resulting from the abatement of 
taxes upon the death in active service of a member of the 
armed services [amending U. 8. C. 26: 421 (a)]. 

H. R. 4713. Mr. Holifield; May 16, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Exempts toilet preparations from the retailers’ excise 
taxes when sold to persons operating barber shops, beauty 
parlors, and similar establishments for use in the operation 
thereof (amending U. 8. C. 26: 2402]. 

H. R. 4714. Mr. Keating; May 16, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Defines World War II for purposes of awarding, wearing, 
ete., Gold Star Lapel buttons as the period from September 
8, 1939 to December 31, 1946 [amending U. 8. C. 36: 182e}. 
H. R. 4715. Mr. McSweeney; May 16, 1949- (Banking 

and Currency). 

Authorizes conveyance of certain war housing projects 
in Canton, Ohio, to the Canton Metropolitan Housing 
Authority for low-rent use. 


H. R. 4716. Mr. Yates; May 16, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 
Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to 
purchase real-estate loans guaranteed under section 501 of 
the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 (58 Stat. 
292) at a price equal to the unpaid principal, plus accrued 
interest, until June 30, 1952, subject to the following con- 
ditions: That the loan (1) shail be offered for purchase by 
the lender to whom the evidence of guaranty was originally 
issued, (2) shall not exceed $10,000 as to original amount, 
(3) shall not be in default at time of purchase, and (4) the 
seller shall agree to service the loan in return for a service 
charge at a rate not in excess of 1 percent annually of the 
unpaid balance, as may be provided by agreement. Loans 
purchased hereunder may be sold at not less than par upon 
such terms as Administrator may determine. Authorizes 
the Secretary of the Treasury to make necessary sums 
available, not in excess of $800,000,000, and to use for 
such purposes proceeds of the Second Liberty Bond Act. 
Authorizes direct loans to eligible veteran for construe- 
tion of his own home, not to exceed $10,000, at 4 percent 
per annum. Cash advances may be made to pay taxes, 
assessments, and other expenses, authority to make such 
loans to expire on June 30, 1951. Authorizes Secretary 
of the Treasury to make necessary sums available, not in 
excess of $500,000,000. Forbids Federal National Mort- 
gage Association to purchase mortgage loan guaranteed 
under Servicemen’s Readjustment Act [amending U. 8. C. 
12: 1716]. 
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H. R. 4723. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana (by request); May 
17, 1949 (Ways and Means). 


Authorizes the granting to persons or corporations the 
privilege of establishing foreign-trade warchouses within 
any State. Specifies no preferences shall be recognized in 
granting applications for such warehouses. Provides that 
goods may be stored and treated in the specified ware- 
houses duty free until they are sent into the customs 
territory of the United States. Goods sent from the 
United States into the warehouses shall be considered to 
have been exported except that articles produced exclu- 
sively from domestic merchandise may be entered as 
American goods returned. Prohibits shipment of goods 
from one warehouse to another in the protected coastwise 
trade of the United States. Provides that each warehouse 
shall be regulated and shall operate as a public utility 
Provides for revocation of licenses for repeated violations 
of regulations, subject to judicial review in the Federal 
courts [amending U. 8. C. 19: 81(a)]. 


H. R. 4724. Mr. Bolling; May 17, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Supplements existing systems of mortgage insurance 
under the National Housing Act, with a program of direct 
Federal loans for families of moderate income who find it 
impossible to finance housing under present systems. 
Establishes the Cooperative Housing Administration in 
the Housing and Home Finance Agency to assist mutual 
or cooperative housing corporations with interest bearing 
loans for development and construction. Loans are to be 
repaid within 60 years and cach borrower must be within 
a set maximum income limit. Every cooperative shall 
retain the right to repurchase any unit at original price 
less depreciation before such unit is disposed of elsewhere. 
Notes up to $1,000,000,000 may be issued each year from 
1949 through 1954, and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
given authority to buy and sell such notes as public debt 
transactions of the United States. Provides for preference 
to veterans in selection of tenants. 

Authorizes establishment of nonprofit housing associa- 
tions composed of at least five natural persons, to incor- 
porate for the purpose of constructing housing facilities 
to be sold or rented to moderate income families. 


H. R. 4725. Mr. Bolling; May 17, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Child Research Act—Authorizes the Children’s 
Bureau of the Federal Security Agency to carry out a 
program of research in child life and development; to dis- 
seminate such information, to make grants-in-aid to insti- 
tutions for research projects, and to establish research 
fellowships in the Bureau and elsewhere in furtherance of 
such program. Creates the National Advisory Council 
on Child Research to advise with respect to administration 
of this Act. Appropriates $7,500,000 for fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1949 and authorizes acceptance of gifts. 


H. R. 4726. Mr. Hagen; May 17, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Confers on the Indian Claims Commission jurisdiction 
to determine the claims of the Wisconsin Band of Potta- 
watomie Indians. 

H. R. 4727. Mr. Hale; May 17, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Sets minimum pension for helpless adult children of 
veterans of active service at $30 per month. 

H. R. 4728. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina (by request) ; 
May 17, 1949 (District of Columbia). 

Authorizes the Washington Gas Light Co. to merge or 
consolidate with any of its subsidiary companies. 

H. R. 4729. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina (by request) ; 
May 17, 1949 (District of Columbia). 


Effects various amendments in provisions relating to 
the Washington Gas Light Co. 
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H. R. 4730. Mr. Mills; May 17, 1949 (Ways and Means), 


With respect to taxable years ending after June 30, 1949, 
permits corporations, estates, trusts, and nonresident 
aliens to pay their income taxes in two (now four) annual 
installments, the first on the date prescribed for payment 
and the second on the 15th day of the third month follow. 
ing such date (at present the third installment is due on 
June 15th and the fourth on September 15) [amending 
U. S. C. 26: 56 (b)]. 

H. R. 4732. Mr. Scudder; May 17, 1949 (Armed Services), 

Directs the Secretary of the Army to convey without 
consideration certain lands to the Two Rock Union School 
District of California and to furnish water for said district 
free of charge. 

H. R. 4733. Mr. Vinson; May 17, 1949 (Armed Services), 

Provides that an officer of the Navy or Marine Corps 
who is designated for law or other special duty which re- 
quires graduate study at a university shall not lose any 
status in his lineal position in the service. Sets the number 
of law officers in the grades of lieutenant commander, 
commander, and captain at 6 percent of the total and the 
number of other special-duty officers at 3 percent (now 
special duty including law is limited to 5 percent in the 
upper ranks). Limits special-duty officers to 4.5 percent 
(now 2.5 percent) of the total officer complement. Author- 
izes the President to appoint Navy law officers in the 
grades of lieutenant commander, commander, and captain, 
and to make temporary appointment of two Assistant 
Judge Advocates General [amending Public Law 381, 
80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 4734. Mr. Klein; May 17, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 
Provides a commemorative stamp in honor of the 
lawyers of America and the American Bar Association. 


H. R. 4735. Mr. Klein; May 17, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 


Amends the Alcoholic Beverage Control Act of the 
District of Columbia (D. C. C. 25: 113) to allow a licensee 
holding a retailer’s class B license to also hold another class 
of license. 


H. R. 4736. Mr. Multer; May 17, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Prohibits the Home Loan Bank Board from revising its 
regulations so as to change the essential character of 
Federal savings and loan associations. 


H. R. 4737. Mr. Byrne of New York; May 17, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 

Interstate Livestock Protection. Act—Provides detailed 
regulations concerning the feeding, watering, and general 
care of livestock in transit of over 300 miles. Directs the 
Secretary of Agriculture to enforce the regulations and to 
require reports from all shippers. Provides penalties for 
violations. 


H. R. 4738. Mr. Weichel; May 17, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

National Multiple Sclerosis Act—Establishes in the 
Public Health Service a National Multiple Sclerosis In- 
stitute, and creates a National Multiple Sclerosis Council 
consisting of the Surgeon General of the Service, the chief 
medical officer of the Veterans’ Administration, the Sur- 
geon General of the Army, the Chief of the Children’s 
Bureau (or their representatives) and 12 leaders in the 
field of medical science appointed by the Surgeon General 
of the Service with the approval of the Federal Security 
Administrator. The Surgeon General of the Service shall 
conduct, coordinate and foster research relating to multiple 
sclerosis, make grants-in-aid to States, universities, hos- 
pitals, public and private agencies, etc. Authorizes ac- 
ceptance of conditional gifts and permits acknowledgment 
of donations of $50,000 or over by donors. Authorizes 
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necessary appropriations. Authorizes the Federal Security 
Administrator to fix the compensation of certain specially 
qualified scientific and professional personnel concerned 
with research activities of the National Institutes of Health 
and the National Multiple Sclerosis Institute, within the 
range of $10,000 to $15,000. 
H. R. 4749. Mr. Abernethy (by request); May 18, 1949 
(District of Columbia). 

Removes the requirement of residence in the District 
of Columbia for membership on the Commission on Mental 
Health [amending D. C. C. 21: 308}. 

H. R. 4750. Mr. Baring; May 18, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Geological and Geophysical Mining Claims Act of 1949— 
Permits location of a geological mining claim, square 
in shape and containing not more than 40 acres, on Federal 
lands prior to the discovery of a mineral deposit within 
its limits. 

The Department of the Interior or a locator of a geo- 
logical mining claim in the vicinity shall have free access 
to the surface of all unpatented or patented mining claims 
hereinafter located for the purpose of extending and cor- 
relating geological or geophysical prospecting, but such 
access shall not include the surface within 100 yards of 
camp sites or buildings on the claim. 

Locators shall fulfill specified requirements as to erection 
of monuments on claims, attaching location notices thereto, 
filing location notices, furnishing statements to the United 
States Bureau of Land Management as to the nature of 
the proposed prospecting, and commencing geological or 
geophysical prospecting. 

The location of a claim and compliance with the pre- 
scribed requirements shall be deemed sufficient to hold 
the claim for 1 year. Tenancy may be extended for 1 year 
by filing notice and beginning physical work necessary to 
proper exploration within 30 days after 1 year from the 
date of location. 

If within the periods of tenancy provided for above, 
the locator of a claim discovers a mineral deposit-thereon 
by means of physical exploration, the claim shall become 
a valid unpatented mining claim upon filing of an affidavit 
with proof of such discovery before the expiration of the 
tenancy period. 

No State or local law or rule shall modify the require- 
ments of this act as to the location, annual assessment, 
exploration, etc., of a geological mining claim. 

‘he annual expenditure required to hold an unpatented 
geological mining claim shall be $100 for each 20 acres of 
its area. 


H. R. 4751. Mr. Bartlett; May 18, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 
Repeals the tax on transportation of persons. 


H. R. 4752. Mr. Case of South Dakota; May 18, 1949 
(Agriculture). 

Makes available to the Secretary of Agriculture 50 
percent of all grazing receipts in certain Western States 
beginning in 1949 to make range improvements. Author- 
izes entry into contracts for improving rangelands lying 
adjacent to national forests. 

H. R. 4753. Mr. Cooley; May 18, 1949 (Agriculture). 

Defines “income support standard” as the average 
annual purchasing power from farm marketings including 
production payments during the first 10 of the preceding 
12 calendar years (a formula is set out for computation of 
the average using a redefined parity index). Defines 
“price support standard”’ as the average of prices received 
by farmers multiplied by the ratio of income support 
standard and average receipts from farm marketings. 
[Thus when farm income goes up, price support standard 
goes down, and when prices farmers pay go up, price 
support is sereepeddiitels increased. ] 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture, through the 
Commodity Credit Corporation and other available 
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means, to support agricultural prices to producers. Makes 
price support available to producers of corn, cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, whole milk, eggs, chickens, hogs, beef cattle, and 
lambs at levels equal to the support standard at the begin- 
ning of the season, with discretion in the Secretary to 
reduce the support standard for whole milk, ete. * * * 
by not more than 15 percent. Support for other com- 
modities shall be set by the Secretary, taking into account 
various specified factors. Support prices in excess of the 
support standard may be undertaken only where necessary 
to maintain production of the commodity affected. The 
Secretary is to determine the rate of payment of production 
support within certain limits. 

Bars price support operations with respect to any 
commodity if producers thereof have by referendum dis- 
approved marketing quotas for a particular year. 

Prohibits the Commodity Credit Corporation from 
selling at less than the price-support level for any com- 
modity except (1) sales for new uses, (2) sales of peanuts 
for oil, (3) sales for feed, (4) sales of products in danger 
of spoiling, (5) sales for export, (6) sales of wool, and (7) 
sales for secondary uses [amending Public Law 897, 80th 
Cong.]. 


H. R. 4754. Mr. Holifield; May 18, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 
1949—Title I: Integrates and centralizes responsibility for 
procurement utilization; disposal, and records management 
of Government property. 

Creates the General Services Agency headed by an 
Administrator appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Transfers the following agen- 
cies and bureaus to the General Services Agency (GSA): 
Bureau of Federal Supply (now in Treasury), Office of 
Contract Settlement (now in Treasury) and its allied 
functioning groups, Public Buildings Administration, Pub- 
lic Roads Administration, and all other constituents of the 
Federal Works Agency, National Archives Establishment 
and allied councils, and the War Assets Administration. 
Gives the General Services Administrator wide discretion 
to regroup and transfer functions within GSA. 

Title II: In general, a uniform system of procurement is 
provided for, but the Secretary of Defense is authorized 
(unless the President shall otherwise direct) to except the 
National Military Establishment therefrom in the interest 
of national security. Executive agencies shall maintain 
adequate inventory controls and accountability systems. 
Interagency transfers of excess poneerss are provided for. 
Surplus property disposals may be made without regard to 
the provisions of existing law for advertising, until Decem- 
ber 31, 1950. The Maritime Commission shall dispose of 
surplus vessels of 1,500 gross tons or more, which it deter- 
mines to be merchant vessels or capable of conversion to 
merchant use. The General Services Administrator is 
authorized to donate for educational purposes property 
determined to be surplus. Heads of various agencies and 
departments which had jurisdiction over property trans- 
ferred to the States under the Surplus Property Act of 1944 
are authorized to release any rights still held in such prop- 
erty by the United States, subject to the approval of the 
Administrator. The Administrator is authorized to dis- 
pose of unclaimed property found on Government premises 
and is directed to deposit the proceeds therefrom in the 
Treasury. 

The President may, if he deems it advisable, prescribe 
over-all policies to guide the administration of this Act. 
The Comptroller General shall prescribe principles and 
standards for accounting. The Administration shall sur- 
vey Government property and management practices, 
establish a uniform Federal supply catalog system, and 
prescribe standardized purchase and contract forms, pro- 
cedures, and specifications. Special provisions regulate 
disposal of foreign excess property. 
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Requires any executive agency, when it begins negotia- 
tions for the disposal of any plant or property which cost 
the Government $1,000,000 or more, to notify the Attorney 
General, who shall advise the agency whether the proposed 
disposition of the property would tend to create or main- 
tain a situation inconsistent with the antitrust laws. 

Title III: Places procurement of supplies and services in 
the hands of the Administrator, who may delegate procure- 
ment powers to the head of any other executive agency if 
such delegation be advantageous to the Government. 
Expresses policy of channeling a “fair proportion” of con- 
tracts into small business. Specifies that with certain 
exceptions all procurement contracts over $1,000 shall be 
let only after public advertising for bids. 

Permits use of cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts only when 
such are likely to be less costly than other types of con- 
tracts. Fixes maximum fees for general contracts (10 
percent of estimated cost), experimental development 
work (15 percent), and engineering or architect services 
(6 percent). Outlaws cost-plus-percentage contracts. 
Permits advance payments upon adequate security 
safeguards. 

Title IV: Places responsibility for disposal of foreign 
excess property in the hands of the agency in possession 
thereof. Specifies certain methods and terms of disposal 
and provides that disposition shall be subject to Presi- 
dential policy declarations. 

Title V: Repeals the Surplus Property Act of 1944 
(U. 8. C. 50 App. 1611-1646) except: (1) sections 13 (a), 
13g, 13h, 28, and 32 (b) (2). Repeals U. 8. C. 10: 1258 
and 34: 546 (c) (authorizing the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of Navy to dispose of surplus property) and 
many other statutory provisions. Supersedes Executive 
Order 6166 so far as it relates to the Bureau of Federal 
Supply. 

Special exemptions from the act include programs for 
price support, stabilization, grants to farmers, and foreign 
aid; the stock piling of critical materials; the national 
school-lunch program; the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency with respect to the disposal of residential property; 
the Atomic Energy Commission; the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration; the Post Office Department; the Farm 
Credit Administration ; the statutory programs of the armed 
services for the donation of obsolete personal property in 
the public interest; the National Military Establishment 
with respect to property required for or located in occupied 
countries; the Tennessee Valley Authority with respect to 
nonpersonal services and with respect to property acquired 
in connection with any program of processing, manufacture, 
production, or force account construction. 

Appropriation of necessary sums is authorized. 


H. R. 4755. Mr. Miles; May 18, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes the appointment of an advisory committee 
on Indian Affairs to consult with and advise the Secretary 
of the Interior. 


H. R. 4756. Mr. Morris; May 18, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Sets aside certain Oklahoma lands in trust for the 
Cheyenne-Arapaho Indian Tribes. Directs the Secretary 
of the Interior to lease the hospital at Fort Reno Military 
Reservation to the city of El Reno, Okla. 


H. R. 4757. Mr. Morrison; May 18, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Amends the Postal Reclassification Act of 1945 as follows: 
(1) includes supervisory employees as eligible for over- 
time compensation; (2) raises the scale of pay for post- 
masters of all classes to a new range of $450 to $17,000 
per year (now $168 to $12,000); (3) correspondingly in- 
creases wage scale of assistant postmasters, supervisory 
employees and foremen of all classes in post offices of the 
first and second classes; (4) bases salaries of supervisors 
in the Motor Vehicle Service on the number of employees 
supervised and provides assistance on the same basis; 
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(5) raises compensation for custodial employees. Specifies 

that no other pay raises for the Postal Service shall be 

granted under any presently existing act of Congress 

[amending U. 8. C. 39: 854, 858, 859, 860, 863, 864]. 

H. R. 4760. Mr. Patman; May 18, 1949 (Expenditures in 
the Executive Departments). 


Provides that small business shall receive a fair share of 
Government procurements. 


H. R. 4761. Mr. Patten; May 18, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs), 


Grants education and burial benefits to veterans who 
served in the organized military forces of the Philippines 
while such forces were in the service of the armed forces 
of the United States. 

H. R. 4762. Mr. Poulson; May 18, 1949 (Public Lands), 


Empowers the courts to remit or mitigate forfeitures of 
vehicles, ete., in cases involving the use of vehicles in 
introducing liquor into the Indian country [amending 
U.S. C. 25: 247]. 

H. R. 4763. Mr. Poulson; May 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Grants a $6 per capita increase in allotment under the 
Hospital Survey and Construction Act for the increase in 
the population of each State between the census of 1940 
and the estimated present population. Directs the States 
to distribute the increases in areas where population has 
grown [amending U. 8. C. 42: 291 (g)]. 

H. R. 4764. Mr. Staggers; May 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that standard time shall be the measure of 
time for all purposes and authorizes Congress to establish 
daylight saving time for anv year by concurrent resolution 
{amending U. 8. C. 15: 262]. 


H. R. 4765. Mr. Sutton; May 18, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs), 


Includes full-time institutional trade and industrial 
training in the education and training program for veterans. 
A course shall consist of instruction in related technical 
information of at least 260 hours per year (and at least 5 
hours per week) at an educational or training institution, 
with instruction and supervision in trade process given on 
real jobs which provide work experience under conditions 
closely simulating employment conditions in industry for a 
minimum of 1,040 hours per year (and at least 20 hours 
per week). This instruction may be given in a shop or 
laboratory on school premises, or in certain courses such 
as the building trades courses, on projects which are off 
the school premises, but such training to be under a school 
instructor [amending Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a), Part 
VIII). 

H. R. 4766. Mr. Vinson; May 18, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Authorizes construction of facilities, etc., at military and 

naval installations, and authorizes appropriations therefor 

as follows: (1) Army, $69,889,700 and $81,177,700 inside 
and outside continental United States, respectively; and 
$14,529,000 for special weapons project; (2) Navy, 
$98,493,300 and $89,219,501 inside and outside continental 

United States, respectively; (3) Air Force, $175,540,501 

and $69,275,980 inside and outside continental United 

States, respectively; and (4) for emergency construction 

projects within and without continental United States, 

$9,000,000, $6,000,000, and $10,000,000 for the Army, 

Navy, and Air Force, respectively. 

H. R. 4767. Mr. Vinson; May 18, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Clarifies the active-duty status of certain officers of the 

Army and Air Force who were recalled to active duty 

between April 1, 1944, and May 1, 1948, for medical 

treatment, ete. 

H. R. 4768. Mr. Walter; May 18, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Clarifies the legal status of the ‘Basing Point System.” 
Provides that no pricing practice employed by a seller 

in the absence of an agreement or conspiracy with another 
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seller shall be deemed an unfair method of competition 
because uniform delivered prices for similar goods are 
charged without regard to the place of delivery, or if 
wniiform delivery prices for similar goods are charged to 
all purchasers for delivery within any geographical zone, 
or if the absorption by a seller of transportation charges 
results in delivered prices identical to those charged by 
other sellers for similar goods. The use ofsuch pricing 
practices may be received as evidence but is insufficient 
alone to prove an illegal combination. Whenever the 
Federal Trade Commission finds 2 or more sellers guilty 
of a conspiracy to employ a pricing system it may require 
the sellers to take certain steps (ineluding selling on an 
f. o. b. basis) to dissipate the effect of the agreement 
famending U. 8. C. 15: 45). 

The defense of meeting competitive prices in good faith 
is made available to one charged with price discrimination. 
Price is defined as the delivered cost paid by the buyer 
without deduction of transportation charges [amending 
8. C. 15: 13), 

H. R. 4769. Mr. McKinnon; May 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Extends the benefits of section 5 (relating to internees) 
of the War Claims Act of 1948 (Public Law 896, 80th 
Cong.) to certain citizens of Guam captured at Wake 
Island, 


H. R. 4770. Mr. Mitchell; May 18, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Creates a Commission on Federa! Reimbursement to 
States and Local Governments to pay to them amounts 
in lieu of taxes by reason of Iederal ownership of real 
property, With certain exceptions. The Commission shall 
be guided by the actual tax loss sustained and the direct 
monetary benefit derived by the State or local government 
as a result of Federal acquisition or ownership. 


H. R. 4771. Mr. Mitchell; May 18, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Increases from $100,000 to $250,000 the minimum allot- 
ment to each State for hospital construction under the 
Hospital Survey and Construction Act [amending Public 
Law 830, 80th Cong.}. 


H. R. 4772. Mr. Rhodes; May 18, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Provides a 40-hour week and compensatory or overtime 
payments for rural mail carriers. Repeals the special 
vacation provisions relating to rural carriers. Provides 
carriers serving one triweekly route with 3/5 full salary 
(now 1/2). Provides Rural Delivery Service employees 
with equipment maintenance of 10 cents per mile or $1 
per hour of service (now 8 cents per mile). Gives sub- 
stitute rural carriers the same status as substitutes in the 
City Delivery Service. Bars rural carriers from accepting 
money from any mail box in lieu of postage {amending 
U.S. C. 39: 852, 853, 856, 867]. 

H. R. 4773. Mr. Rhodes; May 18, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Supplements existing systems of mortgage insurance 
under the National Housing Act, with a program of direct 
Federal loans for families of moderate income who find it 
impossible to finance housing under present systems. 
Establishes the Cooperative Housing Administration in the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency to assist mutual or co- 
operative housing corporations with interest-bearing loans 
for development and construction. Loans are to be 
repaid within 60 years and each borrower must be within 
& set maximum income limit. Every cooperative shall 
retain the right to repurchase any unit at original price, 
less depreciation before such unit is disposed of elsewhere. 
Notes up to $1,000,000,000 may be issued each year from 
1949 through 1954, and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
given authority to buy and sell such notes as public debt 
transactions of the United States. Provides for prefer- 
ence to veterans in selection of tenants. 
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Authorizes establishment of nonprofit housing associa- 
tions composed of at least five natural persons, to incor- 
porate for the purpose of constructing housing facilities 
to be sold or rented to moderate income families. 


H. R. 4782. Mr. Combs; May 19, 1949 (Educationand 
Labor). 


Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1949—Places 
the administration of the act under the Secretary of Labor 
and continues the Wage and Hour Division as the Bureau 
of Wages and Hours. Raises the 40-cent minimum hourly 
wage rate to 75 cents. Provides for industry committees 
to recommend wages and a special industry committee to 
recommend wage rates in Puerto Rico and/or the Virgin 
Islands. Extends coverage to certain workers not now 
covered or only partly covered. Narrows the wage and 
hour and child labor provisions exemption for employees 
of retail or service establishment to those employed by an 
employer having a total annual volume of sales or servic- 
ing of not more than $500,000 and specifically exempts 
employees engaged in the delivery of newspapers to the 
consumer. Excludes from maximum hour and minimum 
wage provisions newsboys, employees of retail or service 
establishments—executives and outside salesmen, em- 
ployees in and around the fishing industry, agriculture 
and forestry, seamen, some newspaper employees, munic- 
ipal transportation workers, learners, messengers, tele- 
phone exchanges having less than 500 stations, taxicab 
drivers, and others. Includes in definition of ‘‘wage”’ 
the reasonable cost of food and lodging and tips for which 
records are kept in accordance with regulations of the 
Secretary of Labor. Overtime pay at time and a half 
will be based on the new wage rates, and on a 40-hour 
week subject to exceptions applicable to collective bar- 
gaining agreements and seasonal work. ‘Regular rate,’’ 
as defined, does not include gifts, bonuses, traveling ex- 
penses, talent fees paid to performers on radio and tele- 
vision programs, welfare fund contribution, ete. Pro- 
hibits employment of oppressive child labor by an em- 
ployer engaged in commerce or in the production of goods 
for commerce. Employment of a child by his parent or 
guardian, except in manufacturing, mining, or occupa- 
tions found by the Secretary of Labor to be particularly 
hazardous for children or detrimental to their well-being 
is excepted [amending U. 8. C. 29: 201-219]. 


H. R. 4783. Mr. Celler; May 19, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Whenever the Chief Justice or an Associate Justice dis- 
qualifies himself from a case the Associate Justice most 
junior in service shall also not participate in the decision 
of that case [amending U. 8. C. 28: Ch. 1]. 


H. R. 4784. Mr. Hays of Ohio; May 19, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


National School Health Services Act of 1949 author- 
izes $35,000,000 and necessary administration expenses for 
each fiscal year beginning with the year ending June 30, 
1950, for the Federal Security Administrator to aid the 
States in making more adequate provision for health of 
school children through the development of school health 
services for the prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of 
mental and physical conditions. ‘The allotment to each 
State shall be based on the number of school children 
between 5 and 17 years of age and on relative per capita 
income within the State. The Federal Security Adminis- 
trator shall promulgate each State’s allotment percentage 
biennially. 

To become eligible for aid each State must submit a 
plan setting forth a school health program (1) providing 
for the expenditure of State funds in an amount prot less 
than the State percentage as set forth in the act (between 
25 percent and 50 percent of the total sum to be expended 
in the State), (2) providing that the State shall utilize all 
existing services and shall cooperate with a to-be-created 
State advisory committee with respect to the operation of 
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the plan, and (3) providing from time to time detailed 
audits for the Federal Security Administrator. The 
Federal Security Administrator shall approve all State 
plans; in case of failure to approve, the State may appeal 
to the United States Court of Appeals. 

In any State where the law will not permit a disburse- 
ment of funds to nonpublic schools, the Federal Security 
Administrator shall withhold a proportionate amount of 
funds and make direct provision for children attending 
such schools, subject to the same conditions required with 
respect to funds for children attending public schools. 

A just and equitable basis for provision of health services 
in a State which maintains separate public schools for 
minority races means a basis which provides the same 
health services provided for children in other public 
schools in the State. 

H. R. 4785. Mr. Judd; May 19, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Creates an Armed Forces Investigation Board, composed 
of former enlisted personnel, to study the organization and 
methods of operation of the National Military Establish- 
ment and the Veterans’ Administration to determine 
changes necessary to increase efficiency and economy. 
A report containing specific recommendations shall be 
submitted to the President and Congress at the beginning 
of each regular session. 


H. R. 4786. Mr. Lucas; May 19, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits the sale, ete., of motor vehicles and aircraft in 
interstate or foreign commerce with knowledge of a lien 
thereon without disclosing the existence of such lien 
{amending U. 8. C. 18: Ch. 113]. 

H. R. 4787. Mr. Patten; May 19, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Protects scenic values along the Grand Canyon Park 
South Approach Highway (State 64) within the Kaibab 
National Forest, Ariz. 

H. R. 4788. Mr. Sasscer; May 19, 1949 (District of Colum- 
bia). 

Provides for a mutual-aid plan for fire protection by and 
for the District of Columbia and adjacent communities in 
Maryland and Virginia. 

H. R. 4796. Mr. Lane; May 20, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Repeals the Selective Service Act of 1948 (Public Law 
759, 80th Cong.). 

H. R. 4797. Mr. Stanley; May 20, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Provides for the issuance of a special 3-cent postage 
stamp in commemoration of the 175th anniversary of the 
“Give me liberty or give me death” speech delivery by 
Patrick Henry. 

H. R. 4798. Mr. Bryson (by request); May 20, 1949 
(Judiciary). 

The patentability of inventions and discoveries, includ- 
ing discoveries due to research, and improvements thereof, 
shall be determined objectively by the nature of the con- 
tribution to the advancement of the art, and not subjec- 
tively by the nature of the mental process by which the 


invention, etc., may have been accomplished [amending 

U, 8. C. 35: 31]. 

H. R. 4799. Mr. Durham; May 20, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 

Pharmacy Permit and Equipment Act—-Provides for the 
control, inspection, and equipment of pharmacies in the 
District of Columbia. 

H. R. 4800. Mr. Granger; May 20, 1949 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to sell certain min- 
eral interests to the owners of the surface of the land. 

H. R. 4801. Mr. Smathers; May 20, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes the issuance of passports by the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service in the United States 
jamending U.S. C. 22: 21 1a]. 
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H. R. 4808. Mr. Bailey; May 23, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs), 


Provides for pension for honorably discharged 60-day 
veterans of the Spanish-American War, etc., and the 
World War, in cases of non-service-connected disability 
[amending Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a), Part ITT). r 


H. R. 4809. Mr. Biemiller; May 23, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Supplements existing systems of mortgage insurance 
under the National Housing Act, with a program of direet 
Federal loans for families of moderate income who find it 
impossible to finance housing under present systems, 
I'stablishes the Cooperative Housing Administration in the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency to assist mutual or 
cooperative housing corporations with interest bearing 
loans for development and construction.

H. R. 4811. Mr. Burke; May 23, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


National Industrial Labor and Management Relations 
Act of 1949—Title I: Repeals the Labor-Management 
Relations Act, 1947 (Public Law 101, 80th Cong.). 

Title II: Reenacts the National Labor Relations Act 
of 1935 (49 Stat. 449) with the following exceptions: (1) 
Recognition that the public interest requires peaceful 
abatement of conflicts among labor organizations (juris- 
dictional disputes). (2) Policy statement confining Gov- 
ernment’s function to the protection of the legitimate 
rights of employer and employee and adopting an attitude 
of non-intervention into the organizational structure of 
bona fide trade unions. (3) Specific exemption from the 
terms of Titles I, II, and III of this Act of any employee 
or employer subject to the Railway Labor Act. (4) Ban- 
ning of concerted refusals by employees of one employer 
to handle the goods of another employer (secondary 
boycott). (5) Continues the National Labor Relations 
Board (five members) as set up by the Labor-Management 
Relations Act, 1947, but with compensation of $17,500 
per year (now $12,000) and without the independent gen- 
eral counsel. (6) Makes it an unfair labor practice for 
an employer to refuse to assign a particular work task in 
accordance with an award. (7) Makes it an unfair labor 
practice for a labor organization (a) to refuse to bargain 
collectively but not to refuse to bargain in individual 
units; (b) to attempt to cause a secondary boycott or 4 
concerted work stoppage to compel bargaining with 4 
labor organization if (i) another labor organization is the 
certified representative, or (ii) the employer is required 
by the Board to bargain with another labor organization, 
or (iii) the employer is currently recognizing another bona 
fide labor organization and a question concerning repre- 
sentation may not be raised under the Act; to attempt to 
cause a secondary boycott or concerted work stoppage in 
furtherance of a jurisdictional dispute to compel an em- 
ployer to assign a work task contrary to an award, (8) 
Makes it an unfair labor practice for an employer or & 
labor organization to terminate or modify a collective 
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bargaining contract under this Act unless 30 days’ notice 
is given to the United States Conciliation Service. (9) 
Directs the Board not to base a finding of unfair labor 
practice upon any statement of views if such statement 
“eontains under all the relevant circumstances no threat, 
express or implied, of reprisal or force, or offer, express or 
implied, of benefit.’’ (10) Gives the Board (or an arbi- 
trator named by the Board) jurisdiction to hear and decide 
jurisdictional disputes. (11) Bars consideration of all 
charges with respect to any act or omission prior to the 
date of this act unless such charges could be brought under 
the terms of this act. 

Title III: Reestablishes the United States Conciliation 
Service in the Department of Labor and transfers to it the 
functions of the Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service—increases the Director’s salary to $15,000. 
Provides that the Service shall be administered under the 
general direction and supervision of the Secretary of Labor 
and provides that the Director and the Service shall be 
impartial. Declares it to be the duty of employers, em- 
ployees, and their representatives to exert every effort 
to make collective bargaining agreements and to partici- 

te in meetings held by the Service to settle disputes. 

he Secretary of Labor shall appoint such labor-manage- 
ment advisory committees as he deems necessary. 

Title IV: Whenever the President finds that a national 
emergency is threatened or exists as a result of a labor dis- 
pute he shall issue a proclamation to that effect and call 
upon the parties to refrain from a work stoppage or to 
resume work for 60 days under conditions of employment 
in effect prior to the beginning of the dispute. The 
parties must enter into negotiations, with the assistance of 
mediation supplied by the Secretary of Labor. After 60 
days, if the dispute is not settled, the President shall submit 
acomprehensive report to the Congress, together with such 
recommendations as he may see fit to make. Sets up 
$5,000 fine or 6 months’ imprisonment for wilful violations. 

Title V: The Norris-LaGuardia Act and the provisions 
of the Clayton Act exempting labor organizations from 
antitrust laws and placing restrictions on injunctive relief 
are inapplicable with respect to section 10 of this Act 
(relating to prevention of unfair labor practices). 

Amends U. S. C. 18: 610 to exempt labor organizations 
from the restrictions placed on political contributions, 


H. R. 4812. Mr. Davis of Wisconsin; May 23, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Authorizes pensions for widows of Spanish-American 
War and Philippine Insurrection veterans presently barred 
solely because of being married subsequent to December 31, 
1937 [amending U. S. C. 38: 364 (a)]. 


H. R. 4813. Mr. Pace; May 23, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Cotton Bale Identification. Act of 1949—Directs the 
Secretary of Agriculture to promulgate standard specific- 
ations for identifying cotton in interstate commerce, in- 
duding details about the ginner and a means to identify 
the grower of each bale. Prior to putting Federal stand- 
ard specifications in effect in any area, the Secretary must 
(1) act on the basis of a petition from producers in the area 
requesting Federal intervention and (2) find that % of the 
producers on referendum favor designating the area as 
subject to Federal standards. Makes it unlawful to mis- 
brand any bale or to fail to comply with the record-keep- 
ing requirements of this act. 

Misbranded cotton shall be subject to seizure and con- 
demnation and shall be disposed of at the discretion of the 
United States district courts. Appropriates necessary 
tums for administration. 

H. R, 4814. Mr. Pace; May 23, 1949 (Agriculture). 

, Cotton Variety Information Act of 1949—Directs the 
‘ecretary of Agriculture to publish three times each year 
information concerning the acreage of the different types 
of cotton produced in such year by States, regions, and 
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variety areas, information concerning importation of 
cotton, and information concerning cotton requirements 
for textile production. Empowers the Secretary to collect 
information and samples from any holder of cotton in order 
to carry out the purposes of this act; all specific informa- 
tion is to be treated as confidential and penalties are pro- 
vided for unauthorized disclosures. Appropriates such 
sums as necessary to effectuate the administration of this 
act. 
H. R. 4815. Mr. Patten; May 23, 1949 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to transfer 
Indian Bureau hospitals and health facilities to States, non- 
profit agencies, etc., when the health needs of the Indians 
can be better met thereby. Hospital beds and facilities 
excess to the needs of the Indian may be made available 
to others at specified fees. 


H. R. 4816. Mr. Pickett; May 23, 1949 (Public Works). 
The Commissioner of Public Roads shall cooperate with 
State and local agencies in the construction of rural local 
roads capable of early integration with an improved local 
system but not potential additions to the Federal-aid 
highway system. Authorizes $150,000,000 for the fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1950, and 1951. Funds shall be 
apportioned on the basis of area, population, and mileage 
of rural delivery and star routes. The Federal share shall 
not exceed 50 percent of the construction cost except that 
an additional amount may be allowed where an area in- 
cludes Federal or Indian lands, 
H. R. 4817. Mr. Rankin; May 23, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Directs the Veterans’ Administrator to pay to any en- 
listed person an amount equal to the difference between 
his pay from September 16, 1940, to May 31, 1942, and 
what he would have received had he been paid under the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942. 

H. R. 4825. Mr. Hand; May 23, 1949 (Public Works). 

Changes the name of the Oil Pollution Act of 1924 
(U. 8. C. 33: 432-437) to the Navigable Waters Pollution 
Act, and amends it, principally by prohibiting discharge 
into all territorial and inland navigable waters of (1) oil 
in any form, (2) any refuse matter of any kind other than 
ordinary sewage from streets, sewers, or vessels, (3) tar, 
(4) acids, or (5) industrial waste containing any residue 
which will in anywise affect marine life or health, or pro- 
duce injurious results to persons using the navigable waters; 
this is in lieu of a general prohibition against discharge of 
oil into coastal waters by vessels using oil for propulsion, 
ete. Repeals probibition against depositing refuse other 
than that flowing from streets and sewers in navigable 
waters. Authorizes private citizens to petition the United 
States district courts to enjoin violations. Raises criminal 
penalties upon conviction of a violation. The United 
States district courts are given jurisdiction to punish vio- 
lators of this act (amending U. 5. C. 33: 407]. 

H. R. 4826. Mr. O’Hara of Illinois; May 23, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 

Authorizes coinage of 50-cent pieces to commemorate 4 
century of railroad operations out of Chicago, Iil., and the 
Chicago Railroad Fair of 1948-49.

research in the mathematical, physical, medical, biological, 
engineering, and other sciences, by making contracts or 
other arrangements (including grants, loans, and other 
forms of assistance) for the conduct of such research; (3) 
by similar means (after consultation with the Secretary of 
Defense) initiate and support scientifie research on matters 
relating to the national defense; (4) grant scholarships and 
graduate fellowships in the mathematical, physical, med- 
ical, biological, engineering, and other sciences; (5) foster 
the international exchange of scientific information; 
(6) correlate the Foundation’s programs with those under- 
taken by individuals and by public and private research 
groups; (7) establish special commissions, and (8) keep a 
register of scientific personnel and information. The 
Foundation shall endeavor to strengthen the work through- 
out the United States and avoid undue concentration and 
shall render a yearly report to the President. 

The National Science Board shall have 24 members 
appointed by the President with the consent of the Senate 
for a 6-year term, who are eminent in the fields of the basic 
sciences, medical science, engineering, education, or public 
affairs; biennially it shall elect from its own membership 
an Executive committee of 9 members which shall meet at 
least 6 times each year. The President with the consent 
of the Senate shall appoint a director of the Foundation 
for a term of 6 years, at $15,000 per year. 

Unless the foundation provides otherwise, there shall 
be divisions of medical research, mathematical, physical, 
and engineering sciences, biological sciences, scientific 
personnel and education, ete., with a committee for each 
division composed of not less than five persons appointed 
by the Executive committee. 

The foundation may award scholarships and graduate 
fellowships for scientific study or work at accredited 
nonprofit American or foreign institutions of higher educa- 
tion, solely on the basis of ability. 

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions produced 
thereunder which will protect the public interest and the 
equities of the individual party to the contract. No officer 
or employee of the foundation shall acquire, retain, or 
transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the United 
States, in any invention which he may make or produce 
in connection with his assigned activities. 

The foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the 
Secretary of State after consultation with the director, 
cooperate in any international scientific research activities 
consistent with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. This foundation 
shall not, itself, operate laboratories or pilot plants, nor 
shall it support any research or development activity in 
the field of atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property 
resulting from research in that field without the concurrence 
of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

The director may, with the approval of the Executive 
committee, appoint a deputy director.

Authorizes $250,000,000 for the year 1950 and each of 
the next 4 years for allotment to the States to assist them 
in the construction of public preelementary, elementary, 
and secondary school facilities.

mental employees on a voluntary basis; civilian employees 
of Post Exchanges; small-business men; newsboys; and 
persons in active service of the armed forces.

Title I: Defines duress as (1) discrimination in regard to 
hire or tenure of employment, and (2) as carrying on a 
concerted secondary boycott.

unit without providing for continuance of such minimum 
production necessary to protect national health and safety 
as directed by the Board. 

Gives to any person in interest the right to present 
grievances, but the certified bargaining representative for 
such person has the opportunity to be present and to be 
heard.

Except as specifically noted in this title, the National 
Labor Relations Act (49 Stat. 449) is reenacted.

H. R. 4947. Mr. Allen of California; 
(District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia to enter into agreements with certain nonprofit organi- 
zations to carry out the functions of the poundmaster 
jamending D,. C. C., Supp. VI: 47: 2001). 


H. R, 4948. Mr. Celler; June 1, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the policing of the building and grounds of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

H. R. 4949. Mr. Miles; June 1, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Directs the Secretary of the Army to accept the Croix de 
Guerre from France on behalf of the Seventh Armored 
Division. 

H. R. 4950. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; June 1, 1949 
(Education and Labor). 

Gives to blind veterans a preference in licensing vending 
stands in Federal buildings. Defines a blind veteran as one 
with corrected vision of less than 20/200 in the better eye 
[amending U. 8. C. 20: 107 (a), (e)]. 


H. R. 4951. Mr. Werdel; June 1, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Exempts from the minimum-wage and maximum-hour 
provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act (U. 8. C. 29: 
213 (a)) the employees of certain industries which are in 
competition with foreign industries.

H. R. 4963. Mr. Byrne of New York; June 2, 1949 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for presidential appointment of additional 
circuit (for the Third, Seventh, Tenth, and District of 
Columbia Circuits) and district judges [amending U.S. C. 
28: 44(a), 133, 134). 


H. R. 4964. Mr. Cole of New York; June 2, 1949 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides for the overhaul and repair of at least one-third 
of all naval vessels in privately owned shipyards within 
continental United States in time of peace. 

H. R. 4965. Mr. Doughton; June 2, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Makes numerous amendments to the Internal Revenue 
Code: (1) Postpones recognizing release of a power of 
appointment as a transfer of property for estate and gift- 
tax purposes until July 1, 1950 (now July 1, 1949). (2) 
Postpones the running of the statute of limitations for 
claiming of deduction for certain war losses until December 
31, 1950. (3) Postpones inclusion in gross income of 
discharge of indebtedness by a corporation until after 
December 31, 1950. (4) Extends to June 30, 1950 (now 
June 30, 1949), the time during which Federal employees 
may act as attorney or agent in prosecuting claims against 
the Government, after termination of employment. (5) 
Permits retired officers of the military, Public Health 
Service, and the Coast and Geodetic Survey to act as 
attorney or agent in prosecuting claims against the Govern- 
ment, with certain exceptions and time limits.

National Multiple Sclerosis Act

the Surgeon General of the Army, the Chief of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau (or their representatives) and 12 leaders 
in the field of medical science appointed by the Surgeon 
General of the Service with the approval of the Federal 
Security Administrator.

Merchant Seamen’s Wartime Service Act—Requires 
the Maritime Commission to issue a certificate of Mari- 
time Wartime Service, upon application within 1 year 
after this enactment, to each person who rendered maritime 
wartime service between December 7, 1941, and March 2, 
1946 (or prior to December 7, 1941, where such service 
was in an area subject to hazards commensurate to those 
determined as adequate to constitute a war zone or danger 
zone subsequent to December 7, 1941), if the period 
of service was of at least 6 months at sea and sub- 
stantially continuous by serving not less than 9 months

H. R. 4977. Mr. White of Idaho; June 2, 1949 (Public 
Works). 

Authorizes construction of a multipurpose reservoir on 
the Kootenai River, near Jennings, Mont., for flood con- 
trol, ete. Upon completion, this project shall be named 
Truman Dam (now Libby Dam project). 


H. R. 4978. Mr. Boggs of Louisiana; June 2, 1949 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 

Inland Waterways Amendments of 1949—Increases 
capital stock of the Inland Waterways Corporation to 
$33,000,000 (now $15,000,000), and authorizes an addi- 
tional appropriation of $18,000,000 for purposes of paying 
subscription to the stock. 

Provides that no part of the carrier operations of the 
Corporation shall be discontinued or disposed of for a 
period of at least 5 years. Provides that the activities of 
the corporation shall be primarily in the fields of research 
in the development of traffic, terminal facilities, ete. Ex- 
cept in certain cases the Corporation shall not substan- 
tially expand its bargeload traffic where privately owned 
barge lines and terminals are willing and able to provide 
adequate service. 

Increases the membership of the advisory board from 
six to nine and provides that at least two shall be repre- 
sentatives of privately owned carriers for hire on the 
Mississippi River system [amending U. 8. C. 49: 152, 
153, 154]. 

H. R. 4979. Mr. McCormack; June 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the Army and Navy Legion of Valor of 
United States of America. 
H. R, 4980. Mr. Fulton; June 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Increases the immigration quota for Greece by 50,000 
for the fiscal year after enactment and by 5,000 for the 
next 2 years. 
H. R. 4981. Mr. Klein; June 2, 1949 (District of Columbia). 
District of Columbia Charter Act—Abolishes the Board 
of Commissioners and replaces it with an 11l-member 
District Council, 9 elected by qualified voters and 2 ap- 
pointed by the President. The Zoning Commission is 


also abolished and its functions transferred to the Council. 
The Council shall appoint a district manager as adminis- 
trative officer who shall be responsible to the Council. 
Formal requirements with respect to bond issues for 
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capital improvements are set forth. The following 12 
new departments are created in the District government: 
Health, welfare, recreation, public safety, finance, law, 
public works, libraries, labor, commerce, corrections, and 
professional and occupational standards. A 7-member 
board of education elected by qualified voters is created.

H. R. 4982. Mr. Lesinski; June 2, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Supplements existing systems of mortgage insurance 
under the National Housing Act, with a program of direct 
Federal loans for families of moderate income who find it 
impossible to finance housing under present systems. 
Establishes the Cooperative Housing Administration in 
the Housing and Home Finance Agency to assist mutual 
or cooperative housing corporations with interest bearing 
loans for development and construction. Loans are to be 
repaid within 60 years and each borrower must be within 
a set maximum income limit. Every cooperative shall 
retain the right to repurchase any unit at original price 
less depreciation before such unit is disposed of elsewhere. 
Notes up to $1,000,000,000 may be issued each year from 
1949 through 1954, and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
given authority to buy and sell such notes as publie debt 
transactions of the United States. Provides for preference 
to veterans in selection of tenants. 

Authorizes establishment of nonprofit housing associa- 
tions composed of at least five natural persons, to incor- 
porate for the purpose of constructing housing facilities to 
be sold or rented to moderate income families. 


H. R. 4983. Mr. Miller of California; June 2, 1949 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 
Provides for a Commemorative Stamp Commission to 
select subjects for commemorative stamps. 


H. R. 4984. Mr. Blatnik; June 2, 1949 (Ways and Means). 
Repeals the retailers’ excise tax on scholastic jewelry 
and jewelry selling at retail for not more than $25 [amend- 
ing U. 8. C. 26: 2400). 
H. R. 4985. Mr. Evins; June 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Amends the Sherman and Clayton Acts (U. 8. C. 15: 15) 
to provide a uniform period of limitations (6 years after 
the accrual of the cause of action or 6 years after the 
discovery by the plaintiff of the facts upon which he relies 
for proof of a conspiracy) within which treble-damage 
actions may be instituted under the antitrust laws. 


H. R. 4986. Mr. D’Ewart; June 2, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Cancels certain unpaid irrigation and power charges 
due from the Flathead Indian irrigation project, Montana 
{amending Public Law 554, 80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 4997. Mr. Burke; June 6, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Accident Prevention Act of 1949—Creates a Bureau of 
Accident Prevention within the Department of Labor with 
a director appointed by the Secretary of Labor. Directs 
the Bureau to conduct inquiries, develop reasonable 
standards of operation, and promote adoption of such 
standards by employers and workers. Creates a nine- 
member Accident Prevention Board for each hazardous 
industry and confers rule-making powers on it within 
certain specified standards and the Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act. Provides for judicial review of all rules, if 
desired. Places enforcement and investigatory powers in 


the hands of the Secretary of Labor. Provides criminal 


penalties for wilful violations. 


H. R. 4998. Mr. Elliott; June 6, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 
Extends the unemployment readjustment allowance of 

the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 until July 25, 

1953 (now termination of the war) [amending U. 8. C. 

38: 696). 

H. R. 4999. Mr. Hagen; June 6, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 
Provides such medical, surgical, and dental services as 

may be found to be necessary for children of persons dead 

prior to January 1, 1950, of injury incurred during World 

War II in active military or naval service. 

H. R. 5000. Mr. Teague (by request); June 6, 1949 (Post 

Office and Civil Service). 


Pay Adjustment and Position Survey Act of 1949— 
Raises the basic compensation of all Federal and District 
of Columbia employees covered by this act (several classes 
of employees are excepted) by $300 per year. Provides 
for a Director of Survey ($13,500 annually) and staff to 
review all jobs, efficiency ratings, etc., and to report a 
new efficiency schedule. 

H. R. 5001. Mr. Teague; June 6, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Gives preference to civil service employees with efficiency 
ratings of ‘“‘good”’ or better absolute retention preference 
if they have at least 60 percent service-connected disability 
{amending U. S. C. 5: 861]. 

H. R. 5002. Mr. Teague; June 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the Reserve Officers Association of the 
United States. 

H. R. 5003. Mr. Celler; June 6, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Directs the Federal Government to obtain a cession of 
jurisdiction from the State of New York over certain lands 
at Manhattan Beach now occupied by the United States 
Maritime Commission. Directs the cession to New York 
of — in the same area formerly occupied by the Coast 
Guard. 


H. R. 5004. Mr. Doughton; June 6, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 


Accords privilege of free importation (on a reciprocal 
basis) to members of the armed forces of other United 
Nations. 


H. R. 5005. Mr. Golden; June 6, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Includes as service within the terms of the Railroad 
Retirement Act of 1937 time spent on furlough or on sick 
or disability leave if the employee continues to make 
payments to the railroad retirement account. Makes 
employees and widows of employees with 30 years of 
service eligible for annuities regardless of age. Raises the 
amount of the annuities. Changes the definition of 
“monthly compensation” to differentiate between em- 
ployees with 30 years of service or more and those with 
less service. This act to go into effect during month 
following the month of its enactment [amending U. 8. C. 
45: 228). 

H. R. 5006. Mr. Javits; June 6, 1949 (Education and Labor). 


National Emergency Seizure Act of 1949—Permits the 
President to declare a national emergency and to seize 
and operate any plant or facility when a strike therein 
threatens the national health and security. Provides for 
use of only the minimum necessary control, for payment 
of wages as prescribed by the President, for return to 
private ownership with just compensation. Sets up a 
wage board to assist the President in his determination 
of wages to be paid. 


H. R. 5007. Mr. Kilday; June 6, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Career Compensation Act of 1949—Prescribes a uniform 
system for providing pay, allowances, retirement, survivors

benefits, etc., for members of the uniformed services (in- 
cluding the Coast and Geodetic Survey, Public Health 
Service, National Guard and all Reserve components). 
Establishes monthly basic pay within each pay grade 
according to cumulative years of service, including time 
served on active duty, in the Reserves, in certain post- 
graduate study, and all service now authorized for longevity 
purposes. Includes a schedule for allowances such as 
subsistence, quarters, travel, and transportation. Pro- 
vides standards for retirement, separation, disability, etc. 
Declares the date of enactment of this Act to be the 
effective termination date of the Servicemen’s Dependents 
Allowance Act of 1942. No person shall suffer any reduc- 
tion in compensation by reason of the passage of this act.

Amends the National Labor Relations Act (U. 8. C. 29: 
164) to provide that it shall not be an unfair labor practice 
to perform a collective-bargaining agreement incorporating 
any hiring or employment practices prevailing in the mari- 
time industry prior to June 15, 1947. 

H. R. 5009. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; June 6, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 

Promotes policy to institute a North-South American 
customs union to promote free trade. Directs the Presi- 
dent to reciprocate to all countries of the Western Hemis- 
tet which remove trade barriers to the United States. 
-ermits the President to establish import quotas subject to 
congressional veto. 

H. R. 5010. Mr. O’Brien of Michigan; June 6, 1949 (Pub- 
lic Works). 

Authorizes $5,000,000,000 to the Federal Works Agency 
to be distributed among the States for financing various 
projects in order to insure full employment. 


H. R. 5011. Mr. Havenner; June 6, 1949 (Education and 
Labor.) 

Amends the Longshoremen’s and Harbor Workers’ Act 
to include common carrier employees now covered by the 
Federal Employers’ Liability Act. Repeals Federal Km- 
ployers’ Liability Act [amending U. 8. C. 45: 51-60; 33: 
901-950). 

H. R. 5026. Mr. Auchincloss; June 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Provides for payment to the States and political sub- 
divisions of a sum equal to the probable tax revenues which 
would have been received from lands principally used 
since December 7, 1941, for recreation for the armed 
services, had they been under private ownership. 


H. R. 5027. Mr. Auchincloss; June 7, 1949 (District of 
Columbia). 

Requires a premarital examination of all applicants for 
marriage licenses in the District of Columbia. 

H. R. 5028. Mr. Battle; June 7, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
Territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school sys- 
tems, and to more nearly equalize such school opportunities 
throughout the States, there is authorized $300,000,000 
for the fiscal year 1950, and each year thereafter. 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $50 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average 
of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number of 
persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. In- 
come payments in each State means the average of annual 
income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and seventh years next preceding year for which the com- 


putation is made). If a State spends less than 2.5 percent 
of its annual income for schools, the amount of Federal 
aid shall be proportionately reduced, except that in no case 
shall it be less than $5 per child. For any fiscal year begin- 
ning after June 30, 1953, a State must spend from State 
and local sources an amount equal to or greater than 2 per. 
cent of its annual income payments or the Federal allot- 
ment for such fiscal year will be $5 per child. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expendi- 
tures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. 

States shall have the right to appeal questions of admin- 
istration to the Commissioner of Education and to United 
States district courts. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races, 

Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State ex- 
penditures for public elementary and secondary school 
education. 

No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control 
over any school or any State educational institution or 
ageney with respect to which funds are made available 
under this act. 


H. R. 5029. Mr. Battle; June 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 
Provides that overages in postal clerks’ accounts may 
offset shortages. 


H. R. 5030. Mr. Bennett of Florida; June 7, 1949 (House 
Administration). 


Provides for installation of mechanism for visual record- 
ing and automatic counting of votes in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


H. R. 5031. Mr. Bennett of Michigan; June 7, 1949 (Ways 
and Means). 


tepeals the law (Public Law 33, 81st Cong.) suspending 
the import tax on copper from April 1, 1949, to June 30, 
1950. 


H. R. 5032. Mr. Burdick; June 7, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Recomputes the annuity of civil service employees 
retired prior to April 1, 1948 with more than 35 years of 
service to increase it to a maximum of 80 percent of highest 
average annual base salary [amending Public Law 426, 
80th Cong.]. 


H. R. 5033. Mr. Dague; June 7, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides that veterans in Army or Navy hospitals shall 
be admitted free to motion pictures shown there. 


H. R. 5034. Mr. D’Ewart; June 7, 1949 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes the taxation of Indian land holdings in the 
town of Lodge Grass, Mont., to assist in financing a munici- 
pal water supply and sewerage system. 


H. R. 5035. Mr. Goodwin; June 7, 1949 (Public Works). 


Provides for preliminary survey of the Mystic River, 
Mass., for flood control. 


H. R. 5036. Mr. Keating; June 7, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Defines ‘juvenile’ as a person under 21 (now 18) years.

All Government funds, except gold coin and bullion, 
silver bullion, and postal-savings funds shall be deposited 
in the Bank, which is designated the sole depository and 
the sole fiscal agent of the Government of the United 
States. 

The Bank shall receive deposits from States, Territories, 
political subdivisions, State and national banks, and citi- 
zens or residents of the United States. Such deposits 
shall be fully guaranteed by the United States. All 
surplus funds and excess reserves of national banks and 
banking institutions under the jurisdiction of the United 
States shall be deposited in the Bank. 

All demand instruments and items of exchange sent by 
the Bank to national banks shall be remitted for at par. 

The Bank may deposit funds in State or national banks 
within the United States and its Territories, if secured by 
United States bonds or approved bonds of any State, 
Territory, or political subdivision. 

The Bank may transfer: (1) Available funds to the credit 
of the Treasurer of the United States for the general fund, 
if secured by United States bonds, ete., and (2) funds to 
the Veterans’ Administration for use in making rehabilita- 
tion loans to veterans, if secured by paid-up life-insurance 
policies or other acceptable securities. The Bank may 
make loans to States, Territories, or political subdivisions 
for public improvements; to State or national banks, if 
secured by United States bonds or State, Territorial, or 
political subdivision approved bonds. 

Loans to States, Territories, or political subdivisions 
shall be given preference whenever unemployment or wage 
scale for common labor is below $1 per hour for a 40-hour 
week. The Bank shall also make loans to the Farm Credit 
Administration, Federal land banks, Farmers’ Home 
Administration, and Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, if 
secured by farm-loan or home-loan bonds. 

Loans and transfers shall not be for more than 30 years, 
nor shall they be made to individuals or private corpora- 
tions, etc. 

The board of control shall fix a service charge on trans- 
fers, loans, and outstanding deposits of not exceeding 1 
percent per annum. 

The Bank shall not deal in foreign exchange, money, or 
securities or make loans to foreign governments, banks, or 
corporations. The Bank shall call in outstanding United 
States bonds, etc., calling those with the highest interest 
rate first. Such bonds, etec., shall remain outstanding 
obligations of the United States but from the time the 
Bank acquires them the interest shall be }4 of 1 percent per 
annum. 

Whenever the Bank requires additional notes to carry 
out the act they shall be issued in the amount of retired 
bonds, etc., of the United States, the States, Territories 
or political subdivisions delivered by the Bank. 

The Bank shall control and regulate the money and 
credit of the Nation and may act as a clearing house for 
banks making it a reserve depository. The executive 
committee of the Bank shall stabilize the dollar at the 
average value thereof between January 1, 1940, and 
January 1, 1948. 

The Federal Reserve Banking System is abolished. 

After the establishment of the Bank, ‘‘United States 
money” shall be the only paper money issued and all 
Federal Reserve notes, United States bank notes, Treasury 
notes, etc. (except Lincoln greenbacks), shall be presumed 
retired after 10 years. 

The net earnings of the Bank shall be appropriated 
annually by Congress for governmental expenditures.

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prepared by listed organizations from the mails unless 
each piece to be mailed is conspicuously marked to show 
its name and the category (listed above) in which the 
Attorney General has classified it.

Permits hearing upon application from a listed organiza- 
tion to determine whether the Attorney General shall 
allow the listing to be stricken.

Pro- 
vides for eligibility of hearing officers, subpena of witnesses, 
ete.

National School Health Services Act of 1949—Author- 
izes $35,000,000 and necessary administration expenses for 
each fiscal year beginning with the year ending June 30, 
1950, for the Federal Security Administrator to aid the 
States in making more adequate provision for health of 
school children through the development of school health 
services for the prevention, diagnosis, and treatment of 
mental and physical conditions. The allotment to each 
State shall be based on the number of school children 
between 5 and 17 years of age and on relative per capita 
income within the State. The Federal Security Adminis- 
trator shall promulgate each State’s allotment percentage 
biennially. 

To become eligible for aid each State must submit a plan 
setting forth a school health program (1) providing for the 
expenditure of State funds in an amount not less than the 
State percentage as set forth in the act (between 25 and 50 
percent of the total sum to be expended in the State), (2) 
providing that the State shall utilize all existing services 
and shall cooperate with a to-be-created State advisory 
committee with respect to the operation of the plan, and 
(3) providing from time to time detailed audits for the 
Federal Security Administrator. The Federal Security 
Administrator shall approve all State plans; in case of 
failure to approve the State may appeal to the United 
States court of appeals. 

In any State where the law will not permit a disburse- 
ment of funds to nonpublic schools, the Federal Security 
Administrator shall withhold a proportionate amount of 
funds and make direct provision for children attending 
such schools, subject to the same conditions required with 
respect to funds for children attending public schools. 

A just and equitable basis for provision of health services 
in a State which maintains separate publie schools for 
minority races means a basis which provides the same 
health services provided for children in other public 
schools in the State.

Broadens the 
power of the Federal Security Administrator to set up 
blind persons in the vending business; provides for event- 
ual delegation of licensing power for such businesses to State 
azencies for the blind (within 4 years from the passage 
of this act); and sets general requirements to be met by 
the State agencies in aiding blind licensees. Appoints the 
Federal Security Administrator as licensing agent for the 
District of Columbia until a local board can be organized. 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to pay one-half 
the expenses incurred by the States in setting up businesses 
under the provisions of the act and to pay all administra- 
tion expenses. Defines a blind person as one with corrected 
vision of not more than 20/200 in the better eye or with a 
visual field of no greater than 20°. 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, upon approval 
of the Federal Security Administrator, to pay roughly 
one-half the expenditures incurred by the States and to 
pay all administrative expenses under plans where (a) voca- 
tional rehabilitation services are provided for the blind,

are established for home-bound severely disabled persons, 
and (d) business enterprises are established for severely 
disabled persons. Directs the Administrator to approve 
any of the above plans if believed by him to be feasible, 
economical, and effective. 

Authorizes aid to the States in the percentage set forth 
above for establishment of rehabilitation centers to teach 
the use of prosthetic devices, to engage in occupational 
and corrective therapy, and to promote a program of 
physical restoration and vocational guidance. To be

For any fiscal, year beginning after June 30, 
1953, a State, to be eligible for more than $5 per school 
child of Federal aid, must spend at least 2 percent of its 
annual income payments from State and local sources for 
schools. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current expendi- 
tures; they may be used for aid to nonpublic schools in a 
State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. States shall 
have the right to appeal questions of administration to the 
Commissioner of Education and to the Federal courts.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, upon approval 
of the Federal Security Administrator, to pay roughly 
one-half the expenditures incurred by the States and to 
pay all administrative expenses under plans where (a) voca- 
tional rehabilitation services are provided for the blind, (6) 
workshops are established for severely disabled persons 
and home-bound severely disabled persons, and (c) business 
enterprises are established for severely disabled persons. 
Directs the Administrator to approve any of the above 
plans if believed by him to be feasible, economical, and 
effective. 

Authorizes aid to the States in the percentage set forth 
above for establishment of rehabilitation centers to teach 
the use of prosthetic devices, to engage in occupational and 
corrective therapy, and to promote a program of physical 
restoration and vocational guidance. To be eligible a 
State must designate an advisory committee, set reasonable 
standards of maintenance and operation, and gain approval 
of the Federal Security Administrator for every center that 
is set up. If any center within 20 years of its establish- 
ment ceases to be a State approved public or private non- 
profit agency, the United States shall have the right to 
recover all Federal sums expended on such center (or one- 
half the value of the center if such be a smaller sum). 
Provides for the coordination of this program with the 
Hospital Survey and Construction Program. 

Authorizes the establishment and operation of research 
facilities for the benefit of blind and other severely disabled 
individuals. 

Whenever the Administrator finds that a State agency 
charged with the administration of any section of this act 
is failing substantially to comply with the approved plan, 
he shall stop payments to that agency by ceasing to cer- 
tify such payments to the Secretary of the Treasury.

Employment Security Amendments of 1949—effective 
July 1, 1951: (1) State provisions requiring an applicant 
to actively seek work may be applied only where it is 
necessary to insure an unemployed person’s ‘‘exposure’”’ 
to suitable jobs; (2) a State cannot disqualify a person for 
benefits when the work available is less favorable as to

—30 times the weekly benefit amount, 1% times the high 
quarter earnings, or 20 times the weeks of employment, 
(d) maximum disqualification provisions are—1l week, as 
a waiting period in all cases, four weeks where applicant 
left suitable work without good cause or was discharged 
for misconduct, or refused suitable work without good 
cause, and disqualification for period of work stoppage in 
a strike. Definitions covering base period, benefit year, 
dependent, high quarter, weekly wages, and week of ur- 
employment are added. Converts the present Federal 
unemployment account from a loan fund into a reinsurance 
fund, making outright grants under certain specified 
conditions to States whose unemployment funds run low. 
Establishes on a permanent basis the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Account which would otherwise expire on December 
31, 1949. Provides that a State unemployment fund is 
deemed low if it has a balance of less than the benefits 
paid out during the 2 previous quarters. The State is 
then entitled to a reinsurance grant if the benefits exceed 
2.7 percent of pay rolls. The amount paid to a State is 
three-fourths of the cost above 2.7 percent excluding any 
benefits paid in excess of 52 weeks. Adds a new title to 
the Social Security Act to provide unemployment insur- 
ance benefits for Federal employees. Redefines an em- 
ployer as one who has one or more persons in employment 
and includes tips in the definition of wages. Extends 
coverage of unemployment compensation to Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands and to certain employments pre- 
viously classified as agricultural labor [amending U. S. C. 
26: 1603 (a) (1), (5), 1607, 1607 (a), (b) (1), (j), (@); U.S.C. 
42: 1104; repealing Public Law 642, 80th Cong.].

Contains provisions designed to prevent overdrafts and 
deficiencies. Among its other provisions are authority 
for the organization of inventories of the military depart- 
ments into stock funds, for the operation of industrial- 
and commercial-type activities as integral working units 
in a manner similar to commercial business enterprises— 
on the basis of an adequate capital structure, for depart- 
mental management funds to facilitate the carrying out 
of joint and special operations, for uniform terminologies, 
classifications, reporting systems, and accounting pro- 
cedures, for the common use of disbursing facilities, and 
for reports of property [amending 56 Stat. 645).

The Treasury shall purchase 
additional shares in the Corporation up to $100,000,000 
in total capital stock if such purchases be necessary.

Sets a $200,000,000 mini- 
mum capitalization plus reserves and surplus for Federal 
home loan banks. Broadens definition of ‘“‘Bank’’ for 
Federal bank robbery and slander statutes. Increases 
maximum for improvement loans under the Home Owners’ 
Loan Act of 1933 to $2,500 (now $1,500) [amending U.S. C. 
12: 1725, 1730, 1728b, 1431, 1426, 1464c; 18: 1009, 2113). 


H. R. 5597. Mr. Bailey; July 12, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 
Authorizes the sale or lease of oil and gas rights on land 

occupied by a Veterans’ Administration facility at Clarks- 

burg, W. Va. 

H. R. 5598. Mr. Rankin; July 12, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides for payment of compensation to World War I 
veterans for disabilities service-connected by statutory 
presumption at 100 percent of the rates payable for directly 
service-connected disabilities (now 75 percent). Rates 
arrested tuberculosis cases as totally disabled for first 2 
years after arrest, 50 percent disabled for an additional 
4 years, and 30 percent for a further 5 years. Increases 
disability pensions in amounts ranging from $15 for 10 
percent to $150 for total. -Increases wartime rate of death 
compensation for a widow with one child from $100 to

research in the mathematical, physical, medical, biological, 
engineering, and other sciences, by making contracts or 
Other arrangements (including grants, loans, and other 
forms of assistance) for the conduct of such research; 
(3) grant scholarships and graduate fellowships in the 
mathematical, physical, medical, biological, engineering, 
and other sciences; (4) foster the international exchange 
of scientific information; (5) correlate the Foundation’s 
programs with those undertaken by individuals and by 
public and private research groups (and evaluate them); 
(6) keep a register of scientific personnel and information. 
The Foundation shall endeavor to strengthen the work

throughout the United States and avoid undue concen- 
tration and shall render a yearly report to the President.

Every contract or other arrangement executed by the 
Foundation relative to scientific research shall contain 
provisions governing the disposition of inventions pro- 
duced thereunder which will protect the public interest 
and the equities of the individual party to the contract. 
No officer or employee of the Foundation shall acquire, 
retain, or transfer any rights, under the patent laws of the 
United States, in any invention which he may make or 
produce in connection with his assigned activities. 

The Foundation may, consistent with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States as determined by the Sec- 
retary of State after consultation with the director, coop- 
erate in any scientifie research activities 
consistent with the purposes of this act. 

Necessary sums are authorized. The Foundation shall 
not support any research or development activity in the 
field of atomic energy or acquire or dispose of property 
resulting from research in that field without the concur- 
rence of the Atomic Energy Commission.

areas. 

Title I1I—Provides for periodic conferences to develop 
policies and methods for the encouragement of voluntary 
adjustment of prices, wages, and profits. 

Title I1I—States the objective to be a balanced budget 
and orderly reduction of the national debt in an expanding 
economy. Provides for accelerating or decelerating the 
rate of expenditures or lending activities in the light of the 
economic situation. The President shall establish a maxi- 
mum annual limitation upon the financial operations under 
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this act which shall apply both to the aggregate of $4,000,- 
000,000 authorized to be appropriated under the act and 
to the aggregate of $11,000,000,000 authorized, through 
public debt transactions in the form of guaranties, loans, 
or other financial commitments.

Foreign Military Assistance Act of 1949—Declares that 
the increased confidence of free peoples in their ability to 
resist direct or indirect aggression and to maintain internal 
security will advance their economic recovery and support 
their political stability. Provides for military assistance 
in the form of equipment and materials (including arms, 
ammunition or implements of war but not merchant 


vessels), services, and financial aid to (1) nations which 
have joined with the United States in collective defense 
and regional arrangements, and (2) other nations whose 
ability to defend themselves is important to the national 
interest in the United States. 


In connection with the furnishing of assistance to any 
nation under this act the President shall conclude agree- 
ments with such nation, which shall make appropriate 
provision, where applicable, for (1) the use of assistance 
furnished in a manner consistent with the purposes of the 
act, (2) restriction against transfer of equipment and 
materials or services furnished without the consent of the 
President, (3) furnishing such equipment and materials, 
services or other assistance, consistent with the charter of 
the United Nations, to the United States or to other 
nations as will further the policies of the act. 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
to make advances up to $125,000,000 to carry out the 
provisions of the Act until an appropriation is made, 
Authorizes appropriation to the President of $1,400,000,000 
for the period through June 30, 1950. 

The President may terminate all or part of any assistance 
if he determines that (1) the furnishing of assistance to 
any nation is no longer consistent with the policies and 
purposes of the act; (2) or with the national interest of 
the United States; (3) or that provision of such assistance 
would be inconsistent with the obligations of the United 
States under the Charter of the United Nations, to refrain 
from giving assistance to any nation against which the 
United Nations is taking preventive or enforcement action. 
Personnel of the armed forces may be assigned or detailed 
to duty, including duty with any agency or nation, for the 
purpose of enabling the President to furnish assistance 
under the act. Nothing in the act shall be construed to 
change existing law relating to the use of the armed forces 
except insofar as such use relates to the performance of 
noncombatant functions authorized under the act. Noth- 
ing in the act shall affect the provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946 (60 Stat. 755). Authorizes the Presi- 
dent, in furthering the purposes of the act, to extend the 
period during which any nation may retain ships of the 
United States Navy transferred under the Lend-Lease Act 
(U. 8. C. 22: 411-413). Requires the President to report 
to Congress at least once every 6 months on the expendi- 
tures and activities authorized under the Act, except as to 
information the disclosure of which he deems incompatible 
with the security of the United States.

Housing Act of 1949—FEstablishes a national housing 
policy based on (1) encouragement of private enterprise to 
erve as large a part of the total need as possible, and (2)

substandard housing through clearance of slums; to provide 
lecent housing for low-income urban and rural nonfarm 
families and decent farm dwellings for farm owners lacking 
neans to do so for themselves. 

Title I: Provides for temporary and long-term Federal 
dans and capital grants to local public agencies to assist 
wommunities in eliminating slums and redeveloping project 
wreas by private enterprise. To finance these loans the 
Administrator may issue obligations of $25,000,000 on 
uly 1, 1949, $225,000,000 on July 1, 1950, and $250 ,000,- 
00 for each of the next 3 years, total authorization not to 
exceed $1,000,000,000. 

The Administrator may contract to make capital grants 
potalling $100,000,000 per year for 5 years, total authoriza- 
hion not to exceed $500, 000,000. With respect to a project 
®n open unplatted land, no grants shall be made, but 
ong-term loans may be made for acquisition of land

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(to be repaid in 40 years) and temporary loans may be 
made for the public buildings and facilities necessary to 
support the new uses of the land (to be repaid in 10 years). 
The aggregate of capital grants to a local public agency 
shall not exceed two-thirds of the difference between 
aggregate costs of the projects (the remaining third to be 
covered by local grants-in-aid) and the total sales prices 
and capital values of land in such projects. The pur- 
chasers of land held by local public agencies shall be 
required to give preference for occupancy of the projects 
to be constructed to persons displaced from the project 
area because of redevelopment activity. 

Title II: Authorizes Federal contributions for low-rent

Provides for preference to displaced families 
and to World War II veterans. Federal aid shall be given 
only where there is a gap of at least 20 percent between 
the upper rental limits for admission to the proposed low- 
rent housing and the lowest rents at which private enter- 
prise is providing a substantial supply of decent housing. 
Authorizes Federal aid for the rehabilitation of existing 
dwellings. Makes special provision for large families 
of low income. Authorizes construction of 135,000 dwell- 
ing units per year for 6 years (125,000 for the first year) 
beginning July 2, 1949, not to exeeed 800,000 units. Re- 
quires local contributions equal to 20 percent of the Federal 
contributions, to be made either in cash or tax-exemptions 
of real and personal property. Authorizes payments in 
lieu of taxes not in excess of 10 percent of the rental income 
[amending U. 8. C. 42: 1401-1430]. 

Title III: Directs the Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministrator to undertake a program of research (where 
possible, in cooperation with industry, labor, and other 
Federal and local agencies) to improve building methods, 
ete., and to encourage localities to make studies of their 
own housing need [amending Public Law 901, § 301, 80th 
Cong.]. 

Title IV: Provides for Federal aid for farm housing 
through loans by the Secretary of Agriculture, through 
the Farmers Home Administration, to farm owners to 
provide decent dwellings for themselves, their tenants, 
share croppers, or laborers. Authorizes Secretary to 
finance such loans by issuing obligations (upon security 
of obligations of borrowers) not to exceed $25,000, 000 
the first year, an additional $50,000,000, $75,000, 000, ‘and 
$100,000,000 during the second, third, ‘and fourth years, 
respe etively. Authorizes annual contributions of $500,000 
with additional contributions not to exceed an aggre gate 
of $1,000,000, $1,500,000, and $2,000,000 per annum 
for the second, third, and fourth years, respectively. 
Authorizes $1,000,000 for grants for minor improvements 
of farm buildings, to remove hazards, which amount shall 
be increased by further amounts of $2,500,000, $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 in the second, third, and fourth years, 
respectively, in addition to the loan and contribution 
program. 

Title V: Supplements existing systems of mortgage in- 
surance under the National Housing Act with a program 
of direct Federal loans for families of moderate income who 
find it impossible to finance housing under present systems, 
Establishes the Housing Loan Administration in the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency to assist mutual or coop- 
erative housing corporations with interest-bearing loans 
for development and construction. Loans are to be repaid 
within 60 years and each borrower must be within a set 
maximum income limit. Every cooperative shall retain 
the right to repurchase any unit at original price less 
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depreciation before such unit is disposed of elsewhere. 
Notes up to $500,000,000 may be issued each year from 
1949 through 1954 (total suthorization not to exceed 
$3,000,000,000), and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
given authority to buy and sell such notes as public-debt 
transactions of the United States. Provides for preference 
to veterans in selection of tenants. 

Makes numerous liberalizing amendments to the Na- 
tional Housing Act and to the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act of 1944. Provides for a decennial census of housing. 
Permits other aids to encourage privately financed housing.

Economic Expansion Act of 1949—Title I: States that 
the national economic policy of promoting maximum 
production, employment, and purchasing power as 
declared in the Employment Act of 1946, requires a steady 
expansion of the national economy that will raise the total 
output of goods and services to $300,000,000,000 over the 
next 4 or 5 vears. Allows accelerated amortization of 
private investment in plant capacity (5-year period). 
Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
insure private bank loans to business enterprises. Provides 
for the promotion of technological research by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the surveying on a regional basis of 
developmental needs and market potentials, a new survey 
of Government-built war plants which are not in sub- 
stantial operation and which may be leased to small and 
competitive business enterprises, and a continuing study 
by Federal Trade Commission on monopolistic restrictions 
and governmental regulatory activity. Provides financial 
implementation of the President’s Point IV Program by 
(1) authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to guarantee 
or purchase securities of the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development, up to $4,500,000,000, for 
the financing of essential projects in underdeveloped areas, 
(2) authorizing an increase of total obligations of the 
Export-Import Bank by $2,500,000,000 for sound and 
productive projects which conform with, or are essential 
to, long-range development plans for the underdeveloped 
areas, and (3) authorizing procurement of critical materials 
from these areas. 

Title II: Provides for periodic conferences to develop 
policies and methods for the encouragement of voluntary 
adjustment of prices, wages, and profits. Extends to July 
25, 1950 the veterans’ unemployment benefit provisions 
and increases the weekly benefit from $20 to $25 and the 
monthly benefit from $100 to $125 for self-employed. 
Liberalizes unemployment compensation provisions for 
nonveterans. 

Title III: States the objective to be a balanced budget 
and orderly reduction of the national debt in an expanding 
economy. Provides for accelerating or decelerating the 


rate of expenditure or lending activities in the light of the 
The President shall establish a maxi- 


economic situation. 
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mum annual limitation upon the financial operations under 
this act which shall apply both to the aggregate of 
$4,000,000,000 authorized to be appropriated under the 
act and to the aggregate of $11,000,000,000 authorized, 
through publie-debt transactions in the form of guaranties, 
loans, or other financial commitments. Creates a special 
bipartisan tax commission to determine whether existing 
tax structures are a deterrent. to sustained economic 
expansion, etc. Calls for a distinction between Federal 
investment and operating expenditures. 

Title IV: Provides for maintaining a reserve of public- 
works projects valued at $30,000,000,000, both urban and 
rural. Establishes a State and Local Advance Planning 
Fund of $500,000,000 for loans to States, ete., for advance 
planning. Grants may be made to States for developing 
over-all State, local, and regional plans. A _ Federal 
Advance Planning Fund of $100,000,000 is established. 
The President, through the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, may guarantee or purchase securities issued by 
the States, etc., for financing resources development and 
publie-works projects. Increases by $1,000,000,000 the 
total limitation on the outstanding loans, ete., of the 
Corporation. 

Title V: Provides for (1) factual investigation of areas 
of serious unemployment, (2) placing additional Govern- 
ment contracts in those areas, and (3) the giving of special 
consideration by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
to the provision of financial assistance for business enter- 
prises in these areas. Establishes an unemployment 
emergency reserve fund of $2,200,000,000 for alleviating 
or preventing serious unemployment in designated area 
when other funds are not available in sufficient amounts. 
A maximum of $1,700,000,000 of the fund may be used 
for (1) increasing funds available to Federal agencies for 
undertaking authorized Federal resource development, 
publie-works and public-service projects; (2) increasing 
Federal grants to States, etc., for programs under existing 
legislation; (3) a conservation works program to deal with 
unemployment and underemployment in agricultural 
areas; and (4) allocations to the General Services for 
grants-in-aid programs approved by the competent State, 
etec., authority. A maximum of $500,000,000 of the Fund 
may be used for increasing the funds available to Federal 
agencies for procurement, under statutory authorization, 
of the products of industries or areas designated as affected 
serious unemployment. Provides for training for workers 
who are in fields of declining activity and financial assist- 
ance to enable them to move to places where jobs are 
available. 

Title VI: Vests administration of the act in the Presi- 
dent. Authorizes the Council of Economic Advisers to 
establish a broadly representative Economic Cooperation 
Committee to consult with it with respect to its assistance 
to the President in the formulation of economic objectives 
under the act.

glassware.

H. R. 5771. Mr. Keogh; July 26, 1949 (Judiciary). 

Permits Federal judges of 10 years’ service to resign or 
retain office but retire from active service after attaining 
the age of 70 [amending U. 8. C. 28: 371]. 

H. R. 5772. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; July 26, 1949 
(House Administration). 

Authorizes $95,000 for the erection of a memorial to 
the enlisted men of the Medical Department of the Army 
who served in World War II. 


H R. 5773. Mr. Bentsen; July 26, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 

Grants Congressional approval to the negotiation of an 
agreement (in accordance with the provisions of the treaty 
of February 3, 1944, between the United States and 
Mexico) for the joint development of hydroelectric power 
at Falcon Dam, on the Rio Grande. 


H. R. 5774. Mrs. Douglas; July 26, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Title I: Economic Expansion Through Tax Policies— 
Allows accelerated amortization of private investment in 
plant capacity (5-year period). Creates a special bi- 
partisan tax commission to determine whether existing tax 
structures are a deterrent to sustained economic expansion 
and to make recommendations for such structures as will 
provide incentives for expansion of private investment and 
consumer purchasing power, etc. 

Title II: Economie Expansion Through Payment to the 
Unemployed—Extends to July 25, 1950, the veterans’ 
unemployment benefit provisions and increases the weekly 
benefit from $20 to $25 and the monthly benefit from $100 
to $125 for self-employed.

Provides that the Postmaster General may 
use the funds of the Department from whatever source

H. R. 5776. Mr. Scudder; July 26, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 


Provides for the return of the Spanish-Mexican land 
grant papers, now in the National Archives, to the State 
of California. 


H. R. 5783. Mr. Brooks; July 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Establishes the United States Air Force Academy at 
Barksdale Air Force Base, La. 


H. R. 5784. Mr. Buchanan; July 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Federal Regulation of Legislative Representation Act 
of 1949—Requires registration with the Secretary of the 
Senate and the Clerk of the House (within 10 days after 
employment) of all persons who are paid over $1,000 a year 
to influence the action of Congress on any pending matter 
by communicating with Congress, or any committee, or 
Member of Congress, or trying to induce others to so com- 
municate, or raising or expending money to so communicate 
or induce such communication. Requires a quarterly 
report from each registered legislative representative cover- 
ing the total amount of compensation received, matters 
pending in connection with which his work is done, ete. 

Requires similar registration for legislative representa- 
tion of all persons who raise or expend over $5,000 in any 
calendar year in connection with any matter pending 
before Congress. They, too, must file a quarterly report 
giving the source of the funds, to whom paid, matters 
pending before Congress in connection with which funds 
were raised or spent, etc. 

The Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House shall 
jointly file a report with the Senate and House containing 
a summary of registrations and reports under the act. 

Exempts from the operation of the act Members of 
Congress and their employees, the President and White 
House employees, members of the Cabinet and heads of 
independent establishments and agencies of the Govern- 
ment, regularly published newspapers and periodicals and 
radio stations. All other Federal, State, and Govern- 
ment officials subject to the act shall register as legislative 
representatives and all Federal, State, and local govern- 
ment departments, independent establishments, or agencies 
subject to the act shall register for legislative representa- 
tion. Persons employed by newspapers, periodicals, and 
radio stations shall register and report as legislative repre- 
sentatives if they are otherwise subject to the act. Punishes 
violations by $5,000 fine and/or 5 years’ imprisonment, 
Repeals the Federal Regulation of Lobbying Act (60 
Stat. 839). 
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H. R. 5785. Mr. Crosser; July 27, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Subjects common or contract carriers by conveyor belt or 
similar device to provisions of the Interstate Commerce 
Act relating to application for and issuance of certificate 
by commission and extension or abandonment of lines 
{amending U. 8. C. 49: 1 (20)]. 

H. R. 5786. Mr. Doyle; July 27, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Authorizes payments of not to exceed $1,600 by the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs on the purchase price 
of automobiles or other conveyances by World War II 
veterans having certain disabilities. 

H. R. 5787. Mr. Herlong; July 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 

Makes provisions of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil 
Relief Act relating to default judgments (U. 8. C. 50 
App. 520 (1) (2)), inapplicable to future actions and 
proceedings. 

H. R. 5788. Mr. Huber; July 27, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Extends to July 25, 1950, the time within which read- 
justment allowances may be paid under the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944 [amending U. 5. C. 38: 696]. 


H. R. 5789. Mr. Kearns; July 27, 1949 (Education and 
Labor).

H. R. 5790. Mr. Klein; July 27, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Rent Control Act of 1949—Title I: Extends rent con- 
trol until June 30, 1951. Continues the maximum rent 
prevailing on March 31, 1949. Recontrols housing which 
was decontrolled by voluntary lease provisions but fixes 
as maximum the rent established by such lease. Requires 
the Administrator to make such general adjustments in 
maximum rents in a defense area as he deems necessary 
and permits him to decontrol such defense area whenever 
rent control is no longer necessary, and to provide reason- 
able restrictions on evictions. 

Title II: Changes title of “Housing Expediter’’ to 
“‘Administrator’ and the name “Office of Housing Ex- 
pediter” to “Office of Rent Control.’’ Extends right of 
recovery of damages for violations of act to the Adminis- 
trator in behalf of the United States and establishes 
amount of liquidated damages. Gives the district courts 


concurrent jurisdiction with State and Territorial courts 
over criminal and civil proceedings for violations of this 
act. Gives the Administrator broad powers to make 
studies and investigations, conduct hearings, etc., and 
to delegate his authority. Provides for protest by any 
person aggrieved by an order or regulation of Adminis- 
trator, provides for denial of such protest, for appeal to 
Emergency Court of Appeals and for certiorari by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

Title III: Limits exemption of hotels, motor courts, 
ete., from rent control to those occupied exclusively by 
transient guests [amending Public Law 31, 81st Congress].

The amount an individual is entitled to shall be reduced 
by the amount of unemployment compensation (not to 
exceed $20) received under any other Federal or State 
unemployment compensation law after September 30, 1949. 


H. R. 5793. Mr. Rodino; July 27, 1949 (Judiciary). 
Prohibits employment of deportable aliens in certain 
cases [amending U. 8. C. 18: Ch. 69]. 
H. R. 5794. Mr. Vinson; July 27, 1949 (Armed Services). 
Army Organization Act of 1949—Title I: Secretary of 
the Army—Except as otherwise prescribed by law, by the 
President, or by the Secretary of Defense, the Secretary 
of the Army shall be responsible for and have the necessary 
authority to conduct the affairs of the Army Establishment. 
Provides for an Under Secretary of the Army and 2 Assist- 
ant Secretaries of the Army. Suecession (until successor 
is appointed) in the event of the death, etc., of the Secre- 
tary of the Army is as follows: (1) Under Secretary of the 
Army, (2) the Assistant Secretaries of the Army in the 


order fixed by their length of service, (3) Chief of Staff. 
Title II: Chief of Staff and the Army Staff—Provides 
for the Army Staff, consisting of (1) the Chief of Staff, 
(2) a Vice Chief of Staff, (3) Deputy and Assistant Chiefs 
of Staff, (4) Chief of Engineers, Chief Signal Officer, 
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Adjutant General, Quartermaster General, Chief of Fi- 
nance, Chief of Ordnance, Chief Chemical Officer, Chief 
of Transportation, Surgeon General, Judge Advocate 
General, Chief of Chaplains, Inspector General, Provost 
Marshal General, and their deputies and assistants, (5) 
other members of the Army and civilian officers and em- 
ployees. Part of the Army Staff may be designated the 
Army General Staff. It shall be the duty of the Army Staff 
(1) to prepare plans for the national security, both se parately 
and in conjunction with the naval and air forces, (2) to 
investigate the efficiency of the Army and its state of 
preparation, (3) to prepare instructions for the execution of 
approved plans and to supervise the execution of these 
plans and instructions, (4) to act as the agents of the 
Secretary of the Army and the Chief of Staff in informing 
and coordinating the action of all organizations of the 
Army Establishment, (5) to perform other duties prescribed 
by the President, the Secretary of Defense, or the Secretary 
of the Army. The Army Staff shall render professional 
aid and assistance to the Secretary, Under Secretary, and 
Assistant Secretaries. 

The Chief of Staff shall be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate but shall not serve for a 
term of more than 4 years unless reappointed and re- 
confirmed. He shall have supervision of all members and 
organizations of the Army, shall preside over the Army 
Staff and transmit to the Secretary the plans and recom- 
mendations prepared by it and advise him thereto, and 
shall act as the agent of the Secretary of the Army in 
carrying approved plans into effect. 

Title II]: Organization of the Army—The United States 
Army includes the Regular Army, the National Guard of 
the United States, and the Organized Reserve Corps; all 
persons appointed, enlisted, or inducted; all persons serv- 
ing under eall or conscription, including members of the 
National Guard of the several States, etc., when called 
into Federal service. The Regular Army shall include the 
commissioned officers, warrant officers, and enlisted mem- 


bers; the professors and cadets of the United States 
Military Academy; the retired commissioned officers, 
warrant officers, and enlisted members of the Regular 


Army. 

The Army shall be divided into such commands, forces, 
and organizations as may be directed by the President, by 
the Secretary of Defense, or by the Secretary of the Army. 


For military purposes the United States, its Territories, 
ete., may be divided into areas by the President, the 
Secretary of Defense, or the Secretary of the Army. The 


organized peace establishment of the United States Army, 
including the Regular Army, the National Guard of the 
United States, and the Organized Reserve Corps, shall 
include all of those military organizations, with their 
supporting and auxiliary elements, including combat, train- 
ing, administrative, and logistic organizations and e lements, 
and all personnel necessary to form the basis for a complete 
and immediate mobilization for the national security in the 
event of a national emergency. There shall be in the 
Army such basic branches as may from time to time be 
determined to be appropriate and the President, the 
Secretary of Defense, or the Secretary of the Army may 
from time to time establish new basic branches, or dis- 
continue and consolidate them. Until otherwise directed 
the basic branches of the Army shall be: Infantry, Armor 
(a continuation of Cavalry), Artillery (a continuation of 
the Field Artillery and the Coast Artillery Corps), En- 
gineer, Signal, Adjutant General, Quartermaster, Fiasnes 
Ordnance, Chemical, Transportation, and Military Police 
Corps. The special branches of the Army shall be the 
several corps of the Army Medical Service, the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps, and the Chaplains. Members 
of the Army appointed or assigned to one branch may be 
detailed for duty with any other branch. Continues the 
Women’s Army Corps. Nothing in the act shall prevent

directions as he deems appropriate with respect to the 
Department of the Army. Repeals and amends numerous 
conflicting provisions of law.

Title I1—Provides for periodic conferences to develop 
policies and methods for the encouragement of voluntary 
adjustment of prices, wages, and profits.

A Federal Ad- 
vance Planning Fund of $100,000,000 is established. The 
President, through the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, may guarantee or purchase securities issued by the 
States, etc., for financing resources development and pub- 
lic-works projects. Increases by $1,000,000,000 the total 
limitation on the outstanding loans, etc., of the Corpora- 
tion. 

Title V—Provides for (1) factual investigation of areas of 
serious unemployment, (2) placing additional Government 
contracts in those areas, and (3) the giving of special 
consideration by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
to the provision of financial assistance for business enter- 
yrises in these areas. Establishes an Unemployment 
onueace Reserve Fund of $2,200,000,000 for alleviating 
or preventing serious unemployment in designated areas 
when other funds are not available in sufficient amounts. 
A maximum of $1,700,000,000 of the fund may be used for 
(1) increasing funds available to Federal agencies for 
undertaking authorized Federal resource development, 
public-works and public-service projects; (2) increasing 
Federal grants to States, etc., for programs under existing 
legislation; (3) a conservation works program to deal with 
unemployment and underemployment in agricultural areas;

Title V—Provides for (1) factual investigation of areas 
of serious unemployment, (2) placing additional Govern- 
ment contracts in those areas, and (3) the giving of special 
consideration by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
to the provision of financial assistance for business enter- 
prises in these areas. Establishes an Unemployment 
Emergency Reserve Fund of $2,200,000,000 for alleviating 
or preventing serious unemployment in designated areas 
when other funds are not available in sufficient amounts. 
A maximum of $1,700,000,000 of the fund may be used for 
(1) inereasing funds available to Federal agencies for 
undertaking authorized Federal resource development, 
public-works and public-service projects; (2) increasing 
Federal grants to States, etc., for programs under existing 
legislation; (3) a conservation works program to deal with 
unemployment and underemployment in agricultural 
areas; and (4) allocations to the General Services for grants- 
in-aid programs approved by the competent State, etc., 
authority. A maximum of $500,000,000 of the fund may 
be used for increasing the funds available to Federal 
agencies for procurement, under statutory authorization, 
of the products of industries or areas designated as affected 
by serious unemployment. Provides for training for 
workers who are in fields of declining activity and financial 
assistance to enable them to move to places where jobs are 
available. 

Title VI—Vests administration of the act in the Presi- 
dent. Authorizes the Council of Economic Advisers to 
establish a broadly representative Economie Cooperation 
Committee to consult with it with respect to its assistance 
to the President in the formulation of economic objectives 
under the act.

Amends the Home Owners Loan Act to permit Federal 
savings and loan associations to convert into mutual sav- 
ings banks and for transfer of insurance on accounts de- 
posited therein from the Federal Savings and Loan Insur- 
ance Corporation to the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1464 (i)]. 

H. R. 5807. Mr. Multer; July 28, 1949 (Post Office and 
Civil Service). 

Provides 10 percent additional pay, in lieu of overtime 
yay, for certain Federal employees engaged in criminal 
aw-enforcement work. 

H. R. 5808. Mr. Rodino; July 28, 1949 (Ways and Means). 

Repeals the retailer’s excise taxes on luggage, jewelry, 
furs, and toilet preparations, and terminates the war tax 
rate on the transportation of persons [repealing U. 8. C. 
26: 1651; ch. 19; amending U. 8. C. 26: 3469]. 

H. R. 5809. Mr. Spence; July 28, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Increases from $2,500,000,000 to $5,000,000,000 the 
total amount of loans made and securities and obligations 
purchased by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
(including commitments) which may be outstanding at 
any one time. Limits outstanding loans made on account 
of floods, etc., to $40,000,000 and to $15,000,000 for loans 
to financial institutions. Removes restrictions on length 
of loans (now generally 10 years) [amending U. 8. C. 15: 
604 and Public Law 176, 81st Cong.].

'H. R. 5819. Mr. Dawson; August 1, 1949 (Expenditures in 


the Executive Departments). 
When the General Accounting Office disallows a credit 
in favor of any employee, compensation shall be withheld 


from such employee until full reimbursement to the Gov- 
ernment has been made [amending U. 8. C. 5: 46b). 


H. R. 5820. Mr. Fernandez; August 1, 1949 (Agriculture). 


Permits Secretary of Agriculture to certify a shortage in 
supply of domestic agricultural labor to the Commissioner 
of Immigration to permit admission of North, Central, and 
South Americans to meet such shortage. 


H. R. 5821. Mr. Hare; August 1, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Provides for payment of pensions to persons who served 
in the military or naval service of the Confederate States 
of America and to their widows. 

H. R. 5822. Mr. Hobbs; August 1, 1949 (Rules). 


Amends the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946 (60 
Stat. 832) to provide that a quorum shall be conclusively 
presumed to be present in any meeting of a committee or 
subcommittee unless a point of order that no quorum is 
present is seasonably made by any Member of the Senate 
or House or witness then present and sustained by the 
then presiding chairman, except that any measure or 
recommendation reported from a standing committee 
when less than a majority of the committee were actually 
present shall be subject to a point of order. 


H. R. 5823. Mr. Hoffman of Michigan; August 1, 1949 
(Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Budget and Accounting Procedures Act of 1949—Pro- 
vides that the Budget shall be in a form prescribed by 
the President notwithstanding existing provisions of law. 
Directs the head of each department to prepare estimates 
each year and such supplemental and deficiency estimates 
as may be required, in forms prescribed by the President. 
Changes the name of the Bureau of the Budget to Office 
of the Budget and gives the Budget Director additional 
duties: (1) To improve statistical gathering methods, 
(2) to eliminate governmental duplicaiton in the gathering 
and dissemination of statistics, (3) to promote coordina- 
tion among the field offices of the various executive agencies 
and to issue regulations enforcing same upon direction 
from the President. Transfers to the President the 
functions of the Budget Director with respect to personnel 
ceilings under the Pay Act of 1945. Permits the President 
to submit, with the Budget, an alternative Budget to 
Congress, together with appropriate explanations of 
differences. Provides for personnel transfers during a 
2-year transitory period in which present practices will 
be converted to a cost-of-performance basis. Permits 
the executive departments to adjust appropriations within 
their units by not more than 5 percent to provide maximum 
economy and efficiency. Requires approval of the de- 
partment heads affected before any budget request is made 
of Congress. Calls for transfer of funds appropriated to 
support a particular function whenever responsibility for 
that function is transferred. 

Creates an accounting service in the Treasury with an 
accountant general, to be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, at its head and gives the Secretary re- 
sponsibility for all agency accounting practice regulations, 
subject to the approval of the Comptroller General. The 
Secretary and the Comptroller General jointly are to 
issue regulations governing disbursements of public funds, 
Repeals numerous statutory provisions. 


H. R. 5824. Mr. Klein; August 1, 1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 


Extends Servicemen’s Readjustment Allowance (pres- 
ently expired) until |the later of 4 years after enactment 
of this act or 2 years after termination of the war, increases 
eligible period to 104 (now 52) weeks, and increases allow- 
ance to $30 per week plus $5 for each dependent (now a 
flat $20).

existence of such lien [amending U. 8. C. 18: Ch. 47). 

H. R. 5826. Mr. Miles; August 1, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 

Provides for the conveyance of certain property in the 
village of Deming, N. Mex., to the village for use as a 
public-housing project. 

H. R. 5827. Mr. Patman; August 1, 1949 (Public Works). 

Provides for an expeditious preliminary survey of the 
Sabine River, Tex., for flood control, ete. 


H. R. 5828. Mr. Phillips of California; August 1, 1949 
(Agriculture). 

Permits Secretary of Agriculture to certify a shortage 
in supply of domestic agricultural labor to the Commis- 
sioner of Immigration to permit admission of North, 
Central, and South Americans to meet such shortage. 


H. R. 5829. Mr. Priest; August 1, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 
Authorizes construction of a guided-missile research 
laboratory building for the National Bureau of Standards 
at a cost of $1,900,000. 


H. R. 5830. Mr. Priest; August 1, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes such sums as necessary for distribution by 
the Surgeon General to the States in accordance with 
approved State public health services. Covers prevention, 
treatment, and control of all disease and publication of 
information relating thereto [amending U. 8. C. 42: 314]. 


H. R. 5831. Mr. Reed of New York; August 1, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 

Exempts volatile fruit-flavor concentrates from liquor 
taxes if they contain no more alcohol than is reasonably 
unavoidable in manufacture and if they are rendered 
unfit for beverage purposes before leaving the place of 
manufacture. Violators shall lose their exemption. 

H. R. 5832. Mr. Talle; August 1, 1949 (Agriculture). 

Declares that the funds made available by the Federal 
Agriculture Emergency Relief Acts of 1933-35 can no 
longer be used for the purpose for which intended. Creates 
a revolving fund in the United States Treasury to be used 
by the Secretary of Agriculture for each State in which 
the rural rehabilitation corporation has transferred its 
assets to the Secretary. Authorizes use of the fund for 
making, servicing, and collecting loans consistent with the 
Bankhead-Jones Act [U. 8. C. 7: 1000 et seq.]. The 
Secretary is empowered to exercise all the rights of owner- 
ship with respect to assets transferred to him from the 
respective States.

Includes full-time institutional trade and industrial 


training in the education and training program for veterans. 
A course shall consist of instruction in related technical 
information of at least 260 hours per year (and at least 5 
hours per week) at an educational or training institution, 
with instruction and supervision in trade process given 
on real jobs which provide work experience under condi- 
tions closely simulating employment conditions in in- 
dustry for a minimum of 1,040 hours per year (and at 
least 20 hours per week). This instruction may be given 
in a shop or laboratory on school premises, or in certain 
courses such as the building trades courses, on projects 
which are off the school premises, but such training to be 
under a school instructor [amending Veterans Regulation 
1 (a), pt. VIII). 

H. R.5834. Mr. Vinson; August 1, 1949 (Armed Services). 


Provides for the establishment of an additional service 
academy to provide training comparable to that afforded 
at the United States Military and Naval Academies. 


H. R. 5835. Mr. Battle; August 1, 1949 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes $10,000,000 for the year ending June 30, 
1950, and afterward such sums as necessary to the Federal 
Security Administrator to foster child-life research and 
instruction. Creates the National Advisory Council on 
Research in Child Life. 

Authorizes $25,000,000 for maternal and child health 
services and $25,000,000 for crippled children’s services 
for the year ending June 30, 1950, and afterward such 
sums as necessary for distribution by the Federal Security 
Administrator to the States in accordance with approved 
State plans. Sets up standards to which State agencies 
must adhere. Substantially supplants title V of Social 
Security Act. 

H. R. 5837. Mr. Curtis; August 1, 1949 (Public Lands). 

Changes the name of Medicine Creek Reservoir in 
Frontier County, Nebr., to Harry Strunk Lake. 


H. R. 5838. Mr. Kennedy; August 1, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Educational Finance Act of 1949—To aid the States, 
territories, and the possessions of the United States in 
financing their public elementary and secondary school 
systems, and to more nearly equalize such school oppor- 
tunities throughout the States, there is authorized $300,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year 1950, and each year thereafter, 

The basic allotment to each State shall be either (1) the 
excess of $50 per child over 1 percent of a 5-year average 
of annual income for the State, or (2) a flat amount of $5 
per child, whichever is greater. The number of children 
on which the computation is based shall be the number 
of persons from 5 to 17 years of age, for the third year next 
preceding the year for which computation is made. 
Income payments in each State means the average of 
annual income payments for 5 years (third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and seventh years next preceding year for which 
the computation is made). If a State spends less than 
2.5 percent (2.25 percent for the first 2 years) of its annual 
income for schools, the amount of Federal aid shall be 
proportionately reduced, except that in no case shall it be 
less than $5 per child. For any fiscal year beginning after 
June 30, 1953, a State, to be eligible for more than $5 per 
school child of Federal aid, must spend at least 2 percent 
of its annual income payments from State and _ local 
sources for schools. After June 30, 1950, in order to 
qualify, a State must make available at least $60 per pupil 
per school year, from all sources. 

Federal funds shall be available only for current ex- 
penditures; they may be used for aid to nonpublie schools 
in a State only where non-Federal educational funds may 
legally and constitutionally be so expended. States shall 
have the right to appeal questions. of administration to the 
Commissioner of Faueation and to the Federal courts. 

Sets aside 10 percent of appropriated funds for auxiliary 
school services (nonreligious textbooks, school health 
services, and transportation) for both public and tax free 
nonpublic schools. 

Requires an equitable apportionment where separate 
public schools are maintained by law for minority races. 
Apportionments shall not be used to reduce State expendi- 
tures for public elementary and secondary school education. 
No Federal agency or officer shall exercise any control over 
any school or any State educational insticution or agency 
with respect to which funds are made available under 
this act. 


H. R. 5839. Mr. Granger; August 1, 1949 (Agriculture). 
Provides basic authority for exercise of certain functions 
of the Forest Service, and for use of certain appropriations, 
H. R. 5840. Mr. Reed of New York; August 1, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 
Provides compensation received for time spent as pris- 
oner of war by persons taken in China shall be considered 
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as earned outside the United States [amending U. 8. C. 
26: 251 (i)). 


H. R. 5852. Mr. Furcolo; August 2, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 


Federal Scholarship Act—Creates a revolving fund to 
be used in making loans to students beyond their eleventh 
year of schooling in accordance with this Act and author- 
izes $6,000,000 for 1950 and $10,000,000 for 1951 in Fed- 
eral constributions to the fund. Loans are to be admin- 
istered through States accepting the provisions of the act, 
each State to receive Federal funds in proportion to its 
representation in the House of Representatives and to pay 
its proportional share of the amount necessary to make the 
Federal scholarship fund self-sustaining (but not less than 
5 percent of the advances made to students in each State 
during the preceding year). 

Provides the State administrative agency shall name the 
loan recipients from persons both financially unable to 
continue post high school education and also ineligible for 
benefits under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944. 
Calls for suspension of any State found to be discriminating 
against selection of minority race members. Places $1,000 
maximum on college loans and $1,500 maximum on post- 
graduate loans.

Supplements existing systems of mortgage insurance 
under the National Housing Act with a program of direct 
Federal loans for families of moderate income who find it 
impossible to finance housing under the present systems.

Authorizes the appropriation of $1,000,000 for payment 
to the Prisoners Relief Society, a nonprofit corporation 
organized in West Virginia, for use in establishing and oper- 
ating a system of farms for the treatment and rehabilitation 
of persons suffering from chronic alcoholism upon condition 
that the society shall (1) agree to spend $4,000,000 for this

to any State within which a farm is established upon agree- 
ment by the State to operate the farm. 


H. R. 5856. Mr. Lesinski;

Fair Labor Standards Act of 1949—Increases the mini- 
mum hourly wage rate from 40 to 75 cents. Transfers 
administration of the act to the Secretary of Labor and 
continues the Wage and Hour Division as the Bureau of 
Wages and Hours. Authorizes the Secretary to institute 
suit for the recovery of back wages. Defines “regular 
rate” of pay for the first time and excludes from this 
definition certain specified types of payments; e. g., Christ- 
mas gifts, bonuses, traveling expenses, talent fees, ete. 
Deals with the so-called overtime-on-overtime problem. 
Revises the term ‘‘wage’’ to include tips for which records 
are kept in accordance with regulations of the Secretary 
and excludes board, lodging, or other facilities when these 
are an incident of and necessary to the employment and 
practicably available only from the employer. Revises 
provisions relating to guaranteed annual employment plans 
in the interest of flexibility. Contains a section allowing 
Belo-type contracts up to 60 hours weekly. 

Extends the wage and hour provisions to retail and 
service establishments as defined. The minimum wage 
provisions are extended to seamen. The overtime provi- 
sions are extended to: (1) Motor-carrier employees who 
are not drivers or drivers’ helpers in over-the-road trans- 
port operations and (2) air-carrier employees who are not 
flight personnel. Exempts from the wage and hour provi- 
1) Newsboys, (2) emplovees in the taxicab business, 
(3) employees in exempt retail or service establishments, 
not otherwise subject to the wage and hour provisions, 
who handle telegraph messages under a contract or agency 
agreement where the total revenue from such business 
does not exceed $500 a month, (4) employees of a retail 
or service establishment (deriving not more than 25 percent 
of their annual dollar volume from activities other than 
retail selling or servicing), (5) seamen on foreign vessels, 
(6) employees engaged in processing sugarcane into sugar 
(but not refined sugar) if they work only 15 weeks a year, 
and (7) employees working for sawmills employing less 
than 12, 

Provides for special industry committees to recommend 
wage rates in Puerto Rico and/or the Virgin Islands. 

Prohibits employment of oppressive child labor by an 
employer engaged in commerce or in the production of 
goods for commerce. Employment of a child by his parent 
or guardian, except in manufacturing, minimg, or occupa- 
tions found by the Secretary of Labor to be particularly 
hazardous for children or detrimental to their well-being, 
is excepted [amending U.S. C. 29: 201-219; 61 Stat. 84]. 
H. R. 5857. Mr. Andrews; August 2, 1949 (Banking and

Economie Expansion Act of 1949—Title I: States that 
the national economic policy of promoting maximum pro- 
duction, employment, and purchasing power as declared 
in the Employment Act of 1946, requires a steady expan- 
sion of the national economy that will raise the total output 
of goods and services to $300,000,000,000 over the next 4 
or 5 years. Allows accelerated amortization of private 
investment in plant capacity (5-year period). Authorizes 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to insure private 
bank loans to business enterprises. Provides for the pro- 
motion of technological research by the Department of 
Commerce, the surveying on a regional basis of develop-

The 
Federal Government will pay the cost of these extended 
benefits but unemployment in a State must be in excess of 
10 percent of the workers covered and more than 10 per- 
cent of such unemployed persons must have exhausted 26 
weeks of benefits.

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H. R. 5894. Mr. Lucas; August 5, 1949 (Education and 
Labor). 

Fair Labor Standards Act of 1949—Makes the following 
amendments to the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 
(U. S. C. 29: 201-219). Increases the 40-cent minimum 
hourly wage rate to 65 cents until the end of 1949. On or 
before December 10, thereafter the Administrator is to 
prescribe the minimum wage rate payable for the next 
calendar vear, basing the amount on the variation in the 
consumer’s price index average (published by the Bureau 
of Labor Statisties) for the calendar year from that of the 
preceding vear, but in no event lower than 50 cents an hour. 

“Regular rate” of pay, as defined for the first time, does 
not include gifts, bonuses, traveling expenses, talent fees 
paid to performers on radio and television programs, wel- 
fare fund contributions, ete. Excludes certain types of 
premium payments from the regular rate of pay (i. e., over- 
time-on-overtime). Validates Belotype contracts. 

Exempts from minimum wage and maximum hour pro- 
visions employees of taxicab operators and emplovees of 
telegraph agencies doing a business of less than $500 a 
month. Broadens the retail and service establishment 
exemption by making the wage and hour provisions inap- 
plicable to establishments doing more than 50 percent of 

| their business within the State where located and 75 percent 
of whose annual sale of goods or services is not for resale 
and is recognized as retail in the particular industry (even 
if the establishment makes or processes the goods it sells). 
Also exempts from wage and hour provisions (1) employees 
engaged in laundering or repairing clothing if 50 percent of 
the sales are made within the State and 75 percent of the 
sales are made to customers who are not engaged in a 
mining, manufacturing, transportation, or communications 
business, (2) emplovees of sawmills who do not employ 
more than 12, and (3) employees of nonprofit irrigation 
companies supplying and storing water for farmers. Ex- 
}tends minimum wage provisions to employees of carriers 
by air subject to the provisions of title II of the Railway 
Labor Act. Retains the agricultural processing exemption 
from the wage and hour provisions but the “area of pro- 
duction”’ is to be defined by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
instead of the Administrator. Authorizes the Adminis- 
trator to supervise the payment of back wages. Bans over- 
time-on-overtime claims, retroactively and for the future. 
Revises provisions relating to guaranteed annual em- 
j ployment plans in the interest of flexibility. 

Provides that good faith reliance on administrative 
rulings shall constitute a defense to back wage suits, ete. 

The coverage of employees “engaged in occupations 
necessary to the production of goods for commerce”’ is 
changed to “occupations indispensible to the production 
of goods for commerce.” Prohibits an employer from 
employing any oppressive child labor in commerce or in 
the production of goods for commerce, but the child labor 

jexemption is extended to children employed as actors or 
} performers in radio or television productions. 
H. R. 5895. Mr. Kee; August 5, 1949 (Foreign Affairs). 

Foreign Military Assistance Act of 1949—Declares that 
the efforts of the United States and other peace-loving 
countries to promote peace and security require the fur- 
nishing of military assistance to enable the nations dedi- 
cated to the principles of the United Nations Charter to 
participate effectively in arrangements for individual and 
collective self-defense. 

Title I: Authorizes the President to furnish military as- 
sistance to nations who are parties to the North Atlantic 
Treaty. Authorizes appropriation to the President for the 
period through June 30, 1950, of $1,160,990,000 to carry 
out this purpose. 

Title If: Authorizes $211,370,000 for the period through 
June 30, 1950, to carry out the provisions of the act pro- 
viding assistance to Greece and Turkey (61 Stat. 103).

Title III: Authorizes to be appropriated to the President 
for the period through June 30, 1950, $27,640,000 for 
military assistance to Iran, Korea, and the Republic of 
the Philippines. 

Title IV: No equipment may be transferred out of mili-+ 
tary stocks if the Secretary of Defense, after consultation 
with the Joint Chiefs of Staff, determines that such 
transfer would be detrimental to the national interest. 

In connection with the furnishing of assistance to any 
nation under this act, the President shall conclude agree- 
ments with such nation, which shall make appropriate 
provision, where applicable, for (1) the use of assistance 
furnished in a manner consistent with the purposes of the 
act, (2) restriction against transfer of equipment and ma- 
terials or services furnished without the consent of the 
President, and (3) furnishing such equipment and mate- 
rials, services, or other assistance, consistent with the 
charter of the United Nations, to the United States or to 
other nations as will further the policies of the act. 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to 
make advances up to $125,000,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act until an appropriation is made. 

The President may terminate all or part of any assist- 
ance if he determines that the furnishing of assistance. to 
any nation is no longer consistent with the policies and 
purposes of the act, with the national interest of the 
United States, or that provision of such assistance would 
be inconsistent with the obligations of the United States 
under the charter of the United Nations, to refrain from 
giving assistance to any nation against which the United 
Nations is taking preventive or enforcement action. 
Personnel of the armed forces may be assigned or detailed 
to noncombatant duty, including duty with any agency 
or nation, for the purpose of enabling the President to 
furnish assistance under the act. Nothing in the act 
shall affect the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act of 
1946 (60 Stat. 755). Requires the President to report to 
Congress at least once every 6 months on the expenditures 
and activities authorized under the act, except as to in- 
formation the disclosure of which he deems incompatible 
with the security of the United States.

Provides for research, studies, investigations, ete., into 
the problems of acquatic week and other water plant in- 
festations by the Secretary of Agriculture.

Provides for the sale of certain hospital supplies and 
equipment to the city of Gulfport and to Harrison County, 
Miss. 

H. R. 5898. Mr. Garmatz; August 5, 1949 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 

Seamen’s Rehabilitation Act—Requires the Maritime 
Commission to issue a certificate of Maritime Wartime 
Service, upon application within 1 year after this enact- 
ment, to each person who rendered maritime wartime 
service between December 7, 1941, and March 2, 1946 
(or prior to December 7, 1941, where such service was in 
an area subject to hazards commensurate to those deter- 
mined as adequate to constitute a war zone or danger zone 
subsequent to December 7, 1941), if the period of service 
was of at least 6 months at sea and substantially continuous 
by serving not less than 9 months in each 12-month period 
or a proportional part of periods of less than 12 months 
from the beginning of service until March 2, 1946, or until 
such service was terminated because no longer necessary, 
but not as a result of misconduct, or was terminated by 
injury, disease, death or detention by the enemy.

contribution of each employee to the efficiency and econ- 
omy of the service. The position-classification system is 
designed to be useful in all phases of personnel administra- 
tion. 

Title II: This act shall apply to all Government agencies 
and departments except the Post Office Field Service 
(covered by U. S. C. 39:851) and certain other specially 
excepted agencies. The following agencies and employees 
are brought under the act: Reconstruction Finanee Cor- 
poration, Export-Import Bank, Displaced Persons Commis- 
sion, Philippine War Damage, Agriculture Credit Corpora- 
tion, and Customs Clerks and Immigration: Inspectors.

Regular inspections of agency personnel administration 
will be made by the Commission, which has power, in event 
of repeated violations of regulations, to suspend the right 
of any agency to recruit personnel on its own initiative.

(GS) 16 and 17 are subject to Civil Service Commission 
approval, and nominations to the grade of GS-18 are made 
by the President upon recommendation of the Commission.

Permits freight forwarders to enter into contracts with 
motor common earriers with reasonable charges and 
regulations to be established by the parties. The contract 
shall be filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and is subject to adjustment when the Commission feels 
one or more terms is unjust. 


H. R. 5968. Mr. McMillan of South Carolina; August 11, 
1949 (District of Columbia). 


Vests in the Commissioners of the District of Columbia 
control over all public swimming pools, playgrounds, and 
parks situated in the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 5969. Mr. Wickersham; August 11, 1949 (Ways 
and Means).

$60 a month to any individual who is 60 or more years of

Penalty: Fine of not more than $2,500 and/or 
imprisonment for 3 years [amending U. 8. C. 18: part I]. 


H. R. 5983. Mr. Bennett of Florida; August 15, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to con- 
struct additional facilities to provide approximately 16,000 
additional hospital beds previously approved by the 
President, authorization for which was dropped in the 
Budget estimates for fiscal year 1950.

H. R. 5986. Mr. Sasscer; August 15, 1949 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the construction at Suitland, Md., of a group 
of buildings for the servicing and storage of film records 
by the National Archives Establishment. 


H. R. 5987. Mr. Spence; August 15, 1949 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Housing Amendments of 1949—Title I—Improves and 
modifies the several Federal Housing Administration 
mortgage insurance programs operating in nonfarm areas. 
Extends guarantee on repair loans up to $4,500 until July 
1, 1952 (now September 1, 1949) but reduces the guarantee 
on new structures to $3,000 because of the new mortgage 
insurance program herein described. Limits liability on 
outstanding loans to $1,250,000,000 plus $500,000,000 of 
loans under the new program which will substantially be 
administered under Federal Housing Administration 
regulations. 

Permits a $1,500,000,000 permanent increase in regular 
Federal Housing Administration mortgages. Increases 
maximum loan for three- and four-bedroom dwellings 
($7,650 maximum for four bedrooms). 

Provides for cooperative housing mortgage insurance 
under direction of an assistant administrator (1) for non- 
veterans involving 90 percent, 40-year, 4 percent loans not 
exceeding $8,100 per family unit or $1,800 per room with 
slightly more generous terms for veterans (these provisions 
are slightly more liberal than existing laws). States condi- 
tions under which the cooperative mortgage may be 
divided into individual mortgages. Authorizes the Federal 
National Mortgage Administration to purchase certain 
Government-insured mortgages without regard to the 
50-percent limitation on Government purchase of mort- 
gages from anv single mortgagee. Raises the FNMA 
investment and guarantee limitation to $3,000,000,000; 
permits FNMA to dispose of property through other than 
cash sales. Raises Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
lending limitation to $4,000,000,000. 

Extends until June 30, 1950 (now August 31, 1949) 
FHA authority to insure mortgages on rental housing 
projects under Title VI of the National Housing Aet; and 
subject to approval of the President, increases the insurance 
authorization by $500,000,000. Liberalizes provisions deal- 
ing with mortgage insurance on groups (25 or more) of 
single-family dwellings. 

Title II—-Amends the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act 
of 1944 to permit guarantee of home loans up to a maxi- 
mum of $7,500 (now $4,000) or 60 percent (now 50 percent) 
of building cost, whichever is smaller. Permits direet 
4-percent loans to veterans who are unable to obtain 
private financing, subject to a total limitation of 
$300,000,000. Exempts certain farmhouse improvement 
loans from first lien requirements. 

Title [1I—Permits the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to make 40-year, 4-percent loans up to the develop- 
ment cost of housing for educational institutions. Makes 
numerous technical amendments. Extends the termina- 
tion date of national defense housing to July 1, 1950 (now 
January 1, 1950). Redefines what constitutes an accept- 
able mortgage lien for Federal Reserve bank loans. In- 


ereases Reconstruction Finance Corporation aid to pre- 
fabricated housing development by $75,000,000. 


H. R, 5988. Mr. Bennett of Florida; August 15, 1949 
(Public Lands). 

Authorizes the transferfof 55 acres of land known as the 

Weilaka fish hatchery in Putnam County, Fla., to the State 
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board of education of the University of Florida so long as 
they shall be used for educationa! purposes. 
H. R. 5989. Mr. Keating; August 15, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Requires persons who obtain commissions for rendering 
assistance in the obtaining of Government contracts in ex- 
cess of $25,000 to register with Congress and furnish certain 
information concerning their activities. Fstablishes in the 
Administration an offiee of Contract 
Information to aid small businesses in obtaining informa- 
tion concerning the procurement of supplies and nonper- 
sonal services by the executive agencies in order to secure 
a wide participation in the supplying of governmental 
needs. 


H. R. 5990. Mr. Sasscer; August 15, 1949 (Public Works). 


Provides for the development, administration, and main- 
tenance of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway and Suit- 
land Parkway in Maryland as extensions of the District 
of Columbia park system. 

H. R. 5991. Mr. Walter; August 15, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides that the police power of each coastal State may 
extend to the outer margins of the continental shelf if 
consistent with Federal laws. These powers include taxa- 
tion, conservation, and control of exploration. The United 
States, however, retains navigation control and the right 
to undertake certain scientific investigations and to ex- 
tract helium gas and other minerals. 

Specifies this act to be the exclusive determinant of rights 
to oil and gas leases in the continental shelf. Empowers 
the Government to suspend leases and operations there- 
under during times of war and/or national emergency. 
Authorizes the Secretary [of the Interior], in cases of 
lands not now under either Federal or State lease to offer 
such lands for 5-year lease by competitive bidding. 
Restricts leases in known geological structures to 2,560 
acres and leases in unknown structures to 7,680 acres. 
Producing leases may be extended. Leases are subject to 
rental (at least $1 per acre for the second year and there- 
after) and royalty (at least 12% percent on production) 
in addition to the original purchase price. 

For leases issued before tae 1, 1949, the Secretary 
is directed to issue a lease in lands in the continental shelf 
in exchange and for the unexpired term of a State lease 
in the same lands. State granted leases prior to January 
1, 1949, shall continue in force insofar as they cover lands 
within the marginal belt. Operations may be continued 
under the State lease until disposition is made of applica- 
tion for an exchange lease. There shall be no liability for 
any trespasses committed prior to the passage of this act 
by persons operating under State leases. Leases may be 
canceled by court proceedings in case of violations. 

Government income from submerged coastal lands 
shall be divided as follows: (1) continental shelf lands— 
50 percent for the interested State, no specific desposal of 
the other 50 percent, collection to be Federally handled; 
(2) marginal belt lands—62% percent for the interested 
State, 37% percent for the United States, collection to 
be handled by the States. 

This act shall not affect any action pending between the 
United States and any State. Consent to sue the United 
States in regard to submerged coastal resources is speci- 
fically granted, and right is granted to any interested 
lessee to intervene. Any lessee who is in doubt as to 
whether royalties due from his lease should be paid to 
the United States or to a State may interplead the two 
and get a final determination from the Federal courts; 
or he may continue to pay royalties to the State until the 
United States institutes suit. 


H. R. 5992, Mr. Walter; August 15, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Provides that the police power of each coastal State may 
extend throughout the submerged coastal lands if consist- 
ent with Federal, laws, These powers include taxation, 
conservation, and control of exploration. The United

For leases issued before June 23, 1947, the Secretary is 
directed to issue a lease in submerged coastal lands in 
exchange and for the unexpired term of a State lease in 
the same lands. Operations may be continued under the 
State lease until disposition is made of application for an 
exchange lease. There shall be no liability for any tres- 
passes committed prior to June 23, 1947, by persons oper- 
ating under State leases. Leases may be canceled by 
court proceedings in case of violations. 

No disposition is made of Government income from leases 
in submerged coastal lands. This act shall not affect any 
action pending between the United States and any State. 
Any lessee who is in doubt as to whether royalties due 
from his lease should be paid to the United States or to a 
State may interplead the two and get a final determination 
from the Federal courts. 


H. R. 5993. Mr. Doughton; August 15, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Exempts from gross income for income-tax purposes the 
salaries of employees of international organizations but 
includes this amount in gross income for determining the 
rate of tax applicable to income from other sources received 
by aperson. Also exempts these salaries from gross income 
for purposes of the District of Columbia income tax [amend- 
ing U.S. C. 26:116 (h) (1); D. C. C. 47: 1504). 

H. R. 5994. Mr. Case of South Dakota; August 15, 1949

tepeals wartime tax rates on telegraph, telephone, radio, 
and cable services [amending U. 8. C. 26: 1650]. 

H. R. 5995. Mr. McDonough (by request); August 15, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Directs the Veterans’ Administrator to classify pen- 
sioned disabled veterans as combat-conneeted, service- 
connected, and non-service-eonnected. Directs acceptance 
of any alleged disability of a combat veteran if such disa- 
bility is consistent with the circumstances of his combat 
service even though there is no official record of the alleged 
injury or disease. Grants combat-connected disabled 
veterans an additional 10 percent disability rating and a 
preference against reduced disability pensions in event a 
general reduction is put into effect. 

H. R. 5996. Mr. Ramsay; August 15, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to make a 
contract with any domestic producer of vitrified and semi- 
vitrified china pottery or glassware to make payments to 
such producer for the fiscal year 1950 in the amount of a 
proportionate share of one-half of the aggregate amount 
of customs duties reccived from importation of vitrified 
china pottery and glassware. All funds received under 
this act must be devoted to the upkeep and expansign of 
domestic production. 
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H.R.5997. Mr. Talle; August 15,1949 (Waysand Means). 
Exempts certain nonprofit religious and charitable 
organizations from the tax imposed on billiard and pool 
tables [amending U. 8. C. 26: 3268 (a)]. 
H. R. 6000. Mr. Doughton; August 15, 1949 (Ways and 
Means). 

Social Security Act Amendments of 1949—Old-age and 
survivors insurance; 

1. Extension of coverage. The groups added to the 
system are as follows: (a) Nonfarm self-employed persons 
(other than physicians, lawyers, dentists, osteopaths, 
veterinarians, chiropractors, optometrists, Christian Sci- 
ence practitioners, publishers, and aeronautical, chemical, 
civil, electrical, mechanical, metallurgical, or mining 
engineers) whose net earnings from self-employment total 
$400 or more per year; (b) employees of State and local 
governments, if the State enters into a voluntary compact 
with the Federal Security Agency (except for certain 
transit workers who are covered compulsorily), provided 
that such employees who are under an existing retirement 
system shall be covered only if sueh employees and adult 
beneficiaries of the retirement system shall so elect by a 
two-thirds majority; (c) domestic servants in a private 
home (but not if employed on a farm operated for profit), 
whose case earnings are $25 or more per quarter, and who 
work 26 days or more per quarter, for one employer; (d) 
employees of non-profit institutions other than ministers 
and members of religious orders, but, if the employer does 
not elect voluntarily to pay the employer’s tax, the 
employee would receive credit with respect to only one- 
half his wages for the employee’s tax which is compulsorily 
imposed upon him; (e) agricultural processing workers off 
the farm and certain other types of essentially commercial 
or industrial border-line agricultural labor; also employees 
of nonprofit agricultural and horticultural organizations; 
(f) Federal employees not covered under any retirement 
system except temporary workers, elective officials, 
“‘dollar-a-year’’ employees, etc.; employees of farm loan 
and production credit organizations; (g) Americans em- 
ployed by an American employer outside the United States 
and employees on American aircraft outside the United 
States; (h) employees and self-employed in the Virgin 
Island and, if requested by the legislature, in Puerto Rico; 
(i) salesmen, and certain other employees, who were de- 
prived of status as employees by Public Law 642, 80th 
Congress, the so-called Gearhart resolution. 

2. Liberalization of benefits. (a) Increases monthly 
benefits (ranging from 50 percent for highest benefit groups 
to 150 percent for lowest benefit groups) for those currently 
receiving old-age and survivors insurance benefits: (b) per- 
sons who retire after 1949 will have their benefits computed 
under the following new formula, with resulting benefits 
approximately double the average benefits payable today; 
(i) 50 percent of first $100 of average monthly wage, plus 
10 percent of the next $200 (based on the maximum wage 
and tax base of $3,600 per year). This amount will be 
increased by one-half percent for each year of coverage, 
and will be reduced proportionately to take into account 
the time not spent in covered employment, (ii) the mini- 
mum primary benefit under existing law of $10 per month is 
increased to $25, (iii) the maximum family benefit under 
existing law of $85 per month is increased to $150, but not 
to more than 80 percent of the average monthly wage of 
the insured person, (iv) lump-sum death payments shall be 
made for all insured deaths instead of only for deaths with 
respect to which immediate monthly survivors benefits 
are not payable, as limited by present law. 

3. Computation of average wage. The average wage 
of an insured worker shall be the average earned in all 
years of coverage (years after 1949 in which $400 or more 
was earned in covered employment; prior to 1950, years 
of coverage are credited for $200 or more of wages) after 
either 1936 or after 1949, and before the worker dies or 
retires, whichever yields the higher average wage. 





4. Eligibility for benefits. In order to qualify for both 
old-age and survivors insurance benefits under present 
law, a person must have either (a) quarters of coverage 
(calendar quarters after 1949 in which $100 or more was 
earned in covered employment; prior to 1950, quarters 
of coverage are credited for $50 or more of wages) equal 
to one-half of the number of quarters since 1936 and before 
age 65 or death, or (b) 40 quarters of coverage. A third 
alternative qualification of 20 quarters of coverage out 
of the 40-quarter period ending at death or at age 65, or any 
later date, is added. 

5. Limitation on earnings of beneficiaries. Increases 
the amount a beneficiary may earn in covered employ- 
ment without loss of benefits from $14.99 to $50 per 
month. After age 75, benefits shall be payable regardless 
of amount of earnings from employment. 

Permanent and total disability insurance: 

1. Coverage. All persons covered by the old-age and 
survivors insurance program shall be covered. 

2. Benefits. Permanently and totally disabled workers 
shall have their benefits and average wage computed on 
the same basis as for old-age benefits, but no payments 
shall be available for dependents of disabled workers, 

3. Eligibility for benefits. An individual shall be in- 
sured for disability benefits if he has both (a) 6 quarters of 
coverage out of the 13-quarter period ending when his 
disability oecurred, and (b) 20 quarters of coverage out of 
the 40-quarter period ending when his disability occurred. 

Old-age and survivors insurance benefits for World War 
II veterans: 

Gives World War II veterans wage credits under the 
old-age, survivors, and disability insurance program of 
$160 per month for the time spent in military service 
between September 16, 1940, and July 24, 1947. 

Financing of old-age, survivors, and disability insurance: 

1. Taxable wage base. The total annual earnings on 
which benefits are computed and contributions paid is 
raised from $3,000 to $3,600. 

2. Contribution schedule. Employers and employees 
continue to share equally, with the rate for each being as 
follows (since 1936 the rate has been 1 percent): 1950, 
1% percent; 1951-59, 2 percent; 1960-64, 2% percent; 
1965-69, 3 percent; 1970 and after, 3% percent. The 
self-employed who are covered would pay 114 times the 
above rates. 

Public assistance and welfare services: 

1. Extension of State-Federal public assistance pro- 


grams. Aid is extended to persons not now eligible for 
assistance, as follows: (@) Permanently and totally dis- 
abled needy persons become eligible for State-Federal 


assistance by the establishment of a fourth category, with 
the Federal Government sharing in the costs in the same 
manner as for old-age assistance and aid to the blind; (b) 
the mother, or other adult relative with whom an eligible 
dependent child is living, becomes eligible as a recipient 
under the aid to dependent children program, and the 
Federal Government shares in the costs of the aid furnished 
such mother or relative. 

2. Increase in Federal share of public assistance costs. 
Federal funds are made available to the States under the 
following matching formula: (@) For old-age assistance, 
aid to the blind and aid to the totally and permanently 
disabled, Federal funds equal % of the first $25 per recipient 
plus % of the next $10 plus \% of the next $15 with a maxi- 
mum of $50 on individual assistance payments; (b) for aid 
to dependent children, Federal funds equal % of the first 
$15 per recipient (including one adult in each family) plus 
44 of the next $6, plus 4 of the remainder, with maximums 
on individual assistance payments of $27 for the adult plus 
$27 for the first child plus $18 for each additional child in 
the family. 

3. Public medical institutions. Provides that the 
Federal Government shall share in the payments made by 
the States and localities to the needy aged, blind, and 
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permanently and totally disabled recipient residing in 
public medical institutions, instead of limiting Federal 
participation to payments made to recipients residing in 
private institutions as provided in present law. 

4. Direct payment for medical care. Authorizes States 
to make direct payments to medical practitioners or in- 
stitutions furnishing medical care to recipients of State- 
Federal public assistance. (Under existing law the 
Federal Government does not participate in the cost of 
medical care for recipients unless payment for such care 
is made directly to the recipient.) 

5. Child-welfare services. Increases authorization for 
child-welfare services in rural areas or areas of special 
need from $3,500,000 per year to $7,000,000. Authorizes 
the use of child-welfare funds for purposes of returning 
interstate runaway children to their homes. 

Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands: 

Extends the old-age, survivors, and disability insurance 
program and Federal participation in public assistance to 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands.

Buyers must make 
payment within 25 years and at minimum interest of 4 
percent, except projects initially programmed as mutual 
housing projects may be paid for over 45 years at maximum 
interest of 3 percent. 

Title III: Encourages privately financed cooperative 
rental housing for families of moderate income through a 
$1,000,000,000 long-term (60 years) low interest loan 
authorization (Second Liberty Bond Act), to be adminis- 
tered by a Cooperative Housing Commissioner within the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency. Authorizes establish- 
ment of nonprofit housing associations for the purpose of 
constructing the above housing facilities. 

Title IV: Amends the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act 
of 1944 to permit guarantee of home loans up to a maximum 
of $7,500 (now $4,000) or 60 percent (now 50 percent) of 
building cost, whichever is smaller. Permits direct 4 per- 
cent loans to veterans who are unable to obtain private 
financing, subject to a total limitation of $300,000,000. 

Title V: Provides $300,000,000 in 40-year, 2%-percent 
loans to educational institutions to construct housing, not 
more than 10 percent of the funds to go to any one State. 

Title VI: Makes numerous technical amendments. Re- 
defines what constitutes an acceptable mortgage lien for 
Federal Reserve Bank loans. Increases Reconstruction 


Finance Corporation assistance to prefabricated housing 
development by $25,000,000. 
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H. R. 6160. Mr. Hobbs; September 2, 1949 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful for any person to be employed by the 
Federal Government who has engaged in subversive activ- 
ities or is or has been associated with any subversive 
organization. 

H. R. 6161. Mr. Kennedy (by request); September 2, 
1949 (District of Columbia). 

Creates a Board of Elections (three members appointed 
by the President for a 4-year term) to supervise the election 
of national committeemen and delegates to represent the 
District of Columbia at the national political conventions. 
Nominations shall be made by certification of 50 members 
of a candidate’s party. The elections shall be held the 
first Monday in May; and all persons who are residents 
of the District of Columbia without a voting privilege 
elsewhere, and who have registered (stating their political 
affiliation) shall be eligible to vote. Includes provisions 
for absentee voting and penalties for corrupt practices in 
the election.

832) to provide that a quorum shall! be conclusively 
presumed to be present in any meeting of a committee or 
subcommittee unless a point of order that no quorum is 
present is seasonably made by any Member of the Senate 
or House or witness then present (if made before or during 
testimony) and sustained by the then presiding Chairman, 
except that any measure or recommendation reported from 
a standing committee when less than a majority of the 
committee were actually present shall be subject to a 
point of order. 


H. R. 6167. Mr. Johnson; September 9, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 

Validates a conveyance of certain lands by the Central 
Pacific Railway Co., and its lessee, Southern Pacifie Co., 
to the Pacific Fruit Exchange. 

H. R. 6168. Mr. Marcantonio; September 9, 1949 (Bank- 
ing and Currency). 


Declares that an acute housing shortage exists. Rolls 
back rents to levels existing on June 30, 1946. Extends 
rent control to June 30, 1952 (now June 30, 1950). Reeon- 
trols all decontrolled housing accommodations. Fixes 


maximum rental for housing constructed after June 30, 
1946, at 75 percent of the first rental collected for the use 
of such housing [amending Public Law 31, 81st Cong.]. 
H. R. 6170. Mr. Mansfield; September 13, 1949 (Foreign 
Affairs). 
Creates the Commission on Overseas Administration to

Lands). 

Authorizes the construction and maintenance of the 
Vermejo reclamation project, New Mexico. 

H. R. 6176. Mr. Rankin (by request); September 20, 1949 
(Veterans’ Affairs). 

Extends the period for which employees of the Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery in the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion may be detailed for training and research [amending 
U. S. C. 38: 151). 

H. R. 6178. Mr. Battle; September 21, 1949 (Veterans’ 
Affairs). 

Provides for the naming of the proposed Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration hospital at Birmingham, Ala., in honor of 
Gen. William Crawford Gorgas. 

H. R. 6179. Mr. Bennett of Florida; September 21, 1949 
(Ways and Means). 

Bases Federal contributions for old-age assistance and 
aid to the blind on maximum payments by the States of 
$55 (now $45) [amending U. 8. C. 42: 303, 1203]. 

H. R. 6180. Mr. Celler; September 21, 1949 (Rules). 

Amends the Legislative Reorganization Act (amending 
60 Stat. 831) to provide that except in time of war or during 
a national emergency proclaimed by the President, the two 
Houses (1) shall adjourn for the month of April and for the 
months of August and September in each odd-numbered 
year, and (2) shall adjourn sine die not later than the last 
day (Sunday excepted) in the month of July in each even- 
numbered year. 

H. R. 6181. Mr. Dawson; September 21, 1949 (Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments).

Emergency Supplementary Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Act of 1949—Provides for Federal supplementing of 
State unemployment compensation pending enactment of 
an integrated system of Federal unemployment insurance. 
Provides minimum benefits of $20 per week and maximum 
of $35 per week plus $5 for each dependent, provided the 
insured’s earnings exceeded $20. Permits 52 weekly pay- 
ments. Specifies that persons ‘unemployed because of a 
labor dispute shall be eligible for benefits. Provides for 
direct Federal payment of benefits in event of failure of 
State administration, but contemplates that payments will 
ordinarily be made through State agencies.

Amends the World War Veterans’ Act, 1924 (U. 8. C. 
38: 515), so as to cancel certain indebtedness against 
Government life-insurance policies held by disabled veter- 
ans. 

H. R. 6188. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; September 21, 
1949 (Veterans’ Affairs). 

Provisions authorizing pensions for widows and children 
of certain deceased World War I veterans are amended to 
include the widows and children of deceased World War II 
Veterans on the same conditions [amending U. 8. C. 38: 
503]. 

H. R. 6189. Mr. Stigler; September 21, 1949 (Public 
Lands). 

Authorizes appropriation of $350,666.67 for the Choc- 
taw Indians of Oklahoma for the purpose of ending the 
payment of $10,250 due to the Choctaw’s annually pur- 
suant to treaty. Authorizes $20,000 to be appropriated 
to carry out a referendum among the Choctaws to deter- 
mine acceptability of the above proposal.

31, 1949, by the United States and the Republic of Costa 
Rica. 

H. R. 6209. Mr. Albert; September 26,

H. R. 6277. Mr. Anderson of California; September 29, 
1949 (Armed Services). 

Gives discharges to the members of the Russian Railway 
Service Corps organized by the War Department under 
authority of the President of the United States for service 
during World War I. 

H. R. 6278. Mr. Abernethy (by request); September 29, 
1949 (District of Columbia).

| Survivors Insurance: 


1. Extension of coverage.—The groups added to the sys- 


‘tem are as follows: (a) Nonfarm self-employed persons 


(other than physicians, lawyers, dentists, osteopaths, vet- 
erinarians, chiropractors, optometrists, Christian Science 
practitioners, publishers, and aeronautical, chemical, civil, 
electrical, mechanical, metallurgical, or mining engineers) 
whose net earnings from self-employment total $400 or 
more per year; (b) employees of State and local govern- 
ments, if the State enters into a voluntary compact with 
the Federal Security Agency (except for certain transit 
workers who are covered compulsorily), provided that 
such employees who are under an existing retirement sys- 
tem shall be covered only if such employees and adult 
beneficiaries of the retirement system shall so elect by a 
two-thirds majority; (c) domestic servants in a private 
home; (d) employees of nonprofit institutions other than 
ministers and members of religious orders, but, if the em- 
ployer does not elect voluntarily to pay the employer’s 
tax, the employee would receive credit with respect to 
only one-half his wages for the employee’s tax which is 
compulsorily imposed upon him; (e) agricultural processing 
workers off the farm and certain other types of essentially 
commercial or industrial border-line agricultural labor; 
also employees of nonprofit agricultural and horticultural 
organizations; (f) Federal employees not covered under 
any retirement system except temporary workers, elective 
officials, “‘dollar-a-year’’ employees, etc.; employees of 
farm loan and production credit organizations; (g) Ameri- 
cans employed by an American employer outside the 
United States and employees on American aircraft outside 
the United States. Specifically excludes teachers, fire- 
men, policemen, and other State and municipal employees 
who are already covered under their own systems. 

2. Liberalization of benefits —(a) Increases monthly 
benefits (ranging from 50 percent for highest benefit 
groups to 150 percent for lowest benefit groups) for those 
currently receiving old-age and survivors insurance 
benefits; (b) persons who retire after 1949 will have their 
benefits computed under the following new formula, with 
resulting benefits approximately double the average 
benefits payable today: (i) 50 percent of first $100 of 
average monthly wage, plus 10 percent of the next $200 
(based on the maximum wage and tax based on $3,000 per 
year), (ii) the minimum primary benefit under existing 
law of $10 per month is increased to $25, (iii) the maximum 
family benefit under existing law of $85 per month is 
increased to $150, but not to more than 80 percent of the 
average monthly wage of the insured person. 

3. Computation of average wage.—The average wage of 
an insured worker shall be the average earned in his highest 
10 consecutive years of coverage. 

4, Eligibility for benefits—In order to qualify for both 
old-age and survivors insurance benefits under present 
law, a person must have either (a) quarters’ of coverage 


(calendar quarters after 1949 in which $100 or more was 
earned in covered employment; prior to 1950, quarters 
of coverage are credited for $50 or more of wages) equal to 
one-half of the number of quarters since 1936 and before 
age 65 or death, or (6) 40 quarters of coverage. A third 
alternative qualification of 20 quarters of coverage out 
of the 40-quarter period ending at death or at age 65, or 
any later date, is added. 

5. Limitation on earnings of beneficiaries.—Increases the 
amount a beneficiary may earn in covered employment 
without loss of benefits from $14.99 to $50 per month. 
After age 75, benefits shall be payable regardless of amount 
of earnings from employment. 

Old-age and survivors insurance benefits for World 
War II veterans: 

Gives World War II veterans wage credits under the 
old-age, survivors, and disability insurance program of 
$160 per month for the time spent in military service 
between September 16, 1940 and July 24, 1947. 

Financing of old-age, survivors, and disability insurance: 

1. Taxable wage base.—The total annual earnings on 
which benefits are computed and contributions paid is 
continued at $3,000. 

2. Contribution schedule—Employers and employees 
continue to share equally, with the rate for each being as 
follows (since 1936 tne rate has been 1 percent): 1950, 1% 
percent; 1951-69, 2 percent; 1970-79, 2% percent; 1980 
and after, 3 percent. The self-employed who are covered 
would pay 1% times the above rates. 

Pubiie assistance and welfare services: 

1. Extension of State-Federal public assistance programs.— 
Aid is extended to persons not now eligible for assistance, 
as follows: (a) Permanently and totally disabled needy 
persons become eligible for State-Federal assistance by the 
establishment of a fourth category, with the Federal Gov- 
ernment sharing in the costs in the same manner as for 
old-age assistance and aid to the blind; (6b) the mother, or 
other adult relative with whom an eligible dependent child 
is living, becomes eligible as a recipient under the aid to 
dependent children program, and the Federal Govern- 
ment shares in the costs of the aid furnished such mother 
or relative. 

2. Increase in Federal share of public assistance costs.— 
Federal funds are made available to the States under the 
following matching formula: (a) For old-age assistance, 
aid to the blind and aid to the totally and permanently 
disabled, Federal funds equal four-fiftns of the first $25 
per recipient plus one-half of the next $10 plus one-third 
of the next $15 with a maximum of $50 on individual as- 
sistance payments; (b) for aid to dependent children, 
Federal funds equal four-fifths of the first $15 per recipient 
(including one adult in each family) plus one-half of the 
next $6, plus one-third of the remainder, with maximums 
on individual assistance payments of $27 for the adult 
plus $27 for the first child plus $18 for each additional 
child in the family. 

3. Public medical institutions.—Provides that the Fed- 
eral Government shall share in the payments made by the 
States and localities to the needy aged, blind, and per- 
manently and totally disabled recipients residing in public 
medical institutions, instead of limiting Federal participa- 
tion to payments made to recipients residing in private 
institutions as provided in present law. 

4. Direct payment for medical care.—Authorizes States 
to make direct payments to medical practitioners or in- 
stitutions furnishing medical care to recipients of State- 
Federal public assistance. (Under existing law the 
Federal Government does not participate in the cost of 
medical care for recipients unless payment for such care is 
made directly to the recipient.) 

5. Child-welfare services.—Increases authorization for 
child-welfare services-in rural areas or areas of special 
need from 3.5 million dollars per year to-7 million dollars, 
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Authorizes the use of child-welfare funds for purposes of 
returning interstate runaway children to their homes.

Housing amendments of 1949.—Title I—Improves and 
modifies the several Federal Housing Administration 
mortgage insurance programs operating in nonfarm areas. 
Extends guarantee on repair loans up to $4,500 until July 
1, 1952 (now September 1, 1949) but reduces the guarantee 
on new structures to $3,000 because of the new mortgage 
insurance program herein described. Limits liability on 


outstanding loans to $1,250,000,000 plus $500,000,000. of 
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loans under the new program which will substantially be 
administered under Federal Housing Administration 
regulations. 

Permits a $1,500,000,000 permanent increase in regular 
Federal Housing Administration mortgages. Increases 
maximum loan for three- and four-bedroom dwellings 
($7,600 and $8,530 in extraordinary cases). Permits up to 
3 years’ extension maturity date where necessitated by 
economic condition. 

Provides for cooperative housing mortgage insurance 
under direction of an assistant administrator involving 
90 percent, 40-vear, 4-percent loans not exceding $8,100 
per family unit or $1,800 per room with slightly more 
liberal terms for veterans (these provisions are slightly 
more liberal than existing laws). States conditions under 
which the cooperative mortgage may be divided into 
individual mortgages. Authorizes the Federal National 
Mortgage Administration to purchase certain Government 
insured mortgages without regard to the 50-percent limi- 
Government purchase of mortgages for any 
mortgagee. Raises the FNMA investment and 
guarantee limitation to $3,000,000,000; permits FN MA to 
dispose of property through other than cash sales. Raises 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation limitation to $4,000,- 
000,000 (now $2,500,000,000). 

Extends until March 31, 1950 (now October 31, 1949) 
FHA authority to insure mortgages on rental housing 
projects under title VI of the National Housing Act; and 
subject to approval of the President, increases the insur- 
ance authorization by $500,000,000. Liberalizes pro- 
visions dealing with mortgage insurance on groups (25 or 
more) of single family dwellings. 

Title I1l—Provides for disposal of war and veterans’ 
housing [amending U. 8S. C, 42: 1521]. 

Provides for relinquishment by the Federal Government 
with or without payment of housing constructed on State 
or local publicly owned land and on land owned or leased 
otherwise if satisfactory arrangements for local control of 
the land can be arranged. Sets time limit of December 31, 
1949, subject to extension to December 31, 1951, by the 
Administrator, for State and local bodies to apply for 
transfer of particular projects. All other temporary housing 
may be dealt with as the Administrator sees fit. 

Certain temporary housing may be disposed of as the 
Administrator determines. For veterans’ preference pur- 

oses such housing is treated the same as new housing. 
Prior to December 31, 1949, the Administrator must 
reexamine all demountable housing to ascertain whether it 
is of temporary or permanent character. 

Sets July 1, 1951, as termination date for occupancy of 
temporary housing which is under the jurisdiction of the 
Administrator. Permits the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator to transfer a group listed permanent war 
housing projects (plus others upon request) to named local 
public housing agencies if such housing be needed to meet 
& present demand for low cost residences; the transferred 
properties would be treated as low rent housing under the 
act of 1937 with net proceeds after expenses to be turned 
over to the Public Housing Administration. 

Permanent war housing must be disposed of as soon as 
racticable, with due regard to veterans’ preferences. 
men must make payment within 25 years and at mini- 
mum interest of 4 percent (45 years and 3 percent in 
some cases). 

Title III: Encourages privately financed cooperative 
rental housing for families of moderate income through a 
$500,000,000 ($1,000,000,000 with presidential approval) 
long-term (60 years) low interest loan authorization 
(Second Liberty Bond Act), to be administered by Coop- 
erative Housing Commissioner within the Housing and 
Home Finance Administration. Authorizes establishment 
of nonprofit housing associations for the purpose of..con- 
structing the above housing facilities. 


Title IV: Amends the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act 
of 1944 to permit guarantee of home loans for veterans 
and unremarried widows of veterans up to a maximum of 
$7,500 (now $4,000) or 60 percent (now 50 percent) of 
building cost, whichever is smaller. Permits direct 4-per- 
cent loans to veterans who are unable to obtain private 
financing, subject to a total limitation of $300,000,000. 

Title V: Provides $300,000,000 in 40-year, 2%-percent 
loans to educational institutions to construct housing, not 
more than 10 percent of the funds to go to any one State. 

Title VI: Makes numerous technical amendments. Re- 
defines what constitutes an acceptable mortgage lien for 
Federal Reserve Bank loans. Sets Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation assistance to prefabricated housing develop- 
ment at $25,000,000 (now $50,000,000).

Raises surtax on 
corporate and mutual insurance company net income by 
4 percent and raises income tax on foreign corporations 
subject to tax by 4 percent (from 30 to 34 percent) for the 
taxable years ending December 31, 1949, 1950, and 1951. 
For fiseal-year, taxpayers during 1949 and 1950, the effec- 
tive date of this act shall be January 1, 1950, and the tax 
due shall be computed accordingly. Permits $5,000 (now 
$1,000) clearance on capital gains of noncorporate tax- 
payers. Reduces alternative tax on capital gains for 
corporations to 10 percent (now 25 percent) and to 20 
percent (now 50 percent) for other taxpayers. Allows 
tax credit for taxes on income, war profits, and excess 
profits imposed by foreign countries within limits of section 
131 [amending U. 8S. C. 26: 12, 15, 23, 36, 108, 117, 126, 
132, 207, ete.}. 

Title II: Repeals wartime excise tax rates on toilet 
preparations, telephone and telegraph messages, transpor- 
tation of persons, etc., and reduced numerous other excess 
tax rates in accordance with a table set forth in the act. 
Exempts excise tax on luggage retailing for under $25, 
jewelry retailing under $50, furs retailing under $500, and 
toilet. articles and electric light bulbs. Reduces tax on 
cameras to 10 percent (now 25 percent) and on photo- 
graphie supplies to 10 percent (now 15 percent) [amending 
U. 8S. C. 26: 1650, 1651a, 2400, 2401, 2402, 3406).
